The  Board  met  at  their  office  in  the  capitol.  Present:  Hon.  Gilbert  R.  Osmun,  Sec- 
retary of  State,  chairman;  Hon.  Oeo.  L.  Maltz,  State  Treasurer;  Hon.  Roecoe  D.  Diz, 
Gom'r  State  Land  Office. 

The  claim  of  Adoniran  J.  Smith  was  presented  to  the  Board. 

The  claim  is  for  one  hundred  dollars  for  State  Bounty  due  him  under  the  provisions 
of  act  No.  23,  laws  of  1864.  The  evidence  submitted  shows  that  Adoniran  J.  Smith  was 
mustered  into  the  23d  Regiment  Vol.  Infanti^  of  Michigan,  on  the  13th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1864,  and  that  he  was  credited  to  the  township  of  Watertown,  Eaton  county,  and 
that  at  the  date  of  his  enlistment  he  was  a  resident  of  that  township. 

The  claim  was  disallowed  for  the  reason  that  there  was  no  evidence  submitted  to  the 
Board  that  the  claimant  was  credited  on  any  call  for^troops  which  would  entitle  him  to 
claim  State  bounty  under  act  23  laws  of  1864. 


September,  24, 1890. 

The  Board  met  at  their  office  in  the  capitol.  Present:  Hon.  Gilbert  R.  Osmun,  Sec- 
retary of  State,  chairman;  Hon.  Geo.  L.  Maltz,  State  Treasurer;  Hon.  Roecoe  D.  Dix^ 
Commissioner  of  State  Land  Office. 

The  Board  agreed  to  pay  the  Lansing  Water  Works  for  water  used  by  the  State 
at  the  rate  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year  from  July  1, 1890  to  January  1,  1891. 

A  proposition  was  made  by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Lansing  that  the  city 
would  place  two  pole  electric  lights  on  the  east  side  of  Capitol  square,  one  at  the  south- 
east and  one  at  the  northeast  comer,  provided  the  State  would  pay  the  expense  of  one 
of  the  lights. 

The  Board  accepted  the  proixwition. 


November  26, 1890. 

The  Board  met  at  their  room  in  the  capitol.  Present:  Hon.  Gilbert  R.  Osmun,  Secre- 
tary of  State,  chairman;  Hon.  Geo.  L.  Maltz,  State  Treasurer;  Hon.  Rosooe  D.  Dix, 
Commissioner  of  State  Land  Office.  The  account  of  the  township  board  of  health  of 
Austin,  Sanilac  county,  amounting  to  $33.30  for  services  and  expenses  in  investigating  a 
case  of  glanders  in  horses  was  presented  and  disallowed  for  the  reason  that  section  6, 
act  125  of  the  laws  of  1889  provides  that  such  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  township. 

The  board  ordered  a  reprint  by  Callaghan  &,  Co.,  under  their  contract  of  the  23d  and 
24th  volumes  of  the  Michigan  Supreme  Court  reports. 

A  communication  from  Curtis  Buck,  Attorney  for  the  Metropolitan  Iron  and  Land 
Co.  was  received  asking  the  State  to  pay  to  said  company  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  being  the  amount  collected  by  the  State  for  trespass  for  cutting  timber  on  the 
W.  %  of  N.  E.  Ji,  N.  W.  yi  of  N.  %,  of  S.  W.  M.  and  the  S.  W.  )i  of  S.  W.  M  of  section 
16,  town  46  W.,  range  44  N. 

On  motion  the  claim  was  referred  to  the  Commissioner  of  State  Land  Office.

Attorney  Greneral  Ellis  appeared  before  the  Board  and  explained  the  equity  of  W.  D.

Present:  Hon.  Daniel  E.  Soper,  Secre- 
tary of  State,  chairman;  Hon.  Frederick  Braastad,  State  Treasurer;  Hon.  Geo.  T. 
Shaffer,  Commissioner  State  Land  Office. 

The  appointments  of  W.  H.  S.  Wood  as  clerk  of  the  Board,  and  of  C.  H.  Forbes  as 
legislative  stationer  were  confirmed. 

The  clerk  reported  the  allowances  of  last  month  to  amount  to  $17,724.43,  disallowances 
$224.07  and  several  accounts  held  up. 

The  annual  report  of  the  State  Oil  Inspector  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31, 1890,  was 
presented  to  the  board.  The  report  shows  that  during  the  year  there  had  been  received 
as  fees,  by  the  deputy  inspectors,  the  sum  of  $38,775.62;  that  there  had  been  paid 
salaries  to  deputy  inspectors  the  sum  of  $20,422.62;  that  the  amount  paid  for  expenses 
including  expenses  and  salary  of  State  inspector,  was  $4,786.10  leaving  a  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  State  Inspector  at  the  close  of  the  year  of  $13,566.90  which  amount  had  been 
paid  to  the  State  Treasurer. 

The  report  on  being  compared  with  the  monthlv  reports  of  the  Deputy  Inspectors 
filed  with  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  was  found  to  be  correct.

Gwwnmimm—'Ihm  bill  of  John  E.  Foley,  proeeeating  attorney  of  Calhoun  ooontr,  has  been  referred  to 
bv  tbe  clerk  of  your  board  for  an  offioal  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  the  same  is  a  legal  elaim  against 
tbeStetfof  Mifthigan. 

Tbe  only  question  in  this  ease  is:  does  act  No.  72  of  the  pablic  acts  of  1887  apply  when  a  criminal  case, 
or  ttis  qneaticws  involTed  in  a  criminal  case,  are  remoyoa  to  the  Sapreme  Goort  by  mandamns. 

Said  act  ptotides  as  follows:  "That  in  all  criminal  proceedings  removed  to  the  Sapreme  Ck>nrt,  by 
appeal  or  otfasrwiee,  it  shall  be  the  dnty  of  the  proeeonting  attorney  of  the  ooonty  from  whence  any  canse 
i*  BO  removed,  to  appear  on  behalf  of  the  people  therein,  etc."  The  act  farther  provides  that  the  prose- 
eotua  attoniey  for  soeh  service  shall  have  a  'reasonable  compensation,  indading  his  expense  in  travel.'* 
to  bedetermlned  by  the  Board  of  State  Anditors. 

In  the  case  in  whicfa  Mr.  Foley  presents  this  bill,  a  criminal  case  was  pending  in  the  circuit  court  for 
Oalhomi  eoonty.  The  defendant  in  that  suit,  by  his  attorney,  made  a  motion  to  qoash  the  information, 
which  motion  was  denied  by  Judge  Hooker.  As  the  motion  was  denied,  the  defendant,  by  his  attorney, 
coBke  tothe  Sapreme  Court  and  asked  said  court  to  grant  a  writ  of  mandamns  to  compel  Judge  Hooker 
to  goaah  the  information,  or  In  other  words,  to  grant  defendant's  motion.  If  the  court  granted  this 
writ  tha  criminal  case  woiold  be  thrown  out  of  court. 

Hie  proceeding  by  the  Sapreme  Coort,  althoagh  in  form  urainst  the  circuit  judge,  is  in  fact  a  st^p  in 
the  cnminal  case,  uid  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  will  either  affirm  a  declnon  made  by  the  circuit 
or  it  will  oompri  him  to  reverse  it  and  discharge  the  respondent. 

Suprame  Court  is  an  appellate  court  and  has  a  right  to  bring  before  it  the  proceedings  of  an 
by  anv  approiviate  writ.  Mandamns  is  the  appropriate  remedy  in  a  case  like  the  one  ondar 
If  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  his  discharge,  he  was  entitled  to  speedy  relief. 
Ttmim,  etc,  R.  B.  vs.  Iosco  Co.  Ct.  Judge,  44  Mich.  71. 

In  tbe  case  of  the  people  ex  rel.  Burett  vs.  Bacon,  18  Mich.,  247,  the  Supreme  Court  said:  **When  a 
iiiaiMhiinns  iasoea  to  direct  the  action  of  a  iMal  tribunal,  proceeding  in  the  course  of  justice,  it  is  an 
oiicise  of  snperrisoiyJndioiary  control,  and  is  in  the  nature  of  an  appeUcUe  a/dUm,^^  So  in  this  case,  the 
action  of  tbe  Sopieme  Coort  in  granting  I 
order  that  went  to  the  very  foundation  of 
caae  before  the  Sapmne  Court. 
The  statute  under  coosidention  provides  not  only  for  "casee**  but  "proceedings"  that  come  to  the 
ne  Court,  not  only  by  appeal,  but  bv  "  appeal  or  otherwise." 

idearly  of  the  opmion  that  toe  Legislature  intended  by  this  act  to  give  the  Attorney  Qeneral  the 
inee  of  the  proeeentinff  attorney  in  all  criminal  proceedings  which  are  steps  in  oriminal  cases  com- 
~  in  the  several  conrts. 

I  camftot  see  any  difference  between  the  prindplee  in  this  case  and  that  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  case  of  Oeiorge  P.  Hopkins  vs.  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  The  case  was  decided  m  1890.  No 
opinion  was  filed. 

In  the  above  ease  the  relator  was  prosecuting  attorney  of  Kalamazoo  county;  one  Henry  Franklin  had 
been  convicted  in  the  Kalamazoo  Circuit  Court,  and  sentenced  to  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson. 

Afterwards  l^ankUn  soed  out  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  the  Sapreme  Court ;  the  relator,  Georoe  P. 
Hopkias,  ae  proeeenting  attorney  for  Kalamazoo  county,  appeared  m  the  Supreme  court  and  assistea  the 
Attonisgr  Qeneial ;  afterwards  Hopkins  presented  his  bul  under  act  No.  72  to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors. 
They  disallowed  his  bill,  solely  on  the  ground  that  it  did  not  come  within  the  provisions  dE  that  act ;  and 
Hopkins  applied  to  the  Supreme  Court  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  against  the  ooard;  and  the  writ  was 
granted  by  the  Sapreme  Court  against  the  Board  of  State  Auditors. 

It  is  very  omisaal  for  the  Supreme  Court  to  interfere  with  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  and  it  is  at  least 
fair  to  piwsiiine  that  the  ooort  found  that  the  relator  had  a  clear  legal  right,  and  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
theboeid  to  anditthe  claim,  or  they  certainly  would  not  have  granted  the  writ. 

In  mr  judgment  it  is  dear  that  by  the  words  "by  appeal  or  otherwise"  the  Legislature  intended  to  indnde 
imicwsdlngB  of  this  class ;  and  that  the  account  of  John  £.

Gbiitlxkbw— I  have  examined  the  aaeetion  sabmitted  by  the  clerk  of  jonr  Board  relative  to  the  olaima 
preeented  by  the  Saperintendent  of  the  Aaylam  for  Insane  Criminala  at  Ionia,  for  transferring  prisoners 
who  haye  been  restored  to  reason. 

Section  28  of  act  43  of  the  pablio  acts  of  1837,  among  other  things,  provides :  "  Wtienever  any  conyiet, 
who  shall  haye  been  confined  in  said  Asyhim  as  a  lunatic,  shall  have  become  restored  to  reason,  and  the 
Medical  Saperintendent  shall  so  certify  in  writing,  he  shall  be  forthwith  transferred  to  the  Honse  of 
Correction.  Prison  or  Reformatory  from  whence  ne  came."  Jost  as  soon  as  any  person  conyicted  for 
yiolaUng  the  laws  of  this  State,  is  transferred  by  the  warden  of  a  prison  and  plaiced  in  charge  of  the 
SaperintMident  of  the  said  Asylnm,  he  becomes  a  State  patient,  ana  no  one  has  any  control  oyer  him 
except  the  Saperintendent;  only  by  his  direction  can  each  person  be  transferred  to  the  prison  from 
whence  he  came. 

Section  80  of  said  act  43  expressly  provides:  "  The  bills  for  the  maintenance,  clothing  and  other  charges 
of  all  State  patients  shall  be  rendered  qaartwly  to  the  Auditor  General  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasarer  to  the  treasorer  of  the  Asyiom  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General." 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  these  bills  come  under  the  clause  "other  charges,"  and  that  they  are  to  be 
audited  by  the  Auditor  General,  and  there  is  no  reason  for  referring  them  to  your  Board.

GxNTLSifXK— I  have  examined  the  annexed  papers  relative  to  the  claim  of  Samn^  G.  Sebrinst  asking  that 
the  State  of  Michigan  reimbarse  him  for  money  paid  for  the  northeast  \  of  the  northwest  U.  of  section 
11,  township  4  north^  of  range  11  west. 

The  claimant  in  this  canse  presents  the  claim  that  the  State  of  Michigan  shoold  reimbarse  him  for 
his  monejr  on  the  theory  that  he  advanced  it  relying  npon  the  representation  of  the  State  of  Michigan, 
that  the  &nd  in  question  had  been  confirmed  to  the  Port  Horon  &  Lake  Michigan  Railway  Company,  and 
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The  clerk  reported  that  the  bounty  claims  on  file  were  all  jacketed.  Circulars  oon- 
taining  ^e  act  of  February  5, 1864,  and  the  Supreme  Court  decision  of  May  5, 1891,  had 
been  sent  each  applicant.  Jackets  had  been  placed  in  alphabetical  order,  duplicates 
put  tc^ther,  and  tney  were  now  ready  to  transfer  to  the  Adjutant  Generars  depart- 
ment, as  required  by  act  approved  June  16, 1891. 

The  Board  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

Baolvedy  That  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  be  directed  to  notify  all 
oounty  agents  of  the  Board  of  Corrections  and  Charities,  that  hereafter  all  charges  for 
eerrioes  made  on  blank  voucher  No.  218  must  be  certified  by  the  superintendent  of  the 
Reform  School,  Industrial  Home,  or  State  Public  School,  as  provided  for  on  that  voucher 
and  that  charges  not  requiring  said  certificate  of  said  superintendents  must  no  longer 
be  proBented  on  voucher  No.  218;  also  that  the  proper  place  for  county  agents  to  miDce 
application  for  vouchers  is  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Corrections  and  Charities; 
auio  that  oounty  agents  must  sign  the  receipt  upon  the  voucher;  also  that  county  agents 
be  requested  to  noti^  persons  taking  dependent  children  to  the  State  Public  School  at 
Coldwater,  under  their  direction,  that  the  law  allows  only  reimbursement  for  actual  and 
neoeesaiT  expenses  for  such  conveyance,  and  no  pay  for  services. 

Also  that  counlnr  agents  must  send  in  their  accoHhts  at  least  quarterly.  Also  that  the 
clerk  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  has  been  directed  to  return  all  vouchers  of  what- 
ever character,  not  complying  with  these  provisions;  and  also  that  county  agents  be 
required  to  give  names  of  children  and  homes  visited. 

Retolvedf  That  the  State  Printer  be  directed  to  print  in  nonpariel,  at  the  head  of  all 
blanka,  hereafter,  the  number  ordered  and  the  date  at  which  printed. 

Adjutant  General  Parrar  appeared  in  relation  to  the  bounty  claims  to  be  transferred 
to  his  office,  and  asked  the  allowance  of  an  extra  clerk  for  two  months  at  175.00  per 
month,  which  was  allowed. 

W.  B.  Perkins  appeared  in  behalf  of  the  claim  of  Frank  M.  Decker,  late  of  company . 
I^  2d  Regt.,  Mich.  »tate  Troops,  who  was  permanently  injured  and  lost  an  eye  in  a 
Bham  battle  in  1882,  at  Island  Lake,  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  claim  is  made  bv  virtue  of  joint  resolution*  No.  5  of  1891:  Attorney  General 
Ellis  appeared  in  behalf  of  the  State.  The  claim  was  laid  over  for  further  testimony, 
and  the  Attorney  General  requested  to  investigate  the  evidence  already  submitted. 

Mr.  Joseph  Schefneoker  appeared  before  the  Board  in  regard  to  his  claim  for  f738  for 
raising  recruits  m  1861. 

Retolvtd^  That  the  engineer,  Hugh  Guy,  be  instructed  to  discharge  all  unnecessary 
help  on  his  pay  roll  to  take  effect  June  30,  1891,  and  that  no  additional  help  in  the 
laboring  force  be  employed  except  demanded  and  required  by  Mr.  Guy,  and  that  no.  one  • 
be  employed  except  by  a  majority  of  the  Board.    Adopted. 

Reaolved^  That  no  furniture,  carpets  or  other  large  purchases  be  made  except  upon 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Board.    Adopted.

Mr.  Bebring  also  furnishes  his  deed  by  which  he  got  title  from  the  Railroad  Company.  This  deed  is 
dated  and  adEnowJedged  May  6, 1875,  some  eight  months  prior  to  the  time  that  he  himself  procored  the 
tax  history  of  this  land.  *  '  *     ^ 

There  is  no  law  in  the  State  of  Michigan  authorizing  or  requiring  the  State  to  refund  the  money,  and 
*ht  only  possible  claim  that  Mr.  Bebriug  could  haye  would  be  one  based  in  equity  on  the  ground  that  he 
bad  been  misled  by  some  State  oCBoer.  And  it  appears  clearly,  when  the  deed  and  certificate  are  taken 
toipecher,  and  when  the  dates  are  compered,  and  the  fact  taken  Into  consideration  that  the  certificate  pro- 
dn^ed  was  furnished  to  Mr.  Sebring  himself  for  taxes  which  he  paid,  that  Mr.  Sebring  did  not  haye  this 
cntilicate  for  eight  months  after  he  claimed  to  haye  had  the  title,  and  could  not  under  any  possible  cir- 
cumstances be  misled  in  the  manner  and  form  he  claims.  I  must,  therefore,  giye  it  as  my  opinion  that 
the  State  of  Michigan  is  under  no  legal  obligations  to  pay  Mr.  Sebring  the  money  which  he  lost  by 
rMMO  <k  inreating  in  this  land.

CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  STATE   OF   MICHIGAN. 

1850. 

Article  8,  Seotioi^  4.— The  Secretary  of  State,  State  Treasurer  and  CommisBioner 
of  the  State  Land  Office,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  State  Auditors,  to  examine  and 
adjust  all  claims  against  the  State,  not  otherwise  provided  ff or  bj  general  law.  They 
shall  constitute  a  Board  of  State  Canvassers,  to  determine  the  result  of  all  elections  for 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  State  officers,  and  of  such  other  officers  as  shall  by 
law  be  referred  to  them

and  it  shall  be  their  duty  annually,  and  at  any  other  time  in  their  discretion,  to  enter 
into  a  full  settlement  and  final  adjustment  with  every  officer  and  agent  of  the  State,

evidence  token,  the  amount  adjusted  and  settled  in  favor  of  the^person  or  persons  pre- 
senting the  claims,  or  in  favor  of  the  State;  and  any  member  of  said  board  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths  to  any  person  or  persons  presenting  claims,  or  to  witnesses; 
to  examine  the  person  or  persons  under  oath,  to  issue  subpoenas  to  any  part  of  the  State 
against  witnesses;  and  if  any  witness  or  witnesses  fail  to  appear  in  pursuance  thereof, 
and  the  fees  provided  herein  shall  have  been  paid  or  tendered,  to  issue  attachments  to 
compel  their  attendance;  to  set  off  any  legal  or  equitable  claim  against  such  person  or 
persons  in  favor  of  the  State,  upon  proof  of  the  same,  and  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time: 
Provided,  however.  That  every  witness  shall  be  entitled  to  one  dollar  a  day  while  in 
attendance  before  the  Board,  and  six  cents  a  mile  in  coming  to  the  place  of  attendance, 
to  be  paid  by  the  party  who  procures  said  witnesses:  And  provided  further.  That  in  all 
settlements  with  tne  State  Treasurer,  the  Auditor  General  shall  be  a  member  of  said 
Board  for  that  purpose,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  Treasurer.

Gentlemen— Concerning  the  question  presented  to  me  by  your  Board,  asking  my  opinion  whether  sec- 
tion five  of  act  No.  14ft  of  tEe  public  acts  of  1891,  repealed  sections  807,  306. 309, 810  and  871  of  Howell'e 
annotated  statutes,  relative  to  the  powers  of  your  Board,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  said  section  doea  not 
repeal  or  in  any  manner  limit  your  power  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  sections  above  quoted. 
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for  such  pToeeoutions,  and  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  the  expenses  of  any  pros- 
ecntions,  already  commenced,  as  well  as  to  any  which  may  occur  in  the  future. 

OOZfTBACrr  fob  FUEIi,  ETC. 

S44.  18i9,  p.  16,  Feb.  2,  Act  22;  Am.  1857,  p.  443,  Feb.  17,  Act  174.  Section  1.  BeU 
enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hottse  of  Repretentativea  of  the  State  of  Mtehigan,  The 
Board  of  State  Auditors  are  hereby  authorized  to  contract  for  or  purchase  wood,  lights 
and  necessary  furniture  for  the  legislative  halls  and  State  offices  from  time  to  time,  and 
to  audit  and  allow  the  accounts  for  the  same,  and  accounts  for  making  necessanr  repairs 
on  Mie  capitoU  and  the  house  and  grounds  adjoining  belonging  to  the  State,  and  also  for 
a  porter  to  take  charge  of  the  Stote  offices  in  the  Capitol,  and  for  transportation  of 
packages  to  and  from  the  State  offices,  for  the  payment  of  which  the  State  would  be 
liable,  and  for  other  necessary  incidental  expenses  of  said  offices,  and  aiso  for  the 
improvement  of  Capitol  block  by  planting  trees  and  shrubbery  upon  said  block,  and 
also  for  all  other  necessary  improvemente  for  the  enhancement  of  the  value  of  the 
property  of  the  State  at  Liansmg;  and  also  to  procure  plans,  drawings  and  estimates  for 
a  State  Capitol,  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty  nine. 

Abt.  4.  Sec  22.  Constitution  of  Michigan.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law 
that  the  furnishing  of  fuel  and  stotionery  for  the  use  of  the  Stete,  the  printing  and 
binding  the  laws  and  journals,  all  blanks,  paner  and  printing  for  the  executive  depart- 
ments, and  all  other  printing  ordered  by  the  jLegislature,  shall  be  let  by  contract  to  the 
lowest  bidder  or  bidders,  who  shall  give  adequate  and  satisfactory  security  for  the  per- 
formance thereof.  The  Legislature  shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner  in  which  the 
State  printing  shall  be  executed,  and  the  acoounte  rendered  therefor;  and  shall  prohibit 
all  ohaiges  for  constructive  labor.  They  shall  not  rescind  nor  alter  such  contract,  nor 
release  the  person  or  persons  toking  the  same,  or  his  or  their  sureties^  from  the 
performance  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  the  contract.  No  member  of  the  Legislature, 
nor  offioer  of  the  Stote,  shall  be  interested  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  Euch  contract. 

Section  five  abOTO  mentioned  is  an  amendment  to  seotion  five  of  act  No.  206  of  the  public  acts  of  1881, 
«ntit]ed  **An  act  to  provide  for  the  miiform  regulation  of  certain  State  institntions,  and  to  repecU,"  etc. 
Section  nine  of  the  same  act  contains  this  sann^  clause:  "That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as 
ammiding  or  repealing  any  act  or  parts  of  acts  providing,  for  financial  reports  by  any  of  said  State  insti- 
totions  to  the  Auditor  General,  Board  of  State  Auditors,  or  to  aiiy  other  State  omcer,  as  now  provided  by 
law.*^  The  scope  of  section  five  must,  at  least,  be  considered  as  limited  to  the  object  expressed  in  the  title 
of  the  act. 

Section  one  of  the  original  act  (act  No.  206  of  the  public  acts  of  lB8i,  section  412  of  Howell's  statutes),  of 
whidi  section  five  above  rafened  to  is  a  part,  appUee  the  act  to  "all  educational,  charitable,  reformatory 
and  penal  institutions  supi^rted  wholly  or  in  part,  bv  the  State." 

WEen  section  five  is  read  in  connection  with  the  title  it  is  plain  that  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  was 
topiovlde  for  the  report  and  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  certain  institutions. 

Owing  to  the  very  excellent  manner  of  keeping  the  books  in  the  Auditor  General's  office  between  the 
State  and  the  several  educational,  charitable,  reformatory  and  penal  institutions  and  the  law  which 
requires  such  institutions  to  file  vouchers  with  the  Auditor  QenenX  and  gives  him  authority  to  pass  on 
the  same  (Howell's  statutes,  sections  865, 866, 367, 868, 869),  as  a  matter  of  fact  so  much  of  the  law  as  relates 
to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  settling  with  these  several  public  institutionB  has,  since  the  enactment  of 
act  No.  206  of  the  public  acts  of  1881,  practically  been  a  "  dead  letter." 

In  paasing  section  five  of  act  No.  146  of  the  pubUc  acts  of  1881,  the  Legislature  extended  the  authority  of 
the  Auditor  (^neral  by  providing  that  a  final  settlement  each,  year  by  the  Auditor  General  shall  be  made 
with  the  sevearal  i>eDal,  nformatory,  charitable  and  educational  institations  of  the  State. 

Inasmuch  as  this  section  gives  authority  to  the  Auditor  General  to  make- a  settlement  annually  on  behalf 
of  the  State  vrith  these  several  institutionB  referred  to,  and  he  is  also  required  by  law  to  file  the 
voBusheirs  and  pass  upon  the  accounts  from  month  to  month  unless,  under  very  peculiar  circumstances, 
there  would  be  no  necessity  whatever  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  incurring  the  expense  of  reviewing 
orgoing  over  a  setUement,  and  doing  exactly  the  same  work  that  has  been  done  by  the  Auditor  General. 

tnere  are,  however,  embraced  in  the  sections  first  above  guoted  certain  powers  and  duties  devolving 
upon  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  that  are  not  in  the  least  affected  by  section  five,  and  which  it  could  not. 
under  the  title  of  the  act,  be  construed  in  any  manner  to  affect,  viz.:  That  portion  relating  to  the  several 
disboising  and  collecting  officers  and  boards  throue^out  the  State,  who  are  not  connected  with  any  State 
institution  and  with  whom  the  Auditor  General  has  no  authority  to  make  a  final  settlement.  It  would  be 
the  duty  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  to  have  an  annual  settlement  wit^  all  such  persons  and  boards  in 
the  manner  provided  by  law. 

8eo(md,  As  to  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  under  sections  807,  a06, 309,  810  and  871  of  How- 
«U^s  statutes,  I  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  ascertain  in  such  settlement  whether  the  moneys 
received  by  these  collecting  officers  are  properly  accounted  for,  and  whether  the  money  expended  by  them 
has  been  enended  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  law.  If  they  have  not  that  power,  a  settlement  would 
foe  nothing  but  an  idle  ceremony. 

SectiOQ  871  provides  that:  "The  vouchers,  receipts  and  abstracts  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 
State  Anditors,  and  the  Board  shall  examine  the  same  and  shall  make  a  settlement." 

The  power  to  make  a  settlement  neoeesarily  includes  the  power  to  allow  or  disallow  an  account. 

Tkird,  It  wiU  be  observed  that  these  several  statutes,  passed  as  they  were  some  yean  ago,  at  the  time 
they  were  passed,  contemplated  a  settiement  at  the  close  of  the  old  fiscal  year.  Since  that  time  the  fiscal 
year  has  been  changed,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  statutes  changing  the  fiscal  year  would  repeal  the 
iiwvmai  stent  portions  of  these  statutes,  or  so  far  amend  them  as  to  i>roviae  for  the  settiement  now  at  the 
dose  of  the  new  fleoal  year.

AN  ACT  to  amend  sections  one,  two  and  four  of  act  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  of 
the  public  acts  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  for  the  State  of  Michi- 
gan, being  an  act  entitled  **An  act  to  provide  for  the  letting  to  contract,  fumiBhing- 
of  fuel  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  tne  State,  and  also  the  State  printing  and  bind- 
ing,^' as  amended  by  act  sixty-one  of  the  public  acts  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-three,  approved  April  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
three,  being  compiler's  sections  three  hundred  and  forty -six,  three  hundred  and  forty- 
seven,  and  three  nundred  and  f orty-nine  of  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes,  as  amended 
by  act  number  two  hundred  and  three  of  the  session  laws  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  eighty-nine  of  the  State  of  Michigan. 

Secttion  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  sections  one,  two  and 
four  of  act  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  the  session  laws  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-one,  entitled  *'An  act  to  provide  for  the  letting  to  contract,  the  fum> 
ishing  of  fuel  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  State,  and  also  tl^e  State  printing  and 
binding,"  as  amended  by  act  sixty-one  of  the  session  laws  of  one  thousand  ei^ht  hun- 
dred and  seventy-three,  being  compiler's  sections  three  hundred  and  forty-six,  three 
hundred  and  f ortv-seven  and  three  hundred  and  f ortv-nine  of  Howell's  Annotated  Stat- 
utes,  as  an: ended  bv  act  number  two  hundred  and  three  of  the  public  acts  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- nine,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  so  as  to- 
read  as  follows: 

Section  L  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  during  the  month  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-one,  and  every  second  year  thereafter  to  cause  to  be  published  in 
some  newspaper,  published  at  the  seat  of  government,  in  one  or  more  dail^  newspapeta 
published  m  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  in  a  daily  newspai)er  printed  in  the  city  of  Grand 
Rapids,  and  in  the  city  of  Saginaw,  a  notice  specifying  the  time  and  place  for  receiving- 
separate  sealed  proposals  for  furnishing  fuel  and  stationerv  for  the  use  of  the  State,  the 
pnnting  and  binding  the  laws,  journals  and  documents,  all  blanlu,  pai)ers  and  printing 
for  the  executive  and  judiciarv  departments,  and  all  other  printmg  ordered  by  the 
Legislature,  which  said  notice  shall  be  published  at  least  once  m  each  week  for  six  suc- 
cessive weeks  before  the  time  specified  for  examining  such  proposals:  Provided^  That 
no  such  proposals  shall  be  received  after  liine  o'clock  of  the  forenoon  of  the  second 
Wednesday  m  Mav;  and  that  said  proposals  shall  be  opened  on  the  second  Wednesday 
in  May  in  public,  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  and  the  several  contracts  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  or  bidders,  on  or  before  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  June  following:  Provided,  hotoever.  That  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  shall 
have  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids,  and  in  ease  the  said  Board  of  State  Auditors 
reject  all  of  the  bids  on  any  article  advertised  for  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,, 
then  the  said  Secretary  of  State  shall  withm  ten  days  after  said  decision  by  the  said 
Board  of  State  Auditors,  re-advertise  for  the  same  length  of  time,  in  the  same  manner^ 
as  near  as  may  be,  for  such  articles  for  which  the  bids  were  so  rejected  by  the  said  Board 
of  State  Auditors,  and  the  bids  shall  be  opened  and  the  contract  let  in  the  same  man- 
ner, as  near  as  may  be,  as  provided  for  letting  contracts  had  the  bids  not  been  rejected,, 
and  within  the  same  length  of  time:  Provided,  further.  That  if  from  any  cause  it 
shall  not  be  practicable  for  the  Secretary  of  State  to  advertise  as  provided  in  this- 
section,  in  the  month  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  then 
the  said  Secretary  of  State  shall  have  the  right  to  advertise  for  such  bids  as  soon  there- 
after as  practicable,  by  giving  the  same  notice  and  observing  all  the  provisions  of  this 
section  as  near  as  may  be. 

Sec.  2.  Said  notice  shall  specif v  the  kind  and  quality  of  the  articles,  but  under  no 
circumstances  shall  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  or  brand  be  given  in  any  anvertise- 
ment  or  specifications  of  articles  for  which  proposals  are  to  be  received  Ample  secu- 
rity shall  oe  required  for  the  faithful  performance  of  each  and  every  contract  made  in 
pursuance  of  said  notice.    All  stationery  and  supplies  in  the  nature  of  stationery, 

*The  Booghner  Bill  was  printed  as  cireular  No.  8,  Series  of  1881, 100. 

Three  objects  are  accomplished  by  this  bill,  yiz.:  1.  The  letting  of  oontraets  in  alternate  years,  paper, 
coal,  and  stationery  oDe  year,  and  printing  and  binding  the  next,  thas  relieving  the  rash  of  work  on  thi» 
office  somewhat.  2.  €k>ntract8  begin  and  expire  with  fiscal  instead  of  calendar  yearn,  which  makes  it 
easier  from  the  annual  reports  to  ascertain  the  value  of  a  contract.  3.  Bidders  sabmit  their  own  samples 
on  stationery  and  paper  and  the  contract  can  be  divided.  Also  the  nAmiwg  of  partionlar  brands  in 
proposals  and  speoincations  is  prohibited. 

It  is  possible  that  the  time  for  advertising,  receiving  bids  and  awarding  tlie  oontraot  should  be  made  & 
couple  months  earlier  in  the  year,  especially  the  printing  and  binding  contracts  so  as  to  give  mors  time,, 
should  they  be  awarded  to  a  new  contractor,  to  prepare  a  plant  for  the  business.— Wood. 
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aohool  and  janitor's  suppliee,  of  which  such  a  quantity  can  be  foreseen  as  will  last  till 
the  next  contract  is  let,  and  provided  they  can  be  bought  in  sufficient  quantities  to 
make  it  an  object,  shall  be  placed  under  contract.  Each  bidder  for  stationery  shall 
furnish  at  the  time  of  putting  in  his  bid,  samples  of  the  articles  asked  for  correspond- 
ing with  his  bid,  said  samples  to  be  marked  with  the  item,  number  and  price,  and  no 
bid  shall  be  entertained  for  items  on  which  no  samples  are  furnished. 

Ssa  4.  At  the  time  and  place  certified  in  said  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Board  of  State  Auditors  to  meet  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  o^n  and  examine  all 
proposals  received  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  pursuant  to  such  notice:  Providedy  That 
no  bids  shall  be  entertained  unless  accompanied  by  a  guarantee  bond,  in  such  amount 
as  said  Board  of  State  Auditors  shall  require,  conditioned  l^at  the  bidders  will  enter 
into  the  contract  if  awarded  them.  The  Board  of  State  Auditors  shall  properly  pre- 
pare a  schedule  of  all  bids,  and  examine  and  compare  the  samples  for  tne  stationery 
separately,  and  immediately  enter  into  written  contracts  to  commence  on  the  first  day 
of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  with  the  person  or  persons  whose 
propositions  are  the  lowest,  and  who  shall  execute  bonds  to  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  jointly  and  severally,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  in  such  penal  sums 
418  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  shall  require  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said  con- 
tract and  stipulating  that  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the  bidders  to  perform  their  contract, 
«uoh  bondsmen  shall  pay  the  difference,  if  any,  between  the  amount  of  the  bid  made 
by  the  contractor  and  the  nrice  of  such  goods  in  open  market.  Failure  ui>on  the  part 
of  any  contractor  to  fumisn  goods  within  a  reasonable  time  complying  with  contract 
aamples  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  work  a  forfeiture  of  said  contract,  and  the 
Board  may  purchase  such  goods  in  open  market,  charging  any  increase  of  the  cost 
thereof  to  said  contractor,  and  may  call  upon  the  bondsmen  to  pay  said  amount  upon 
the  failure  of  the  contractor  so  to  do:  Provided  further,  That  where  contract  is  let  for 
any  article  now  furnished  under  contract,  which  contract  will  not  expire  until  January 
first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two,  then  the  contract  shall  provide  that 
for  such  items  or  articles  it  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  Jdnuary,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  extend  imtU  the  first  day  of  July,  one  thousand 
'Bight  hnndred  and  ninety-three:  Provided  further.  That  the  contracts  for  printing 
and  binding  to  be  let  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninetv-one,  shall  oe  for  a 
period  commencing  January  iirst,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-two  and  con- 
tinuing untill  July  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-four. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

which  may  arise  by  reason  of  the  withdrawal  of  the  bid  or  bids  by  such  person  or  per- 
sons made  before  the  time  for  entering  into  or  makiug  of  the  contract  by  them  offered 
to  be  made;  and  in  case  any  person  or  persons  shall  make  any  bid  or  sealed  proposal  for 
the  performance  of  any  work,  labor,  furnishing  materials,  or  contract  to  be  made  with 
any  such  State  officer.  State  Auditors,  Board  of  Control,  inspector,  or  commissioner,  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  such  person  or  persons  to  withdraw,  cancel,  alter  or  amend  the 
jAme  after  it  shall  have  been  thus  made,  deposited  and  filed  with  any  such  State  officer.

of  the  third  hundred,  six  cents;  for  each  in  excess  of  three  hundred,  five  cents: 
Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  any  deputy  inspector  receive  more  than  seventy-five 
dollars  in  any  month  as  such  salary.  Said  deputy  inspector  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
and  allowed  all  actual  and  necessary  expenses  for  railroad,  stage  and  steamboat  fares 
incurred  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such  deputy  inspector.  All  salaries  and  expenses 
provided  for  in  this  act,  shall  be  retained  by  the  State  inspector  out  of  the  money 
received  for  inspections  of  oil,  and  accounted  for  and  paid  out  by  him  as  provided  in 
this  act:  Provided,  That  in  case  the  amount  of  money  received  for  the  inspection  of 
oils  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  compen- 
sation and  expenses  of  the  inspector  and  his  deputies  as  provided  herem,  the  amount  of 
such  deficiency  shall  be  deducted  from  said  salaries  pro  rata  to  each.

1818.  Seo.  6.  The  actual  expenses  for  the  transporting  of  dependent  children  to 
and  from  said  hospital  as  provided  in  this  act,  and  the  board,  nursing  and  other  care  for 
said  children  while  in  said  hospital,  not  exceeding  the  amount  charged  other  children, 
patients  in  said  hospital,  shall  oe  audited  by  the  Board  of  State  AuditorB,  and  paid  out 
of  any  money  in  the  State  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

and  shall  receive  pay  thereon;  all  which  accounts  shall  be  verified  as  required  by  said 
Board  of  State  Auditors. 

CENTRAL.  BOARD  OP  CONTROL  OP  THE  STATE  INSTITUTIONS  FOR  MICHIGAN. — SCHOOL    FOR 
THE  DEAF,  MICHIGAN   SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND,  AND  STATE  PUBLIC  SCHOOL. 

[Act  169,  Pablio  Acts  of  ItiQl.] 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  a  central  board  of  control  which  shall  have  the  management 
and  control  of  the  State  Public  School  at  Goldwater,  the  Michigan  School  for  the 
Blind  at  Ijansing,  and  the  Michigan  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Flint,  to  prescribe  the 
powers  of  said  board,  to  abolish  the  present  boards  of  said  institutions,  and  to  repeal 
all  laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

SscnoN  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  State  Public 
School  at  CJoldwater,  the  Michigan  School  for  the  Blind  at  Lansing,  and  the  Michigan 
School  for  the  Deaf  at  Flint,  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  shall  hereafter  be  under  the 
management  and  control  of  one  board  to  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  '*  Cen- 
tral Board  of  Control  of  State  Institutions,*'  the  members  of  which  shall  be  a  body 
ooiporate,  be  cai>able  of  suing  and  being  sued  in  the  courts  of  this  State,  may  adopt 
ana  use  a  common  seal  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  as  such  corporation  may 
take  and  hold  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  both  real  and  personal  estate  to  be  applied  to 
the  use  of  any  of  the  institutions  named  in  this  act  to  which  the  same  may  properly 
appertain. 

Ssa  2.  Said  board  shall  consist  of  four  members  and  the  Gk)vemor  of  this  State, 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  and  president  thereof.  Of  said  members  one  shall  be 
a  resident  of  the  county  of  Ingham,  one  a  resident  of  the  county  of  Qenesee,  and  one  a 
resident  of  the  county  of  Branch.  Said  members  shall  be  at  all  times  subject  to 
removal  bv  the  Governor  or  Legislature.  The  first  members  of  said  board  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Governor  and  shall  hold  said  office  from  and  after  their  appointment  as 
follows:  One  for  the  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term  of  four  years,  one  for  the 
term  of  six  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
Governor  at  the  time  of  appointment.  Said  appointments  shall  be  made  within  fifteen 
days  after  tiiis  act  shall  take  effect.  The  successors  of  said  first  members  of  said  board 
shall,  at  the  expiration  of  said  several  terms,  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  by  and  with 
the  advice  ana  consent  of  the  Senate  for  the  fuU  term  of  eight  vears.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  membership  of  said  board  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by 
the  Governor,  and  the  appointee  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  regular  session  of 
the  Legislature  and  until  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  confirmed 
by  the  Senate.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  and  within  ten  days 
after  receiving  notice  of  tiieir  appointment,  each  member  of  said  board,  except  the 
Governor,  shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  before  some  notary 
pttbhc  and  file  the  same  with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sxa  3.  The  members  of  said  board,  except  the  Governor,  shall  each  receive  compen- 
sation at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  day  for  the  time  actually  and  necessarily  spent  in 
the  affairs  of  said  board,  together  with  their  actual  and  necessary  exx>enses  incurred 
while  employed  in  the  affairs  of  said  board.  Such  compensation  and  exi)enses  shall  be 
stated  in  an  itemized  account  under  oath,  and  when  approved  by  the  Governor  shall  be 
paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  Greneral  out  of  any  money  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sxa  4.  The  officers,  itfents  and  employ^  of  each  of  the  institutions  so  under  the 
management  and  control  of  said  board  shall  be  appointed  by  said  board,  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  thereof,  and  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  and  positions  during  the 
plBasure  of  said  board,  but  the  superintendent  of  any  of  said  institntions  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  removal  at  any  time  by  the  Legislature,  and  shall  consist  of  a  superintendent 
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and  such  assistant  superintendents,  matrons,  agents,  chaplains,  physicians,  surgeons 
and  other  employ^  as  said  board  shall  from  time  to  time  determme  necessary  for  the 

S roper  management  of  the  several  institutions.  Said  appointees  shall  perform  such 
uties  and  receive  such  compensation  as  the  board  shall  from  time  to  time  by  a  major- 
ity thereof  prescribe.  Said  superintendent  shall  reside  at  the  institution  to  the  super- 
intendency  of  which  he  shall  nave  been  appointed,  in  furnished  apartments  aasiffned 
him.  by  the  board,  and  shall  be  entitled,  free  of  chwrge,  to  food,  fuel  and  light  for  him- 
self, family,  and  such  guests  as  visit  him  on  business  connected  with  the  institution. 

Sec.  5.  Within  twenty  days  after  their  appointment^  the  members  of  said  board 
shall  meet  at  the  capitol  in  the  city  of  Lansing  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Governor 
shall  designate  and  organize  by  electing  from  their  number  a  secretary  and  treasurer, 
who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board  or  until  the 
expiration  of  their  respective  terms  as  members  of  said  board.  The  successors  of  said 
secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be  elected  at  such  times  and  in  suoh  manner  as  the  board 
may  determine.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  full  and  correct  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  said  board,  and  make  out,  furnish  and  transmit  such  reports  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  board.  The 
treasurer  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  people  of

He 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  make  and  file  with  the  Secretainr  of 
State  his  bond  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  with  sureties  to  be  approvea  by

Said  board  shall  make  biennial  reports  to  the  Grovernor,  containing  full 
information  regarding  the  condition  of  the  several  institutions  under  its  control,  which, 
reports  together  with  suoh  recommendations  as  said  board  may  deem  proper  shall  be' 
submitted  to  the  Legislature  by  the  Grovemor. 
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Ssa  11.  The  said  State  Public  School  at  Goldwater,  the  Michigan  School  for  the 
Blind  at  Ijanaing,  and  the  Michigan  School  for  the  Deaf  at  Flint,  shall  remain  subject 
to  the  proviBions  of  chapters  forty-four,  forty-five  and  fifty  of  HowelPs  Annotated 
Statutes  and  the  acts  amendatory  lliereof  respectively  and  all  other  laws  of  this  State 
applicable  thereto  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

SiX3.  12.  Ujpon  the  organization  of  said  central  board  of  control  of  State  institutions 
as  herein  provided  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Michigan  School  for  the  Deaf,  the 
board  of  control  of  the  Michigan  School  for  the  Blind  and  the  board  of  control  of  the 
State  Public  School  shall  be  and  hereby  are  declared  abolished  and  all  property  and 
effects  of  every  nature  in  the  hands  of  said  several  boards  or  of  any  of  the  members 
thereof  pertaining  to  any  of  said  institutions  shall  be  turned  over  to  said  central  board 
of  control  of  State  institutions. 

Ssc.  13.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed.

The  duties  of  said 
agent  shall  be  prescribed  bv  said  Ix^rd  and  shall  include  visiting,  at  such  times  as  said 
boud  shall  direct,  the  waros  of  said  board,  who  have  been  jpl^ed  in  families  or  are 
released  from  the  school  on  leave  of  absence,  and  report  to  said  board  the  condition  of 
said  wards.  It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  investigate  applications  for  bo^s  from  the 
Reform  School,  and  to  find  suitable  homes  for  them.  The  necessary  traveling  expenses 
of  said  agent  shall  first  be  examined  and  certified  to  as  correct  by  said  Board  of  Con- 
trol and  shall  then  be  audited  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  and  paid  from  the  gen- 
eral fund.

AN  ACrr  to  provide  for  a  State  board  of  inspectors  who  shall  perform  the  duties  now 
performed  oy  the  advisorv  board  in  the  matter  of  pardons  and  who  shall  have  the 
complete  management  and  control  of  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson,  the  State  House  of 
Correction  and  Reformatory  at  Ionia,  the  Michigan  Asvlum  for  Insane  Criminals  at 
Ionia;,  the  branch  of  the  State  Prison  at  Marquette,  the  Reform  School  for  boys  at 
Lansing,  and  the  Industrial  Home  for  girls  at  Adrian,  and  to  abolish  all  existing 
boards  and  to  annul  all  existing  appointments. 

SBcrriON  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  the  State  Prison  at 
Jackson,  the  State  House  of  Correction  and  Reformato^  at  Ionia,  the  Michigan  Asylum 
for  Insane  Criminals  at  Ionia,  the  branch  of  the  State  Prison  at  Marquette,  the  Reform 
Hchool  for  boys  at  Lansing,  and  the  Industrial  Home  for  girls  at  Adrian,  shall  all  be 
under  the  oomplete  management  and  control  of  one  board,  to  consist  of  four  members, 
not  more  than  three  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  same  political  party,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  one  to  serve  for  two 
years,  one  to  serve  for  four  years,  one  to  serve  for  six  years  and  one  to  serve  for  eight 
years,  as  may  be  designated  b^  the  Governor  at  the  time  of  their  appointment,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  the  term  their  successors  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a  term 
of  eight  years.  The  Grovemor  shaU  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  said  board;  whenever  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  the  board  otherwise  than  by  the  expiration  of  a  term  of  appointment 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governor  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  in  the  usual 
manner.

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Sbo.  3.  The  members  of  said  board  shall  each  reoeive  oomi)eiiBation  at  the  rate  of 
one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  each  shall  reoeiye  his  actual  and  neoeesary 
expenses  while  employed  in  the  duties  of  the  board,  and  such  salary  and  expenses  shall 
be  stated  in  account  under  oath,  and  when  approved  by  the  Qovernor  shaJl  be  paid  by 
the  State  Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  out  of  any  moneys  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  4.  The  offioerb  of  each  of  the  prisons  shall  consist  of  a  warden,  who  shall  be 
principal  keeper,  one  deputy  warden,  one  clerk,  one  chaplain,  one  physician  who  is  a 
Bvrffeon,  and  who  shall  also  be  a  keeper,  and  one  chief  engineer,  and  as  many  keepers 
andguaxds  as  the  warden  and  board  may  deem  necessary.

Home  for  girls  at  Adrian,  there  shall  be  one  superintendent  for  each,  and  as  many 
assistants  as  the  board  may  deem  necessary.  Each  warden  or  superintendent  shall 
reside  at  the  prison,  asylum  or  school  over  which  he  has  charge,  in  furnished  apartments 
assigned  by  the  board,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  food,  fuel  and  light  for  his  family  and 
for  guests  who  visit  him  on  business  connected  with  the  said  institutions.  The  wardens 
or  superintendents  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  at  the  prison,  asylum  or  school 
except  when  absent  on  some  necessary  duty  or  for  sickness,  in  which  case  their  duties 
dunng  their  absence  or  sickness  shall  be  performed  by  the  deputy  or  first  assistant,  and 
in  no  case  shall  the  warden  or  superintendent  and  deputy  or  first  assistant  be  absent  at 
the  same  time. 

Seo.  5.  The  said  board  of  prison  inspectors  when  organized  shall  immediately 
appoint  a  warden  for  each  prison  named  and  a  superintendent  for  said  asylum  and  each 
of  the  schools  named,  but  the  superintendent  of  tne  Industrial  Home  for  girls  shall  be 
a  woman,  to  serve  for  four  years  or  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board  who  have  execu- 
tive ability  essential  to  the  proper  management  of  the  officers  and  employes  under  their 
jurisdiction  and  to  enforce  and  maintoin  proper  discipline  in  every  department,  and 
such  appointees  shall  have  full  control  and  management  under  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  the  board,  with  power  to  suspend  for  cause  any  officer  and  discharge  any 
employ^  in  the  institution  over  which  they  have  charge,  and  report  such  aetion  to  the 
bocurd.  All  officers  and  employes  shall  be  appointed  by  the  warden  or  superintendent 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  and  all  officers  may  be  removed  by  the  bou^l. 
The  board  of  inspectors  shall  also  have  power  to  remove  the  warden  or  superintendent 
for  cause  after  opportunity  shall  be  given  him  to  be  heard  upon  written  charges.  No 
warden  or  superintendent  shall  be  removed  except  for  cause. 

Sec.  6.  The  following  salaries  shall  be  paid  to  the  warden  and  superintendent  of 
the  asylum,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  each, 
with  keep  as  provided;  to  the  deputy  warden  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars 
with  board;  to  the  clerk  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars;  to  the  physician  a 
sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars;  to  the  chaplain  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars;  to  the  chief  engineer  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  doll^;  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  Reform  School  at  Lansing,  one  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, with  keep  as  provided.  To  the  superintendent  of  Industrial  Home  for  Girls  at 
Adrian,  one  thousand  doUars  with  keep  as  provided.  The  said  board  of  inspectors  shall 
fix  the  salaries  as  herein  provided  and  for  all  other  employes  deemed  by  them  neces- 
sary to  have  for  the  proper  management  of  each  institution,  stating  whether  same  is 
with  or  without  board.  Said  salaries  are  to  be  paid  monthly  from  money  on  hand  or 
drawn  from  the  State  treasury. 

SEa  7.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  the  warden  or  superintendent 
shall  execute  to  the  people  of  the  State  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  in 
the  penal  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  that  they  shall  faithfully 
account  for  all  moneys  and  properties  that  may  come  into  their  hands  by  virtue  of  their 
office,  whether  arising  from  the  labor  of  convicts,  the  sale  of  manufactured  articles,  or 
appropriations  made  by  the  Legislature  and  drawn  from  the  State  treasury,  and  shall 
perform  all  the  duties  mcumbent  upon  them  as  such  warden  or  superintendent  accord 
ing  to  law,  which  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  board  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Audior  Greneral. 

SEa  8.  The  board  of  inspectors  shall  meet  at  each  prison,  asylum  or  school  at  least 
once  in  every  three  months,  and  as  much  oftener  as  the  proper  management  thereof 
shall  require.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business  and  the  first  out-going  member  shall  be  the  chairman  there- 
of; they  shall  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  and  manage- 
ment of  said  institutions  in  all  its  details.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  in  charge 
to  see  that  such  rules  and  regulations  are  properly  carried  out.  The  warden  or  super- 
intendent, or  as  he  may  direct,  the  clerk  of  the  prison,  asylum  or  school  shall  attend  the

meetings  of  the  board  and  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of  the  proceedings  in  a  book  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  and  the  minutes  thus  kept  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman,  and 
kept  in  the  prison,  asylum  or  school. 

Sec.  9.  All  moneys  drawn  from  the  State  treasury  for  the  uses  of  the  several  insti- 
tutions named  shall  be  upon  the  warrant  of  the  warden  or  superintendent,  indorsed  by 
the  board  of  inspectors  and  approved  by  the  Auditor  QeneraL 

Ssa  10.  The  warden  or  superintenoent,  under  directions  of  the  board,  shall  cause 
the  books  of  the  institution  to  be  so  kept  as  to  clearly  exhibit  the  workings  of  the 
prison,  asylum  or  school,  in  all  its  departoients.  He  shall  make  a  quarterly  statement 
to  the  board  which  shall  specify  in  detail  all  receipts  and  expenditures]  proper  itemized 
vouchers  in  duplicate  shall  be  taken  for  each  expenditure,  one  of  which  shall  acoom- 
pmay  each  quarterly  statement,  the  other  to  be  kept  on  file  at  the  institution  and  the 
said  quarterly  statement  with  vouchers  attached  after  approval  by  the  board,  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Auditor  QeneraL  The  accounts  of  each  institution  shall  be  annually 
closed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  of  each  year,  and  the  warden  or  superintendent

durinfif  the  year,  with  the  names  of  the  counties  from  whence  they  were  received,  clnd 
tJie  crimes  of  which  they  were  convicted;  the  number  discharged,  died,  escaped  or  par- 
doned, together  with  such  other  facts  and  suggestions  as  may  fully  exhibit  the  entire 
workings  of  the  prison  or  school  during  the  year. 

Btg,  II.  No  inspector,  warden  or  superintendent  or  any  other  employ^  shall  be 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  kind  of  business  carried  on  in  such  prison, 
asylum  or  school,  nor  in  the  purchase  or  sale  for  or  on  account  of  such  prison  or  school, 
nor  shall  they  employ  the  labor  of  any  convict  upon  any  work  in  which  they  are  inter- 
ested; all  infractions  of  the  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  reported  by  the  officer  in 
charge,  to  the  warden  or  superintendent,  who  alone  is  authorized  to  prescribe  punish- 
ment, and  all  good  time  lost  by  said  infraction  of  rules  and  regulations  may,  up6n  the 
recommendation  of  the  warden,  be  restored  by  the  board  of  inspectors.  The  warden  or 
superintendent  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  daily  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  prison, 
asylum  or  school  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the  board  of  inspectors,  and 
keep  in  each  cell  or  room  in  the  prison,  asylum  or  school,  a  copy  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions adopted  by  the  board  for  tne  government  of  prisoners. 

Sbo.  12.  The  said  board  of  inspectors  shall  make  a  biennial  report  to  the  Qovemor 
to  be  by  him  laid  before  the  Legislature;  the  first  report  to  be  made  in  January,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three,  which  sh^l  contain  the  reports  made  them 
by  the  officers  of  each  institution,  together  with  such  recommendations  for  the  better- 
ment of  each  institution,  and  any  other  information  they  may  deem  proper  to  submit. 

Ssa  13.  The  said  board  of  insx>ectors  shall  be  the  advisory  board  in  the  matter  of 
pardons,  and  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  of  said  advisory  board  as 
provided  by  law.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed,  and  the  present  boards  of  managers  of  said  institutions  consolidated 
under  tins  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  aboliimLed  and  all  appointments  of  officers 
and  agents  at  said  institutions  are  hereby  annulled.

SENTENCE  OP  FEMALES  TO  CONFINElfENT  IN  DETBOIT  HOUSE  OF  OOBREOTION. 

9865.  Public  Acts,  1879,  No.  67.  Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  sentence  of  any  female  now 
confined  or  that  shall  hereafter  be  confined,  in  the  State  Prison,  shtul  be  by  the 
Governor  or  other  competent  authority,  commuted  to  confinement  for  any  period  in  the 
Detroit  House  of  Correction,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  agent  of  said  State  Prison  to  at 
onoe  transmit  sucdi  person  in  proper  and  safe  custody  to  the  superintendent  of  said 
House  of  Correction,  whose  duty  it  ^all  be  to  receive  and  safely  keep  her  in  said  House 
of  Correction  until  tiie  expiration  of  her  sentence  as  commuted,  or  until  she  is  otherwise 
disoharaed  by  due  process  of  law  or  competent  authority.  And  the  board  of  inspectors 
of  the  State  Prison  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  with  the  board  of 
inspectors  of  said  House  of  Correction  for  the  maintenance  at  said  House  of  Correction 
of  persons  sentenced  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section:  Provided^  That  the 
compensation  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar  per  week. 
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EXPANSES  OF  THE  AUDITOB  GENERALi. 

341a.  1883,  p.  38,  April  24,  Act  46.  Sbctiok  1.  Provided,  He  shall  not  directly  or 
indirectly  receive  any  fees,  mileage,  or  perquisites  whatever  for  the  peformance  of  duties 
connected  with  his  office  excepting  actual  personal  expenses  while  away  from  the  seat 
of  government  in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

PAYMENT  OP  CERTAIN  BOUNTIES  PROVIDED  FOR. 

392a.  1885,  p.  212,  June  9,  Sept  19,  Act  157.  Section  1.  TJie  People  of  the  State 
of  Michigan  enact.  That  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and 
instructed  to  examine  into  and  determine  the  rights  of  certain  claimants  to  State 
bounties,  which  bounties,  it  is  alleged,  have  been  paid  by  the  State  upon  forged  or 
fraudulent  vouchers;  and  to  adjudicate  and  determme  upon  all  questions  of  fraud  in 
relation  to  such  bounties. 

392b.  Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  herein  provided,  said  board  is  hereby  directed  to 
hold  its  sessions  at  the  capitol  at  Lansing,  at  such  times,  and  as  often,  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  transact  and  complete  the  business  of  adjudicating  such  claims.  Said 
board  is  further  authorized  ana  directed  to  establish  such  methods  of  adjudication,  and 
prescribe  such  mode  of  proof,  as  shall  seem  to  them  most  conducive  to  the  object 
mtended  to  be  accomplished  by  this  act,  and  as  shall  be  the  least  expensive  to  such 
claimants.  They  shall  have  further  power  in  all  cases,  where  it  may  seem  to  them  to 
be  necessary  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  and  to  call  for  papers  and  enforce 
the  production  thereof.

For  the  purposes  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  deemed  necessary,  in 
establishing  a  claim,  for  the  soldier,  or  his  widow  or  children,  having  a  claim  under  the 
provisions  ef  act  No.  27  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  approved 
February  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  being  compiler's  section  nine

atives: Provided  further.  That  the  statute  of  limitations  shall  not  be  a  bar  to  any  claim 
by  such  soldier,  or  his  widow,  children  or  legal  representativea 

392cL  SEa  4.  If  it  shall  appear  upon  such  examination  that  '^e  bounty  due'* 
said  soldier  so  enlisted  and  mustered  has  been  paid  to  any  other  person,  upon  forged  or 
fraudulent  vouchers,  and  that  his  bounty  is  still  justly  due  him,  the  said  board  studl 
audit  the  claim,  and  issue  a  certificare  showing  the  fact  and  directing  the  amount  found 
to  be  due  to  be  paid  to  such  soldier  or  his  heirs,  and  upon  such  certificate  the  Auditor 
General  shall  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Michigan  for  the 
amount  found  due  by  said  board  as  shown  by  such  certificate,  and  the  Treasurer  shall 
pQiy  the  same  out  of  any  money  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  or  any  money  not  other- 
wise appropriated.

official  expenses  necessarily  incurred  shall  be  audited  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors 
and  paid  from  the  general  fund. 

PROSECUTING  ATTORNEY  TO  CONDUCT  CASES  IN  SUPREME  COURT,  ETC. 

[Act  No.  75,  May  la,  18B1.] 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  one  of  act  number  seventy-tw )  of  the  session  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  being  an  act  entitled**  An  act  to  require  prosecuting 
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attorneys  to  appear  and  conduct  criminal  proceedings  in  the  Supreme  Court  in  certain 
cases,  and  to  provide  for  ttie  payment  of  extra  compensation  therefor,"  approved  April 
fifteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-seven. 

SEonoH  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact  That  section  one  of  act 
number  seventy-two  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty Hseven,  entitled 
^An  act  to  reouire  prosecuting  attorneys  to  ap];)ear  and  conduct  criminal  proceedings  in 
the  Supreme  Court  in  certain  cases,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  extra  compensa- 
tion therefor,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michiaan  enact,  That  in  all  criminal  proceed- 
ings removed  to  the  Supreme  Court  by  writ  of  error,  mandamus  or  otherwise,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  from  which  any  cause  is  so 
removed  to  prepare  a  brief  on  behalf  of  the  people  therein,  and  to  furnish  the  same  to 
the  Attorney  General  where  such  cause  is  a  calendar  cause,  at  least  twenty  days  before 
the  time  at  which  such  cause  is  set  for  hearing,  and  in  all  other  cases  such  prosecuting 
attorney  shall  furnish  such  brief  to  the  Attorney  General  at  least  two  days  before  the 
time  for  the  hearing  of  such  cause.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting' attorney  of 
the  county  from  which  any  cause  is  so  removed,  where  such  cause  is  made  a  calendar 
cause,  on  the  request  of  the  Attorney  Greneral  to  appear  on  behalf  of  the  people  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  to  assist  the  Attorney  General  to  conduct  such  cause  in  such 
court,  and  for  his  services  in  such  case  such  prosecuting  attorney  shall,  in  addition  to 
his  rejgular  salary,  receive  a  reasonable  compensation,  including  his  expenses  in  travel- 
ing to  and  from,  and  on  his  attendance  in  such  court,  when  so  requested  by  the 
Attorney  General.  Such  expenses  in  traveling  to  and  from  and  compensation  for 
attendance  in  such  court  to  be  certified  to  by  the  Attorney  General  and  ascertained 
and  determined  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  and  paid  by  the  State  out  of  any 
funds  belonging  to  the  State  not  otherwise  appropriated,  and  the  expenses  of 
preparing  and  printing  any  brief  or  argument  prepared  m  such  case  shall  be  paid  by 
the  county  from  which  the  case  is  removed.

and  examination,  and  their  conclusions  as  to  the  condition  of  the  institution.  The 
visitors  acting  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  their 
necessary  expenses  while  so  engaged,  which  amonut  shall  be  certified  by  the  board  of 
education  to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  who  shall  authorize  a  warrant  therefor  to  be 
drawn  upon  the  State  Treasurer,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  committing  of  pauper  insane  persons  to  the  Wayne  county 
insane  asylum,  and  for  the  transfer  of  such  persons  to  the  State  asylum,  and  from 
the  State  asylum  to  [the]  said  county  asylum,  and  to  provide  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  such  insane  persons. 

SscnoN  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  judge  of  probate 
for  the  county  of  Wayne  may,  in  his  discretion,  commit  any  pauper  insane  persons  who 
would  be  a  charge  against  the  said  county  of  Wayne,  to  the  Wayne  county  insane  asylum, 
instead  of  the  State  asylum,  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  procedure  as

medical  superintendent  of  said  county  asylum,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  State  Board 
of  Corrections  and  Charities,  that  such  insane  persons  have  received  proper  treatment 
and  care. 

SEa  2.  The  Stete  Board  of  Corrections  and  Charities  may,  from  time  to  time,  with 
the  aid  of  the  medical  superintendent  of  said  county  asylum  and  the  medical  superin- 
tendent of  one  of  the  Stete  asylums  to  be  selected  by  said  board,  examine  into  the 
treatment  and  care  of  patiento  in  said  county  asylum,  and  said  board,  in  ito  discretion, 
mav  at  any  time  direct  that  any  of  such  patiento  be  transferred  to  a  otete  asylum,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  the  poor  of  said  county  to  make  such 
transfer,  and  as  to  the  patients  so  transferred  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  two 
years,  for  which  their  support  and  maintenance  in  the  Stete  asylum  majr  be  charged 
against  the  said  county,  the  time  for  which  they  may  have  been  confined  m  said  county 
Bgylxun, 

Bwa,  Sb  The  medical  superintendent  of  either  of  the  Stete  asylums  may,  with  the 
oomsent  of  the  trustees  thereof,  transfer  to  said  Wayne  counter  asylum  any  indigent  or 
pauper  insane  person  whose  support  and  maintenance  would  oe  a  charge  against  said

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county,  and  after  the  expiration  of  two  years,  inoludinj?  any  time  for  which  they  may 
have  been  supported  and  maintained  at  the  expense  of  said  county,  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  such  patients  in  said  county  asylum  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Board  of 
State  Auditors,  on  proper  accounts,  certified  by  the  said  superintendents  of  the  poor 
and  the  medical  super mtendent  of  said  county  asylum.  The  medical  superintendent 
of  the  Eastern  [Michigan]  Medical  Asylum  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  trustees 
thereof,  transfer  to  said  Wayne  county  asylum  any  indigent  or  pauper  insane  person  or 
persons  under  treatment  at  the  expense  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  who  have  been 
committed  to  the  Eastern  Michigan  Asylum  from  Wayne  county,  and  tlie  account  for 
the  maintenance  of  such  patiento  shall  be  allowed  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  and 
paid  by  the  State  of  Michigan,  on  proper  accounts,  certified,  as  provided  in  section  one 
of  this  act:  Provided,  That  no  greater  sum  than  the  actual  cost  per  week,  which  shall 
at  no  time  exceed  three  dollars  per  week,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  any  patient  at  said  county  asylum. 

Sec.  4.  The  books  of  said  superintendents  of  the  poor  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to 
tlie  inspection  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  and  all  persons  whom  he  or  the  Board  of 
State  Auditors,  may  appoint  to  examine  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  verification  of 
claims  against  the  State. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

80LJ)IERS'  BOUNTIES. 

[Act  No.  138,  Laws  of  1S91.] 

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  payment  by  the  Stete  of  bounties  offered  to  soldiers  and 
sailors,  under  the  call  of  the  President  of  the  United  Stetes,  of  February  first,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  remaining  due  to  them  and  their  heirs. 

SEcrioN  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  there  shall  be  paid  to 
each  enlisted  man  who  enlisted  and  was  mustered  into  the  militory  or  naval  service  of 
the  United  Stetes  during  the  late  war  of  the  rebellion,  under  the  call  of  the  President 
of  the  United  Stetes  bearing  date  February  first,  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  and  who  served  in  a  Michigan  resiment,  company  or  battery^  or  who  served 
in  any  organization  from  an^  other  Stete,  and  who  was  credited  to  this  Stete,  or  to  any 
county,  township,  city  or  village  or  militery  sub-district  therein,  under  offers  of  boun- 
ties, made  by  virtue  of  acte  pasised  by  the  Legislature  of  Michigan,  such  sum  or  sums 
as  may  remain  due  to  such  soldier  or  sailor  under  said  offer  of  lx>untiee,  and  in  case  of 
his  death,  then  to  his  widow,  or  in  case  of  her  death  or  remarriage,  then  to  the  surviv- 
ing children  of  such  soldier  or  sailor,  or  in  case  neither  widow  nor  child  survive  him, 
then  to  his  father  or  mother  in  the  order  named. 

SEa  2.  It  shall'  be  the  duty  of  the  Quartermaster  General  and  Adjutant  General, 
upon  application  being  made  to  them  by  any  such  soldier  or  sailor,  or  his  widow,  or  in 
case  of  her  death  or  remarriage,  the  surviving  children  of  such  soldier  or  sailor,  his 
father  or  mother  as  aforesaid,  for  tJie  payment  of  such  bounty,  to  ascertain  upon  prox)er 
and  sufficient  proofs,  to  be  made  in  such  manner  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Stete  Auditors: 

First,  Whether  the  applicant  is  a  soldier  or  sailor,  or  the  legal  representetive  of  a 
soldier  or  sailor  who  is  entitled  to  the  bounty  under  the  provisions  of  this  act; 

Second,  The  amount  of  bounty,  if  any,  heretofore  paid  to  such  soldier  or  sailor  by 
this  Stete. 

Seo.  3.  If  it  shall  appear  that  said  applicant  is  entitled  to  the  sum  claimed  or  any 
part  thereof,  they,  the  said  Quartermaster  General  and  Adjutont  General,  shall  make 
the  necessary  certificate  showing  the  amount  so  due,  which  certificate,  together  with 
the  proofs  and  copies  of  the  records  relating  thereto,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of 
State  Auditors.  The  Board  of  Stete  Auditors  shall  thereupon  examine  and  review  such 
proof,  and  if  found  correct,  draw  their  warrant  upon  the  Stete  Treasury  for  the  amount 
so  due,  and  the  amount  of  said  warrant,  together  with  the  date  of  ite  drawing,  shall  be 
communicated  to  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same  together  with  a  voucher  to  be 
executed  by  the  recipient  of  said  bounty  and  returned  to  tne  Auditor  General  accord- 
ing to  certain  rules  to  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Stete  Auditors,  and  tihereupon 
said  warrant  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  person  so  entitled  to  said  bounty,  and  when 
properly  endorsed  and  presented  in  due  form  to  the  State  Treasurer,  shall  be  paid  out 
of  any  moneys  in  the  Stete  treasury  for  that  purpose  appropriated,  and  in  case  there 
shall  not  be  sufficient  money  in  the  Stete  treasury  applicable  to  such  purpose,  such 
warrant  shall  remain  as  an  obligation  against  the  State  until  paid,  and  a  sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys 
in  the  Stete  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  payment  of  said  bounties. 
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Sec.  4.  All  applications  for  bounties,  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  State 
Auditors,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Quartermaster  General  and  Adjutant  General, 
and  considered  by  them  as  original  applications. 

Seo.  5.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  employ  any  agent  or  attorney  for  the  prosecution 
or  ooUection  of  said  claims  for  bounties,  but  they  shall  be  settled  and  adjusted  directly 
by  the  Quartermaster  General,  Adjutant  General  and  Board  of  State  Auditors  without 
ooBt  to  said  applicant,  and  the  checks  drawn  in  payment  of  these  bounties  shall  be 
mailed  directly  to  the  claimant  or  the  money  paid  to  the  claimant,  and  it  shall  not  be 
lawful  to  pay  any  moneys  to  third  parties  except  after  the  transfer  of  said  checks  by 
indorsement  of  the  soldier  or  claimant  in  whose  favor  the  same  was  drawn. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect. 

Approved  June  16,  A.  D.  1891. 

PRESIDENTIAL.  ELECTORS. 
[Act  No.  51,  Pablic  Acte  of  1891.] 

Sec  5.  Each  of  said  electors  and  alternate  electors  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  for  each  day's  attendance  at  the  meeting  of  the  electors  as  above  provided,  and 
five  cents  per  mile  for  the  actual  and  necessary  distance  traveled  each  way  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  said  place  of  meeting,  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the  State  Measurer 
upon  the  allowance  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors. 

Approved  May  1,  1891. 

[Joint  Rofiolation  No.  8,  Laws  of  1891,  p.  327.] 

JOINT  RESOLUTION  authorizing  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  to  make  oertam 

improvements  on  certain  property  owned  by  the  State. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and.  House  of  Repreeentatives  of  the  State  of  Michigan^ 
That  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  be,  and  it  is  herebv  authorized  and  directed  to  expend 
a  sum  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  which  is  hereby  appropriated  from  the  gene- 
ral fund  for  making  the  following  improvements  upon  property  owned  by  the  State  in 
the  city  of  Lansing,  viz:  The  sum  of  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  in  grading  and 
ornamenting  with  walks  and  trees,  blocks  seventy-eight  and  seventy-nine  and  a  further 
sum  of  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  for  grading  and  ornamenting  with  walks 
and  trees,  block  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  the  east  half  of  block  one  hundred 
and  twenty-four  and  the  Board  of  Steto  Auditors  is  further  instructed  to  reset  trees 
around  said  blocks  from  time  to  time  if  deemed  necessary. 

Approved  June  12, 1891. 

[ConcDnent  Resolntion  No.  U,  1891.  | 

Resolved  by  the  House  (the  Senate  concurring),  That  the  Board  of  Stete  Auditors 
are  hereby  authorized  to  audit  and  allow  such  claims  for  stenographic  and  clerical 
assistance  as  majr  be  certified  by  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  as  having  been 
rendered  to  said  justices  during  the  present  year  prior  to  the  teking  effect  of  the  act 
authorizing  the  employment  of  such  assistence  and  appropriating  moneys  for  the  pay- 
ment therefor.  Such  sums  so  audited  and  allowed  to  be  charged  against  said  fund  so 
appropriated  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  ninety-one.

For  the  information  of  ex-Union  soldiers  the  following  circular,  containing  act  No.  28,  approved 
Ftobrnvy  5, 1804,  relating  to  $100  State  bounty,  and  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  thereon,  has 
beenprepued. 
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It  will  be  Been  that  thiB  aet  applies  only  to  those  who  enlisted  under  the  call  of  Febrnary  1,  1864.  there- 
fose  soldiefB  who  enlisted  in  1861, 1862, 1868  (or  in  1864  or  *65,  under  any  other  call  than  that  of  Febrnary 
1),  woold  haye  no  prospect  of  bounty  as  the  law  now  stands. 

A«ain  those  who  enlisted  under  the  call  of  February  1, 1864,  would  not  be  entitled,  if  already  paid,  or  if 
they  were  drafted,  a  substitute,  or  credited  to  any  other  township  than  that  in  which  they  resided  at  date 
of  enlistmenti 

^DieBtoteof  Michigan  has  no  records  as  to  what  call  the  soldiers  enlisted  under.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
obtain  information  In  remrd  to  '*  calls "  from  the  Federal  CK>Temment  at  Washington,  which  each 
indlTidnal  soldier  can  possibly  obtain  by  writing  to  the  War  Department. 

No  law  has  been  passed  relating  to  the  equalisation  of  State  bounties,  so  yery  little  encouragement  can 
bejpyen  at  present  in  this  matter. 

The  employment  of  attorneys  to  present  claims  will  not  be  necessary.  Inf(»rmatlon  as  to  disabilities, 
hospital  and  pris<m  records,  are  of  no  importance  in  bounty  applications. 

Mo  appropriation  has  as  yet  been  made  for  the  payment  of  any  military  bounties. 

[Aet  No.  28,  1864.] 

AN  ACT  authofriadng  the  payment  of  bounties  to  yolunteers  in  the  sendee  of  the  United  States.  Approyed 

February  5, 1864. 

Sbo.  8.  Hiere  shall  be  paid  from  the  war  fund  of  this  State,  a  uniform  State  bounty  of  one  hundred 
doUars  to  each  person  below  the  rank  of  a  commissioned  olfioer,  who  may  hereafter  enlist  and  be  mustered 
Into  the  military  or  nayal  serylce  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  be  credited  on  the  quota  of  this 
State,  or  any  military  district  thereof,  under  any  call  or  order  of  the  President  or  militaiV  authorities 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  made  or  issued  since  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1864:  Provided^ 
That  mme  of  the  bounties  proyided  for  in  this  act  shall  hereaftw  be  paid  to  any  yolunteer,  being  a  resident 
of  this  State  at  the  time  of  enlisting,  who  shall  be  credited  to  any  sub-district,  township,  or  ward,  other 
than  that  in  which  he  is  enrolled,  or,  if  not  enroUed,  where  he  resided  at  the  time  of  enlistment. 

Sso.  9.  The  Quartermaster  General  of  this  State  shall  pay  to  each  yolunteer  mustered  into  the  seryice 
as  aforesaid,  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  as  a  State  bounty ;  and  for 
this  purpose  he  is  hereby  authorised  and  required  to  cause  blanks  to  be  prepared  similar  to  the  pay-rolls

BBonoK  U.   TbiB  act  shall  take  immediate  effect. 

SUPBEHE  (JOUBT  DECISION. 

Sapreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  Adoniram  J.  Smith  ys.  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  Filed 
liC0  5,1881. 

CTrant,  J.  The  relator's  petition  is  filed  in  this  case  to  obtain  the  writ  of  mandamiu  to  compel  the 
respondent  to  allow  his  olum  for  $100  State  bounty  under  act  No.  28  of  the  laws  of  1864.  Relator  shows 
that  be  miHsted  in  Co.  H,  28d  Begiment  Biichigan  volunteer  Infantry  on  September  8, 1864,  that  he  was 
duly  credited  to  the  towziship  of  Watertown,  where  he  was  enrolled,  and  where  he  resided  at  the  time  of 
his  enlistment,  on  the  quota  of  said  township,  under  a  call  of  the  President  made  after  the  first  day  of 
Januanr,  1864.  He  first  applied  to  this  Court  for  a  writ  of  mandamiu  to  compel  the  Auditor  General  to 
iseue  his  warrant  for  this  claim.    Smith  ys.  Aplin,  45  N.  W.  B.  136. 

The  writ  was  refused  for  the  reasons  which  will  be  found  stated  in  that  opinion.  The  relator  after  that 
decision,  presented  his  claim  to  the  respondent  which  now  answers  admittuig  its  refusal,  and  denies  that 
he  is  entitled  to  the  writ  because  (1)  he  does  not  state  in  his  petition  upon  what  call  of  the  President,  or 
military  authority  of  the  United  States  he  was  credited  at  the  time  of  his  enlistment,  and  (2)  that  the 
records  of  the  War  Department  of  the  United  States  Gtoyemment  show  that  he  was  credited  under  the  call 
of  tiie  President  dated  July  18, 1864. 

It  becomes  immaterial  to  decide  the  first  point,  in  yiew  of  the  fact  that  the  answer  alleges  ujwn  which 
call  he  was  credited.  Thia  allegation  must  be  taken  as  true  inasmuch  as  the  relator  does  not  controyert 
itijmd  has  demanded  no  issue  oi  fact. 

The  relator's  legal  right  depends  upon  the  construotion  of  section  8  of  the  aboye  mentioned  act.  That 
part  of  the  section  Inyolyed  Ss  as  follows:  "  There  shall  be  paid  from  the  War  Fund  of  this  State  a  uni- 
form State  bounty  of  $100  to  each  person  who  may  hereafter  enlist  and  be  mustered  into  the  military  or 
nsrval  seryice  of  toe  United  States,  and  who  shall  be  credited  on  the  quota  of  this  State  under  any  ctJl  or 
order  of  the  Psresidsnt  or  military  authorities  of  the  United  States  made  or  issued  since  the  first  day  of 
January,  A.  D.  1864." 

Thla  act  was  passed  February  4,  1864.  One  call  had  been  made  February  1, 1864,  of  200,000  men.  Four 
other  calls  were  made  during  the  year  1864  dated  respectiyely  March  14,  April  28,  July  18,  and  December  19. 
The  claim  of  the  relator  is  that  the  act  includes  bounty  to  all  soldiers  who  were  enlisted  and  credited  upon 
calls  subsequent  to  its  passage,  as  well  as  upon  those  prior  thereto.  This  depends  entirely  upon  the  mean- 
ing of  the  word  "  since  "  used  in  the  act.  It  is  defined  oy  Webster  as  meaning  **  in  the  time  6jBst,  counting 
backward  from  the  present ;  before  this  or  now:  from  any  time  forward  to  the  present."  We  are  cited  to 
no  instance  in  wtiion  this  word  has  been  used  with  reference  to  future  time.  It  necessarily  raters  to  some- 
thing past,  and  neyer  extends  Into  the  future.  As  used  in  this  act  it  means  any  call  or  order  made  or 
iaeiied  since  the  first  day  of  January  to  the  fourth  day  of  February,  1864. 

But  if  any  doubt  existed  as  to  the  sense  in  which  it  was  used  ue  Legislatuxe  put  it  at  rest  by  this  same 
act.  Section  6  made  proyision  for  local  bounties  by  townships  uid  cities,  andTproyided  for  a  bounty  to 
eoMJers  **  who  ahall  be  enlisted  and  mustered  into  the  military  or  nayal  seryice  of  the  United  States  from 
aoeh  township  or  eitr,  to  fill  the  quota  of  such  township  or  oit/,  on  any  call  for  yolunteers  made  by  the 
President  of  uie  United  States  alnoe  January  20, 1864,  or  which  he  may  hereafter  molM." 

Thla  sbowa  eonelnsiyely  that  the  word  elmce  was  used  by  the  Leoislatnie  in  this  act  in  its  usual  and  well 
understood  meaning.  Iners  had  been  but  one  call  during  the  time  to  which  either  clanse  could  apply. 
Maidfeetly,  therefor,  it  is  of  no  ayail  to  say  that  there  haymg  been  but  one  call,  the  Legislature  would

have  specified  that  call  if  they  had  intended  that  the  act  ahoold  have  been  limited  to  that  call.  To  evxstain 
the  relator*8  position  it  wonld  be  necessary  to  hold  that  the  Lesislatore  gave  to  this  word  two  different 
meanings  in  the  same  act.  To  so  hold  wonld  be  manifestly  absard,  especially  in  view  of  the  tact  that  the 
meaning  contended  for  is  neither  natnral,  nsnal  nor  reasonable.  The  records  of  the  War  Department 
show  that  nnder  the  calls  above  made,  after  the  passage  of  this  act^  27,725  men  were  furnished  by  Michigan. 
Under  theplaintiff^s  claim  those  woold  all  be  entitled  to  bounty,  involving  an  expenditure  by  the  State 
of  12,772,500.  If  interest  should  be  added,  as  claimed  by  relator,  the  amount  in  round  numbers  would  be 
$8,000,000.  Besides  these  are  the  7,318  men  who  enlisted  nnder  the  call  of  February  1, 1884,  and  are  within 
the  decision  of  Smith  vs.  Aplin.  The  creation  of  such  a  debt  (»n  rest  only  on  clear  legislative  intent.  It 
is  a  significant  fact  that  no  such  claim  was  made  until  after  the  lapse  of  25  years. 

The  relator's  claim  is  not  aided  by  the  act  of  March  2, 1S85,  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  $1,000,000,  nor  by  the  act  of  March  21. 1885,  authorizing  the  issue  of  $500,000  more  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing the  State  bounties.  These  acts  did  not  refer  to  the  bounties  provided  for  by  any  particular  law,  but 
£rovided  tpr  the  payment  of  State  bounties  authorized  under  any  law  of  the  State.  On  April  4, 1865,  tfaua 
legislature  passed  an  act  authorizing  the  payment  of  $150  to  one  class  of  volunteers  and  $200  to  another. 
These  also  were  covered  by  the  above  acts  providing  for  the  bonds.  This  act  has  twice  been  before  this 
court.    People  vs.  Hammond,  18  Mich.,  247.    People  vs.  Quartermaster  G^ieral.  19  Mich.  883, 

By  these  decisions  the  act  was  held  to  apply  only  to  those  who  enlisted  under  the  call  of  February  1. 
1864,  and  not  to  those  who  had  enlisted  prior  to  that  date.  The  relator  in  People  vs.  Hammond,  enlisted 
March  12,1864,  and  claimed  to  have  enlisted  on  the  faith  of  the  act  of  February  4.  The  call  of  February  1, 
was  for  500,000  men.  By  the  militarv  authorities,  this  act  was  construed  as  an  additi<mal  call  for  200,000 
men.  The  township  to  which  the  relator  in  that  case  was  credited  had  not  furnished  its  quota  under  the 
:)00,000  call  of  October  17, 1868.  While  the  question  of  subsequent  calls  was  not  involvea  in  these  cases, 
yet,  in  mv  judgment,  they  clearly  hold  that  this  act  applies  only  to  the  call  of  February  1.  Mr.  Justice 
Campbell  m  the  latter  case  said:  "  This  law  was  construed  in  People  vs.  Hammond,  as  applicable  only  to 
those  enlisting  and  enrolled  under  the  laat  call  for  200.006  men  in  February,  1864." 

But  a  reference  to  the  history  of  that  time  will  show  that  the  relator  did  not,  and  could  not,  have  enlisted 
in  reliance  upon  the  bounty  provided  b^  this  act.  On  May  14, 1864,  tiie  military  department  of  the  State 
issued  general  orders  No.  8,  discontinning  the  bounty  theretofore  paid  by  the  State,  except  as  to  those 
re-enlisted  as  veterans  in  the  field.  July  21,  of  the  same  year,  (Governor  Blair  issued  a  proclamation  in 
which  he  sayjs:  "  As  an  inducement  to  enlist,  the  government  of  the  United  States  will  pay  a  bounty  of 
$100  to  recruits  enlisting  for  one  year,  $200  for  thoae  enlisting  for  two  years,  and  $300  for  those  ailisting  for 
three  years.  Such  local  bountiee  will  be  paid  as  the  people  of  the  several  towns,  wards  and  subdistricts 
may  authorize  in  pursuance  of  lam.    No  Stale  bounty  can  be  paid,*^ 

See  pamphlet  prepared  by  the  Auditor  General,  January,  1872,  entitled  "Acts  of  the  Legislature  and 
Orders  of  the  Governor  of  Buchigan  relative  to  the  payment  of  State  Bounties  to  Volunteers?* 

There  was  no  acUon  on  t^  part  of  the  State  authorities;  nor  any  common  understanding  at  the  time, 
showing  that  this  act  was  construed  to  include  subsequent  calls,  it  is  a  fact,  shown  by  mnnioipal  records, 
and  which  will  be  remembered  by  the  men  of  those  da^s,  that  large  local  bountiee  were  paid.  These  and 
the  bounties  offered  by  the  United  States,  constituted  the  sole  pecuniary  inducement  for  enlistments. 

It  is  further  apparent  that  the  State  sovernment  construed  this  act  as  applicable  only  to  the  call  of 
February  1,  from  the  retiring  message  of  Governor  Blair,  January  5,  1865,  wherein  he  stated  that  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  about  |700,000  would  be  required  to  pay  the  bountiee  due  under  that  act.  If  the 
act  had  included  subsequent  calls  the  amount  stated  should  nave  been  more  than  three  millions  of  dollars. 

The  writ  must  be  denied. 

Cahill,  J.,  did  not  sit.    The  other  Jnstioee  ooncorred.

As  payment  of  bounty  under  this  law  was  made  until  May  14, 1864,  there  can  be  but  few  who  would  be 
entitled  now.    Michigan  has  no  record  of  the  men  who  went  into  the  Navy. 
This  circular  is  issued  to  satisfy  the  great  multitude  of  inquiries  in  regard  to  this  matter.

APPENDIX  C. 


REPORTS  OP  SENATE  SELECT  COMMITTEE. 

By  the  select  committee  appointed  to  inyestigate  the  matter  of  rent  of  certain  boildings  owned  hj  the 
State  in  the  city  of  Ltansing : 

The  select  committee  appointed  to  inreetigate  the  matter  of  rent  of  the  old  State  offices  would  respeot- 
tohj  report: 

That  they  personally  called  at  the  offices  of  the  State  Traasnrer,  Auditor  General,  and  Board  of  State 
Auditors  and  ajsked  to  be  famished  with  complete  oopiee  of  the  records  from  1880  to  the  present  time. 

A  complete  statement  of  rents  tnmed  into  the  treasury  was  received  from  the  Auditor  General's  office 
and  a  copy  of  all  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors. 

From  a  report  of  A.  L.  Bonrs,  Supt.  of  State  property,  dated  May  24,  1881,  we  learn  that  the  buildinf 
was  thau  producing  a  revenue  of  $1,968  per  annum,  but  its  capacity  if  all  were  occupied  would  net  $2,^ 
per  aimum.  Since  then  rooms  on  the  second  floor  have  been  assigned  to  the  Commissioner  of  Labor's 
office  and  State  Horticultural  Society,  and  on  the  third  floor  to  the  Weathw  service  and  State  Agricult- 
oral  Society  and  produce  no  revenue. 

Tioasoo  were  made  as  follows: 

Mayl,  1880,  to  Farrand  &  Shank,  comer  store,  for  5  years -..(per  year)  1500 

July  1, 1880,  to  Conn  &  Bruno,  center  stCM^  for  6  years "       **  400 

Nov.  3, 1^1,  to  American  Express  Co.,  south  store,  for  4  years "       *'  400 

September  26, 1883,  rooms  11  and  12,  8d  floor,  to  Telegraph  and  Telephone  Construction  Co.,  for  2  years 
and  4  months  at  $72  per  annum. 

Since  then  no  leasee  are  recorded  and  the  transient  nature  of  the  tenancy  of  rooms  on  the  third  floor 
with  varying  rates  of  rent,  together  with  the  fact  that  the  books  of  ^e  Board  of  State  Auditors'  office  do 
not  show  the  date  of  entry  or  the  date  vacated,  and  the  records  are  imperfect  or  none  kept  at  all  after 
January  1, 1887.  it  has  been  almost  impossible  to  arrive  at  any  conclusion  as  to  whether  rent  was  received 
and  deposited  from  tenants  of  the  ui^per  story. 

On  the  comer  store  no  rent  was  paid  into  the  treasury  for  December,  1881,  while  occupied  by  Farrand  & 
Shank,  or  141.87,  although  the  same  firm  occupied  it  directly  before  and  after.  Payments  of  rent  into  State 
treasury  on  this  store  from  1888  seems  to  have  been  delayed  from  three  to  six  months.  No  rent  from 
April  1, 1888,  to  January  1, 1891,  was  paid  into  the  treasury,  or  a  delinquency  of  $1,375  for  two  years  and 
nine  months  while  occupied  by  R.  B.  Shank  A  Co. 

K.  B.  Shank  shows  that  he  had  paid  $125  December  13^  1886,  which  found  its  way  into  the  treasury, 
Deoember  27, 1880.  Again  he  paid  $125  June  27,  1887,  which  was  paid  into  the  treasury  August  8,  1887. 
Shank  claims  a  bill  for  supplies  to  State  of  $189.40  from  December  29,  1886,  to  March  7,  1888,  and  a 
parment  of  cash  of  $860.40  on  March  28, 1888,  which  would  be  $500,  or  the  rent  complete  from  April  1, 
1887,  to  April  1, 1888,  but  the  Auditor  General's  report  shows  a  credit  to  Shank  of  only  $^  on  May  29, 1888, 
purporting  to  be  the  rent  from  April,  1887,  to  October  1, 1887,  and  another  of  July  16,  1888,  of  &50,  pur- 
porting to  be  the  rent  from  October  1, 1887,  to  April  1, 1888,  and  that  is  the  last  credit  for  rent  shown 
previous  to  January  1, 1891. 

Bat  Shank  shows  as  follows:

The  bills  of  R.  B.  Shank  &  Co.  from  December  31, 1888,  to  May  14, 1889,  of  $81.10  and  $32.40,  or  a  total  of 
I11S.50,  were  paid  by  the  Treasurer  on  July  5, 1889,  and  receipted  for  by  ''R.  B.  Shank  &  Co..  per  H.,"  and 
therefore  caxmot  be  an  offset  for  delinquent  rent  at  the  present  day. 

We  find  these  two  bills  peculiar,  in  that  on  each  the  same  dates  appecff,  but  for  dififerent  items:  On 
one  bill,  January  3, 1889,  is  charged  one-half  dozen  brooms.  On  the  other  bill,  Jannarv  8, 1889,  is  charged 
one  case  matches,  also  one  case  Sapollo,  and  the  dates  on  the  two  bills  mingle  in  a  similar  manner  all  the 
way  through. 
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Shank's  oostain  to  reoeipt  these  Toaohors  and  allow  Mr.  Wilson  to  draw  the  money  and  apply  it  on 
rent  makes  it  almost  impossible  to  ascertain  how  the  abote  was  applied.  Bat  he  nas  examined  the 
Toaohenit  says  they  were  signed  by  his  lady  bookkeeper  and  cashed  by  Wilson  as  osoal  and,  he  supposed, 
credited  topaj  rent. 

On  the  middle  store  the  rate  of  rent  seems  to  have  raried  from  $S8.83  ner  month  to  |20  in  1880  to  1886, 
and  G.  D.  DaWs  is  credited  on  December  28, 1886,  with  a  paarment  of  |i60,  for  the  8  months  to  A.pril  1, 
1886.  The  qnestion  may  be  asked  why  was  this  man  allowed  to  be  in  a  store  8  months  without  paying 
rent,  and  did  he  pay  8  months  after  he  left,  or  did  he  pay  reffolarly  and  the  money  become  delayed  in 
finding  its  way  into  the  treasory? 

Now  there  is  a  lapse  antU  the  Tngham  County  SaTings  Bank  goes  into  the  store  Norember,  1887.  But  it 
appears  that  CUppmger  Bros,  occupied  the  store  during  this  time,  but  their  name  is  not  known  <m  the 
books  of  the  State. 

The  Tngham  County  Savings  Bank  appear  on  the  books  of  the  State  as  delinqaent  from  Jan.  1, 1390,  to 
Oct.  1, 1800,  |22S,  but  they  produce  checkn  drawn  by  Mr.  T.  M.  Wilson  as  follows: 

VvU,mO $75  00 

Jf5r  M.  1890 75  00 

Jan.  16, 1891 75  00 

Showing  it  to  have  been  paid  to  him  but  not  turned  over  to  the  treasury. 

If  the  bank  took  possession  on  November  1,  there  is  a  further  ddinquenoy  of  18.70,  but  if  they  went  in 
later  in  the  month  the  account  is  correct  with  the  above  statement. 

The  following  peculiarity  appears  In  regard  to  the  south  store.  The  American  Bxpress  Co.  made  their 
last  payment  Jan.  16, 1886,  of  IU2.99  to  Dec.  81, 1885,  but  if  they  were  there  the  whole  month  of  December, 
here  appears  a  shortsge  of  $20.34. 

The  next  payment  is  of  0.  L.  Davis  on  May  17,  1887,  of  $200  for  6  months  to  Nov.  1, 1886,  which  would 
mean  that  he  moved  into  Mdd  store  May  1,  1886,  but  he  moved  out  of  the  middle  stwe  on  April  1, 1886. 
according  to  former  statement  of  rent  for  that  store.  In  this  also  he  appears  to  have  been  given  from  6 
montiis  to  a  year  after  the  rent  became  due  to  settle,  or  it  was  not  tumea  over  promp^  after  collection. 
He  next  pays  on  August  9, 1887,  for  November  and  December,  1886,  end  January,  188?,  |100.  Again,  on 
Oct.  8. 1888,  to  July  1, 1887,  $200.  Here  he  appears  to  gain  a  month  or  overpay*  On  the  same  day,  Oct.  8, 
1888,  the  LansingBoat  Club  is  credited  with  $108.80  for  this  store  to  Oct.  1, 1^.  The  next  credit  is  to  6. 
L.  Davis,  of  Dec.  24, 1888,  of  $900,  to  May  1, 1888. 

On  Sentember  21. 1889,  Y.  R.  Canfieldis  credited  with  $100  for  rent  of  south  store  to  July  1, 1889,  but  Mr. 
Canfield  states  he  drew  checks  as  follows:

June  29, 1889 31  83 

On  October  28, 1889,  Mr.  Canfield  is  credited  on  the  Treasurer's  books  with  $100,  to  October  1, 1889,  but 
his  statement  shows  checks  drawn  as  follows:

September  8, 1889 83  33 

Hm  next  money  turned  into  the  treasury  from  this  store  was  January  27, 1890,  $100,  to  January  1, 1890,  but 
he  states  checks  drawn  as  follows:

Deciamber  17, 1889 83  S3 

No  further  payments  were  turned  into  the  treasury  on  the  south  store  until  Feb.  9, 1881,  by  Mr.  Wood« 
the  present  clerk,  of  $100  for  December,  1890,  January  and  Febroary,  1891,  leaving  eleven  months*  rent,  or 
$366.67,  unaccounted  for,  but  Canfield  drew  checks  regularly  each  month,  as  follows:

Which  Mr.  T.  M.  Wilson  fbiled  to  pay  over  to  the  State  and  this  shows  also  delays  of  payments  into  the 
treasury  after  collection  at  least  back  to  1^.  The  rent  for  the  months  d  October  and  November,  1800, 
amounting  to  $50  paid  by  the  Boat  Club  was  not  turned  over  to  the  treasury. 

The  rent  for  the  year  of  1890  for  rooms  11  and  12,  occupied  by  the  Bell  Telephone  Co.  and  paid  monthly 
at  $6  per  month  vras  never  deposited  into  the  treasury,  a  deficit  of  $72.  Also  the  months  <^  April  and  May 
1884,  |12  and  while  this  company  appears  to  have  paid  regularly  and  monthly,  but  from  1886  down  it  was 
<mly  turned  over  quarterly  or  yearly. 

It  appears  that  d.  D.  Bingham  paid  on  April  22, 1885,  $83.76  for  rooms  15, 16, 17  from  November  15. 1884, 
to  Apriiri885,  on  May  11. 1^,  $46  to  October  1, 1885 ;  August  10, 1886,  $22.50  for  October  1  to  December  ,31, 
1885 ;  December  27, 1886.  $30.00,  January  1  to  April  80, 1886;  February  28, 1888.  $60  to  January  1, 1887 ;  leaving 
4  years  or  $360  due,  but  Mr.  Bingham  says  he  hiu  paid  small  amounts  over,  but  has  takm  no  receipts  and 
kept  no  account,  and  while  he  may  owe  some  don't  know  how  it  stands. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  J.  L.  Millard  (room  9).  Mr.  H.  J.  Walker  (room  18),  Mr.  Walter  Fuller  (room  7). 
Chas.  Foster  (room  8),  were  occupied  rooms  on  the  third  floor  on  January  1, 1891,  but  no  rent  for  said 
rooms  has  been  deposited  in  the  treasury  since  February  28,  (1889) ,  or  while  occupied  by  them. 

From  the  detailed  statement  made  by  the  Auditor  Oeneral  of  money  turned  into  the  treasury  from  1880 
to  the  preeent  time  it  plainly  appears  that  delays  either  in  prompt  collection  of  rent  or  depositing  it  after 
collection  dates  back  as  early  at  least  as  1884.

Mr.  James  L.  MiUard  appeared  before  the  committee  and  being  sworn  said  he  went  into  room  9  Feb- 
ruary 1. 1890,  at  $3  per  month  and  had  receipts  for  $18,  paid  the  janitor,  George  K.  Grove,  and  he  also  paid 
him  $2.75  at  one  time  and  sot  no  receipt,  making  a  total  of  $20.75  rent  paid  before  January  1,  1801. 
TwiriTe  doUars  and  twenty-five  cents  is  still  due.    He  never  paid  Mr.  Wilson  anything. 

Mr.  George  K.  Grove,  ez-janitor,  appeared  and  being  sworn  acknowledged  toe  payments  of  Mr.  James 
Ij.  Millard  of  eitJtiw  $18  or  $20.75  and  said  he  always  gave  receipts  except  one  time,  and  he  always  paid 
<over  to  Mr.  Wilson  the  same  or  next  day.    Me  never  received  any  rent  from  any  other  tenant. 

This  $18  or  $80  vras  never  paid  by  Mr.  Wilson  into  the  treasury.  It  is  impoesible  to  ascertain  the  amount 
of  rent  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  and  not  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  in  the  past  on 
acooont  of  persons  who  occupied  rooms  in  the  upper  story  having  left  and  the  committee  being  unable  to 
flnd  them. 

At  present  rent  is  turned  at  once  over  to  the  office  of  the  State  Treasurer  who  gives  duplicate  recdpts. 
ooontenogned  by  the  Auditor  GeneraL  One  of  these  receipts  is  placed  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
State  Anditors  while  the  other  is  sent  the  tenant  that  he  may  know  that  the  money  has  been  properly 
<leposited  with  the  State  Treasorer. 

At  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  a  detailed  statement  of  rents  paid  or  delinquent  are 
/compared  with  these  receipts. 

As  this  matter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Attorney  General  your  committee  have  not  thought  best  to  make 
recommendation.

Sib— I  have  yoor  commnnication  of  this  date  transmitting  the  following  resolution: 

Reeolved,  That  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  are  requested  to  inform  the  Senate  what  reasons,  if  any  exist, 

why  unpaid  claims  for  enlistment  bounties  should  not  be  considered  and  adjusted  1^  them. 
In  response  I  would  say  that  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  has  no  records  whereby  it  can  examine  iato 

the  validity  of  any  soldier's  claim  for  bounty.     Such  records  as  the  State  of  Slichigan  possesses  is 
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probably  to  be  found  only  in  the  offices  of  the  Adjatant  General  and  QoartermaBter  General.  To  adjoet 
and  pur  theee  claims  will  require  the  examination  of  the  records  as  to  date  of  enlistment,  yerimns 
the  soldier's  claim  as  to  company  and  regiment  and  place  of  credit.  To  borrow  theee  records  m)m 
thcee  offices  wocdd  be  impracticable,  in  a  lame  measure  disarranging  their  files  and  injuring  the 
master  rolls  now  becoming  rotten  with  age:  To  expect  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  to  pass  u|>on 
these  claims  without  that  comparison  ana  rerification  of  the  records  themselvee  would  be  making 
them  responsible  for  work  done,  ^ther  without  a  safe  and  necessary  examination,  or  if  examined  by  the 
military  deiiartments  it  would  be  making  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  responsible  for  any  errors  com- 
mitted by  those  orer  whom  it  has  no  control. 

The  claims  which  have  been  filed  in  the  past  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  are  being 
prox^o'ly  jacketed  and  put  in  shape  so  that  work  can  be  pushed  on  them  toward  final  settlement,  in  case 
a  decision  is  made  or  laws  passed  and  money  appropriated  seeking  that  end.  These  jackets  are  referred 
to  ^le  military  departments,  where  they  are  re-examined  and  compared  with  the  records  as  to  place  of 
credit,  enlistment,  etc.  Upon  noti&in^  such  as  are  reported  as  baying  baen  paid,  or  were  drafted,  or 
were  sobetitutes,  or  were  not  creditea  to  the  same  township  where  they  resided  we  are  in  constant 
reonpt  of  replies  from  soldiers  denying  those  records,  and  it  is  eyident  that  ^ther  the  soldiers  haye  for- 
gotten or  the  records  are  largely  erroneous.  Such  being  the  case  it  would  seem  that  the  onus  of  such 
comparison  and  notification  should  rest  upon  such  departments  as  at  present  haye  the  necessary  records 
and  were  responsible  for  their  accuracy  at  the  time  they  were  made.

Bill  introduced  proposing  the  establishment  of  a  department  of  stationery  and  supplies,  passed  the 
Senate  unanimously  April  8, 1891,  and  the  House  May  21, 1891,  but  with  amendment  and  being  referred  to 
a  committee,  and  appropriations  haying  been  made  to  coyer  the  expenses  of  outside  institutions  which 
would  also  draw  from  here,  and  the  consolidation  of  boards  also,  it  was  thought,  made  it  unneceesary. 

Senate  bUl  No.  819 ;  introduced  l^  Senator  Bouffhner,  February  25, 1891 ;  referred  to  committee  on  State 
affairs,  February  2S,  1881 :  reported  ftiyorably ;  ordered  printed,  referred  to  committee  of  the  whole  and 
placed  on  the  general  order  March  17, 1891: 

A  BILL  to  establish  a  departmoit  of  stationeiy  and  supplies,  for  the  purpose  of  supplyim;  the  btate 

departments  and  institutions  with  such  articlee  from  one  central  head  and  superyision,  andTto  proyide 

for  proper  Inspection  of  the  goods  furnished  to  such  department. 

SsonoN  L  27ie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  there  shall  be  established,  under  the 
dirsetion  of  the  Board  of  Btate  Auditors,  a  department  of  stationery  and  supplies  at  the  seat  of  goyem- 
ment. 

8bo.  2.  A  six  months'  supply  of  stationery,  school  supplies  and  janitors'  snppliee  shall  be  ordered  and, 
as  near  as  may  be,  kept  on  band  of  sudh  goods  as  will  not  deteriorate  and  a  c<irrect  record  shall  be  kept 
•of  all  orders  giTen.    Upon  receipt  of  goods  a  committee  of  three  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Btate  Audi- 
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tors  Bhall  examine  said  inyoioe  with  the  original  order,  and  contractor's  bill  and  oonnt  oarefnlly  the 
amonnt  reoeiyed,  and  compaxe  the  quality  with  the  contract  sample  famished  bj  the  contractor  at  the 
time  his  bid  was  accepted.  If  the  goods  nil  to  comply  with  contract  sample  the  committee  shall  raieet 
them.  The  committee  on  inspection  shall  make  an  itemised  written  report  of  all  soods  receiyed,  06rtitF> 
ine  that  they  are  np  to  oontaract  requirements  before  payment  shall  be  made  for  them  and  the  Anditor 
Gttieral  shall  reqnire  this  inspection  report  before  issning  his  warrant  npon  the  Treasurer  for  the  money. 
QBO.  8.  All  State  departments  and  institutions  shall  draw  their  supplies  of  stationery*  school  supplies 
and  janitors'  supplies  from  this  bureau  quarterly  as  needed,  and  only  upon  requisition  signed  m  the 
superintendent,  State  ofKcer  or  deputy  ^ying  an  inyentory  of  the  amount  on  hand  and  number  of  clerlcsr 

Supils,  etc.,  req^uiring  their  use.  A  receipt  shall  bergiyen  for  the  goods  furnished  each  department  or 
istitution,  which  shall  be  filed  and  an  itemised  account  kept  with  each  State  <^cer,  commissioner  or 
institution  receiying  such  stationery  or  supplies. 

Sbo.  4.  An  inyentory  shall  be  taken  semi-annually  and  compared  by  the  board  with  the  amount 
ordered,  reoeiyed,  on  hand,  and  sent  out,  and  a  separate  report  for  each  fiscal  year  shall  be  made  to  the 
Goyernor  of  the  operations  inr  detail  of  said  depsfftment  of  stationery  and  supplies. 

Sbo.  5.  State  departments,  commissioners  and  institutions  are  prohibitedfrom  purchasing  such  arti- 
des  as  can  be  furnished  from  the  said  departments  of  stationery;  all  State  officers  and  institutions  shall 
prepare  at  once  an  estimate  of  the  amounts  required  for  the  year  beginning  July  1, 1891,  and  furnish  the 
seme  to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  not  later  than  April  15, 1891,  and  each  year  thereafter. 

Seo.  6.  Wheneyerany  State  officer,  commissioner  or  institution  makes  requisitions  which  appear 
ezhorbitant,  extrayagant  or  unnecessary,  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  shall  order  an  immediate  inyeeti- 
gation.  The  State  chemist  at  the  Agricultural  Ck>llege  shall  make  promptly  such  analysis  of  inks,  muoi- 
laM,  etc.,  as  called  upon  to  do,  and  report  thereon. 

This  act  is  to  take  effect  July  1, 1891,  but  shall  not  impair  the  obligation  of  existing  contracts.  All 
laws  contrayening  the  proyirions  of  this  act  or  any  parts  of  it  are  hereby  repealed.

Haying  been  directed  by  my  superior  officers  to  embod^r  in  the  appendix  to  this  report  a  review  of  the- 
work  of  the  last  six  months  and  such  other  matters  as  might  be  of  practical  utility,  I  approach  the  task 
with  some  hesitation,  as  to  give  the  general  public  a  minute  outline  of  the  multifarious  matters  presented 
at  this  office  would  take  more  space  than  I  feel  justified  in  using.  It  would,  however,  reader  the  duties 
of  my  successor  more  easy  and  satisfactory,  and  give  the  general  public  a  better  knowledge  of  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  here. 

Appendix  A  will  be  found  to  contain  the  laws  relatinf?  to  the  Board  of  State  Auditors ;  B,  the  circulars 
issued,  specifications  and  bids ;  C,  the  Senate  report;  D,  this  brief  resume  of  the  work  and  duties  of  the 
office,  to  which  I  have  added  matter  relating  to  methods  and  laws  of  other  states  concerning  printing, 
binding,  etc.,  which  may  be  valuable  to  the  next  Legislature.  If  this  matter  has  consumed  space,  it  will 
I  trust  oe  recompensed  for  by  producing  in  time  the  good  laws,  the  better  methods,  and  the4>e8t  results 
for  efficiency  and  economy  achieved  elsewhere.  We  may  in  this,  as  in  everything,  profit  by  others^ 
experience. 

I  would  also  call  attention  to  the.  comparative  tables  on  pages  428  to  428,  not  given  in  previous  reporta. 

The  duties  of  this  office  seem  to  be  anomalous,  a  conglomerate  of  such  matters  as  are  not  provided  by 
law  to  be  taken  cognizance  of  elsewhere,  and  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  give  a  brief  outline  of  them. 

Selecting  seats  for  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives.  One  duty  which  would  probably  be  more 
honored  in  the  breach  than  by  the  observance  is  that  of  choosing  seats  for  members  of  the  Legislatare 
after  each  election.  Even  before  the  votes  are  cast  some  over-confident  candidates  early  apply  '^ror  deeir- 
able  seats,"  and  all  through  November  and  December  the  successful  parties  are  writing  to  the  members  or 
the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditore  for  front  and  center  seats,  while,  after  the  convening  of  the 
memben  the  month  of  January  is  largely  taken  up  with  the  complainto  of  the  unsatisfied,  who  neglected 
to  write  early  for  a  location,  and  those  who  necessarily  must  take  back  or  side  chairs.  There  seems  to  be 
no  law  for  this  method  of  assigning  seats  to  members  and  the  custom  should  be  discontinued  by  leavins 
all  seats  unassigned  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  session,  when  the  members,  all  upon  an  eqncQ 
footing,  could  take  equal  chances  in  drawing  good  seats  by  lot  or  in  any  other  manner  the  Legislatare^ 
might  direct.    This  would  be  in  keeping  with  the  time-honored  custom  of  the  National  Congress.

Beport  of  Clerk.] 
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STATIONXBT  FOB  TEX  LB0I8LATUSE. 

Section  15  of  Article  IV  of  the  Goiutitation  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  which  defines  the  allowances, 
compepsation  and  perqnisitee  of  members  of  the  lisgislatore,  says:  "And  for  stationery  and  newspax>er8, 
not  exceeding  Ato  aoUars  for  each  member  dnring  any  session." 

In  The  People  vs.  State  Treasnrer,  2  Mich.,  307,  the  court  says:  "These  proTisions  of  the  fundamental 
iaw  of  the  State,  which  hare  been  in  force  since  the  1st  day  of  January,  ISSi,  are  clear  and  explicit,  neither 
ambignoDS  nor  in  any  manner  uncertain  t§  to  the  intent  of  the  framers ;  nor  do  they  reqnire  judicial  con- 
struction to  ascertain  their  meaning  or  to  give  them  effect.** 

Bat  the  custom  has  obtained  of  purchasing  a  stock  of  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the 
Lsgialatore  upon  the  assumption  that  they  required  it  as  members  of  committees  and  placing  it  in  charge 
of  some  pwson  by  whom  it  was  distributed  upon  call  of  members  during  the  session.  There  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  any  settlement  with  this  legislatiye  stationer  at  tlie  close  of  the  sessions,  and  the  custom 
has  also  obtained  of  some  members  packing  their  waste  paper  baskets  full  of  such  articles  as  had  been  used 
by  them  during  the  session  which  would  beboxed  with  their  books  and  Journals  and  sent  home,  probably  as 
memeotoas  of  the^  law  making  experience.  The  stationery  for  the  session  of  1891,  was  purchased  by  my 
predeoeasor  largely  in  Norembw,  December  and  January  as  will  be  seen  from  pagee  1S8  and  418.  Late  in 
Janoanr  the  second  person  to  have  chai^ge  of  the  stationery  was  directed  by  me  to  keep  an  accurate 
oonti 


scooont  of  stationery  received  and  issued  oy  items,  charging  both  to  item  and  member  on  the  same  page 
under  the  bead  of  items.  This  would  have  made  it  easy  to  nave  obtained  an  accurate  settlement  had  It 
been  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  but  later  still  the  committee  on  supplies  ordered  him  to 
keep  hia  account  with  eaoii  membar  separate  which  only  tended  to  mix  items  upon  the  same  page. 

As  the  stationery  had  largely  been  purchased  before  the  session  commenced,  as  two  different  persons 
had  acted  as  legisiatiTe  stationer,  as  I  had  no  knowledge  that  this  was  a  part  of  the  duties  of  the  Board 
of  State  Auditors,  the  whole  matter  being  in  charge  of  my  predecessor  until  late  in  January,  and  as  the 
method  of  keeping  the  books  had  been  ctianged  by  the  committee  on  supplies^  no  attempt  at  settlement 
was  made,  following  the  custom  of  the  past,  but  at  the  close  of  the  session  an  mventory*  was  taken  show- 
ing a  stock  of  about  |350  worth  on  hand.  Such  articles  as  eyelet  punches,  paper  weights,  clips,  etc.,  which 
would  not  deteriorate,  were  sent  to  tbo  Migineer's  store  room.  Such  artioles  as  Ink.  mucilaise  and  rubllar 
bands,  which  might  spoil  in  two  years,  with  minor  articles,  were  transferred  to  the  stationery  stock  of 
the  cmee  ni  the  Secretary  of  State  for  use  as  required.  The  cost  of  Legislative  stationery  from  1879  to 
the  preaent  time  is  given  in  the  following  tabl^  The  cost  previous  to  that  date  cannot  reoiaily  be  ascer^

ANNUAIi  BEPOBT. 

The  value  <^  a  complete  set  of  annual  reports  for  reference,  independent  of  the  joint  documents, 
beoomee  move  and  more  apparent  as  the  State  becomes  older,  and  as  complete  a  file  as  could  be  obtained 
was  ordered  bound  in  February,  covering  the  period  from  1866  to  1890.  Previous  to  1866  the  records  them- 
fldvee  mopt  be  consulted  or  the  joint  documents  in  the  State  Library.  The  law  requires  the  annual  report 
of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legislature  at  the  commencement  of  its  sessions  in 
January  (See  Sec.  2D11,  Howell*s  Statutes),  but  on  January  1, 1391,  the  report  for  1889  was  not  j^et  finished, 
and  the  proof-redkUng  and  additions  were  hurried  as  much  as  poasible,  enabling  me  to  send  said  report  to 
the  desks  of  the  Legislators  late  in  February.  The  compilation  of  the  report  of  1800  was  also  proceeded 
with,  the  first  of  the  copy  was  sent  to  the  State  printer  on  April  9, 1891,  and  the  last  a  month  later,  and  the 
completed  book  distributed  about  May  15, 1891.  To  the  report  of  1890  was  added  an  appendix  giving  as 
fully  as  could  be  hastily  compiled  in  the  brief  space  of  time  allowable,  the  law  as  it  relates  to  the  various 
duties  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  It  costs  about  $600  clerk  hire  to  compile  and  read  the  proof  of  one 
of  these  reports,  and  the  cost  of  composition  is  the  same  whether  one  book  or  a  thousand  is  printed,  and 
whether  bound  in  pamphlet  or  book  form.  As  the  report  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  being  fully  item- 
ised, it  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  published,  giving  the  taxpayer  an  insight  to  the  expenses  of  govern- 
ment, thereby  beinff  much  more  satisfactory  than  a  book  consisting  of  nothing  but  tabulated  and 
unexplained  trial  balances,  it  has  been  thought  best  to  increase  the  number  of  copies  from  B$0  to  1,200 
and  to  have  them  bound  in  cloth,  which  is  permanent,  instead  of  in  paper  covers,  the  difference  in  cost 
being  only  ten  cents  per  volume. 

Oxuy  2,100  copies  of  joint  documents  are  to  be  published  of  the  years  1890  and  1891.  The  compilation 
of  the  report  for  1891  vras  immediately  commenced  upon  the  completion  of  the  report  for  the  year 
previods,  it  being  believed  that  any  governmental  publication  loses  much  of  its  value  if  not 
promptiy  put  in  the  hands  of  the  people.  The  aistribntion  of  these  reports  had  formerly 
oeen  made  by  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  but  those  of  1889  and  ISOO  were 
distributed  direct  from  tliis  office  thereby  increasing  its  apparent  cost  of  postage.  They 
were  distributed  to  members  of  State  boards  and  county  agents  of  the  Board  of  Corrections  and 
Charities,  it  being  thought  that  those  whose  regular  accounts  appeared  therein  were  certainly  entitled  to 
a  copy.  One  county  agent  reported  that  he  haa  not  before  been  aware  that  such  a  book  is  published. 
Previous  reports  have  not  given  the  dates  of  the  accounts  but  simply  the  dates  of  allowance.  It  is  believed 
that  the  publication  of  datee  with  each  item  will  serve  somewhat  as  a  check  to  duplication  or  extrav- 
agance and  this  has  been  done  as  far  as  possible  in  the  present  report.  The  addition  of  copies  of  joint 
resolutions  where  claims  have  been  considered  on  that  account,  in  foot  notes,  also  the  opinions  of  the

All  the  above  was  transferred  the  day  the  Legislature  adjourned  to  the  store  room  of  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State,  except  the  punches  and  eyelets,  paper  weights  and  other  hard  articles,  which  were 
taken  to  the  engineer's  store  room,  and  75  of  the  sponges  to  the  Auditor  General*s  office.  One  type-writer 
belonging  to  the  Senate  was  taken  charge  of  by  the  Auditor  General.

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AttoYney  General  and  the  appendix  containing  sneh  new  laws  as  relate  to  the  daties  of  this  office  and  alao 
all  circnlars  of  information  lasaed,  it  is  to  be  noped,  will  be  considered  an  improyement.  This  has  been 
done  in  relation  to  speciiications  for  printing,  binding,  stationery,  etc.,  and  advertisements,  as  they  are 
matters  periodically  returning  and  for  which  precedents  in  oompuation«are  yalnable.  Also  for  the  par- 
pose  of  comparison  with  other  states.  The  account  with  the  State  of  Michigan  has  possibly  *'ooYered  a 
moltitnde  of  sins"  in  that  many  aocoonts  entered  therein  and  which  perhaps  properly  belonged  to  some 
distinct  department,  conld  not  readily  be  found  heretofore,  or  the  cost  of  such  department  accurately 
obtained,  therefore  a  recapitulation  of  the  account  with  the  State  has  been  made*  attempting  to  anais^ 
it  as  far  as  practicable  and  each  account  will  be  found  indexed  under  name  of  claimant  for  the  year  1861. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  seperate  account  the  law  authorizing  said  expenditure  has  been  cited  in  most 
cases  and  in  the  appendix  others,  too  long  or  general  for  citation  at  the  bead  of  an  account,  given. 

It  is  the  design  to  keep  the  work  on  the  report  of  1892  up  to  date  as  each  month*s  allowances  are 
entered,  thereby  hoping  to  leave  this  office  in  a  condition  for  both  economy  and  efficiency. 

Section  818,  Howell's  Statutes,  defines  the  manner  in  which  this  report  shall  be  arranged,  and  I  have 
followed  previous  customs,  but  I  would  sug^t  that  the  report  would  be  much  more  valuable  if  the 
report  wu  separated  into  four  parts  comprising^ lst>  the  general  allowance  (each  office  and  month 
separate  of  course  as  at  present  j)  2d,  the  printing ;  3a,  the  binding ;  and  4th,  the  stationay,  while  the 
aggregates  for  each  office  could  be  shown  in  the  recapitulation  as  at  present,  and  ite  diffwent  acoounte 
rerorred  to  by  index.  If  the  present  system  of  supplying  printing,  binding,  and  stetionery  is  to  be  retained, 
it  will  become  of  great  ralvuo  in  examining  for  duplicates  of  accounto,  or  in  estimating  for  contracte,  to 
have  the  report  separated  as  reoommendea,  instead  of  these  four  divisions  b^ng  scattered  as  at  present 
among  a  sc(»e  of  accounts.  . 

The  accounto  of  prosecuting  attornm  in  criminal  oases  before  the  Supreme  Court  and  of  special 
counsel  in  State  cases  have  l>een  entered  here  with  the  general  allowance  fbr  expenses  of  the  office  of 
the  Attorney  General,  heretofore  they  will  be  found  in  the  account  of  the  Stete  of  Michigan  vs.  the  State 
of  Michigan.  

COST  Ol*  TEE  OFFIOE. 

T^e  largely  increased  cost  of  this  office  is  only  partially  explained  bv  citing  these  delayed  reporto,  their 
cost  of  compilation,  printing,  binding,  and  postage.  Thousands  of  letters  had  been  and  were  being 
received  in  regard  to  soldiersn>ounties.  Many  of  Uiem  were  bat  duplicates  and  triplicates  of  previous 
inquiries.  Suiteble  jacketo  were  made,  each  claim  jacketed^  duplicates  run  together  and  as  soon  as  the 
Supreme  Court  decision  was  rendered  an  extra  force  employed  for  a  few  evenings  and  circular  No.  4t,  con- 
taining the  original  Act  No.  ^.  of  Feb.  5, 1864,  and  the  Supreme  Court  decision  thereon  was  mailed  to 
some  6,400  persons.  Upon  the  passage  of  the  bounty  appropriation  June  16, 1891,  circular  No.  11  of  June 
17  giving  the  full  text  of  the  new  law  was  added  to  circular  No.  4  and  mailed  to  every  newspaper  in  the 
Stete  in  order  that  they  might  give  authentic  information  and  not  mislead  by  erromerous  stetemento.  It 
was  also  mailed  to  all  claimanto  not  already  notified  by  circular  No.  4,  and  on  June  24  all  claims  for 
bount/  on  file  in  ^is  office  (properly  jacketed,  duplicates  together,  and  all  in  alphabetical  order  to  every 
one  of  whom  had  been  sent  a  circular  of  information)  were  transferred  to  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  Qen- 
ersJ  as  required  by  act  of  June  10, 1891. 

The  files  of  this  office  also  being  somewhat  mixed  the  letters  from  1851  to  1891  were  sorted  and  sent  to 
theprinter  to  be  bound  as  is  the  regular  custom  in  other  offices. 

The  accounto  of  members  of  State  boards  can  hardly  be  justly  compued  with  each  other  as  some  insti* 
tuUons  are  allowed  by  law  to  hire  a  clerk,  secreta^  or  treasurer,  while  in  others  the  treasurer  must  be 
appointed  from  the  membership  of  the  board  itself,  thereby  increasing  the  duties  of  one  (usually  the 
resident)  member.  It  seems  to  have  been  thought  proper  also,  by  some  l>oards,  to  come  to  fjansing 
during  legislative  sessions  to  influence  legislation  pertaining  to  their  institution  and  charge  the  expense 
in  their  accounto  for  special  duties  pertaining  to  the  board.  The  State  pays  the  traveling  expenses 
railroad  and  hotel,  objecto  not  to  sleeping  and  parlor  cars^  yet  some  will  also  add  porter* 
fees  as  a  legitimate  expenditure  and  charge  a  per  diem  for  every  night's  travel,  thereby  finding  it  difficult 
to  give  correct  dates  at  times. 

The  accounto  for  expenses  of  members  of  State  boards  are  nearly  all  audited  by  the  Board  of  State 
Auditors  (asylum  boards  excepted) .  Why  these  accounto  should  be  brought  before  tliree  State  officers 
when  these  same  boards  of  control  annually  pass  upon  expenditures  for  their  several  institutions  countingr 
thousands,  is  not  just  clear. 

The  Live  Stock  Sanitary  Commission  has  almost  unlimited  power  as  to  expenditures,  subject  only  to 
the  allowance  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  If  a  glandered  norse  or  a  "pleura  pnenraonical**  cow  is 
slaughtered  the  owner  is  paid  $1.00  by  the  Auditor  General,  the  slaughterer  $5.00  or  $3.00  for  his  work  by 
the  Board  of  State  Auditors. 

It  has  been  desirable  to  examine  all  accounto  closely  before  presenting  them  to  the  Board,  sending 
such  back  for  correction  as  needed  more  certification. 

In  the  State  of  Michigan  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  makes  the  contracte  for  printing  and  stationery, 
but  each  office  orders  as  it  desires  and  receives  the  goods  or  printed  matter,  certifies  the  account  as  *'cor^ 
rect"  and  the  accounto  are  allowed  by  the  Board  of  State  Auditors.  The  custom  had  obtained  of  taking 
this  certification  as  ^'correct"  while  it  appears  to  have  been  meant  bv  moet  of  the  offices  simply  that  they 
had  received  the  stationery  or  printed  matter.  In  seven  months  only  two  or  three  parties  have  asked  to 
see  the  contract  samples  of  stationery,  although  scores  of  bills  have  beeai  certified  as  correct.  The 
samples  themselves  found  on  file  are  incomplete  and  not  corresponding  to  their  appropriate  item  num- 
bers.   Every  bill  presented  has  been  carefully  computed. 

The  Board  of  State  Auditors  relies  upon  ito  clerk  for  the  examination  of  bills  to  be  presented  to  them 
for  allowance  at  the  re^^ular  monthly  meeting.  The  clerk  has  no  knowled^  of  what  ord^s  are  out  for 
printing,  binding,  stationery,  or  other  incidentals,  at  any  time.  The  first  information  he  gets  that  any- 
thing has  been  ordered,  any  goods  received  or  work  done,  is  when  the  bills  are  presented  for  payment, 
and  the  custom  has  been  generally  to  pass  bills  unquestioned  if  properly  certified.  Thus,  practically,  each 
office  is  independent  in  matter  of  expenditures  over  the  best  economy  and  scrutiny  of  accounto  at  the  hoard. 

No  matter  how  closely  accounto  are  examined,  no  matter  what  benefit  may  be  derived  from  competition 
of  bidders  and  a  decrease  in  prices,  the  fountain  head  of  retrenchment  must  be  in  the  cutting  down  of 
useless  and  unnecessary  orders,  a  thing  over  which  this  Board,  in  moet  instances,  has  no  control. 

When  bills  for  blanks,  binding  or  stationery  are  presented  the  clerk  of  this  board  must  rely  on  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  department  from  which  it  came,  as  to  quantity  received,  and  figure  on  the  basis  of  aaid 
quantity  and  contract  prices,  the  correctness  of  che  bill. 

It  would  be  impossible  for  the  clerk  of  this  board  to  follow  around  to  the  40  or  more  rooms  of  the  Cap- 
itol the  daily  and  almost  hourly  receipt  of  small  quantities  of  finii^ed  work  or  goods  and  see  them 
weighed  or  counted.  Such  has  never  been  the  system  here  and  probably  never  will  be  until  all  orders  pass 
out  and  return  through  one  central  channel. 

However,  realizing  that  these  certificates  that  anything  is  "correct,"  are  sometimes  carelessly  given,  I

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reqnired  the  public  printer  to  famish  a  remple  of  every  job  of  blank  work  done  and  have  compared  it 
with  aamplflB  on  file  that  I  mi^ht  know  that  it  was  charged  to  the  ri^t  item  nmnber  at  the  regnlar  con- 
tzaet  price.  On  all  matter  on  which  composition  and  presswork  are  charged  a  "  dnmmy^'  is  famished 
and  the  matter  measored  on  the  basis  established  and  famished  to  me  by  my  predecessor,  as  follows:

Tbe  bills  for  binding  come  to  the  board  certified  by  the  different  departments  as  to  number  of  books 
and  qmres,  but  it  has  been  ordered  that  hereafter  all  books  bound  of  blank  pages  or  manuscript  be 
deliveied  only  at  this  office,  to  hen  be  examined  with  accompanying  bill. 

Owing  to  a  controversy  in  relation  to  the  count  of  quires  in  blank  books,  I  wrote  to  a  leading  firm  of 
book  bmders  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  received  this  reply:

DxAB  SiB:— Yours  of  the  81st  ulto.  is  at  hand.  In  reply  thereto  we  have  to  inform  you  that  we  count 
paper  flat,  i.  e.,  in  the  condition  we  receive  it  from  the  mill,  24  sheets  to  the  quire,  each  sheet  of  which 
makes  4  pages  in  a  book  or  96  pages  to  the  quire  when  folded  in  the  centre.  When  folded  in  this  manner 
one  quire  inakes  48  leaves. 

Sometimes,  however^  we  have  to  bind  books  of  the  full  sheet,  i.  e.,  not  folded,  but  sewed  on  the  edge,  or 
as  we  call  it  whipstitched,  in  which  case  each  sheet  makes  two  pages  or  one  leaf;  one  quire  of  paper 
bound  in  this  manner  makes  48  pages  or  24  leaves. 
Hoping  the  above  may  be  sufficiently  explicit,  we  are,

of  state  Aadltora  and  allowed.  The  paper  is  thea  fomiahed  the  State  Printer  as  required,  and  I  haye 
been  nnable  to  ascertain  when,  if  ever,  there  was  a  settlement  with  any  State  Printer  as  to  whether  he 
retnmed  in  printed  matter,  less  a  certain  per  cent  for  waste,  the  eqoiyalent  for  the  paper  fnmished. 

Hie  binding  of  blank,  manoscript  and  letter  books  is  oharsed  for  by  the  qoire  nnder  contract,  the  billa 
smt  to  the  nearly  twenty  different  departments  at  the  eapitol  and  fiiuilly  reach  the  desk  of  the  clerk  <^ 
the  bond  certified  as  "correct"  as  to  number  of  books  and  quizes  and  computation  is  made  on  this  basia 
according  to  contract. 

The  system  is  faulty ;  all  orders  for  printing,  binding  or  stationery  should  go  through  one  central  head 
and  liien  be  recorded  and  the  goods,  books  orprinting  returned  through  some  channel  and  careless  oer^ 
tifications  will  become  things  of  the  past.  Where  responsibility  is  split  up  among  several,  error  finds  an 
easy  and  open  doorway  to  creep  in. 

Kequisitionsfor  printing  in  regular  form  sinied  by  the  proper  officers  and  initialed  by  the  entry  clerk 
and  we  same  for  stationery  is  the  method  used  in  the  departments  of  the  general  govemmmt  and  several 
of  the  states.  Economv  must  commence  by  cutting  down  the  wants,  br  decreaong  the  nimiber  or  the 
amount  of  orders,  ana  where  this  is  left  to  the  control  of  twenty  different  officers  to  order  what  they 
please,  the  most  careful  eorutiny  of  accounts  or  the  lowering  of  contract  prices  will  not  succeed  in  mater- 
laUy  reducing  expenses. 

Some  states  have  this  under  the  control  of  one  officer  who  orders,  receiyes  and  issues  to  the  others. 
Others  have  commissioners  of  printing  who  can  reject  manuscript  and  change  f<xms.  Others  have  state 
experts  or  committees  of  printing  and  binding  composed  of  practical  printers  and  binders  who  reoeiye 
and  examine  all  work,  and  examine  accounts.  Almost  any  other  way  la  better  than  the  one  in  yogne  in 
this  State.    A  summary  of  the  methods  and  cost  in  other  states  will  oe  found  further  on. 

Some  county  agents  and  even  merchants  were  accustomed  to  present  their  accounts  semi-annually  or 
annually,  and  one  account  was  received  covering  two  or  three  years.  Stale  accounts  are  liable  to  be  sus- 
picious and  also  by  b^ng  delayed  make  it  almost  imposidble  to  determine  what  the  coet  for  any  one  year 
has  been  or  to  estimate  the  expenditure  for  the  future.  It  has  therefore  been  ordered  that  accounts  be 
preeented  monthly  or  at  least  quarterly.  A  record  of  each  account  received,  returned,  referred,  allowed, 
or  rejected  is  now  kept,  and  when  personal  calls  are  made  for  vouchers  receipts  are  required  upon  th» 
recora^  of  the  persons  obtaining  them,  when  checks  are  sent,  the  date  of  sending  and  of  acknowledgment 
of  receipt,  is  given. 

Rent  IS  now  required  to  be  paid  in  advance,  the  money  immediately  transferred  to  the  treasury  and  a 
receipt  from  that  office  countersigned  by  the  Auditor  General  filed  in  this  office  and  a  duplicate  mailed  the 
tenant  showing  that  his  money  nas  reached  the  proper  custodian.  To  explain  fully  the  unfortunate 
matter  of  shoitBges  in  rent  the  report  of  the  select  committee  of  the  Senate  has  been  appended. 

The  roof  to  the  old  State  offices  nas  been  repaired  and  the  walls  calcimined,  the  halls  having  been  die- 
gracefully  marked  and  smoky.  At  present  every  room  has  a  tenant,  except  those  vacated  by  the  Signal 
office.  A  new  sidewalk  has  heeaa.  built  on  Chestnut  street  8.  adjoining  the  State  property.  The  purchaae 
of  supplies  for  the  use  of  carpenter,  painter,  fireman,  etc,  all  being  in  charge  of  the  engineer,  it  nas  been 
thought  best  for  the  new  fiscu  year  now  begun,  to  open  an  account  with  the  engineer  separate  from  that 
of  the  State  vs.  State.    The  gutter  rows  around  the  several  State  blocks  have  been  cleaned  of  sod  and  sand. 

Mr.  B.  L.  Oage,  whose  services  as  compiler  have  been  retained  pending  this  report,  has  acted  as  book- 
keeper of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  for  several  years  but  was  detailed  from  the  office  of  the  Seoretarr 
of  State  and  paid  formerly  from  the  regular  pay  roll  of  that  office,  and  so  did  not  appear  in  the  former 
expense  for  clerk  hire  of  the  Board  oi  State  Awiitors,  though  really  doing  its  work.  Formerly,  also,  a 
considerable  amount  of  the  work  of  this  office  was  performed  by  clerks  in  the  office  of  the  ScCTetaiy  of 
State,  the  work  being  taken  there  as  convenient. 

The  method  of  letting  contracts  was  changed  bj  the  "Boughner  bill"  so  that  contractors  should  be 
required  to  furnish  their  own  samples  when  bidding,  and  contracts  need  no  longer  be  let  as  an  entirety, 
but  item  by  item.  This  will  certainly  prove  beneficial  in  opening  competition,  lowering  prices,  and 
securing  better  srades,  the  only  objection  being  that  under  the  present  system  each  office  aoing  its  own 
onlering  in  small  quantities  it  may  not  be  very  satisfactory  to  the  contractors  themselves,  who  have  to 
deliver  prepaid  at  the  eapitol.  The  passage  and  practical  effect  of  this  bill  has  been  opposed  somewhat 
by  those  interested  in  entire  contracts,  but  the  system  of  making  contractors  furnish  samples  and  of  let- 
ting the  contract  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidders,  sample  considered,  has  long  been  practiced  with 
economy  by  the  general  government,  and  by  several  other  states  as  will  be  seen  forther  on. 

The  proposition  to  establish  a  department  of  stationery  and  supplies  passed  both  Houses  without  & 
dissenting  vote,  but  was.  when  referred  to  a  committee  to  consider  amendments,  allowed  to  sleep,  as  the 
bill  proposed  to  compel  all  State  institutions  to  draw  from  the  central  depot,  yet  appropriations  had 
aireeuiy  been  made  for  the  different  institutions  covering  the  very  items  they  were  to  draw  from  the  head 
of  suppUee.  It  was  also  thought  tJiat  the  consolidation  of  various  State  boards  rendered  the  necessity 
lees.  The  proposed  bill  is,  however,  given  in  the  appendix  for  future  reference  in  case  the  time  arrives 
when  it  shall  be  deemed  neceBsarv  or  expedient. 

It  is  hoped  that  by  the  first  of  October  this  office  will  be  in  such  shape  that  the  monthly  examination 
and  entering  accoante  will  not  be  embaraseed  in  the  slightest  degree  by  reports  or  extra  or  back  wcnrk. 

No  one  can  deny  that  the  people  are  entitled  to  the  very  best  service  obtainable. 

Even  in  a  liberal  government  like  ours  the  method  of  examining  and  auditing  accounts  cannot  be  too 
close,  or  if  so,  it  is  error  upon  the  right  side,  and  the  saving  of  cents  represents  a  better  principle  than 
the  wasting  of  dollars.  Extravagence  soon  grows  beyond  the  power  of  economy  to  control.  Necessary 
expenses  when  allowed  by  law  and  paid  by  the  people,  should  be  such  expenses  as  ordinary  people  make 
when  traveling  themselves,  and  if  more  than  this,  are  proper  charges  against  the  officials  own  private 
expense  account  and  not  against  the  State.  It  mi^  appear  little  and  mean,  but  the  folly  of  extravagence 
in  public  exi>enditure  is  worse.  The  little  leaks,  sooner  or  latter,  swamp  ships  of  State,  if  not  promptly 
stoppod. 

The  law  was  changed  during  the  last  session  making  the  paper  and  stationery  contracts  just  entered 
into  last  only  18  months,  while  the  printing  and  binding  contracts  last  two  years  and  one-half.  This 
throws  the  letting  of  the  contracts  into  alternate  years  and  also  makes  them  end  with  alternate  fiscal 

Sears.  It  majr  be  found  necessary  to  amend  the  law  as  to  the  advertisement  for  bids  for  the  printing  and 
inding,  making  it  come  earlier  in  the  year.  The  making  the  letting  of  contracts  come  in  alternate  years 
must  certainly  be  agreed  upon  by  all  concerned  as  beneficial.  To  endeavor  to  let  them  all  at  the  same 
time,  especially  under  present  methods,  is  a  tax  upon  the  Board  and  its  clerk,  considering  the  vast 
amount  of  other  matters  always  accumulating  one  month  with  another  which  ought  not  further  to  be 
askedandunder  the  present^  law  will  not.  Contractors  and  reporters  harass  the  members  and  clerk  in 
relation  to  matters  undecided  and  which  cannot  be  decided  until  time  is  given  for  proper  examination 
and  tabulation. 

As  will  be  seen  by  comparing  the  methods  of  some  other  states,  the  printing  and  binding,  both  ordering- 
receiving  and  examination  of  bills  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  practical  printers  and  binders  or  experts. 

The  orders,  receipting  and  examination  would  monopolize  the  time  of  one  expert  if  we  had  a'  proper 
system.  The  work  on  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  is  growing  and  the  time  may  come  when  it  will  be 
necessary  to  entirely  change  the  present  method  of  allowing  accounts. 
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As  to  the  method  in  Togoe  in  the  general  gOTemment  I  copy  from  page  188,  poetoffioe  department, 
Senator  Cockrell's  report.

(h)    AdyertiBements  for  propoaala  are  made  as  reanired  by  law. 

(c>  Rlanka  for  proposalB  and  speolficationB  are  fbmiBhed  in  triplicate  to  those  making  application, 
therefor. 

Ebch  proposal  most  be  signed  by  the  indiyidnal  or  partnership  making  it,  and  when  made  by  a  partner^ 
ship  the  name  of  each  partner  thersof  must  be  disclosed.  If  the  proposal  be  made  by  a  corporation,  t^ 
Department  must  be  informed  of  its  name,  i^laoe  of  bosinese  (object  of  organization  and  bosinese),  and 
the  names  of  the  officers  anthorised  to  bind  it  by  contract.  The  proposal  mnst  be  accompanied  by  a  gnaiv 
antee  signed  by  at  least  two  responsible  goarantors  that  the  bidder  shall,  within  ten  days  after  being^ 
called  npon  to  do  so,  ezecnte  a  contract,  with  at  least  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  of  the  character 
and  to  be  certified  as  hereinafter  required,  to  fnmiah  promptly  and  in  qnantities  as  ordered  the  article  or 
artiolea  to  be  famished  by  him,  and  faithfolly  and  diligently  to  keep,  perform  and  abide  by  each  and 
every  of  the  reqnirements,  proyisions,  and  terms  of  snch  contract,  and  these  speoifioations  to  oe  thereto 
annexed,  the  responsibility  and  sufficiency  of  the  signers  to  snch  gaarantee  to  be  certified  to  by  the  poet* 
masters.  United  States  jndge,  or  United  States  attorney*  where  the  bidder  resides ;  and  by  snch  contract 
the  contractor  and  his  sureties  covenant  and  agree  that  in  case  the  said  contractor  shall  fail  to  do  or  peir- 
form  all  or  any  of  the  covenants,  stipulations,  and  agreements  of  said  contract  on  tha  part  of  the  said 
contractor  to  be  performed,  as  therein  set  forth,  the  said  contractor  and  his  sureties  shall  forfeit  and  pay  > 
to  the  United  States  of  America  the  sum  specified  in  said  contract,  for  which  said  forfeiture  the  said  con- 
teaetor  and  his  sureties  shall  be  jointly  and  severally  liable  as  fixed,  settled,  and  liquidated  damages,  and 
not  aa  a  penalty,  to  be  sued  for  in  the  name  of  the  United  States.  Snch  sureties  justify  their  responflibility 
lav  affidavit,  showing  that  they  severally  own  and  possess  property  of  the  clear  tvIub  in  the  aggregate  6f 
double  the  amount  of  the  forfeiture,  over  and  above  all  debts  and  liabilities  and  all  propOTtyby  law 
exempt  from  execution,  to  be  sworn  to  before  a  district  or  circuit  judge  of  the  United  States,  and  to  be* 
approved  by  him. 

(d)  If  the  bidder  to  whom  the  first  award  may  be  made  should  fail  to  enter  into  a  contract  as  herein  ' 
provided  then  the  award  is  annulled,  and  the  contract  let  to  the  next  lowest  responsible  bidder,  if  not 
aeemed  too  high  by  the  PostmastecrGeneral,  and  so  on  until  the  required  contract  is  executed,  and  such 
next  lowest  bidder  is  required  to  foifill  every  stipulation  embraced  herein  as  if  he  were  the  original  party 
to  whom  the  contract  was  awarded. 

(e)  "Die  contract  also  providee  that  if  at  any  time  during  its  cantinuanoe  the  suretiee,  or  either  of 
them,  shall  die  or  become  irresponsible,  the  Postmaster-General  shall  have  the  right  to  require  additional 
and  Bofficient  sureties,  which  the  contractor  shall  furnish  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Postmaster-General 
within  ten  days  after  notice,  and  in  default  thereof  the  contract  may  be  annulled. 

(/)  If  any  of  the  articles  advertised  for  and  accepted  be  patented,  the  oonlzact  therefor  contains  a 
warranty  on  tiie  part  of  the  contractor  that  the  article  or  articles  contracted  for  shall  not  infringe  any 
imtent  of  which  he  is  not  tJie  patentee  or  assignee,  also  a  covenant  that  he  will  well  and  truly  save,  keep,. 
and  bear  harmless,  and  fully  indenmify  the  United  States  from  and  for  all  damages  or  claims  for  dam- 
ages, in  law  or  equity,  that  may  at  any  time  arise  or  be  set  up  for  any  actual  infringement  of  the  patent- 
rudit  of  any  person  or  perscms  in  consequence  of  the  use  by  the  PostH)ffioe  Department,  or  by  any  of  its- 
omoers  or  agents,  of  toe  article  or  articlee  contracted  for  and  furnished  by  him. 

(g)  Bids  are  xnade  separately  for  each  item  and  the  Postmaster-General  reserves  the  right  in  his  discre- 
tioD  to  award  the  contracts  item  by  item  to  different  bidders,  or  to  award  the  contract  for  all  articles  of 
the  same  general  character,  and  described  in  a  group  in  the  list,  as  a  whole,  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  in  the  aggregate,  the  amount  of  a  bid  in  the  latter  case  to  be  ascertained  by  extoiding  the  estimated 
quantities  required  at  the  prices  bid  respectively  and  then  aggregating  the  amounts  of  the  several  items 
in  the  groap* 

(h)  On  the  failure  of  the  contractor  to  furnish  articles  within  a  reasonable  time  after  they  have  been 
cwaered,  the  right  is  reserved  l^  the  Postmaster-General,  if  the  exigencies  of  the  service  shall  require  it, 
to  purchase  such  articles  in  open  market ;  and  if  a  greater  price  than  that  of  the  contract  be  paid  for  such 
articles  the  difference  in  the  total  amount  of  the  purchase  is  chEtfged  to  the  contractor. 

(0  Articlee  are  inspected  within  a  reasonable  time  after  delivery  at  the  Department,  and  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Postmaster-General,  they  are  not  in  accordance  with  contract  requirements  the  Postmaster- 
General  reeerves  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  of  such  goods,  but  in  the  event  that  the  exigencies  of  the 
fublic  service  shall  require  the  acceptance  by  the  Department  of  any  articles  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
oetmaster-General  or  of  his  duly  anthoriaed  agent,  are  inferior  in  any  respect  to  the  requirements  of  the 
contract,  the  right  is  reserved  to  the  Postmaster-General  absolutely  to  fix  the  price  thereof  and  to  pay  for 
such  inferior  articles  any  compensation  less  than  the  regruiar  price  fixed  by  the  contract  that  may  seem  to 
him  just  and  reasonable  under  all  the  Circumstances,  which  shall  be  a  complete  discharge  of  all  liability 
on  the  part  of  the  Government  for  such  articlee. 

(J)  All  articles  are  delivered  at  the  division  of  poetoffice  supplies,  and  the  cost  of  delivery  as  well  as 
peuBiang.  addreesing,  and  labeling  is  borne  by^  the  contractor. 

(k)  The  Postmaster-General  reserves  the  right  to  annul  any  contract  if  in  his  opinion  there  shall  be  a 
failure  at  any  time  to  perform  faithfully  any  of  its  stipulations,  or  in  case  of  a  wiliful  attempt  to  impose 
upon  the  Department  articles  inferior  to  those  required  by  the  contract. 

(l)    No  contract  can  in  any  case  be  lawfully  transferred  or  assigned. 

(m)  Any  contract  may  be  extended  beyond  the  time  namnd,  not  exceeding  three  months,  by  order  of 
the  Postmaster-General. 

(n)  Payment  for  goods  is  made  on  the  complete  and  satisfactory  delivery  of  each  lot  ordered,  and  after 
proper  examination  and  adjustment  of  accoonts. 

(0)  All  samples  submitted  are  required  to  be  plainly  marked  with  the  departmental  item  number  and 
the  name  of  the  bidder,  so  that  they  may  be  easily  identified. 

Having  considered  the  mode  of  purchasing  and  paying  for  sopplies,  I  now  Uike  up  the  manner  of  issu- 
ixur  the  same  and  keeping  the  accounts  thereof. 

Complete  requisitions  for  stationery  are  made  semi-annually  by  postmasters  of  the  first  and  second 
claasee  and  for  miscellaneous  stationery  when  needed. 

Bequifiitions  for  stamps,  twine,  wrapping-paper,  blanks,  records,  scales,  etc.,  are  made  by  postmasters 
entitled  thereto,  as  often  as  necessary. 

These  requisitions  are: 

[1)  Opened  by  a  messenger. 
Sorted  by  a  clerk. 

Compensation  of  poetmastor  marked  by  another  clerk 
Audited  by  the  next  clerk. 
Label  of  address  writt^i  by  tlie  next  clerk. 
Goods  required  are  prepared  and  mailed. 
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(1)  BeqniBitions  are  briefed,  a  transcript  taken  on  books  of  record,  and  then  filed. 

(8)  Beoeipts  are  sent,  except  to  offices  of  th»  fourth  class,  which  are  si^ed  by  the  postmasters,  retained 
to  this  office  and  filed. 

Ooods  on  reqoisitions  drawn  by  Boreans  and  diyisions  are  deliTerad  by  messenger  to  the  reepectiye 
heads  snd  receipts  taken. 

Separate  records  are  kept  in  detail  for  stamps,  twine,  wrappin^pai^r,  pads,  canceling  ink.  and  scales, 
and  m<mthly  transcripts  fnmished  to  the  book-keeper  of  the  oiTision  who  keeps  an  oflScial  itemixed 
aoconnt  of  all  contract  sapplies.  showing  item  nombers,  description  of  ^^>ods,  contract  price,  postoffioe 
and  State,  date  of  requisition,  date  filen,  qoantity  ordered  and  quantity  sent ;  also  a  doUars-and-oente 
account— both  in  joomal  and  ledger  form— with  each  postoffice  of  the  first  and  second  classes,  and  with 
each  Borean  of  the  Postoffice  Denartanent  proper. 

As  an  exact  check  to  these  books  of  issue  there  are  kept  by  the  stationery  clerk  order  books,  showing 
item  numbers,  deecription  of  goods,  name  and  address  of  contractor,  contract  price,  number  and  date  of 
order,  quantitjr  ordered,  and  from  what  appropriation,  date  and  quantity  of  invoice,  and  date  of  certifi- 
cate of  inspection. 

Detailed  records  of  appropriations  and  expenditures  are  kept,  showing  date  of  passing  bill,  number  of 
voucher,  number  of  order,  and  to  whom  paid. 

Inventory  books  show  precise  quantity  of  each  item  and  value  thereof  on  hand  each  June  80. 

Accounts  are  closed  at  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  the  test  of  correctness,  accuracy,  and  honesty  being  that 
the  amount  of  inventory  of  current  year,  plus  value  of  goods  issued,  must  equal  amount  of  inventory  for 
last  preceding  jeer,  plus  value  of  goods  ordered. 

As  to  the  buraiess  transacted  with  the  Oovemment  Printing  Office  accurate  and  detailed  records  are 
kept. 

Reauisitions  are  made  daily  and  entered  in  a  record  showing  number  of  the  requisition,  date,  amount 
and  description  of  goods  ordered,  partial  and  total  estimates  made  by  Printer,  whether  *'  special  **  or  not, 
date  of  reeeipt  and  return  of  estimate  (after  signature  of  approval  of  the  chief  clerk  of  this  Department), 
date  and  amount  of  bill  rendered,  and  for  what  Bureau  of  the  Department.  The  record  also  shows  in 
dollars  and  cents  the  exact  amount  of  appropriation  consumed  by  each  Bureau  of  the  Department.

1.  This  state  does  not  own  and  manage  a  state  printing  office.  The  printing  and 
binding  for  all  the  departments  and  boards  is  done  under  a  contract,  continuing  for  a 
term  of  five  years. 

%  The  price  paid  for  printing  under  the  present  contract  is  42o  per  thousand  ems. 
Presswork  40c  per  token. 

"3.  The  cost  varies  from  year  to  year,  owing  to  variation  in  size  and  elaborateness  of 
the  reports  of  the  various  boards  and  commissions  and  in  the  length  of  the  legislative 
sessions,  which  are  annual. 

4.  The  contract  is  made  entire  with  one  party  and  the  state  pays  for  no  printing  done 
outside  of  the  contract  except  in  the  way  of  newspaper  advertising. 

5.  The  office  stationery  is  not  furnished  under  contract,  but  is  purchased  by  each 
office  and  paid  for  out  of  the  state  treasury,  from  an  appropriation  made  for  the 
incidental  expenses  of  the  various  offices. 

6.  EiSch  department  and  board  orders  the  printing  for  its  own  use  of  all  blank  forms 
and  books  of  record,  but  the  printing  of  all  reports  and  documents  of  a  public  nature  is 
done  imder  the  direction  of  this  office  and  the  secretary,  with  a  few  exceptions,  has  the 
custody  and  distribution  of  all  such  documents.  The  principal  exception  to  this  rule  is 
in  the  case  of  legislative  documents  and  reports.  .These  are  printed  under  the  direction 
of  the  clerks  of  the  two  branches  and  distributed  by  the  sergeant-at-arms  of  the 
legislature.

We  have  biennis  sessions  of  the  legislature.  During  the  off  year  the  cost  of  printing 
is  very  trifling,  being  a  small  amount  for  some  of  the  departments.  The  above  does  not 
of  course  include  stationery  for  the  legislature,  which  is  furnished  by  the  state  librarian.

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2  If  you  will  refer  to  our  Bession  aots  of  1888-9,  in  your  state  library,  you  will  find 
the  maximum  prices  set  out  for  all  printing  and  binding  done  for  the  various  depart- 
ments. The  oon tract  prioe  at  which  the  work  is  now  done  is  one-half  the  maximum 
fixed  by  the  act.  I  will  state  here,  however,  that  under  the  present  contract  we  pay  25 
cents  per  thousand  for  plain  composition,  and  62^  cents  per  token — including  paper — 
for  press  work,  common  octavo  forms.  The  printing  of  all  blanks  used  by  the  depart- 
ments is  contracted  for,  with  the  other  public  printmg. 

3.  The  amount  paid  for  printing  and  binding  during  the  year  1888-9  (legislative  ses- 
sion) was  S18,500,  and  in  1890-91  (no  session)  $6,295. 

4.  The  law  authorizes  a  division  of  the  contract  for  printing  and  binding,  but  it  haa 
heretofore  been  let  together.

In  answer  to  first  question,  our  state  owns  and  manages  a  state  printing  office  and 
book  bindery,  and  has  part  of  her  printing  and  binding  done  by  contract  Prices  paid 
in  the  State  office  are:  For^an,  $117  35  per  month;  assistant  foreman,  $22  per  week; 
proof  reader,  $24  i>er  week;  pressmen,  $20  per  week;  compositors,  $20  per  week;  press 
feeders,  $1.00  to  $1.50  per  day.  Book  bindery:  Foreman,  $24  per  week;  skilled 
journeymen,  $15  to  $L8  jper  week;  folders  and  unskilled  help  (mostly  girls),  50  cents  to 
$1.25  per  day;  electrotyper,  $133.33^  per  month;  helpers  in  electro-room,  50  cents  to 
$1.50  per  day.  For  contract  prices  you  are  referred  to  pamphlets  sent  vou  by  mail. 
You  can  ascertain  cost  of  our  public  printing  for  past  four  years  from  the  pamphlets, 
in  detail. 

Our  printing  and  binding  is  divided  into  four  classes  :  (1)  Book  and  pamphlet  work; 
(2)  all  blanks,  circulars,  etc.;  (3)  blank  books;  (4)  legislative  bills.  The  classes  are 
let  separately.  Printing  papers  are  also  let  separarely.  The  stationery  is  let  separately 
and  is  purchased  item  by  item  separately  under  contract.    Each  department  orders  ite 

Srinting  through  the  board  of  public  printing,  which  has  control  thereof.  Each 
epartment  orders  its  stationery  direct  from  the  contractor  as  it  desires,  in  such 
quantities  as  it  desires,  accounts  for  which  are  audited  by  the  printing  board  under 
the  findings  of  an  exi)ert.

The  state  also  has  the  ^^lowest  bidder"  contract  system,  and  the  current 
printing  of  the  legislature,  such  as  daily  proceedings,  journals,  bills,  and  all  blanks,  is 
let  at  contract;  s&o  the  laws  and  some  of  the  reports  of  heads  of  departments  are  let 
at  contract. 

The  state  has  a  printing  board,  who  award  all  contracts  under  findings  of  an  expert 
practicid  printer  as  to  lowest  bid.  They  also  employ  the  expert,,  who  aots  as  their 
secretary,  and  who  pcussee  on  all  claims  for  printing  and  binding  and  printing  papers 
and  stationery,  and  who  has  charge  of  the  state  printing  office.  In  letting  contracts  the 
right  is  reserved  to  send  any  of  the  printing  and  binding  to  the  state  offiee. 

Report  for  1887-8  does  not  contain  sum  paid  for  court  reports,  which  were  under 
control  of  the  reporters,  and  cost  the  state  for  the  two  years  something  over  $50,000. 
See  Table  25,  p.  113,  for  cost  of  all  other  printing,  binding,  and  advertising  for 
two  years.  Table  26,  p.  114,  for  aggregate  cost  of  stationery  for  two  years.  Other 
tables  following  show  contract  prices.    The  contract  price  of  compoeitioii  for  first  class 

Srinting  is  misleading  to  those  not  familiar  with  the  facts.  The  contractor  gets  the 
aily  proceedings  of  the  legislature  and  the  journals  and  the  same  composition  does 
for  both  works  by  slight  corrections  from  day  to  day  and  transfer  from  one  to  the  other. 
He  thus  gets  four  or  five  millions  ems  ^*pick  up,''  and  the  price  bid  is  regulated  by  this 
'*fat.''    The  typographical  union  price  here  is  40  cents  per  1000  ems. 

Report  1889-90,  table  26,  p.  135,  shows  the  entire  cost  of  the  public  printing,  binding, 
and  advertising,  and  printmg  papers,  including  the  court  reports  (as  this  work  has

dirtiest  and  the  slowest,  and  the  most  unsatisfactory  in  every  respect  except  tirst  cost. 
A  state  printing  office  and  book  bindery,  with  the  best  modern  appliaDces,  exclusively 
for  state  work.  A  supervisor  of  printing,  to  be  elected  by  the  legislature  in  joint  ses- 
sion, who  shall  take  a  special  oath  of  office  that  ho  is  a  practical  printer  of  10  years' 
experience  and  for  the  last  three  years  preceding  his  election  has  been  actively 
engaged  in  his  calling  of  printer,  and  that  he  is  familiar  with  the  public  printing; 
should  be  under  bond,  should  have  entire  control  of  the  state  printing  office  and  the 
public  printing,  binding,  and  printing  papers,  and  held  responsible  therefor.  The 
printing  papers  should  be  purchased  in  large  quantities  by  bid,  according  to  samples 
supplied  by  the  state,  / 

A  state  printing  office  well  managed  will  B&ve  you  its  cost  in  a  few  years,  and  can  be 
made  an  immense  lever  to  bring  school  books  to  fair  prices.

The  different 
officers  have  their  blanks  made  in  open  market — it  would  be  difficult  to  ascertain  the 
cost  The  legislative  printing  is  done  under  contract,  and  the  total  that  may  be 
expended  for  that  purpose  is  13,750.00.  The  maximum  rates  allowed  by  the  govern- 
ment are:  Composition  on  bills,  60c.  per  thousand  ems.  Press  work,  60  cents  per 
token  of  250  impressions.  Full  binding,  calf,  60  cents  per  volume,  half  binding,  40 
events;  paper  covers,  three  to  ten  cents,  including  folding  and  stitching.  The  last  con- 
tract was  slightly  below  these  rates.  The  contract  is  let  for  the  whole.  Stationery  for 
the  legislature  is  generally  purchased  in  open  market.  Each  department  procures  its 
own  printing  and  stationery.

For  stationerv,  we  draw  from  the  Interior  Department,  and  each  department  draws 
for  itself.  As  the  general  government  pays  all  these  expenses,  we  are  required  to  draw 
from  the  department  all  stetionery  except  in  case  of  exigency  when  we  cannot  wait  for 
same,  then  we  can  buy  in  open  market.

Sir — ^Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  24th  inst.  making  inquiry  relative  to  the  manner 
in  which  &e  public  printing  in  this  state  is  conducted  and  its. cost,  I  have  to  advise, 
IHrst,  That  all  public  printing  of  Kansas  is  done  by  a  state  printer  elected  by  the 
legislature  in  joint  session,  and  holds  his  office  for  two  years.  The  work  must  all  be 
performed  at  the  state  capital,  but  he  must  provide  his  own  office.  Second,  For  the 
purpose  of  establishing  ana  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  state  printer  the  public 
printing  is  divided  into  the  following  classes: 

FiBST  Class — Bills,  resolutions  and  other  matters  that  may  be  ordered  to  be  printed 
by  the  legislature  or  either  branch  thereof  in  bill  form  shall  be  printed  on  half-sheet  flat 
cap  i>ai)er,  weighing  not  less  than  twelve  pounds  to  the  ream,  in  long  primer  type,  each 
page  to  contain  not  less  than  twenty-five  lines  of  solid  matter  of  usual  len^h,  and  the 
lines  shall  be  sucessively  numbered,  with  a  double-pica  slug  between  the  Imee;  and  in 
measuring  the  composition  upon  bills  the  same  shall  be  measured  as  solid  matter,  and 
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every  neoessary  fraction  of  a  page,  shall  be  measured  as  a  full  page,  but  no  blank  page 
ahall  be  counted  or  charged  for.  The  price  to  be  paid  for  composition  in  this  class  of 
printing  shall  be  35  cents  x>er  1,000  ems;  for  press  work  per  token,  50  cents. 

SEOOin)  Cuuss— The  second  class  consists  of  the  journals  of  the  senate  and  house  of 
repreeentatives.  They  shall  be  printed  on  what  is  known  as  book  paper,  weighing  not 
less  than  40  lbs  to  the  ream  and  they  shall  be  printed  ii^  super-royal  octavo,  on  long 
primer  type,  with  a  six-to-pica  leaa  between  the  lines'  wiuiout  unnecessary  blanks, 
broken  pages  or  paragraphs,  the  blanks  between  the  proceedings  of  each  day  and 
between  the  different  sessions  of  the  same  day  not  to  exceed  four  pica  lines;  and  the 
printer  shall  be  paid  seventy-five  cents  per  1,000  ems  for  the  composition  in  said 
joumidB,  and  shall  be  paid  for  press  work  f orty-flre  cents  per  token — a  token  to  con- 
sist of  two  hundred  and  forty  impressions  of  eight  pages  each;  and  in  measuring  each 
fraction  of  a  token,  less  than  one-half  shall  be  counted  as  one-half  a  token,  and  each 
fraction  of  a  token  exceeding  one-half  shall  be  counted  as  a  full  token. 
,  Thibd  Guiss — ^The  printing  of  all  reports,  communications  and  all  other  documents 
that  may  be  ordered  to  be  printed  in  book  form  by  the  legislature,  or  either  branch 
thereof,  except  such  as  enter  into  and  make  a  part  of  either  journal,  together  with  the 
-volume  of  public  documents,  shall  be  on  the  same  kind  of  tyx>e  and  paper  and  the 
IMi^ee  to  be  of  the  same  size,  and  printed  and  leaded  as  specified  in  the  second  class,  and 
IMiid  for  the  same  as  in  the  second  class. 

FouBTH  CliASs— The  printing  of  the  session  laws  shall  constitute  the  fourth  class  and 
«ball  be  printed  in  royal  octavo  form,  on  good  small  pica  type,  and  on  book  paper 
weighing  not  less  than  fifty  pounds  to  the  ream.  Presswork  shall  be  paid  for  at  the 
rate  fixed  for  the  second  class;  composition  at  the  rate  of  eighty  cents  per  thousand 
•ems,  and  marginal  notes  shall  be  measured  in  the  tyx>e  in  which  such  notes  are  set, 
separate  from  the  body  of  the  page.  The  laws  and  joint  resolutions  of  each  session 
ahall  be  substantially  full  bound  in  sheep  in  one  volume. 

Fifth  Class — ^The  supreme  court  reports  shall  be  printed  on  paper  weighing  not 
less  than  sixty  pounds  to  the  ream  and  the  state  printer  shall  be  paid  for  composition 
^eighty  cents  per  thousand  ems  and  for  each  indented  note  twenty  cents,  and  for  press 
work  the  same  as  in  the  second  class.  These  reports  must  be  bound  in  good  law  sneep 
with  double  backs. 

Sixth  Glass — This  consists  of  the  printing  of  all  blanks  and  circulars  necessary  for 
the  use  of  the  respective  state  officers,  and  the  state  printer  is  paid  for  presswork,  x>er 
token,  fifty  cents;  for  composition,  sixty  cents  per  thousand  ems. 

Seventh  Gl.ass-^A11  prmting  ordered  and  required  in  a  newspaper  shall  constitute 
the  seventh  class  and  shall  be  printed  on  nonpareil  type  and  shall  be  set  up  solid  and 
shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  square  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  ems  for 
the  first  insertion  and  twenty-five  cents  per  square  for  each  subsequent  insertion. 

For  folding  one  hundred  copies  of  any  pamphlet  or  book,  for  every  sixteen  pages  or 
fractional  part  thereof,  per  hundred,  twenty  cents;  for  stitching,  covering  and  trim- 
ming, per  one  hundred  copies^  for  pamphlets  containing  from  sixteen  to  one  hundred 
pages,  seventy-five  cents;  for  pamphlets  containing  from  one  hundred  to  two  hundred 
pages,  ninety-five  cents;  for  pamphlets  containing  from  two  himdred  to  five  hundred 
pages,  one  dollar  and  fifteen  cents;  and  for  pamphlets  containing  from  five  hundred  to 
one  thousand  pages,  one  dollar  and  thirty-five  centa  For  sewing  and  trimming  boo)^ 
per  one  hundred  copies,  for  books  containing  one  hundred  pages  or  less,  two  dolUu^ 
and  fifty  cents;  for  books  containing  from  one  hundred  to  two  hundred  pages,  five  dol- 
lars; for  books  containing  from  two  hundred  to  five  hundred  pages,  seven  dollars  and 
fifty  cents;  for  books  containing  from  five  hundred  to  one  thousand  pages,  ten  dollars.

The  paper  and  binding  material  is  bought  by  contract  and  delivered  to  the  state 
printer,  and  when  that  official  presents  bills  for  payment  to  the  secretary  of  state,  who 
IS  the  approving  officer,  he  is  authorized  to  add  to  such  bills  ten  per  cent  of  the  value 
of  the  paper  and  binding  materials  used. 

!nie  total  cost  of  the  printing  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 1891,  which  was  a  legis- 
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lative  year,  was  for  material  $^,1^-01  and  for  labor,  $129,188.78.  For  the  year  endmcr 
June  30, 1890,  durmjir  which  no  legislature  met,  the  cost  of  the  public  printing  was  for 
material  $16,594.40,  and  for  labor,  ^,075.56. 

The  stationery  used  by  the  various  departments  at  the  capitol  is  purchased  by  con- 
tract and  ordered  as  necessities  require,  the  secretary  of  state  having  control  thereol 

I  neglected  to  say  that  in  ordering  printing,  each  official  makes  his  requisition  upoa 
the  secretary  of  state,  which  requisition  is  referred  to  a  board  consisting  of  that  officer, 
the  attorney  general  and  the  treasurer  of  state.  This  board  has  absolute  control  with 
full  power  of  rejecting  or  allowing,  in  whole  or  in  part,  all  requisitions  for  public 
printing. 

Under  separate  cover  I  mail  you  a  copy  of  mv  last  biennial  report  which  gives  in 
detail  the  public  printing  ordered  and  the  cost  thereof  for  the  two  years  ending  Jun» 
June  30, 1890.  During  that  period  each  state  official  or  employ^  ordered  his  own  print- 
ing, the  legislature  of  last  winter  creating  the  public  printing  board. 

Hoping  that  I  have  fully  covered  all  the  points  raised  in  your  letter,  and  assuring  you 
that  any  information  in  my  possession  is  at  your  disposal,  I  remain.

SiR—The  printing  of  this  state  is  let  by  contract  in  five  classes. 

1st  Bills,  resolutions,  general  advs..  calandars,  yeas  and  nays,  etc.,  legislative. 

2d.  Daily  and  x>ermanent  journals  of  legislature. 
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3d.  Ezeoutive  doouments,  reports  of  departments,  etc. 

4th.  (General  and  special  law& 

5th.  All  miscellaneous  job  printing. 

The  maximum  rate  on  first  class  is,  composition,  50  cents;  press  work,  $1.00  for  first 
100  and  25  cents  for  additional  hundred — 65  per  cent  discount. 

For  second  class,  composition  is  70  cents,  except  that  two  prices  are  paid  for  daily 
journals,  and  no  composition  on  permanent;  press  work  same  on  forms  of  8  pages  —^% 
per  cent  discount. 

Third,  66^  per  cent  discount  and  fourth  60  per  cent  discount,  are  same  as  3. 

Fifth  class  is,  $1.00  for  composition,  and  same  for  press  work,  100  copies— 85  per  cent 
discount. 

Binding  is,  $1.50  for  first  form  of  8  pages,  brochure,  and  20  cents  for  each  additional 
8  pages,  for  lOO  copies. 

The  rates  of  discount  for  the  past  year  are  marked^  red  ink. 

The  expense  of  legislative  printing,  embracing  the  first  two  classes  is $13,220  00 

Of  the  third  class  about 30,000  00 

Of  the  fourth  class  about 4,000  00 

Of  the  fifth  class  about 4,000  00 

Total $51,220  00 

The  stationery  is  purchased  by  contract,  also  the  paper  for  printing,  and  to  the  above 
.expense  should  be  added  about  $10,000  for  the  paper.  The  stationery  supplies  to  the 
departments,  aggregate  about  $2,000,  and  to  the  legislature  in  session  about  $3,000.  The 
state  printing  and  purchase  of  paper  and  stationery  is  in  the  hands  of  an  expert,  who 
receives  $1,800  a  year,  payable  out  of  the  printing  fund,  and  is  reckoned  in  the  above 
expense.  Our  fiscal  year  doses  on  July  31,  hence  the  exact  figures  cannot  be  given,  as 
work  is  not  all  completed. 

The  report  of  the  secretary  of  state  for  1890,  herewith  sent  you,  on  pages  5  and  7, 
ifnll  give  an  answer  to  the  difference  between  t^e  legislative  and  non-legislative  years, 
and  shows  the  departments  exi)ense  in  both  printing  and  stationery.  The  figures  there 
were  comi)iled  by  the  present  expert,  but  during  the  time  of  said  contracts,  there  was 
no  expert  in  charge  of  the  work.  In  the  change  of  system  there  has  been  a  large 
reduction  in  the  expense  independent  of  the  difference  of  greater  discount  in  the  last 
year's  contracts.  Our  printing  law  is  defective,  but  with  the  present  supervision  the 
State  is  getting  its  printing  at  a  much  lower  rate  than  it  could  do  the  work,  in  a  plant 
of  its  own,  with  the  present  labor  restrictions,  in  the  way  of  unions,  and  the  probable 
drifting  of  the  department  into  political  favoritism.

The  cost  of  th& 
printing,  binding  and  stationery  during  the  legislative  years  is  about  $45,000,  and  when 
not  in  session  between  130,000  and  135,000.  The  contract  is  let  in  the  entirety,  includ- 
ing the  stationery.  Each  department  or  each  officer  orders  their  own  printing^  etc.,  aa 
required  in  their  respective  offices,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board  of  pubuc  print- 
ing, binding  and  stationery.

The  stationery  is  purchased  by  the  secretary  of  state  for  the  legislature  and  executive 
departments  and  disbursed  upon  requisitions  issued  by  the  heads  of  the  departments.

The  state  printing  for  Nevada  is  done  by  the  state;  that  is,  a  superintendent  of 
printing,  at  a  salary  of  $2,000  per  year,  is  elected  at  the  same  time  ss  the  other  state 
ofBcers,  for  a  term  of  four  years.  The  state  owns  the  building  and  material  used  bv 
the  superintendent  and  pays  all  bills.  The  legislature  meets  biennially,  at  which 
time  an  appropriation,  $15,000,  is  made  for  printing  expenses  for  the  next  two  years. 
The  state  printing  office  executes  all  work  for  tibe  legislature,  all  reports  for  state 
officers,  all  necessary  blanks  and  printing  for  the  different  departments,  as 
well  as  for  the  several  state  institutions,  such  as  state  university,  state 
prison,  insane  asylum,  state  fair,  etc.,  which  about  exhausts  the  appropriation. 
The  rates  for  labor  is  fSSB  per  week  (eight  hours  per  day)  for  week  hands^ 
IMO  per  week  for  foreman,  and  65  cents  i>er  hour  for  time  or  piece  work.  The 
expenses  for  1889  (legislative  year)  were  $9,275.97;  for  1890,  $5,7U.24.  There  is  no 
bindery  connected  with  tiie  office,  as  it  would  cost  about  $5,000  to  put  in  a  plant  capa- 
ble of  doing  the  work,  and  the  exp^isse  of  a  competent  binaer,  together  witn  material, 
would  be  far  in  excess  of  what  the  state  pays  for  such  work.  AH  pamphlet  work  is 
folded  and  bound  in  state  office,  which  gives  employment  to  several  ladies  for  a  few 
weeks,  but  the  statutes,  journals  of  each  legislative  house  and  reports  of  supreme 
oonrt^  are  sent  to  San  Francisco  and  done  by  contract,  which  is  made  by  the  board  of 
printmg  oommiBsioners,  consisting  of  controller,  secrerary  of  state,  and  treasurer. 
An  appropriation  is  made  for  bindmg  and  official  advertising.  For  1889  (legislative 
▼ear)  tne  expenses  for  binding  were  $2,197.80;  for  1890,  $709.  The  present  system  has 
been  in  vague  for  ten  years,  and  is  much  cheaper  than  formerly,  when  the  work  was 
done  partly  byoontract  ana  partly  by  piece  work.  J.  E.  Eokley  is  superintendent  of 
printing,  and  H.  C.  Dunn,  foreman.

Sao.  5.  No  work  shall  be  ordwed  of  the  state  printer  except  upon  a  regular  form  of  blank  furnished  by 
tte  secretarr  of  state,  and  kept  in  his  office.  Whenever  printing  is  ordered  by  either  house  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  the  secretary  or  clerk  thereof  shall  immediately  notify  the  secretary  of  state  of  such  order 
and  when  such  printing  is  done  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to  the  secretary  of  state  for  distribution, 
safajeot  to  the  instructions  of  the  house  ordering  the  printing. 

Sao.  6.  The  secretary  o^  state,  upon  the  comi^letion  of  any  printing  or  binding  for  the  state,  or  the 
proeontation  of  any  bill  for  such  printing  or  binding,  shall  make  examination  of  the  work  done,  and 
ascertain  whether  it  has  been  done  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  If  he  find  there 
has  been  a  compliance  herowith,  he  shall  certify  the  same,  statins  the  amount  to  which  the  officer  present- 
ing the  bill  is  entitled.  In  case  such  work  has  not  been  properly  done,  or  any  item  in  said  bill  has  not, 
in  nis  judgment,  been  earned,  he  Bhsil  refuse  to  certify  as  to  such  item,  or  shall  state  what  reduced  amount, 
if  any,  tiie  officer  is  entitled  to,  as  compensation  for  such  defective  work. 

Sao.  10.  Ttie  governor  shall  cause  the  foregoing  reports,  and  all  others  required  by  law  to  be  made,  to 
be  printed.  He  shall  however  cause  to  be  omitted  from  the  printed  copy  all  matters  he  may  deem  Tiot  of 
svJIMeTU  importance  to  warrant  publication  thereof  at  the  state  expense.    Such  parts  of  the  reports  as 


All  extracts  copied  therein  as  well  as  reports  and  papers  sabmitted  therewith  shall  be  set  solid.  No  tables 
of  saa  character  shall  be  leaded,  and  all  tables  shall  be  set  is  (in)  as  compact  form  as  practicable. 
Itemized  accounts  of  receipts  and  disbursements  together  with  inventories,  accompanying  the  reports, 
shall  be  omitted  from  the  printed  report,  unless  the  governor  deem  the  same  of  sufficient  importance  to 
warrant  their  publication.  Provided  that  this  section  shall  apply  to  the  reports  of  the  state  agricultural 
and  state  horucultural  societies,  and  the  stock  breeders*  association,  and  all  officers  and  bodies  required 
by  law  to  make  annual  reports.  Provided  further,  that  no  banquet  speeches  or  advertising  shall  be 
included  in  the  printed  proceedings  of  any  report. 

(c)  Fifteen  hundred  copies  of  each  report  shall  be  stitched  and  bound  in  half  sheep,  containing  a  copy 
of  each  report,  to  be  arranged  as  follows:  The  message,  the  inaugural  address,  the  reports  of  the  auditor,  the 
treaeorer,  the  secretary,  pertaining  to  lands  and  other  reports  of  officers  "and  commissions  not  herein  other- 
wise provided  for,  in  the  first  volume:  in  the  second  volume,  the  report  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
instraotion  to  be  followed  by  those  of  the  university,  the  normal  school,  the  agricultural  college,  the  soj- 
dien*  orphan's  home,  the  soldier's  home,  the  institution  for  the  deaf  and.dumb,  the  college  for  the  blind, 
the  institution  for  the  f^le  minded,  the  hospitals  for  the  Insane,  the  state  visiting  committee  to  the 
hospitals  and  the  state  historical  society;  in  the  third  volume  the  message  of  the  governor  oonseming 
(concerning)  pardons,  the  secretaries  reports  of  convictions,  and  the  reports  of  the  industrial  schools 
and  the  penetentiaries ;  in  the  fourth  volume  the  reports  of  the  commissioner  of  labor  statistics  and 
the  mine  inspectors;  in  the  fifth  volume  the  reports  of  the  board  of  health,  the  veterinary  sargeon,  the  com- 
mlasioners  of  pharmacy,  the  oil  inspector ^  the  dental  examiners  and  the  weather  service;  in  the  slxtii 
volume  the  reports  of  the  railway  commissioners  and  those  of  the  executive  council  concerning  the 
valaatioa  of  ndlroads.  Other  reports  shall  be  placed  with  those  of  a  kindred  character,  and  all  ^reports 
of  joint  lesislative  visiting  committees  to  public  institutions,  etc.,  must  follow  those  of  such  institutions 
respectiTely.

Some  distinctive  mark  shall  be  put  on  the  even  numbored  pages  of  each  document  to  indicate 
its  place  in  the  boond  document,  with  the  year  of  the  report  on  each  odd  numbered  page  after  the  man- 
ner of  the  Iowa  documents  of  1882.  and  in  each  volume  shall  be  placed  a  table  of  contents  of  all  the 
volumes. 

Sao.  2L  The  laws,  journals,  and  all  other  printing  in  book  form  shall  be  set  in  long  primer,  brevier,  or 
nonpereii  type;  the  titles  to  the  laws  and  resolutions,  all  indexes  and  all  messages,  reports  and  resolutions 
copied  in  the  joamals  to  be  in  brevier,  rule  and  figure  work  in  either  brevier  or  nonpareil,  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  officer  ordering  the  work ;  all  other  matter  to  be  in  long  primer.  The  pages  shall  measure 
not  lees  than  seventsen  hundred  and  fifty  ems.  Whenever  a  subject  is  begun,  whether  it  be  the  name  ot 
member  or  otherwise,  the  subject  matter  shall  follow  in  th%  same  line,  unless  such  line  is  filled  by  such 
word.

2^  The  secretary  of  state  shall  provide  a  *'  state ''  paper  receipt  book,  and  whenever  he  shall  deUyer 
to  the  qtftte  printer  paper  for  any  kind  of  printing,  a  receipt  therefor  shall  be  entered  in  said  book,  which 
receipt  shall  describe  tne  kind  and  qoali^  of  paper  so  delivered. 
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8>o.  23.  nie  state  printer  efaall  be  paid  the  following  prices  for  all  work  done  Ux  the  state  in  an  accept- 
able manner,  as  hermnbefore  provided,  and  no  more. 

(a).  For  composition  on  laws,  Joornalfr,  reports,  circolars  and  all  other  printed  matter,  except  blanks, 
fifty  cents  per  thousand  ems,  and  seventy  centa  per  thousand  for  figore  work  when  figures  are  arranged 
in  columns  and  three  or  more  justifications  are  required,  and  ninety  cents  per  thousand  ems  for  role 
and  figure  work.  Provided,  Plain  indexes  such  as  those  of  the  statutes  of  this  State  shall  be  reckoned  as 
ordinary  composition.

(A)  For  folding,  sewing  and  binding  in  law  sheep,  same  style  as  the  report  of  the  supreme  court,  fifty* 
fi^e  cents  per  copy,  for  each  volume  of  400  pages,  or  less,  and  four  cents  for  sash  additional  100  pages  or 
fraction  thereof. 

(i)  For  ruling  he  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  75  cents  per  hour  for  time  actually  emploTcd.

First  CUus—The  work  in  this  class  comprises  the  printing,  folding,  stitching  and  trimming  of  the  lulle 
and  resolutions  for  the  consideration  of  the  general  assemoly.  The  work  in  this  class  is  done  during  the 
sessions  of  the  general  assembly.  Orders  for  work  during  the  last  two  sessions  have  been  issued  early  in 
the  session,  and  continued  to  the  dose.  The  aggre^te  number  of  pages  of  composition  under  the  laat 
contract  was  about  4,500.  The  number  of  copies  in  each  order  at  thiB  preceding  session  was  600.  The 
larger  part  of  the  bills  printed  do  not,  as  a  rule,  exceed  four  pages ;  many  contain  less,  and  comparatively 
few  large  bills  are  ordered  to  be  printed.

The  type  osed  in  doing  work  of  the  first  class  shall  be  small  pica,  competed  in  a  mecuure  fix 
inehea  wide,  and  made  op  into  pages  ten  and  on«-to(^  inches  Umg,  Between  the  lines  in  work  of  this  class 
there  shall  be  a  space  not  exceeding  the  width  of  a  vyoa  regleU  Provided,  That  if  any  matter  in  this  class 
o<mi^t  to  be  set  solid,  the  prinier  expert,  herein  provided  for,  shall  have  authority  to  so  decide  and  direct. 
In  oompating  composition  in  this  class  the  type  sh&U  be  measured  as  if  it  had  been  set  solid,  and  necessary 
fraetions  cf  pages  shall  be  cawUed  as  fuU  pages,  btit  no  blank  pages  shaU  be  charged  for.  In  estimating 
preeswork  in  this  class,  four  popes  shall  be  considered  a  formi  Provided,  That  an^  number  of  pagee  fewer 
than  four  shall  be  considered  a  form  when  the  copy  of  any  job  done  in  this  class  is  not  sufficient  to  make 
four  pages,  or  shall  make  one  or  more  full  forms  and  fractional  part  of  another  full  form.

F^ourth  Class— Ali  printing,  the  ohazaoter  of  which  is  not  specially  defined  in  the  first,  second  or  third 
classes,  and  all  ruling  and  padding  required  to  be  done  by  the  state,  is  assigned  to  and  constitutes  the 
foorth  class.  Proposals  for  printing  in  the  fourth  class  must  also  embrace  proposals  for  doing  the  ruling 
asui  padding. 

This  class  embraces  all  official  blanks,  circtdars,  general  Job  printing,  and  other  miscellaneous  and 
emaU  pamphlet  work,  qf  less  than  four  pages,  and  any  which  is  reauiied  to  be  printed  on  hard  paper  and 
to  be  leaded,  set  in  smaller  type,  or  in  oth^  respects  varied  from  the  requirements  of  class  two,  and  such 
other  woric  as  is  not  dassifiecL  and  is  measured  according  to  the  surfiice  actually  printed  over.

blank  space  is  required  to  be  left  between  lines  in  a  job,  fucA  space  shall  be  Ynecuured  as  though  set  in  the 
sixe  type  which  predominates  in  the  Job.  No  form  shall  be  measored  at  lest  than  one  thmuand  ems. 
When  copy  for  any  job  is  fomished  the  oontiaotor,  the  printer  expert  may,  in  his  discretion,  dealaiiate 
the  kind  ot  type  to  be  osed  in  setting  the  same,  and  the  contractor  sliall  follow  sooh  instroctlons.  Frees 
work  in  the  f oorth  class  shall  be  estimated  as  f ollows,Tiz. :  A  form  shaU  consist  of  whatever  prinHna  appears 
on  the  surface  of  the  paper  as  furnished  for  the  Job.  If  the  job  is  printed  on  both  sides  of  the  sheet,  tteo 
formsshaU  be  allowed.

"Cndrd— The  folding,  sewing  with  two  twines,  and  trimming  of  the  reports  of  the  executive  departmenta 
and  public  institutions,  and  toe  binding  thereof  in  English  cloth  and  binders^  or  cloth  board  sides,  with 
title  and  any  required  ornament  embosMd  in  gold  on  the  backs  and  blank  fillets  on  the  sides,  shall  con- 
stitute tiiethird  class. 

"Fourth—The  folding,  stitching  with  four  holes  and  trimming  of  reports  to  the  general  assembly,  or 
either  house  thereof,  and  other  documents,  and  the  binding  of  said  reports  in  paper  covers,  with  the  title 
page  printed  thereon,  shall  constitute  the  fourth  class. 

"Fifth— In  this  class  shall  be  included  the  printing  and  binding  of  all  ledgers,  journals,  cash  books, 
warrant  books,  invoice  books,  fee  books,  or  ^ank  books  of  whatsoev&r  size  or  style  required  07  any  of  tbm 
state  departments ;  also,  all  binding  that  may  be  required  by  the  library  commi^ioners  from  tune  to  time; 
also,  the  tippii»g  in  of  maps,  plates,  exhibits,  and  similar  work;  also,  all  other  binding  or  work  usnaU^  per- 
formed in  a  Dindery,  required  by  the  several  departments  of  state,  and  not  specifically  described  m  the 
preceding  classes,  or  in  sections  14  or  16  of  this  act.  The  secretary  of  state  shaU  be  prepared  to  exhibit  in 
^,i«oi^/atr«amp(e«of  the  various  articles  and  stvles  of  binding  for  which  bids  are  solicited  in  this 
clause :  and  the  commissioners  of  state  contracts  shall  fix  a  maximum  price  for  each  article  where  the  same 
is  not  fixed  by  this  act,  which  price  shall  be  the  fair  cash  value  of  the  work  to  be  done.  Persons  who  bid.

The  bindery  employed  including  the  superintendent  and  foraman  40  persons  of  whom  the  majority  were 
deaf  and  dumb.  The  report  says:  "  I  ha i  no  reason  to  make  changes  m  this  department  because  all  per- 
sons connected  with  the  bindery  from  superintendent  down  to  common  laborer,  gave  good  satisfaction."

LAW  BBLATUrO  TO  PUBUO  PBINTXNO. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  Oeneral  Auembly  of  the  State  of  Miuouri,  cufoUowa: 

SsonoN  1.  That  section  7887,  of  the  revissd  statates  of  1889,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the 
followizignew  section  is  enacted  in  lien  thereof: 

Sao.  7807.  The  paper  for  the  state  printing  aforesaid,  and  stationery  for  the  ase  of  the  ezeoative 
departments,  shall  db  in  the  custody  and  ander  the  control  of  the  secretary  of  state,  who  is  hereby 
required  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  his  receij;>t8  and  issue  thereof,  and  he  shall  keep  the  books  and 
records  of  the  commission's  of  the  public  printmg,  spreading  therein  the  minutes  of  their  various  meet- 
infi[8,  and  full  copies  of  all  billfe  of  paiMsr  or  stationery  purchased  bv  the  state.  For  this  purpose  he  shall 
weigh  and  count  articles  as  they  come  in,  entering  them  in  a  stock-book  kept  for  that  purpose.  He  shaUU 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  may  be  needed,  a^ver  over  to  each  contractor  suitable  paper  for  the 
printing  which  said  contractor  is  required  by  his  contract  to  do,  and  he  shall,  before  the  Issue  of  such 
paper,  if  necessary,  cut  it  tp  such  a  size  as  may  be  fairly  covered  by  different  forms  of  type,  so  as  to  reduce 
the  amount  ot,  preeswork  to  a  reasonable  basis,  fle  shall  take  and  preserve  from  each  contractor  a 
receipt  for  all  paper  so  delivered,  and  at  the  annual  settlement,  on  or  before  the  first  day  hi  July,  each 
contractor  shall  deliver  to  the  secretary  of  state  all  paper  which  has  not  been  used  in  the  state  printing; 
and  if  any  such  paper  shall  have  been  wasted  or  converted  to  any  other  use,  the  contractor  to  whom  the 
same  shall  have  been  delivered  shall  be  charjsed  with  the  value  thereof,  together  with  a  penalty  of  fif^ 
per  cent,  and  the  amount  shall  be  deducted  nom  his  account:  Provided,  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  dnty 
of  the  secretary  of  state  to  issue  paper  to  the  state  contractor  or  contractors  only  upon  requisitions  for 
the  exact  amount  needed  for  each  separate  job  of  work,  as  nearly  as  may  be  ascertained,  and  to  t^hra  back 
into  the  general  stock  of  the  state  such  paper  as  may  be  left  over  after  each  job  is  completed.  And 
as  full  compensation  of  his  services  as  custodian  and  supervisor  of  the  printing,  paper  and  stationery  of 
the  state,  the  said  secretary  of  state  shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  doUars  per  annum.

Public  printing,  bindinA,  paper,  material,  etc.,  for  state  institu- 
tions cost  for  fical  year  1880,  $126,247.89 ;  for  fical  year  1890,  (103,1W.60.  Report  says:  **Eacb  successiye  year 
shows  a  great  increase  in  the  amount  of  state  printing,  consequent  to  some  extent  upon  the  additional 
pablio  institntions  inaugurated,  upon  the  growth  of  the  state,  which  enlarges  the  sphere  or  usefulness  of 
all  the  denartments  and,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  up<m  the  reckleseness  of  some  of  the  oflldals  in  ordering  work 
performea  at  this  office.  I  have  endearored  to  check  this  latter  cause  of  expense,  but  have  not  succeeded 
as  well  as  I  could  wish.    The  legislature  should  enact  a  law  coTering  the  matter." 

A0T8  BXLATITS  TO  THS  BSTABUBHXXlfT  OF  TBX  STATS  FBIRTZRO  OFFIOB.

The  duties  of  the  superintendent  of  state  printing  shall  be  as  follows:  He  shaU  have  the  entire 
charse  and  superintendemce  of  the  state  printing.  He  shall  take  charge  of,  and  be  responsible  on  his  bond 
for  all  manuscripts  and  other  matter  which  may  be  placed  in  bis  hands  to  be  printed,  engraved  or  litho- 
sraphed,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  prompUv  executed.  He  shall  receive  from  the  senate  or  assembly 
^  matter,  ordered  by  either  house,  to  be  printed  and  bound,  or  either  printed  or  bound,  and  shall  keep  a 
record  of  the  same,  and  of  the  order  in  which  It  may  be  received,  and,  when  the  work  shall  have  been  exe- 
cuted, he  shall  deliver  the  finished  sheets  or  volumes  to  the  ofioce  of  the  senate  or  assembly,  or  of  any 
department  authorized  to  receive  them,  whoee  receipts  therefor  shall  be  a  sufficient  voucher  to  the  said 
Ktperintendent  of  state  printing  for  their  delivery.  He  shall  receive  and  promptly  execute  all  orders  for 
prmtio^  required  to  be  done  for  the  various  state  officers.  He  shall  employ  such  compositors,  pressmen, 
uid  assistants  as  the  exigency  of  the  work  from  time  to  time  requires,  and  may  at  any  time  discharge  such 
employte:  Provided,  That  at  no  time  shall  he  pay  said  compositors,  pressmen,  or  assistants  a  higher  rate 
ox  wa^  than  is  paid  by  employing  printers  in  Sacramento.

Sbo.  4.  The  board  of  state  eapitol  oommiesionen  are  hereby  prohibited  from  expending  any  enm  in 
excess  of  the  appropriations  herein  specified,  and  any  debts  or  haoilities  contracted  in  excess  of  the  soms 
herrin  named,  for  the  purposes  specified,  shall  be  deemed  null  and  void.  * 

Sbo.  5.  The  superintendent  of  state  printing  shall  receive  a  salary  of  twenty-four  hundred  doUare  per 
annum,  parable  monthly,  ont  of  any  money  in  the  general  fund  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sbo.  6.    All  acts  and  iMirte  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisi<«s  of  this  act  are  htteby  repealed. 

Sbc.  7.    This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

The  snperintendent  most  report  to  the  board  of  examiners,  at  each  meeting  of  the  board,  the 
name  of  each  employ^  in  his  office  andthe  amount  due  him  for  labor ;  and  if  the  board  audit  the  aame  the 
controller  must  draw  a  warrant  in  favor  of  soch  employ^  for  the  amount  doe,  and  the  audited  acooont 
and  the  report  of  the  snperintendent  shall  be  the  voocher  to  the  controller  for  all  the  warrants  drmwn 
therefor.

Printinip  contract  !•  let  in  five  diffeient  claases  ntiTinftiiy  to  different  contractors  at  rates  eetabliahed  by 
law  andeontcactCHrs*  disconnt.  Btationery  contract  is  let  as  a  whole  bat  almost  as  mnch  is  bought  oat- 
side  of  contract.  Claimed  that  new  contract  will  redace  cost  per  year  nearly  $15,000  for  legislatiye  year. 
An  excellent  recommendation  that  the  printing  should  be  in  the  hands  of  an  expert  is  copied  entire. 

TEX  FDBUO  PBIZfTIMO. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  this  o€5oe  to  take  charge  of  the  pabUo  printing  for  the  state.  The  law,  which 
provides  that  all  the  public  printing  shall  be  let  by  contract,  desixnates  the  state  aaditor.  state  treasurer 
and  secretaiT  of  state  to  be  the  commissioners  of  printing,  whose  duties  are  defined  by  the  law  to  advertiee 
for  bids,  and  to  let  the  printing  to  the  lowest  bidder.  The  determination  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
printing  shall  be  done,  the  examination  in  detail  of  all  the  expense  bills  for  the  same,  the  parchaee  of 
paper,  and  all  the  multifarious  details  of"  the  superintendence  of  a  large  printing  house  are  thrown  upon 
thia  department.  In  the  annual  report  of  the  secretary  of  state,  for  July  81,  1888,  the  attention  of  the 
legiriatore  was  called  to  the  necessity  of  haTing  the  state  printing  orders  placed  in  the  hands  of  an  expert, 
b^ore  betno  given  out  to  the  contractorB:  and  during  the  session  of  the  last  legislature  a  bill  was  prepared 
and  introduced,  making  such  chaz&gee  in  the  printing  law  as  seemed  to  be  to  the  interest  of  the  state  in 
ecoQom^y  and  tne  proper  control  of  the  state  printing.  There  was,  however,  no  action  on  the  same, 
beyond  its  reference  to  the  proper  committees.  I  reex)eotfully  call  your  attention  to  this  matter,  as  one 
wul  worthy  the  attrition  of  the  legislature. 

The  printing  commissionentthaTing  failed  to  get  a  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  an  expert 
mperintendent  ofprinHna,  and  recoffnizing  the  absolute  necessity  for  some  additional  supervision  than 
could  be  given  by  the  clerical  force  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  unanimously  agreed  to  enlarge 
the  powers  of  the  expert,  so  as  to  embrace  the  duties,  which  had  been  agreed  upon  by  the  joint  legislative 
committees  and  the  printing  commissioners,  which  were  summed  up  as  follows:  **  Under  the  direction  of 
the  oommissioners  of  printing,  to  have  charge  of  all  the  printing  and  binding  required  to  be  done  for  the 
sevectd  departments  of  government ;  to  secure  the  proper  orders  for  the  same^  and  to  have  the  same  prop- 
erly  executed  according  to  law;  to  keep  a  record  of  aZZ  work  ordered  from  the  several  contractors  under 
the  law,  and  ofoU  printing  and  binding  ordered  from  any  oiher  parties;  to  take  charge  of  aU  the  paper 
purchased  by  the  state,  and  to  keep  account  of  the  same :  to  deliver  to  contractors  all  paper  necessary  for 
the  various  classes  of  printing  oroered:  to  examine  and  supervise  the  work  of  prinnng  and  binding  in 
progress;  and  to  see  that  it  is  executed  with  due  eoononat  to  the  state;  to  examine  all  accounts  of  print- 
ing and  binding  tiiat  may  be  presented,  and  to  adjust  the  same  in  accordance  with  law  and  each  rulings 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  commissioners."  Since  the  18th  of  October,  1889.  the  printing  for  the  state 
has  been  nndw  the  chuve  of  an  expert,  and  the  work  has  been  done  with  a  large  saving  to  the  state,  in 
the  i^pgregate. 

KANSAS. 

The  report  of  Hon.  Wm.  Higgins,  secretfur  of  state  of  Kansas,  is  so  full  of  good  matter  that  I  would 
like  to  quote  liberally,  but  space  forbids.  Especially  would  I  call  attention  to  his  criticism  about  useless 
and  redundant  matter.  I  could  not  repeat  in  better  language  the  condition  in  the  State  of  Michigan, 
especiaUy  the  matter  in  heavy  type  quoted  as  it  apolies  at  present  to  bills  received  at  the  Board  of  State 
Auditoara*  and  the  same  wiU  app&  to  stationery  biHs. 

In  this  report  I  find  the  expenmtures  for  public  printing  detailed  for  each  department,  as  in  Michjigan. 
only  better,  as  it  not  only  gives  the  cost  of  labor  on  each  item  but  cost  of  material  and  total  in  parallel 
columns,  and  the  printing  is  not  separated  and  confused  as  with  us,  by  intermittent  statements  of  general 
aUowanoe,  etc. 

Fiscal  year  ending  June  80, 1889,  total  cost  of  labor,  $128,589.74;  for  1890,  $96,075JS0.  Total  cost  of  mate- 
rial, 1889,  $31,838.15 ;  for  1890,  $16,694.40.  For  2  years,  cost  of  labor,  $179,615.80 ;  for  2  years,  cost  of  material, 
$ft7j9e7.55. 

The  eontraiet  for  paper  and  binder's  material  was  let  to  a  Chicago  firm. 

TBX  STATE  PBIlTTUfa. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  amending  or  changing  the  law  in  regard  to  the  state 
printing,  so  as  to  eooniHnize  in  the  amount  and  cost  of  the  printing.  The  prices  authorised  by  law  ma^ 
not  be  excessive  or  out  of  reason,  but  the  extravagant  methods  of  placing  unneceesair  matter  and  dupli- 
cate statements  in  reports  should  be  checked,  and  all  reports  and  other  matter  for  printing  be  submitted 
to  tome  authorized  qfflcer  before  being  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  state  printer.  This  officer  should  have 
smple  anthoritgr  to  cull  out  ail  useless  and  redundant  matter  from  the  records^  and  disapprove  all 
unnecessary  printing.  Under  the  present  system,  the  senate  and  house  journals  contain  too  much  matter, 
and  the  cost  of  the  legislative  and  all  other  printing  can  be  reduced  for^  per  cant  below  what  the  state  is 
now  paying.  No  stato  in  the  union  obtains  better  work  than  Kansas,  but  it  is  of  vital  importance  to  the 
state  and  the  people  that  some  means  be  devised  to  reduce  the  cost  of  public  printing,  by  contrdtUng  and 
operating  it  upon  business  principles,  instead  of  the  extravaamwt  system  thcU  has  prevailed  heretofore. 

The  law  says:  "All  public  printing  and  binding  shall  be  done  under  tiie  general  superintendence  of  the 
seerstary  of  state.  Said  secretacr  shall  carefully  examine  all  such  work  so  delivered  to 

him.  and  every  Ull  presented  for  such  work,  and  shall  see  that  the  work  charged  for  has  been  done  accord- 
ing to  law."  In  my  opinion,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  law  that  all  public  printing  should  be  submitted 
to  the  secTCtary  of  state  before  it  went  to  Ihe  state  printer,  but  the  law  has  oeen  construed  otherwise  by 
past  administrations,  and  all  printing  matter  has  been  sent  direct  to  the  state  printer,  regardless  of  its 
necemity  or  cost  to  the  state;  hence,  the  first  knowledge  this  office  has  that  such  work  has  been  ordered  and 
dome,  is  loA^n  the  state  printer  presents  his  bill  with  a  sample  of  the  work  for  approval  and  measurement, 
as  the  law  directs,  I  have  protested  against  this  unbusinesslike  method,  but  the  old  established  order  of 
doiny  the  public  printing  has  prevailed,  and  the  want  of  a  proper  law  to  enforce  my  protests  has  compelled 
me  to  unwillingly  acquiesce.  I  earnestly  hope  that  the  next  legislature  will  enact  a  law  that  will  properly 
control  the  pubbc  pnnting,  and  reduce  its  cost  to  the  state. 

LBOISLATITX  SUPPLIB8  AUD  BTATIONSBT. 

It  may  be  proper  for  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is  no  appropriation  available  with 
which  to  purdiase  supplies  and  stationery  for  the  coming  legislature,  and  it  will  be  necessary  after  its 
organicBoon  to  make  some  provision,  by  joint  resolution  or  otherwise,  to  purchase  these  necessaries  for 
legialativa  business.  It  will  be  imposslDle  for  this  office  to  secure  these  supplies  in  advance  of  the  meet- 
ing of  the  legislatare.    While  this  custom  has  been  adopted  heretofore,  1  do  not  wish  to  assume  such 
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authority.  The  state  is  now  indebted  to  the  Keliazn  Stationery  Company  nearly  $1,000  for  eapplieB 
porohaeed  in  the  winter  of  XB89.  It  has  been  the  cnstom  to  pay  saoh  bills  ont  of  the  stationery  fund 
appropriated  for  the  sereral  dex>artmente  of  state,  bat  when  the  present  administration  took  charge  it 
was  held  that  there  was  no  anthority  of  law  to  pay  snoh  debts.  Under  the  new  order  of  bnsiness  lam 
pleased  to  say  that  the  appropriation  made  for  stationery  for  the  year  1880  was  sufficient  to  meet  the 
necessary  demands  of  the  Tanooa  state  departments,  and  a  small  snrplns  is  left  to  be  oorered  into  the 
treasoty,  instead  of  haying  a  debt  of  from  10,000  to  CLa,000  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  This  happy  reeolt 
I  attribnte  entirely  to  the  requisition  system  adopted  when  I  first  assnmed  charge  of  this  office. 

WEST  TIRGINIA. 

Printinsi  binding  and  stationery  is  bid  on  as  a  discount  on  a  maximum  rate  established  by  law,  on  each 
item.    The  law  contains  many  excellent  things  and  is  therefore  printed  entire  and  parts  Italicised. 

FtTBUO  PRIMTIKO. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  public  printing  and  binding,  and  for  supplying  stationery  and  printing  paper 

for  state  use. 

1.  The  auditor,  treasurer  and  state  superintendent  of  free  schools  shall  be  ex  officio  commissioners  of 
public  printing. 

2.  The  commissioners  of  public  printing  shall,  immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  erery  two 
years  thereafter,  during  the  first  week  in  November,  give  notice  in  four  newspapers  printed  within  this 
state,  for  four  weeks,  that  sealed  proposals  will  be  received  at  tba  office  of  the  auditor  until  the  thirtieth 
day  after  the  publication  of  said  notice,  for  the  execution  of  the  state  printing  and  binding,  and  for  sup- 
plying the  state  with  stationery  and  printing  paper,  as  hereinafter  specified,  for  the  term  of  two  years 
from  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  next  thereafter:  Frovided^  that  the  first  contracts  made  under  this 
act  shall  expire  on  the  second  Wedneeday  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five ;  the 
work  and  paper  to  be  d^vered  at  the  seat  of  government  of  the  State:  Provided  further.  That  the  print- 
ing ordered  for  the  current  use  of  the  legislature  shall  be  delivered  to  the  house  for  which  it  may  be 
ordered  at  the  opoiing  of  its  session  on  the  dav  succeeding  that  upon  which  the  order  for  said  printing 
shall  be  made,  unless  otherwise  ordered ;  and  the  proposalf or  executing  said  printing  for  the  current  use 
of  the  legislature  shall  include  the  folding  and  stitching  of  the  same.  Said  proposals  shall  disdndy  and 
specifically  state  the  price  at  which  the  bidder  nill  do  the  work  per  thousand  ems  for  compobltion  of  all 
book  and  pamphlet  printing  for  tlie  state :  including,  also,  the  printing  of  all  blanks,  circmars  and  other 
work  of  like  character;  the  price  per  page  for  all  bills  and  other  documents  exclusive  of  reports  of  depart- 
ments and  institutions  needed  for  the  current  use  of  the  legislature;  the  price  per  token  for 
all  book  and  pamphlet  preeswork  and  the  price  per  quire  for  the  presswork  of  all  blanks, 
circulars  and  other  work  of  like  character:  the  rate  per  quire  for  making  blank  books  of 
record;  the  rate  per  hundred  signatures  for  folding  and  stitclung  the  laws.  Journals  and  other 
public  documents;  the  rate  per  hundred  signatures  for  binding  the  laws,  journals  and  other  books  to  be 
bound  in  hard  covers ;  the  rate  per  hundred  signatures  for  binoing  with  muslin  backs  and  paper  covers ; 
the  rate  per  hundred  paper  covers  for  pamphlets,  including  the  composition,  paper  and  pasting;  the  rate 
per  hundred  copies  for  arranging  in  suitable  packages  the  laws,  journals  and  court  reports,  and  delivering 
them  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  for  distribution  by  nim.  The  proposals  shall  also  state  the 
price  at  ^griiich  the  bidder  will  do  the  wwk  per  quire  for  ruling  the  various  grades  of  blanks  for  the  nee  of 
the  state,  when  bat  a  sln«^  form  is  struck,  and  the  price  per  quire  for  each  additianal  form.    Said 

Sroposals  shall  also  state  the  price  per  pound  for  each  class  respectively,  at  which  the  bidder  wiU  famish 
at,  record  papers  and  all  oUier  stationery,  and  price  per  ^ousand  at  which  he  will  furnish  the  envelopes 
needed  for  the  use  of  the  state,  the  book  paper  to  be  used  and  calendered,  and  to  be  of  such  sise,  weight 
and  quality  as  the  said  commissioners  of  printing  shall  approve;  the  flat  paper,  record  paper  and  envel- 
opes to  be  of  such  character  and  quality  as  the  said  commissioners  of  printing,  prior  to  the  letting,  la^s 
prescribe.  Each  proposal  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  executed  according  to  law  by  the  bidder  with 
at  least  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties  residing  in  this  state,  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  doUars 
for  all  state  printing,  the  penal  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  for  all  state  binding,  and  the  penal  earn  of 
five  thousand  dollars  for  furnishing  paper,  conditioned  for.^  faithful  performance  of  toe  contracts; 
and  no  bid  unaccompanied  by  such  bond  shall  be  entertained  by  the  commissioners  of  public  printing. 

8.  The  following  rates  for  printing,  f dldinff,  stitching  and  binding,  and  for  paper  and  envelopes,  shall 
be  and  are  hereby  fixed,  as  a  maximum  of  pnces  therefor,  and  no  Bids  at  higher  rates  shall  be  received, 
entertained  or  accepted:  For  plain  composition,  sixty-five  cents  per  Uioosand  ems;  for  rule  or  figure 
work,  one  dollar  per  thousand  ems:  for  rule  and  figure  work,  one  dollar  and  thirty  cents 
per  thousand  ems;  for  presswork,  nxty-five  cents  per  token,  estimating  two  hondrsd  and  forty 
unpressionB  as  a  tokeUj  and  eight  peges  for  each  fprm,  octavo  sise,  jprovided  two  hundred  cmd  forty 
impre$8i€n»  shall  constitute  a  tohen^  exc^t  when  the  work  ordered  shall  not  amount  to  that  many  impres- 
sions, then  an/  less  quanHiu  8haU  be  counted  as  a  token;  tor  presswork,  per  ouire,  of  all  blanks,  circulars 
and  other  work  of  like  character,,  when  printed  on  one  side  of  a  sheet  of  folio  post  or  any  larger  siaed 
paper,  for  the  first  quire,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents;  for  tbe  balance  of  the  first  ream,  fifty  omts 
per  quire  and  twenty-five  cents  per  quire  for  every  quire  in  excess  of  one  ream.  When  printed  on  note, 
letter,  cap,  or  any  burger  paper,  less  than  folio  post,  for  the  first  quire  one  dollar  and  thirty  cents;  for  the 
balance  of  the  first  ream  thirty  cents  per  quire,  and  twenty  cents  per  quire  for  every  quire  in  excess  of  one 
ream:  Provided,  that  ttoenhf-four  impreano/M  or  any  f  rational  exeeat  thereof  shall  constitute  a  quire ; 
and  when  the  work  ordered  snail  not  amount  to  that  many  impressions,  then  any  lees  number  shall  be 
considered  as  a  quirs.  For  printing  bills  and  other  documents  of  not  more  than  six  pages,  for  the  car- 
rent  use  of  the  Isgislature,  two  dollars  and  twenlar-five  cents  per  page  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  copies, 
and  for  any  additional  copies  that  may  be  ordered  nothing  additional  shall  be  charged  except  for  press- 
work,  and  all  bills  and  other  documente  exceeding  six  pases  shall  be  estimated  and  paid  for  as  book  and 
pamphlet  work.  For  rulina  folio  post,  or  any  larger  sized  paper,  single  f erm,  twenty  cents  per  quire;  each 
additional  form  fifteen  cents  per  quire.  For  ruling  note,  letter,  cap,  or  any  other  paper  less  than  folio 
XKMt,  single  form,  ten  cents  per  qmre,  each  additional  form,  seven  cents  per  quire. 

4.  For  drying,  pressing  ana  folding  by  the  printer  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  the  contractor. 
For  folding  and  stitching  the  laws,  journals  and  other  public  documents,  fifteen  cents  per  handred  signa- 
tures; for  binding  full  calf  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  hundred  signatuies ;  sheep,  eighty  cents  {  for  half 
binding,  seventy^ive  cents;  for  muslin  backs  and  paper  covers,  fifteen  cents;  for  pamphlst  binding  in 
plain  covers,  two  cents;  for  preparing  the  laws,  journals  and  court  reports  for  distribution,  two  doUars 
per  hundred  copies.  For  book  paper,  twenty-two  cents  per  pound:  for  flat  paper,  thirty-two  cents  per 
pound ;  for  record  paper  forty-five  cents  per  pound ;  for  envelopes,  6'8  or  less,  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  thousand ;  0*s  or  less,  six  dollars  per  thousand;  14*8  or  less,  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  thousand, 
and  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  thousand  for  printing  all  envelopes  ordered  to  be  printed.    For  making

5.  The  cewimlswionflrs  of  public  printing  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  ^thin  two  days  after  the  expiration 
of  the  term  for  receiving  proposals  as  aforesaid,  proceed  to  open  in  public  all  such  proposals  by  them 
reoelTed,  and  thev  shall  award  the  contract  for  printing,  binding,  printing  paper  and  stationery,  to  the 
loweet  responsible  bidder  therefor.  If  two  or  more  persons  bid  the  same  and  the  lowest  price,  the  oom- 
misstooflrs  shall  award  the  contract  to  such  one  of  them  as,  in  their  opinion,  will  best  subserye  the  inter- 
est of  the  state;  and  the  successful  bidder  shall,  if  he  desire,  have  twenty  days  after  notice  of  acceptance 
of  his  bid  in  which  to  commence  the  printin|g  or  binding  under  said  contract. 

6.  The  bills  for  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature,  together  with  such  resolutions  and  other  matters  as 
may  be  otdered  by  the  two  houses,  or  either  of  them,  to  be  printed  in  bill  form,  shall  be  printed  with  long 
primer  type,  each  page  to  measure  in  width  not  less  than  thirty-one  ems,  and  in  length  not  lees  than  fifty- 
four  ems  of  the  text  type  with  a  long  primer  reglet  in  each  space  between  the  lines.  In  estimating  this 
class  of  work  no  entire  blank  page  shall  be  counted  or  charged  for. 

7.  The  Journals  of  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature,  all  reports,  commonications  or  other  documents, 
except  bills  ordered  by  the  legislature,  or  either  branch  thereof,  executive  documents,  the  laws  and  Joint 
resolntiooa,  and  the  reports  of  the  decisions  of  the  supreme  court  of  appeals,  shall  be  printed  solid  and 
without  any  reglet  between  the  lines,  except  the  captions  or  headings  of  the  supreme  court  reports  and 
lawa,  and  shalTbe  in  siae,  s^leof  printing  and  binding,  in  all  respects  equal  to  and  uniform  with  the 
work  of  the  same  class  heretofore  executed  for  the  state. 

8.  In  estimating  the  composition  for  the  printing  of  blanks,  blank-books,  circulars  and  other  like  work 
tiie  face  of  the  type  only,  excluding  the  space  occupied  by  leads  or  other  fillings,  shall  be  measured. 

9.  In  estimating  the  composition  of  all  laws,  journals,  public  documents  and  pamphlets,  every  fraction 
d.  a  page  shall  be  counted  as  a  full  page,  bat  no  entire  blank  page  shall  be  counted  or  charged  for.  But 
one  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  composition  of  all  documents  ordered  to  be  printed  by  both  branches  of 
the  legislatare.  and  no  charge  or  allowance  shall  be  made  for  composition  when  extra  or  additional  copies 
are  oraered  to  be  printed ;  but  this  rule  shall  only  apply  in  the  first  instance  to  orders  made,  for  the  same 
doenmeint,  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day,  by  boui  branches  of  the  legislature;  and  in  the  second  instance 
to  orders  f  *r  additional  copies  which,  are  made  before  the  original  order  is  filled.  In  estimating  press- 
work,  if  any  document  maJus  less  thui  eight  pages,  or  if  the  last  form  is  not  a  full  form  of  eight  pages, 
the  same  shall  be  counted  as  a  full  form,  except  where  two  or  more  documents  ordered  can  be  printed  on 
the  same  form. 

10.  When  accmtract  has  been  made  by  the  commissioners  of  public  printing,  it  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
governor,  and  with  it  shall  be  submitted  also,  for  his  examination,  the  bond  which  accompanied  the  {iro- 
poeal  accepted,  the  accepted  proposal  itself  and  all  competing  proposals  received  by  the  commissioners. 
If  the  governor  approve  tiie  contract  thus  submitted,  he  shall  withu  two  days  after  receiving  the  same, 
indorse  the  fact  thereon,  and  transmit  it  to  tht  auditor  to  be  filed  by  him  in  the  auditor's  office.  If  the 
governor  does  not  approve  such  contract,  he  shall  within  two  days  after  receiving  the  same,  notify  the 
commissioners  of  the  fact,  and  they  shall  proceed  to  re-let  the  contract,  advertising  for  new  proposals  for 
each  length  of  time  as  th^  may  deem  proper.  The  contract  awarded  under  the  re-letting  herein  provided 
for,  Bhall  take  effect  immediately  or  at  such  time  as  the  commissioners  shall  direct  (not  to  exceed  twenty 
days  after  such  award)  .upon  the  bond  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  beinff  approved  as  sufficient  by 
the  attorney  general.  In  case  of  his  disapproval  of  the  contract  or  bond,  as  aforesaid,  the  commissioners 
may  make  a  temporary  contract  for  said  printing,  binding,  stationery  and  printing  paper,  at  rates  not 
«Koeedinff  those  prescribed  by  law.  Upon  the  contract  being  approved  by  the  governor  at  the  time  of  the 
original  letting,  or  the  bond  being  approved  as  sufficient  by  the  attorney  general,  in  case  of  a  re-letting  of 
the  contract  as  herein  provided,  the  auditor  shall  Immediately  notify  the  successful  bidder  that  his  con- 
tract or  bond  (as  the  case  may  be)  has  been  approved.  If  from  death  or  any  other  cause  there  is  a  failure 
on  the  part  of  the  contractor  or  contractors  to  proceed  with  the  execution  of  the  contract,  within  twenty 
daya  after  notice  of  the  acceptance  of  his  bid,  the  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  re-let  the  contract  to 
tbe  loweet  responsible  bidder,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  attorney  general  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the 
bond,  in  the  Tnantior  hereinbefore  provided.  Ax^  contract  awarded  for  the  contract  period  ending  on  the 
aeoood  Wednesday  of  January,  one  thourand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  disapproved  before  the 
passage  <rf  this  act,  may  be  re-let  by  the  commissioners,  as  herein  prescribed  in  cases  of  other  disapprov- 
als, and  upon  the  approval  of  the  bond  by  the  attorn^  general. 

11.  The  mcretary  afwUUe  thaM  be  the  ntperirUendent  of  public  printing.  He  shall  examine^  eetimaie  and 
determine  the  value  ef  aU  work  done  by  the  contractor;  and  upon  hie  eetimate^  accompanied  bu  hie  offl.ical 
certMeate  of  their  correctnese^  the  bitle  for  paper ^  printing  and  binding  shall  be  paid,  but  no  bill  shall  be 
paid  unaccompanied  by  the  certiAcaie  of  the  said  officer  that  the  toork  therein  charged  for  hae  been  done 
and  delivered.  No  certvfieaie  of  the  said  superintendent  ofptUtlic  printing  shall  in  any  case  be  appended 
to  aeeountsfor  work  partially  completed,  nor  shall  any  money  be  paid  on  any  account  for  unfinished  work 
or  vsv/Oled  orders  for  paper,  in  case  of  any  disagreement  between  the  contractor  and  sttperintendent  as  to 
the  meaauxement  or  value  ot  any  work,  the  commissioners  of  printing  shall  immediately  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  case.  The  decision  shall  be  final,  and  the  certificate  of  the  superintendent  shall  be  rendered  in 
aeoordanoe  therewith.  The  said  superintendent  shall  see  that  the  printing  and  binding  be  properly  and 
promptly  executed,  and  report  any  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  contractor  to  the  commissioners  of 
printuiyg,  wlio,  for  good  cause,  may  transfer  the  work  to  others,  holding  the  contractor  and  his  sureties 
BaUs  for  any  datnage  or  additional  cost  that  may  be  incurred  bv  the  state. 

12.  Contracts  for  paper,  printing,  binding  and  stationery  may  oe  annulled  by  the  commissioners  of  pub- 
Ue  printing  tot  failure  or  manifest  inability  of  the  contractors  to  comply  therewith,  especially  in  any  one 
of  uie  following  instances:  When  the  contractor  for  printing  shall  fail  to  supply  the  legislature  with  at 
least  fifty  separate  pages  of  printed  matter  per  day,  should  the  current  orders  of  the  two  houses  require 
that  amount ;  when  be  shall  fail  to  print  the  acts  and  deliver  them  to  the  person  authorized  to  receive 
them,  within  forty  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature;  or  where  the  binder  shall  fail  to  bind 
them  witiiin  thirty  days  after  they  are  delivered  to  him:  Provided,  that  no  failure  of  the  clerk  to  furnish 
the  index  or  side  notes  shall,  of  itself,  justify  an  abrogation  of  the  contract ;  when  the  printer  shall  fail 
to  print  the  journal  of  the  two  houses  within  two  months  after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature,  or 
wbm  the  binder  shall  fail  to  bind  them  within  four  months  after  such  adjournment:  Provided,  that  no 
fidlnre  of  the  clerk  to  famish  his  indexes  promptly  shall  operate  to  the  prejudice  of  either  contractor,  nor 
ehall  any  failure  on  the  part  of  the  printer  operate  to  the  prejudice  of  the  binder;  when  the  printer  shall 
fail  to  print  and  the  binder  to  bind  the  reports  of  departments  and  institutions  by  the  fifteenth  day  of 
January:  Provided,  that  the  copy  of  the  treasurer's  report  be  placed  in  the  printer's  hands  by  the  fifteraith 
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of  October;  the  copy  of  the  leporte  of  institations  b7  the  iirst  of  November,  and  the  copy  of  the  other 
reports  by  the  twentieth  of  November  preceding  the  fifteenth  day  of  Janoary,  as  aforesaid:  And  provided 
further,  that  the  binder  shall  not  be  held  responsible  for  the  deliur  of  the  printer ;  when  the  contractor  for 
paper  snaU  deliver  to  the  state  any  class  of  paper  that  may  fall  below  the  reqairements  of  this  acti  or  of 
the  commi  doners  of  pnblio  printing.  The  annnllinff  of  the  contract  under  any  of  the  conditions  above 
set  forth  shall  render  a  contractor  and  his  sureties  liable  to  the  state  for  any  damages  that  may  be  incuired 
thereby* 

IS.  The  superintendent  of  the  state  printing  shall  file  with  the  auditor  at  the  time  of  rendering  his  eeti> 
nuite  therefor  a  copy  of  each  item  of  book,  pamphlet  or  job  work  executed  by  the  contractor.  Toe  actual 
number  of  ems  or  tokens  in  all  work  required  to  be  so  measured  and  estimated,  shall  be  certified  by  the 
said  superintendent  as  just  and  correct  bisf  ore  the  auditor  shall  audit  the  same.  And  at  least  once  in  everr 
six  months,  at  such  times  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  said  commissioners,  the  said  superintendent  shall 
make  to  said  commissioners  a  report,  in  writing,  of  all  books,  documents,  paper,  envelopes,  and  all  oUier 
articles  and  materials  delivered  to  him  by  the  contractor,  together  with  the  amount  (and  to  whom)  issued, 
used,  worked  up,  lost,  destroyed  or  in  any  manner  disposed  of  by  him :  and  also  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
amount  of  all  such  articles  and  materials  remaining  on  hand  at  the  date  of  said  report,  which  report  and 
statement  shall  be  sustained  by  the  afiEldavit  of  said  superintendent,  and  said  reports  shall  be  filed  in  the 
auditor*s  office. 

14.  The  clerk  of  the  house  of  delegates  shall  superintend  the  printing  of  the  laws  and  all  matter  directed 
by  law  to  be  printed  therewith;  also  the  journal  of  the  house  and  all  printing  ordered  by  the  house,  or  by 
joint  order  or  resolution  of  the  two  houses ;  and  the  clerk  of  the  senate  shall  superintend  the  printing  of 
the  journal  of  the  senate  and  all  printing  ordered  by  the  senate.  If  any  such  printing  or  any  other  printing 
or  binding  Tequired  by  the  state  be  not  properly  and  promptly  executed,  or  if  any  paper  or  stationery 
contracted  for  DC  not  properly  and  promptly  delivered,  the  failure  thereof  shall  be  forthwith  re{>orted  by 
the  superintendent  to  the  commissioners  of  public  printixig,  and  with  the  approval  of  said  commisaionerB 
others  may  be  employed  to  do  the  work  or  any  part  thereofi  or  furnish  the  paper  or  stationery  or  any  part 
thereof,  and  should  such  printing,  binding,  paper  or  stationery  exceed  in  cost  the  contract  price,  then  the 
contractors  for  the  public  printing,  binding,  printing  paper  or  stationery,  shall  be  liable  to  the  state  upon 
their  bonds  for  such  excess  of  cost. 

15.  Except  as  provided  in  the  previous  section,  aU  oMcers  of  the  state  authorized  to  procure  paper  or 
stationery,  or  to  have  any  printing  or  binding  done  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  are  required  to  have  the 
same  done  by  the  contractor  or  contractors  for  the  public  printing,  binding  and  stationery,  upon  requi- 
sition made  through  the  superintendent  of  public  printing^  who  is  hereby  atUhorixed  to  order  the  same 
from  the  said  contractor  or  contractors,  and  if  he  fail  to  do  so  the  commissioners  of  pubUc  printiiiir 
shall  order  the  same;  and  no  money  shall  be  piedd  out  of  the  treasury  for  paper,  stationery,  printing, 
or  binding  done  in  contravention  of  this  section. 

16.  The  contractor  or  contractors  for  public  printing  and  binding  shall  print  and  bind  two  hundred 
and  fifty  copies  of  the  journal  of  the  house  of  dele^tee,  and  the  same  number  of  the  journal  of  the 
senate,  in  octavo  form,  and  they  shall  be  substantially  and  in  a  workmanlike  manner  half  bound  and 
delivered  to  the  secretary  of  state ;  and  the  said  secretary  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  as  follows: 
One  of  each  to  each  member  of  the  legislature,  one  to  every  clerk  of  the  county  court  in  the  state,  and  the 
remainder  as  the  governor  ma^  direct. 

17.  The  printer  Khali  print  in  octavo  form  and  the  binder  shall  bind  two  thousand  five  hundred  copiea 
of  the  acts  and  joint  reeolutionB  of  each  session  of  the  legislature,  with  the  index  and  otbex  matter 
directed  by  law  to  be  published  therewith:  which  shall  be  substantially  and  in  a  workmanlike  manner 
half  bounoi,  if  the  number  of  pages  in  each  cop^  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty,  but  otherwise  done  up 
neatly  in  pamphet  form  with  paper  covers,  and  m  either  case  ddivered  to  the  secretary  of  state. 

18.  The  contractor  for  the  public  printing  shall  print  in  octavo  fomr  five  hundred  copies  of  every  bill 
or  other  document  which  may  be  directed  to  be  printed,  by  the  rules  of  either  branch  of  the  legialatiue, 
or  b^  special  order,  two  hundred  and  fifty  of  which  shall  be  reserved  by  the  contractor  to  be  bound  with 
the  joumial  of  the  house  ordering  the  same.  The  remaining  bills  and  documents  so  printed  shall  be 
delivered  as  follows:  Sixty  coi^ies  of  each  bill  or  document  to  the  clerk  of  the  senate  for  the  use  of  that 
branch,  and  one  hundred  and  mnety  copies  to  the  dark  of  the  house  for  the  use  of  that  branch.  The 
contractor  for  printing  shall  receipt  to  the  superintendent  of  public  printing  for  all  paper  received  of 
him,  to  the  clerk  of  the  house  or  soiate  for  copies  of  all  acts,  loumals^  indexes,  or  side  notes  delivered 
to  him  for  printing ;  and  the  binder  shall  give  the  contractor  for  printing  a  receipt  for  all  acts,  joumala, 
or  other  documents  deliverored  to  him  for  binding,  the  date  of  the  delivery  in  either  case  to  be  explicitlx' 
stated  in  the  receipt. 

19.  The  bills  for  the  work  to  be  done  as  aforesaid,  for  the  senate  and  house  of  delogatee  shall,  whea 
such  work  is  done,  be  so  certified  by  the  clerks  of  those  houses  respectively  to  the  superintendent  of 

Srinting.  The  work  hereaftw  done  for  the  executive  department,  including  reports  therectf,  shall,  whatk 
one,  be  so  certified  to  the  superintendent  of  printing  by  the  officer  authonzea  by  law  to  order  the  same. 
The  printing  and  stationery  necessary  for  the  public  institutions  of  the  State  shall  be  procured  by  the 
executive  officers  of  said  institutions  by  requisiiion  upon  the  supenntendent  of  public  printing  approved- 
by  the  governor, 

21.  All  biUs  for  public  printing,  except  the  school  department,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriation. 
fer  public  printing. 

22.  Tue  commissionere  are  required  to  receive  separate  bids  for  the  printing,  binding,  and  printing 
paper,  including  stationery.  The  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  for  the 
same,  respectively,  unless  there  is  a  responsible  bid  for  the  whole  which  is  lees  than  the  amreoate  amount 
of  the  lowest  separate  bids,  in  which  case  the  contract  shall  be  awarded  to  such  lowest  bidder  for  the 
whole.  The  superintendent  of  public  printing  shall  at  all  times  ke^  on  hand  thirty  days*  mpply 
of  stationery  and  printing  paper. 

23.  All  printing  paper  and  stationery  must  be  delivered  to  the  superintendent  of  printing,  who  shati 
have  charge  of  the  same^  and  issue  it  cu  needed. 

24.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

25.  All  contxactore  for  executing  the  public  printing  or  binding,  or  furnishing  the  stationery  for  the 
use  of  the  state,  shall  present  their  bills  or  accounts,  for  paraient  thereof,  to  the  officer  whoae  duty  it  is  to 
certify  the  same.  Every  item  for  which  a  charge  is  made,  shall  be  distinctlv  and  separately  stated  in  said 
bill  or  account.  If  the  charge  be  for  composition,  the  name  or  character  of  the  document,  the  number  of 
pages,  the  number  of  ems  in  each 'page,  the  aggregate  number  of  ems,  the  price  per  thousand  ems,  and  the 
aggregate  price  for  the  whole  composition  of  each  document,  shall  be  disunotly  stated  in  separate 
columns.  If  the  charge  be  for  presswork  on  bills,  journals,  books  or  pamphlets,  the  number  of  impree- 
sions,  the  number  of  tokens,  the  price  per  token,  and  aggregate  price  charged,  each  ^ail  be  distineUy 
stated  in  separate  columns;  and  if  the  charge  be  for  presswork,  for  extra  oopies  of  bills,  joumaJa,  or 
other  documents  of  less  than  six  pages,  printed  for  the  current  use  of  the  legislature,  the  number  of 
impressions,  and  the  number  of  tokens  required  to  print  such  extra  oopiee*  shall  also  be  stated ;  and  in 
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all  cases  when  the  nomber  of  pa^ee  of  the  docoment  orinted  be  lees  than  sixteen  pages,  tHe  contractor 
shall  preeent  with  his  account  a  printed  oopjathereof, /o/ded,  but  neither  cut  nor  stitched.  If  the  charge 
be  for  presswork  or  blanks,  circcuars  or  other  work  of  like  character,  the  date  or  character  thereof,  the 
namber  of  qoires,  the  price  per  quire,  dpd  the  aggregate  charge  therefor,  shall  be  distinctly  stated  in 
separate  columns.  In  all  cases  the  bill  or  account  of  the  contractor  shall  be  accompanied  bjy  a  copy  of 
the  work  executed^  and  Terified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  contractor.  Every  officer  ordering  printing  to  be 
done,  shall  forthwith  report  Uie  same  to  the  superintendent  of  public  printing,  stating  the  day  upon 
which  the  **oopy**  was  delivered  to  the  printer. 

26.  Any  contractor  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  who  shall  falsely  swear  to  the  correctness  of 
anv  bill  or  account  aforesaid,  ahaU  be  guiUy  of  perjury  and  punuthed  accordingly^  and  shall  moreover  be 
liable  upon  his  bond  for  any  money  he  may  have  unlawfully  drawn  from  the  treasury.  Any  officer  who 
tkall  wUlfully  or  fraudulently  faliely  certify  any  auch  bill  or  account  for  payment  ^  or  willfully  make  any 
other  falae  ceniAcate  in  reUUion  thereto^  Bhall  be  guilty  of  perjury,  ana  sAaU  be  punished  accordingly^  ana 
shall  moreover  he  fined  not  exceeding  Jive  hundrea  doUars  for  each  offense.  Any  officer  fcuUng  to  perform 
any  duty  required  by  this  act,  or  the  act  hereby  amended,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ttoenty,nor  nune  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  ea^ih  offenae. 
Any  officer  or  other  person  authorized  to  order  or  procure  printing,  binding  or  stationery  for  the  use  of, 
or  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  who  shall  order  or  procure  the  same  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  state, 
passed  since  the  twenty«eeoond  day  of  August,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two, 
and  any  officer  who  shall  eertifv  the  same  for  pa;yment,  or  shall  pay  the  same,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.

I  have  copied  tbos  eztensiTely  as  the  statistics  of  a  sister  state  so  close  and  with  interests  so  nearly 
allied  to  oars  as  to  make  them  of  interest  and  profit,  much  of  great  value  mast  of  coarse  be  omitted  here. 
I  notice  an  itemized  table  of  "  Labor  about  Capitol."  Their  "  general  fand  "  embraces  all  the  revenoe  of 
the  state  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  expenses  of  Hm  state  government.^ 

As  with  the  general  government  so  in  this  state,  estimates  are  prepared  and  sabmitted  to  the  legislatore 
of  the  state  and  appropriations  made  for  the  detailed  items  accordingly.  Notice  to  paper  dealers  was 
pablished  in  Chicago  Tribaae  and  Inter  Ocean  indicating  that  they  denre  competition  from  dealers  oat- 
side  the  state.  Detailed  statements  of  general  fand  disbarsements  are  given  for  each  department  for 
salaries,  permanent  appropriations,  legislative  expenses,  charitable  and  penal  institations,  clerk  hire, 
labor  aboat  capitol,  transiei^t  laborers,  incidental  expenses,  printing,  postage,  paper,  stationery,  gas,  foel, 
militia,  expressage,  and  many  other  things  too  nomeroos  to  mention. 

The  secretary  of  state,  state  treasarer,  and  attorney  general  oonstitate  the  commissioners  of  public 
printing.    They  report  ooet  of  pablishing  and  advertising  laws,  sales,  etc.,  for  two  years  at  $46,583.31. 

The  cost  of  printing  reqoired  by  the  state  in  all  its  departments,  indoding  reports,  blanks,  etc.,  at 
157,608.86  or  a  grand  total  inclading  legislative  and  blue  book,  901,566.56.

Section  1.  After  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  A..  D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety,  the 
price  to  be  Mid  by  the  state  for  printing  and  binding  shall  not  exceed  the  following  ratee.  to  wit: 

Firsf—Bilis,  resolutions  and  other  matter  that  may  be  ordered  to  be  printed  by  the  legislature,  or  either 
branch  thereof,  in  bill  form,  shall  be  printed  on  S.  and  S.  C.  book  paper,  weighing  not  less  than  sixty 

Sounds  to  the  ream,  in  long  primer  or  small  pica  type,  each  pajse  to  contain  not  less  than  twenty-five 
nee  of  matter  of  thirty  seven  "ems^*  pica  to  the  line,  and  the  lines  shall  be  successively  numbered,  with 
a  doable  small  pica  ting  or  reglet  between  the  lines,  the  heading  not  to  occupy  a  greater  space  than  one- 
eiij^th  of  a  page  of  foolscap. 

The  maximum  price  to  be  paid  for  this  class  of  printing  shall  be  two  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per 
page,  in  lots  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  or  less,  which  shall  include  paper,  stitching  or  binding  if 
reonlred.    No  blank  page  shall  be  counted  or  charged  for. 

Sp^oond— The  Journals  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  the  session  laws,  all  rei>ort8,  com- 
munications and  other  documents  that  may  be  orderea  to  be  printed  in  book  form  by  the  legislaturet  or 
either  branch  thereof,  shall  be  printed  and  paid  for  as  follows,  to  wit: 

They  shall  be  printed  on  what  is  known  as  book  paper,  weighing  not  less  than  forty  pounds  to  the

Presswork,  sixty  cents  per  token ;  token  to  consist  of  two  hundred  and 
forty  impressions  of  eight  pages  each;  and,  in  measuring,  each  fraction  of  a  token  exceeding  one-half 
flball  be  counted  as  a  full  token,  and  each  fraction  of  a  token  less  than  one-half  shall  be  counted  as  one> 
half  a  token.  For  rule  and  figure  and  tabular  composition  on  book  work,  fifty  per  cent  in  addition  to 
tbe  above  price  for  composition  shall  be  allowed.

Seventhr-FoT  binding  book  work  in  sheep,  gilt  lettered  titles  on  back,  in  addition  to  folding  and  stitch- 
ing, sevens-five  cents  per  volume. 

BigMh—ToT  printed  letter  heads  on  twelve  pound  paper,  five  dollars  per  thousand. 

iVln^A— For  printed  envelopes,  number  six  to  six  and  one-half  XX,  full  government,  four  dollars  i>er 
thousand. 

TejUhr-For  printed  envelopes,  niauber  eight  to  ten,  XX,  full  government,  five  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
per  thousand. 

Seo.  2.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  be  authorised  to  employ  a  practical  printer  to  assist  in  measuring 
all  state  printing,  whose  compensation  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  The  public  printing  and  binding  shall  be  done  under  the  general  direction  of  die  secretary  of 
state,  and  all  such  matters,  when  completed,  shall  be  delivered  to  nim.  Said  secretary  shall  carefully 
examine  all  such  work  so  delivered  to  him,  and  every  bill  presented  for  any  such  work^  and  shall  see  that 
the  work  charged  for  has  been  done  according  to  law.  No  bill  or  claim  shall  at  any  time  be  audited  or 
allowed  for,  or  on  account  of  any  uncompleted  job  or  work,  nor  until  the  entire  Job  or  work  charged  for 
flhall  be  finished  and  delivered,  in  all  respects  as  required  by  law. 

When  any  book^  pamphlet,  blank  report,  or  job  of  any  kind  shall  be  completed  and  delivered,  the  party 
or  parties  executing  the  same  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  secretary  of  state  in  duplicate,  a  bill 
therefor,  stathig  what  the  book  work  or  job  is,  and  specifying  particularly  by  items  everytning  chuged 
for  in  such  bill,  grouping  tbe  items  by  classes  and  giving  the  price  and  amount  charged  for  each  item, 
and  the  aggregate  amount  charged  for  such  job  or  work,  and  the  number  of  copies  thereof  printed  and 
delivered. 

Seo.  4.  The  secretary  of  state  shall,  sixty  days  immediately  preceding  each  biennial  session  of  the  state 
legislature,  advertise  for  four  weeks  successively,  in  two  daily  papers  in  the  state,  one  of  which  shall  be 
at  the  seat  of  government,  two  insertions  each  weiek,  inviting  sealed  proposals  for  doin«  all  printing  and 
binding  required  by  the  state  legislature  for  the  two  succeeding  years.  Such  bids  shall  specify  at  wtiat 
prices  the  bidder  will  perform  the  work  and  furnish  the  material,  and  the  bidder  to  whom  the  contract 
ahall  be  awarded  shall  perform  all  legislative  work  within  the  state  of  Wyoming. 

1^  secretary  of  state  shall,  in  such  advertisement,  when  necessary,  call  for  bids  to  provide  furniture, 
stationery,  fuel,  light  and  other  articles  required  by  the  legislative  and  executive  departments  of  the 
etate  and  the  supreme  court  for  the  two  years  succeeding  the  first  day  of  January  next,  after  such  adver- 
tiaement.

Seo.  6.  All  bids  shall  be  delivered  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  indorsed  "  proposals  for  prints 
lac,"  **  piopoeals  for  fuel,*'  "  proposals  for  stationery,"  or  proposals  for  other  articles,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  shall  be  and  remain  sealed  up  until  the  hour  specified  in  the  advertisement  for  such  letting,  for 
opening  the  same,  and  no  bid  shall  be  received  by  said  secretary  after  said  hour. 
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The  secretaiT  of  state  shall  not  consider  a  bid  which  is  not  accompanied  by  a  safficient  cnarantee  that 
the  person  making  the  same  will,  if  saocessfol,  execute  the  necessary  bond  for  the  folfiUment  of  his  con- 
tract.   Said  contract  and  bond  shall  be  snbject  to  the  approval  of  the  sovemor  and  state  treasorer. 

Sbo.  7.  At  the  hoar  specified  for  opening  said  bids,  the  secretary  of  state,  in  the  presence  of  the  state 
aoditor,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  anditor,  in  the  presence  of  the  soTemor,  and  all  each  bidders  as  may 
choose  to  attend,  shall  open  the  same  and  proceed  to  determine  who  is  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  for

[Chapter  99.— Providing  for  the  classification  and  government  of  state  printing.] 

An  act  governing  state  printing  and  prescribing  compensation  therefore  and  the  tnaTtngr  of  awarding 

contracts  for  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  6y  the  legiakUure  of  the  state  of  South  Dakota : 

SsonoN  1.  CLASSincAHOV.— The  printing  for  the  state  of  8o«th  Dakota  is  hereby  divided  into  five 
classes  as  follows: 

BlBBT  Class.  Printing  and  binding  all  bills  for  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature  and  such  rssolutions, 
petitions  and  memorials  as  are  rscjuired  to  be  printed  for  daily  use  of  the  legislative  assembly. 

Sbcovd  Class.  Printing  and  binding  the  journals  of  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature  and  such  reports* 
communications  and  other  documents  as  enter  into  and  make  up  the  journals. 

Thibd  Culbb,  Printing  and  binding  of  reports  of  state  offices,  of  penal  and  charitable,  educational 
and  other  public  institutions  and  other  documents  ordered  by  the  legislature,  together  with  the  executlTe 
documents  and  legislative  manuel. 

FouBTH  Class.  Printing  and  binding  general  laws  and  joint  resolutions,  revised  codes  and  supreme 
court  reports. 

Fifth  Class.  Printing  of  circulars  and  blanks  for  state  officers  and  all  other  printed  matter  not  in 
pamphlet  form  and  not  included  in  the  forsgoixur  classes. 

Sbc.  2.  CoMPSRSATiov.— That  the  compensation  shall  not  exceed  the  following  rates  for  public  print- 
ing in  the  state  of  South  Dakota,  to-wit :  For  composition  sixty  cents  per  one  thousand  ems  of  solid  matter. 
For  presswork  twenty-five  cents  per  hundred  impressions  of  ei^t  pages  each  for  book  work,  and  iifteen 
cents  per  hundred  impressions  for  job  work.  For  binding  in  pamphlet  form  with  printed  cover  fifteen 
cents  per  volume  of  one  hundred  pages  or  less ;  for  each  additional  one  hundred  pages  or  less  five  cents 
per  volume.  For  binding  in  full  sheep  per  volume  of  one  hundred  pages  or  less  seventy-five  cents  per 
volume ;  for  each  additional  one  hundred  pages  or  lees  fifteen  cents  per  volume.  For  binding  in  paper 
sides  with  Isather  backs  and  comers  fifty  cents  per  volume  of  one  hundred  pages  or  lees,  for  each  aduU- 
tional  one  hundred  pages  or  less  fifteen  cents  per  volume.  For  binding  work  of  the  first  class  fifty  cents 
per  hundred  complete  copies.  For  book  paper  used  in  state  printing,  twelve  cents  per  pound.  For  flat 
paper  used  and  required  m  the  various  classes,  not  to  exceed  the  wholesale  price  to  dealers  with  tweoty- 
five  per  cent  advance  thereon. 

Sbc.  3.  CoMMissioifBB  of  public  PBiNTiNG.—The  secretary  of  state  shall  be  ex  o^io  commissioner 
of  public  printing  and  he  shall  have  general  supervision  of  all  state  printing,  measuring  the  work  and 
adjusting  all  accounts  with  contractors  in  compliance  with  law  and  regulations  adopted  by  him. 

Sbc.  4.  Dutibs  of  coiaassiONBB  of  public  pbintino.— It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  public  printing  to  advertise  for  bids  on  or  before  July  1,  of  each  year,  in  such  papers  as  he  may 
deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  four,  for  the  execution  of  the  several  classes  of  state  printing  and  binding, 
in  separate  contracts  as  specified  in  section  1  of  this  act,  for  the  term  of  one  year.  He  shall  provide  a 
schedule  for  the  use  of  contractors,  and  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  appear  best  for  the  state. 
He  shall  determine  the  kind  of  paper  to  be  used,  the  size  and  style  of  type,  the  style  of  binding  and  the 
manner  of  adjusting  all  such  accounts.  He  shall  award  separate  contracts  for  each  class  of  printing 
described  herein,  but  such  contracts  shall  not  be  awarded  to  contractors  outside  of  the  state  of  South 
Dakota.  Said  commissioner  may  reject  any  and  all  bids  and  re-advertise  for  proposals,  but  it  is  made  his 
duty  to  accept  the  lowest  responsible  bid  consistent  with  good  work  and  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulaF- 
tions  prescribed.  He  shall  also  require  a  bond  from  each  contractor  in  twice  the  amoont  for  which  the 
contract  is  awarded  and  shall  approve  all  bills  found  to  be  correct  and  in  accordance  with  law,  and  npoa 
presentation  of  said  accounts  so  approved  to  the  state  auditor,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant  to  the  person  or 
persons  entitled  to  receive  tbe  same. 

Sec.  5.  CoMMissiONEB  to  submit  B8TiaL\TE.— On  the  assembling  of  the  legislature  at  any  regular 
session  thereof,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible  the  commissioner  of  public  printing  shall  submit  to  that 
body  an  estimate  of  the  probable  cost  of  the  printing  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

Sbc.  6.  (^OMMissiONBB  MUST  MOT  BB  A  PABTT  TO  CONTRACT.— The  commissioner  of  public  printing  is 
hereby  prohibited  from  becoming  a  party  to  any  contract  for  printing  for  the  state  directly  or  indirectly, 
and  any  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor  and  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
two  hundred  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollan  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  thaxx 
thirty  days  nor  more  than  one  year.

'  Dbab  Sib— Repls[ing  to  your  reouest  for  information,  I  have  to  say  that  this  state  does  not  own  or 
mana^  its  state  printing  office.  We  have  a  state  printer,  who  is  allowed  fixed  rates  of  compensation  for 
printing  and  binding,  as  per  extracts  from  our  law,  which  I  inclose  to  you  herewith.  The  state  printer 
turniehee  his  own  plant  for  printing  and  binding. 

At  the  last  biennial  session  of  the  legislature  (40,000  was  appropriated  to  cover  cost  of  public  printinir 
for  the  state  for  two  yean^  and  this  appropriation  will  probably  be  exhausted  by  the  expiration  of  that 
time.     We  purchase  stationery  annually,  by  contract,  upon  specific  bids,  furnishing  samples  of  Uie 
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different  kinds  required.  Thas  far  the  aacoeeefnl  bidder  has  been  awarded  a  contract  in  each  case  eoyer- 
ing  all  the  stationery  required.  We  let  another  contract  for  binding  materials.  Orders  for  state  printing 
are  sent  to  the  public  printer  ui>on  requisitions  through  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state,  who  is  super- 
intendent of  public  printing,  and  charged  with  the  duty  of  auditing  all  bills  for  same,  preserving  samples 
of  work  and  ieeping  a  register  of  expenditures  in  this  line.    I  haye  the  honor  to  be,

Extract  from  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Washington,  approved  February  19th,  1890,  entitled 
**  An  act  u>  provide  for  the  state  printing  and  binding,  fixing  the  compensation  of  the  state  printer,  pre- 
scribing his  duties,  and  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  printing  and  binding  materials,  and  declaring  an 
emergency :  ** 

SsoTZOH  1.  All  printing  and  binding  shall  be  done  under  the  general  superintendence  of  the  secretary 
of  Btate;  and  all  such  matters,  when  completed,  except  such  printing  as  shall  be  done  in  a  newspaper  and 
Buch  books  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  delivered  to  some  other  public  officer,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
oacreCaiy  of  state.  Said  secretary  shall  carefully  examine  all  such  work  mo  delivered  to  him ,  and  every  bill 
preseinted  for  such  work,  and  shall  see  that  the  work  charged  for  has  been  done  according  to  law.  No  bill 
or  claim  shall  at  any  time  be  audited  or  allowed  for  or  on  account  of  any  uncompleted  job  or  work,  nor 
until  the  entire  job  or  work  charged  for  shaU  be  finished  and  delivered  in  all  respecta  as  required  by  law. 
When  any  book,  pamphlet,  blank,  report  or  job  of  any  kind  shall  be  completed  and  delivered,  the  state 
printersnall  make  out  ana  deliver  to  the  secretary  of  state,  in  duplicate,  a  bill  therefor,  stating  what  the 
Dook,  work  or  job  is,  when  the  copy  therefor  was  reodved  bv  him.  and  when  the  same  was  finished  and  d&> 
livered,  and  specifying  particularly,  by  items,  everything  charged  for  in  such  bill,  gr9uping  the  items  by 
claMse,  as  hereinafter  designated,  and  giving  the  prices  and  amount  charged  for  each  item,  and  the  aggre- 
gate amount  charged  for  such  job  or  work,  and  this  number  of  copies  or  quires  thereof  printed  and  deliv- 
ered.  One  copy  of  such  bill  shall  be  attached  to  a  copy  of  the  book,  job  or  work  therein  mentioned,  and 
the  same  shall  remain  on  file  and  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  secretaiy  of  state.  No  bill  shall  cover  more 
than  one  book,  report,  blank  or  job  of  any  kind.  All  bills  riiall  be  numbered,,  and  the  secretary  of  state 
shall  record  all  bills  in  numberical  order  in  a  book  prepared  and  ruled  for  such  purpose,  and  so  ruled  that 
he  can  enter  in  red  ink,  opposite  the  amount  charged  by  the  state  printer  for  any  item,  the  amount  allowed 
by  the  secretary  of  state  as  auditor  fbr  such  item :  and  the  amount  so  audited  and  allowed,  if  lees  than  the 
amount  daixned  in  said  bill,  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  so  entered  by  such  secretary.  Immediately  after  the 
xeoord  of  any  bill,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  enter  in  such  book  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  blO.  and  the 
amLOont  by  him  audited  and  allowed  thereon ;  and  he  shall  designate  on  duplicate  of  said  bill  such  item  or 
items  as  he  shall  disallow  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  shall  certify  thereon  to  the  auditor  of  state  the  amount 
by  him  allowed  on  such  bill,  and  re-deliver  said  duplicate  to  the  state  printer.  On  presentation  of  such 
certified  duplicate  to  the  auditor  of  state,  such  officer  shall  issue  a  warrant  therefor  on  the  state  treasury, 
payable  out  of  any  funds  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  The  auditor  of  state,  if  requested  so  to  do,  may 
include  in  one  warrant  the  ablegate  of  any  number  of  bills  as  audited  and  cwtified  by  the  secretary  or 
state,  when  such  biUs  are  payameoutof  the  same  fund.  Separate  bills  for  all  printing  or  advertising 
mentioined  in  section  3  of  this  act  shidl  be  made  out  in  duplicate,  designating  the  printing  or  advertising 
charged  for,  the  rate  and  the  number  of  insertions,  and  ,date  or  dates  thereof ;  and  a  copy  of  such  publi- 
cation or  advertisement.

bill  anaU  be  filed  an<f  recorded  and  audited  by  the  secretary  of  state  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided 
for  other  bills  for  public  printing  and  binding:  Provided,  That  in  recording  such  bills,  the  copy  of  the 
advertisement  or  publication  <ut  from  such  newspaper  and  attached  to  the  bul  shall  not  be  transcribed  or 
ceoorded.  The  secretary  of  state  sfauall  make  similu*  endortoments  and  certificates  on  the  duplicates  of 
soeh  bills,  as  her^bef ore  required  for  other  duplicate  bills,  and  the  auditor  of  state  shall  issue 
warrants  for  the  amounts  due  thereon,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sbo.  2.  All  the  public  printing  shall  be  done  in  a  neat,  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner ;  and  shall 
be  promptly  performed  and  dehvered  so  that  the  public  business  shall  not  be  delayed  nor  the  public 
interests  permitted  to  suffer  from  any  failure  to  have  the  work  done  in  proper  time. 

Sic.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  providing  for  the  payment  of  the  state  printer  for  his 
services,  the  public  printing  shall  be  divided  into  the  following  classes,  and  be  paid  for  as  herein  stated: 
I^int  class—Bills,  resolutions  and  otiier  matters  that  may  be  ordered  to  be  printM  by  the  legislature,  or 
either  branch  thereof,  in  bill  form,  shall  constitute  the  nrat  class,  and  shall  be  printed  on  half  sheet  fiat 
cap  paper,  weighing  not  lees  than  twelve  x>ounds  to  the  ream,  in  small  pica  type,  each  page  to  contain  not 
less  than  forty-four  lines  of  solid  matter  of  the  usual  length,  and  the  lines  shall  be  successively  numbered, 
with  a  nonpareil  slug  between  the  lines;  and  in  measuring  the  composition  upon  bills  the  same  shall  be 
meaaored  as  solid  matter  and  every  necessiuT  fraction  of  a  page  shall  be  measured  as  a  full  page,  but  no 
blank  page  shall  be  counted  or  paid  for.

cents  per  one  thousandems  for  the  composition  in  said  journals,  and  shall  be  paid  for  presswork  fortj- 
five  cents  per  token,  a  token  to  consist  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  impressions  of  eight  pages  each ;  and  in 
measuring,  each  fraction  of  a  token  less  than  one-half  shall  be  counted  as  <me-half  a  token,  and  each 
fraction  of  a  token  exceeding  one-half  shall  be  counted  as  a  full  token.  The  general  style  and  arrange- 
ment of  the  legislative  journals  of  1887,  as  modified  by  this  act,  shall  be  followed  in  the  printing  of  the 
jonnials  hereafter;  but  in  the  house  and  senate  messages,  so  much  as  relates  to  any  one  bill  or  resolution 
shall  constitute  and  be  made  a  separate  paragraph.

Third  class— The  printing 
of  aU  reporti,  communications,  and  all  other  documents  that  may  be  ordered  to  be  printed  in  book  form 
by  the  legislature,  or  either  branch  thereof,  except  such  as  enter  into  and  make  a  iwrt  of  either  journal, 
together  with  the  volume  of  public  documents;  and  all  reports  and  other  things  specified  in  this  class, 
shall  be  printed  in  the  same  kind  of  type  and  on  the  same  kind  of  paper,  and  the  pages  to  be  of  the  same 
else,  and  printed  and  leaded  as  specined  in  the  second  class,  and  shall  be  paid  for  the  same  as  in  the 
second  class.  Fourth  datt—ThB  printing  of  the  session  laws  shall  constitute  the  fourth  class,  and  shall  be

Presswork  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  fixed  for  the 
second  class,  composition  at  the  rate  of  ei^ty  cents  per  one  thousand  ems,  and  mareinai  notes  shall  be 
measured  in  the  type  in  which  notes  are  set,  senarate  from  the  body  of  the  page.  Reprmts  of  session  laws, 
when  authorized  by  law.  shall  be  done  and  paid  for  as  of  this  class  of  printing.

cents  per  thousand  ems,  and  for  each  indented  note,  twenty  cents ;  and  presswork  as  is  provided  for  pay- 
ment lor  presswork  in  the  second  class.  The  supreme  court  reports  snail  be  bound  in  sood  law  sheep, 
with  double  backs,  and  in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner.  Sixth  clcu»— The  sixth  class  of  print- 
ing shall  consist  in  the  printing  of  all  blanks  and  circulars  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  respectiye  stat« 
officers,  and  the  state  printer  shall  be  paid  for  the  same,  for  presswork  per  token,  fifty  cents,  for  composi- 
tion, sixty  cents  per  thousand  ems:  JProvtded,  That  all  job  work  set  in  type  not  larger  than  pica  shall  be 
measured  in  the  type  in  which  the  job  is  set,  pnd  all  job  work  set  in  type  larger  than  pica  shflll  be  chazged 
for  as  time  work.

per  one  hundred  copies,  for  pamphlets  containing  from  sixteen  to  one  hundrea  pages,  seventy-five  cents 

Eer  hundred ;  for  pamphlets  containing  from  one  nundred  to  two  hundred  pages,  ninety-five  cents  per  one 
undred:  for  pamphlets  containing  from  two  hundred  to  five  hundred  pages,  one  dollar  and  fifteen  cents 
per  hundred ;  and  for  pamphlets  containing  from  five  hundred  to  one  thousand  pages,  one  dollar  and 
thirty-five  cents  per  hundred.  For  sewing  and  trimming  books,  per  one  hundred  copies:  For  books  con- 
taining one  hundred  pages  or  less,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents ;  for  books  containing  from  one  hundred  to 
two  hundred  pages,  five  dollars;  for  books  containing  from  two  hundred  to  five  hundred  pages,  seven  dollars 
and  fifty  cents ;  for  books  containing  from  five  hundred  to  one  thousand  pages,  ten  doUars.  He  shall  be 
paid  for  binding  and  finishing  in  half  sheep  and  full  muslin,  per  book  of  one  hundred  pages  or  less,  fifteen 
cents ;  from  one  hundred  to  two  hundred  pages,  twentv  cents ;  from  two  hundred  to  llTe  hundred  pagee» 
twenty-five  cents :  from  five  hundred  to  one  thousand  pages,  thirty  cents ;  for  binding  and  finishing  in 
full  sheep,  he  shall  be  paid  per  book  as  follows :  Two  hundred  pages  or  less,  twenty-five  cents;  from  two 
hundred  to  five  hundred  pases,  thirty  cents ;  from  five  hundred  to  one  thousand  pa^pes,  thirty-five  cents. 
And  all  work  executed  under  this  section  shall  be  executed  in  a  good,  substantial  and  workmanlike 
manner. 

Sio.  4.  For  all  rule  and  figure  work  of  more  than  one  and  less  than  three  columns  to  the  page,  with  or 
without  rules,  the  state  printer  shall  receive  fifty  per  cent  more  for  composition  than  the  prices  allowed 
under  this  act  for  plain  work :  and  for  all  such  work  embracing  three  or  more  columns  to  the  page,  with 
or  without  rules,  he  shall  be  allowed  one  hundred  per  cent  more  than  for  plain  work ;  but  no  table  shall 
be  unnecessarily  set  open  or  *'  fatted,*'  nor  shall  there  be  any  unnecessary  pages  in  imx>osing  tables  or 
schedules. 

Sec.  5.  The  state  printer  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  Ap^  of  each  ;rear,  make  estimates  for  paper  and 
binding  materials  to  be  used  in  the  public^rinting,  and  sh#ll  advertise  m  two  of  the  most  widely  circulated 
papers  in  tlie  city  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  Chicago,  Illinois,  Portland.  Orei^n,  yid  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia, and  in  this  state,  for  sealed  bids  for  fumisfaing  such  paper  and  binding  material  at  the  state  print- 
ing house ;  and,  at  the  time  and  place  named  in  such  advertisement,  such  sealed  bids  shall  be  opened  by 
the  secretary  of  state  in  the  presence  of  the  state  printer  and  the  auditor  of  state ;  and  the  contract  to 
furnish  such  paper  and  binding  materials  shall  he  awarded,  by  the  secretary  of  state,  to  the  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder  or  bidders  at  such  biddiujs:  Provided,  That  before  such  state  printer  shall  receive  such 
paper  and  binding  materials,  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  such  paper  and  binding  materials  are  in  all  respects 
up  to  the  standard  required  by  law ;  and  such  paper  and  binding  materials  shall  be  paid  for  out  ot  the 
state  treasury  upon  vouchers  sworn  to  bv  the  person  furnishing  such  material,  or  by  persons  in  their  b^ 
half  having  a  knowledge  of  the  facts,  and  certified  by  the  state  printer  to  be  correct,  ecu;h  voucher  being 
filed,  as  in  other  cases,  with  the  auditor  of  state^  and  warrants  dravni  by  that  officer  on  the  state  treasury. 
Upon  receipt  of  such  paper  and  binding  material  by  the  state  printer,  as  herein  contemplated,  he  shall 
certify  the  fact  to  the  secretary  of  state,  with  an  invoice  of  the  items  in  detail  corresponding  with  the 
contract  to  furnish  such  i«per  and  binding  materials,  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  thereupon 
charge  the  state  printer  vnth  such  material  and  their  contract  value.  When  the  state  printer 
presentb  bills  for  payment  to  the  secretary  of  state,  under  section  three  of  this  act,  he  is  nereby 
authorized  to  add  to  such  bills  ten  per  centum  of  the  paper  and  binding  materials  used  in  the  work  for 
which  pay  is  demanded  in  said  bills,  to  cover  waste  and  losses;  and  the  secretarv  of  state  shall  allow  the 
same,  if  found  by  him  to  be  correct,  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  thereupon  credit  the  state  printer  with 
the  quantity  of  paper  and  binding  materials  found  in  said  bill. 

MICHIGAN. 

In  our  state  the  constitution  and  laws  (see  appendix  A)  require  that  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  adrer- 
tise  for  bids  for  printing,  bindii^,  paper,  stationery,  and  fuel,  and  that  the  contracts  be  let  to  the  lowest 
bidders,  and  that  bidders  shall  give  a  guarantee  bond  that  they  will  take  the  contract,  if  awarded  them, 
and  bond  themselves  to  do  the  work  according  to  contract.    Further  than  this  action  is  left  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  board. 

Our  printing  and  binding  is  not  classified  into  four  or  five  different  cla!<ses.  We  have  no  legal  maxi- 
mum rates  on  which  bidders  can  make  a  discount,  thus  enabling  us  to  know  who  is  the  lowest  bidder 
immediately  as  in  other  states.  We  have  no  le^al  form  of  contract  as  in  Massachusetts.  Instead,  we 
have  four  or  five  different  grades  for  composition  and  presswork,  also  alterations  and  briefs,  but  our 
greet  thorn  in  the  flesh  are  the  blanks.  Specimen  blanks  are  collected  from  a)l  the  departments,  and 
arranged.  Under  the  old  contract  819  blanks  came  under  58  different  sample  grades  at  different  prices 
per  first  hundred,  and  per  hundred  after  the  first  hundred.  These  blanks  had  become  mixed.  There  vrore 
none  under  sample  7,  while  there  were  45  loose  specimens  which  had  become  detached  from  their  proper 
sample.  I  had  these  samples  fastened  in  a  large  book  made  for  the  purpose  of  easy  comparison,  with 
blanxe  of  each  job  sent  in  with  bills. 

On  account  of  the  mixture,  loss  and  incongruity  of  these  samples,  it  was  deemed  best  to  collect  a  new 
set,  which  I  arran^red  under  five  divisions:  Ist,  those  printed  on  one  side  only;  2d,  printCKl  on  both  sidee; 
3d,  ruled  on  one  side ;  4th,  ruled  on  one  side  with  printing  on  back ;  5th,  ruled  on  both  sides. 
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I  found  afterwaids  that  it  was  impossible  for  the  differbnt  offices  to  famish  me  an  estimate  of  the 
nnmber  of  orders  and  amount  reatdred.  The^  referred  me  to  past  reports.  Bat  as  the  reports  in  most 
cases  gave  no  title  to  the  blank,  the  bills  reading  blanks  sample  so  and  so,  reference  to  past  reports  were 
of  little  aid.  As  the  blanks  were  re-arranged  under  different  numbers  than  before  it  was  of  little  ase  to 
tTj  to  compete  samples  of  different  contracts,  for  ander  one  sample  namber  there  may  be  6  specimens, 
onder  the  next  50,  wnile  manr  of  the  blanks  have  nothing  on  them  to  determine  from  what  office  they 
came.  This  acooonts  for  the  long,  tedious  and  unsatisfactory  attempt  to  tabulate  and  decide  who  is  the 
cheaper  bidder,  and  for  this  reason  the  variation  by  which  the  successful  bidder  claimed  be  was  $12,000.00 
cheaper,  the  clerk  estimated  it  at  $6,000.00,  and  the  opposing  bidder  conceded  11,500.00. 

The  composition  and  presswork  is  the  bulk  of  the  work  and  cost,  about  4-^,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference 
to  the  reports.

The  Board  of  State  Auditors  in  this  State  corresponds  to  the  commissioners  of  contracts,  commission- 
ers of  printing,  etc.,  in  other  states.  Each  office  here  is  independent  in  ordering  and  receiVing.  No  cen- 
tral head  here  can  scrutinize  copy  and  cut  out  redundant  matter.  Accounts  are  certified  sometimes,  I 
fear,  with  carelessness.  We  have  no  law  requiring  accounts  to  be  sworn  to  and  making  it  perjury  if  false. 
We  haye  no  law  making  a  false  or  careless  certification  a  misdemeanor  as  in  West  Virginia.  We  have  no 
printing  expert  to  examine  accounts  or  direct  work.  Our  state  printer  is  a  successful  bidder.  He  is  not 
elected  oy  the  legislature  as  in  New  Hampshire,  or  bjr  the  people  as  in  California.  Oregon,  and  Nevada. 
We  do  not  own  a  printing  plant  as  does  Texas,  California  and  Nevada.  We  do  not  have  our  binding  done 
at  saving  of  cost  and  benefit  to  tinmanity  at  th°>  Deaf  and  Dumb  School  as  in  Ohio,  or  possibly  in  Iowa. 
We  do  not  teach  the  unfortunate  a  good  trade  at  a  margin  of  profit  as  does  Texas  with  both  her  printing 
and  binding  at  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  school. 

I  regret  that  lack  of  time,  space,  and  ability  prevents  more  than  a  cursory  comparison  with  other 
states.  That  I  must  leave  to  uioee  whose  special  province  it  is  to  legislate  and  influence  legislation. 
But  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  as  an  initiatory  to  better  things  maj  justify  the  expense  attending  these 
few  extra  pages  of  appendix,  and  now  close,  thanking  the  board  for  the  privilege  granted,  with  a  short 
outline  of  certification  required  on  various  accounts. 

The  report  of  1602  will  not  need  an  appendix  containing  the  laws  as  there  will  be  no  legislature  in  ses- 
sion, neither  will  it  require  an  appendix  containing  proposals  and  bids  as  there  will  be  none. 

As  soon  as  the  contracts  are  all  drawn  and  bonds  filed,  the  stationery  samples  checked  and  filed,  the 
new  price  list  compiled,  and  a  duplicate  set  of  blanks  arranged  for  the  next  contract,  I  see  nothing  to 
disturb  the  regular  work  of  this  office,  unless  the  bounty  claims  should  be  returned  from  the  Adjutant 
General^s  office.  So  tar  that  office  has  been  unable  to  certify  to  this  a  single  claim  coming  under  the  call 
of  Feb.  1, 1864,  entitled  to  bounty.    Since  January  5  I  have  given  my  undivided  attention  to  this  office, 
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day  and  eTenings  when  neeeMary,  withoat  a  sinffle  absence.  Axsooonte  hare  been  examined  as  cloaely  as 
time  and  physical  ability  would  permit.  It  is  estimated  that  there  were  1,000  basineas  calls  at  this  omoe 
daring  Jnne,  and  the  same  in  Joly.  This  rqsh  is  oyer.  We  will  try  for  eren  better  work  and  resolta,  and 
at  all  erents  if  any  error  has  qrept  in  at  any  time  it  is  open  for  investigation,  for  the  effort  has  been  to 
hare  all  bosiness  clear,  clean  and  withoat  concealment.

Members  of  boards  of  state  institutions,  chairman  of  board  certifies  that  the  within  accoont  was 
ordered  certified  as  correct  by  the  board. 

Transportatioti  of  children  to  state  public  school,  sworn  to.  Also  soperintendent  of  said  school  certi- 
fies reocapt  of  child. 

Return  of  children  from  state  public  school,  sworn  to  and  return  certified  by  superintendent  of  state 
public  school. 

Conveying  children  to  reform  school  or  industrial  home,  sworn  to.  Receipt  of  child  certified  by  saperin- 
tendent.  County  agent  of  board  of  correction  and  charities  certifies  that  service  was  performed  under 
his  direction. 

Care  of  Juvenile  offenders,  sworn  to,  and  if  done  by  direction  of  superintendent  of  reform  school,  or 
state  public  school,  or  industrial  home,  so  certified  by  said  superintendent. 

Transfer  of  insane  to  asylum  for  insane  criminals,  sworn  to.  Receipt  of  insane  person  acknowledged 
by  medi<»l  superintendent,  certified  as  rendered  under  his  direction  by  warden  or  superintendent  of  in- 
stitution from  which  sent.

The  datiea  of  the  engineer  and  sapermtendent  of  state  property  are  too  maltifarioiu  to  prive  minate 
detidla,  bat  they  consut  in  the  entire  charge  and  oTersight  of  the  state  property  in  Lansing,  and  the 
steam  plant  at  the  capitol.  The  sewerage,  water  and  heating  apparatas,  uie  electrical  applianoee.  and 
general  repairs  of  all  ooildings  come  unoer  his  immediate  snpmnnon  and  control.  The  weighing  or  coal 
and  ioe,  the  measurement  of  uimber,  the  porchase  of  paint,  oils  and  plnmbers*  sapplies,  the  washing  of 
towele  and  distribntion  of  the  same,  with  soap  a:id  other  janitor  sappliest  most  all  be  taken  cognizance 
of  by  him. 

The  force  of  mechanics  and  laborers,  watchmen  and  janitors,  report  to  him  for  direction  as  to  their 
duties. 

The  keeping  of  the  lawn,  the  cleaning  of  gntters,  repairs  of  sidewalks,  and  grading  of  state  property  are 
also  matters  claiming  his  attention. 

He  most  ^vratch  the  water  sapply,  that  it  is  solfioient  to  keep  the  Aerator  mnning  and  the  sewers 
flooded,  and  mnst  also  be  sore  that  the  elevator  is  at  all  times  sue.  He  has  charae  of  the  keys  to  every 
room  and  ciesk  and  case,  and  mnst  know  that  all  are  safely  locked  ontside  of  office  hoars,  and  that  the 
night  watctunen  are  looking  after  the  state  property  with  vigilance  and  secnrity. 

xlie  painting,  the  calcimining,  the  graining,  the  cleaning,  the  carpentering,  the  blacksmithing,  the 
plombins  all  command  attention. 

When  toe  legislature  is  in  session  the  senate  chamber  and  legislative  hall  mnst  be  properly  ventilated 
and  heated «  and  at  the  close  of  the  session  the  same  mnst  be  cleaned  and  pat  in  order  for  the  foDowlng 
session,  and  when  opened  for  special  meetings  of  any  character  he  mast  see  that  they  are  in  proper 
condition. 

He  most  know  every  joint  and  every  connection  of  the  water  and  steam  systems,  from  the  snb-basement 
to  the  dome,  and  the  location  of  every  electric  wire  in  the  bailding,  also  the  keeping  in  wder  of  all  bat- 
teries, and  all  of  the  same,  used  in  connection  with  the  electric  clocks  and  bells. 

He  mnst  see  that  his  supply  of  carbons  and  cells  is  soflicient  for  the  ose  of  the  entire  building. 

The  shading  of  the  windows  in  summer,  the  cleaning  of  the  walks  of  snow  in  the  winter  are  duties  he 
must  supervise. 

He  most  have  sufficient  help  of  the  right  character,  and  yet  not  a  surplus. 

He  mnst  make  his  purchases  judiciously  and  with  economy,  and  keep  a  correct  account  thereof,  and 
certify  all  accounts  as  correct  for  which  he  is  responsible. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  state  known  as  the  *'  old  state  offices  "  was  in  a  very  dilapidated  condi- 
tion. It  has  been  re-roofed,  calcimined  and  partly  painted  and  is  now  in  as  good  condition  as  is  possible 
to  have  it  and  is  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  state. 

The  gutter  runs  ah>und  blocks  78  and  79,  and  124  and  125  have  been  cleaned  out,  the  weeds  cut,  the  trees 
trimmed  and  cptters  graded. 

Block  7^  will  be  prspaired  for  lawn  and  shade  in  the  spring. 

The  engineer  or  assistant  engineer  must  be  at  all  times  at  the  capitol,  within  call,  in  case  of  any 
accident  to  water  or  steam  pipes. 

The  sale  of  vraste  paper,  old  carpets  and  old  furniture  comes  under  his  supervision,  but  none  has  been, 
aeyet,  sold  since  I  took  hold,  February  1, 1891. 

There  is  a  force  of  forty  mechanics,  laborers  and  janitors  employed  by  the  state,  for  whose  work  he  is  in 
part  responsible. 

It  wotud  appear,  therefore,  that  the  best  service  can  only  be  obtained  to  cover  all  this  responsibility  by 
giring  the  control  of  appointments  of  his  subordinates  to  him  direct,  when  they  would  feel,  to  a  certain 
extent,  that  his  authority  was  sufficient  for  the  command  of  fair  work.

INTRODUCTION. 


The  Ninth  Annual  ifteport  of  the  Michigan  Bureau  of  Labor  and 
Industrial  Statistics  is  an  attempt  to  show  the  condition  of  the  women 
wage  workers  of  the  State,  the  amount  of  mortgages  and  the.  number  at 
property  owners  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  where  the  buiden  of  taxation  falls 
as  shown  by  the  assessors'  rolls  and  the  official  figures  of  the  State  Board 
of  Auditors,  and  where  the  actual  wealth  of  the  State  varies  from  the 
figures  supplied  by  the  assessors.  There  has  been  added  to  these  features, 
departments  showing  the  occasion  and  conclusion  of  the  strikes  in  Michi- 
gan for  1891;  the  strikes  throughout  the  world  so  far  as  could  be  gathered 
in  that  year;  the  cost,  indebtedness,  extent  and  earnings  of  the  railroads  of 
the  State  and  of  the  United  States,  from  the  latest  official  sources;  a  short 
statement  of  what  lines  of  labor  and  statistics  preceding  reports  have 
pursued,  and  the  conclusion  arrived  at,  and  a  compendium  of  the  general 
labor  laws. 

Some  years  ago  Commissioner  Carroll  D.  Wright  of  the  United  State^^ 
Labor  Bureau  investigated  the  condition  of  the  women  wage  workers  of 
the  country,  but  unfortunately  no  community  in  Michigan  was  visited  by 
his  agents.  This  added  to  the  fact  that  the  Michigan  Labor  Bureau  had 
been  requested  by  one  of  the  women's  societies  to  collect  statistics  of  the 
conditions  under  which  women  workers  in  Michigan  earn  their  living,  and 
owing  to  another  fact  that  no  previous  report  had  made  this  a  subject  for 
thorough  investigation,  decided  the  Commissioner  in  pursuing  this  line. 

Equally  simple  were  the  reasons  for  looking  into  the  tax  and  mortgage 
questions.  Both  have  for  years  occupied  much  space  in  the  magazines  and 
newspapers  of  the  country,  but  the  writers  often  lacked  that  information 
that  comes  only  from  the  most  painstaking  investigation,  and  which  is 
almost  impossible  to  obtain  except  through  state  or  national  statistical 
bureaus.  In  the  gathering  and  collecting  of  these  statistics  the  Bureau 
has  made  every  endeavor  to  be  accurate,  and  whatever  mistakes,  if  any 
have  occurred,  has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  the  points  sought  for,  being 
strange  to  the  majority  of  those  whom  the  Bureau  has  come  in  contact 
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with,  their  answers  have  not  always  been  so  clear  as  could  have  been 
desired. 

The  amount  of  mortgaged  property  in  the  city  of  Detroit  was  shown  in 
the  Bureau  report  for  1885.  The  present  report  continues  this  line  of 
investigation,  enabling  the  reader  to  make  comparisons  over  a  period  of 
seven  years.  The  data  obtained  in  the  office  of  the  register  of  deeds  for 
Wayne  county  is  carefully  prepared,  and  presents  many  features  of  great 
interest.  In  addition  to  this  the  question  of  ownership  of  real  estate  in 
Detroit  has  been  investigated,  in  order  to  have  a  comparative  statement  of 
matters  covered  in  the  Bureau  report  of  1885.  These  figures  show  a  con- 
centration of  wealth  that  is  seemingly  resistlessly  sweeping  on  and  on. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  great  uphevals  in  the  labor  world,  indicat- 
ing that  grave  causes  of  discontent  exist  among  wage  workers  in  shop 
and  factory,  as  well  as  among  the  farmers.  The  record  given,  of  all  the 
strikes  in  Michigan  throughout  the  past  year,  also  the  general  strikes 
throughout  the  United  States,  with  a  partial  record  of  those  in  foreign 
countries,  show  that  the  labor  element  has  been  here  and  there  stirred  to 
its  very  foundation. 

Bequests  are  continually  coming  to  the  Bureau  for  back  numbers  of  the 
Reports.  As  now  nearly  every  issue  is  exhausted,  it  has  seemed  necessary 
to  reproduce  a  compendium    of   the  preceding  eight  Annual  Reports. 

Then,  too,  the  public  being  awakened  to  the  fact  that  labor  laws  are  an 
important  and  helpful  factor  toward*  solving  the  labor  problems,  a  com- 
pendium of  all  the  labor  laws  in  the  various  states  has  been  compiled  for 
this  Report. 

The  great  aim  of  the  Bureau  has  been  to  present  every  feature  in  its 
most  simple  form  with  a  constant  effort  to  condense  and  bring  all  data  into 
the  closest  possible  space,  and  it  is  the  hope  of  the  Commissioner  that 
this  Report  will  be  of  assistance  to  all  legislators  in  formulating  laws  that 
will  do  equal  and  exact  justice  to  all. 
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Woman's  work  is  a  constantly  increasing  factor  Jn  the  industrial  prob- 
lem. Employers  of  labor  are  continually  preparing  for  the  entry  of 
women  into  new  branches  of  industry  and  are  availing  themselves 
particularly  of  their  dexterity  in  manufacturing  material  requiring  a  fine 
touch  rather  than  strength.  The  Bureau's  agents  have  obtained  statistics 
by  i)ersonal  visits  from  13,436  women  and  girls  in  the  State,  employed  in 
137  difiPerent  industries  and  378  occupations. 

•  Aware  of  the  fact  that  statisticans  are  striving  to  develop  a  uniform 
system  of  presenting  data  by  weight  of  numbers  rather  than  by  averages, 
we  have  endeavored  to  follow  such  plan  as  far  as  practicable  with  women's 
work.  In  relation  to  the  wage  tables,  however,  it  seems  really  necessary 
to  reach  the  wage  results  by  averages,  but  to  hold  near  to  the  "  weight  of 
number  rule"  in  addition  to  the  averages  we  have  given  the  number 
reporting  for  each  average  thus  making  every  result  independent  from 
all  other  results,  basing  every  one  on  the  data  aggregated  in  each  case  for 
the  number  reporting  in  that  particular  occupation,  or  when  condensed  to 
industries,  for  that  industry.  Average  tables  being  necessarily  derivative 
tables,  and  detailed  reports  given  as  a  starter  from  which  the  tables  result 
being  the  rule,  we  have  derived  our  first  table  from  the  detailed  schedules, 
drawn  from  these  into  the  individual  tabulated  form.  All  the  other  tables 
in  each  series  are,  of  course,  derived  from  this  source  and  condensed  down 
through  to  the  final  State  result,  which  under  the  plan  of  blanks  used 
seems  to  be  the  only  way  to  secure  a  truthful  statement  in  the  aggregate 
of  wage  condition& 

Now  taking  up  each  part  of  the  report  in  order  with  a  short  analysis  of 
each.    Part  II  is  devoted  to 

Women's  Wobk. — For  the  first  time,  except  a  limited  canvai^s  of  503  for 
the  report  of  1884,  in  the  history  of  the  Michigan  Bureau  of  Labor  and 
Industrial  Statistics  the  condition  of  the  working  women  and  girls  has 
been  investigated.  A  number  of  reasons  prompted  the  commencement  of 
this  important  factor  of  the  Bureau's  worL  First,  a  natural  desire  to 
give  to  the  world  the  true  condition  of  our  sisters  who  toil  for  a  livelihood, 
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believing  that  the  story  of  their  struggles  as  told  from  their  own  lips  was 
the  only  correct  way  of  recording  the  successes  and  reverses  of  Michigan's 
working  women.  Second,  on  account  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  girls 
themselves,  for  some  move  to  be  made  whereby  facts  could  be  secured  that 
would  show  their  condition,  and  therefrom  suggest  some  remedy,  if  a 
remedy  be  needed,  to  lighten  the  burdens  of  life.  Third,  because  of  very 
pressing  requests  from  persons  interested  in  the  wellfare  of  working 
women  and  also  communications  from  various  organizations,  industrial, 
humane  and  beneficial,  asking  that  this  much  needed  investigation  be 
conducted  through  the  natural  and  only  correct  channel  for  such  work, 
the  Bureau  of  Labor. 

A  number  of  the  most  important  manufacturing  cities  of  the  State 
were  selected  and  a  corps  of  canvassers  set  to  work.  The  blanks  which  were 
prepared  after  much  study  and  thought,  contained  129  questions  classified 
as  follows:  Social  28,  industrial  12,  hours  of  labor  14,  economic  54,  sanitary 
21,  and  seven  other  questions  as  to  dress,  societies,  church  attendance, 
with  remarks  and  suggestions  by  the  women  workers.  As  a  rule  the 
questions  were  promptly  answered  and  particularly  was  this  fact  noticeable 
in  cases  where  a  trade  organization  existed,  but  in  a  number  of  places  it 
required  much  effort  to  get  the  questions  answered,  especially  among 
girls  who  feared  that  the  object  was  not  as  represented  and  also  by  that 
class  who  believe  that  the  State  should  not  pry  into  their  business.  Some 
difficulty  was  experienced  by  employers  who  were  averse  to  admitting  the 
Bureau's  agents,  fearing  that  a  labor  organisation  was  at  the  bottom  of 
the  work,  while  others  paid  such  small  wages  that  they  disliked  to  have 
the  fact  published.  In  some  factories  little  or  no  attention  was  paid  to 
the  comfort  of  employ^,  while  others  have  prepared  and  fitted  up  con- 
venient dressing  rooms,  cozy  libraries  and  reading  rooms,  and  convenient 
and  pleasant  rooms  in  which  to  eat  and  take  their  nooning.  The  figures 
furnished  in  the  tables  tell  the  story  of  hours,  wages  and  social  conditions, 
in  fact,  the  individual  life  of  this  large  body  of  women  workers  is  given 
aggregated  to  show  the  conditions  surrounding  them. 

In  the  wage  results  an  average  of  averages  was  necessary  to  use,  but  all 
data  had  been  so  carefully  watched  from  beginning  to  end  that  we  felt 
justified  in  this,  knowing  it  would  bring  us  nearest  to  the  absolute  truth. 
The  wage  averages  are  based  on  the  actual  time  worked  by  each  person 
reporting,  all  lost  time  from  whatever  cause  not  entering  into  the  compu- 
tation of  wage  time.  The  weight  of  numbers  is  found  under  the  weekly 
earnings,  which  average  is  a  few  cents  higher  than  the  daily,  and  nearer 
the  correct  result.  This  will  be  seen  by  a  glance  at  table  LII.  In  each 
case  the  flush  margin  in  fractions  has  been  held  in  favor  of  the  maximum 
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average,  i.  e.,  where  the  fraction  of  a  cent  has  been  5-10,  the  next  higher 
cent  has  been  used  with  the  minus  sign.  In  the  hours  of  labor  tables  the 
weight  of  numbers  is  found  at  9  and  10  per  day. 

So  many  are  interested  in  the  new  fields  of  labor  opening  up  for  women

From  the  above,  comparatively  speaking,  there  are  seemingly  few  indus- 
tries or  trades  where  women  are  not  employed. 

In  Part  III  is  given  a  series  of  tables  showing  the  number  and  amounts 
of  mortgages  held  by  residents  and  non-residents  of  the  city  of  Detroit. 
The  data  on  which  these  tables  are  founded  was  taken  from  the  books  of 
the  Register  of  Deeds  for  Wayne  county,  covering  the  lapse  of  years  from 
1884  to  1890,  both  inclusive.    The  resident  and  non-resident  mortgagee 
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are  given  for  each  year  beginning  with  1884  and  running  through  in 
order  of  years  with  a  recapitulation  after  each  couplet  of  tables.  Then 
follows  a  table  showing  the  number  of  mortgages  held  by  residents  of  the 
city  of  Detroit  upon  property  in  yarious  counties  throughout  the  State^ 
all  followed  by  a  recapitulation,  showing  the  aggregate  value  of  mortgages 
filed  for  the  years  named  and  a  final  resultant  table  with  notations  bearing 
upon  the  taxation  of  mortgages  found  upon  pages  236  and  237. 

Beginning  with  page  220  will  be  found  another  series  of  tables  showing 
the  number  of  real  estate  owners  in  the  city  of  Detroit  with  the  amount 
of  each,  together  with  the  total  valuation.  From  this  table  a  summary 
table  is  derived,  showing  the  total  number  owning  real  estate  and  the 
total  valuation  between  specified  sums,  with  a  grand  total  found  on  p^e 
233,  after  which  is  given  a  recapitulation  and  ^analysis  showing  the  dis- 
tribution of  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Detroit. 

Another  special  feature  of  this  report  is  given  in  Part  IV,  o]^ning  up 
the  question  of  taxation  and  land  values,  giving  a  comparison  of  city^ 
farm  and  other  lands,  some  portions  of  which  are  illustrated  with  circles 
and  maps  in  connection  with  a  series  of  tables  prepared  to  bring  out  the 
results  in  plain,  direct  and  easily  understood  forms.  Some  of  these  facts 
were  gathered  directly  from  the  supervisors  through  blanks  sent  to  them 
to  be  filled  up  and  returned  to  the  Bureau,  from  their  assessment  books; 
others  were  gleaned  from  the  supervisors  by  a  personal  visit,  which  data 
furnishes  the  material  for  Table  OXV,  where  to  each  farm  in  a  township 
in  Shiawassee  county  the  number  of  acres  are  given,  the  value  of  the  bare 
land  and  the  value  of  the  improvements  with  its  total  value,  each  in  sepa- 
rate columns,  showing  the  market  value  of  each  farm  and  the  value  of  the 
bare  land  as  separated  from  the  improvements. 

Then  follows  a  running  table  showing  the  assessed  value  of  62  cities 
and  their  population  with  per  capita  amounts  of  real  estate  and  personal 
property  to  each  individual. 

Section  III  of  this  part  shows  the  growth  of  Michigan  in  sections,  its 
unoccupied  territory,  growth  by  separate  industries  and  their  comparative 
growth.  Another  feature  of  these  facts  shows  the  phenominal  growth  of 
real  estate  values  by  sections,  and,  also,  gives  profits  by  separate  indus- 
tries, showing  its  influence  upon  the  concentration  of  wealth.  Here  is 
also  given  data  which  by  comparison  with  the  years  1880  and  1890  shows 
a  falling  off  of  farm  industries.  In  addition  to  these  the  area  of  the  State 
in  square  miles  and  acreage  is  giv^n,  together  with  the  assessed  area  in 
square  miles  and  acres.  This  is  followed  by  three  tables,  showing  the 
assessed  value  and  population  by  counties  for  the  Upper  Peninsula,  the 
assessed  value  after  the  value  of  the  twelve  cities  and  their  acreage  has 
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been  deducted,  with  an  estimated  value  of  standing  timber.  The  asBessed 
real  estate  of  the  twelve  cities  is  given  in  tabulated  form,  showing  the 
SLggregeAed  sums  that  have  been  deducted  to  reach  the  conclusions 
there.  This  gives  the  assessed  value  of  the  counties,  which  includes  the 
timber  and  mineral  wealth  of  the  Upper  Peninsula. 

The  source  from  which  this  data  has  been  derived  is  given  on  page  271. 

FoUowing  this  matter  are  given  circular  diagrams  illustrating  the 
various  relations  existing  between  taxing  of  realty  and  other  forms  of 
property,  as  well  as  the  effects  of  tire  different  systems  of  taxation  ou 
different  classes  of  society.  As  elsewhere  remarked  the  general  or  United 
States  government  raises  most  of  its  reveitue  from  taxation  of  articles  that 
enter  directly  and  indirectly  into  the  consumption  of  the  masses  of 
people.  The  burden  of  supporting  the  general  government  therefore  falls 
upon  the  poor  and  middle  classes.  These  classes  complain  that  they  are 
falling  behind  relatively  in  the  race  of  life,  and  it  is  desirable  that  their 
attention  should  be  drawn  to  the  study  of  the  effects  that  the  different 
forms  and  systems  of  taxation  have  upon  their  fortunes.  It  was  with  this 
view  before  us  that  we  have  undertaken  the  compilations  of  this  part  of 
our  work. 

Among  the  great  middle  classes  (so  called)  whose  grievances  have  been 
so  ably  presented  of  late  as  to  have  arrested  the  attention  of  the  nation, 
there  are  none  who  have  greater  need  of  a  calm  and  unprejudiced  study  of 
questions  of  taxation  than  the  farmers.  It  is  the  farmer,  generally  speak- 
ing, who  will  not  listen  to  the  exemption  of  forms  of  personal  property 
from  taxation.  It  is  he  who  desires  this  sort  of  property  whether  tangible 
or  intangible  to  be  listed,  and  he  has  yet  to  learn  that  a  wide  experience, 
not  one  merely  of  a  single  community  or  State,  but  of  many,  conclusively 
shows  that  personal  possessions  cannot  be  listed  with  success,  and  that 
the  very  rich  in  this  sort  of  possessions  are  the  most  successful  in  the  arts 
of  evasion.  The  farmer  has  also  yet  to  learn  that  there  is  a  very  marked 
distinction  between  land  and  land  values.  Quite  a  contrast  as  to  value 
between  one  of  those  Detroit  acres  worth  $8,000  capitalized  which  will 
net  its  owner  say  $660  and  a  farm  of  160  acres  the  bare  land  of  which  is 
not  worth  over  say,  $39*200  and  will  not  net  its  owner  in  rental  over  $128. 

Land  value  has  no  relation  to  area,  it  consists  wholly  of  the  value 
which  arises  solely  from  presence  of  population  and  the  site  or  location  of 
the  land.  Its  basis  is  the  competition  for  the  use  of  land  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  it  is  a  societary  and  not  a  labor  or  improvement  value.  The 
difference  of  the  value  of  an  acre  of  land  worth  one  million  dollars  in  New 
York,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  Detroit  and  only  ten  to  thirty 
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dollars  in  the  country  marks  the  difiPerence  between  population  and  location 
in  determining  of  such  values.  ^ 

To  make  the  matter  still  more  clear  maps  are  given,  showing  the  value 
of  acre  arecis  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  which  are  contrasted  with  the  farm 
areas  in  other  parts  of  the  State,  giving  a  sharp  distinction  as  to  where 
taxation  falls  most  heavily. 

The  mining  industry  is  also  taken  up  under  this  part,  presenting  some 
very  valuable  figures  and  comparisons,  also  the  matter  of  local  railroad 
taxation  with  valuable  opinions  by  the  Hon.  Thomas  G.  Shearman  of  New 
York,  Mayor  Pingree  of  Detroit,  and  Don  M.  Dickinson  of  Detroit  with 
other  valuable  railroad  statistics. 

Part  y  is  a  record  of  the  prominent  strikes  in  the  State,  gleaned  from 
various  sources,  strikes  throughout  the  United  States  and  a  short  notation 
of  the  strikes  in  foreign  countries. 

Much  more  important  data  in  other  directions  on  wheat  yield  in  foreign 
countries,  land  values  in  England,  crime  records  and  other  subjects  is 
found  in  Part  VI. 

So  many  of  the  former  issues  of  the  Bureau's  reports  are  exhausted 
that  your  Ck>mmissioner  deemed  it  best  to  republish  a  compendium  of  all 
reports,  which  will  be  found  in  Part  VII. 

The  public  now  having  become  so  deep][y  interested  in  labor  problems  and 
the  desire  to  know  the  various  laws  bearing  thereon  are  considered  of  so 
much  importance  that  a  compendium  of  general  labor  laws  has  been  given 
in  Part  VUL 

Instead  of  following  the  plan  of  placing  the  index  in  the  front  of  the 
Beport,  we  simply  give  the  contents  there,  with  an  addendum  and  the  index 
as  a  finis. 


THE    ACT 

CREATING  AND  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  OP  THE  BUREAU  OF  LABOR 
AND  INDUSTRIAL  STATISTICS  AS  AMENDED  BY  THE 

SESSION  LAWS  OF  1891. 


AN  ACT  To  amend  sectionB  one,  three  and  four  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
six,  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  as  amended  by  act 
number  one  hundred  and  eigh^-nine  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-five,  being  an  act  creating  a  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics,  and 
defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  same,  and  to  add  a  new  section  thereto  to  stand 
as  section  eight. 

• 

Sbotion  1.  T?ie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact.  That  sections  one,  three  and 
four,  of  act  number  one  hundred  and  fifty-six,  of  the  session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-three,  as  amended  by  act  number  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  of  the 
session  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- five,  being  **  An  act  creating  a  Bureau  of 
Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics,  and  defining  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  same,*^ 
approved  June  twelve,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  be  and  the  same  are  herebry 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  and  to  add  i^  new  section  to  said  act  to  stand  as 
section  eight  to  read  as  follows: 

SBonoN  ^*.  The  Governor  is  her^y  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint,  within 
sixty  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  and  every  second  year  thereafter,  in  the 
month  of  February,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  also  within 
thiity  days  after  the  occurrence  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office,  a  suitable  person  who  shall 
be  a  citizen  of  this  State,  as  Commissioner,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor 
is  appointed  and  qualified,  the  title  of  which  officer  shall  be  Commissioner  of  Labor. 
The  office  of  the  Commissioner  appointed  for  a  full  term  under  this  act  after  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  March  next 
after  such  appointment.  Such  Commissioner  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  Capitol  in  the 
city  of  Lansing,  and  shall  appoint  a  deputy  whose  term  of  office  shall  continue  during 
the  pleasure  of  such  Commissioner.  The  Commissioner  may  appoint  such  assistants, 
from  time  to  time,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  his  offioe. 
Said  Commissioner,  with  his  deputy,  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  be 
ex  officio  member  thereof,  shall  constitute  a  bureau  of  statistics  of  labor. 

Sec.  2.  The  duties  of  such  bureau  shall  be  to  collect  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided,  assort,  systemize,  print,  and  present  in  annual  reports  to  the  Governor,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four,  and  annually  theve- 
after,  statistical  details  relating  to  all  departments  of  labor  in  this  State,  includmg  the 
penal  institutions  thereof,  particularly  concerning  the  hours  of  labor,  the  number  of 
laborers  and  mechanics  employed,  the  number  of  apprentices  in  each  trade,  with  the 
nativity  of  such  laborers,  mechanics  and  apprentices,  wages  earned,  the  saving  from 
the  same,  the  culture,  moral  and  mental,  with  age  and  sex,  of  laborers  employed;  the 
number  and  character  of  accidents,  the  sanitary  condition  of  institutions  where  labor 
is  employed,  as  well  as  the  influence  of  the  several  kinds  of  labor,  and  the  use  of 
intoxicating  liquors  upon  the  health  and  mental  condition  of  the  laborer,  the  restric- 
tions, if  any,  which  are  put  upon  apprentices  when  indentured,  the  proportion  of 
married  laborers  and  mechanics,  who  live  in  rented  houses  with  the  average  annuaJ 
rental  of  the  same,  the  average  number  of  members  in  the  families  of  married  laborers 
and  mechanics,  the  value  of  property  owned  by  laborers  and  mechanics,  together  with 
the  value  of  property  owned  by  such  laborers  or  mechanics  (if  foreign  bom),  upon  their 
arrival  in  this  country,  and  the  length  of  time  they  have  resided  here,  the  subjects  of 
co-operation,  strikes,  or  other  labor  difficulties,  trades  unions,  and  other  labor  organ- 
izations, and  their  effects  upon  labor  and  capitid,  with  such  other  matter  relating  to  the 
commercial,  industrial  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  laboring  classes,  and  permanent 
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prosperity  of  the  respective  industries  of  the  State,  as  such  bureau  may  be  able  to 
gather,  accompanied  by  such  recommendations  relating  thereto,  as  the  bureau  shall 
deem  proper. 

Ssa  3.  Such  bureau,  or  any  member  thereof,  shall  have  full  power  to  examine 
witnesses  on  oath,  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the  giving  of  testimony  and  the 
production  of  papers,  while  acting  in  any  part  of  this  State,  and  witnesses  may  be  sum- 
moned by  such  bureau,  or  any  member  thereof,  by  its  process  in  the  same  manner 
and  paid  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  to  witnesses  attending  in  the  circuit  court  of  any 
oountv.  Any  peii9on  duly  subixsnaed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  who  shall 
willfully  neglect  to  attend  or  testify  at  the  place  napied  in  the  subpoena  served  for  such 
purpose,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  before  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  may  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or  both  such  fiiie  or  imprisonment  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court:  Provided,  No  witness  shall  be  compelled  to  go  outside  the 
county  in  which  he  resides^  to  testify. 

Ssa  4.  The  compensation  of  such  Commissioner  shall  be  two  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  and  that  of  his  deputy  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  compensation, 
together  with  all  necessary  expenses,  including  the  employment  and  paying  the 
expenses  of  such  assistants  as  are  provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act,  also  the 
expenses  provided  for  in  section  three  of  this  act  shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same ' 
manner  as  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  other  State  officers:  Provided,  The  amount 
thereof,  exclusive  of  the  compensation  allowed  to  said  Commissioner  and  his  said 
deputy,  shall  not,  in  any  one  ^ear  exceed  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars:  And 
provided  further.  That  in  addition  to  the  above  allowance  for  expenses,  said  bureau 
shall  be  authorized  to  have  printed  not  to  exceed  four  thousand  copies  of  its  annual 
reports  for  the  use  of  the  bureau,  for  general  distribution.  And  all  printing,  binding, 
blanks,  stationery  or  map  work  shall  be  done  under  any  contract  which  the  State  now 
has  or  shall  have  for  similar  work  with  any  party  or  parties,  and  the  expense  thereof 
shall  be  audited  and  paid  for  in  the  same  manner  as  other  State  printing. 

Sbo.  5.  Said  bureau  may  collect  the  information  called  for  in  section  two  of  this  act, 
or  such  information  as  shall  by  the  Commissioner  be  considered  essential  to  perfect  the 
work  of  the  bureau,  from  the  severaJ  State,  county,  city,  village  and  township  officers, 
and  from  the  officers  of  prisons,  penal  and  reformatory  institutions,  or  by  means  of  special 
canvassers  under  the  direction  of  the  Commissioner,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  such 
officers  to  furnish  upon  the  written  or  printed  request  of  the  Commissioner,  such  infor- 
mation as  shall  be  considered  necessary  for  the  bureau,  upon  blanks  furnished  by  said 
bureau. 

S£c.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  supervisors  of  the  townships,  and  the 
supervisor  or  assessor  of  the  wards  of  cities  in  this  State,  at  the  time  of  assessing  the 
property  thereof,  to  obtain  the  facts  and  information  determined  upon  by  said  bureau, 
as  provided  in  section  five  of  this  act<  in  accordance  with  the  terms,  conditions,  and 
requirements  of  said  blanks,  and  to  return  said  blanks  properly  filled  and  duly  certified 
to,  by  such  officer,  without  delay  to  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  at  Lansing. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  and  intentionally  testify  falsely,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  and  any  person  who 
shall  refuse  to  testify  before  said  bureau  or  before  any  member  thereof,  shall,  on  con  - 
viction  thereof,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  both 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court:  Provided,  That  no  person  or  corporation  shall  be 
required  to  answer  any  question  that  shall  be  improper  subject  of  inquiry  or  foreign  to 
the  object  of  this  act. 

8bc.  8.  The  Commissioner  or  his  deputy  shall  have  power  to  enter  any  factory  or 
workshop  when  open  or  in  operation,  for  the  purpose  of  gathering  facts  and  statistics 
relating  to  hours  of  labor,  wages,  industrial,  economic,  and  sanitary  questions  or 
matters  and  if  the  owner  or  occupants,  or  his  or  her  agent  or  agents  shall  refuse  to 
allow  the  officers  of  said  bureau  to  so  enter,  then  said  owner  or  occupant  or  his  or  her 
agent,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  to  be  instituted  by  the  order  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Labor  in  an  action  wherein  the  State  of  Michigan  shall  be  plaintiff. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


DETROIT. 


The  plan  of  these  table8,'[althougfh  differing^  from  the  usual  form,  is  one  of  the  neoes- 
aary  lesulta  of  the  elaborate  schedules  prepared  for  this  work.  The  number  reporting 
for  each  average  is  given  to  show  at  a  glance  the  base  of  the  data  on  which  results  are 
founded,  which  results  are  shown  in  the  summary  tables.  Then  again,  when  so  coupled, 
each  being  a  check  upon  the  other,  produces  the  most  accurate  possible  result  It  also 
shows  the  difficulty  of  securing  complete  aAswers  from  wage  earners,  when  you 
examine  the  great  differences  in  the  number  reporting  for  the  same  occupation.  As 
soon  as  laboring  people  are  educated  up  to  the  great  benefit  that  this  statistical  work  is 
to  them-4md  their  interests,  their  answers  will  be  fully  and  freely  given,  which  will 
result  in  fuller  tables  and  more  extensive  data. 

The  greatest  possible  care  has  been  taken  in  formulating  the  foregoing  tables  so  that 
the  results  are  known  to  be  perfectly  correct.  A  vast  amount  of  labor  has  been 
required  to  condense  so  many  important  results  in  so  small  a  space.  Everything  that 
had  a  doubt  of  inaccuracy  has  been  carefully  stricken  out  Errors  are  often  found  in 
the  original  schedules,  where  the  pruning  knife  is  used  freely  to  produce  a  perfect 
statistical  result,  founded  on  the  most  reliable  facts.  These  schedules  were  filled  by 
trained  lady  canvassers,  who  went  to  the  women  wage-workers  in  person,  at  the 
factories,  work-shops,  stores  and  houses,  asking  of  them  the  questions,  and  filling  the 
blanks  from  individual  answers.  Sometimes  these  answers  would  be  given  purposely 
misleading,  but  the  sharp  eye  of  the  canvasser  usually  could  detect  the  error&  With 
others,  mistakes  on  the  facts  would  occur,  but  the  qualifying  questions  would  bring 
out  the  truth,  so  in  every  instance  all  errors  are  found  and  discarded  or  corrected 
before  reaching  these  final  tablea 

The  results  as  found  in  the  four  tables,  from  the  start  to  finish,  have  been  ground 
through  the  proving  process  thirteen  times,  and  give  conclusions  more  than  commen- 
surate to  the  labor  required. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  only  women  wage-workers  have  been  taken,  hence 
will  appear  some  large  firms  with  only  one  or  two  reporting,  the  other  employ^  being 
men.  "^ 

There  were  6,109  women  canvassed  in  Detroit,  in  102  different  firms.  Table  I  shows 
the  average  wages  paid  in  each  occupation  under  its  proper  industry,  giving  the  nuo^ 
ber  reporting  for  the  average  earnings  by  the  day,  week  and  year,  the  object  being  to 
show  the  average  wages  paid  for  any  and  all  occupations  by  different  firms. 
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This  table  also  shows  the  aimual  expenses  as  paid  out  of  the  wages,  as  also  what 
money  has  been  saved,  and  any  other  savings;  thus  giving  a  clear  view  of  how  much 
the  women  wage- workers  are  laying  up.  As  a  large  proportion  report  nothing  as  saved 
in  money  or  other  savings,  the  conclusion  is  inevitable  that  the  percentage  of  those 
saving  is  very  small,  and  by  reduction  to  %ures,  as  seen  in^ble  IV,  only  1,109  out  of 
the  6,106  save  $5231}^  each.  When  signs  are  used,  it's  in  lieu  of  fractions;  for  instance, 
the  -f-  sign  means  a  fraction  of  a  cent  over,  thus,  Sd-j-  stands  for  89>^;  the  —  sign  a 
fraction  of  a  cent  under,  thus,  67 —  means  66^,  etc.  These  are  carried  out  decimally  to 
bring  the  results  to  minute  fractional  correctness. 

Table  II  is  a  condensation  from  table  I,  bulking  like  occupations  together  under  the 
various  industries,  showing  the  average,  under  all  firms  totaled  together,  for  any 
particular  occupation. 

Following  this  with  a  still  greater  condensation  in  table  III  is  shown  the  total 
averages  by  industries  only,  bulking  all  the  different  occupations  for  any  particular 
industry  under  its  kind,  for  the  102  various  ones  rei)orted. 

Then  follows  table  IV,  as  the  final  condensation  for  the  entire  city,  where  all  data  is 
ftiassed,  giving  a  final  maximum  average  for  Detroit.  The  base  of  this  data  is  so  large  * 
that  for  statistical  puri>oee6  approximations  do  not  enter  into  the  results  in  any  case. 
In  this  table  the  pith  of  the  whole  matter  is  seen  in  a  **  nut  shell;"  showing  the  average 
wages  paid  in  Detroit  to  wage-working  women  as  being  14^%  cents  per  day,  $1.65)^  per 
week,  $219^^  per  year;  whose  expenses  are  $207.85%  per  year.  Note  here  the  dis- 
tinction in  the  averages.  This  shows  only  an  average  (of  the  6,106  reporting)  of  a  saving 
of  111.43%  per  year;  over  four  times  less  than  the  average  shown  by  the  1,109  reporting 
a  saving  of  $52.21^  per  year.  This  is  apparent  in  the  fact  that  4,999  have  saved 
nothing,  thus  bringing  the  average  of  those  who  do  save  higher  than  the  general 
average.  In  other  words,  75  per  cent  saved  nothing,  and  the  25  per  cent  only  saved  out 
of  earnings  $52.21^  per  year.  Out  of  the  entire  number  rei)orting,  only  346  have  saved 
from  other  sources  than  out  of  their  wages,  their  average  being  1129.47^  per  year. 

The  highest  wages  reported  is  $3  per  day,  but  this  is  in  piece  work;  and  the  highest 
regular  day  wages  is  11.66%,  and  a  very  limited  nimiber  reaching  this  last  %ure.  The 
lowest  reporting  on  regular  work  is  25  cents  per  day,  ranging  up  to  29|,  33^  to  50  and 
83}^;  and  333-^  and  50  cents  per  day  is  the  wages  paid  the  larger  proportion,  the  few 
running  higher  bringing  the  average  up  to  74%  cents  per  day. 

In  table  IV  none  of  the  numbers  reported  reach  the  total  number  canvassed,  of  6,108 
which  is  due  to  the  fact  that  so  many  report  the  daily  wages  and  not  the  weekly,  and 
reversely  many  reporting  the  weekly  fail  to  give  the  daily;  and  the  same  is  true  of  the 
yearly,  money  and  other.  Those  working  in  hotels,  restaurants  and  private  houses,  as 
a  rule  get  their  board  in  addition  to  wages  reported,  but  which  cannot  be  classed  as 
wage  income,  therefore  not  taken  into  the  calculations.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


GRAND    RAPIDS. 


The  same  plan  ib  used  in  eaoh  city  as  that  used  in  Detroit,  by  giving  four  tables  to 
each  city,  showing  a  running  line,  of  summary  tables  from  one  to  four.  The  wage 
tables  for  this  city  has  required  a  slight  differenpe  in  classification  from  the  Detroit 
tables  owing  to  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  teachers  were  canvassed,  which  branch 
of  wage-earners  was  not  taken  up  in  Detroit.  Therefore  the  final  and  only  average 
for  teachers  in  Grand  Rapids  will  be  found  in  Table  V,  which  average  is  not  used  in 
giving  the  final  average  for  the  other  wage-earners  in  this  city.  Of  the  teachers  can> 
vassed  ld4  only,  give  their  yearly  income  and  expenses;  66  only,  give  their  daily  wages, 
and  62  only,  give  their  weekly  wages;  while  112  report  money  saved,  and  only  six  of  the 
entire  number  have  saved  (from  other  sources.  These  (numbers  reporting)  are  not 
added  to  the  final  average,  which  makes  a  wider  difference  between  the  entire  number 
reported  for  the  city  and  the  actual  number  reporting  for  day,  week,  or  year.  The 
entire  h umber  canvassed  for  Grand  Rapids  was  1581,  and  as  will  appear  in  Table  VIII, 
only  250  of  these  give  wages  by  the  day,  and  1,234  of  them  give  wages  by  the  week, 
1,039  give  their  yearly  income,  and  1,031  their  yearly  expenses,  and  we  find  that 
only  230  out  of  the  entire  lot  report  any  savings,  for  money  saved,  out  of  their  earn- 
ings, while  59  reported  a  saving  from  other  sources,  than  out  of  their  wages.  Another 
reason  for  so  comparatively  a  few  reporting  in  the  daily  was  that  most  of  ihem. 
received  their  wages  weekly  as  would  appear  from  their  reporting  in  that  way.  Many 
reporting  by  the  week  do  not  report  by  the  day,  and  some  reporting  by  day  do  not 
report  by  the  week,  and  reversely  in  eaoh  case.  This  makes  it  impossible  to  get  the 
full  number  canvassed  in  the  city  to  appear  in  full  for  any  one  of  the  daily,  weekly,  or 
yearly  columns.  Table  V  shows  the  average  wages  by  industries  ^and  occupations, 
under  each  firm  canvassed  in  the  city,  of  which  there  were  109  covering  47  various 
industries  with  nearly  all  the  occupations  in  the  city. 

Table  VI  is  a  condensation  of  Table  V,  bringing  all  the  occupations  together  under 
the  different  firms  and  classifying  them  under  each  industry,  thus  showing  the  average 
wages  paid  for  any  particular  occupation  in  the  city. 

Table  VII  is  still  a  greater  summary  from  the  others,  eliminating  not  only  the  firms, 
but  the  occupations  and  condensing  the  entire  matter  under  industries  alone,  where 
at  a  glance  the  average  wages  paid  for  any  particular  industry  can  be  seen  and  learned 
in  an  instant's  time. 

Table  VIII  gives  a  final  average  for  wages  paid  in  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids. 

Some  points  need  a  farther  explanation  in  connection  with  the  Grand  Rapids  tables 
inasmuch  as  the  canvassers  received  different  answers  than  they  did  in  some  of  the 
other  cities.  We  find  that  24  reported  in  addition  to  their  wages  that  they  received 
their  board,  but  their  board  is  not  considered  as  part  of  their  wages.  We  also  find 
that  five  say  they  do  not  know  what  wages^ey  get,  although  they  claim  to  be  regular 
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wage-workers.  Undoubtedly  all  the  domestics  in  this  city,  as  in  others,  and  all  who 
work  in  private  houses  as  well  as  those  who  work  in  restaurants  and  hotels,  as  a  rule 
^et  their  board  in  addition  to  wages  speoified,  but  suoh  is  never  classed  as  wages, 
never  being  taken  into  account  as  such. 

At  the  foot  of  table  VI  will  be  found  six  apprentices  reporting,  which'is  nbi  used  in 
the  average  tables.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  [22  regular  wage-earners  reported  '*no 
wages  given,"  this  meaning  they  failed  to  answer  the  wage  questions. 

The  lowest  wages  reported  in  Grand  Rapids  by  any  regular  wage-earner  is  16%  cents 
per  day,  or  $1.00  per  week,  and  there  are  quite  a  number  reporting  at  this  figure,  and 
up  to  25  cents  per  day,  or  $1.50  per  week.  The  highest  wages  reported  in  this  city  is 
$18.00  per  week.  There  are  but  very  few  reaching  this  figure,  and  such  wages  are  paid 
mostly  in  the  millinery  industry.  The  general  run  of  wages  in  Grand  Rapids  is  33^, 
41^,  50,  and  66%  cents  per  day.  The  bulk  of  those  reporting  run  in  this  scale;  this, 
with  the  few  running  up  higher,  brings  the  average  daily  wage  earnings  to  93)^  cents 
per  day. 

As  to  piece  work,  many  seem  to  be  unable  to  give  the  price  they  received  by  the 
piece.  Whether  the  price  was  not  settled  on  by  the  piece,  or  whether  they  disliked  to 
give  that  price,  of  course  is  not  known. 

One  party  reports  that  she  does  not  know  what  wages  she  gets,  but  says  she  *'  gets 
good  wages."^ 

A  few  report  that  their  wages  are  from  $6.00  to  $7.00,  or  $3.00  to  $4.00,  or  $4.00  to 
$6u00  -per  week.  In  such  oases  the  average  is  struck  to  use  in  adding  with  the  regular 
wages  to  get  the  true  average  in  each  case. 

In  this  city  two  apprentices  reported  with  pay,  and  four  of  them  without  pay ;  this, 
•of  oourse,  was  not  used  in  reaching  the  general  average,  they  being  classified  and  kept 
by  themselves  the  same  as  the  teachers,  as  either  of  these  being  used  in  the  general 
average  would  not  bring  the  proper  average  for  wage-earners  in  the  industries  regular. 
There  are  22  who  answered  nearly  all  of  the  other  questions  in  the  schedule,  except- 
ing their  wages;  these  they  claimed  they  could  not  give;  whether  because  they  did  not 
wish  to,  or  whether  unable  to,  is  something  that  could  not  be  found  out 

As  to  savings,  the  tables  show  only  230  out  of  the  1,581  reporting  as  saving  any 
money  out  of  their  wages,  and  these  only  save  on  an  average  of  $59.85^  each.  In 
addition  to  these,  there  are  112  teachers  reporting  an  average  saving  of  $157^  each. 

Then,  again,  out  of  the  total  number  reporting  there  are  only  59  who  have  anything 
in  other  savings,  with  an  average  of  $172.88)^  each.  In  this  class  of  savings  only  six 
teachers  reported  an  average  of  $313.33}^. 

Another  point  needs  attention  in  regard  to  this  matter,  which  is  that  the  results  in 
these  tables  show  a  higher  average  than  in  Detroit.  Careful  studying  of  the  first  and 
fifth  tables  show  the  reason  for  this  variance,  in  that  so  many  milliners  and  dress- 
makers were  taken  in  Grand  Rapids,  and  not  so  many  in  Detroit.  In  Grand  Rapids  it 
seems  that  this  class  of  work  affords  higher  wages  than  in  any  other  industry,  as  a 
rule. 

Persistent  care  has  also  been  applied  to  these  tables  to  eradicate  all  errors  out  of  the 
results  from  the  beginning  of  the  work,  in  filling  schedules  to  the  final  results  of  the 
tables.  All  doubtful  points  have  either  been  corrected  or  thrown  out,  thus  avoiding 
tiie  neoeesity  of  using  any  approximates  for  any  of  the  results.  With  the  number 
canvassed  in  ihia  city,  and  the  large  number  of  firms  and  industries  represented,  it 
famishes  a  broad  basis  of  facts  on  which  to  found  the  results,  making  them,  for  statis- 
tical purposes  absolutely  correct.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


SAGINAW. 


The  olasBifioation  for  this  city  is  the  eame  as  that  for  Grand  Rapids,  excepting  there 
i?ere  no  teachers  taken,  and  consequentlj,  no  necessity  for  any  distinction  in  the  final 
average  with  regard  to  this  class  of  wage-earners.  The  design  for  these  tables  is  simi- 
lar to  the  preceding  ones,  giving  four  tables,  each  one  a  summary  of  the  other  from  the 
first  table.  The  first  table,  of  course,  shows  all  of  the  different  firms  canvassed,  also 
all  of  the  different  occupations  in  which  women  are  engaged  in  this  city,  as  well  as  the 
different  industries  under  which  they  are  classified. 

The  canvassers  here  visited  211  firms,  out  of  which  they  secured  most  of  the  women 
wage-workers  in  each  of  these  institutions.  Many  of  these  firms  canvassed  employ 
men,  so  there  would  be  often  only  one  or  two  reporting  for  any  particular  firm.  It  will 
also  be  seen  that  these  firms  represent  43  different  industries  and  also  cover  nearly  all 
of  the  occupations  in  Saginaw  where  women  are  employed. 

The  canvassers  succeeded  in  getting  very  good  reports  from  1,461  wage-earners  of 
this  city,  and  most  of  the  answers  were  correct  and  clear  as  to  facts  desired.  It  will  be 
seen  from  Table  XII  that  the  full  number  reporting  for  the  city  is  not  complete  in  any 
one  of  the  daily,  weekly  or  yearly  columns  as  also  appears  in  the  other  tables.  The 
cause  of  which  is  the  same  here  as  in  other  cities,  that  so  many  report  by  the  week, 
but  not  by  the  day,  and  reversely.  The  same  rule  applies  with  the  other  columns.  In 
the  money  saved  (column)  out  of  the  wages  and  in  the  column  for  other  savings  only 
those  appear  who  have  saved  from  other  sources  than  their  wages,  and  shows  a  very 
small  proportion  to  the  full  number  reporting.  It  will  be  unnecessary  to  repeat  the 
object  of  the  other  tabled  as  it  has  been  explained  under  the  former  ones,  and  the 
same  plan  is  used  here  so  that  we  need  only  draw  some  comparisons  from  the  summary 
table.  Only  02  have  reported  by  the  day,  but  this,  of  course,  for  statistical  purposes 
gives  a  good  basis  for  an  average  in  the  city,  especially  when  coupled  with  the  very 
large  data  as  given  in  the  weekly  earnings.  The  daily  average  we  find  to  be  79^  cents; 
this  average  being  a  little  higher  than  Detroit  and  lower  than  Grand  Rapids.  In  the 
weekly  column  we  find  that  1,263  out  of  the  1,461  report  their  wage-earnings  to  be  $4.63^^ 
which  in  reality  should  be  the  basis  for  getting  the  final  daily  average  for  the  city  as 
these  few  reporting  by  the  day  have  been  higher  than  the  mass  of  those  reporting  for 
the  weekly  average,  and  taking  this  weekly  average  we  find  the  total  final  average  for 
Saginaw  to  be  77^  cents  per  day  instead  of  79}^  cents.  For  the  yearly  wage-earnings  1374 
report  f215.61>(|  as  their  income  for  the  past  year,  while  the  expenses  of  1,216  reporting, 
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averagee  $196.52)^.  Out  of  the  1,461  reporting  only  192  have  saved  anything  out  of 
their  wages,  these  averaging  only  $69,18^^,  and  out  of  the  entire  number  only  three 
report  any  savings  from  any  other  souroe  at  an  average  of  $142^  eaoh.  All  the 
others  reporting  no  savings  of  course  have  lived  up  all  they  have  earned,  so  that  the 
average  number  saving  is  in  about  the  same  proportion  here  as  in  the  other  cities, 
whioh  is  a  very  small  percentage. 

The  highest  wages  for  any  regular  worker  is  $15.00  per  week,  and  in  the  dressmaking 
industry.  The  next  highest  is  $13.46  per  week  and  a  book-keeper.  The  lowest  wages 
reported  for  regular  wage-workers  is  16^  oents  per  day,  and  the  occupation  is  given  as 
clerk.  The  average  wages  run  from  33^  to  50  cents  per  day  as  a  rule.  Quite  a  num- 
ber running  66^  and  75  cents,  and  a  few  reporting  the  higher  wages,  brings  the  total 
average  to  79^  cents,  or  rather,  taking  the  weekly  for  the  basis,  it  would  be  773^  cents. 

The  same  rule  applies  here  for  board  as  in  the  other  cities,  although  none  have 
reported  board  in  addition  to  their  wages  it  should  be  taken  for  granted  that  house- 
workers,  those  working  in  hotels  and  boarding  houses,  get  their  board  in  addition  to 
the  wages  earned.  But  as  they  report  their  exjMnses  equal  to  their  earning  this  would 
make  no  difference  in  reaching  the  gauge  of  average  workers  in  any  city,  and  hence 
is  not  taken  in  any  of  our  calculations.  Two  apprentices  report  wages  being  given 
them  which  is  found  at  the  foot  of  Table  IX.  These,  of  course,  are  not  usec^  in  get- 
ting the  average  wage-earnings.  These  apprentices  are  now  working  as  such,  so  noted 
There  are  a  great  many  more  reporting  wages  given  while  they  worked  as 
apprentices,  but  who  are  now  regular  wage-earners. 

Five  regular  wage-earners  have  failed  to  give  any  wages,  some  of  them  saying  they 
did  not.know,  others  not  seeming  to  care  to  give  the  wages  having  the  impression,  per- 
haps, that  answers  to  the  questions  might  affect  their  wages  to  their  detriment  This 
point  often  hinders  in  statistical  work  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  our  wage-earners  will 
soon  learn  the  great  benefit  statistics  are  to  them,  and  that  this  difficulty  will  be  over- 
come and  every  wage-earner  in  the  state  will  only  be  too  glad  to  answer  full  and  free 
and  thereby  reach  the  points  desired  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


BAY  CITY. 


The  same  classification  has  been  used  in  this  city  as  in  Grand  Rapids  owing  to  the 
fact  that  some  teachers  were  taken  here.  Enough  of  this  class  of  our  wage-earners 
were  canvassed  to  give  a  fair  average  estimate  of  wages  in  this  line  of  work.  The 
average  of  the  teachers  here  is  only  used  in  Table  XHI  and  not  added  to  the  other 
averages  for  the  final  result.  It  is  well  to  note  the  teachers'  wages  for  this  city  here, 
which  will  suffice  in  this  connection.  The  34  reporting  is  only  by  the  week  with  an 
average  of  $8.91^  which  is  found  to  be  t2.07i^  less  than^or  the  wages  paid  to  teachers 
in  Grand  Rapids.  Bay  City  teachers  earn  yearly  an  average  of  $310.60,  while  the  same 
class  of  wage-earners  in  Grand  Rapids  runs  up  to  $460.17^.  Their  yearly  expenses 
are  |304.42>^  while  those  of  Grand  Rapids  are  1369.30^.  Only  U  in  Bay  City  save  on 
an  average  $90^1  J^,  and  in  Grand  Rapids  the  118  who  reported  as  saving,  runs  up  to 
$157.25.  Perhaps  the  quicker  way  to  catch  the  average  between  the  two  cities  will  be 
to  reduce  these  to  per  cent  showing  that  24-f  per  cent  saved  in  Bay  City  and  18 —  per 
cent  saved  in  Grand  Rapids. 

Now  taking  up  the  regular  run  of  tables  for  Bay  City  we  find  that  the  lowest  wages 
paid  to  any  regular  wage-earner  is  16%  cents  per  day,  or  $1.00  per  week,  which  is  for 
housework,  and  there  are  quite  a  number  reporting  at  this  figure  in  not  only  this 
industry,  but  in  a  great  many  occupations.  The  highest  wages  paid  is  found  to  be  in 
the  pillow  sham  holder  industry  where  they  report  $18.00  per  week.  A  very  few  are 
reported  at  $15.00  per  week.  We  find  the  general  range,  however,  for  wages  in  this 
city,  to  be  333ii,  41^,  50  and  66%  cents,  and  the  few  who  have  reported  the  higher 
wages  bring  the  final  average  up  to  the  standard  as  found  in  Table  XVI,  at  72>^ 
cents  per  day. 

It  is  taken  for  granted  that  those  who  work  in  restaurants,  hotels  and  boardinfi^ 
houses,  as  well  as  those  who  work  in  private  famihes,  get  their  board  in  connection 
with  their  wages,  but  this  is  not  taken  into  account  for  the  average  tables. 

The  usual  four  tables  are  given  to  this  city  on  the  same  plan  as  the  others,  giving  a 
condensation  down  to  the  final  table,  which  shows  the  daily-  average  for  this  city  at 
72}^  cents  per  day  for  the  1,190  reporting  by  the  day,  and  $4.33)^  per  week  for  the  1,418 
reporting,  showing  about  the  same  average  both  by  day  and  week  for  the  regular 
wages  given  in  this  city..   Out  of  the  entire  number  reporting  in  the  city,  we  find  that 
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the  yearly  inoome  for  1,424  of  them  averages  $201.80^,  and  their  expense  average 
$195^1-f-  for  1,433  who  report  for  this  column.  We  find  also,  out  of  the  1,458  reportmg 
for  this  city,  only  351  report  any  savings  of  money  out  of  their  regular  wages,  and 
these  only  an  average  of  $21,094-)  showing  about  the  same  percentage  of  savings  as 
that  found  in  other  cities.  Of  the  number  reporting  only  one  reports  any  savings  from 
other  sources  than  their  wages. 

No  apprentioes  were  reported  for  Bay  City.  We  find,  however,  that  four  reporting 
quite  fully  for  the  other  questions  in  the  schedules  do  not  give  their  wages.  The 
reason  for  which  the  canvassers  were  unable  to  find  out. 

We  would  like  to  add  here  also  that  the  same  care  has  been  used  in  connection  with 
this  table  to  eliminate  all  errors  and  get  every  data  i>erfect  before  using  in  the  final 
average,  and  have  been  able  to  bring  about  the  results  without  using  estimates  or 
approximates  in  any  case.  Wherever  there  has  been  any  question  or  doubt  in  regard 
to  any  point  it  has  beien  thoroughly  rectified  before  using,  or  in  cases  of  any  uncer- 
tainty it  has  been  entirely  thrown  out.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


JACKSON. 


An  examination  of  the  wage  tables  for  Jackson  shows  a  little  higher  standard  tor 
wages  than  reported  by  some  of  the  other  cities.  It,  however,  does  not  reach  quite  up 
to  the  average  as  reported  for  Grand  Rapids,  and  runs  a  trifle  over  that  of  Detroit.  It 
appears  that  the  industries  reported  here  give  higher  wages  as  a  rule  than  in  many 
other  parts  of  the  State.  Only  a  few  of  the  factories  were  canvassed  in  this  city,  but 
enough  to  give  a  fair  basis  for  the  wage-earners  reported.  The  same  rule  for  tables 
has  been  used  here  as  in  all  the  other  cities,  and  although  a  much  smaller  number 
reported,  still  we  have  held  to  the  four  tables  in  order  to  keep  the  same  base  for  aver- 
ages as  used  in  all  of  the  other  o^ties,>  which  plan  is  necessary  to  carry  out  in  every 
place  canvassed,  where  more  than  onaflrm  in  a  similar  line  is  represented,  in  order  to 
reach  the  final  average  wage  table  for  the  State. 

The  entire  number  canvassed  in  Jackson  was  817  and  the  questions  answered  were 
irregular  here  the  same  as  in  all  other  places.  Hence  in  the  final  summary  averages 
no  one  column  shows  the  full  quota  as  being  represented,  due  to  the  fact  that  some 
who  reix>rted  by  the  day  failed  to  repprt  by  the  week,  and  some  who  reix>rted  by  tha 
week  failed  to  report  by  the  year,  or  money  savings  or  any  other  savings,  and  the 
reverse  in  all  cases  except  the  last  two,  where  only  a  limited  number  as  a  rule  veporti 
only  a  few  are  able  to  save  anything.  Out  of  the  817  canvassed,  we  find,  in  looking  at 
Table  XX,  that  only  681  report  by  the  day,  these  showing  an  average  earning  of  86^ 
cents.  By  the  week,  783  report  their  wage-earnings  at  $5.45^,  and  778  of  them  report 
a  yearly  income  of  $258.70}^,  while  the  same  number  report  their  expenses  to  be 
I243.06>^,  and  only  235  show  a  saving  of  $126.43)^  each  out  of  their  wages,  and  only  42 
of  the  entire  number  have  made  a  saving  from  other  sources  of  |287.d8^  each. 

It  will  be  understood,  as  usual,  that  all  of  those  not  reporting  any  savings  under  the 
money  column  have  lived  up  all  they  have  earned.  This  shows  about  the  same  per- 
centage for  those  who  save  out  of  their  wages  as  is  shown  in  the  other  cities  oanvaaaed. 
There  being  no  domestics  nor  hotels  ofmvassed  the  matter  of  board  in  connection  with 
wages  is  not  reported  in  any  case. 

The  highest  wages  reix>rted  in  Jackson  is  $18.75  per  week,  but  only  one  reported  at 
this  figure.  The  lowest  wages  is  25  cents  per  day  and  quite  a  number  report  at  this 
rate  among  the  regular  wage-earners  in  the  various  occupations.  Quite  a  number 
report  at  41^  cents  i>er  day.  We  also  find  that  there  are  some  reporting  91^  cents 
and  $L.08)^  i>er  day,  but  the  bulk  of  the  wage-earners  reporting  runs  at  50,  66^  and 
75  cents  per  day.  These  lower  wages  and  the  higher  ones  averaged  with  the  inter- 
mediate brings  us  to  the  final  average  of  86^  cents  per  day  as  the  wage  average  for 
this  city.  The  same  care  has  been  used  in  these  tables  as  in  all  the  others  and,  in  some 
respects,  it  has  required  more  care,  owing  to  the  peculiar  report  of  some  of  those  can- 
vassed, but  everything  bearing  the  imprint  of  doubt,  or  where  there  was  an  error  in  the 
report  in  the  schedule,  great  care  has  been  taken  to  eliminate  or  correct  the  same,  so 
that  the  results  taarein  found  is  a  perfect  data  for  the  city  of  Jackson.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


MUSKEGON. 


Some  difficulty  was  enoountered  in  this  city  in  Beoiuring  full  answeia  to  the  questions 
especially  in  getting  the  daily  report  of  wages  received,  and  the  tables  show  this  very 
elearly  in  the  deficiency  for  this  column.  Therefore,  owing  to  the  limited  number  can- 
Tsssed,  the  best  data  for  the  average  of  wages  here  will  be  to  take  the  weekly  report  as 
the  base,  although  the  daily  is  perfectly  accurate  as  to  the  number  reporting  in  that 
column.  This  will  be  explained  in  its  proper  place  more  thoroughly  under  the  final 
summary. 

There  were  382  canvassed  in  Muskegon,  covering  a  large  number  of  oocupation9  and 
industries.    They  have  been  averaged  and  condensed  through  the  four  tables  as  usual. 

The  highest  wages  reported  was  $18.75  per  week,  but  this  is  only  given  for  one  indi- 
vidual, and  that  one  a  stenographer;  all  the  others  running  far  below  this  one.  The 
lowest  wages  reported  for  any  regular  wage-earner  is  16^  cents  per  day  in  the  dress- 
making industry.  It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  tables  that  in  this  city,  as  in 
Grand  Rapids,  the  millinery  industry  is  among  the  best  for  good  wages,  ranging  from 
19.00  to  $13.00  per  week.  In  the  other  industries  wages  range  from  16^  cents  (at 
which  figure  quite  a  number  are  reported),  25  cents,  33^  cents  and  41%  cents,  the  bulk, 
however,  reporting  by  the  week  and  not  by  the  day,  which  run  at  $3.00,  $3.50,  $4.00  and 
$5.00. 

Coming  to  the  final  average  of  this  city,  we  find  the  daily  to  be  92 ]^  cents  for  the  106 
reporting;  out  of  this  number,  6  failed  to  give  their  weekly  wages,  and  14  failed  to  give 
any  wages  whatever;  hence  360  only  out  of  the  382  report  their  weekly  wages;  these 
show  a  weekly  average  wage  income  of  $5.07}^,  which  last  is  only  an  average  of  84^ 
cents  per  day.  A  still  larger  number  report  their  yearly  income,  being  373,  with  an 
average  of  $292.86%,  and  364  report  their  yearly  expenses  at  $281.08}^.  Only  a  very 
small  percentage  show  a  saving  out  of  their  wages;  41  only,  out  of  the  entire  number, 
with  an  average  of  $73.47%  per  year.  We  find  also  that  only  8  have  saved  from  other 
sources  on  an  average  of  $65.00  per  year.  There  were  2  apprentices  reported  from  this 
ci^  without  pay.  There  were  also  14  who  did  not  give  any  wages,  although  answering 
all  the  other  questions  quite  fully  and  freely. 

On  the  whole  the  data  furnished  for  this  city  out  of  those  canvassed  is  sufficient  for 
a  good  accurate  base  of  wages  paid  in  this  city  for  all  statistical  purposes,  as  well  as  for 
any  other.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


LANSING. 


In  carrying  out  the  averages  for  the  tables  in  this  city  those  reporting  under  the 
head  of  public  employes  have  been  held  by  themselves,  as  the  teachers  were  in 
Grand  Rapids  and  Bay  City.  The  average  for  this  class  of  wage-earners  will  be  found 
in  table  XXV  under  its  proper  classification.  This  is  not  used  for  the  final  average  of 
the  other  wage-earners  of  the  city,  and  will  only  be  averaged  up  with  teachers  by  them- 
selves for  the  final  average  wage  table  of  the  State. 

There  were  364  wage-earners  canvassed,  covering  a  good  variety  of  the  industries  and 
occupations  for  the  city.  Of  this  number  canvassed,  not  taking  into  account  the  public 
employes,  we  find  only  39  have  reported  their  daily  wage  income  at  an  average  of  72^ 
cents  and  293  out  of  the  total  number  reporting,  only,  at  a  weekly  average  of 
$5.16}^;  this  average  it  will  be  seen  running  a  little  higher  than  the  daily  average, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  more  have  reported  in  the  weekly  column  where  their  grade  of 
wages  runs  a  little  higher.  It  will  also  be  seen  by  t)ie  final  table  of  this  city  that  309 
have  reported  their  yearly  income  at  ao  average  of  $190.90^,  and  the  same  number 
report  their  yearly  expenses  at  $186.84  %,  Out  of  the  entire  number  reporting  only  67 
show  any  saving  out  of  their  wage  earnings  at  an  average  of  $37,223^.  This  i>eroentage 
is  about  the  same  as  that  in  the  other  cities  for  a  showing  of  savings  out  of  their  wages. 
The  savings  from  other  sources,  we  find  the  {percentage  to  be,  in  the  number  reporting, 
far  below  that  from  other  cities,  as  only  three  report  a  saving,  on  an  average  of  $100. 

Only  one  apprentice  has  reported  from  this  city  and  that  one  without  pay.  Two  have 
reported  all  the  other  questions,  but  failed  to  report  any  wages.  These,  of  course,  are 
not  used  in  any  way  except  as  here  shown. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  tables  that  the  difficulty  of  securing  full  answers  was  en- 
countered here,  as  well  as  in  other  places,  no  one  column  being  fully  reported.  None 
have  reported  board  in  connection  with  their  wage-earnings,  but  all  workers  in  the 
hotels,  restaurants,  or  private  houses  are  supposed  to  receive  this  extra,  but,  of  course, 
such  can  not  be  used  in  the  calculations  in  any  instance. 

The  highest  wages  reported  is  $15.00  per  week,  one  as  a  book-keeper  and  another  as 
a  milliner,  but  only  one  as  high  as  this  in  each  calling  has  been  reported.  The  lowest 
reporting  is  at  $1.00  per  week  and  this  in  the  restaurant  industry;  quite  a  number 
have  reported  at  this  figure;  the  majority,  however  run  at  $3.00,  $4.00  an^  5.00  per  week. 
The  few  running  at  $6.00,  $7.00  and  $8.00  bringing  the  final  average  at  $5.16><}.  It  has 
taken  some  extra  care  in  the  classification  for  Lansing  to  get  out  the  correct  average, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  some  questions  were  answered,  either  purposely  to  mislead  or 
there  might  have  been  a  doubt  as  to  facts.  These  have  been  accurately  run  down  and 
corrected  and  in  safme  instances  thrown  out  entirely  so  as  to  give  us  the  true  data, 
which  appears  in  the  final  results.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


YPSILANTI. 


The  large  and  important  industries  of  this  city  were  canvassed,  and  a  good  report 
secured  of  381  wometi  wage-workers.  Here,  as  elsewhere,  there  is  some  deficiency  in 
the  answers,  no  one  column  being  fully  up  to  the  entire  number  canvassed  in  this  place. 

Ajb  only  one  firm  under  any  industry  has  been  reported,  three  tables  only  are  required 
to  carry  out  the  plan  of  condensation.  Out  of  the  381  reporting  only  220  have  reported 
l^  the  day  an  average  of  83)^  cents,  while  378  report  an  average  of  $L96%  per  week; 
this  reduced  to  a  daily  average  gives  only  dQ%  cents;  a  little  less  than  the  regular 
average  reported  by  the  limited  number.  There  were  372  reporting  an  average  for  their 
yearly  income  at  $239.90%,  and  the  same  ntunber  report  their  average  yearly  expenses 
at  1239.749^,  whUe  only  6  out  of  the  entire  number  report  any  savings  out  of  their 
wages,  and  these  o^^j  cu  average  of  162.50.  Two,  only,  have  saved  from  other  sources 
an  average  •f  $150.00  each.  It  will  be  seen  from  this  report  that  the  average  number 
saving  is  much  less  than  that  hown  in  other  cities,  but  the  amount  saved  by  the  few 
who  so  report  is  about  on  the  same  basis. 

No  apprentices  where  reported  from  this  city,  and  none  refused  to  answer  all  the 
questions  pertaining  to  their  wages.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


OWOSSO. 


A  fair  variety  of  IndustrieB  and  occupations  were  canvassed  in  this  city,  and  although 
not  BO  extensive  as  in  preceding  cities,  still  enough  to  give  a  very  good  data  as  to  the 
points  required  in  this  table.  Tables  XXXII,  XXJCIII  and  XXXIV  give  the  occupa- 
tions of  the  various  firms  under  their  respective  industries  in  the  usual  detailed  form. 
Table  XXXV  gives  the  final  results. 

The  general  range  for  daily  wages  is  reported  at  25,  50  and  92}^  cents,  and  the  weekly 
report  at  about  the  same  average.  In  this  city,  as  in  others,  there  were  a  few  failing  to 
give  any  answers  to  the  questions  about  wages,  and  six  are  found  here  with  this  defi- 
ciency, not  giving  any  wages  at  all,  but  the  other  questions  were  fully  answered.  It  will 
be  seen,  therefore,  that  in  each  column  quite  a  number  less  are  found  reported  than 
the  entire  number  canvassed  in  the  city.  Table  XXXV  gives  the  final  average  for 
OwosBO,  which  also  shows  the  irregularity  of  securing  answers  from  wage-earners.  The 
whole  number  canvassed  for  this  city  was  129,  out  of  which  only  27  give  their  daily 
report  of  wages,  which  averaged  783^  cents;  92  of  them  report  by  the  week  an  average 
of  $1,61^,  some  less  than  the  daily  average,  being  1Q%  cents  per  day.  There  are  also 
94  reporting  a  yearly  income  of  $187.40%,  and  the  same  number  report  a  yearly  expense 
of  116.70^,  while  only  24  save  out  of  their  wages  an  average  of  $44.12}^,  and  there  are 
none  reporting  any  savings  from  other  sources.  None  report  here  board  with  their 
wages,  but,  of  course,  those  working  in  hotels  and  restaurants  are  supposed  to  get  this 
in  addition  to  regular  wage  income.  However,  this  is  not  taken  into  account  to  reach 
the  average  wage-earnings.

PONTIAC. 


Ab  only  one  firm  for  any  partioular  industry  was  canvassed  here,  three  tables,  only, 
are  used.  Here,  also,  should  be  noted  the  fact  that  one  class  of  public  employes  was 
taken  which,  owing  to  the  plan  adopted,  is  kept  out  of  the  regular  average,  and  will 
only  be  used  with  teachers  and  other  public  employes  for  the  final  State  summary 
average  table. 

There  are  196  reporting  from  this  city,  of  whom  96  report  by  the  day,  131  by  the  week, 
and  both  yearly  columns,  and  58  report  money  savings,  none  having  saved  from  other 
sources.  In  table  XXXVII  will  be  found  the  average  for  the  public  employes  whose 
daily  wages  averages  Q^%  and  their  weekly  average  $4.07^;  this  seeming  very  low  for 
this  class  of  wage-earners,  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  additition  to  their 
wages  they  get  their  keep,  and  as  this  is  not  used  with  the  final  average  tables,  except 
in  its  own  class,  of  course  does  not  affect  the  final  results.  The  regular  average  for  this 
city  is  $1.01^. 

As  this  average  is  only  for  the  one  principal  industry  of  the  city  which  seems  to  pay 
above  the  usual  average,  it  is  not  a  fair  data  for  the  entire  city  and  so  noted,  yet  is  one 
of  the  State  industries,  and  will  be  used  to  reach  the  final  summary  of  the  State.

BELDING. 


There  being  more  than  one  firm  in  this  village  engaged  in  like  industriee  the  usual 
four  tables  are  used,  which  condensed  down  to  Table  XLIV  shows  an  average  daily  wage 
income  of  77)^  cents.  The  weekly  average  reported  is  $LG5}i,  while  the  yearly  income 
averages  $211.20^,  with  their  average  yearly  exx)enses  at  $198.84^.  The  irregularity  in 
the  number  reporting  does  not  appear  here,  as  we  find  that  out  of  361  canvassed  the  en- 
tire number  have  reported  by  the  week,  and  350  give  their  report  by  the  day  and  301 
report  for  yearly  income  with  299  for  yearly  expenses.  Out  of  the  entire  number,  also, 
91  are  found  to  have  saved  out  of  their  wages  on  an  average  160.08}^,  while  only  3  report 
a  saving  from  other  sources  of  $237.50.  It  'will  be  seen  from  this  that  the  number 
saving  is  about  equal  to  that  of  other  places,  only  the  amount  saved  runs  some  higher. 

It  is  well  to  note  in  this  connection  that  the  large  industries  of  this  place  are  very 
carefully  conducted  and  although  the  wages  seem  to  run  quite  low,  yet  the  cost  of 
living  in  the  place  is  so  reasonable,  that  it  gives  the  women  wage-earners  a  better 
opportunity  to  save  than  in  many  other  places  in  the  State.

THREE   OAKS. 


Only  two  firms  being  canvassed  here,  three  tables,  only,  are  needed  to  reach  the  final 
results.  The  report  from  167  was  secured,  which  gives  a  fair  representative  data  of 
wages  in  this  section  of  the  State.  Out  of  this  number  it  is  found  in  table  XL VII  that 
166  report  an  average  daily  wage  income  of  65;^'  cents,  while  167,  the  entire  number 
canvassed  for  the  place,  report  a  weekly  income  of  84.243^.  It  is  found  that  165  report 
their  yeaifly  wage  income  at  $209.20 f<^  with  their  yearly  expense  at  $201.55,  thus  showing 
a  very  small  margin  saved,  which  is  still  further  shown  in  the  fact  that  only  three  out 
of  the  entire  number  have  saved  on  an  average  of  $77.45^^.  Only  five  have  ^reported 
savings  from  other  sources  at  an  average  of  $107,703^}. 

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  a  very  full  report  was  secured  from  the  wage- 
earners,  and  very  little  difficulty  was  encountered  in  this  place  in  gathering  the  statistics 
desired.

WYANDOTTE. 


Ab  only  one  firm  was  canvassed  in  this  village  only  two  tables  are  needed  to  reach  the 
final  average.  There  were  02  wage-earners  canvassed  who  give  a  very  fair  report, 
giving  a  fairly  representative  data  as  to  wages  for  this  plaoe.  Out  of  this  number  report- 
ing, we  find  61  give  an  average  daily  wage  income  of  bS%  cents,  while  the  entire  num- 
ber report  their  weekly  wage  income  at  $3,523^.  The  entire  number  also  give  their 
yearly  income  at  $142,043^  with  their  yearly  expenses  out  of  their  wages  at  $141.13))|. 
Here  as  in  other  places  the  number  saving  anything  out  of  their  wages  is  very  limited, 
having  only  two  out  of  the  62  who  make  an  average  saving  of  $24,  and  only  one  reporte 
a  saving  of  $100  from  other  sources  than  from  their  wages.

ANALYSIS  OF  WAGE  TABLES. 


FOR  THE  STATE 


The  grand  final  tables  as  presented  on  page  101  are  the  results  of  the  plan 
for  reaching  the  exaot  data  in  relation  to  wages  paid  to  the  women  wage-workers  of  oar 
State,  while  the  preceeding  tables  give  the  results  in  detail.  The  wage-earners  in  the 
public  employ  are  held  by  themselves  with  the  number  reporting  for  each  result,  and 
show  their  wages  to  be  some  higher  than  the  rest  of  the  wage^workers.  The  differenoe 
in  the  number  reporting  for  the  daily,  weekly  and  yearly  columns  is  accounted  for  in 
the  fact  that  most  of  them  receive  their  wages  by  the  month  and  year,  some  by  the  week, 
and  only  a  few  by  the  day.  The  number  saving  out  of  wages  is  higher  and  the  average 
amount  saved  is  also  higher  than  the  other  wage-earners,  as  can  be  readily  noted  by  an 
examination  of  tables  L  and  LII. 

In  table  LI  is  given  the  average  weekly  wages  paid  by  the  various  cities  canvassed. 

Table'  LII  gives  the  final  results  for  the  State,  where  the  numbers  are  not  given, 
because  it  is  the  result  of  all  the  persons  canvassed  in  the  entire  state. 

There  were  13,436  women  wage-workers  canvassed  for  the  Bureau.  Of  this  number, 
297  were  teachers  and  public  employee,  thus  leaving  13,139  as  the  base  for  the  results 
as  they  appear  in  table  LII. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  analyze  this  table  further  as  its  data  can  so  readily  be  caught 
by  the  eye  of  the  most  casual  or  hurried  reader.  Except,  perhai>s,  it  is  well  to  note 
that  only  2,382  out  of  the  13,139  have  managed  to  save  anything  out  of  their  wages,  and 
these  only  an  average  of  $62,373^  for  the  past  year.  It  is  also  well  to  note  that  472,  out 
of  the  entire  number  reporting,  have  money  saved  from  other«sourcea,  on  an  average  of 
$146.64^.  These  last  savings  are  made  from  gifts  or  money  received  from  parents, 
relatives  or  friends,  or  where  they  have  fallen  heir  to  propertyi  therefore  in  no  way 
connected  with  the  wages.

ON  HOURS  QfF  LABOR  TABLES.

In  these  tables  are  gi)feQ  the  various  hours  as  worked  ia  the  different  departments 
and  yariouB  firms  un^r  each  industry  aggregated  together  for  the  number  reporting  in 
response  to  the  HcMJirs  of  Labor  questions.  Instead  of  giving  the  average  for  eaoh 
industiy  the  total  j^umber  working  under  the  various  hours  in  that  industry  is  given, 
massing  all  the  ^^ndustries  together  of  similar  lines.  This  of  itself  showing  more 
readily  tx>  any  reader  the  hours  most  in  use  for  a  day's  work,  and  the  averages  of  which 
are  easier  oaugmt  by  any  one. 

In  Detroit,  tpose  who  do  housework  have  the  longest  hours;  one  class  (this  will  be 
seen  by  Table/lilll  to  mean  a  number  who  work  the  hours  specified  in  eaoh  class  per 
day,  and  not  meaning  one  individual)  report  at  14  hours  per  day,  one  at  13  hours  per  day, 
one  at  12,  onp  at  IL  Then  there  are  46  other  firms  and  industries  at  10  hours  per  day,  and 
10  at  9^,  20  fat  9, 1  at8)^,9at8,3at7)^andlat7.  The  highest  hours  per  week  are  d8  and 
that  in  houMwork.    The  lowest  at  30  hours  per  week  as  a  typewriter.    The  bulk,  how- 
ever, runs  flrom  54  to  60  hours  per  week,  all  of  the  variations  from  these  hours  being  excep- 
tions to  ^e  general  rule.    The  great  body  of  workers  begin  at  7  o'clock  in  the  morning 
and  quiii  at  6  o'clock  P.  M.    Sixty  minutes  is  found  as  a  rule  for  dinner.    It  will  be 
seen  byyreferring  to  the  tables  that  some  firms  close  earlier  on  Saturdays.    Some  of 
those  mporting  shorter  hours  on  Saturday  make  up  the  60  hours  per  week  by  overtime, 
and  ^here  any  apparent  discrepency  appears  between  the  daily  and  weekly  hours  it  is 
by  either  overtime,  or  lost  time.    For  instance,  many  working  10  hours  per  day 
•onf  y  work  54  hours  per  week,  there  being  6  hours  of  lost  time  during  the  week  some- 
Lore,  -Which  is  reported  by  itself  and  does  not  appear  in  this  table.    It  should  also  be 
Loted  here  that  many  of  the  wage-earners  either  were  unable  to  answer  the  questions 
pertaining  to  their  hours  of  labor,  or  else  they  refused  to  answer  the  same,  so  the  total 
number  reporting,  in  some  cases,  is  below  the  total  canvassed  for  the  city.    But  the 
large  number  reporting  is  more  than  sufficient  to  give  a  perfect  data  for  this  city. 

Some  firms  in  the  laundry  business  only  work  five  days  to  the  week,  also  note  that 
^e  pants  factory  and  men's  furnishing  factory  are  classed  under  tailoring. 

In  Grand  Rapids  the  same  difficulty  was  encountered,  but  those  who  have  reported 
give  a  broad  base  for  statistical  purposes.  In  this  city  it  has  been  necessary  to  average 
«p  some  of  the  various  departments  in  a  given  industry,  which  is  designated  by  a  star 
and  foot  note  in  proper  lines. 


118  LABOR  AND  INPUSTRIAL  STATISTICS. 

The  hours  are  more  various  in  this  city  than  in  Detroit,  the  same  industry  having  a 
variety  in  the  different  firms  and  even  some  firms  having  different  hours  in  different 
departments.  These  variations  are  shown  in  the  following  analysis,  which  will  aid  the 
reader  to  at  once  reach  the  actual  hours  worked  in  any  particular  line  of  business. 
The  highest  daily  hours  reported  is  18J>^,  but  only  one  reports  at  this,  among  the  gen- 
eral workers  as  a  clerk  in  a  confectionery  store,  it  should  be  also  added  in  this  oonneo- 
tioD,  that  this  is  only  one  percpn  who  also  reports  129  hours  per  week,  and  the  wages  are- 
given  for  this  person  at  only  $8.75  per  week,  and  another  clerk  also  reporting  17  hours 
per  day  and  123  hours  per  week  receives  only  a  salary  of  $1.00  per  week,  this  is  also  an 
individual  report  One  class  reports  at  17  hours  per  day,  1  at  15, 1  at  l^H,  3  at  14, 2  at 
13,8atl2,latll^,2atll,latl0^,42atl0,lat9M,9at9Ki26at9,  4  at  8}^,  11  at 
8,  2  at  7J^,  7  at  7,  2  at  6J^,  1  at  6)^,1  at  6,1  at  6%  and  1  reports  at  only  3  hours  per  day, 
but  this  one  is  only  a  helper  in  a  hotel  at  the  dinner  hour.  From  the  foregoing,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  mass  of  workers  in  this  city  are  runiaing  at  9  and  10  hours  per  day  with 
the  general  run  of  the  weekly  at  from  50  to  65,  the  exceptions  running  higher  and 
lower  from  the  one  at  129  hours  per  week  as  a  clerk  doWd  to  27J^  hours  as  the  working 
hours  for  some  teachers.  The  average  time  for  beginning\in  the  morning  seems  to  be 
from  7  to  8  o'clock  with  the  quitting  time  at  from  5  to  6  an^.7  o'clock,  the  variations  on 
quitting  being  so  much  different  here  than  in  any  other  city^  The  hours  of  quitting 
not  only  varying  in  the  different  firms,  but  sometimes  varying  )|a  the  different  depart- 
ments in  the  same  firm.  There  are  some  who  begin  work  as  earlV  as  5  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  although  these  usually,  from  the  report,  quit  at  6  o'clock,  yet  tlyre  are 
others  beginning  at  7  o'clock  in  the  morning  who  work  until  10  o'clock  at  night  The 
usual  time  for  dinner  lb  one  hour,  although  some  only  have  half  an  ^hour  for  dinner, 
while  there  are  quite  a  number  who  report  as  only  having  one  quarteA  of  an  hour  for 
dinner,  and  these  having  the  shorter  time  for  dinner  are  also  reported  as  putting  in 
their  full  hour's  time  per  day  except  some  who  are  allowed  a  half  or  qualTter  of  an  hour 
extra  time  in  such  cases.  In  this  city,  also,  many  report  longer  or  sholiier  hours  for 
Saturday,  which  is  properly  noted.  Over  time  and  lost  time  also  app4^&ra  from  the 
variations  in  the  daily  and  weekly  hours  as  they  are  given  in  the  table.       / 

In  Saginaw,  the  time  allowed  for  dinner  is  found  to  be  much  more  uniform  than  in 
the  preceding  cities,  nearly  all  having  60  minutes;  the  daily  and  weekly  holprs  of  labor 
showing  about  the  same  variation  for  the  various  firms  and  industries.  dt|hs  highest 
hours  reported  is  by  one  class  in  the  hotel  industry  at  17  hours  per  day  and^02  hours 
per  week.  Then  summarizing  the  number  of  hours  down  through  the  scale,  fll^  usual, 
one  class  reports  at  16  hours  per  day,  3  at  15, 1  at  UJ^,  4  at  U,  2at  13, 2  at  1214^  5  at  12, 
1  at  ll}t^,  2  at  13, 3  at  10^,  23  at  10, 1  at  9%,  7  at  9^,  13  at  9, 4  at  SH,  6  at  8,  4  ^7, 1  at 
6  and  1  at  4.  This  last  being  the  lowest  hours  per  day  and  reported  as  a  tel^hone 
operator  who  only  works  part  of  the  time,  averaging  only  24  hours  to  the  week.  iFrom 
Table  LV  it  will  also  be  seen  that  the  weekly  hours  run  principally  from  54  to  60  Vi^ 
the  time  of  beginning  work  ranging  from  6  o'clock  to  7  o'clock  and  quitting  from  5^3^ 
o'clock  to  6  o'clock,  exceptions  being  outside  of  these  figures.  \ 

In  Table  LVI  is  shown  the  hours  of  labor  for  Bay  City  with  the  time  of  beginnink 
and  quitting  work  and  the  time  allowed  for  dinner,  which  is  for  this  city  uniformly\ 
60  minutes.    Now  giving  the  summary  of  the  running  scale  of  hours  as  usual,  by  days  I 
and  weeks,  under  the  firms  and  industries,  the  highest  is  reported  in  the  hotel  business  ^ 
at  16  hours  per  day  and  96  per  week,  there  are  three  classes  at  15  hours  per  day,  1  at  14*     \^ 
4  at  13, 1  at  12^,  7  at  12, 2  at  11^^,  5  at  11, 17  at  10,  2  at  9%,  10  at  9,  7  at  8, 1  at  7, 3  at  6, 
1  at  5)^  and  1  at  4;  this  last  being  the  lowest;  and  for  a  music  teacher,    ^one  herr^ 
report  longer  or  shorter  hours  on  Saturday.    As  the  time  for  beginning  and  quit^ 
runs  about  the  same  here  as  elsewhere,  no  further  mention  need  be  made  of  that 

In  Jackson  under  Table  LVII  only  one  class  report  at  9)^  hours  per  day  wit' 
classes  at  10  hours  per  day;  and  the  latter  runs  regularly  at  60  hours  per  week  a 
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former  at  57.  The  uniform  time  of  beginning  is  at  7  o'clock  A.  M.  and  the  time  for 
quitting  is  6  o'clock  P.  M.  with  the  rule  and  no  exceptions  for  60  minutes  for  dinner. 

In  Table  LVIII  is  given  the  hours  of  labor  for  Muskegon,  and  here  as  in  most  of  the 
other  citiee,  is  found  one  class  under  the  hotel  industry  at  16  hours  per  day  and  96 
hours  per  week;  then  also,  is  found  4  classes  at  15  hours  per  day,  2  at  14, 1  at  10}^,  4  at 
13, 1  at  12^,  4  at  1%  1  at  11  >^,  6  at  11, 12  at  10, 4  at  9>^,  14  at  9,  3  at  8>^,  5  at  8,  5  at  7, 
1  at  6^  and  1  at  6,  all  having  60  minutes  for  dinner  except  one  which  is  35  minutes. 
The  time  of  beginning  and  quitting  is  the  same  here  as  in  other  cities  with  about  the 
same  variations. 

In  Lansing  under  Table  LIX  the  variations  for  daily  and  weekly  hours  of  labor  is 
similar  to  that  of  other  places,  except  the  time  for  dinner  which  is  uniformly  60  min- 
utes. Here  the  tailoring  industry  gives  the  longest  hours  under  one  class,  that  being 
15  hours  per  day  and  90  hours  per  week  and  only  one  class  reports  at  this.  There  are  3 
classes  at  14  hours  per  day,  1  at  13,  2  at  12,  2  at  113^,  2  at  11,  19  at  10,  4  at  QH,  7  at  9,  3 
at  8^,  7  at  8, 1  at  7^  and  3  at  7.  The  time  for  beginning  runs  from  6  o'clock  to  9 
o'clock,  and  quitting  at  from  4  o'clock  to  10  o'clock. 

In  Tpeilanti  there  is  no  variation  from  10  hours  per  day,  60  hours  per  week  and  60 
minutes  for  dinner,  beginning  at  7  o'clock  A.  M.  and  quitting  at  6  o'clock  P.  M. 

In  Owosso  the  daily  and  weekly  hours  vary.  The  class  reporting  for  the  highest 
number  of  hours  per  day  is  1  at  17  in  the  hotel  industry,  )iien  the  other  classes  are 
reported  as  i  at  15, 1  at  14, 1  at  13, 2  at  12%,  2  at  12,  3  at  11,  8  at  10, 1  at  9}i,  3  at  9,  3  at 
8, 1  at  7.  The  time  for  dinner  is  regularly  60  minutes  and  time  of  beginning  and  quit- 
ting running  about  the  same  as  in  other  cities. 

In  Pontiao  there  is  1  class  at  15  hours  per  day  and  90  hours  per  week,  1  at  14,  2  at  10 
and  1  at  9.    One  class  has  30  minutes  for  dinner,  all  the  reat  60. 

In  Belding  the  hours  are  10  per  day,  6(>per  week  with  60  minutes  for  dinner  regu. 
larly,  beginning  at  7  o'clock  in  the  mommg  and  quitting  at  6  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  in 
Three  Oaks,  Wyandotte  and  Rochester  the  time  is  similar  all  through  to  that  reported 
for  Belding. 

In  concluding  the  remarks  on  the  hours  of  labor  tables,  the  following  condensations 
are  given,  which,  of  themselves,  show  the^  true  status  of  the  women  wage-workers  of 
this  State  in  respect  to  this  part  of  their  daily  routine,  and  which  dearly  and  in  a  com- 
pact form  shows  the  exact  number  reporting  for  the  various  hours  worked  per  day.

COMMENTS  ON  HEALTH  TABLES. 


This  series  of  tables  show  the  oomparstive  state  of  health  for  the  past  year  at  the 
time  of  making  the  canvass  of  the  women  wage- workers,  with  the  state  of  their  health  at 
the  beginning  of  the  past  year,  and  also  at  the  time  of  their  beginning  as  a  wage-earner. 
In  addition  to  this,  these  tables  give  the  number  reporting  accidents  and  also  those 
who  report  ho  accidents.  Where  not  noted  by  a  *  or  t  and  a  foot  note  the  accidents 
have  oooorred  in  the  industry  for  which  they  are  reported.  Note  here,  also,  that  a 
large  number  have  not  reported  for  this  table  who  did  report  for  the  previous  tables, 
and  may  have  rei)orted  for  subsequent  tables,  but  the  report  here  is  much  fuller  than 
for  the  wage  tables.  It  should  also  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  some  industries 
are  combined  under  one  head  when  they  are  in  the  same  line.  This  is  done  as  a  mat- 
ter of  condensation,  therefore  the  industries  may  not  appear  in  these  tables  in  similar 
order  to  that  of  the  others.  Further  that  many  have  reported  for  the  other  tables 
while  failing  to  do  so  for  this,  and  this  is  true  for  all  of  the  other  cities  for  this  series 
of  tables,  for  which  reason  in  some  of  the  cities  industries  appear  here,  not  found  in  the 
other  tables,  such  being  the  cases  where  nothing  was  reported  for  wages  in  those  tables 
but  did  give  responses  as  to  health.  Besides  other  industries  reported  for  wages 
and  other  tables,  but  not  for  the  health  tables. 
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Table  LXVII  for  Detroit  gives  a  rery  good  showing,  ae  4,807  report  good  health  at 
present,  with  839  fair,  and  429  bad.  At  the  beginning  of  the  past  year  4,687  report  good 
health,  704  fair,  and  665  bad,  while  at  beginning  as  a  wage-earner  4,627  give  their 
health  as  good,  616  as  fair,  and  776  as  bad.  The  result  will  be  seen  from  this  data  that 
for  those  reporting  bad  health  the  number  has  diminished  sinoe  becoming  a  wage- 
earner.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  those  reporting  fair  health  has  been  increased,  as  well 
as  those  reporting  for  good  health,  sinoe  becoming  a  wage-earner.  On  the  whole,  then,, 
the  state  of  health  for  this  city  has  been  improved  sinoe  these  women  have  beoome^ 
wage-earners.    In  this  city  only  13  report  accidents,  while  6,090  report  none. 

Table  LXVni  gives  the  state  of  health  for  Qrand  Rapids  women  wage-workers. 
Here,  also,  in  some  industries  nothing  was  reported  in  relation  to  their  health.  The 
general  health  for  women  wage- workers  in  this  city  seems  fairly  good,  as  1,009  have^ 
reported  good  at  present,  with  332  fair,  and  only  113  bad,  while  there  were  reporting  at 
the  beginning  of  the  past  year  1,001  for  good  health,  222  fair,  340  bad;  and  1,007^ 
reported  good  health,  217  fair,  and  360  bad  at  age  of  beginning  work.  There  were  7^ 
accidents,  while  1,305  report  no  accidents.  It  wOl  be  seen  from  this  that  the  number 
of  accidents  in  Grand  Rapids  far  exceeds  that  of  Detroit,  in  proportion  to  the  number 
reporting,  as  31-f  to  the  thousand  are  reported  bad  for  Detroit,  and  46+  to  the  thou- 
sand are  reported  bad  for  Qrand  Rapids. 

Table  LXIX  shows  that  the  women  workers  in  Saginaw  are  generally  healthy.  Here 
in  one  industry  not  an  individual  responded  to  the  questions  pertaining  to  their  health. 
There  were  1,057  with  good  health  at  the  present  time,  240  fair,  and  only  50  with  bad 
health,  out  of  the  1,461  reporting  for  this  city.  There  were  1,110  reporting  good  health 
at  the  beginning  of  the  past  year,  167  fair,  and  118  bad,  thus  showing  a  general  improve- 
ment during  the  year.  Then  1,002  report  good  health  at  the  time  of  their  beginning  ae 
a  wage-earner,  with  141  fair  health,  and  121  bad,  this  showing  a  still  greater  improve- 
ment for  the  wage-earners  while  workers.  Only  10  have  rei>orted  accidents,  with  1472 
none.  * 

Bay  City's  health  is  found  in  Table  LXX,  where  the  same  difficulties,  as  before 
noted  for  full  reports,  were  encountered;  but  as  a  rule  the  data  was  readily  given.  Fosr 
the  present  time,  1,207  report  good,  123  fair,  and  87  bad.  At  the  beginning  of  the  past 
year,  1,159  report  good,  97  fair,  and  171  bad,  while  at  beginning  as  wage-earners  1499 
report  good,  90  fair,  and  158  bad,  thus  showing  a  general  improvement  in  health  sinoe 
becoming  wage-earners.    There  were  17  accidents  reported,  and  1,441  report  hone. 

Table  I^XXI  gives  the  results  in  Jackson  as  651  good  the  present  year,  108  fair  and 
63  bad.  For  the  beginning  of  the  past  year  651  report  good,  81  fair,  and  78  bad;  then 
at  beginning  as  a  wage-earner  651  report  good,  79  fair,  and  80  bad,  showii^g  about  the 
same  state  of  health  all  through  since  these  women  and  girls  became  wage-eamerB. 
One  exception  to  the  other  cities  is  that  the  entire  number,  817,  reporting  for  this  citj 
have  no  accidents  to  account  for. 

Table  LXXII  gives  the  health  of  Muskegon  women  wage-earners,  and  292  report 
good  at  the  present  time,  70  fair  and  only  13  bad,  while  at  the  beginning  of  the  past 
year  266  report  good  health,  44  fair,  and  67  bad,  and  at  the  beginning  of  work  at  wage- 
earners,  267  report  good,  44  fair  and  62  bad,  this  showing  an  improvement  in  their  state 
of  health  since  wage-earners.  There  were  15  who  reported  accidents  from  this  citj, 
and  353  reported  none. 

Table  LXXIII  gives  the  health  data  for  Lansing.  Some  industries  here  also  tidied 
to  report  under  this  table.  At  the  present  time  276  report  their  health  as  good,  61  fair 
and  26  bad,  while  at  the  beginning  of  the  phst  year  239  report  good,  40  fair,  and  82  bad. 
At  the  beginning  of  work  as  a  wage-earner  243  report  good,  39  fair,  and  79  bed. 
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shows  a  general  improvement  of  health  while  wage- workers.  There  were  6  reporting 
accidents,  and  351  none. 

Table  LXXIV  shows  the  state  of  health  in  Ypsilanti.  Here  the  Knit  Groods  factory 
and  Woolen  mills  are  condensed  together  as  woolen  mills,  being  similar  industries. 
At  the  present  time  2^6  report  good  health,  85  fair  and  50  bad,  while  at  the 
beginning  of  the  past  year  245  report  good,  78  fair  and  58  bad,  ftnd  at  beginning  of  work 
229  report  good,  77  fair,  and  56  bad.  This  shows  very  little  change  in  the  condition  of 
health  since  becoming  wage-earners.  There  was  only  1  reporting  accidents,  while  378 
rejwrt  none. 

In  Owosso,  Table  LXXV,  74  report  their  health  as  good  at  present,  30  fair  and  21 
bad,  while  at  the  beginning  of  last  year  78  report  good,  12  fair  and  43  bad,  and  at  begin- 
ning as  a  wage-earner,  72  good,  13  fair  and  42  bad,  this  showing  that  the  general  health 
of  the  women  wage-workers  for  this  city  has  not  improved,  but  rather  grown  worse. 
Eight  accidents  are  reported  and  115  report  none. 

In  Pontiao,  Table  LXXVI,  for  the  present  year  111  report  their  health  as  good,  12  as 
fair,  6  bad.  At  the  beginning  of  last  year,  and  at  becoming  a  wage-earner,  117  report 
good,  10  fair  and  9  bad.  This  indicates  an  improved  state  of  health  during  the  years 
engaged  as  wage-earners.    Only  1  accident  is  reported  for  this  city  and  135  none. 

In  Rochester,  Table  LXXVII,  the  health  of  the  women  wage- workers  is  the  same  at 
the  present  time  as  when  beginning  as  wage-earners.  There  were  39,  only,  who  reix)rt 
from  this  place  and  none  of  them  report  any  accidents. 

Table  LXXVIII  shows  the  condition  of  health  in  the  great  factories  at  Belding, 
where  at  the  present  time  272  report  their  health  as  good,  64  fair  and  15  bad.  A.t  the 
beginning  of  last  year  278  report  health  good,  56  fair  and  17  bad,  while  at  the  beginning 
as  wage-workers  278  are  good,  51  fair  and  18  bad.  This  shows  very  little  change  in  the 
condition  of  the  workers  in  this  place.  Only  1  accident  is  reported,  while  350  report 
none. 

In  Three  Oaks,  Table  LXXIX,  the  condition  of  health  is  generally  fair  and  there  has 
been  no  change  in  that  condition  since  the  women  have  been  wage-earners.  No  acci- 
dents are  reported  of  the  167  who  were  canvassed  in  this  city. 

In  Wyandotte,  Table  LXXX,  the  condition  of  health  appears  about  the  same,  which 
is  good  at  the  present  time  and  since  the  women  became  wage- earners.  Sixty-two 
report  from  this  village  and  no  accidents. 

Viewing  the  final  State  summary,  in  Table  LXXXI,  taking  the  total  number  report- 
ing for  the  different  columns  as  to  the  state  of  their  health,  it  is  seen  that  the  number 
reporting  good  health  has  increased  since  they  became  wage-earners.  It  is  also  seen 
that  the  number  reporting  fair  health  has  been  increased  considerably,  which 
would  indicate  that  a  good  many  who  had  either  good  or  bad  health  have  improved 
or  grown  worse  so  as  to  report  their  health  in  a  fair  condition,  while  others  have 
improved  to  good  health.  Then  it  will  also  be  seen  that  the  number  reporting  bad 
health  since  becoming  wage-earners  have  greatly  diminished  and  the  conclusion 
is  that  this  number  has  improved  in  health  sufficiently  to  class  themselves  as  under 
fair  health,  which  would  account,to  some  extent,  for  the  increased  number  reporting 
for  fair  health.  On  the  whole,  then,  this  final  summary  shows  an  average  good 
health  condition  among  the  women  wage-workers  and  it  also  shows  that  sanitary 
surroundings,  as  a  rule,  must  be  fair  in  order  to  bring  about  this  result.  Of  course 
there  are  exceptions  to  the  general  rule,  and  as  has  been  noted  elsewhere  in  this 
report,  those  exceptions  are  clearly  defined  and  the  reasons  for  bad  ventilation  and 
poor  sanitary  surroundings  given.  It  would  seem  that  out  of  so  many  reporting  for  the 
State  that  the  accidents  reported  are  marvelously  low,  as  only  146  are  reported  as 
having  any  accidents  occur  to  them,  out  of  12,765  reporting  no  accidents.

RECAPITULATION,  REMARKS  AND  SUMMARIES  OF  THE 

NATIVITY  TABLES. 


The  detailed  statements  of  the  nativity  of  each  woman  wage-worker  as  reported  is 
fully  shown  in  Table  LXXXII.  Here  is  clearly  defined  the  states  for  those  native  born, 
and  in  addition  to  this  the  provinces  for  all  who  are  foreign  bom,  with  totals  both  by 
states,  provinces,  and  the  entire  table  carried  out-  by  cities.  In  that  table  the  eye  very 
readily  catches  the  state  from  whence  most  of  our  women  wage-earners  come  from,  so 
far  as  especially  reported. 

The  bulk  of  our  women  wage- workers  under  the  native  born  are  reported  from  Mich- 
igan, and  there  is  a  large  percentage  of  them  reported  from  other  states,  nearly  every 
state  in  the  Union  being  represented  by  one  or  more.  Looking  to  the  foreign  part  of 
this  table  we  find  that  Germany  leads  in  the  list  for  the  largest  number  reported  out- 
side of  the  United  States,  with  Canada  next  and  Poland  third. 

The  number  reporting  of  foreign  birth  seems  to  indicate  a  large  immigration  from  all 
of  the  various  countries  to  add  to  the  force  of  our  wage- working  women,  and  in  looking 
over  the  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  foreign  born  and  native  born  are  nearly  equal. 

Quite  a  number  have  failed  to  report  in  connection  with  this  table,  as  will  be  seen 
both  for  self  and  parents.  Of  those  failing  to  report  in  this  connection,  it  is  fair  to 
suppose  that  most  of  them  are  foreign  born,  and  should  be  so  classed  for  any  statistical 
results  or  otherwise.  As  a  rule,  those  of  American  birth,  usually  know  their  birthplace 
more  accurately,  than  where  the  individuals  were  born  in  a  foreign  country,  and 
especially  would  this  be  the  case  in  connection  with  the  foreign  bom  of  father  and 
mother. 

An  interesting  table  could  be  formed  showing  the  detailed  account  of  the  foreign 
parentage  of  each  individual,  but  such  a  table  would  take  up  so  much  space  with  our 
large  number  reporting  that  for  lack  of  sufficient  means  to  carry  it  out  the  Bureau  is 
compelled  to  forego  such  a  table,  and  in  lieu  thereof  give  condensed  results,  which  now 
seems  to  be  more  demanded  by  the  public  than  the  minute,  exhaustive  detailed  reports 
as  heretofore,  and,  of  course,  is  now  generally  the  rule  with  all  Bureaus  conforming  to 
this.    Here  is  given  a  recapitulation  thereon  thrown  into  a  tabulated  form.

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From  this  is  seen  that  out  of  the  13,436  women-workers  canvassed  only  3,566  fathers 
are  of  American  birth,  with  9,762  of  reported  foreign  birth,  and  it  is  fair  to  suppose  that 
the  106  reporting  *'that  they  did  not  know  the  birthplace  of  father,*'  are  of  foreign  birth 
also.  About  the  same  proportion  of  mothers,  it  will  be  seen  from  this  summary,  are  of 
foreign  birth,  as  reported.  These  facts,  with  that  presented  for  individul  nativity, 
indicate  clearly  that  the  mass  of  our  working  women  and  girls  are  foreigners  or  the 
children  of  foreign  bom  parents. 

Here  the  querry  comes  in,  what  has  become  of  the  American  women  as  a  class  among 
the  working  forces?  The  inference  is  natural  that  our  American  women  are  the  last  to 
drift  into  the  busy  hive  of  toilers.  Wherever  the  women- workers  have  been  investigated 
this  state  of  facts  has  always  been  found  to  exist.  Although  it  is  becoming  popular  for 
women  to  engage  in  the  various  industries  of  life,  still  it  is  very  likely  to  be  some  time 
ere  the  American  women  and  girls  will  outnumber  the  foreign  element. 

The  following  summary  will  show  the  results  of  table  LXXXIII  in  a  different  form, 
massing  each  number  under  the  birthplace  by  countries  for  the  individual,  the  father 
and  mother,  which  is  virtually  a  recapitulation  of  the  totals  as  presented  in  the  detailed 
table  above  mentioned.

Another  feature  of  these  tables  is  next  presented  in  relation  to  those  with  or  without 
parents  living.  One  matter  which  is  not  presented  in  the  tables  is  here  defined  topically, 
that  is,  in  the  individual  reports  the  aggregate  of  the  State  reports  show  largely  in  favor 
of  the  longevity  of  foreign  parents  over  the  native  parents;  the  greatest  bulk  of  those 
reporting  where  father  and  mother  are  both  living  being  foreigners,  where  the  mass  of

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those  reporting  with  father  and  mother  both  dead,  are  native.  The  proi>orti6n  of  those 
where  one  parent  is  living  and  the  other  reported  as  dead  is  about  in  the  same  propor- 
tion as  to  foreign  or  native  born.  The  final  summary  in  oonneotion  with  parents  being 
dead  or  living  is  herewith  given  in  the  tabulated  form,  the  more  readily  to  catch  the 
eye.  Here  is  presented  the  number  reporting  where  both  parents  are  living,  those 
reporting  where  both  parents  are  dead,  those  reporting  where  the  father  is  dead  and 
mother  living  and  also  those  reporting  where  mother  is  dead  with  father  living.

Following  through  each  table  the  variety  of  ages  at  which  women  and  girls  first 
begin  work  will  be  found  to  cover  a  large  number  of  different  years,  and  the  largest 
number  reporting  for  any  one  age  can  be  readily  ascertained  for  each  city  by  a  glance 
at  the  table,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  women  and  girls  reporting  their  present  age. 

But  the  more  readily  to  ascertain  the  ages  at  which  most  of  the  wage-workers  begin 
work  and  the  ages  of  those  now  at  work  the  following  summary  of  both  tables  is 
presented  here,  as  a  final  total  for  the  State.

A  glanoe  at  the  final  summary  for  those  reporting  their  present  age  shows  the  largest 
number  reporting  'at  18  years  of  age,  the  next  largest  at  20  years  of  age,  the  third 
largest  number  reporting  at  17  years  of  age,  and  the  next  two  in  order  at  19  and  22  years. 
The  large  number  reporting  at  the  age  of  22  in  connection  with  those  reporting  at  15 
and  16  runs  the  age  of  most  of  the  working  women  at  from  15  to  25.  It  will  also  be 
seen  that  a  large  number  report  at  advanced  years  of  age,  but  the  majority  comes  within 
the  figures  before  noted. 

Glancing  at  the  final  summary  for  the  age  at  beginning  work  it  is  seen  that  the 
largest  number  begin  work  at  the  age  of  16,  the  next  largest  at  15,  third  in  order  at  14,. 
with  the  next  in  order  at  18  and  17  years  of  age,  with  1,070  at  the  age  of  13  and  465  at 
12,  showing  that  a  large  proportion  of  our  working  women  begin  when  very  young  in 
life,  the  majority  ranging  between  the  years  of  12  and  18.  It  will  be  noticed  in  connec- 
tion with  this  table,  also,  that  the  final  number  reporting  for  the  entire  State  does  not 
appear  here,  all  not  having  reported  for  this  table  in  many  cases. 

In  this  connection  there  are  a  few  points  should  be  noted  and  that  in  relation  to 
child  labor,  and  the  consequent  results  on  the  health  of  our  growing  girls.  Without 
doubt  few  parents  in  this  country  realize  the  aggregate  number  of  children  working  in 
factory,  mill  and  shop,  and  so  as  a  matter  of  history  we  here  record  the  fact — as  taken 
from  the  most  reliable  sources — that  1,000,800  under  the  age  prescribed  by  law  are  so 
working.  If  these  little  ones  only  worked  a  few  hours  per  day,  receiving  a  fair  com- 
pensation therefor,  with  opportunities  to  sit  when  tired  and  no  constant  strain 
on  their  nervous  system,  it  would  only  do  them  good  in  such  case,  and  more  truly  fit 
them  for  the  struggles  of  life,  but  alas!  the  facts  are  that  many,  and  every  thing  indic- 
ates, the  most  of  them,  are  compelled  to  work  long  hours,  with  scarcely  any  time  for 
rest  or  recreation  and  a  mere  pittance  for  their  work,  making  a  fearful  draft  on  their 
nervous  system,  and  in  many  cases  producing  deformed  adults. 

In  this  State  child  labor  is  not  so  extensively  employed  as  in  some  other  states,  but 
from  reports  given  in,  and  data  gleaned  from  other  sources,  it  is  found  of  sufBoient 
extent  to  demand  more  rigid  attention  by  our  law  makers.

REMARKS  AND  SUMMARY. 


The  preceding  table  is  a  detailed  history  of  the  working  women  in  relation  to  their 
surroundings  when  resting  from  their  work.  Showing  where  they  lodge  and  eat,  olassi- 
fied  by  cities,  and  by  industries.  The  object  of  this  table  is  to  show  the  home  influence, 
developing  the  fact  as  to  whether  most  of  the  working  women  and  girls  live  at  home  or 
not.  In  each  city  it  will  be  seen  that  the  great  mass  are  under  home  influence,  although 
there  are  a  large  number  who  live  in  lodging  houses  or  in  private  families,  yet  under 
the  aggregate  number  reporting,  nearly  the  proportion  of  four  under  home  influence  is 
found  to  one  under  other  influences.  A  close  study  of  the  table  will  show  any  desiring 
to  know,  which  industry  reports  the  largest  number  outside  of  home  influence,  as  it  will 
also  show  in  which  city  there  is  proportionately  the  greatest  lack  of  home  surroundings

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In  table  LXXXVIII  is  presented  the  detailed  record  of  those  reoeiving  aaeiBtance 
from  relatives  or  others.  This  of  course  is  not  taken  into  account  as  a  matter  of  wages, 
and  given  purposely  here  to  show  how  few  of  the  large  number  canvass^  receive  any 
BBsistanoe  outside  of  their  wages.  This  however  in  this  case  is  only  an  approximate  as 
to  showing  the  actual  number  receiving  outside  aid  as  there  were  more  defects  in  the 
answers  to  this  table  than  any  other.  It  would  seem  that  in  relation  to  questions  of 
this  character  workings  people  seem  to  decline  answering  more  than  in  any  other,  for 
the  reason  that  so  may  do  not  yet  understand  the  great  benefit  to  all  concerned,  that 
must  result  from  these  investigations. 

The  foregoing  table  does  show  so  far  as  it  goes,  the  various  sources  and  manner  of 
outside  assistance,  and  had  all  given  faithful  reports  to  these  questions,  a  comparative 
result  could  have  been  given,  showing  the  bearing  all  such  assistance  would  have  as  a 
betterment  to  the  working  women.  Now  being  so  short  of  the  full  number,  it  is  not 
sufficient  data  to  use  as  a  base  on  which  to  found  such  a  result,  therefore  its  only  given 
as  a  limited  individual  report,  as  very  likely  to  show  the  range  of  help  to  the  women 
workers.

Under  this  section  is  given  a  table  showing  the  lost  time,  with  cause.  This  table  is 
also  an  aggregate  one  of  all  women  workers  reporting,  showing  the  entire  number  under 
each  specified  day,  week  or  month.  A  supplement  table  also  follows,  showing  the 
number  reporting  a  vacation,  with  and  without  pay,  also  the  causes  for  lost  time.

COMMENTS  ON  LOST  TIME  AND  VACATION  TABLE. 


Only  about  two-thirds  of  the  women  and  girls  gave  answers  to  these  questions,  there- 
fore the  number  api>earing  in  this  table  is  far  below  the  total  number  reporting  for  the 
titate. 

In  this  table  it  is  seen  that  the  great  body  of  workers  have  two,  four  and  eight  weeks 
vaoation.  The  total  number  reporting  the  cause  of  lost  time  runs  less  than  the  total 
reporting  for  the  lost  time  only,  because  some  reported  lost  time  but  did  not  give  the 
oau6e.  The  vacation  time  has,  as  a  rule,  been  reported  separate  from  the  lost  time,  but 
some  reported  their  vacation  because  of  a  lack  of  work,  in  which  cases  they  are  classed 
under  lost  time  because  of  no  work.  ^ 

Out  of  the  large  number  who  have  vacation,  357  only  draw  pay.  The  24  optional, 
reporting  means  that  they  can  take  a  vacation  or  not  as  they  choose,  but  do  not  say 
whether  wages  cease  or  not,  nor  that  they  have  taken  the  vacation. 

The  largest  number,  outside  the  vaoation,  report  lack  of  work  as  a  cause  for  lost  time, 
with  sickness  next  and  other  causes  least. 

From  the  supplemental  table  it  is  found  that  8,366  have  lost  time  ranging  from  six 
months  to  one  day. 

This  table  furnishes  a  large  variety  of  results,  which  could  be  thrown  into  different 
tabulated  forms,  but  for  the  lack  of  time  and  space,  further  details  and  condusiona 
must  be  left  to  those  in  statisical  work  desiring  them,  who  can  quickly  get  the  points 
needed.    For  the  general  reader  its  present  form  is  the  more  readily  understood.

Very  few  oomments  are  needed  on  tables  XC  and  XCI,  as  the  form  presented  is  easily 
oomprehended.  In  the  table  showing  the  time  employed  in  present  occupation,  the 
largest  number  report  at  two  years,  next  largest  at  four,  with  next  in  order  at  three 
years.

The  jBrst  part 
showing  the  number  who  worked  with  pay,  and  the  number  reporting  at  the  various 
specified  sums,  while  the  rest  of  the  table  gives  the  number  reporting  at  the  various 
weeks,  months  or  years  served  without  pay.  From  this  table  it  would  seem  that  only 
a  small  proportion  of  the  women  workers  serve  time  in  the  various  occupations.  And 
it  would  also  appear  that  the  system  of  apprenticeship  is  little  used  in  this  State  among 
the  female  workers.

Table  XOIII  shows  the  number  of  wa^e- women  who  own  homes,  and  in  addition  to 
that,  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  on  such  homes,  with  the  interest  they  pay.  From 
this  table  it  is  seen  that  very  few  of  our  working  women  have  homes  of  their  own,  com- 
pared to  the  entire  number  canvassed,  as  we  find  that  6,403  report  not  owning  a  home, 
while  only  2,544  report  that  they  own  a  home,  and  of  this  number  those  reporting  mort- 
gagee on  the  same,  are  included.  This  leaves  4,429  women  wage-workers  who  have  not 
answered  as  to  this  question,  and  the  presumption  is  that  they  also  do  not  own  homes. 
This  would  make  only  26-f-  per  cent  owning  homes  with  734-  P^^^  ^^^^  not 'owning  homes, 
atid  in  this  percentage  is  also  included  the  number  of  homes  mortgaged,  which  would 
bring  the  actual  ownership  of  homes  less. 

The  number  reporting  under  ownership  of  personal  property  is  less  in  the^aggregate 
than  those  who  own  homes.  In  this  connection  those  reporting  yes  are  not  included 
with  those  reporting  the  amount  of  the  personal  property  they  own.  We  find  here  that 
6,722  report  that  they  do  not  own  personal  property,  while  1,732  are  reported  as  owning

personal  property  in  the  various  forms  as  appears  in  the  table.  Where  the  interest  is 
given  in  addition  to  the  amount  of  personal  pro^rty  owned,  it  means  that  .the  personal 
property  is  mortgaged  and  they  are  paying  that  amount  of  interest,  but  they  have  not 
given  the  amount  of  such  mortgage. 

In  table  XCIV  is  given  the  condition  of  the  women  wage- workers  as  to  living  together 
in  rooms,  also  the  number  reporting  for  the  various  amounts  of  rent  they  are  compelled 
to  pay,  which  is,  of  course,  given  in  connection  with  those  who  are  renting.  The  larger 
part  of  the  women  wage-workers  living  at  home  or  with  relatives,  of  course,  would  not  be 
taken  in  this  table  as  they  have  no  rents  to  pay,  consequently  the  number  appearing 
here  is  only  a  small  amount  of  the  entire  number  of  women  canvassed.  In  connection 
with  those  who  occupy  rooms,  we  And  that  3,030  are  living  in  only  one  room,  and  as  the 
number  of  rooms  increase  the  number  of  those  occupying  diminishes  at  a  very  rapid  rate, 
as  will  be  seen  in  the  table.  The  general  average  paid  for  rents  runs  between  the 
figures  at  $1.00  a  week  to  $5.00  per  week,  only  very  few  paying  larger  sums.  Of  those 
who  are  reported  at  the  larger  rents  per  week  or  month,  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  they 
have  a  larger  number  of  rooms  than  is  utilized  for  family  purposes,  and  re-rent  some  of 
them  to  help  in  the  family  support.

In  relation  to  the  above  table  all  that  need  be  said  is  that  6,571  of  the  women  wage- 
workers  are  compelled  to  stoop  over  in  their  work,  while  5,005  of  them  report  no  in  this 
connection,  showing  that  more  are^  compelled  to  stoop  over  in  their  work  than  those 
who  do  not,  and  in  addition  to  this  we  find  that  321  although  sitting  have  to  stoop  over 
also,  and  33  while  standing  report  that  they  have  to  stoop  besides.  As  to  whether  those 
reporting  yes  are  compelled  to  stand  or  sit  in  addition  to  stooping  over,  of  course  is  not 
known  as  they  have  not  reported  other  than  as  taken.  From  this  it  will  appear  that  a 
majority  of  the  women  workers  are  compelled  to  stoop  in  their  work  and  in  connection 
with  those  who  are  compelled  to  reach  up,  we  find  a  less  number  reporting  yea 
than  no,  showing  that  most  of  the  vocations  in  which  women  are  engaged  compel 
more  stooping  than  reaching  up,  the  latter,  of  course,  being  considered  the  most  injurious 
to  health.

Jn  relation  to  the  questions  from  which  this  table  is  formulated  it  should  be  said  that 
it  was  one  of  those,  where  the  women  who  are  interested  in  the  conditions  of  their  fellow 
workers,  had  earnestly  requested  the  Commissioner  to  investigate  these  subjects,  and  on 
these  requests,  questions  were  asked  as  voluntary  ones,  which  accounts  for  the  large 
number  not  reporting. 

Only  2,707  of  the  13,436  canvassed  reeix>nded,  which  are  classified  as  above  stated. 

A  great  many  of  whom  the  questions  were  asked,  thought  no  one  had  any  right  to 
receive  any  answer  to  them,  not  coifiprehending  the  statistical  purposes  in  view.  As  to 
those  who  did  answer  it  is  found  that  a  very  small  per  cent  belong  to  any  societies,  only  64, 
while  947  report  as  non-society  members.  A  very  large  percentage  of  those  reporting 
either  belong  to  or  attend  church.  The  answer  in  connection  with  those  who  attend 
ehurch  does  not  imifty  that  they  belong  to  any  church,  byt  only  that  they  are  church 
goers. 

The  total  number  reporting  as  belonging  to  some  church  or  who  attend  church,  is 
2;055,  while  358  are  in  no  way  church  goers,  which  leaves  11,023  who  have  not  responded 
to  the  questions.

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In  relation  to  the  above  question  we  would  say  that  it  is  one  of  those  classed  bb 
"  voluntary  "  by  the  Bureau.  This  question  was  requested  to  be  asked  of  the  women 
wa^^e- workers  by  ladies  interested  in  the  welfare  of  their  sex  with  a  desire  of  ascertain* 
ing,  if  possible,  the  effect  of  the  wearing  of  corsets  upon  women  workers,  and  also  to 
get  an  expression  f  ropi  the  women  tiiemselvee  as  to  their  effect  upon  health.  In  no  case 
were  these  questions  compelled  to  be  answered,  and  were  only  asked  of  individuals  in 
a  limited  number  of  cases,  and  whenever  freely  responded  to,  taken,  which  accounts  for 
the  small  number  of  those  who  have  answered  to  this  question  as  will  be  seen  by  table 
XGVII.  Of  the  3,487  who  report  wearing  corsets  we  find  that  an  additional  232  report 
that  they  do  not  wear  them.  An  interesting  feature  of  this  report  which  could  not  be 
made  to  appear  in  the  table  is  well  to  speak  of  now,  which  is  that  comparing  the  health 
of  those  who  report  not  wearing  corsets  with  the  health  of  those  who  report  that  they 
do,  the  percentage  of  good  health  we  find  largely  in  favor  of  those  who  report  na 
Whether  this  would  be  the  direct  result  of  the  wearing  of  corsets  or  not  is  only  an 
inference,  but  supposably  the  real  cause.  The  number  not  reporting  is  also  given,  but 
we  must  further  explain  that  the  most  of  these  women  were  not  asked  the  question, 
and  those  to  whom  the  question  was  given  as  a  rule  responded  freely. 

In  addition  to  the  above  remarks  by  the  individuals  canvassed,  one  lady  worker 
writes  the  following: 

I  believe  a  complete  reform  should  be  made  in  woman's  attire,  but  custom  is  such  a 
stern  master,  that  the  method  of  how  to  best  secuje  the  change  is  hard  to  find  out  I 
send  you  the  following  extract  which  was  clipped  from  a  lady's  paper  which  seems  per- 
tinent to  this  subject: 

^'It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  those  women  who  care  for  their  beauty  rather  than 
for  style  in  their  attire  should  again  and  again  revert  to  the  idea  of  introducing  among 
English  ladies  the  graceful  fashions  of  ancient  Greece.  The  flowing  draperies  and  cun- 
ning folds  in  which  the  robe  of  the  Athenian  lady  was  arranged  formed  the  very  ideal 
of  a  suitable  attire  for  women,  if  they  studied  only  the  art  of  making  themselves  appear 
charming. 

^'That  the  Greek  is  really  the  only  mode  of  attire  suited  to  the  form  feminine  is  suflSi- 
ciently  attested  by  the  fact  that  no  woman  of  taste  wishing  a  life  size  statue  of  Ijerself 
to  be  made  would  think  of  arraying  herself  in  any  other  fashion  of  clothing.  How  would 
the  bodice,  short  or  long  in  basque,  according  to  the  prevailing  style,  the  full  straight 
skirt  or  the  flounced  petticoat,  the  tight  lac^  waist  and  the  peaked  shoulders  appear 
when  chiseled  in  marole  or  rendered  in  bronze.  So  far,  however,  the  demand  for  oiaasio 
ideals  has  been  made  in  vain.  The  attempts  to  revive  the  beautiful  fashions  of  the 
Greek  women  have  been  desultory  and  infrequent,  and  the  few  ladies  who  have  tried 
Hie  experiment  have  either  been  soon  tired  by  the  extra  trouble  involved  and  annoyed 
by  the  notice  they  excited,  or  they  have  not  possessed  suflioient  social  importance  for 
their  example  to  be  largely  followed.'* 

Another  woman  worker  says:  *^  I  know  from  extensive  observation  that  the  wearing 
of  corsets  is  very  injurious  to  the  health  of  women  and  have  been  deeply  interested  in 
the  ideas  as  promulgated  by  the  Chautauqua  dress  reform  ladies  which  this  year  has 
attracted  more  popular  attention  than  ever  before,  and  is  creating  more  public  interest 
than  all  the  learned  discussions  of  that  far-famed  resort.  1  am  not  posted  as  to  the  full 
purport  of  their  ideas,  but  they  seem  to  contemplate  a  combination  of  the  Greek  and 
Turkish  costumes  and  to  entirely  discard  all  stays  or  devices  that  tend  to  hamper  the 
free  motions  of  the  body.  The  principal  motive  for  the  change  is  undoubtely  a  worthy 
one,  namely,  to  give  greater  freedom  of  motion  to  women,  to  dispense  with  the  health- 
breaking  corset,  and  to  shift  the  weight  of  clothing  from  the  waist,  where  it  now  is,  to 
the  shoulderp,  where  it  ought  to  be.  It  is  a  serious  matter  this  dress  reform  idea,  and 
while  the  temptation  to  the  average  American  is  to  treat  the  matter  in  a  joking  way,  it 
is  very  far  from  being  a  joke.  "  The  way  to  resumption  is  just  to  resume.*'  The  way 
to  dress  reform  is  just  to  reform,  not  to  talk  about  it.  Thus  dress  reformers  of 
Chautauqua  have  concluded,  and  they  have  donned  the  new  garments.  I  do  hope  women 
will  break  down  the  old  customs  and  seek  that  which  will  give  us  the  greatest  health. 
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INDIVIDUAL  REMARKS,  COMMENTS  AND  SUGGESTIONS. 

Under  this  section  we  give  the  remarks,  oomments  and  suggestions  as  given  to  the 
•anvassers  of  the  Bureau  by  the  individual  women  wage- workers  canvassed  in  the  State. 
We  not  only  give  their  various  oomments,  but  also  in  uiis  connection  give  their  remarks 
as  to  the  number  of  persons  any  particular  wage-earner  may  be  supporting,  i.  e.,  those 
who  support  children  and  how  many,  those  who  say  they  are  keeping  house  and  give  all 
towards  it,  and  support  father  or  mother,  also  the  various  remarlra  pertaining  to  the 
individual  life  of  each  as  they  have  voluntarily  given  it  to  the  canvassers,  and  in  some 
cases  the  oomments  by  canvassers. 

^  I  have  ten  children  to  support." 

*'I  am  working  in  the  men's  clothing  factory  in  Detroit  This  firm  starts  work  at 
7:30  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  stops  at  5:90  in  the  evening,  and  closes  down  at  noon  on 
Saturday." 

"  Where  I  work  fifty  girls  are  employed;  it  is  in  the  capsule  factory.  I  do  nothing*but 
make  capsules;  it  is  very  light  and  clean  work.  The  factory  closes  down  at  noon  on 
Saturday." 

^  I  have  paid  $80.00  on  a  piano  in  the  past  year." 

**I  have  tour  bqrs  working;  myself  and  husband  and  children  are  are  all. supported  by 
husband  and  self."         .  .  * 

*'  I  had  a  vacation,  but  am  unable  to  tell  how  long." 

"  My  occupation  is  in  the  seedstoie,  what  they  call  packing,  i.  e.,  putting  seed  packages 
into  large  boxes." 

^  1  am  engaged  in  a  seed  store  in  the  occupation  called  picking,  which  means  separat- 
ing good  from  defective  seeds." 

*'  I  give  all  I  can  spare  to  my  parents." 

"  I  support  my  mother  and  pay  $1.00  a  month  for  papers." 

*'My  father  and  mother  are  both  invalids.    I  support  them." 

**  I  am  using  part  of  my  wages  for  taking  music  lessons." 

**  I  am  helping  to  pay  off  tiie  mortgage  on  my  parents'  home." 

'*  I  have  furnished  my  bedroom  during  the  past  year  out  of  my  wages  at  a  cost  of  $50.00. 

"  I  own  a  lot  in  the  city  of  Detroit." 

^  I  work  in  a  tobacco  factory  in  Detroit.  Such  small  wages  are  paid  that  none  but 
small  girls  are  usually  employed,  some  being  under  14  years  of  age.  The  parents  or 
guardians  of  the  girls  buy  their  clothes." 

^  I  only  average  $8.00  a  month  wages  and  work  only  12  months  during  the  year." 
(She  means  that  the  extra  days  are  not  worked  during  the  year.) 

*'Our  home  is  mortgaged;  I  am  helping  to  pay  for  it,  but  I  do  not  know  the  amount." 

In  one  of  the  chair  factories  in  Grand  Rapids  it  was  impossible  to  get  the  amount  the 
girls  spend  for  clothes.  They  said  they  gave  their  money  to  their  parents,  and  a  great 
many  of  them  do  not  speak  English,  and  it  was  therefore  only  by  the  aid  of  a  few  who 
could  speak  a  little  English,  that  any  information  could  be  obtained. 

"  I  work  only  four  hours  on  Monday." 

^  I  have  a  debt  of  13.00  contracted  during  the  past  year  for  doctor's  bill." 

Plug  spreading  is  where  the  girls  put  the  tobacco  on  tables  for  drying. 

*'  I  ndceive  help  from  my  husband,  and  we  have  a  large  family  to  support." 

*'  I  have  a  chattel  mortgage  on  a  watch." 

^'  I  live  in  a  boarding  house  which  took  fire.  I  jumped  from  the  window  and  was 
badly  hurt,  but  the  firm  paid  my  billa"  (This  is  in  fielding.) 

The  canvasser  remarks  that  the  spinners. are  the  ones  who  weave  raw  silk  into  threads; 
they  stand  part  of  the  time,  but  can  sit  down  when  they  wish. 

**  I  have  charge  of  a  cottage  containing  fifty  insane  ladies;  two  attendants  to  assist 
me;  my  husband  is  employed  at  main  building;  takes  meals  and  rooms  with  me  at  cot- 
tage; eook  our  own  food  and  do  other  work  with  help  of  the  patients." 

The  canvasser  for  Ypsilanti  finds  that  the  girls  are  docked,  or  at  least  there  is  a  certain 
amount  of  their  wages  deducted  for  waste,  the  amounts  given  below  are  by  the  week, 
especially  referring  to  the  week  just  before  the  canvass  was  taken. 

One  reports  35  cents  deducted  for  waste;  6  at  75  cents;  4  at  65  cents;  11  at  $1.00;  2  at 
50  cents;  1  at  55  cents;  2  at  $1.50;  2  at  30  cents;  1  at  50  cents;  1  at  45  cents;  1  at  90  cents; 
3  at  $1.25;  1  at  40  cents;  1  at  $4.00;  1  at  $1.35;  1  at  60  cents;  3  at  25  cents;  and  1  at  80  cents. 
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**  I  believe  women  wage-workera  should  reoeive  better  wages  with  lees  hours  of  labor 
snd  equal  pay  with  men  for  the  same  work.'' 

**  I  give  all  my  earnings  at  home;  my  clothes  are  bought  and  made  by  my  parents 
without  regard  to  my  earnings." 

**  I  received  $150.00  in  the  past  year  from  an -estate.  I  served  as  an  apprentice  without 
pay  four  months.    My  occupation  is  a  laundress." 

**  My  mother  is  a  widow  Icuiy;  I  give  nearly  all  of  my  wages  for  the  support  of  her  and 
little  sister;  my  mother  has  a  home,  but  it  is  not  paid  for  yet." 

"  I  use  all  my  eaminffs  to  live  on;  we  keep  house." 

^  I  am  clerking  in  a  dry  goods  store ;  there  are  paints  and  oils  in  the  next  building, 
which  I  think  is  affecting  my  health." 

*'  I  am  working  in  a  carpet  store  and  in  addition  to  my  wages  receive  my  board." 

*'  I  board  at  home  for  which  I  pay  nothing,  and  in  addition  to  my  wages  receive  92.00 
I>er  month  cash  from  parents." 

*'  I  board  with  mv  relatives  and  my  clothes  are  purchased  by  them." 

^  I  work  at  hair  dressing  and  am  not  able  to  save  anything  out  of  my  wages," 

"  I  give  $5.00  per  week  of  my  wages  to  parents,  which  is  all  of  my  earnings." 

**  I  am  working  in  a  hotel  in  Grand  Rapids.*  The  water  used  is  city  water  from  Grand 
River  so  you  can  judge  it  is  not  pure." 

*'  I  was  $50.00  in  debt  on  a  piano,  but  have  paid  all  the  debt  up  in  the  past  year,  ezoept 
$20.00. 

**  I  give  one-third  of  my  wages  to  relatives  with  whom  I  board." 

'*  I  receive  pay  from  my  employers  in  case  of  sickness." 

^*  I  own  three  houses  and  lots;  they  are  not  quite  paid  for  yet." 

'*  I  carry  a  life  insurance  policy  on  which  I  pay  $18.00  in  dues  and  assessments  i>etr 
year." 

^'  I  pay  $1.25  per  week  for  five  shares  in  the  building  and  loan  association." 

**I  have  given  answers  to  the  questions  only  since  I  became  a  wage-earner,  which  was 
after  losing  my  husband." 

"  I  can  not  complain  about  work;  everything  is  convenient  and  employers  are  very  kind. 
My  occupation  is  in  a  laundry." 

**  I  believe  that  narrow-mindedness  of  many  women,  caused  by  the  lack  of  education 
and  jealousy,  is  the  worst  impediment  to  their  own  advancement  This  is  true  of 
many  who  are  credited  with  a  considerable  degree  of  intelligence.  For  many,  conditions 
will  improve  only  so  fast  as  they,  themselves,  are  educated  up  to  a  higher  standard.  I 
say  this  because  so  many  girls  seem  not  to  understand  the  questions  desired  answered 
by  the  Bureau,  which  seems  to  me  a  noble  work." 

'*  I  think  the  questions  rather  personal,  but  nevertheless  have  answered  them  to  the 
best  of  my  ability.  I  do  not  think  that  any  one  one  has  a  right  to  know  what  wages 
•I  get." 

The  canvasser  taking  this  report  said  the  lady  gave  her  wages  at  about  $6.00  per  week, 
but  it  was  not  entered  in  the  record. 

"  I  broke  my  arm  twice  in  the  past  fourteen  years,  which  troubles  me  still,  yet  am 
obliged  to  work  to  support  myself.'' 

**  I  am  working  in  a  tailoring  establishment,  and  men  in  the  same  line  receive  from 
$5.00  to  $7.00  per  month  more  than  women." 

"  In  addition  to  supporting  myself  I  pay  for  my  sister's  schooling." 

'*  I  lived  in  Texas  when  young;  there  were  no  schools  within  ten  miles,  so  never 
attented  school." 

**  I  support  my  aged  parents  who  live  with  me,  and  m  their  support  I  am  assisted  by 
my  brother  and  sister." 

A  canvasser  reports  that  one  lady  in  the  photograph  business  in  Saginaw  disliked  to 
answer  in  relation  to  her  wages  for  the  reason  that  if  she  told,  everybody  would  rush  into 
her  business;  but  she  said  that  she  owned  real  estate  by  right  of  inheritance. 

**  I  took  up  the  occupation  of  nursing  by  reason  of  the  death  of  my  husband  and  loss 
of  property  in  the  panic  in  the  east.  I  make  a  speciality  of  nursing  in  surgical  oases, 
and  am  obliged  to  support  a  family  of  four  small  children." 

"  J  work  in  a  felt  boot  factory.  The  ventilation  is  very  poor,  and  the  partitions  are 
very  low  so  that  the  machinery  makes  a  confusion  of  noise.  The  room  is  heated  by 
steam  which  emits  a  very  bad,  unhealthy  odor." 

One  canvasser  reports  that  in  a  dry  goods  store  the  firm  had  three  lady  clerks  die  in 
the  past  two  years.  One  died  two  months  previous  to  the  taking  of  the  canvass.  She 
had  clerked  for  the  firm  four  years,  and  the  cause  of  the  sickness  was  laid  to  the  wash 
basin  in  the  closet  where  both  males  and  females  are  required  to  go;  female  clerks  not 
allowed  to  use  closets  provided  for  the  lady  customers,  and  the  sewerage  connection  is 
considered  the  cause  of  the  sickness  among  the  clerks;  and  in  this  same  firm  seats  are 
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prcmded,  but  the  clerks  are  given  to  understand  that  they  will  be  discharged  if  they 
are  used  too  much. 

^  My  father  died  when  I  was  two  years  of  age.  J  commenced  as  a  wage-earner  at  six> 
teen,  and  have  ever  since  supported  my  mother.  I  have  saved  from  my  earnings  with 
which  we  have  bought  a  home  and  kept  house  until  my  mother  died  a  year  ago." 

^  I  have  bad  health  contracted  from  walking  up  stairs  at  our  place  of  business." 

Two  say,  ''  I  pay  all  the  rent  and  help  support  my  mother  and  small  sister." 

^  I  bring  a  wash  basin  from  home  and  use  a  board  for  a  stand,  and  my  occupation  i» 
a  tickmaker  in  a  mattress  factory." 

'*  I  work  in  a  mattress  factory.  My  husband  works  in  the  same  factory.  The  girl» 
have  to  furnish  wash  basins  and  barrels  or  boards  to  use  them  on." 

*'  I  do  not  think  the  water  in  Grand  Rapids  in  general  is  good  to  drink." 

**I  work  in  a  boarding  house;  board  ana  rent  is  furnished  the  help;  four  sleep  in  one 
room;  the  girls  in  this  building  have  only  been  working  about  three  months,  as  it  has- 
just  changed  hands;  chamber  maids  each  have  one  floor  to  take  charge  of,  so  that  they 
do  not  work  in  rooma" 

Another  canvasser  says  that  in  the  boarding  houses  many  of  the  girls  did  not  seem  to- 
onderstand  what  the  questions  were  for  and,  consequently,  it  was  impossible  to  get  full 
answers. 

*'  I  work  in  the  kitchen  of  a  boarding  house,  and  in  addition  to  general  work  have  to> 
sort  the  dishes." 

In  looking  through  the  remarks  as  given  by  the  women  wage-workers  in  the  laundry 
industry  we  find -that  nearlv  all  of  them  respond  to  the  question  *'  How  do  your  wages 
oomi>are  with  that  of  men?"  that  they  nearly  all  for  tJie  various  occupations  answer 
that  men  receive  about  twice  as  much  as  the  women. 

**  I  am  working  in  the  tailoring  industry,  and  we  are  docked  according  to  the  time  lost. 
In  this  industry  men  receive  some  higher  wages  than  we  do." 

^  I  am  working  in  a  dry  goods  store.  We  are  docked  according  to  lost  time.  I  belong- 
to  an  insurance  society.  Gentlemen  receive  higher  wages  them  we  do  for  the  same^ 
occupation." 

**  I  am  working  for  a  drv  goods  store;  am  docked  for  actual  time  lost.  Gentlemen  in 
same  department  receive  higher  wages.  I  give  fdl  my  wages  to  parents  and  am  cared 
for  in  return." 

"  I  began  work  very  young;  never  served  apprenticeship;  went  right  to  work  and  got 
pay  from  the  first." 

We  find  fmm  thirty  individuals  canvassed  in  dry  goods  stores  who  respond  to  th& 
question  of  equal  pay  for  men  and  women,  that  every  one  of  them  answer  that  men 
receive  higher  wa^ee  than  the  women  for  the  same  line  of  work. 

"  I  am  working  m  a  boarding  house ;  if  any  girl  breaks  a  glass  dish  she  is  charged  five 
cents." 

^  I  am  working  in  a  hotel.  My  work  begins  at  1: 30  in  the  afternoon  and  I  quit  at 
3  o'clock  in  the  morning,  but  we  have  the  forenoon  in  which  there  is  no  work  to  do." 

"  I  thmk  a  majority  of  women  wage- workers  perform  household  duties  for  themselves 
or  families  aside  from  regular  occupation.  Also  that  their  trade  ability  and  general 
health  would  increase  could  they  work  in  stated  hours  with  utter  disregard  to  house- 
hold duties  aside  from  their  day's  labor." 

"  I  give  852.00  per  year  to  the  church." 

'*  I  give  $50.00  in  support  of  the  gospel  and  for  the  poor." 

**  My  work  in  the  past  year  has  been  as  supply  teacher;  salary  nine- tenths  of  the  regular 
salary ;  supplied  for  teacher  whose  salary  varied  from  $200.00  to  $600.00.  I  do  not  keep 
account  of  earnings  and  can  not  answer  all  of  the  questions." 

'*  I  believe  where  women  fill  men's  places  they  should  secure  the  same  salary  as  men, 
provided  they  are  as  capable.  Seats  of  some  kind  should  be  provided  for  all  women  and 
girls  employed  in  shops  and  stores  so  they  may  rest  at  least  a  few  minutes  during  the  day. 

^'  I  received  a  serious  hurt  in  my  back  carrying  clothes  up  stairs  the  past  year,  which 
caused  three  months  lost  time." 

Three  say:  '*  I  support  the  house  and  clothe  myself  out  of  my  wages." 

Two  say'  *^I  pay  nothing  at  home  for  my  board,  but  all  I  earn  goes  for  clothes  and 
amusement." 

'*  I  am  carrying  on  a  grocery  store  for  my  mother,  and  have  all  the  money  needed  for 
my  own  use,  which  averages  about  $4.00  per  week." 

"  I  am  working  in  the  £iitting  factory.  Men  in  the  same  work  get  $20.00  per  month 
more  than  women.    I  think  there  should  be  equal  pay  for  the  same  work." 

^  I  am  a  colored  woman  and  a  laundress.    I  was  once  a  slave." 

The  canvasser  remarks  that  one  woman  in  a  hotel  was  unable  to  understand  what  was 
required;  she  could  not  talk  English  and  therefore  only  a  few  answers  could  be  obtained 
from  her,  which  were  secured  through  one  of  the  other  girls. 
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"  I  am  working  in  a  hotel.  Men  get  three  times  as  much  as  women  for  the  same  work." 

"  I  am  a  stenographer;  men  get  the  same  wages  as  women.'* 

"  I  am  a  olerk  in  a  dry  goods  store;  for  the  same  work  men  get  twice  as  much  as  I  do.** 

Two  say:  **  I  am  working  in  a  hotel;  men  get  twice  as  much  as  the  women  for  the 
same  kind  of  work." 

^I  believe  women  should  take  more  physical  exercise  after  working  hours  when  they 
are  clerking  or  in  office  work." 

**I  can  not  answer  the  questions  fully;  I  do  not  know  exactly  all  the  causes  for  lost 
time,  there  were  several  days  at  any  rate.    I  am  making  payments  on  my  piano." 

Two  sav:  **  I  receive  assistance  from  my  husband's  wages." 

"  I  work  with  twenty-five  other  women  sorting  rags." 

**  I  am  saving  my  money  to  bring  mv  mother  and  sister  from  Germany." 

**  I  give  9100.00  of  my  wages  to  my  rather." 

**  I  have  two  children  working  who  help  to  support  the  family;  they  receive  $2.00  per 
week." 

**  I  am  working  in  a  cigar  factory;  women  receive  same  pay  as  men." 

In  one  shoe  factory  the  canvasser  found  very  few  girls  who  kept  any  account  of  their 
earnings  or  expenses  beyond  what  they  paid  for  their  board. 

In  another  shoe  factory  during  vacation  the  wages  never  go  on.  They  only  have  a 
vacation  when  the  operator  takes  one. 

"  I  receive  an  average  of  about  $4.80  per  week;  men  engaged  in  the  same  work  receive 
$12.00  per  week  or  more;  I  am  working  for  the  regalia  and  uniform  factory." 

'*I  am  working  for  the  regalia  and  uniform  factory  in  Detroit.  If  five  minutes  tardy 
we  are  docked  $1.00.    The  gentlemen  receive  higher  wages." 

One  canvasser  remarks  that  in  a  pants  factory  the  rooms  are  very  well  lighted  and 
well  ventilated.  The  firm  has  made  the  work  room  very  pleasant  by  placing  a  great' 
many  pictures  on  the  walls  and  other  ornaments  in  the  room  to  make  it  homelike. 

"  1  have  paid  in  the  past  year  $20.00  toward  the  education  of  my  children." 

*'  I  work  at  the  lithograph  work 4  .The  firm  by  whom  I  am  employed  is  very  kind  and 
allows  us  Saturdav  afternoons  during  the  summer." 

"  I  spent  $10.00  for  medicines  in  the  past  year  for  myself  and  $5.00  for  my  children." 

'*  I  spent  $25.00  during  the  past  year  in  educating  my  children." 

**  I  am  working  in  a  laundry  as  a  starcher;  for  this  work  men  receive  twice  as  much 
wages  as  I  do." 

^*I  can  not  answer  the  questions  in  relation  to  clothes,  as  I  have  never  kept  any  account.** 

Two  say:  **  I  give  parents  and  relatives  all  the  wages  I  earn.   I  live  with  mv  parents." 

One  of  the  canvassers  remarks  that  the  occupation  classed  as  **  brush  m^ng  "  con- 
sists in  putting  the  bristles  in  the  backs  of  the  cloths,  which  are  put  on  the  hair  brushes. 

Two  say:  **  I  work  for  one  of  the  largest  dry  goods  houses  in  the  city  and  no  stools  are 
provided  for  the  clerks." 

**  I  only  have  work  through  the  busy  season.  My  occupation  is  clerk  in  a  dry  goods 
store." 

"I  became  a  wage-earner  because  of  the  death  of  my  husband  who  fell  in  a  vat  of 
boiling  water  and  left  me  with  three  children  to  support." 

**  I  was  left  alone  by  the  death  of  my  husband  and  obliged  to  seek  employment  to 
support  myself  and  ten  children.    I  have  a  home  worth  $1,300.00." 

**  I  have  supported  two  children  and  educated  them  out  of  my  earnings  as  a  dress- 
maker on  $4.00  per  week." 

'*  I  was  thrown  from  a  horse  at  the  age  of  eight,  but  was  not  working  then.  This  has 
always  troubled  me,  but  I  have  worked  all  the  time.  I  have  been  a  wage-earner  all 
the  time  since  fifteen  years  of  age." 

One  canvasser  reports  that  in  one  hotel  the  girls  did  not  seem  to  understand  what  the 
questions  were  for,  and  being  foreigners  it  was  impossible  to  explain  the  matter  to  them 
so  as  to  get  full  answers.  And  especially  in  relation  to  the  time  worked  or  the  wages 
received.  They  girls  would  answer  part  of  the  questions  and  then  on  other  questions 
they  did  not  seem  to  understand. 

"  I  get  $4.00  per  month  extra  for  June,  Jul^  and  August." 

**  I  work  in  a  dining  room  at  a  hotel.  During  June,  July  and  August  we  get  $16.00 
per  month,  but  the  rest  of  the  year  only  $12.00." 

One  canvasser  defines  the  different  occupations  as  follows:  A  vamper  is  one  who 
shapes  the  upper  part  of  the  shoe;  an  inspector  is  one  who  sees  that  the  work  is  oorreet; 
A  marker  is  one  who  labels  the  goods;  a  decorator  is  one  who  ornaments  the  oases.  This 
is  in  a  felt  boot  factory.  TKe  girls  in  this  department  are  not  supposed  to  tell  what 
they  make  in  regard  to  wages,  hence  these  answers  were  not  full. 

One  canvasser  reports  that  a  book  bindery  is  one  of  the  best  in  the  city.  It  is  kept 
Tery  clean  and  the  employes  seem  contented  and  happy.  The  stitching  is  done  by 
machinery  which  is  run  oy  power  so  that  the  work  is  not  very  heavy  for  the  women. 
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I  work  in  the  whip  factory  during  the  summer  time;  in  the  winter  I  attend  sohool." 
I  work  during  vaoation  time  in  the  whip  factory,  but  go  to  school  during  the  win- 
ter.   I  receive  $1.00  per  week  when  working/* 

"  My  father  died  and  mother  is  in  very  poor  health  which  compelled  me  to  go  to  work 
for  our  support." 

**  I  give  part  of  my  earnings  to  support  my  brother." 

*•  Mv  father  pays  my  board." 

**  I  nave  work  about  six  months  steady  through  the  year.  I  support  one  child,  but 
my  husband's  wages  help  in  the  household." 

"  I  only  worked  part  of  the  year;  staid  at  home  helping  mother." 

*'  I  was  compelled  to  become  a  wage-earner  by  the  death  of  my  husband." 

''I  give  150.00  to  a  sister." 

**  I  am  in  debt  to  the  doctor  for  a  bill  contracted  during  the  sickness  of  my  brother, 
since  dead.    This  bill  I  am  paying." 

**I  am  working  in  a  produce  store.  We  are  allowed  two  weeks  vacation  with  pay, 
but  if  an;ir  more  time  is  taken  pay  ceases." 

*'  I  receive  support  in  the  shape  of  rent  considered  worth  $50,00  per  year." 

One  canvasser  remarks  that  in  the  capsule  factory  in  the  winter  a  force  of  one  hundred 
^rls  is  kept  busy  at  night  with  another  force  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  for  the 
day  work. 

^  In  addition  to  my  wages  my  father  gives  me  $50.00  per  year,  and  I  have  two  ohild- 
ren  to  support." 

"  I  am  a  telephone  girl.  We  are  obliged  to  work  every  other  Sunday  and  failing  to 
appear,  are  docked  for  Monday's  work." 

'*  I  work  in  a  knitting  factory  at  knitting  stockings;  the  wages  are  ven^  small." 

**  My  occupation  is  laundress  in  a  hotel.  For  the  same  work  men  get  $30.00  per  month, 
while  my  wages  are  only  $10.00." 

**  In  addition  to  my  regular  work  and  household  duties  I  do  my  own  washing." 

^'  I  think  there  should  be  uniform  wages  for  work  done  in  dressmaking.  I  own  a 
home  worth  $1,200.00." 

**!  am  a  dressmaker  and  I  think  there  are  too  many  poor  dressmakers  in  the  business 
which  brings  down  l^e  wages  for  good  dressmakers;  prices  ought  to  be  raised.  I  fell 
in  a  cellar  hurting  me  very  severely  in  the  head.  '  I  think  theie  should  be  a  limit  to  the 
number  of  dressmakers  or  at  least  a  uniform  price  in  every  place." 

'*  I  live  with  my  parents  who  own  a  home." 

Two  say:  "I  think  it  would  be  a  benefit  to  raise  wages  from  the  low  rates  now 
given  to  girls." 

Two  say:  "  I  think  women  should  be  entitled  to  all  regular  holidays." 

'*  I  am  employed  in  a  dry  goods  store  in  Grand  Rapi(&.  Stools  are  provided  for  all 
the  girls,  except  the  cash  girls,  and  these  are  the  youngest  employes  in  the  firm;  I  think 
that  seats  should  be  provided  for  them." 

**  According  to  my  health  and  to  the  fact  that  I  have  to  educate  my  children,  I  am 
getting  very  poor  pay." 

'*  I  do  not  think  I  have  wages  enough  for  the  hours  put  in." 

**  I  clothe  my  children  in  addition  to  their  support  and  mine." 

^  I  am  working  at  packing  salt;  there  is  only  work  for  about  six  months  in  the  year." 

*'  I  work  in  a  dry  goods  store,  and  gentlemen  in  our  occupation  receive  about  the  same 
pay." 

"  I  belong  to  the  Girl's  Friendly  Society." 

"  I  own  personal  property  in  the  shape  of  furniture." 

'*  I  work  at  housework  and  have  from  one  to  three  hours  every  day  to  myself." 

*^I  work  only  six  hours  a  day  and  have  Thursday  afternoons  to  myself,  as  a  domestic." 

**  I  pay  $80.00  a  year  rent  and  support  two  children." 

**  I  am  in  debt  $30.00  for  furniture." 

Four  say:    **'  1  give  all  my  wages  to  parents  and  am  entirely  cared  for  by  them." 

**I  have  received  assistance  in  the  past  year;  it  was  prize  money  from  the  King's 
Daughters." 

'*I  receive  money  every  year  as  prize  money." 

^  I  work  in  a  dry  goods  store,  and  when  late,  if  a  proper  excuse  is  not  furnished,  we 
are  docked.    Gentlemen  for  same  work  receive  double  our  pay." 

**  I  wdrk  in  a  dry  goods  store.  Gentlemen  in  the  same  department  receive  twice  our 
pay." 

**  I  have  a  husband  and  five  children,  and  the  $4.50  per  week  which  I  earn  takes  care 
of  the  whole  family." 

*^I  help  to  polish  small  articles  made  of  iron." 

**I  received  $50.00  extra  the  past  year  as  a  gift.'* 

**  I  own  a  lot  valued  at  $500.00." 
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**  I  give  $4.00  a  week  to  my  parents  for  board." 

**  I  anv  a  married  women  and  work  whenever  I  oan  get  it  to  do  to  help  support  three 
children." 

**  I  work  five  weeks  over  time  in  the  year;  regular  working  hours  are  sitty  hours  per 
week." 

The  canvasser  reports  that  in  the  picture  frame  factory  she  finds  most  of  the  girla 
employed  live  at  home  and  give  most  of  their  wages  to  parents  and  their  clothing  is 
furnished  out  of  the  common  fund.  The  girls  are  not  able  to  give  any  idea  of  the  cost 
•f  living. 

"  My  mother  buys  all  my  clothes." 

"  I  support  my  mother  and  am  trying  to  pay  off  the  mortgage  on  our  homestead." 

"  I  am  supporting  my  sister  and  mother." 

^  I  support  my  sick  mother  and  little  brother,  and  am  working  in  a  cigar  f actory^ 
where  women  receive  the  same  wages  as  men  for  the  same  kind  of  work.  The  firm 
closes  down  at  noon  on  Saturday." 

"  I  help  support  the  family  and  help  to  pay  for  our  home.  I  also  receive  help  from 
my  husband.    We  have  three  children  to  support" 

'*  I  live  with  my  husband,  and  we  have  five  children  to  support;  my  husband  helps.** 

^  It  costs  me  $3.00  per  week  to  live  and  support  my  children." 

"  I  have  a  husband  who  works.    We  have  four  children  whom  I  help  to  support." 

**'l  have  two  children.    My  husband  and  I  both  earn  wages." 

"I  live  with  my  parents  and  keep  $50.00  a  year  for  my  own  use;  the  rest  is  given  to 
my  parents." 

''  1  work  in  a  tobacco  factory;  there  are  two  kinds  of  occupations  called  stripping; 
mine  is  called  plug  tobacco  stripping." 

"  I  give  $10.00  for  the  support  of  children." 

^  I  have  $2,000.00  saved  which  was  left  me  by  relatives." 

"  I  board  at  home;  give  my  parents  $2.00  per  week  for  board." 

"  I  use  $10.00  per  month  of  my  wages  for  the  support  of  my  two  children." 

"  I  have  personal  property  in  furniture." 

"  I  own  a  house  and  lot." 

**  I  received  outside  assistlanoe  in  house  rent,  and  support  three  children  out  of  my 
wages." 

"  I  am  married  and  my  son  lives  with  me,  and  my  wages  support  both." 

^  I  am  the  main  suppjort  of  my  mother  and  two  sisters." 

^*  I  receive  outside  help  in  music  lesson  given  to  me." 

"I  support  two  nieces."  Six  say:  '*  I  keep  50  cents  pet  week  for  my  own  use;  give 
rest  to  parents."  One  says:  *'  I  keep  $1.00  for  my  own  use;  give  rest  to  parents."  Nine 
say:  "  I  support  four  children."  Two  say:"  I  support  five  children."  One  says:  *'I 
support  my  father;  his  sickness  caused  lost  time." 

"  In  tobacco  factory  there  is  a  difference  between  men's  and  women's  wages  for  same 
occupation;  about  an  average  of  $20.00  per  month  more  for  men." 

"  I  help  to  care  for  my  brother  and  sister." 

"  I  work  two  weeks  at  $3.87  per  week,  and  forty-seven  weeks  at  $7.00  per  week,  ae 
make  yearly  earnings  $^6.74,  and  my  occupation  is  an  operator  in  a  saddle  factory." 

"  I  have  been  a  wage-earner  24  weeks  and  keep  house  and  support  one  child  at  $4.0(> 
per  week  in  an  underwear  factory." 

Four  say:    "  It  takes  all  I  can  earn  to  live." 

"  I  am  now  working  in  an  underwear  factory;  have  worked  here  only  one  week;  the 
rest  of  the  year  worked  at  housework,  so  earned  during  the  past  year  $62.00." 

"  My  husband  has  just  died.  I  was  left  an  estate  worth  $2,500.00  but  am  compelled 
to  work  for  a  living." 

"  I  object  to  standing  while  covering  stays  in  stay  factory." 

"I  support  my  little  sister;  have  one  other  sister  working  who  gets  $3.00  per  week.'* 

"  I  am  working  in  a  tobacco  factory.  The  factory  was  burned  out  in  April  1890.  We 
are  now»working  in  the  old  warehouse  which  is  very  disagreeable,  but  the  new  building- 
will  be  well  lighted  and  ventilated." 

Forty  say:  **  I  support  my  mother."    Sixty-eight  say:  "  I  am  helping  to  buy  ahome.'^ 

Five  say:  "I  support  my  father."  Two  siay:  "I  am  a  widow  lady  and  support  two 
children."    Four  say:  **  I  keep  house  and  support  my  children." 

Six  say:    "  I  give  to  parents."    Two  say.  "I  own  a  home."    Four  say:  "  I  own  a  lot." 

Three  say:  "  I  am  paying  for  a  lot."    Four  say:  "  I  keep  house." 

Fifteen  say:  "  I  am  buying  a  piano."    Fifty  say:  "  I  support  two  children." 

Thirty-one  say:  "  I  support  one  child."    Twenty-two  say:  **  I  support  three  children." 

Ten  say:  "  I  give  to  relatives."    Eight  say:  **  I  buy  my  own  clothing." 

"  I  work  in  the  City  R.  R  office  in  Grand  Rapids,  and  the  water  furnished  is  in  tanks 
and,  therefore,  pure  because  the  tanks  are  cleaned  before  the  water  is  changed."

SECTION  XII. 


CONCLUDINO  REMABKS. 

The  information  and  statisticB  which  have  been  secured  and  carefully 
icmtinized  to  detect  errors  and  correct  or,  as  in  some  caaes  found  necessary, 
entirely  eradicate  from  the  records,  have  also  been  throughly  systematized 
and  drawn  out  in  various  forms  and  which  have  been  tabulated  in  the  fore- 
going tables,  will  be  interesting  to  all  who  take  time  to  peruse  and  study  them. 
Outside  of  two  or  three  cities,  organization  among  women  wage-workers  is 
unheard  of;  but  those  trades  which  are  organized,  be  it  said  to  their  credit, 
furnished  the  best  paid  and  most  intelligent  class  of  girls,  who  readily 
•onceived  the  benefits  of  the  bureau  work  and  did  much  to  assist  the  can- 
Tafisera  The  hours  worked  by  the  largest  number  varies  from  9  to  10  per 
day,  which  is  about  the  same  as  that  for  men.  The  wages,  after  some  com- 
parison with  reports  of  investigations,  of  men's  work,  are  a  little  over  50 
per  cent  less  earned  by  women  than  by  men. 

DETROIT. 

Tobacco  Workers  and  Cigarmakers. — Michigan's  metropolis  is  justly 
famous,  but  that  which  is  most  conspicuous  is  the  reputation  attained  for 
the  vast  amount  of  manufactured  tobacco  which  is  turned  out  annually  for 
home  and  foreign  trade.     Stores  are  the  principal  industries  of  Detroit;  % 
tobacco  comes  second. 

Women  and  girls,  numbering  close  to  one  thousand,  earn  a  livelihood  in 
the  tobacco  factories.  The  stripping  is  done  almost  exclusively  by  girls, 
who  work  by  the  piece,  earning  small  wages,  the  work  requiring  no  skill 
whatever,  and  the  girls  going  and  coming  at  will.  The  other  branches  of 
the  tobacco  industry,  in  which  girls  and  women  perform  the  principal 
work,  are  packing,  stamping  and  labeling.  Unlike  stripping,  this  kind  of 
work  req^uires  some  skill,  and  a  good  class  of  girls  are  employed.^  The 
wages  paid  are  fair,  averaging  well  up  with  the  best  paid  work  investigated 
in  l)etroit  Tobacco  girls  work  the  entire  year  at  9  to  10  hours  per  day, 
with  half  holiday  on  Saturday  in  some  firms.  A  trades  union  of  tobacco 
workers  exists,  to  which  is  attached  the  most  intelligent  of  the  girls. 
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Women  cigarmakers  are  found  in  all  the  large  eetabliBhmentB  rolling^ 
the  weed  side  by  side,  with  men.  In  the  union  factories  the^  receive 
the  same  wa^s  as  paid  to  the  men  and  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  eight-hour 
day  system  m  some  factories.  A  number  of  them  are  members  of  the 
cigarmakers'  union.  As  a  rule  the  shops  are  well  lighted  and  ventilated. 
One  of  the  largest  factories  has  fitted  up  a  pleasant  dining-room,  away 
from  the  workshop  apd  odor  of  the  tobacco,  where  the  girls  assemble  at 
noon  hour  and  visit  while  lunching. 

Shoe  Workers. — Machinery  has  so  completely  revolutionized  the  shoe 
industry  that  almost  every  part  of  the  work  performed  in  the  manufacture 
of  foot-gear  is  done  by  some  kind  of  a  mechanical  contrivance.  Oirls  are 
employeid  at  cutting  and  pasting  linings,  stitching,  making  button-holes 
and  sewing  on  buttons,  etc.  The  wages  paid  are  comparatively  high,  but 
the  seasons  are  so  short  that  the  yearly  average  is  about  the  same  as  many 
othei;  industries.  The  work  is  principally  piece  work,  and  an  established 
scale  of  wages  is  in  vogue  for  all  kinds  of  work.  The  shops  are  well 
lighted  and  ventilated.  During  the  season  9  to  10  hours  constitutes  a  day's 
work. 

The  best  organization  of  working  women  in  Michigan  is  among  the  shoe 
workers.  For  vears  they  have  maintained  a  union  of  their  trade,  which, 
fact  is  responsible  for  the  comparatively  high  wages  paid. 

Chemical  Laboratory  W^orkers. — T^o  of  the  largest  laboratories  in  the 
world  are  located  in  Detroit,  and  their  products  are  shipped  to  every  comer 
of  the  globe.  Three-fourths  of  all  the  work  is  done  by  girls,  which  includes 
the  making  of  pills,  lozenges  and  extracts,  and  the  labeling,  filling, 
weighing,  boxing  and  packing  of  the  different  kinds  of  medicines.  Some 
parts  of  the  work  is  pleasant  and  clean,  while  other  parts  are  unpleasant. 
The  wages  paid  are  small  for  the  beginners,  but  mcrease  as  the  girls 
become  experts  at  any  particular  kind  of  work,  and  as  a  whole  compares 
&vorably  with  the  many  industries  in  which  girls  find  employment.  Work 
is  usually  quite  steady  and  the  ten-hour  day  is  the  rule.  The  chemical 
workers  differ  from  many  others  in  the  matter  of  payment  of  wages,  which 
comes  not  weekly,  but  once  every  two  weeks.  The  laboratories  are  well 
ventilated  and  lighted. 

Ready-made  Clothing. — Among  the  industries  of  Detroit  in  which  large 
numbers  of  girls  are  employed,  those  who  work  the  hardest  and  receive  the 
least  pay  are  the  girls  and  women  who  bend  over  sewing  machines  and 
make  the  ready-made  garments  which  stand  in  high  piles  in  clothing  stores. 
The  machines  are  run  by  steam,  and  all  the  work  is  done  in  that  way, 
excepting  the  sewing  on  of  buttons,  which  is  done  by  hand.  The  rooms 
are  well  lighted  and  ventilated.  Competition  with  the  tenement  house 
workers,  of  the  eastern  cities,  is  given  as  the  ^-eason  for  low  wages.  One 
of  the  largest  factories  has  fitted  up  the  work  room  so  as  to  make  it  com- 
fortable and  homelike,  the  walls  being  decorated  with  pictures  and  the  room 
kept  clean  and  cheerful. 

Pants  Makers. — Carloads  of  pants,  overalls  and  smocks  are  turned  out 
every  day  in  Detroit.  The  work  is  all  done  by  machines  and  the  wages  are 
no  better  than  received  by  the  ready-made  clothing  workers.  Piece  work 
is  the  rule  and  10  hours  a  day's  work.  Natural  light  being;  cheaper  than 
artificial  light,  all  the  buildings  used  for  the  manufacture  of  these  cheaper 
garments  are  well  lighted  and  ventilated. 

Laundry  Workers.  —Hundreds  of  girls  find  employment  in  the  laun- 
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dries.  The  work  is  hard,  and  the  wages  paid  fair,  although  the  finishers 
are  the  best  paid,  averaging  as  high  as  $1  per  day.  The  rooms  are  nsuallj 
Tery  warm,  which  can  harmy  be  avoided.  The  hardest  part  of  the  laundry 
work  is  that  in  which  the  least  wages  are  paid. 

Candy  Makers. — Two  large  factories  which  manufacture  candy  and  fire- 
works give  employinent  to  many  girls.  Some  of  the  work  is  done  by 
machinery,  but  much  of  it  by  hand.  For  skilled  labor  the  wages  paid  are 
only  fair.  Ten  hours  is  the  length  of  the  work  day,  although  periodical 
''^rushes"  at  the  Christmas  season  and  Fourth  of  July  necessitate  much 
night  work.     The  factories  are  well  ventilated  and  lighted. 

Match  Makers. — The  making  of  matches  is  an  industry  which  gives 
employment  to  many  girls,  and  is  light  and  pleasant  work.  The  wages 
paid  are  very  fair  and  uiere  is  little  lost  time.  Saturday  is  a  day  of  shorter 
hours,  but  8  hours  is  the  rule  the  balance  of  th4  week,  while  some  work  9 
hours.     The  match  factories  are  well  lighted  and  ventilated. 

Woolen  Knitters. — The  great  bulk  of  woolen  knitting  is  done  by  machin- 
ery. A  large  force  of  ^rls  are  employed  at  this  work.  The  wages  paid 
are  not  very  good,  bemp;  lower  than  that  paid  workers  in  ready-made 
clothing  and  pants  factories,  and  the  work  aoout  as  hard.  Piece  work  is 
the  order,  with  9  hours  as  a  day's  work.  The  knitters  do  not  have  steady 
work,  there  being  slack  seasons  two  or  three  times  during  the  year.  Build- 
ings are  all  well  ventilated. 

Corset  and  Stay  Makers. — This  industry  is  carried  on  to  a  considerable 
extent  and  is  desirable  work,  as  the  average  wages  are  fair  and  employment 
ffiven  the  entire  year.  The  boning,  done  by  small  girls,  pay  very  little. 
The  work  is  light  and  principally  done  with  the  aid  of  sewing  machines. 
Ten  hours  is  a  day's  work;  half  holiday  on  Saturday.  BuOdiugs  well 
lighted  and  ventilated. 

Fruit  Camiers  and  Pickle  Packers, — At  certain  seasons  of  the  year 
hundreds  of  women  and  girls  find  employment  in  the  fruit  canneries,  and 
while  the  work  lasts,  they  make  good  wages.  They  work  about  10  hours  a 
day.  No  difficulty  is  experienced  in  finding  help,  although  the  ''rush"  only 
lasts  a  few  months  during  the  fruit  season.  As  the  canvass  was  taken 
before  this  season,  this  industry  was  not  taken  for  the  tables  and  does  not 
appear  in  the  report  elsewhere. 

Rag  Pickers. — In  the  large  ware-rooms  which  line  the  river  bank  many 
hundred  young  girls  and  old  women  eke  out  an  existence  by  picking  rags. 
They  receive  very  small  wages  and  work  long  hours.  The  work  is  dirty 
and  the  atmosphere  filled  with  dust  from  the  rags.  They  work  very 
steadily,  and  the  rag  picker  is  ever  on  the  alert  for  better  employment. 

Other  Trades. — The  Bureau's  agents  pursued  their  work  in  Detroit 
among  the  trades  in  which  fewer  girls  were  employed  than  those  receiving 
special  mention.  The  following  were  visited  and  the  tabulated  statement 
will  tell  their  story:  Seed  workers,  hardware  workers,  picture  frame  gilders, 
telephone  girls,  stenographers,  clerks,  binders,  regalia  makers,  box  makers, 
plush  box  makers,  rug  and  feather  duster  workers,  pin  makers,  pearl 
button  makers,  capsule  makers,  chair  caners,  house  girls,  bean  pickers  and 
image  makers.  Nothing  worthy  of  note  was  observed  in  any  of  these 
industries.  The  telephone  ^Is  have  a  day  and  nisht  force,  and  the  wages 
paid  are  not  sufficient,  considering  the  character  of  the  work.  The  stenog- 
raphers, as  a  rule,  do  not  receive  any  better  wages  than  are  paid  in  many 
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of  the  factories,  as  the  work  has  been  introduced  into  the  night  schools 
and  colleges  and  consequently  there  is  an  over  supply  of  this  class  of 
workers. 

GRAND  RAPIDS. 

ThiSy  the  second  city  of  our  State,  furnishes  interesting  data  in  relation 
to  her  women  wage-workers. 

It  is  not  generally  known  to  what  an  extent  female  labor  is  employed  in 
the  la!rge  manufacturing  centers  of  our  State  and  nation;  and,  therefore^ 
even  among  those  especially  interested  in  the  industrial  and  social  condi- 
tions of  the  wage-workers  as  a  class,  the  women  workers  have  not  been 
thought  of  to  any  great  extent,  nor  their  environments  and  conditions^ 
investigated,  as  the  importance  of  the  subject  demands. 

The  mothers  of  the  coming  generation  should  not  be  stunted  physically 
by  ardous  toil  or  unhealthy  surroundings,  to  the  extent  that  they  must 
leave  to  their  offspring  the  awful  legacy  of  diseased,  weak  or  undeveloped 
bodies.  The  welfare  of  the  nation,  aside  from  any  considerations  of 
humanity,  demands  this;  yet  it  is  a  fact  that  in  all  our  large  cities,  and  in 
fact,  in  many  of  the  smaller  ones,  women  are  employed  at  labor  that  onlj 
necessity  should  compel  men  to  perform.  Sufficient  work  to  give  the 
ladies  bon^,  sinew,  muscle  and  vigor,  is  right,  and  the  fields  are  now  open 
for  her  to  step  in  and  select  those  occupations  best  fitted  for  this  develop- 
ment and  which  is  condusive  of  health,  if  only  she  knock  hard  enough  at 
legislative  doors  to  command  the  attention  of  law  makers,  the  public  is 
already  in  her  favor  to  this  end. 

Grand  Rapids  is  not,  to  so  great  an  extent  as  many  of  her  neighbors,, 
an  employer  of  female  labor.  There  are  but  few  places  in  the  city  where 
any  considerable  number  of  women  are  employed,  yet  in  the  aggregate  a 
great  many  are  compelled  to,  or  at  any  rate  do,  earn  their  living  by  the 
"  sweat  of  their  brow. " 

Their  employments  are  various;  in  &ctories,  at  the  lighter  branches 
of  work  necessary  to  the  production  of  Riven  articles,  in  industries  where 
they  do  all  the  work  of  manufacture,  in  laundries,  boarding  houses,  hotels, 
etc.;  as  domestics  in  private  families;  as  stenographers,  book-keepers^ 
teachers  and  clerks,  and  as  shop  girls  in  the  great  and  small  nfercantile 
establishments.  To  arrive  at  an  exact  knowledge  of  the  general  condition 
of  all  these  classes  of  female  labor  would  be  impossible;  yet  facts  are 
coming  to  light  constantly  that  are  opening  the  public  eyes  to  a  greater  or 
less  extent,  and  are  in  many  cases  proving  a  surprise  to  those,  even,  who^ 
have  made  woman's  work  a  study.  The  proportion  of  married,  to  single,, 
women  earning  their  own  living  is  greater  far  than  would  be  ima^;ined 
without  investigation.  The  canvassers  found  great  difficulty  in  relation  ta 
this  subject  and  an  inclination  to  decline,  or  looking  upon  it  as  other  than 
the  serious  necessity  for  securing  facts^  reported  lightly  without  serious 
thought,  which  in  most  cases  was  detected.  And  although  it  is  fair  ta 
suppose  that  all  these  defects  were  not  discovered,  yet  without  doubt  the 
resultant  data  is  a  true  approximate.  A  large  proportion  of  those  married 
women  answering  as  such  are  known  to  be  divorced  or  living  apart  from 
their  husbands,  so  in  this  connection  is  where  the  erroneous  answers  were 
given,  making  it  very  probable  that  there  should  be  more  widows  reported 
and  less  married  women,  and  this  is  the  only  place  where  it  was  necessarj- 
to  use  the  approximate. 
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A  Rjreat  many  wag:e-eaming  women,  however,  have  husbands  and  families, 
«nd  perform  their  regular  household  dutleB  morning  and  night,  in  addition 
io  the  regular  day's  work.  As  a  rule  the  female  labor  employed  in  factories 
at  productive  industries,  and  at  other-  physical  labor  where  any  degree  of 
strength  or  skill  is  required,  is  much  better  paid  than  that  of  the  shop  girl 
or  saleslady;  and  when  it  is  considered  that  the  latter  is  required  to  dress 
neatly  always,  while  the  former  is  not,  the  real  difference  in  the  net  pro- 
ceeds of  their  respective  labors  is  thereby  more  nearly  equalized. 

In  the  factories,  where  large  numbers  are  employed,  the  general  sanitary 
conditions  are  fair,  the  proprietors,  as  a  rule,  seeing  to  it  that  the  letter  of 
the  law,  at  least,  is  obeyed.  Yet  even  in  some  of  these,  it  is  obeyed  but 
Tery  loosely,  or  wholly  disregarded. 

In  one  shop  en^ged  in  the  manufacture  of  foot  wear  the  canvassers 
report  the  ventilation  not  very  good,  and  unhealthy  smells  x)ervading  the 
work  rooms.  Also,  that  in  this  shop  they  discovered  girls  under  14  years 
working  regularly.  In  another,  enfi;aged  in  the  same  industry,  the  reports 
«re  that  everything  was  found  satisractory ;  ventilation  good,  and  none  who 
appeared  under  l^al  age  working. 

Of  the  manufactories  canvassed,  one,  employing,  perhaps,  the  largest 
number  of  female  workers  of  any  in  the  city,  must  be  mentioned.  The 
sanitary  conditions  are  reported  excellent.  Separate  closets  for  the  men 
and  women,  plenty  of  air  and  light,  the  shop  clean  and  healthy.  The 
machinery,  however,  was  not  properly  protected,  and  the  loss  of  fingers 
and  other  accidents  from  this  cause  are  reported  not  uncommon.  Neither 
IB  the  construction  of  the  factory  such  as  to  render  escape  easy  in  case  of 
fire,  having  fatal  defects  in  this  respect.  It  has  an  elevator  almost  in  the 
center  of  the  building,  running  to  the  top  floor  where  over  100  females, ; 
many  of  them  very  young,  are  at  work.  Directly  under  the  elevator  is  the 
furnace  and  boiler,  rendering  the  chance  of  fire  very  great,  and  as  the  only 
stairs  in  the  building  communicating  with  the  work  room  mentiouBd  are 
built  directlv  around  the  elevator  shaft,  it  can  be  seen  that,  in  case  of  fire 
originating  from  the  furnace,  the  draft  which  is  created  by  the  shaft  would 
quickly  cut  off  retreat  by  the  stairways.  The  law  is  complied  with  in  the 
matter  of  fire  escapes,  but,  as  the  work  room  is  located  in  the  fourth  story 
and  over  100  girls,  unused  to  such  apparatus,  would  be  compelled  to  use  it 
in  a  very  short  time  in  order  to  escape,  it  is  exceedingly  improbable  that 
all  could  be  saved. 

Two  book  binderies  are  found  in  good  condition  as  to  wages  and  sur- 
roundings, and  the  employes  seem  contented  and  stay  a  long  time,  gener- 
erally;  but  in  one  other  the  sanitary  condition  is  bad.  No  separate  closets 
are  provided  for  men  and  women,  and  the  ventilation  was  reported  insuffi- 
cient. Bad  smells  pervade  the  shop  from  the  materials  used  in  the 
business,  or  from  some  other  source.  The  employes  are  reported  restless 
and  discontented. 

One  of  the  mattress  factories  is  also  reported  to  be  without  separate  toilet 
rooms.  Little  regard  is  manifested  for  the  natural  modesty  of  the  females 
and  a  general  condition  of  disorder  and  uncleanliness  prevail&  One  shirt 
factory  is  reported  in  bad  sanitary  condition.  Insufficient  ventilation 
renders  the  air  foul  and  unhealthy,  and  no  seperate  closets  are  provided, 
while  even  the  one  in  use  by  botb  sexes  is  filthy  in  the  extreme. 

The  laundries  are  generally  reported  to  be  in  good  condition  as  to  sanita- 
tion, and,  except  in  the  cases  of  book-keepers,  skilled  milliners,  etc.,  are 
the  best  paid  female  workers  in  the  city,  and  about  the  same  as  the  tailor- 
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ing  indnstry,  where  the  wages  range  well  up  to  the  best.  The  laundry 
workers  work  to  some  extent  in  shops  which  are  rented  by  a  number  club- 
bing together^  both  men  and  women,  for  their  common  use.  The  conditions 
in  their  case  are  reported  excellent.  As  to  those  who  carry  their  work  to 
their  homes,  of  course,  nothing  can  be  said  except,  as  compared  with  other 
women,  they  are  well  paid. 

Probably  the  worst  conditions  prevailing  among  any  class  of  female 
workers  are  to  be  found  among  those  who  perform  the  more  common  labor 
in  the  cheaper  hotels  and  restaurants;  and  even  in  some  of  the  better  class 
of  the  later.  In  many  cases  the  basement  is  used  as  a  laundry  and  general 
workroom,  and  most  of  them  are  cold,  damp  and  without  pretense  of  ven~ 
tilation.  One  woman  reported  that  her  predecessor  had  died  from  disease 
contracted  in  one  of  these  places,  and  that  she,  herself,  was  sick  half  th& 
time  from  the  same  causes.  This  was  in  oue  of  the  fashionable  up  town 
restaurants. 

In  another  case,  in  a  basement,  that  of  a  prominent  hotel,  used  as  th& 
laundry  of  the  house,  the  conditions  were  found  extremely  bad.  No  ventila- 
tion to  carry  away  the  stench  naturally  arising  from  the  nature  of  the  work^ 
and  water  dripping  down  from  the  leaky  floors  above,  This  class  of  labor 
is  really  the  hardest  and  poorest  paid,  most  uncomfortable  and  dismal  sur- 
roundings of  any  found.  As  is  natural,  they  make  but  little  complaint,  but 
live  hopelessly  on  from  day  to  day,  steadily  tramping  on  in  the  tread  mill 
of  life. 

The  first  class  hotels  pay  their  female  labor  fairly,  and  the  various  con- 
ditions  and  surroundings  are  generally  good.  Two  restaurants  were  alsa 
found  where  the  conditions  left  little  for  complaint. 

The  best  conditions  found  surrounding  any  class  of  labor  were  in  the^ 
railroad  offices,  among  the  book-keepers,  stenographers,  clerks,  etc.  They 
are  paid  the  best  wages,  are  more  contented  and  better  treated  than  any 
class  canvassed. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  say  anything  particularly  about  the  condition 
of  lady  stenographers,  as  each  one's  work  is  by  herself,  and  the  conditions 
vary  with  eacn  case.  The  supply  more  than  equals  the  demand,  however^ 
and  the  wages  are,  therefore,  comparatiyely  low. 

There  is  one  other  class  of  labor  that  women  are  engaged  in  extensively,, 
which,  though  the  public  comes  constantly  in  contact  with  it;  knows  little 
about.  The  lot  of  the  ahop  girl,  or  saleswoman,  from  outward  appearances 
would  seem  to  be  a  pleasant  one,  but  this  is  far  from  the  truth.  In  Grand 
Rapids  there  are  several  large  establishments  employing  a  large  number 
of  lady  clerks;  and  in  all  of  them  there  are  a  few  who  receive  good  salaries,, 
but  the  great  bulk  are  but  poorly  paid,  and  in  some  stores  their  condition 
is  to  be  pitied.  By  the  nature  of  their  employment  they  are  compelled  to- 
dress  neatly,  and  this  takes  about  all  they  earn.  Those  who  have  homes 
manage  to  get  along,  but  those  who  are  obliged  to  entirely  support  them- 
selves are  far  worse  ofiF  than  the  women  and  girls  who  work  in  the  shops 
and  factories.  The  law  requires  that  seats  be  furnished  them  when  not  ai 
work,  but  in  some  of  the  stores  it  is  a  standing  rule  that  the  girl  who  usea 
them  much  will  be  discharged,  the  consequence  is  that  the  law  is  practically 
nullified.  In  one  of  the  most  fashionable  dry  goods  establishments  it  was 
found  to  be  a  rule  that,  though  the  place  was  supplied  with  a  closet,  the 
clerks  were  not  allowed  to  use  it,  but  must  go  where  they  best  could,  while 
the  closet  was  reserved  for  customers. 

When  it  is  known  that  while  a  few  receive  very  good  wages,  the  most 
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are  getting  very  small  wages,  especially  when  the  cost  of  dress  is  taken 
out,  and  this  should  always  be  taken  into  account  when  examining  the 
average  of  their  wage  tables,  few  will  envy  their  lot. 

Their  working  hours  are  generally  not  more  than  10  per  day  and  in 
many  cases  mucn  less.  The  various  hours  can  be  seen  by  referring  to 
Table  LIV.  The  greatest  number  of  hours  worked  is  by  those  employed 
in  the  cheaper  hotels  and  boarding  houses.  Fourteen  hours  per  day  is  not 
uncommon,  and  seven  days  in  the  week.  One  girl  gives  this  report,  and 
wages  at  $1.50,  or  one  and  one-half  cents  per  hour.  In  one  of  the  box 
factories  conditions  very  unfavorable  exist.  A  girl  of  fifteen  is  reported  to 
have  worked  a  week  and  made  but  80  cents.  Three  dollars  per  week  is 
about  the  best  wages  made. 

The  report  comes  from  two  firms  in  this  city  where  the  "sweating" 
system  is  used  vigorously,  where  the  girls  are  literally  worked  under  a 
task  mistress  at  the  lowest  possible  wages.  It  should  also  be  added  that 
the  proprietors  are  not  directly  responsible  for  this  system,  but  the  griev- 
ance c^ls  surely  for  legislative  attention.  One  feature  about  woman's 
work  may  be  mentioned  in  closing  for  this  city.  Except  in  occupations 
where  stated  prices  are  paid  for  stated  work,  as  in  the  tailoring  trade, 
womep  are  never  paid  for  the  same  work  what  men  are. 

SAGINAW. 

The  genej-al  condition  of  the  working  women  of  this  hustling  city  is 
found  about  as  other  places,  as  a  whole.  There  are  some  institutions  with 
very  poor  sanitary  surroundings,  and  the  accommodations  for  help  ver^ 
limited.  Man^  instances  are  reported  where  the  sewerage  is  so  bad  it 
causes  much  sickness;  this  seems  especially  the  case  with  hotels  and  res- 
taurants.    Some  firms  are  also  reported  with  this  defect 

Another  cause  of  complaint  is  the  lack  of  separate  water  closets  for 
males  and  females,  and  this  defect  appjears  in  detail  under  its  proper  head- 
ing. Although  seats  are  usually  provided  for  the  clerks  and  salesladies, 
they  report  that  the  cash  girls  are  not  allowed  to  use  them,  and  consider  it 
a  hardship  that  such  is  the  rule.  As  to  the  cleanliness  of  drinking  water, 
it  is  generally  considered  good  from  the  hydrants,  which  furnishes  the 
largest  supply,  but  in  many  cases  filtered  water  is  used  which  is  not 
changed  often  enough  to  be  kept  pure,  and  also  many  use  from  wells  and 
in  some  instances  there  is  a  suspicion  of  malaria.  Another  complaint  is 
that  manv  women  do  as  much  work  as  men  could  in  that  line  while  receiv- 
ing less  tnan  half  as  much  pay,  one  reporting  in  the  hotel  industry  that 
for  dining  room  work  she  only  gets  $10  per  month,  while  men  for  the  same 
Gk;cupation  get  $30  per  month. 

In  the  tailoring  trade  no  legal  holidavs  are  given,  and  the  women  workers 
say  they  think  this  should  be  allowed  tnem.  There  is  quite  a  protest  from 
the  dressmakers  that  the  trade  is  overrun  with  workers,  causing  the  wages 
to  run  lower  than  it  does  in  other  cities. 

In  the  salt  industry,  although  the  sanitary  surroundings  are  not  very 
clean,  yet  this  does  not  seem  to  affect  the  health,  as  the  report  is  very  fair 
in  this  respect.  The  work  here  only  lasts  part  of  the  year,  so  the  yearly 
average  is  low. 

As  in  other  cities  the  hardships  are  found  mostly  in  the  hotels  and 
restaurants,  although  some  other  industries  show  a  hard  lot  for  the  women 
workera     Some  work  in  basements  which  are  filthy  and  very  unhealthy. 
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It  would  seem  that  such  places  should  not  be  used  as  work  shops,  as 
proper  ventilation  can  not  be  secured,  neither  can  a  certain  amount  of 
dampness  be  avoided. 

BAY  CITY. 

"The  general  surroundings  of  women  workers  in  this  city  is  reported  is 
^ery  good  condition.  There  are  exceptions  of  course  to  this  rule.  There 
•are  *very  few  complaints  made  as  to  sanitary  conditions,  and  most  of 
the  buildings  where  women  work  are  well  ventilated  and  lighted.  As  a 
rule  separate  water  closets  are  provided  for  male  and  female,  now  and  then 
a  place  where  used  in  common. 

Most  cxf  those  reporting  here  give  testimony  that  the  water  is  pure  and 
in  cases  of  being  in  tanks,  changed  often.  None  report  bad  sewerage. 
However  there  are  some  cases  here,  where  the  basement  workers  show  the 
usual  unhealthy  surroundings.  Seats  are  quite  generally  provided,  and 
while  many  are  compelled  to  stand  during  work,  many  others  can  sit  But 
we  find  in  this  city  that  a  large  number  have  to  stoop  over  or  reach  up 
in  their  work.  Another  point  worthy  of  note  here  is  that  only  a  few  seem 
to  be  working  in  the  same  room,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  inaustries  hei« 
Are  not  so  extensive  as  in  Detroit  or  Grand  Bapids. 

Separate  dressing  rooms  are  reported  as  being  provided  in  most  cases. 

JACKSON. 

Jackson  is  better  known  as  the  Central  City,  and  is  the  largest  and 
busiest  place  in  Jackson  county.  The  chief  industries  in  which  girls  are 
employed  is  the  manufacture  of  underwear  and  corsets,  the  latter  being 
turned  out  in  as  large  quantities  as  that  of  any  other  American  city,  and 
are  shipped  te  all  parts  of  the  world.  A  large  force  of  girls  find  employ- 
ment in  these  factories,  many  coming  from  the  surrounding  towns.  The 
wages  paid  are  as  high  as  received  for  the  same  class  of  work  in  any  other 
city  in  the  State.  The  girls  are  a  bright,  intelligent,  happy  and  contented 
lot  The  buildings  are,  as  a  rule,  large,  well  lifted  and  ventilated.  The 
proprietors  of  some  of  the  factories  have  done  much  for  the  comfort  of 
their  employes.  Large  and  convenient  wardrobes,  washrooms  and  closets 
are  to  be  found  and  one  firm  has  provided  a  library  and  reading-room,  as 
well  as  a  piano,  for  use  during  other  than  working  hours.  The  average 
day's  work  was  10  hours,  with  shorter  hours  on  Saturday.  A  trades  union 
of  xmderwear  workers  was  esteblished  about  a  year  ago,  and  they  send 
delegates  to  the  trades'  council,  the  central  body.  The  Bureau's  agent 
observed  among  the  organized  girls  a  desire  to  answer  quickly  all  questions 
propounded,  as  they  recognized  the  objects  of  the  work  as  well  as  the  fact 
that  it  was  the  only  correct  way  to  arrive  at  their  true  condition.  The  box 
makers  and  retail  clerks  were  also  investigated  to  some  extent,  the  latter 
working  the  usual  hours  required  of  persons  who  work  in  stores.  One  lady 
was  found  who  worked  as  a  journeyman  printer.  She  was  a  member  of 
the  Typographical  Union,  a  particularlv  bright  person,  and  was  frank  in 
admitting  that  organization  was  certainly  one  of  the  means  of  bettering  the 
condition  of  the  working  ^rls,  as  she  spoke  from  experience,  her  wages 
having  been  doubled  since  joining  the  union  of  her  trade. 
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MUSKEGON. 

As  to  geueral  Burroundings  for  the  women  wage-earners  of  this  city, 
there  seems  to  be  cause  of  much  complaint,  especially  from  bad  oders, 
which  arise  from  sewers  in  many  cases,  close  proximity  of  closets  and  gas- 
In  some  cases  the  back  yards  are  so  filthy  as  to  cause  the  air  of  work 
rooms  to  be  in  a  sickening  state  most  of  the  time.  Many  women  are  also 
compeUed  to  work  in  basements  which  reek  with  dampness  and  all  those 
deadly  gases  usually  accompanying  such  places.  Most  places  are  well 
Tentilated  and  lighted,  the  above  instances  being  exceptions,  but  should 
even  such  e:s:ceptions  be  allowed  to  exist,  where  disease  is  sure  to  generate, 
and  thence  be  communicated  to  others?  There  are  only  a  few  cases  reported 
where  separate  water-closets  are  not  in  use,  but  there  seems  to  be  a  com- 
plaint of  bad  odor  arising  from  these,  which  would  indicate  that  the  Board 
of  Health  should  see  to  these  matters,  either  State  or  local.  Seats  are 
usually  provided  for  women  and  girls  to  use,  but  many  cases  report  none. 
Washing  facilities  are  generally  furnished,  and  pure  water  usually  provided. 
A  great  many  have  to  stoop  over  or  reach  up  in  their  work.  Some  rooms 
are  reported  as  rather  crowded  with  workers,  which  has  a  tendency  to 
vitiate  the  air  and  conduce  to  poor  health. 

YPSILANTI. 

On  the  line  of  the  Michigan  Central  railroad,  in  Washtenaw  county,  is 
situated  the  town  of  Ypsilanti,  where  is  found  running  in  full  blast  a  dress 
stay  factory,  woolen  mills,  paper  mills  and  box  factory,  employing  in  the 
neighborhood  of  700  girls  and  women,  many  of  whom  came  from  the  i|ur< 
rounding  towns.  Ten  hours  is  a  day's  work,  with  a  few  at  nine,  in  all  the 
factories  visited,  with  half  holiday  on  Satorday  in  some  firms. 

The  dress  stay  factory  manufactures  a  substitute  for  whalebones  and 
employs  nearly  300  girls.  The  wages  paid  are  fair,  but  the  fining  system 
in  vogue  lessens  the  weeklv  earnings  of  the  girls  and  in  many  cases  makes 
the  avenge  s6mewhat  smaller  than  the  tables  show.  The  girls  pav  for  all 
work  spoiled  in  making,  but  the  goods  are  retained  by  the  firm.  The  fines 
for  the  week  preceding  the  visit  of  the  Bureau's  agent,  as  given  by  the 
girls  themselves,  ranged  from  25  cents  to  $2.50,  and  were  marked  on  the 
margin  of  the  blanks,  and  appear  in  detail  under  notes  under  the  proper 
headings.  The  girls  claim  that  the  wages  paid  by  the  firm  would  be  good 
if  the  fining  system  was  eliminated,  as  without  that  it  averages  $5.14^  per 
week.     The  pinkers  suffered  most  from  fines. 

At  the  woolen  mills  are  manufactured  the  famous  union  underwear 
suits,  and  in  fact  all  the  finest  qualities  of  woolen  and  silk  hosierv,  under- 
wear,  etc.  A  large  force  of  girls  is  employed  the  entire  year.  The  fining 
system  is  also  in  vogue  in  these  mills,  but  when  imposed  for  bad  work  the 
girls  are  allowed  to  take  the  garments  at  cost  price.  Piece  work  is  the 
rule,  and  barring  the  fines  fair  wa^es  are  made. 

Unlike  the  stay  factory  and  women  mills,  the  paper  mill  was  found  to  be 
one  of  the  best  and  most  pleasant  places  to  work,  where  the  girls  are 
treated  well  by  the  firm  and  make  fair  wages,  there  being  no  nning  or 
restrictions  regarding  talking  and  visiting.  The  factory  is  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  town,  and  is  roomy,  well  lighted  and  ventilated** 

Ypsilanti  is  the  only  place  visited  by  the  Bureau's  agents  where  the 
fining  system  is  actually  carried  out  and  the  money  taken  from  the  girls' 
envelopes.

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LANSING. 

• 

Even  in  the  capital  city  there  are  causes  for  serious  complaint  by  the 
women  workers.  In  some  instances  rooms  are  reported  too  overcrowded 
to  secure  pure  air  for  the  workers,  yet  generally  the  ventilation  and 
light  seems  good.  There  are  cases  of  workers  in  basements  where  the 
•  usual  dampness  and  foul  gases  are  undermining  the  hard  toiling  girl& 
Other  sources  of  bad  odor  comes  from  vaults  not  properly  cared  mr,  and 
uncleanly  back  yards,  and  another  source  of  bad  odor  is  from  the  ga& 
factory,  but  there  is  nothing  to  indicate  what  effect  this  has  upon  health. 
A  large  number  are  compelled  to  stoop  over  in  their  work  and  many  others- 
reach  up.  Seats  are  as  a  rule  provided,  but  some  cases  not;  there  are  a  few 
who  say  they  only  have  boxes  to  sit  upon  and  these  are  so  uncomfortable  it's 
about  as  easy  to  stand  as  sit  Query,  is  not  this  purposely  done  to  evade 
the  law?  One  reports  she  only  has  a  seat  by  providing  it  herself. 

There  are  a  good  many  reporting  that  no  separate  water  closets  are  pro- 
vided, with  no  facilities  for  the  toilet.  Pure  water  is  the  rule,  but  there 
are  some  exceptions.  The  city  water  is  considered  pure,  but  some  well 
water  is  used  which  is  changed  daily  where  its  purity  is  questioned.  Only^ 
about  half  those  reporting  are  found  to  have  separate  dressing  rooms  pro- 
vided, while  the  other  hcdf,  182,  would  seem  to  indicate  a  common  room, 
or  none  at  all  for  both  sexes. 

OWOSSO. 

Many  places  in  this  city  are  found  where  the  sanitary  surroundings  are 
verv  detrimental  to  health.  Bad  odors  are  reported  from  various  causee^ 
such  as  poor  meats  in  meat  markets,  uncleanly  back  yards  to  grocery  stores^ 
and  some  to  other  stores,  strong  unhealthy  smells  from  bakeries,  the  steam 
arising  from  soiled  clothes  in  laundries,  notels  and  other  places,  besides 
badly  cared  for  vaults.  One  says  the  smell  from  paints  and  oils  next  to- 
the  work  room  is  surely  affecting  her  health. 

A  great  many  are  compelled  to  stand  at  work,  while  having  to  stoop  over 
or  reach  up. 

Only  about  half  the  places  canvassed  have  separate  closets  for  males  and 
females,  and  only  a  part  report  separate  dressing  rooms.  The  wages,  hours 
of  labor,  and  other  details  can  be  foun^  under  their  separate  headings  and 
tables. 

PONTIAC. 

This  quaint  old  city  in  Oakland  county  was  visited  at  a  period  foUowing^ 
a  great  nre  in  the  main  industry  where  girls  are  emploved,  namely  the 
Fontiac  knitting  works.  E^t  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  elements 
had  played  havoc  with  the  buildings  and  storerooms,  about  half  the  regular 
force  was  found  at  work  and  a  very  warm  reception  tendered  the  Bureau's- 
agent,  the  manager  feeling  pleased  that  the  State  was  taking  an  interest 
in  the  working  girls.  "The  doors  are  open,"  said  he,  ^'investigate,  for  we 
have  nothing  to  hide."  (A  remark  nearly  always  made  when  employers 
are  conscious  of  well-doing  toward  employes. )  What  would  naturally  be 
expected  after  such  a  greeting  was  found  on  the  inside.  The  rooms  were 
large,  well  ventilated  and  lighted;  pleasant  ladies  at  the  heads  of  the 
departments;  no  grievances  from  the  girls;  and  the  hours,  wages  and 
general  treabnent  satisfactory.  The  wages  are  higher  than  paid  in  Detroit 
tor  the  same  work,  while  expenses  are  lighter. 
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Thinking  that  the  condition  of  the  employes  of  a  State  institution  might 
be  interesting,  the  Eastern  Michigan  Asylum  for  Insane  was  visited.  It 
is  situated  about  a  mile  from  Pontiac,  and  the  agent  of  the  Bureau  wa& 
met  with  a  most  cordial  reception.  The  rooms  of  the  building  are  the 
acme  of  cleanliness,  and  the  sleeping  apartments  of  the  girls  pleasant  and 
airy.  While  the  character  of  the  work — taking  care  of  the  insane — ia 
peculiar,  the  nurses  have  no  laborious  duties  to  perform,  they  being  exempt 
from  kitchen  and  laundry  work.  The  worst  feature  seems  to  be  the  long 
hours,  which  ranged  from  12  to  20,  the  nurses  being  expected  to  look  after 
each  patient  when  attention  was  required.  Notwithstanding  the  peculiar- 
ity of  the  work  required  of  the  lady  employes  in  an  asylum,  it  is  a  fact 
that  there  at  all  times  many  applicants  awaiting  vacancies. 

ROCHESTER. 

Located  on  the  Michigan  Central  Bailroad,  in  the  county  of  Oakland,  i» 
the  village  of  Rochester,  where  the  principal  industry  is  the  knitting  mills, 
investigated  by  the  Bureau's  agent.  The  mill  is  a  large,  well  built  struct-^ 
ure,  with  plenty  of  light  and  fresh  air.  About  150  persons  (principally 
girls)  are  employed  when  the  factory  is  running  to  its  fullest  capacity^ 
and  they  are  kept  busy  the  fore  part  of  the  year.  The  wages  paid  com- 
pare favorably  with  similar  work  in  other  cities,  and  while  the  average 
may  be  lower,  the  fact  remains  that  the  cost  of  living  is  much  cheaper. 
The  girls  come  from  the  surrounding  country,  and  ate  a  healthy  and 
happy  lot,  there  being  no  restrictions  during  working  hours  as  to  talking- 
ana  moving  about  the  building.  Some  difficulty  is  at  times  experienced 
in  securing  girls,  as  those  who  leave  home  to  work  prefer  the  life  and 
bustle  of  a  town  or  city  to  the  quiet  of  a  hamlet 

BELDING. 

Nestling  among  the  hills  of  Ionia  county,  on  the  Detroit,  Lansing  & 
Northern  railroad,  is  the  beautiful  village  of  Belding,  where  is  produced 
the  &r-famed  brands  of  silk  well  knoiyn  to  all  shoppers. 

The  manufacture  of  silk  and  boxes  constitutes  the  main  industries  of  the 
place,  and  the  majority  of  the  girls  come  from  other  towns,  some  from  the 
great  silk  centers  of  the  New  England  statea  Here  are  foimd  boarding 
bouses  built  and  carried  on  by  the  proprietors  of  the  silk  mills.  One  is  a 
lai^e  three-story  stone  structure,  and  the  other  a  mammoth  white  frame 
buudine.  The  manner  in  which  the  girls  live  and  are  treated  outside  of 
the  miUs  is  something  worthy  of  investigation  as  Belding  was  the  only 
town  visited  where  this  system  is  in  vc^ue.  Two  girls  occupy  each  room^ 
which  is  scrupulously  clean  and  furnished  with  curtains,  carpets  and  an 
oak  suite.  On  each  floor  is  a  bath  room  with  hot  and  cold  water,  closets, 
etc.  In  the  basement  are  the  laundries,  where  the  girls  have  the  privilege 
of  doing  their  own  work  evenings,  hot  water  and  soap  being  furnished. 
The  table  is  supplied  with  an  abundance  of  well-cooked  rood,  and  the  girls 
pay  $2  per  week  for  board,  which  is  claimed  to  just  about  cover  the  cost 
of  running  the  housea  A  matron  is  in  charge  of  each  boarding  house. 
Bules  must  be  observed  as  to  keeping  rooms  tidy,  being  in  at  certain  hours, 
etc.  Living  at  these  houses  is  optional  with  the  girls,  although  there  are 
very  few  from  out  of  town  who  do  not  take  advantage  of  them. 

The  majority  of  the  girls  in  the  silk  mills  work  by  the  piece,  making 
fair  wages  considering  tibie  cost  of  living.  They  sit  at  their  work,  being 
furnished  with  comfortable  chairs.     The  manufacture  of  sewing  silk  is  very 
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particular  work,  although  not  tedious,  as  it  is  all  done  by  means  of  machin- 
■ery,  and  the  girls  are  required  to  be  accurate  and  careful,  some  working 
months  before  becoming  adepts.  The  girls  work  in  the  silk  industry  the 
•entire  year  and  average  ten  hours  per  day. 

THREE  OARS. 

In  the  extreme  southwestern  comer  of  the  State,  in  the  coun^  of 
Berrien,  on  the  Michigan  Central  railroad,  is  the  village  of  Three  Oaks. 
Here  is  manufactured  the  far-famed  "feather  bones,"  being  the  only 
factory  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States,  which  was  found  running  to  ite 
fullest  capacity.  The  "  feather  bones"  take  the  place  of  whalebones  used 
ia  ladies'  dresses,  and  are  made  only  from  the  four  large  feathers  found  in 
the  tail  of  the  turkey.  The  feathers  come  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
Germany  contributing  a  large  share  of  those  which  come  across  the  ocean. 
Much  trouble  was  experienced  in  securing  help  here,  which  is  found  to  be 
ihe  general  rule  in  all  the  villages  visited.  The  wages  paid  are  apparently 
smaU,  although  living  is  cheap,  and  several  members  of  the  same  family 
Are  employed. 

A  whip  iactory  was  also  visited,  where  more  skill  is  required  to  do  the 
work  and  better  wages  paid.  Both  the  feather  bone  and  whip  factories  are 
operated  by  the  same  firm,  who  treat  the  help  well  and  allow  many  liber- 
ties, the  girls  going  and  coming  almost  at  will.  Both  buildings  are  large, 
well  lighted  and  airy. 

WYANDOTTE. 

Twelve  miles  down  the  river  from  Detroit  is  the  busy  iron  town  of 
Wyandotte,  where  the  establishment  of  the  Bug  and  Bobe  factory  was 
investigated.  Here  is  tanned,  prepared  and  colored  all  the  fancy  sheep- 
skins; rugs  of  various  hues,  which  decorate  so  many  offices  and  homes, 
dusters  and  other  articles  are  also  made  by  this  firm.  The  building  is 
situated  near  the  river  bank,  and  is  pleasant  and  well  ventilated.  The 
factory  runs  the  entire  year  and  furnishes  employment  to  a  large  number 
of  workers.  The  girls  work  by  the  piece  and  make  very  fair  wages.  The 
hours  are  ten  per  day  with  half  holiday  on  Saturday.  The  girls  appeared 
to  be  a  happy  and  contented  lot,  having  plenty  of  work,  good  hours  and 
wages,  and  fair  treatment  at  the  hands  of  the  firm. 

In  closing  this  part  of  the  report  it  seems  meet  to  add  that  as  a  whole 
the  women  wage-workers  of  our  State  are  receiving  very  low  wages,  but 
other  states  ^ow  similar  defects  in  this  matter,  and  California,  the 
''golden  state,"  shows  equally  low  wages,  as  the  authorities  of  that  stats 
have  been  notified  of  the  fact  that  girls  and  women  in  many  industries  are 
only  receiving  an  average  of  $1.16  per  week  as  the  low  average,  and  $1.90 
per  week  as  the  high  average  for  a  good  many.  Looking  over  the  histories 
of  these  women  workers  as  presented  in  the  foregoing  tables,  comments 
and  summaries,  there  are  many  conditions  brought  out  that  the  public 
little  dreamed  did  exist  in  this  State,  and  which  facts  can  only  be  ascer- 
tained through  the  department  of  labor  or  some  State  department  espec- 
ially set  apart  for  such  work.  These  facts  collated  forms  the  data  on 
which  can  be  founded  laws  that  must  ultimately  result  in  benefit  to  female 
toilers,  thus  adding  more  rungs  to  the  ladder  that  will  help  them  in  the 
progressive  struggle  of  life,  onward  and  upward. 


ERRATUM. 

The  mortgage  tables  on  the  next  and  following  pages  were  L-ompiled 
from  the  partial  and  incomplete  returns  fnmished  to  the  assessors,  and  do 
not  contain  mortgages  held  upon  property  in  the  city  of  Detroit  by  per- 
sons who  reside  in  other  parts  of  the  United  States.  Cnfortunately  this 
was  not  discovered  till  the  figures  were  in  the  printer's  hands  when  it  was 
too  late  to  revise  them.  The  corrected  totals  have  been  kindly  placed  at 
our  disposal  by  Mr.  C.  M.  Burton  of  the  abstract  office,  who  first  drew 
attention  to  the  error,  and  are  as  follows:

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A  comparison  of  the  tables  for  the  years  1891  and  1884,  shows  the  meet 
striking  changes  in  the  classifications  under  $3,000.  In  1884  the  number 
owning  real  property  having  a  valuation  under  $1,000,  was  only  3,310. 
For  the  year  1891  the  number  rises  to  13,771,  an  increase  of  10,461,  or 
316  per  cent  during  the  past  seven  years.  The  number  owning  property 
valued  at  $3,000  and  under  for  1884  was  10,140,  which  rises  to  25,720  in 
1891,  an  increase  of  15,571,  or  153  per  cent,  while  the  assessed  valuation 
arose  only  from  $77,408,400  in  1884  to  $136,026,640  in  1891,  an  increase  of 
458,618,240,  or  75  per  cent. 

An  explanation  may  be  offered  for  these  changes  in  the  fact  that  for 
several  years  past  a  persistent  agitation  for  a  reform  in  the  method  of 
assessing  property  has  been  kept  up,  mainly  by  the  Detroit  Evening 
News.  Large  areas  of  vacant,  unimproved  property  held  for  speculation 
have  hitherto  escaped  their  just  share  of  the  assessment  levy.  Something 
has  been  done  during  the  past  five  years  to  bring  vacant  lands  up  to  an 
equality  of  assessment  as  compared  with  adjacent  platted  property. 
Under  the  consequent  increase  and  pressure  of  taxation  many  owners  of 
large  vacant  out-lots  have  platted  their  property  and  offered  it  in  con- 
venient sized  lots  for  sale.  Working  men  and  others  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  offer,  with  the  result  of  making  a  wider  distribution  of  small 
real  estate  owners. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale,  however,  the  power  and  ability  to  hold 
and  concentrate  wealth  into  few  hands,  shows  no  signs  of  diminution.,.  207 
person,  6-10  of  one  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  owning,  own  32  per  cent 
of  the  real  estate,  one  family  dlone  holding  one-ninetieth  part  of  the  city's 
land  value.

Tf  the  intention  of  the  legislature  in  taxing  mortgages  was  to  reach  the 
mortgagee  and  compel  a  distribution  of  the  tax  between  him  and  the  owner 
of  the  real  estate,  such  intentions  have  been  realized  only  to  a  very  limited 
extent.     The  total  amount  of  mortgages  upon  city  property  filed  with  the

register  of  deeds  for  Wayne  county,  in  the  years  1884  to  1890  inclusive^ 
was  $23,437,778;  of  this  amount  but  $2,810,000  appeared  on  the  city  tax 
rolls  for  1890.  The  sum  of  $20,188  was  outstanding  |is  uncollected  taxes 
on  personal  proi)erty  in  the  city  of  Detroit  for  the  last  fiscal  year.  What 
proportion  of  this  was  due  from  mortgages,  we  do  not  know  without  mak- 
ing an  examination  of  the  books  in  the  receiver's  office,  but  a  large  per- 
centage must  be  in  taxes  upon  mortgage&  The  law  makes  some  provision 
in  cases  of  refusal  to  pay  by  directing  that  delinquents  be  proceeded 
against  in  the  courts;  but  no  actipn  by  the  city's  legal  officers  has  been 
taken  in  many  years  to  compel  the  payment  of  personal  taxes,  and  probably 
never  will  be.  The  matter  therefore  goes  by  default  It  has  of  recent 
years  become  optional  with  a  person  holding  a  mortgage  whether  to  pay 
the  tax  or  refrain  from  paying  it  Our  own  experience  in  the  matter  is, 
that  the  spreading  of  a  million  dollars  in  mortgages  upon  the  tax  rolls  and 
the  subsequent  collection  of  the  tax  on  the  same,  occasions  more  trouble 
and  anxiety  to  the  assessors  and  the  receiver  than  the  assessment  and  col- 
lection of  tai^es  upon  twenty  million  of  real  estate.  The  tendency  of  mort- 
gage laws  has  been  to  catch  the  small  hblder  who  has  taken  a  mortgage  to 
secure  the  payment  of  indebtedness,  and  to  allow  the  professional  money 
lender  to  escape  by  swearing  to  an  "offset;"  by  assignment  to  banks  or  to 
a  "straw  man,"  or  by  classification  of  a  mortgage  as  "indemnity."  In  brief, 
the  taxation  of  mortgages  has  encouraged  false  swearing,  hampered  indus- 
trial operations,  raised  the  rate  of  interest,  and  made  the  imposition  of 
taxes  uncertain.  This  is  a  case  in  which  a  tax  shows  but  slight  tendency 
to  remain  where  it  was  first  placed,  but  in  the  incidence  of  taxation  has 
been  shifted  from  the  mortgagee  to  the  mortgagor  in  the  shape  of  a  higher 
rate  of  interest; 

It  will  be  observed  that  while  the  percentage  of  mortgage  indebtedness 
to  the  whole  assessed  valuation  has  steadily  increased  for  the  years  under 
consideration — 1884  to  1890 — the  mortgaging  of  small  homesteads  under 
$1,500  valuation  shows  a  steady  relative  diminution,  being  56  per  cent  of 
the  whole  in  1884  and  only  34  per  cent  in  1890. 

CONCIiUDING  REMARKS. 

DETROIT  MOHTQAGE  TABLES. 

While  investigating  the  subject  of  the  concentration  of  wealth  in  the 
cities,  as  shown  in  the  tendency  of  real  estate  to  accumulate  in  the  hands 
of  a  comparatively  few  persons,  account  must  be  taken  of  an  opposite  ten> 
dency  to  dispersion.  Careful  calculations  based  on  recent  maps  show  that 
in  the  fall  of  1888  there  were  in  the  limits  of  Detroit  not  less  than  48,000 
vacant  building  lots.  Since  that  time  the  legislature  has  added  consider- 
ably to  the  area  of  the  city,  and  this  area  was  almost  exclusively  what  had 
heretofore  been  called  farm  property.  Consequently  it  was  unplatted,  and 
while  the  eye  of  the  land  speculator  might  have  seen  streets  running

through  these  fields  of  corn  and  cabbage,  orchards  and  grazing  land,  the 
every  day  man  could  see  nothing  but  the  labor  of  the  agriculturist. 

Twice  since  the  i:eport  of  Labor  Commissioner  McGrath,  dealing  with 
realty  value  in  Detroit,  was  issued,  has  the  city's  limits  been  extended,  and 
since  that  time  the  major  portion  of  these  thousands  of  acres  have  been 
platted  and  thrown  upon  the  market.  The  growth  of  this  business  is 
shown  in  the  following  table:

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  20,793  lots  platted  in  1891  were 
contained  in  158  plats;  that  the  consideration  in  the  deeds  amounted  to 
^0,648,865.24,  and  that  they  were  mortgaged  for  17,851,783.58— a  little 
more  than  one-third  the  recorded  consideration.  It  must  be  remembered, 
however,  that  real  estate  speculators  have  got  in  the  habit  of  making  the 
figures  in  the  deeds  larger  than  the  consideration  actually  agreed  upon, 
in  order  to  convince  future  purchasers  that  they  are  getting  *'  bargains," 
1.  e.,  lots  at  less  than  cost. 

How  many  of  these  59,713  platted  lots  have  passed  into  the  hands  of 
l>ona  fide  purchasers,  the  past  five  years,  there  are  no  means  of  determin- 
ing. Two  men,  A  and  B,  buy  of  C,  on  contract,  each  a  $500  lot.  In  A's 
case  his  name  is  carried  to  the  assessors'  rolls,  and  in  Ks  case  the  lot  is 
still  assessed  to  C.  So  the  original  plat,  which  was  assessed  to  C,  is  now 
assessed  to  A  and  C,  while  A,  B  and  G  are  the  owners.  But  in  reality  C 
is  still  the  main  owner,  for  the  amounts  paid  by  A  and  B  combined  are  prob- 
ably not  more  than  one-tenth  the  contract  price  of  the  lots,  and  the 
chances  are,  as  shown  by  statistics,  that  both  A  and  B  will  eventually  lose 
what  they  have  paid  on  the  lots,  and  that  C  will  remain  the  owner.  The 
proportion  of  those  buying  lots  on  C/ontract  who  persevere  until  the  final 
payment,  is  much  smaller  than  is  generally  supposed.  However,  there  have 
teen  a  good  many  completed  contracts  made  in  Detroit  the  past  five 
years,  and  consequently  the  platting  of  over  half  a  hundred  thousand  lots 
has  had  the  tendency  to  increase  the  number  of  realty  holders  in  Detroit 
Eventually  every  vacant  lot  in  the  city  will  be  on  the  market  for  a  pur- 
chaser, and  then  the  natural  tendency  to  concentrate  realty  in  few  hands, 
as  seen  in  New  York  and  all  other  growing  cities  will  be  accentuated,  ^d 
the  number  of  property  owners  will  rapidly  decrease.  Capital  is  constantly 
seeking  safe  investments,  and  nothing  is  safer  than  real  estate  in  a  pro- 
gressive city.

The  Upper  Peninsola  all  contains  timber  fit  for  Inmber,  charcoal  and  paper.  There  are  no  pine  barrens 
or  marsh  withoot  merchantable  timber:  832,704  acres  of  which  is  still  government  land,  leaving  9,714,130 
anee  which  ought  to  be  taxed  (beside  the  mineral  wealth  nnderneath  the  sarface)  as  timber  lands  and  as 
above  valued. 

The  foregoing  proportions  of  assessed  value  are  taken  from  the  report  of 
the  State  Board  of  Equalization  for  1890  and  from  the  United  States  census 
and  Michigan  agricultural  bureau  report  for  the  year  1880  assisted  by 
figures  from  the  report  of  the  Auditor  General  for  that  year.  Thus  far 
this  bureau  has  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  authentic  report  as  to  the 
amount  of  capital  invested  in  manufacturing  in  the  State,  or  the  value  of 
the  total  product,  or  even  the  raw  material  used,  or  of  the  nature  of  the 
raw  material  consumed  principally  by  our  manufacturing  industries.  This 
much  we  have  learned  however,  that  the  principal  raw  material  used  is  the 
natural  productions  of  our  own  forests  in  which  pine  timber  by  a  large  per 
centage  has  the  lead.  It  is  a  well  known  fact  too,  that  very  much  of  the 
pine  rarest  of  the  Lower  Peninsula  has  been  consumed,  and  that  we  must 
turn  our  attention  to  other  localities  for  the  most  common  wood  in  use  for 
building  purposes.  It  is  not  so  well  known  however,  but  this  bureau  upon 
information,  ventures  the  statement,  that  the  remaining  timber  of  the 
Lower  Peninsula  has  as  great  a  commercial  value  as  the  whole  timber  had 
in  1880.  We  have  full  knowledge  of  the  fact,  too,  of  the  many  thousand 
acres  that  have  been  entirely  stripped  of  their  forest  growth  and  of  all  the 
billions  of  feet  taken  therefrom.  There  are  many  thousand  acres  however 
from  which  the  pine  was  taken;  which  on  account  of  new  inventions  and 
improvements  in  machinery  and  a  better  education  of  our  mechanics  in  the 
manipulation  of  our  other  forest  productions — that  have  a  much  greater 
market  value  than  they  ever  possessed  as  pine  lands,  though  they  netted 
to  their  owner  in  some  cases  the  snug  sum  of  sixty  dollars  per  acre  over 
his  cost  of  purchase. 

A  BOUNTEOUS  HARVEST. 

Including  the  year  1880  Michigan  manufactories  have  consumed  up  to  the 
oloee  of  1891 — 11  years — seventy-two  billion  feet  of  her  own  pine  forest 
trees,  which  has  netted  to  the  owners  an  average  sum  of  six  dollars  per 
thousand  feet  on  the  stump,  aggregating  the  enormous  sum  of  four  hundred 
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and  thirty-two  million  dollars.  Men  do  not  plant  forest  trees,  neither  do 
they  cultivate  or  necessarily  harvest  them,  the  enterprising  manufacturer 
will  and  does  perform  that  service,  and  charges  the  cost  of  stumpage  to  the 
cost  of  the  finished  product,  and  so  it  goes  on,  while  the  farmer's  acres  cease 
to  produce  any  more  bushels  of  wheat  or  corn,  no!  not  though  he  perform 
double  the  amount  of  labor  upon  them.  That  the  rising  generation  have 
discovered  this  and  are  abandoning  farming  is  evident  from  the  report  of 
the  number  of  acres  devoted  to  farming  in  1880  compared  with  1890  as  are 
shown  by  the  official  figures  in  the  preceding  tables  of  this  report. 

We  feel  justified  in  passing  to  remark  that,  could  the  founders  of  our 
State  have  had  the  foresight  to  reserve  our  forest  wealth  for  the  support  of 
the  State  institutions,  what  a  burden  of  taxation  it  would  have  annually 
saved  from  the  shoulders  of  the  wealth  producers;  private  charitable 
institutions  would  not  have  existed  within  our  borders  and  our  universities 
would  have  been  institutions  well  known  to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  our 
humblest  citizens. 

More  than  half  of  the  area  of  the  State  is  still  covered  with  a  dense 
growth  of  forest  trees.  There  are  many  billion  feet  of  pine  in  the  Upper 
Jreninsula,  besides  beech,  birch,  cedar,  maple,  fir,  tamarack  and  poplar. 
There  may  not  be  more  than  10  billion  feet  of  pine  in  the  Lower  Penin- 
sula; it  is  difficult  to  compute.  The  U.  S.  census  bureau  could  not  get  any 
reliable  report  from  owners  of.  the  Lower  Peninsula  pine;  they  found  that 
many  of  the  owners  lived  in  other  states  and  of  those  who  lived  in  Michigan, 
only  a  few  who  were  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  pine  lumber  would 
give  any  satisfaction  in  regard  to  their  pine  timber  holdings.  In  no  case 
would  those  who  were  merely  holding  the  wealth  of  our  pine  forest  for  a 
rise  in  the  market,  apprise  the  national  bureau  of  the  valuable  portion  of 
nature's  storehouse  man-made  laws  had  placed  at  their  private  disposal. 


LAND  VALUES  AND  TAXATION, 

Illustrated  by  diagram  circles  showing  by  comparison,  the  distribution  of  populcUion^ 
profits^  and  land  values,  between  farms,  villages  and  cities. 

To  bring  the  foregoing  data  on  land  values  and  taxation  more  forcibly 
to  the  mind  of  the  reader  and  present  the  same  in  a  condensed  form,  the 
following  diagn^am  circles  are  used,  which  have  been  prepared  with  great 
care,  the  degrees  of  a  circle  being  used  in  exact  proportion  with  the  figures 
representing  any  and  each  particular  space,  whether  denoted  in  figures  by 
acres,  population  or  dollars.  Twelve  circles  are  used  in  these  illustrations, 
each  one  presenting  the  land  value  and  tax  matter  in  a  different  relation . 
In  them  is  shown  in  what  proportion  each  class  of  population  in  the  State 
is  divided;  the  proportion  of  assessed  value  to  each  class;  the  proportion 
of  the  whole  area  of  the  State  each  value  occupies;  the  unoccupied  lands 
in  the  State;  profits  of  mines  compared  with  farm  profits;  a  comparison  of 
farm,  city,  village,  timber  and  mine  values  and  profits  to  each;  the 
proportion  to  the  whole  population  who  o\^  all  the  wealth;  the  pro- 
portion of  taxation  borne  by  different  classes,  and  other  matters.  The 
illustrations  start  with  the  divisions  of  population  by  classes  as  shown  in 
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DiAGBAM    No.   1

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The  foregoing  circles  are  drawn  from  the  figures  of  this  report  and  cor- 
rectly  represent  where  the  population,  assessed  value  real  and  personal  hat 
been  found,  where  the  farm  wealth,  the  mineral  wealth,  the  timber  wealth, 
the  city  and  village  wealth,  each  in  its  distinct  charcu^ter  is  located. 

Oircles  Nos.  8  and  10  of  comparative  values,  areas  and  profits,  certainly 
suggest  that  a  change  of  our  system  of  taxation,  both  of  the  State  and 
nation,  to  a  tax  upon  the  profits  of  real  estate,  would  be  a  much  more 
suitable  one  than  the  present  system;  as  per  evidence  it  would  shift  the 
burden  upon  that  class  of  property  so  much  the  more  able  to  bear  it  Further, 
the  foregoing  illustrations  conclusively  prove  that  all  the  enormous  timber 
and  mine  profits  or  nearly  all,  that  so  soon  change  to  personal  property, 
ihotigh  theL-  bases  aie  in  Michigan,  soon  dispers^  much  of  them  to  f  oreip 
nations.  Only  a  small  proportion  of  them  ever  find  their  way  to  the  tax  rolls 
of  our  State,  and  therefore  do  not  share  the  burden  of  the  expense  of  protec- 
tion with  the  farmer's  property,  which  is  ever  under  the  eye  of  the  assessor. 
A  further  illustration  will  show  how  easy  another  class  of  real  estate  could 
withont  oppression  contribute  to  the  siu)port  of  the  State  commonwealth. 
The  Upper  f^eninsula  Mining  School  would  not  need  any  part  of  the  income 
from  Detroit  real  estate,  could  it  enjoy  some  of  the  income  of  the  valuable  iron 
ore  acres  in  its  own  section.  A  partial  history  of  a  few  acres  worked  and 
known  as  the  Colby  mine,  we  submit  as  an  illustration  of  the  equity  of  the 
State  asking  some  of  the  mine  real  estate  owners  to  contribute  in  propor- 
tion to  the  income  from  their  acres.  The  Colby  mine  has  a  history  worth 
recording.  Why  it  is  called  the  Colbv  mine  we  do  not  know,  for  it  is  not 
the  property  of  the  Colbys.  The  Colbys  leased  it  from  the  owiiers,  who 
originally  paid  $1.25  per  acre  for  it  and  who  never  expended  any  money  on 
it  after.  The  Colbys  originally  leased  the  mine  from  the  owners  upon 
an  agreement  to  pay  to  the  owners  40  cents  per  ton  for  all  the  ore  tbey, 
the  Colbys,  could  take  from  the  mine.  The  Colbys  sub-leased  to  the  firm 
of  Morse  &  Co.  in  the  year  1885  for  5%^  cents  per  ton=92(  cents;  Morse  & 
Co.  sub-leased  to  a  Captain  Sellwood,  who  delivered  the  ore  in  cars  at  the 
mine  for  87^  cents  per  ton==S1.80  per  ton.  Captain  Sellwood  paid  a 
capitalist  who  owned  a  steam  shovel  12^  cents  per  ton  to  dig  the  ore  and 
load  it  in  cars*  The  mine  in  1885  was  an  open  one  and  required  no  more 
oapital  to  work  than  to  dig  gravel  from  an  ordinary  gravel  bank.  The 
owners  of  the  mine  received  40  cents  per  ton;  Colbys  received  12i  cents 
per  ton  in  addition — 52^  cents  per  ton,  and  Morse  &,  Co.  sold  the  product  at 
the  mine  which  cost  12|  cents  per  ton  to  dig,  for  $2.80  per  ton,  and  they 
sold  in  1885,  84,312  tons=$135,073.60.

Circle  No.  13  (see  next  page)  shows  the  proportion  of  real  estate  between 
the  most  valuable  acre  in  the  city  of  Detroit  and  the  most  valuable  acre  of 
farm  real  estate  in  Shiawassee  county. 

This  circle  represents  two  acres  of  assessed  value,  as  assessed.  The 
small  opening  in  the  bottom  of  the  circle  represents  one  of  the  most  valu- 
able fann  acres  in  Shiawassee  county  devoted  to  orchard  and  garden,  and 
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Banks,  Railroad  Freight  otiices,  Tele" 
graph  offices,  Insurance,  Car  builders, 
Iron  furnace  offices.  Pension'  agents,  Gas 
offices,  Rolling  Mill  offices,  Coal  offices, 
Eeal  estate  agents.  Land  agents,  Stove 
depots,  etc.,  Lumber  offices,  Law  offices, 
etc. 
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the  two  acres  are  properly  proportioned  to  each  as  a  whole  number.  The 
Detroit  acre  is  occupied  as  shown  in  circle. 

With  all  the  within  mentioned  concerns  the  farmers  of  the  State  and 
the  working  men  of  the  cities  and  villages,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  do 
business. 

To  the  real  estate  these  concerns  occupy  some  part  of  the  wages  of  those 
who  toil  and  consume  or  touch  any  part  of  a  business  to  which  any  expense 
of  one  of  these  concerns  has  been  added,  must  contribute.  At  7  cents  on 
the  dollar  assessed  value,  more  than  sixty  thousand  dollars  per  annum  passes 
to  the  five  separate  owners,  as  rent  for  the  real  estate  value  of  the  acre 
mentioned.  This  acre  of  city  land  bringing  as  remarked  $60,000  income 
at  7  per  cent  is  therefore  worth  capitalized  nearly  $858,000,  or  is  equal  to 
21,460  farm  acres  which,  with  improvements,  are  valued  at  $40  per  acre.  * 

It  is  therefore  obvious  that  under  a  system  of  direct  taxation  the  city 
acre  would  have  to  bear  a  burden  equal  to  the  21,460  farm  acres.  Under 
direct  taxation  the  five  owners  of  the  city  acre  do  not  consume  anywhere 
near  the  amount  of  goods  upon  which  national  and  other  taxes  are  levied 
as  would  the  268  farmers  who  own  the  21,460  acres. 

*  This  capital  in  farmn^  howeyer,  does  not  prodoce  oyer  i  per  cent,  so  that  the  fanner  onlj  gets  IM,Slid 
fer  a  capital,  which  the  citj  land  owner  sets  160,000.

Diagram  No.  14  represents  the  Colby  iron  mine. 

The  expense  of  digging  the  ore  is  on  either  side  of  the  mine,  but  the 
profit  of  the  capital  being  so  insignificant  and  the  wages  of  labor  so  small 
they  are  not  separated  in  the  table  on  page  277. 

Up  to  the  close  of  the  year  1891  the  toSil  output  of  this  mine  is  1,116,418 
tons.  All  the  ores  of  the  Gogebic  range,  of  which  the  Colby  is  one  of  the 
richest,  are  salable  in  the  dul^st  of  seasons,  because  they  are  all  Bessemer 
ores.  After  giving  the  four  beneficiaries  of  the  Colby  mine  a  comfortable 
living  without  any  labor  being  performed  upon  their  part  to  earn  it,  still 
what  a  handsome  sum  is  left  with  which  to  endow  our  State  pride — the 
Michigan  University. 

Turn  which  way  we  may,  the  evidence  accumulates,  that  the  taxing  of 
profits  of  real  estate  would  afford  wonderful  relief  to  the  farm  and  other 
labor  from  the. burden  of  national  taxation.  The  burden  of  national  taxa- 
tion and  how  it  bears  upon  population  can  best  be  illustrated  by  diagram 
No.  XI.  of  this  chapter;  the  share  the  owners  of  the  great  bulk  or  the  profit 
from  all  business  in  Michigan  pay  of  the  national  tax  is  seen  in  diagram 
No.  8.  The  sum  they  womd  pay  by  taxing  the  profits  of  real  estate  in  fair 
proportion  is  shown  in  Diagram  No.  10.

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THE  MINING  INDUSTRY. 

The  Biirean  has  made  particular  reference  elsewhere  in  this  report  to 
the  iron  and  copper  mining  of  the  Upper  Peninsula.  The  figures  in  regard 
to  wagee  will  be  of  very  little  value  to  the  student  of  the  wage  question, 
The  result  of  making  averages  are  that  they  are  always  too  high.  When 
wages  range  from  70  cents  to  $10  per  day,  the  facts  are,  that  for  eveiy  wage 
at  $10  there  are  100  at  less  than  $1.50,  but  the  $10  wage  thrown  into  the  ecale 
increases  the  average  of  the  low  wages  very  materially.  The  Commissioner 
does  claini,  however,  that  the  mine  figures  can  be  of  material  use  in  deter- 
mining the  equity  of  taxation,  the  figures  of  which  the  State  board  of 
equalization  would  seem  to  be  very  much  in  need. 

The  board  of  county  supervisors  of  Houghton  county,  which  contains 
the  mining  villages  of  Bed  Jacket  with  3,000  inhabitants,  Houghton,  2,000, 
and  Hancock,  1,800,  equalized  the  assessed  values  of  the  county  and  placed 
them  at  $52,541,894;  the  personal  value  of  this  sum  was  $4,514,415,  leaving 
a  real  es^te  value  of  something  more  than  $48,000,000.    From  the  fore- 
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!;oing  real  estate  valne,  the  State  board  of  equalization  dedacted  $12,54I,8H 
eaving  a  total  value  of  $40,000,000  upon  which  to  spread  the  tax  levy. 

Upon  page  17  of  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  mineral  statistics  for 
1890  is  to  be  found  the  following  statement: 

"Six  copper  minee  paid  dividends  to  the  stockholdera  in  1890,  which  amoanted  in  the  aogregato  to 
$S,09U,(I00.  The  Calamet  &  Heola  alone  paid  of  it,  $2,000,000.  The  total  divtdende  of  theee  nx  companiei 
since  their  oreaQization  op  to  date,  1890,  amoants  to  $15,060,000;  of  this  total  the  Oalamet  A  Heola  has  paid 
$iH,8-'X),(J00.  The  present  raloe  of  these  six  mines  is  $18,000,000.  The  value  of  the  Oalamet  A  Heela  aloao  ii 
$26,000,000." 

There  are  ten  copper  mines  in  operation  in  Houghton  county.  Their 
total  output  was  in  1890,  93.4  per  cent  of  all  the  Michigan  copper  mines, 
47,068  tons;  their  net  profits  as  per  United  States  census  report  was 
$7,500,000,  but  this  is  not  the  true  profit;  $1,300,000  was  expended  in 
developing  the  Allouez  mine,  which  was  added  to  the  general  expense  of 
mining,  50,303  tons,  which  was  the  total  output  of  all  the  mines.  The  real 
profit  of  the  copper  mines  was  $8,800,000;  93.4  per  cent  of  the  total  was 
earned  in  Houghton  county,  $7,005,000. 

It  is  good  business.  It  is  sound  logic  to  assume  that  anjr  business  which 
has  produced  such  regularity  of  profits  is  worth  ten  times  its  annual  profita. 
The  Houghton  county  mines  are  worth  as  a  safe  investment  in  round  num- 
bers, $70,000,000.  There  is  a  large  coppei;  rolling  mill  at  Dollar  Bay, 
Houghton  county;  there  are  steam  saw  mills;  there  is  besides  a  speculative 
tract  of  copper  bearing  land  in  Houghton  county,  reaching  away  from 
Portage  Entry  on  the  west  side  of  Keweenaw  Point  to  Fire  Steel  river, 
Ontonagon  county,  with  a  speculative  value  of  $50,000,000.  If  the  specu- 
lators do  not  want  it  at  that,  the  State  can  well  afford  to  take  it  and  let  it 
on  tribute  as  some  of  the  copper  mines  are  now. worked.  It  wouLi  afford 
a  nice  income  for  the  Mining  School. 

This  Bureau  does  not  attempt  to  give  a  correct  report  of  iron  mining  in 
Michigan,  but  it  does  claim  to  be  on  the  safe  side  of  truth.  In  circle  14  of 
this  chapter  is  given  the  first  year's  history  of  the  Oolby  iron  mine,  with  a 
total  output  for  the  year  of  84,000  tons,  at  a  cost  of  mining  of  12|  cents  per 
ton.  The  output  for  1890  was  192,941  tons.  The  Oolby,  however,  was  a 
small  affair  compared  with  the  Norrie  mine,  whose  output  for  1890  was 
716,852  tons.  The  Norrie,  a  sister  mine,  mined  her  ore  at  a  less  cost  per 
ton  than  the  Colby.  The  total  output  of  the  mines  in  Gogebic  county  for 
1890  was  2,278,983  tons.  The  net  profit  it  is  safe  to  calculate  at  $5,500,000. 
The  base  for  this  profit  is  certainly  worth  $55,000,000.  The  county  of 
Gogebec  is  assessed  at  $15,000,000,  containing  the  flourishing  cities  of 
Bessemer  and  Ironwood,  separate  values  of  which  are  given  in  analysis 
of  cities  table.  The  same  is  true  of  Marquette,  Iron  and  Menominee 
counties. 

Isle  Royal  contains  215  square  miles — 137,600  acres,  and  the  earliest 
copper  mining  in  Michigan  was  started  there.  The  island  is  all  copper 
bearing  rock  and  the  land  all  has  a  mining  value,  but  will  not  pay 
the  profits  that  are  obtained  in  Houghton  county.  There  is  a  mine  there 
but  it  is  not  being  worked  at  present.  The  assessed  value  for  thd  island  is 
put  down  at  $100,000 — 72  cents  per  acre.

LOCAL  TAXATION  OF  BAILWATS. 

The  railways  of  the  State  are  exempt  from  local  taxation.  Citizens  are 
becoming  very  much  dissatified  because  of  such  exemption.  The  central 
location  of  valuable  depot  lands  in  so  many  of  our  cities,  which  escape  all 
the  burdens  of  local  taxation  give  just  cause  for  complaint.  Equality 
before  the  law,  should  as  much  be  tlie  motto  in  assessing  railways  as  with 
any  other  properties.  With  the  foregoing  statements  the  niunicipality  of 
Detroit  has  shown  herself  to  be  in  full  accord. 

It  does  not  appear  from  the  average  per  cent  paid  on  our  railway  invest- 
ments for  the  last  three  years  that  they  are  a  very  good  investment 
Michigan  railways  however  are  principally  run  as  subsidiaries  to  other 
great  railway  systems,  or  as  servants  of  large  mining  and  lumbering  interests, 
without  possibly  any  regard  to  their  public  utility.  It  is  the  experience  of 
your  Commissioner  that  large  corporations  owned  wholly  within  our  State 
are  very  reticent  in  regard  to  giving  any  part  of  their  private  busmess 
methods  to  the  public;  much  less  can  it  be  expected  that  corporations 

i though  doing  tmsiness  in  the  State),  owned  in  New  York  City  or  Montreal, 
)ominion  of  Canada,  or  London,  England,  will  either  take  an  interest  in 
the  equitable  taxation  of  Michigan's  wealth  or  even  without  some  compul- 
sion pay  their  own  just  proportion.  In  the  case  of  the  Detroit,  Grand 
Haven  and  Milwaukee  Railway,  there  are  stockholders  who  live  in  Michi- 
gan holding  $250  stock  as  per  report  of  Railway  Commissioner  for  the  year 
1890.  Five  of  the  nine  directors  of  the  road  live  in  Detroit,  among  them 
no  doubt  the  $250  of  stock  is  divided. 

The  real  value  of  a  railway  organization  more  than  forty  years  established 
is  to  be  found  in  its  franchise  and  the  value  of  the  numerous  city  depot 
lands  it  occupies.  Those  values  consist  principally  of  bare  land  value  and 
arise  in  consequence  of  their  advantageous  geographical  position  to  the 
growth  and  needs  of  the  whole  community.  The  bare  land  value  of  rail- 
ways either  in  Michigan  or  any  other  part  of  the  nation  has  not  thus  far 
received  any  considerable  attention  from  our  Bureau's  of  Statistics.

According  to  the  report  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  for  1890 
the  railway  property  of  the  United  States  is  controlled  by  1,705  organizations, 
of  which  609  may  be  classed  as  independent  roads,  472  as  subordinate  roads, 
and  148  as  owned  by  private  persons.  The  remainder  being  small  lines  or 
feeders  to  great  systems.  The  mileage  operated  is  reported  at  153,385.37. 
The  number  of  men  employed  at  704,743,  459  being  employed  to  every  100 
miles  of  line.  In  England  there  are  346,426  men  employed,  which  gives 
1,748  men  for  every  100  miles  of  road.  Each  engineer  carried  what  is 
ec^nivalent  to  2,274,455  tons  of  freight  one  mile  and  382,362  passengers  one 
mile.  The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  by  rail  in  the  United  States 
was  472,171,343,  each  peason  traveling  on  the  average  2447  miles,  showing 
a  total  passenger  mileage  of  11,553,820,445.  The  total  number  of  tons  of 
freight  carried  was  839,639,583.  The  average  haul  for  each  ton  of 
freight  was  127.36  miles,  showing  a  ton  mileage  of  68,727,223,146.  Diyid. 
ing  the  number  of  miles  traveled  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States  it  would  require  175.58  miles  of  travel  from  each  person  to  make  up 
the  total.  The  amount  of  freight  carried  would  require  from  each  person 
that  he  carry  1,041.32  tons  one  mile. 

The  railways  were  equipped  with  29,036  locomotives,  of  which  8,079  are 
passenger,  and  16,140  are  freight  locomotives;  7,706  passenger  locomotives 
and  8,743  freight  locomotives  are  fitted  with  automatic  brakes.  There  are 
25,665  cars  in  the  passenger  service  and  854,031  in  the  freight  service; 
23,540  passenger  cars,  and  66,513  freight  cars  are  fitted  with  automatic 
train  brakes^  23,348  passenger  cars  and  46,644  freight  cars  are  fitted  with 
automatic  couplers.  There  are  39  diflferent  styles  of  couplers,  80,510  being 
automatic.  There  are  on  the  average  19  engines,  557  freight  cars,  and  17 
passenger  cars  for  every  100  miles  of  line.  A  freight  engine  accomplished 
4,538,786  ton  miles,  and  a  passenger  engine  1,430,105. 

The  roads  killed  1,972  and  injured  20,028  employes  during  the  year. 
One  death  occured  to  every  357  employes  and  one  injury  to  every  35. 
Taking  engineers,  firemen,  conductors,  and  other  trainmen,  one  death  may 
be  expected  to  every  117  and  one  injury  for  every  12.  From  the  statistics 
of  accidents  it  apx)ear8  that  310  passengers  have  been  killed  and  2,146  pas- 
sengers injured.  One  passenger  was  killed  to  every  1,523,133  passengers 
carried,  and  one  passenger  injured  to  every  220,024  carried.

RAILROAD  PROPERTY  EXEMPT  PROM  LOCAL  TAXATION. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  MOVEMENT.' 

The  people  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  by  their  local  legislative  body,  the  Common  Council, 
have  repeatedly  declared  their  desire  to  have  the  railroad  property  within  their  limita 
taxed  for  the  support  of  the  municipal  government,  in  all  toe  benefits  of  which  it  par- 
ticipates, the  same  as  private  individuals  or  corporations.    The  Council  in  1888  unan- 
mously  adopted  resolutions  expressive  of  this  sentiment,  and  in  1889  appointed  a  oom- 
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mittee  to  collect  statistics  bearin^r  upon  the  question,  and  to  present  the  same  to  the 
members  of  the  State  Legislature  at  Lansing.  The  sentiments  then  sown  and  dissem- 
inated have  taken  root,  and  the  people  throughout  the  entire  State  are  gradually  com- 
ing to  a  realization  of  the  gross  injustice  of  allowing  practically  foreign  corporations  to 
^escape  the  burdens  of  taxation  which  all:  other  corporations  and  all  persons  in  the  State 
are  compelled  to  bear.  . 

MAYOR    PINGBEfi's  MESSAGE. 

On  March  10  last,  Hon.  H.  S.  Pingree,  Mayor  of  the  dlty  of  Detroit,  sent  to  the  Com- 
iQon  Council  of  Detroit  the  following  special  message  on  this  subject,]  which,  as  the 
record  printed  below  shows,  was  adopted  without  a  dissenting  voice: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Common  Council: 

Gentjlemen — Every  individual  in  lietroit  who  had  $1,000  worth  of  visible  property 
last  year  paid  $15.73  to  help  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  city  government,  and 
to  help  make  such  public  improvements  as  it  was  thought  the  city  could  a£ford.  Nearly 
every  corporation  doing  business  within  the  municipal  boundaries  did  the  same  thing. 
The  result  was  that  on  a  valuation  of  $160,000,000  we  raised  for  municipal  purposes 
something  like  $2,500,000. .  But  there  is  one  class  of  corporations  m  this  city  wnich, 
under  existing  circumstances,  may  be  said  to  be  a  privileged  class;  privileged  both  over 
all  corporations  and  over  all  individuals  in  our  city,  privileged  over  and  above  all  others 
in  Detroit,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  the  stock  of  these  corporations 
is  held  by  non-residents,  and,  in  many  cases,  by  persons  who  are  aliens  to  America,  both 
by  birth  and  residence.  I  refer  to  the  various  railroad  companies,  who  own  some  of  the 
meet  valuable  property  in  the  city,  estimated  by  our  assessors  at  $35,000,000,  or  over 
one-fifth  of  all  property  in  Detroit,  and  yet  who  contribute  not  a  single  cent  to  maintain 
the  institutions,  in  the  benefits  of  which  they  jointly  participate  with  us  all.  If  their 
pronerty  had  been  placed  upon  the  same  basis  as  all  other  property  in  Detroit,  the  rail- 
roads would  have  paid  not  less  than  half  a  million  dollars  into  our  city  treasury  last 
year,  enough  to  run  our  fire  or  police  department  and  to  light  the  cit^;*  or  enough  to 
pay  all  the  expenses  of  educatmg  our  children  for  a  year;  or  to  build  school-houses 
enough  to  last  a  generation;  or  to  get  our  streets  out  of  the  mud,  and  to  pave  them 
decently. 

We  paid  last  year,  in  round  numbers,  $350,000  to  keep  up  a  fire  department,  which 
proteots  railroad  property  with  the  same  vigilance  that  it  does  that  of  any  of  our  citizens. 
We  made  a  present  to  the  roads  of  this  protection.  We  expended  a  like  sum  in  main- 
taining an  efficient  police  department,  which  watohed  as  faithfully  over  the  property  of 
the  railroads,  as  though  the  ofiicers  and  members  of  the  force  had  been  paid  out  of  the 
surplus  millions  of  Vanderbilt  and  Jay  Gould,  instet^  of  by  the  hard  ear&ed  money  of 
-our  citizens.  We  spent  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  in  repavinlg  streets  for  the  rail- 
road oompanv's  trucks  to  wear  out;  yet  not  a  cent  did  those  corporations  contribute. 
We  laid  out  $400,000  on  the  education  of  the  young  of  Detroit  for  the  general  good. 
Yet,  although  this  dissemination  of  intelligence  benefits  the  railroad  companies  as  much 
as  any  one,  they  paid  nothing  towards  it  It  cost  us  $130,000  for  lighting  our  city  last 
year,  and  we  did  it  without  the  help  of  the  railroads.  We  have  from  time  to  time 
invested  $4,600,000  in  a  system  of  sewers,  and  we  drain  the  property  of  the  railroads  for 
love  of  them,  inasmuch  as  we  get  nothing  for  it. 

What  is  the  cause  of  this  outrageously  unjust  and  inequitable  condition  of  affairs? 
The  generosity  of  Legislatures  of  a  long  time  ago  in  providing,  in  special  and  general 
^^hartors,  that  railroad  companies  should  pay  a  certain  small  specific  tax  to  the  State  in 
lieu  of  all  other  taxation,  may  have  been  a  good  thing  when  it  was  passed,  but  if  it  ever 
was  right  it  has  ceased  to  be  bo  now.  If  railroads  were  infante  then,  they  are  giante 
now.  So  powerful,  indeed,  have  they  become,  that  it  has  been  openly  stated  that  they 
own  Legislatures  and  control  courte  of  justice.  I  hope  and  believe  it  will  not  prove  to 
be  BO  in  Michigan. 

In  our  sister  city  of  Cbicago  the  railroad  eompanies  paid  the  municipality  in  1889  the 
substantial  sum  of  nearly  $800,000,  several  of  those  which  do  business  and  own  property 
in  Detroit  being  large  contributors  thereto.  In  other  words,  the  very  roadB  which 
escape  taxation  here,  and  demand  exemption  as  a  right,  pay  each  year  large  sums  to  the 
municipal  government  in  Chicago  without  a  whimper.  They  do  it  because  they  have 
to,  and  I  am  informed  that  they  can  be  made  to  do  it  here.  At  any  rate,  it  is  worth 
trying,  and  I  recommend  that  your  honorable  body  urge  the  Legislature,  and  especially 
the  Senators  and  Representetivee  from  Wayne  county,  to  repeal  the  laws  which 
exempt  railroads  from  municipal  taxation.  Let  them  but  act  fearlessly  and  honestly, 
and  this  great  reform  will  be  accomplished  at  the  present  session.

Gentlemen — Tour  Committee  on  Charter  and  City  Legislation  respectfully  represent 
that  there  is  a  bill  now  pending  in  the  Legislature  providing  for  the  repeal  of  the  char- 
ters and  laws  which  exempt  railroad  properly  from  local  taxation,  wnich  bill  in  our 
judgment  should  become  a  law;  we  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolu- 
tion submitted  herewith  as  an  expression  of  judgment  of  this  body.

Accepted,  and  leave  being  granted,  the  following  resolution  ^as  offered  by  Aid.  Amoe: 
Wfiereas,  There  is  a  bill  now  before  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  introduced  in  the 
Senate  by  the  Hon.  Senator  Park,  which  provides  for  the  repetd  of  the  special  charten 
and  general  railroad  laws  that  exempt  railroad  property  from  local  taxation; 

Now  Therefore^  Resolved^  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  the  Common  Council  of  the 
city  of  Detroit  that  the  passage  of  said  bill  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance,  not  only  to 
the  x)eople  of  this  city,  but  to  all  the  people  of  every  city,  village  and  township  through- 
out the  State.  This  statement  is  borne  out  by  the  official  figures  received  from  other 
municipalities  in  this  State;  for  whereas  Detroit  has  within  its  corporate  lunits  about 
twenty  per  cent  of  its  total  assessed  valuation,  other  cities,  like  Marquette,  Saginaw. 
Grand  Rapids,  Kalamazoo,  Jackson,  Iron  wood  and  Port  Huron,  have  a  much  larger  per 
cent  of  railway  property  enjoying  all  the  benefits  of  local  government,  and  to  which, 
as  in  Detroit,  they  do  not  contribute  one  cent.  In  this  connection  it  is  *proi)er  to  state 
that  the  bill  in  question  does  not  propose  to  alter  or  change  the  present  specific  tax, 
paid  by  the  railroads  in  this  commonwealth  to  the  State  in  lieu  of  State  taxes;  so  that 
localities  that  do  not  have  any  railroads  will  not  lose  by  the  passage  of  the  bill;  bat 
localities  that  have  railroad  property  will  be  able  to  assess  and  collect  the  same  amount 
from  these  favored  corporations,  in  proportion  to  their  holdings,  that  the  local  property 
owner  has  to  pay,  and  bring  the  railroad  tax  laws  of  Michigan  into  line  with  the  other 
States  in  the  Union,  where  all  the  railroads  have  to  pay  their  local  taxes,  the  same  as^ 
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the  individual  taxpayer  has.  In  Chicago,  for  instance,  three  railroad  companies  which 
do  business  in  Detroit  and  escape  local  taxation,  namely:  The  Michigan  Central,  the 
Orand  Trunk,  and  the  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  paid  to  the  city  in  1890,  in  the 
shape  of  local  taxes,  the  sum  of  189,980.97. 

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  from 
Wayne  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  requested  to  use  all  their  innuence  to  aid  in  the 
paasage  of  said  bilL 

Resolved^  That  cooperation  and  influence  of  every  city,  village  and  township  in  the 
State  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  requested  to  aid  in  securing  passage  of  said  bill. 

Resolved,  That  the  City  Clerk  be  and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  have  this  resolution 
printed  in  proper  form,  and  mail  a  copy  thereof  to  every  member  of  the  State  Legisla- 
ture, to  the  Mayor  of  every  city,  to  the  President  of  every  village,  and  to  the  various 
supervisors  of  all  townships  throughout  the  State.

MB.  Dickinson's  speech  befobe  the  joint  legislative  coMMrrrEE. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Oentlemen  of  the  Joint  Committee: 

I  had  supposed  that  I  might  have  the  privilege  here  of  listening  to  the  learned 
counsel  for  the  railroads  in  opposition  to  the  pending  bill  before  I  should  be  heard,  or 
would  need  to  be  heard,  in  answer  to  them  in  support  of  the  bill,  or  of  a  measure  sub- 
stantially like  the  bill.  I  appear  here,  sir,  as  a  citizen  of  Detroit,  coming  at  the  request 
of  citizens  without  distinction  of  parly,  and  also  at  the  request  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  city.  Something  had  been  said  to  me  before  the  resolution  of  the  council 
passed,  from  the  fact  that  my  position  upon  this  question  was  well  known;  and  it  was 
suggested  that  I  should  be  retained  regularly  by  the  city  to  appear  before  the  com- 
mittee to  make  this  contest.  I  answered  them,  and  I  adhere  to  it  now,  that  although 
I  had  done  considerable  legislative  work  for  Michigan  and  citizens  of  Michigan,  I 
never  yet  had  accepted  money  for  that  kind  of  work,  and  that  I  should  decline  any 
retainer  from  the  city  of  Detroit.  From  some  motive,  a  pleasant  one  towards  me,  the 
council  passed  the  resolution  to  pay  me  a  regular  retainer  and  to  pay  me  excellently  for 
my  services,  but  I  have  declined  to  ^cept  any,  and  am  here  as  a  citizen  at  the  request 
of  the  citizens  in  behalf  of  the  merits  of  this  bill,  without  retainer,  without  money  and 
without  price.  I  think  I  should  so  state,  because  I  think  that  what  I  have  to  say 
should  be  accepted  for  what  it  may  be  worth  as  my  sincere  judgment,  rather  than  as 
my  paid  opinion  as  an  attorney. 

provisions  of  the  Bllili. 

The  bill  proposes  to  subject  railroad  property  to  local  taxation.  For  this  reason,  it 
is  immaterial,  in  considering  the  bill,  that  it  provides  for  a  repeal  of  those  parts  of  the 
special  charters  of  the  Michigan  Central  Railroad  Company,  of  the  Michigan  Southern 
Railroad  Company,  and  others  holding  special  charters  exempting  such  companies  from 
the  tax,  because  the  law  may  be  valid  repealing  the  special  provisions  of  the  charters, 
without  providing  for  compensation  to  the  roads  as  provided  in  their  charters,  or  those 
in  which  such  a  provision  occurs — ^because  the  companies,  in  theory,  may  accept  such 
-amendments  to  their  charters;  so  that  you  cannot  tell  theoretically  whether  or  not  the 
railroad  companies  who  have  this  exemption  in  their  special  charters  may  or  may  not 
accept  the  amendment  until  you  pass  the  bill. 

It  is  not,  therefore,  a  proper  criticism  upon  the  constitutionality  of  the  bill  that  it 
provides  for  the  repeal  of  the  Michigan  Central  exemption  clause  in  its  charter  without 
providing  compensation,  and  provides  for  the  repeal  of  that  clause  in  the  Michigan 
Southern  charter  without  providing  compensation.  Whether  or  not  you  can  impose 
the  tax,  or  any  other  tax  than  is  provided  in  these  charters — we  will  take  the  Michigan 
Central  for411ustration — whether  or  not  you  can  impose  the  tax  from  which  it  is  there 
in  terms  exempted,  without  providing  a  method  of  compensation  for  repealing  this  part 
of  the  charter,  is  another  question.  And  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  am  of  opinion 
that,  even  under  the  restricted  doctrine  which  is  more  and  more  limiting  special  char- 
ters, so  far  as  the  Michigan  Central  charter  or  the  Michigan  Southern  charter*  does 

*  Uiidor  the  great  weight  of  aathoritF  oatside  of  Michigan,  as  shown  later  on,  the  Miohigan  Soathem 
exemption  wonld  not  pass  to  its  fiaccessor  b7  consolidation— at  least  to  property  added  by  the  consolida- 
tion. Bat  this  may  be  a  matter  in  this  State  depending  on  the  effect  and  authority  of  the  decision  in  46 
Mich..  22ii,  Of  coarse  it  would  not  cover  the  leased  property  of  the  old  Erie  A  Kalamazoo  R.  B.  Co.  (See 
that  Cheater) .  Branches  bailt  and  property  aoqaired  under  sapplementary  acts  to  the  M.  S.  R.  R.  charter 
are  not  exempt  in  terms,  and  therefore  not  in  law. 
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exempt  proi)erty  from  taxation,  and  provides  that  those  olausee  shall  not  be  repealed^ 
or  that  no  part  of  the  charter  shall  be  repealed  without  providing  compensation,  or  » 
tribunal  to  pass  upon  the  question  of  compensation,  such  clauses  under  authority,  bat 
not  on  principle,  may  be  valid.  Under  the  unfortunate  decisions  of  courts  of  binding- 
authority,  those  clauses  may  be  considered  valid,  but  of  these  I  will  speak  later. 

But  then  we  come  to  the  consideration  of  the  value  of  this  exemption  clause  to  the 
Michigan  Central  Railroad  Company  and  to  the  Michigan  Southern  Railroad  Company, 
if  valid.  While  in  my  opinion  by  reason  of  the  precedent  decisions  referred  to  those 
parts  of  the  charter  may  not  be  repealed  without  providing  compensation,  yet  also  in 
my  opinion,  the  exemption  clauses  do  not  exempt  sufficient  property  so  as  to  make  it 
material  at  all  in  the  consideration  of  this  question.  In  my  opinion,  the  oonstructioD 
of  those  clauses  must  be  so  narrow  in  their  application  to  property  so  exempt  that  it 
amounts  to  nothing  comparatively,  in  consideration  of  the  great  property  of  the  Michi> 
gan  Central  and  the  other  companies  which  is  subject  to  taxation,  notwithstanding  the- 
exemption  clauses. 

BELATIVS  VALUE  OF  B.   B.   PBOPEBTY   IN  MICHIOAIT. 

Before  coming  to  that  question,  it  may  be  well  enough  to  consider  very  briefly  the- 
condition  in  which  the  State  is  left  and  the  citizens  are  left,  with  reference  to  taxation* 
by  the  condition  of  its  railroad  laws  upon  this  subject. 

It  appears  by  the  return  of  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads  for  1890,  that  the  total 
cost  of  the  property  of  railroads  entering  this  State  is  $690,006,646.56;  the  total  prop- 
erty of  the  State  texed  is  about  $950,000,000;  the  total  cost  of  railroads  for  Michigan  is 
given  at  $265,720,770.83  by  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads.  None  of  this 
property,  either  in  the  city  of  Detroit  or  in  any  township  in  the  Stete,  or  in  any  city  or 
village  m  the  Stete,  is  taxed  for  school  purposes,  for  police  purposes,  for  fire  protection,, 
for  any  of  the  expenses  of  living  in  the  sense  that  people  live  under  government^ are 
texed  for  none  of  the  purposes  of  local  government  in  cities  or  in  towns  or  in  villages  or 
whatever.  So  that  the  vast  body  of  texation  for  local  purx)06es,  which  is  the  great  bur- 
den of  taxation,  reste  upon  the  other  property  owners  and  the  other  property  of  the 
Stete. 

In  the  city  of  Detroit  we  pay  a  tax  of  something  like  two  millions  and  a  quarter.  In 
the  city  of  Detroit,  the  railroad  companies  have  the  benefit  of  our  schools — their  army 
of  employes  send  their  children  to  our  schools — ^they  have  the  benefit  of  our  police  pro- 
tection and  our  fire  protection ;  they  have  the  benefit  of  the  texation  for  the  support  of 
our  courts — and  no  one  uses  them  as  much  as  the  railroad  companies  and  their  interests; 
and  they  have  the  benefit  of  all  our  texation  for  water  rates  and  things  of  that  sort^ 
although  I  think  water  rates  are  paid.  But  for  every  purpose  of  local  government^ 
and  for  the  support  of  local  government  and  local  protection  of  law,  order  and  peace,, 
the  railroads  are  free  from  tcGcation. 

NOT  FOB  DETBOrr  ONLY.      CHICAGO'S  PBOPEBTY. 

Now,  it  is  not  proposed  by  this  legislation  to  provide  for  the  local  t  axation  of  railroads 
in  Detroit  only,  but  for  the  taxation  of  railroads  for  local  purposes  in  the  townships. 
There  is  nothing  in  reason  why  they  should  not  be  taxed  for  school  purposes  where  they 
have  their  roads  and  real  estate,  their  buildings  and  their  employes  in  any  township  is. 
the  Stete.  There  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  be  taxed  for  the  purposes  of  local 
government  anywhere.  In  no  other  State  in  the  Union  is  there  such  freedom  from  tax- 
ation for  railroad  property  as  in  the  Stete  of  Michigan.  Freedom  from  taxation  has 
not  conduced  to  the  prosperity  of  other  Stetes  or  other  cities  in  the  west,  because  it 
has  not  been  an  inducement  for  railroads  to  enter  the  Stetes  or  cities.  In  the  city  of 
Chicago,  with  the  exception  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  which  has  an  old  special 
charter,  railroad  investments  have  paid  taxes  with  investmente  in  manufactories,  invest- 
mente  in  dwelling  houses  and  with  all  property.  In  the  county  of  Cook  to-day,  the 
railroads  pay  of  the  taxation  of  the  county  of  Cook,  $750,000,  an  amount  alone  equal  to 
the  entire  tex  paid  by  all  the  railroads  in  Michigan  for  all  purposes.  In  the  city  of 
Chicago  alone  the  railroads  pay  towards  the  expenses  of  local  govemm.ent  about  1^50,- 
000,  in  round  numbers;  and  if  there  could  be  an  example — if  there  could  be  an  illus- 
tration stronger  than  any  other  of  prosperil^  built  upon  proper  rules  and  started  from 
a  proper  basis,  that  example  is  Chicago,  which  has  compelled  every  dollar  that 
came  to  Chicago  to  make  another  dollar,  to  pay  its  proportion  for  the  improvement 
and  maintenance  of  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Our  Michigan  railroads  themselves,  which  enter  Chicago  and  enter  Illinois,  pay 
Stete,  county  and  local  texes  in  that  Stete,  wherever  they  own  a  dollar's  worth  of 
property.

In  the  oity  of  Detroit,  on  the  other  hand,  with  our  tax  of  upwards  of  two  millions  of 
money,  we  have  exempt,  according  to  the  tables  that  have  been  prepared  for  me  by  the 
assessors,  under  their  duty  to  value  exempt  properly  as  well  as  the  taxable  property, 
property  to  the  amount  of  $33,882381,  between  six  and  seven  millions  of  which  is  rail- 
road real  property  within  the  city  limits  which  does  not  pay  a  dollar  toward  anything.

THE  SPECIAL.  TAX  NOT  TO  BE  ABOIjISHED. 

It  is  not  proposed  under  this  biU,  gentlemen  of  the  committee,  as  I  understand  it,  to 
tax  rolling  stock  er  anything  else  than  the  real  estate  of  these  corporations,  precisely  as 
they  would  tax  store  property  or  manufacturing  property — tax  it  for  local  purposes. 
They  propose  to  have  that  tax  imposed  in  addition  to  the  tax  they  now  pay,  and  as  to 
railroads  which  have  not  a  special  charter,  they  propose  to  impose  a  tax  upon  their  prop- 
er^ in  addition  to  the  specinc  tax. 

cut  it  may  be  said  that  this  is  largely  for  the  benefit  of  Detroit.  Now,  let  us  see 
about  that.  Detroit  is  the  metropolis  of  the  State.  It  is  the  great  shipping  point  for 
Michigan  withm  the  State.  It  is  the  point  through  which,  and  at  Port  Huron,  you 
reach  the  great  avenues  of  commerce,  known  as  the  Great  Ijakes.  Through  these  porjbs 
you  reach  that  line- of  communication  with  the  east,  which  is  your  only  recourse  to 
hold  down  the  rates  of  railroad  companies  by  competition.  It  is  too  plain — too  well 
known  to  be  re-stated — it  is  too  plain  for  argument  that  but  for  the  competition  of  lake 
navigation,  the  rates  for  transportation  which  constitute  a  tax  upon  the  produce  of  the 
west  and  northwest  would  be  far  greater  than  they  are.  It  is  conceded  on  all  hands 
that  our  lake  navigation,  although  employed  during  only  about  five  months  at  the  outside, 
employs  more  tonnage  in  shipping,  ever  for  that  brief  period,  than  enters  the  harbor  of 
New  York  in  the  course  of  a  year. 

Now,  with  this  competing  means  of  communication  with  the  seaboard,  do  you  know 
any  reason  why  that  means  of  communication  which  furnishes  you  the  power  to  hold 
down  the  rates  of  railroad  transportation — do  you  know  any  reason  why  fiiat  should  be 
taxed  88  it  is  taxed  within  the  city  of  Detroit  and  within  the  city  of  Port  Huron  and 
everywhere,  while  the  railroads  go  scot  free? 

I  make  this  appeal  to  the  State  at  large,  and  present  to  you  the  argument  that  this 
is  not  a  bill  merely  to  benefit  Detroit,  but  it  is  a  bill  for  your  townships  and  for  proper 
taxation  in  any  local  government.

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LAKE  TRANSPORTATION  TAX£D. 

But  I  make  the  appeal  also  on  the  g^round  that  when  you  tax  vour  lake  tranflporta- 
tlon  to  the  full  limit,  as  you  do  when  you  tax  your  real  estate  and  your  stores  ana  your 
manufactures  and  your  homes,  and  allow  the  railroads  go  free,  to  that  extent  you 
prefer  the  railroads  by  immunity  from  taxation,  and  to  that  extent  you  are  impairing 
the  competing  ability  of  your  great  friend,  which  is  conceded  to  be  your  friend  and 
your  only  friend  as  against  high  rates  of  railroad  transportation. 

And  not  let  us  see.  It  will  be  conceded  on  all  hands  that  in  the  present  condition  of 
the  commerce  of  the  northwest  and  west,  this  matter  of  transportation  to  a  market  is 
simply  this  and  nothing  more — a  tax  upon  the  producer.  The  railroad  tariff  upon  the 
producer  or  the  vessePs  tariff  upon  the  producer  for  transportation  is  a  tax  upon  the 
producer,  and  as  that  tax  is  greater  or  less  in  the  present  condition  of  the  industriM  of 
the  west  and  northwest,  so  the  farmer  mayor  may  not  live;  so  the  manufacturer  seek- 
ing foreign  market  may  or  may  not  live.  The  question  of  life  and  death  of  conmieroial 
interests  is  regulated  by  the  question  of  transportation,  and  anything  that  cripples  the 
competing  lines,  anything  that  cripples  this  carrying  trade  of  the  great  lakes,  anything 
that  hampers  it  and  makes  it  less  able  to  compete  with  the  great  railroad  system  of 
transportation,  is  inimical  to  the  producer  and  inimical  to  the  manufacturer. 

RAILROADS  SPBOIAlJiY>AVORED.     * 

And  let  us  see  what  it  amounts  to.  I  have  shown  you  that  for  purposes  of  local  tax- 
ation everywhere,  the  railroads  pay  no  tax  whatever.  I  have  shown  you  that  in  the  citf 
of  Detroit,  while  merchants  and  manufacturers  of  all  kinds  that  have  come  in  there, 
homes  and  everything  that  has  gone  to  build  up  the  city  of  Detroit,  have  paid  their 
local  tax,  and  indeed  the  whole  of  the  two  or  three  millions  of  tax,  the  railroad  com- 
panies have  paid  not  one  copper:  not  one  cent  did  they  contribute  to  the  life-blood,  as 
it  has  been  called— the  life-blood  of  government  —the  fund  raised  by  tax.  Ton  must 
remember  that  in  our  system  of  government  we  are  a  complete  system  in  ourselves. 
We  are  many  in  one.  By  our  system  of  local  self-government  and  local  maintenance, 
the  city  of  Detroit  is  a  miniature  republic;  your  township  is  another  one,  and  your 
counties,  and  so  on  until  you  reach  the  State  government  and  the  Federal  government 

Now,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  all  the  protections  of  government  within  the 
citv  of  Detroit,  taxing  ourselves  for  that  purpose  this  enormous  amount  of  money,  the 
railroads  with  their  real  estate  aggregating  between  six  and  seven  millions,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  their  rolling  stock,  having  the  benefit  of  our  police  tax — having  police  protection, 
having  all  the  protection  of  our  laws,  having  our  school  system,  having  our  courts,  hav- 
ing our  fire  protection,  having  every  one  of  the  uses  of  government  for  the  proteotion 
of  life  and  property  and  liberty,  where  the  people  are  most  immediately  within  touch 
of  the  purposes  of  government,  the^^  pa^  not  one  cent. 

Let  us  see  what  the  other  competing  interest  does.  I  do  not  think  my  learned  friend 
will  gainsay  the  proposition  that  for  trans-shipment  to  the  seaboard — for  shipment  to 
the  market— the  only  competition  railroads  have  is  from  shipping.  And  I  was  curious 
to  know  about  what  amount  of  tax  was  imposed  upon  this  competing  method  of  trans- 
shipment when  the  commercial  enemies  of  thajb  method  went  free  of  taxation.  Bear 
in  mind  that  if  you  ship  by  water  in  summer  or  during  the  season  of  navigation,  or 
reserve  for  the  months  when  you  can  ship  in  the  season  of  navigation  at  low  rates,  that 
that  method  must  charge  you  enough  to  make  up  wear  and  tear  and  first  cost,  for  a  fair 
return  upon  its  cost,  and  something  more  to  pay  its  taxes,  and  that  its  rates  must  be 
increased  and  must  be  held  up  sufficiently  to  give  a  fair  return  for  the  money  invest- 
ment, net,  over  and  above  the  wear  and  tear  of  taxes.  So  that  if  the  rate  is 
increased  at  all  by  tax,  if  it  is  put  in  a  position  where  it  cannot  as  well  compete  with  rail- 
roads as  before,  if  the  railroads  are  put  in  a  better  xx>sition,  the  owners  of  the  shipping 
do  not  suffer,  but  the  people  who  use  that  method  of  transportation  are  the  sufferers. 

UNFAIR  TO   VESSEIj  INTERESTS. 

No  one  will  pretend  that  the  railroads  pay  a  cent  of  any  kind  in  this  matter  of 
sustaining  the  seaport  or  lake  port,  at  Port  Huron  or  Detroit  or  anywhere  else.  Yet  the 
railroads  come  there  and  go  right  up  to  the  line  and  compete,  during  the  season  of  nav- 
igation, with  this  method  of  shipment  to  the  east.  I  have  taken  the  trouble  to  have 
made  up  for  me  from  the  assessor's  office  the  amount  of  property  on  which  water  trans- 
portation and  shipping  pay  taxes  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  They  share  the  burden  of  local 
taxation  with  other  citizens. 

The  total  amount  of  property  used  for  dock  purposes  and  merely  for  the  purposes  of 
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shtpping  by  lake  in  the  city  of  Detroit,  whioh  pays  looal  taxes,  is  $4,042,940.  The  total 
amount  of  vessel  property,  according  to  the  estimate  of  the  assessors',  exclusive  of  dock 
property,  that  pays  taxes  in  Detroit  is  $6,000,000,  making  a  total  of  dock  and  vessel 
propertv  used  for  that  transportation,  and  a  fair  income  upon  which  must  be  charged 
to  enable  vessel  men  to  compete  at  all  with  th3  railroads,  of  $10,042,040.

THOSE  WHO  FAY  TAXES   WITHOUT  GRUMBL.IKG. 

These  pay  their  taxes  in  Detroit,  and  have  never  asked  for  immunity  or  exemption.  This 
is  the  ten  millions,  gentlemen  of  the  committee,  which  competes  with  the  railroad's  six 
or  seven  millions — or  with  the  railroad's  twenty-seven  millions  if  you  put  in  rolling 
stock — and  compete  with  it  to  hold  down  the  charges  upon  transportation,  which  con- 
stitute a  tax  upon  production.  The  six  or  seven  millions,  or  twenty-seven  millions,  pay 
no  taxes.  The  ten  millions  pay  taxes,  and  are  to  that  extent  crippled  in  their  competi- 
tion with  railroad  companies.  To  that  extent  the  railroad  companies  are  given  the 
advantage  over  lake  transportation.  It  cannot  be  gainsaid.  It  is  true.  And  it  is  for 
this  committee  to  report  whether  that  is  just — ^not  merely  just  to  the  people  of  the  city 
of  Detroit,  but  whether  it  is  just  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  It  is  not  a 
question,  as  I  said  before,  Mr.  Chairman,  whether  the  lake  navigation  shall  lose  this 
tax.  They  charge  it  back  upon  the  producer.  It  is  a  question  of  whether  the  people 
who  have  goods  to  ship  shall  have  the  advantages  of  competing  methods  equally 
favored  by  the  law — whether  the  people  who  have  goods  to  ship  shall  have  the  benefit 
of  an  uncrippled  line  of  competition. 

And  this  is  growing  more  and  more  important.  There  is  the  railroad  exempt  prop- 
erty along  the  river  front  (pointing  to  the  map).  The  best  part  of  the  business 
section  of  the  city  of  Detroit  is  the  river  front.  The  most  valuable  part  of  Detroit — 
and  will  be  for  many  years  to  come — is  the  part  which  you  see  within  the  lines  of  those 
railroada  It  passes  and  struggles  across  the  tracks  that  surround  the  city  at  grade, 
but  it  passes  to  property  which  is  of  inferior  value  when  it  passes  beyond  the  railroad 
tracks.  The  property  that  is  of  high  value  is  the  property  that  is  within  the  lines  of 
the  railroads  on  the  river  front  and  near  the  business  center.  Look  at  the  business 
p>art  of  the  city  of  Detroit  embracing  that  valuable  property,  and  see  the  amount  of 
river  front  devoted  to  railroad  purposes,  through  which  no  man  can  reach  the  dock 
and  no  load  can  reach  the  dock,  save  by  railroad  leave.  On  the  right,  in  red,  as  we 
stand,  is  the  property  of  the  D.  &  M.  and  the  Grand  Trunk  road.  Below  is  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Michigan  Central,  also  in  red,  extending  down  to  183^  street.    The  full 
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> 
length  of  the  red  linee  takes  in  the  new  Union  depot  and  the  old  Union  depot  properfyv. 
which  extends  on  the  river  front  far  beyond  any  business  for  purposes  of  shipment  of 
any  value  in  the  cil^  of  Detroit.  So  that  you  see  you  have  but  the  small  space  between 
those  two  railroads  still  belonging  to  other  business  in  the  city,  or  still  open  for 
business  upon  the  river  front.  And  yet  all  that  property  that  is  touched  with  red  cMk 
that  map,  is  exempt  from  taxation. 

'  EQUALITY  BEFORE  THE  LAW. 

Equality  before  the  law,  equality  of  taxation,  is  conducive  to  commercial  prosperity 
and  healthful  growth.  It  is  the  natural  law,  and  a  violation  of  the  principle  is  as  cer- 
tainly followed  by  grave  injury  as  any  other  breach  of  natural  law.  I  can  illustrate 
with  a  convincing  home  truth. 

As  population  increases,  as  the  commercial  importance  of  a  city  grows,  as  all  influen- 
ces, including  as  a  great  factor,  economical,  just  and  fair  local  government,  add  to  ti^» 
desirability  of  a  city  for  the  objects  of  business  and  homes,  so  real  estate  values  increase^ 
and  so  taxation  increases,  going  hand  in  hand  with  the  needs  of  progress,  and  the  wider 
distribution  of  its  burdens  among  the  added  numbers. 

Naturally,  as  near  the  center  real  estate  advances  in  value,  and  taxee  must  be  added,. 
BO  the  matter  of  area  becomes  important,  and  unnecessary  land  holdings  sell  off  to- 
those  who  will  utilize  the  space  for  new  or  competing  business  purposes,  and  thus, 
holdings  become  smaller,  population  becomes  denser,  and  diversity  of  trades,  manufac- 
tures, and  occupations  widen,  all  tending  to,  and  evidence  of,  prosperity  and  greater 
and  greater  wealth. 

Area  is  thus  driven  naturally  by  taxation  to  confine  itself  to  necessary  holdings  and 
to  permit  the  elements  of  healthful  growth  to  come  in. 

Now  let  us  see  what  a  violation  of  this  natural  law  has  done  for  Detroit. 

Its  most  valuable  real  estate,  which  should  now  be  covered  by  enterprises  building  up 
and  increasing  the  wealth  of  the  community,  is  used  for  the  mere  storage  of  freight  and 
oars,  and  railroad  yard  purposes,  which  could  as  well  be  done  awav  from  the  business 
centers  and  outside  of  the  limits,  as  in  other  great  cities  of  the  world;  but  here  all  thia 
is  exempted  from  taxation  and  is  a  free  holding. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  acreage  of  railroad  holdings  for  depot  purxx)Be8  in 
Detroit,  as  compared  with  other  cities.  I  have  adde^  a  carefully  prepared  statement 
of  the  number  of  trains  per  day  using  the  depots.

Thus,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  twelve  leading  cities  in  which  run  two  thousand  and 
forty-eight  trains,  onlv  eighty-seven  and  twenty-hundreds  aroes  are  owned  and  used  for 
railroad  purposes;  while  in  Detroit,  with  only  one  hundred  and  twelve  trains,  one 
hundred  and  seven  acres  of  central  property  are  used  for  railroad  purposes. 

In  these  cities  the  railroads  cannot  afford  to  occupy  a  great  area,  vsJuable  for  business 
sites,  for  the  common  purposes  of  railroad  yards  and  freight  houses.  Such  business  is 
done  on  cheaper  property,  more  remote  from  the  centres,  and  is  as  well  and  as  conveni- 
ently done. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  for  years  and  years  Detroit  was  accounted  slow,  and  the 
oomment  was  true  that  she  was  behind  all  her  sister  cities  in  material  progress.  Her 
splendid  geographical  ^losition  was  all  that  it  should  be,  and  her  natural  situation  was 
Buch  as  not  only  to  invite  but  to  command  recognition,  and  the  influx,  of  capital  and 
population.  And  it  was  only  by  the  violation  of  laws  of  natural  growth,  like  the  one 
we  have  been  considering,  and  like  that  which  permitted  low  taxation  on  great  tracts  of 
real  estate  held  in  families,  that  she  was  held  back. 

Heaven  and  more  equitable  assessments  for  taxation  have  removed  some  of  the  stones 
from  her  head;  help  us  to  remove  this  one  ! 

There  is  more  in  this  than  would  appear  upon  the  face,  gentlemen  of  the  committee. 
Not  only  have  the  railroads  appropriated  the  parts  which  are  marked  in*red  and  of  the 
great  area  heretofore  shown,  but  you  will  observe  they  have  run  a  line  of  railroad  below 
their  depot  grounds  which  effectually  cuts  off  all  the  river  front  below.  That  red  line  is  a 
line  of  railroad  that  cute  off  any  approach  to  the  river  front  from  the  rear,  except  across 
that  railroad  track  at  grade,  and  as  effectually  barring  access  to  the  line  of  lake  naviga- 
tion as  if  they  owned  it  for  an  acre  back  from  the  river  front.  The  same  ma^  be  said 
substantially  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railroad,  thus  obstructing  all  of  the  nver  front 
of  Detroit  for  purposes  of  shipment  by  lake  navigation  (except  in  connection  with  the 
railroads),  except  the  short  distance  between  Third  street  and  Brush,  which  you  see 
in  white  on  that  map. 

THB  NORTHWEST  AND  SOUTH  DEMAND,  AND  WILL.  HAV£,  CHEAP    WATEB    TRANSFOBTATION  TO 

THE  ATIiANTIO  AND  THE  GUIiF. 

The  northwest  with  the  south  are  the  great  wealth  producers  of  this  country,  and 
yet  wealth  producers  are  having  a  struggle  to  live,  while  the  mere  handlers  and  manip- 
ulators of  our  products  are  waxing  strong  and  rich  in  material  wealth. 

Intelligent  and  thoughtful  men  know  that  every  dollar  that  is  deducted  from  the 
proceeds  of  our  produce  that  is  not  an  absolutely  necessary  part  of  the  cost  of  reaching 
a  market  is  tribute— is  tribute  in  as  offensive  and  burdensome  a  sense  as  that  exacted  in 
ancient  times  by  force  from  the  weak  by  the  strong,  and  later,  as  that  exacted  from  the 
American  colonies  by  England,  under  the  forms  of  law. 

The  west  has  become  a  great  political  power,  and  she  will  eibon  say  that  she  will  reach 
the  markets  of  the  world  from  the  shores  of  her  own  great  natural  waterways,'  without 
paying  a  dollar  for  loading  and  unloading  and  storage  between  the  point  of  shipment 
here  and  ultimate  market.    She  now  pays  tribute  for  this  three  times. 

By  treaty  or  otherwise  we  should  have  a  proprietary  interest  in  the  Welland  canal, 
the  St.  Lawrence  canals  and  the  natural  highway  of  the  St.  Lawrence  to  the  sea.  The 
canals  should  be  widened  and  should  be  free.  If  not  by  that  way,  then  a  ship  canal 
connection  should  be  made  or  enlarged  from  the  lakes  to  the  Hudson,  and  so  down  to 
the  sea.* 


*The  great  ship  canal  from  Amsterdam  to  the  German  Ocean,  over  fifty  miles  lon^,  and  wide  enough  to 
pennit  two  frigates  to  pass,  cost  fiye  millions.  Allowing  for  all  difficaltieB,  the  Ene  Canal,  abont  three 
hnndred  miles  long,  conld  be  widened  into  a  ship  canal  for  say  fifty  milHong  at  the  outside,  which  'womd 
be  a  fraction  of  what  terminal  facilities  cost  annaally  in  excess  of  what  the  coet  of  snch  charges  wonld  be 
if  the  water  way  were  open  to  the  ocean. 


316  LABOR  AND  INDUSTRIAL  STATISTICS. 

What  may  have  seemed  a  chimera  twenty-five  years  ago,  now,  with  our  great  resooroes 
and  the  absolute  needs  of  the  giant  west,  made  practicable  to  the  mind  of  any  man,  and 
the  necessities  and  the  power  of  the  northwest  and  the  south  demand  cheap  water 
transportation  for  our  produce  to  the  Atlantic  and  the  Gulf. 

The  great  work  of  the  Hennepin  canal  has  been  entered  upon.  The  Welland  canal 
has  been  once  widened,  and  the  Canadian  government  is  at  work  upon  two  of  the  seven 
St  Lawrence  canals.  It  \b  the  puri)06e  of  the  Canadian  government  to  open  the  St 
Lawrence  canals  so  that  shipments  may  be  made  to  Liverpool  without  change  of  bulk. 
The  American  government  should  have  a  hand  in  this;  we  should  and  will  have  that  or 
a  wholly  American  canal  to  the  Hudson,  as  I  have  stated. 

A  SHORT  CUT  TO  UVIBBPOOIj  NEEDED. 

Mr.  Chairman,  we  must  ship  to  Liverpool,  to  the  city  of  New  York,  to  the  city  of 
Portland,  to  Boston,  or  anywhere  else  on  a  foreign  or  our  own  seaboard,  from  the  port 
of  Detroit,  or  the  port  of  Chicago,  or  Cleveland,  or  Toledo,  or  anywhere  on  our  great 
inland  seas,  and  compete  with  railroad  transportation  on  our  way  to  the  world's  mar- 
kets. You  who  raise  a  bushel  of  surplus  produce  in  the  west  and  northwest,  find  the 
rates  at  which  you  may  sell  it  fixed  in  the  market  of  Liverpool — ^in  the  markets  of  the 
great  consumers  of  the  world,  and  when  you  ship  to  reach  that  market  you  must  first  ship 
by  a  railroad,  and  vour  produce  stands  the  tax  of  this  transportation  and  the  change  of 
bulk  from  car  to  ship  for  transportation  to  Liverpool  or  wherever  you  may  choose.  All 
that  is  a  tax  upon  production.  Every  dollar  you  pay  for  transportation  reduces  the 
price  that  you  receive  for  your  production.  If  you  can  ship  without  change  of  bulk, 
without  many  changes  of  bulk  and  storage  charges— the  great  considerations— and 
without  paymg  a  tax  under  the  inter-state  commerce  law  for  the  long  and  the  short 
haul,  as  they  have  got  it  now  construed,  you  may  have  a  profit  when  yon  sell,  or  with 
these  charges  you  may  have  a  loss  after  you  have  got  through  with  your  transportation. 

Kansas  could  not  sell  her  corn  except  at  a  loss;  she  could  not  sell  her  wheat  except 
at  a  loss:  so  she  burned  her  corn  and  sent  her  wheat  to  Minneapolis  and  sold  it  at  aloes. 
Why?  Because  she  couldn't  stand  the  rates  of  transportation.  There  is  nothing  the 
trouble  with  the  sale  of  your  produce,  no  other  trouble  with  the  sale  of  manufactured 
articles,  exoeplTthe  cost  of  transportation,  and  tariff  laws  which  fetter  exchange  of 
trade.  If  you  could  sell  vour  produce  or  your  manufactured  article  as  you  produce  it 
whether  it  be  transported  by  car  or  ship,  you  would  speedily  realize  the  value  of  the 
time  that  you  put  in,  over  and  above  the  cost  of  the  raw  material,  cultivation,  handling 
and  interest  on  your  investment    But  you  have  to  add  to  that  the  transportation. 

THE  OONSTlTUTlONAIi  QUESTION. 

Now,  what  I  mean  is  this:  That  you  should  not  only  preserve,  not  only  foster,  but 
you  should  faithfully  guard  the  great  agency  competing  with  railroads,  because,  if 
preserved  we  will  nave  here  in  Detroit  and  at  Port  Huron  and  along  the  entire 
coast  of  our* great  lakes,  not  merely  lake  ports,  not  merely  river  ports,  but  we  will  hare 
sea  ports;  and  from  our  lake  coast  and  from  our  rivers  you  may  ship  to  Liverpool  with- 
out change  of  bulk,  and  ask  no  odds  of  any  railroad  in  the  country,  and  pay  no  tribute 
to  the  Atlantic  or  Gulf  seaboard. 

Now,  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen  of  the  committee,  although,  as  I  said  at  the  open- 
ing, it  makes  no  difference  in  theory  with  the  constitutionality  of  the  bill  that  you 
repeal  the  charter,  or  the  exemption  clause  of  the  charter,  without  providing  compensa- 
tion, yet  strictly  you  may  be  obliged  to  provide  compensation  for  the  Lake  Shore  & 
Michigan  Southern  and  the  Michigan  Central  before  this  tax  can  be  levied.  But  we 
take  the  chances  on  that.  Let  every  local  government  take  the  chances  on  that,  and 
however  the  courts  continue  to  hold  on  special  charters,  let  us  raise  the  question  wi^ 
these  railroads  as  to  the  amount  that  their  exemption  covers. 

But  to  see  the  effect  of  the  legislation,  I  will  discuss,  for  a  few  moments,  the  extent 
of  the  exemptions  of  the  Michigan  Central  under  the  law.  I  hold  in  my  hand  the 
Michigan  Central  Railroad  charter,  and  I  call  your  attention  to  the  provisions  of  that 
act,  which  say  that  there  is  not  exempt  of  the  Michigan  Central  road  but  150  feet  of 
right  of  way,  and  for  depot  purposes  but  200  feet  on  each  side  of  the  track.  They  have 
elevators,  but  they  are  not  exempt.  They  drew  their  special  charter  with  great  care, 
and  that  charter  provides  in  express  terms  what  their  franchise  is  and  what  their  prop- 
erty shall  be,  even  going  to  the  length  of  naming  a  steamboat,  or  not  to  exceed  eight 
steamboats.  They  name  the  width  of  their  right  of  way  and  the  extent  of  their 
franchise  for  purposes  of  depote  and  other  things. 
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THE  SFEGIALi  GHABTJBRS,  AND  THB  TEKDENOT  OF  THE  OOURTS. 

Were  the  question  now  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  or  to 
any  jndioial  authority  in  the  country,  as  a  new  one,  un trammeled  by  precedent  judg- 
ments, there  can  be  on  doubt  but  that  the  proposition  that  any  legislature  could  tie  the 
hands  of  the  sovereign  people — or  of  any  future  legislature,  their  representatives 
— in  the  matter  of  this  high  power  of  taxation,  would  be  held  as  to  the  fundamental 
principles  of  American  government,  to  be  rank  heresy,  and  unworthy  of  serious 
Gonsideration. 

No  court  follows  the  precedent  without  protest. 

For  a  few  of  the  countless  instances  of  this,  what  may  be  called  vigorous  reluctance, 
I  may  cite  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Justice  Field  in  delivering  l^e  judgment  of  the  Supremo 
Court  of  the  United  States,  m  the  case  of  the  Delaware  Railroad  Tax,  18  Wall.,  225-6: 

."Before  any  such  exemption  (from  taxation)  can  be  admitted  the  intent  of  the 
"  legislature  to  confer  the  immunity  or  prescribe  the  limitations  must  be  clear  beyond 
**  a  reasonable  doubt.  All  public  grants  are  strictly  construed.  Nothing  can  be  taken 
^  against  ^e  State  by  presumption  or  inference.  The  established  rule  of  construction 
"in  such  cases  is,  that  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  not  expresslv  granted  ar& 
"reserved.  There  is  no  safety  to  the  public  interest  in  any  other  rule.  And  with 
"special  force  does  the  principle  upon  which  the  rule  rests,  apply,  when  the  right, 
"  privilege  or  immunity  claimed  calls  for  any  abridgment  of  the  powers  of  the  govern- 
"  ment,  or  any  restraint  upon  their  exercise.  The  power  of  taxation  is  an  attribute  of 
"  sovereignty,  and  is  essential  to  every  independent  government.  As  this  court  has 
"said,  the  whole  community  is  interested  in  retaining  it  undiminshed.  *  *  If  the 
*^  point  were  not  already  adjtidged  it  would  admit  of  grave  consideration^  Whether  the 
"  legislature  of  a  state  can  surrender  this  power  and  make  its  action  in  this  respect 
"  binding  upon  its  successors  any  more  than  it  can  surrender  its  police  power  or  its 
^  right  of  eminent  domain.  But  the  point  being  adjudged,  the  surrender  when 
"  claimed,  must  be  shown  by  clear,  unambiguous  tanffuage,  which  unll  admit  of  no 
"  reasonable  construction  consistent  with  the  reservation  of  the  power. " 

THE  state's  right  TO  TAX.  * 

And  Mr.  Justice  Cooley,  in  East  Saginaw  Company  vs.  East  Saginaw  City,  19  Mich.,. 
272,  said: 

"  The  power  of  taxation  is  one  of  the  essential  powers  of  sovereignty  which  the  Stat» 
"  must  exercise  again  and  again,  as  often  as  its  needs  or  its  interests  may  require;  and 
"  one  that  cannot  in  the  least  be  crippled  or  abridged,  without  to  that  extent  crippling 
"  the  State,  impairing  its  vitality,  and  in  some  degree  endangering  its  efistence.  It  is 
"  upon  this  ground  that  it  has  been  so  often  and  so  earnestly  denied  by  learned  and 
"  able  jurists,  that  it  is  within  the  grant  of  authority  to  any  legislative  body  chosen  as 
"  representatives  of  the  people,  to  enter  into  any  contract  by  which  they  bargain  away 
"any  portion  of  the  power  to  levy  taxes  for  the  needs  of  the  government.  For  the 
"representatives  of  the  people  do  not  receive  the  powers  of  government  for  any  purpose^ 
"  of  sale  or  grant,  but  they  take  them  in  trust  for  a  brief  period,  to  be  employed  for  the 
"general  welfare,  within  such  limits  as  the  people  may  have  prescribed,  and  under 
"obligations  to  transmit  them  unimpaired  to  their  successors." 

And  again,  on  page  280:  "If  a  different  rule  prevailed,  and  every  careless  and 
"every  corrupt  act  of  legislation  which  scheming  individuals  or  powerful  interests 
"might  secure  in  their  own  favor,  were  to  be  instantaneously  clothed  with  the 
"  attributes  of  contracts  of  an  irrepealable  character  by  virtue  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
"  United  States,  and  thus  acquire  a  force  and  permanence  which  the  parliament  of 
"  England,  with  ail  its  boasted  omnipotence,  could  never  give  to  its  acts;  and  if  the 
"courts,  whether  it  accorded  with  their  sense  of  right  and  justice  or  not,  were  then 
"  compelled  to  encourage  such  legislation  by  enforcing  it,  in  defience  of  the  law-making- 
"  power  itself,  in  favor  of  those  who  had  been  artful  enough  to  secure  it,  the  question 
"  might  be  presented  in  the  most  serious  and  forcible  aspect  to  the  American  people, 
"  whether  the  clause  of  their  national  Constitution,  inhibiting  the  violation  of  the 
"  obligation  of  contracts,  was  not  as  expounded  and  enforced,  productive  of  more  evil^ 
"  injustice  and  corruption  than  conld  reasonably  be  anticipated  from  leaving  the  legisla- 
"  tures  of  the  states  as  much  untrammelled  in  this  particular  as  are  the  legislative 
"  bodies  of  free  states  generally. " 

Mr.  Justice  Miller,  in  delivering  the  dissenting  opinion  of  the  Chief  Justice,  Mr. 
Justice  Field  and  himself  predicted  the  abandonment  of  this  heretical  doctrine  by  the 
courts,  in  the  case  of  the  Washington  University  vs.  Rouse,  in  December,  1869,  reported 
8  Wall.,  443-444.       * 
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He  says  with  his  usual  vigor:  "  To  hold  then,  that  any  one  of  the  annual  legislatures 

can  by  contract  deprive  the  State  forever  of  the  power  of  taxation  is  to  hold  that  they 
'*  can  destroy  the  government  which  they  are  appointed  to  serve,  and  that  their  action 
"in  that  regard  is  strictly  lawful.  *  *  *  If  the  legislature  can  exempt  in  perpetuity 
^'  one  piece  of  land,  it  can  exempt  all  land.  If  it  can  exempt  all  land,  it  can  exempt  all 
*^  other  property.  It  can  as  well  exempt  persons  as  corporations.  And  no  hindrance 
**can  be  seen  in  tJie  principle  adopted  by  the  court  to  rich  corporations,  as  raUraadt 
^*  and  express  companies,  or  rich  men  making  contrcuits  with  the  legislatures  as  they 
*^  best  may,  and  with  such  appliances  eu  it  is  known  they  do  use  for  perpetual  exemp- 
*^tionfrom  all  the  burdens  of  supporting  the  government.  The  result  of  such  a 
*' principle  under  the  growing  tendency  to  special  and  partial  legislation  would  be  to 
'*  exempt  the  rich  from  taxation^  and  cast  off  the  burden  of  tha  support  of  government-, 

and  the  payment  of  its  debts,  on  those  who  are  too  poor  or  too  honest  to  purchase 

such  immunity, 

*'With  a  full  respect  for  the  authority  of  former  decisions,  as  belong  from  teaching 
"^^and  habit,  to  judges  trained  in  the  common  law  system  of  jurisprudence  we  think  that 
*^  there  may  be  questions  touching  the  powers  of  legislative  bodies  which  can  never  he 
**  finally  closed  by  the  decisions  of  a  court,  and  that  the  one  we  have  here  considered  is 
**  of  this  character.  We  are  strenghened,  in  this  view  of  the  subject,  by  the  fact  that  a 
'*  series  of  dissents  from  this  doctrine,  by  some  of  our  predecessors,  shows  that  it  haa 
*''  never  received  the  full  assent  of  this  court;  and  referring  to  those  dissents  for  more 
*^  elaborate  defense  of  our  views,  we  oontsnt  onBSEi^vss  with  thus  rsnewiko  the  pbo- 

'*  TEST  AOAIKST  A  DOCTRINE  WHICH  WE  THIITK  MUST  FINALiLT  BE  ABANDONED." 

Even  Homer  sometimes  nods,  and  respect  and  veneration  for  the  great  Marshall  and 
his  associates  should  not  be  abated  if  Americans  and  American  courts  should  conclude 
that  in  the  unargued  case  of  New  Jersey  vs,  Wilson  in  1812,  and  in  the  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege case,  which  followed  that  decision  in  principle,  there  was  a  mistake  in  the  applica- 
tion of  that  provision  of  the  constitution  prohibiting  States  from  passing  laws  impair- 
ing the  obligations  of  contracts. 

The  judgment  of  the  most  eminent  jurists  now  is  that  that  clause  was  only  intended 
to  apply  to  such  laws  as  might  impair  the  obligation  of  private  contracts,  and  that  it 
never  was  intended  to-be  applied  to  the  acts  of  the  legislative  body  itself — the  reposit- 
ory of  sovereign  power. 

LEGISLATIVE  POWER  TO  ACT  UNDOUBTED. 

Before  these  decisions  no  legislative  body  in  the  civilized  world  was  held  to  be  compe- 
tent to  bind  a  future  legislative  body.  To  so  hold  in  this  State  is  to  ascribe  to  that 
legislature  of  1846,  which  granted  these  charters,  a  power,  supreme  not  only  over  future 
legislatures  in  this  the  highest  prerogative  of  sovereignity — ^the  power  to  provide  by 
taxation  for  the  support  of  the  government— but  also  supreme  over  the  source  of  all 
power  and  prerogative,  the  people  of  that  generation  and  the  people  of  all  future  gen- 
erations. 

But  while  the  courts,  under  protest,  still  adhere  to  the  precedents,  and  so,  as  I  admit, 
may  continue  to  adhere  to  them,  until  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  shall 
fulfill  the  prediction  of  Mr.  Justice  Miller  and  reverse  the  position  of  that  court,  yet  by 
construction,  the  doctrine  has  been  so  limited  by  these  reluctant  courts,  that  the  exemp- 
tion from  taxation  must  be  confined  to  the  very  property  described  in  the  charter,  and 
then,  if  there  be  any  doubt  upon  any  item,  it  must  be  solved  in  favor  of  the  State. 

After-acquired  property,  like  that  of  the  Michigan  Central,  permitted  to  be  held 
under  supplementary  acts  passed  after  the  constitution  of  1850,  is  not  within  the 
exemption. 

Under  the  uniirersal  authorities,  with  the  exception  of  one  ill-considered  case  in  Ten- 
nessee, the  exemption  does  not  pass  to  consolidated  companies.  It  does  not  cover  prop- 
erty acquired  by  perpetual  lease.  It  covers  nothing  except  that  accurately  and 
expressly  stated  in  the  charter. 

The  charter  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  probably  drawn  by  the  same  hand  that 
drew  the  Michigan  Central  charter,  has  an  exemption  clause  like  it;  but  it  has  been 
distinctly  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois,  that  that  clause  does  not  cover  eleva- 
tors.   People  V.  Illinois  Central  B.  B.  Co,,  24  Am.,  and  Eng.  R.  R.  Cases,  4M. 

The  Michigan  Southern  case  in  46  Mich.,  224,  is  not  in  point,  as  that  was  an  attempt 
to  tax  under  the  general  railroad  law,  before  any  legislation  had  been  had  with  refer- 
ence to  the  special  charter. 

Cf  course,  it  is  well  understood  that  under  the  constitution  the  legislature  may 
amend,  alter  or  appeal  the  general  corporation  law  or  the  general  railroad  law  under 
which  corperations  are  formed,  as  to  the  matter  of  taxation,  and  it  is  also  understood 
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that  the  provision  in  the  tax  law  that  specific  taxes  shall  be  ''in  lieu"  of  other  taxes, 
confers  no  permanent  exemption,  and  does  not  bind  the  legislature  at  all  m  the  matter 
of  changing  the  amount  or  the  method  of  taxation. 

As  to  the  old  charters,  other  than  the  Michigan  Central  and  the  Michigan  Southern, 
the  right  is  reserved  to  the  State  to  alter  or  amend,  and  the  question  of  exemption  cuts 
no  figure  as  to  the  Grand  River  Valley  Railroad,  the  Erie  &  italamazoo  Railroad  (which 
the  Michigan  Southern  leases),  the  Detroit,  Grand  Haven  &  Milwaukee  Railroad,  or 
any  other  railroads.

If  anything  in  human  experience,  as  applied  to  methods  of  taxation,  is  settled,  it 
certainly  is  the  fact  that  taxation  upon  personal  property  neTer  can  be  made  a  success. 
Taxes  can  be  raised  from  personal  property,  no  doubt;  for  large  sums  are  thus 
raised;  but  that  they  cannot  be  levied  with  any  reasonable  approach  to  accuracy  or 
equality  is  demonstrated,  not  only  by  conclusive  reasoning,  but  by  the  more  conclusive 
fact  that  they  never  have  been  thus  levied.    It  is  not  for  want  of  earnest  and  long  sua- 
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tained  effort  that  the  failure  of  this  Bystem  of  taxation  has  oome  to  pass.  For  centuries 
the  effort  has  been  made;  and  for  at  least  six  centuries  it  was  backed  by  all  the  power' 
of  a  provemment  which  commanded  the  whole  civilized  world  and  which  armed  ite  tax- 
gatherers,  not  with  the  paltry  weapons  of  oaths  and  penalties,  but  with  the  more  sub- 
stantial powers  of  indiscriminate  search,  the  lash,  the  rack,  the  thumbscrew,  the  grid- 
iron and  the  cross.  The  Roman  empire  fell  topieces  under  the  presure  of  this  Tain 
effort  to  reach  personal  property  bv  taxation.    The  same  thing  was  attempted,  at  a  later 

Seriod,  in  dealing  with  the  Jews.    It  failed  with  them.    They  could  be  robbed  and  mur- 
ered;  but  they  could  not  be  regularly  taxed. 
That  which  all  the  tremendous  power  of  Rome,  in  its  grandest  days,  failed  to  aooom- 

Slish,  that  which  the  infernal  tortures  of  Spain  could  not  accomplish,  when  it  beheaded 
undreds,  burned  thousands  and  massacred  tens  of  thousands,  letting  loose  a  brutal 
soldiery  in  the  vain  struggle  to  tax  the  Netherlands,  the  American  people  are  still 
apparently  convinced  that  they  can  accomplish  by  distributing  blank  forms,  administer- 
ing long  oaths  and  threatening  penalties  of  fifty  per  cent.  How  far  they  have  suo- 
oeeded,  the  present  governor  of  Ohio  has  set  forth  in  repeated  messages,  as  the  gover- 
nors of  New  York  have  for  many  years  set  forth  in  theirs.  Their  complaints  have 
become  monotonous  in  their  uniformity.  Nothing,  indeed,  has  been  added  to  the  sum 
of  knowledge  on  this  point,  since  the  calm  and  detailed  report  of  David  A.  Wells  to  the 
New  York  legislature  in  1871;  in  which  the  experience  of  that  State  and  many  other 
States  was  luminously  set  forth  and  it  was  made  clear  that  taxes  on  personal  property 
were  nowhere  equally  assessed  or  efficiently  collected. 

TAXATION   BT  OATH. 

The  result  of  the  wide  spread  maintenance  of  these  taxes  is  to  fill  the  land  with  liars 
and  perjurers.  In  some  States,  the  business  of  perjury  is  mostly  confined  to  the  asses- 
sors, who  regularly  make  returns  which  they  know  to  be  false,  but  cannot  make  tni& 
In  others,  such  as  Ohio,  Vermont  and  Connecticut,  periuiy  is  the  business  of  the  tax- 
payers. Their  scrupulous  consciences,  in  many  oases,  find  a  wa^  of  escape  byomittang, 
m  fact,  to  take  the  oath  which  they  sign;  and  they  are  mnocent  of  everything 
except  lying.  The  delicately  conscientious  get  some  one  to  sign  for  them;  and  where 
an  oath  is  absolutely  required,  a  considerate  notary  certifies  to  the  oath  before  it  is 
taken;  after  whioh,  of  course,  it  is  not  taken  at  all.  On  surveying  the  whole  field,  how- 
ever, one's  faith  in  American  truthfulness  is  cheered,  and  we  entertain  larger  hopes  for 
the  future  of  humanity.  For  it  appears  that,  where  the  blanks  are  diligently  circulated 
and  the  oath  insisted  upon,  the  average  man  will  return  ten,  if  not  fifteen  per  cent  of 
his  invisible  property;  whereas,  in  the  absence  of  this  appeal  to  piety,  he  will  return 
nothing  at  all.  This  touching  proof  of  American  reverence  for  the  saoredness  of  the 
oath  reminds  one  of  the  famous  Yankee  who,  hearing  his  father  accused  of  having 
falsely  warranted  the  quality  of  a  trifie  sold  for  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  replied:  **  No; 
Ike  old  man  would  never  tell  a  lie  for  ninepence;  though  he  would  tell  eight  of  'em  for 
a  dollar." 

TAXATION  ON  PERSONALTY  UNEQUAL. 

Of  course  there  are  some  forms  of  personal  property  which  can  be  seen  and  appraised 
by  the  assessors,  almost  as  readily  as  real  estate,  though  not  with  so  correct  an  estimate 
of  value.  The  objection  to  taxation  of  chattels  is  not  that  none  of  them  can  be  taxed; 
it  is  that  so  many  of  them  can  be  and  are  reached,  while  so  many  are  not,  that  the  tax 
is  necessarily  unequal  and  unjust.  The  important  question,  therefore,  is,  upon  what 
class  does  this  tax  bear  most  oppressively?  If  taxes  w^ere  levied  only  upon  land  values,  or 
upon  the  values  of  land  and  buildings,  would  the  smaller  property  owners,  and  especi- 
ally the  farmers,  pay  more  or  less  of  the  whole  taxes  than  they  do  now? 

THE  EFFECT  ON   FARMERS. 

Farmers  generally  have  been  long  convinced  that  the  rigid  taxation  of  personal  prop- 
erty would  relieve  their  burdens;  and  it  is  by  their  votes  that  the  existing  system  is 
maintained.  This  is  all  theory  on  their  part  They  have  not  studied  the  &cts  and 
know  nothing  about  them.    They  assume  that  "  it  must  be  so." 

But  let  us  study  the  facts,  before  discussmg  any  theorv.  The  assessment  returns  of 
Ohio  furnish  all  the  facts  which  are  needed  in  order  to  determine  whether  taxation  on 
personal  property  is  of  any  benefit  to  the  agricultural  community. 
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HO  SEFARATB  Cr^ASHJtR  OF    TAXPAYSB8. 

Any  attempt  to  separate  the  oommunity  into  two  distinct  classes,  one  of  which  is  tax- 
able only  on  real  estate,  and  the  other  of  which  is  taxable  only  on  personal  property,  is 
obviously  impossible  and  absurd.  No  man  is  ever  reached  by  the  tax  gatherer,  who 
does  not  occupy  some  niece  of  land.  If  he  did  not,  the  tax  collector  would  never  find 
hiDL  Tramps  pay  no  direct  taxes.  Neither  can  any  man  live  without  occupying  some 
improvements  on  real  estate  and  possessing  some  personal  property.  Every  taxpayer, 
without  exception,  is  an  occupant  of  land  and  improvements  upon  land,  and  an  owner 
of  personal  property.  The  only  selfish  interest  which  any  taxpayer  has  in  deciding 
between  rival  systems  of  taxation,  is  to  know  which  will  produce  a  sufficient  revenue  to 
the  State  with  the  smallest  possible  burden  to  him.  In  considering,  therefore,  the 
interest  of  any  class,  such,  as  farmers,  the  real  question  to  be  answered  is  not  whether 
they,  in  fact,  own  more  or  less  personal  property  than  merchants,  bankers  and  money 
lenders.  It  is  first,  whether  they  own  moroi personal  property  ixr  proportion  to  the  value 
of  their  land  than  do  those  other  classes;  and,  second,  whether  the  particular  kinds  of 
personal  property  which  they  own  are  more  easily  reached  by  the  tax  gatherer  than  are 
the  kinds  of  property  owned  by  the  other  classes.  'J'be  State  must  raise  a  certain  fixed 
amount  for  public  purposes.  This  amount,  it  will  assess  upon  all  the  taxpayers,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  value  of  their  property,  as  reported  by  the  assessors;  not  in  proportion  to 
its  real  value,  which  the  assessors,  of  course,  are  never  able  exactly  to  ascertain.  If, 
therefore,  experience  proves  that  assessors  are  able  to  find  twenty  times  as  much  land 
value  in  the  possession  of  merchants  as  they  can  among  farmers,  but  only  ten  times  as 
much  personal  property  amon^  merchants  as  they  find  among  farmers,  it  is  a  plain 
result,  as  simple  as  the  rule  of  three,  that  the  taxation  of  personal  property  will  end  in 
making  farmers  pay  a  larger  proportion  of  the  taxes  than  tney  would  pay,  if  all  taxes 
were  concentrated  on  land. 

THE  farmer's  idea. 

Now  the  average  farmer,  no  doubt,  says  at  once  that  this  is  impossible.  He  owns,  we 
will  say,  100  acres  of  land;  and  he  knows  of  no  merchant  in  any  of  the  great  cities  who 
owns  as  much  as  one  acre.  He  owns  neither  stock  nor  bonds,  and  has  only  8500  in  the 
bank.  He  knows  of  1,0U0  merchants  or  money  lenders,  who  each  own  $100,000  or  $1,000,- 
000  in  stocks  and  bonds  and  keeps  balances  of  $50,000  in  the  bank.  He  asserts,  there- 
fore, that  it  is  a  matter  of  plain  common  sense  that  the  exemption  of  personal  property 
from  taxation  must  increase  his  burden,  so  as  to  make  him  pay  100  times  as  much  as  the 
merchant  and  banker. 

the  PARMER  AND  THE  BANKER. 

But  the  farmer,  in  reasoning  thus,  entirely  overlooks  the  most  important  facts  of  the 
problem,  and  abandons  the  common  sense  of  which  he  so  much  boasts.  That  common 
sense  would  tell  him  that,  just  as  his  100  acres  .are  worth  to  him  far  more  than  100,000 
acres  in  the  midst  of  Africa  would  be,  so  one-tenth  of  an  acre  in  the  heart  of  Cincinnati  is 
worth  more  than  all  his  farm.  It  would  also  tell  him  than  the  assessor  can  easily  count  his 
cattle,  horses,  sheep  and  hogs,  and  estimate  pretty  correctly  the  value  of  his  house  and 
bams;  whereas  the  most  expert  assessor  can  never  find  out  how  many  bonds  the  banker 
owns,  unlees  he  can  persuade  that  banker  to  tell  him;  while  in  estimating  the  value  of 
the  banker*B  house  and  furniture,  he  might  guess  at  $10,000,  $25,000  or  $50,000,  with  a 
perfectly  equal  chance  of  being  right  or  wrong,  in  either  case.  The  banker  has  chairs, 
standing  side  by  side,  apparently  of  exactly  equal  value,  but  one  of  which  cost  $25  and 
the  other  $250.  He  has  two  paintings,  one  of  which  is  five  times  as  large  as  the  other, 
and  which  the  honest  farmer  would,  therefore,  think  to  be  five  times  as  valuable; 
whereas,  in  fact,  the  large  picture  is  barely  worth  $500,  while  the  small  one  would  sell 
as  quick  as  lighting  for  $20,000.  There  are  many  houses,  in  large  cities,  upon  the 
interior  decoration  of  which  the  owners  have  each  spent  more  than  $100,000.  The  most 
experienced  tissessors  would  fail  to  discover  that  these  decorations  were  really  more 
costly  than  those  in  adjoining  houses,  which  in  fact  did  not  cost  one-tenth  of  that 
amount. 

TAXATION   OF  FRANCHISES. 

Nor  is  the  difficulty  of  this  problem  confined  to  the  difficulty  which  the  assessor  finds 
in  doing  his  work.  Vast  amounts  of  what  are  commonly  called  personal  property,  and, 
indeed,  the  bulk  of  those  thmgs  which  the  average  farmer  seeks  to  tax  as  personal 

41 
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property,  consist  of  really  Dothiog  but  rights  over  real  estate.  Thus  the  stock  of  rail- 
road corporations,  when  it  has  any  value,  consists  very  largely  in  the  land  which  the 
company  covers  by  its  tracks,  engine  houses,  stations,  etc.;  ana  the  bonds  of  such  cor- 
porations represent  practically  nothing  else.  The  franchises  of  such  oorporatioDB, 
which,  of  course,  constitute  a  large  part  of  the  value  of  both  stocks  and  bonds,  really 
consist  of  nothing  but  the  right  to  use  certain  tracts  of  land,  to  the  exclusion  of  aU 
other  persons.  Under  any  proper  system  of  taxation,  assessed  on  the  value  of  land 
alone,  those  franchises  would  be  assessed  at  their  full  value;  because  the  franchise  of 
exclusive  use  is  all  that  gives  to  any  land  its  commercial*  value.  The  system  of  taxation 
upon  land  values  alone  would,  therefore,  levy  taxes  upon  every  dollar  which  (Corporate 
franchises  are  worth.  No  system  of  taxation  on  personal  property  is  needed  in  the 
smallest  degree  for  this  purpose.  It  is  indeed  only  a  hindrance  to  it  and  a  convenient 
means  of  evading  taxation;  for  the  assessor,  not  being  allowed  to  compute  this  value^ 
in  estimating  the  valud  of  the  land,  has  to  take  his  chances  of  finding  it,  under  the 
name  of  personRl  property.  All  mortgages  on  land  are,  of  course,  practically,  intereetB 
in  the  land  itself,  and  would  be  fully  taxed  under  a  system  of  taxation  oor  lined  to  the 
value  of  the  land  alone.  The  tax  may  be  collected  from  either  the  mortgagor  or  the 
mortgagee,  as  the  legislature  should  think  fit.  Either  plan  is  perfectly  oousistent  with 
the  exemption  of  personal  property  from  taxation. 

AOTUAXi  WORKIIfG  OF  OHIO  TAXATION. 

In  the  light  pf  these  considerations,  let  us  review  some  of  the  statictics  furnished 
from  year  to  year  by  the  official  reports  of  assessors  in  Ohio,  as  compiled  annually  in 
the  auditor*s  report.  For  the  purpose  of  such  comparison,  let  us  set  on  one  side  the 
four  counties  which  include- all  the  largest  cities,  and  on  the  other  side  the  five  counties 
which  contain  the  smallest  proportion  of  city  population  among  all  the  counties  of 
Ohio. 

The  former,  which  we  will  call  the  city  counties,  include  Hamilton,  Cuyahoga,  Frank- 
lin and  Lucas,  with  the  cities  of  Cincinnati,  Cleveland,  Columbus  and  Toleda 

The  latter,  which  we  will  call  the  rural  counties,  are  Geauga,  Noble,  Carroll,  Medina 
and  Monroe. 

These  counties  respectively  represent  the  extreme  contrasts  between  the  cities  and 
the  farms  of  the  State.  Thus,  m  Hamilton  and  Cuyahoga,  the  ^assessed  value  of  town 
lots  is  about  seven  times  the  assessed  value  of  the  farms;  whereas,  in  the  five  rural 
counties,  the  assessed  value  of  farms  is  nowhere  less  than  ten  times  that  of  town  lots, 
while,  in  Geauga  county,  the  farm  lots  are  worth  twenty-seven  times  as  much  as  the 
town  lots.  Hamilton  county,  which  includes  Cincinnati,  is  the  typical  city  county  of 
Ohio;  while  Geauga,  which  includes  no  large  town,  is  the  typical  rural  county. 

FARMERS  PAV  LARGEST  SHARE  OF  TAXES  ON  PBRSONAI^  PROPERTT. 

Now,  the  first  thing  which  strikes  the  eye,  on  looking  over  the  statistics  of  these 
counties,  is  the  following  comparison:     *

Any  one  can  see  that,  in  the  counties  which  include  all  the  large  cities,  the  assessed 
value  of  personal  property  is  only  about  one-fourth  of  the  whole  assessment;  while  in 
the  rural  counties,  personal  property  constitutes  very  nearly  one- third  of  their  whole 
assessed  value.  In  more  exact  figures,  the  value  of  assessed  personal  property  in  the 
city  counties  is  26  28  (say  26)^)  per  cent  of  the  whole,  while  in  the  rural  counties  it  is 
'32.49  (say  323^)  per  cent.  If,  therefore,  all  personal  property  should  be  exempted  from 
taxation,  the  farmers  of  these  five  exclusively  rural  counties  would  pay  8  per  cent  lest 
taxes  than  ihey  do  now. 

That  this  result  is  not  a  mere  accident,  owing  to  some  peculiar  condition  of  these 
particular  counties,  is  easily  proved  by  testing  the  same  question  in  other  way&  ThiUi 
if  we  set  apart  the  four  great  city  counties  and  compare  them  with  all  the  rest  of  tia 
State,  including  farming  districts  and  smaller  towns  indiscriminately,  we  find  subetan- 
tially  the  same  result  as  follows:

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Here,  in  the  counties  which  include  all  the  great  cities,  personal  property  amounts  to 
126^  per  cent  of  the  whole  valuation;  while  in  the- remainder  of  the  State  it  amounts  to 
;)2  per  cent. 

But  if  we  compare  single  counties,  such  as  Hamilton,  in  which  town  lots  compose 
about  85  per  cent  of  all  the  real  estate,  with  Medina,  in  which  town  lots  compose,  onlj 
10  per  oent  of  the  real  estate,  we  find  the  result  as  follows:

Here  we  find  that  the  real  estate  of  Hamilton  county  is  assessed  at  twenty  times 
the  value  of  Medina  county;  while  the  personal  property  of  Hamilton  is  assessed  at 
less  than  eleven  times  that  of  Medma.  More  exactly,  personal  property  constitutes 
'2^  per  cent  of  the  valuation  of  Hamilton,  and  37J^  i>er  cent  of  the  valuation  of 
Medina.  The  total  exemption  of  personal  property  from  taxation,  therefore,  would,  it 
taxes  were  divided  only  between  the  counties  of  Hamilton  and  Medina^  relieve  the 
farmers  of  Medina  from  16^  per  cent,  or  exactly  one-sixth  of  their  present  burden& 
This  is  probably  an  extreme  case;  but  not  a  single  instance  has  been  yet  found  in 
which  a  rural  county  would  not  find  its  burdens  diminished^  in  comparison  with  those 
borne  by  Cincinnati,  if  personal  property  were  exempted  from  taxation. 

TAXATION  OF  MONET  HSAVIEST  ON  FARMERS. 

• 

But  let  us  test  this  question  in  still  other  ways.  The  chief  clamor  in  favor  of  taxing 
personal  property  has  been  directed  toward  the  taxation  of  moneys  and  credits;  and  the 
money  lender,  who  is  supposed  to  have  vast  sums  on  deposit  in  bank,  and  the  merchant, 
who  is  supposed  to  have  vast  outstanding  credits  due  from  the  poor  farmers,  are  the 
special  objects  against  whom  this  method  of  taxation  is  aimed— all  for  the  relief  of  the 
farmers.  Let  us  see  how  this  works,  by  a  comparison  of  the  same  typical  counties. 
The  auditor's  report  for  1887  shows  that  their  relative  assessments  were  as  follows:

City  counties $317,854,665       $5,328,050       $13,291,833 

Rural  counties 29,733,4*  907,829  4,384,381 

Roughly  stated  it  thus  appears  that,  if  taxation  were  confined  to  real  estate  alone,  the 
city  counties  would  pay  eleven  times  as  much  as  the  rural  counties;  whereas,  if  taxation 
were  levied  on  money  alone,  they  would  pay  less  than  six  times  as  much,  and,  if  levied 
<m  credits  alone,a  little  more  than  three  times  as  much;  while,  if  taxation  were  levied 
•on  both  money  and  credits,  they  would  pay  about  four  times  as  much.  Consequently, 
the  burden  of  taxation  in  rural  counties,  as  compared  with  the  large  cities,  is  nearly  twice 
as  heavy  on  money  as  it  is  on  real  estate,  and  nearly  three  times  as  heavy  on  money, 
loans  and  credits  of  all  kinds  taken  together.  The  only  result^  therefore,  of  taxing 
moneys,  credits  and  similar  investments,  is  to  relieve  the  burden  of  the  cities  and 
increase  the  burden  of  the  farms. 

LetuB  test  this  particular  illustration,  by  comparing  the  county  of  Hamilton,  in 
which  the  town  lots  are  worth  seven  times  as  much  as  the  farming  lands,  with  Qeauga, 
in  which  the  farm  lands  are  worth  twenty-seven  times  as  much  as  the  town  lots:

Geauga 5,555,800  282,118  534,477 

Roughly  stated,  Hamilton  county  is  assessed  for  nearly  thirty  times  as  much  real 
'Sstate,  less  than  seven  times  as  much  money  and  less  than  eleven  times  as  much  credits 
as  Qeauga  county.  If  taxation  were  levied  exclusively  upon  monev  in  hand,  Geauga 
-county  would  pay  between  four  and  five  times  as  much  as  it  would  if  the  taxes  were 
levied  exclusively  on  real  estate.  If  taxes  were  levied  soley  upon  credits,  Gtoauga  would 
pay  nearly  three  times  as  much  as  it  would  if  they  were  levied  soley  on  real  estate. 
There  is  not  much  evidence  here  of  any  advantage  gained  by  the  average  farmer, 
through  his  diligent  search  after  the  money  lender  and  the  creditor. 

THE  BETTER  THE  SYSTEM,  THE  WORSE  FOR  THE  FARMERS. 

For  many  years,  and,  in  fact,  persistently,  ever  since  1846,  when  Ohio  adopted  the 
present  system  of  taxation,  Ohio  farmers  have  been  clamoring  more  and  more  loudly  for 
protection  from  unjust  taxation,  for  greater  burdens  upon  merchants  and  bankers  and 
for  more  stringent  enforcement  of  the  law.  The  tax  and  assessment  laws  have  been 
4imended  again  and  again,  in  ol>edience  to  this  demand;  and  State  officers  have  been 
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oontinually  more  persistent  in  their  efforts  to  shift  the  burden  of  taxation  from  farmeiv^ 
to  capitalists,  by  means  of  a  rigorous  enforcement  of  taxation  upon  personal  property, 
lict  us.  therefor,  inquire  whether  there  is  any  tendency  to  improvement  in  thes^ 
respects,  and  whether  the  history  of  the  last  few  years  encourages  the  hope  that  the 
eyasiqns  of  the  ^^Shylocks"  can  be  put  an  end  to  and  the  honest  farmer  relieyed^  by  a 
more  thorough  assessment  of  personal  property.  For  this  purpose,  let  us  again  com- 
pare the  typical  counties  of  Hamilton  and  Qeauga — the  former  having  an  almost 
exclusively  city  i>opulation  and  the  latter  being  occupied  almost  exclusively  by 
farmers. 

WATCHES,  OARRIAGBS  AKD  MONST. 

If  there  are  any  items  in  which  the  Shylocks  ought  to  make  a  better  showing  than 
the  farmers,  surely  watches,  pleasure  carriages,  money  on  hand  and  credits  would  stand 
first  on  the  list.    Let  us  take  them  in  succession:

These  statistics  tell  a  sorrowful  tale  of  poverty  and  destitution  among  the  poor 
farmers  of  Cincinnati;  while  they  indicate  that  the  bloated  capitalists  of  G^uga  county 
are  the  chief  patrons  of  the  tine  watchmakers  of* Pans  and  Gtoneva.  Let  us  turn  from 
this  sorrowful  picture  to

Here  one  finds  some  slight  relief,  not,  indeed,  in  the  increasing  prosperity  of  any  part 
of  Ohio,  but  in  the  fact  that  the  poor  farmers  of  Cincinnati  do  not  seem  to  have  given 
up  any  larger  proportion  of  their  pleasure  carriages  than  the  Shylocks  of  Geauga; 
while  a  desolating  wave  of  poverty  has  swept  over  the  entire  State,  resulting  in  the  loss 
of  nearly  one-eighth  of  all  the  carriages  in  the  State.    Let  us  look  at

Here,  again,  a  wave  of  poverty  has  fiooded  Ihe  whole  State,  in  tolerably  equal  propor- 
tions. Money  is  evidently  rapidly  vanishing;  for  the  total  stock  of  the  State  has  fallen 
off  $11,000,000  m  five  years,  diminishing  twenttz-five  per  cent  in  Hamilton,  but  only 
twenty  per  cent  in  Geauga.'

-  Here  we  see  that  Ohio,  as  a  state,  b  a  money  lender  to  the  extent  of  one  per  cent 
more  in  1887  than  in  1882.  But  again  the  poor  agriculturists  of  Cincinnati  come  to  the- 
front,  with  a  loss  of  $836,000,  or  12^  per  cent  of  their  total  stock;  while  the  loss  in 
Geauga  county  is  only  about  one-third  as  much,  or  a  trifle  over  four  per  cent 

HOW  OHIO  WATCHES  GO. 

In  reviewing  this  sad  picture  of  decline,  one  is  reminded  of  €k>ldsmith's  melanclK^ 
words: 

Where  wealth  aceamnlatdB  and  men  decay. 

But  in  Ohio,  it  appears  that  men  accumulate  and  wealth  decays;  for  the  population  of 
the  State  has  largely  increased,  while  apparently  its  wealth  is  ebbing  away.  Truly  was 
it  said  by  the  wise  man  of  old,  that  **  riches  have  wingb,  *'  for  the  disappearance  of 
money  from  Ohio  conclusively  proves  it.  Liooking  at  the  returns  of  carriages,  one  is- 
tempted  to  think  that  the  principal  reason  why  they  have  wheels  is  to  enable  the  own- 
ers to  take  them  out  of  Ohio;  and  as  for  the  watches,  they  are  certainly  not  open  to  th» 
accusation  so  often  brought  against  Krench  clocks,  that  they  will  ** never  go."  Ohio 
watches  certainly  can  and  do  ''go,  *'  with  a  rapidity  and  steadiness  not  often  equaled^ 
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THE  MOON-STRUOK  THEOBISTS. 

Figures  like  these  might  be  collected,  not  only  from  the  statistics  of  Ohio,  but  from 
those  of  every  state  and  country  under  the  sun,  where  statistics  are  kept  and  personal 
property  is  taxed.  They  are  the  moon-struck  theorists,  who  in  contradiction  of  all  the 
facts  and  all  the  experience  of  the  world,  persist  in  the  vain  endeavor  to  tax  personal 
property  and  in  the  absurd  assertion  that  this  form  of  taxation  tends  to  relieve  farmers. 

Farmers  cannot  conceal  their  sheep  and  oxen,  their  plows  and  implements;  and  they 
have  enormous  difficulty  in  concealing  their  wealth  in  any  form,  because  their  affairs 
are  so  well  known  to  all  their  neighbors.  If  they  have  any  money  in  bank,  all  the 
village  knows  it.  If  they  have  loaned  money  or  sold  goods  on  credit,  their  debtor  is 
pretty  sure  to  be  some  one  in  the  immediate  neighborhood;  and  all  the  circumstances 
are  known  to  fifty  people.  The  average  farmer,  when  making  his  returns  to  the 
assessor  is  afraid  to  usderstate  his  wealth  very  greatly,  because  he  could  hardly  look 
the  assessor  in  the  face  aftjer  doing  so;  being  conscious  that,  if  the  assessor  does  not 
already  know  the  truth,  he  can  with  very  little  difficulty  find  it  out  for  himself.  But 
in  large  towns  and  cities,  scarcely  any  man  knows,  intimately,  the  affairs  of  his  neighbor; 
and  ^e  assessor  knows  least  df  all.  People  are  reputed  to  be  worth  $1,000,000,  who  in 
reality  are  not  worth  $50,000;  and  others  are  reputed  to  be  worth  only  $100,000,  who  in 
reality  are  worth  $2,000,000.  Even  if  the  amount  of  any  man's  wealth  is  approximately 
known,  none  of  his  neighbors  know  how  that  wealth  is  invested,  unless  it  is  put  in  real 
estate.  The  assessor  therefor  has  absolutely  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  value  of  any 
man's  i>ersonal  property,  except  by  returns  from  that  man  himself,  or  from  the  corpora- 
tions with  whom  he  may  happen  to  invest.  If  an  Ohio  man  makes  his  principal  invest- 
ments in  corporations  outside  of  the  state,  the  assessor  is  entirely  at  the  mercy  of  the 
taxpayer.  He  c^  tell  any  number  of  lies  with  impunity.  The  assessor  rarely  or  never 
examines  his  books  of  account;  and,  if  assessors  once  b^an  to  make  such  an  examina- 
tion, many  rich  men  would  cease  to  keep  books  of  account  at  all,  as  it  is  notorious  that 
they  did,  when  the  income  tax  was  in  existence*  All  things  combine  to  make  it  easy 
for  the  assessor  to  reach  the  farmers'  personal  proi>erty  and  difficult  for  h.im  to  reach 
that  of  the  merchant,  banker  or  city  capitalist. 

THIS  EXPERIENCB  OF  NEW  YORK. 

How  is  it  in  the  state  of  New  York?  One  of  the  most  experienced  aii&essors  in  that 
state,  Mr.  Gteorge  H.  Andrews,  addressing  a  legislative  committee  on  October  6,  1874, 
said: 

No  man  and  no  corporation,  banks  only  excepted,  need  pay  a  tax  upon  personal  prop- 
•erty.  Widows  and  orphans  must  pay.  Upon  them,  in  the  extremity  of  their  distress, 
the  law  lays  its  heavy  hand.  It  bereaves  the  bereaved.  Moribund  itself,  it  has  an 
affinity  for  the  effects  of  the  dead.  The  records  of  the  surrogate  furnish  the  schedule, 
and  the  machinery  of  the  law  used  in  adjusting  an  estate  is  not  sufficiently  flexible  to 
regularly  permit  such  a  transfer  of  securities  as  would  insure  an  exemption. 

As  might  well  be  expected,  the  state  assessors,  on  January  21, 1874,  reported  "  that 
less  than  fifteen' i>er  cent  of  the  personal  property  of  the  state,  liable  to  taxation,  finds  a 
place  on  the  rolls  of  the  assessor,  and  that  of  mortgages,  not  over  five  per  cent  of  the 
value  is  assessed. "  In  one  town,  the  proceeds  of  a  single  auction  sale  of  cattle,  belong- 
ing to  one  resident,  amounted  to  $300,000;  while  the  whole  assessment  of  personal 
property  in  that  town  was  $28,850,  **a  sum  very  much  less  than  that  obtained  for  one 
cow. "  The  assessors  ^y :  **  A  large  percentage  of  all  the  personal  property  assessed 
is  found  entered  on  the  rolls  to  women,  minor  heirs,  lunatics,  who  cannot  watch  with 
the  eagle  eye  of  business  men,  or  to  trustees  or  guardians. "  In  some  towns,  these 
<3la88es  hold  more  than  one-half  of  all  the  personid  property  on  the  assessment  rolL 
Two  widows,  residing  in  the  village  of  Batavia,  were  assessed  for  more  personal  property 
than  all  the  individuals  in  the  neighboring  city  of  Rochester,  with  a  population  of 
70,000.  In  one  town  a  girl,  mentioned  in  the  assessment  as  a  lunatic,  was  assessed 
$5,000  for  personal  property,  which  the  assessor  stated  was  the  full  amount  of  her 
personal  estate.  All  over  the  state,  **  the  amount  of  assessments  depends  more  on  the 
will,  craft,  conscience  (or  want  of  conscience)  of  the  party  assessed  than  upon  the  law 
or  its  enforcement. " 

Experienced  Ohio  assessors  say  that  the  most  honest  returns  of  property  are  always 
made  by  the  poorer  classes,  and  the  most  inadequate  returns  by  millionaires;  while 
widows,  who  nave  no  experience  in  business,  and  trustees,  who  represent  widows  and 
orphans,  are  taxed  upon  every  dollar  that  they  own. 
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KXPEBIElfOE  OF  CAUFOBHIA. 

The  experience  of  California  furnishes  perhaps  the  latest  example  oi  the  utter  f aOuii» 
of  all  schemes  for  taxing  personal  property  to  work  out  anything  like  an  approximation 
to  justice. 

In  1879  a  new  constitution  was  adopted*  It  was  carried  through  solely  by  the  farm- 
era'  Totes;  merchants,  bankera  and  capitalists,  whether  large  or  small,  voting  almost 
unanimously  against  iU  Under  this  constitution  and  these  laws,  not  only  are  bonds^ 
money  and  credits  taxable,  without  any  deduction  on  account  of  debts,  except  from 
credits,  and  then  only  such  debts  as  are  due  to  residents  of  the  state  of  California;  but 
holdere  of  stock  in  corporations  are  avowedly  and  intentionally  subjected  to  double 
taxation,  first,  upon  the  corporate  property,  and  again  upon  the  capital  stock,  which  ia 
merely  their  evidence  of  title  to  that  property.  It  was  supposed,  alike  by  the  friends 
and  enemies  of  the  new  constitution,  that  under  its  operation,  personal  property  of 
every  description  would  be  thoroughly  reached,  and  at  any  rate,  that  whatever  was  by 
any  chance  overlooked  would  be  more  than  made  up  by  double  taxation  upon  that 
which  was  found.  The  actual  result  has  been  to  falsify  all  the  predictions  of  both  the 
friends  and^nemies  of  the  constitution;  for  it  has  done  no  good,  and  very  little  harm, 
except  in  promoting  fraud;  for  the  reason  that  the  capacity  of  the  patriotic  taxpayer  to 
commit  perjury,  and  the  susceptibility  of  assessors  to  bribery,  had  been  altogether 
underestimated.    Some  of  the  results  are  posi^tively  ludicrou& 

POOB  oalifobnia! 

If  the  assessment  returns  are  to  be  believed,  in  nine-tenths  of  California  there  is  not 
a  pound  of  butter;  in  four-fifths  of  the  state  the  sheep  do  not  produce  any  wool;  fifty 
counties  have  quantities  of  bee  hives,  but  only  four  have  any  honey;  personal  property 
is  vanishing  from  San  Francisco;  loans  of  money  are  becoming  unknown  in  the  rest  dT 
the  state;  bonds  of  cities  and  municipalities  of  all  kinds  are  not  held  within  the  state, 
to  an  amount  equal  to  cne-sixth  of  the  county  bonds  outstanding  alone;  and,  finally, 
money  has  been  smitten  by  a  pestilence,  two-thirds  of  all  that  there  was  before  the 
adoption  of  the  constitution  having  already  taken  to  itself  wings  and  the  remainder 
being  evidently  on  the  way.  One  of  the  great  objects  of  the  new  constitution  was  to- 
tax  railroad,  telegraph  and  telephone  companies,  to  the  last  cent  of  their  value.  The 
actual  result  has  been  that  telegraph  and  telephone  companies  are  now  assessed  for  the 
cost  of  less  than  their  bare  poles,  or  about  $65  per  mile.  The  railroad  companies 
resisted  taxation  for  one  or  two  years;  at  the  end  of  which,  by  a  singularly  simultaneoua 
impulse  of  virtue,  some  thirty  boards  of  supervisors  directed  their  district  attorneys 
rigorously  to  prosecute  the  railroad  companies  to  the  uttermost  of  the  law.  Thirty 
district  attorneys  forthwith  hauled  the  railroad  companies  before  the  magistrates  of 
justice.  With  equal  promptness  the  thirty  boards  of  supervisors  met,  and,  without  any 
consultation  with  each  other,  passed  resolutions,  directing  the  district  attome}  s  to  com- 
promise el]  suits  at  sixty  per  cent  of  the  amount  claimed;  and  the  thirty  district  attor- 
neys obeyed, •before  the  state  officera  could  put  in  a  protest

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In  the  foregoing  table,  no  account  is  taken  of  railroads,  which  are  separately  assessed 
by  state  ofiSoers.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  valuation  of  railroads,  from  $31,174,000 
in  1880  to  $18,061,000  in  1886;    of  course  nearly  all  outside  of  Ban  Francisco. 

In  reviewmg  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that,  while  improvements  upon  land  in  San 
Francisco  increased  about  one- third  in  six  years,  personal  property,  other  than  money, 
fell^ff  nearly  one-third,  and  money  fell  off  more  than  two-thirds.  In  the  rest  of  Hie 
state,  which  is  mainly  agricultunQ,  the  value  of  improvements  increased  nearlv  one- 
half;  personal  property,  other  than  money,  increased  nearly  one-sixth;  while  the  loss  of 
money  among  the  farmers,  though  severe,  did  not  compare  with  the  affliction  which 
befell  the  bloated  capitalists  of  San  Francisco  in  that  respect  The  general  result  was 
to  reduce  the  share  of  San  Prancisoo  in  taxation,  from  40  per  cent  to  30  per  cent.  In 
other  words,  the  city  paid  25  per  cent  leas^  and  the  farmers  16^  per  cent  more,

liooking  iuto  the  details  of  personal  property,  attention  is  naturally  attracted  toward 
the  three  items  of  merchandise,  bonds  and  credits;  on  all  of  which  it  was  supposed  that 
the  new  oonstitution  would  have  a  great  effect  in  Increasing  the  assessment  of  personal 
property.

IMFBOYEMENTS  ABB  FKBSONAL  PBOPEBTT. 

So  much  for  the  taxation  of  personal  property.  But  the  question  still  remains, 
whether  buildings  and  ottier  improvements  upon  land  should  be  taxed,  or  whether  the 
same  principles  apply  to  those  things,  as  apply  to  chatties  detached  from  the  land. 
Unfortunately,  statistics  on  this  subject  are  not  as  easily  obtainable  as  are  statistics 
with  regard  to  chatties;  and  none  whatever  seem  to  be  obtainable  in  Ohio.  In  some 
other  states,  however,  there  are  returns  of  assessments  on  land,  separately  from  assess- 
ments on  its  improvements;  although  the  line  of  division  is  nowhere  made  sufficiently 
clear  to  answer  all  purpoees.  It  is  obvious,  however,  that  all  principles  which  require 
the  exemption  of  personal  property  from  taxation  apply  with  equal  force  to  improve- 
ments upon  land.  These  are  really  nothing  but  chatties  attached  to  land;  and  the 
fact  that  they  are  so  attached  makes  no  difference  in  their  real  nature,  and  should  not 
lead  to  their  taxation.  We  are  not,  however,  at  present  discussing  this  question  as  one 
of  principle,  but  as  one  of  practical  convenience,  and  especially  as  one  affecting  the 
interests  of  farmers. 

FARMERS*  BUILDINGS  WORTH  MORS  THAN  UkNB. 

The  fanner  is  apt  to  cry  out  against  what  he  calls  the  injustice  of  exempting  the 
magnificent  builaings,  sometimes  erected  in  cities,  from  all  taxation,  forgetting  that 
snob  buildings  always  stand  upon  the  most  expensive  land,  while  his  own  farm  house 
and  barns  stand  upon  land  of  utterly  insignificant  value.  In  adjusting  taxation,  the 
only  question  of  importance  is  as  to  the  relative  proportion  which  will  be  borne  by 
different  classes:  and  it  is  of  no  importance  whatever  that  any  single  piece  of  property 
should  pay  much  or  little,  provided  all  other  properties  of  the  same  kind  pay  m  exact 
proportion  with  it  A  fwrm  house,  costing  $1,500  to  build,  will  stand  upon  a  piece  of 
land  which,  including  the  surrounding  garden,  on  an  ample  scale,  would  not  be  worth 
more  than  $15.  But  an  average  city  house,  costing  $10,000  to  build,  will  stand  upon  a 
lot  worth  at  least  $5,000;  while  a  warehouse,  costing  $50,000  to  build,  will  frequently 
stand  upon  a  lot  worth  $jO,000.  So  far,  therefore,  as  the  mere  value  of  the  land  which  is 
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required  for  the  purpose  of  supporting  the  house  or  building  of  any  kind  is  oonoemed, 
the  farmer  would  gain  largely  by  concentrating  taxes  upon  that  and  exempting  all 
buildings.  But  he  holds,  in  addition  to  the  land  upon  which  his  house  stands,  a  num- 
ber of  acres,  which  he  uses  for  farming  purposes;  and  he  assumes  that  these  will  be 
heavily  taxed  under  a  system  of  taxation  upon  land  values  alone,  and  that  thus  a  larger 

Proportion  of  the  burden  will  be  thrown  upon  him.  This  is  an  entire  mistake.  When 
uildings  are  exempt  from  taxation,  all  other  improvements  on  the  land  must  alao  be 
exempted;  and  the  result  of  this  would  be  to  assess  improved  farm  lands  at  no  higher 
value  than  perfectly  wild,  uncultivated  land,  in  the  same  immediate  vicinity.  All 
fences,  all  growing  crops,  all  improvements  of  every  kind,  would  be  left  out  of  account; 
and  his  land  would  be  asses'ed  only  at  the  value  which  it  would  bring,  if  it  had  been 
just  swept  clean  by  a  prairie  fire.  Very  little  consideration  is  requir^  to  enable  any 
one  tx>  see  that,  under  such  a  rule  of  assessment,  the  taxes  levied  upon  farms  would  be 
much  less,  in  proportion  to  those  levied  upon  town  lots,  than  they  are  to-day,  and  that 
such  a  change  in  the  methods  of  assessment  and  taxation  would  result  in  lessening  the 
burden  of  farms  and  increasing  that  of  the  large  towns. 

Town  AND  COUNTRT  BENEFITKD  B7  ABOL.IBHINO  PXBSONALi  TAXES, 

Neither  would  the  inhabitants  of  towns  be  real  losers  by  such  a  Eastern.  Their  oppor- 
tunities for  development  would  be  vastly  increased.  They  would  be  released  from  all 
the  burdens  which  are  now  imposed  by  taxation  on  improvements  and  industry;  and 
the  increase  of  wealth  and  prosperity,  both  in  town  and  country,  would  proceed  at  an 
unprecedented  rate. 

Why,  then,  should  not  the  whole  attempt  to  tax  personal  property,  directly,  be  aban- 
doned, and  the  simple,  practicable  method  of  concentrating  all  taxes  upon  the  value  of 
land,  be  adopted  in  its  place?  It  has  been  shown  .that  such  a  system  would  not  work 
injustice  to  farmers  or  the  rural  districts*  generally,  because  it  would  not  increase, 
but  would  rather,  diminish,  their  present  share  of  taxation.  Nevertheless,  each 
individual  farmer  would  probablv  say  that  he  does  not  o^n  as  much  personal  property, 
in  proportion  to  the  value  of  his  land,  as  is  owned  by  capitalists  in  the  large  cities.  It  is 
certain,  however,  that  a  vast  majority  of  the  farmers,  are,  at  anv  rate,  cuaiessed  for  more 
personal  property  in  proportion  to  their  land  than  are  city  residents;  and,  therefore,  it 
IS  equally  certain  that  farmers,  if  they  carefully  compared  the  assessments  upon  them- 
selves with  the  assessments  on  wealthy  men  in  cities,  would  find  that  very  few  of  the 
latter  are  or  ever  could  be  assessed  for  as  much  personal  property  in  proportion  to  their 
land  as  farmers  are.  Whatever  is  true  of  all  farmers,  taken  together  as  a  class,  must 
be  true  of  the  great  majority  of  them,  taken  as  individuals. 

TAX  ON  LAND  VALUES  MOST  SQUAL  METHOD  OF  TAXING  PERSONAL.  PBOPEIBTT. 

But  would  personal  property  really  escape  from  taxation  if  land  values  alone  were 
taxed?  Would  not  the  result  be  really  to  difiFuse  taxation  more  equally  and  uniformly 
over  all  classes  of  personal  property?    It  is  quite  clear  that  this  would  be  the  result 

What  is  the  value  of  land?  It  consists  solely  in  the  annual  rent  which  could  be 
obtained  for  the  privilege  of  using  it.  This  rent  is  ordinarily  capitalized;  and,  in  this 
form,  it  constitutes  what  is  called  the  price  of  land.  That  is  to  say,  if  a  piece  of  land 
could  be  let  at  a  ground  rent  of  $100  per  annum,  and  the  ordinary  rate  of  interest  is  five 
per  cent,  it  is  worth  $2,000;  because  that  sum  at  five  percent  would  produce  the  annual 
rent.  Accordingly,  in  some  countries,  the  price  of  land  is  always  referred  to  rent,  and  it 
is  quoted  as  being  worth  '*  so  many  years'  purchase;"  that  is,  so  many  years  of  rent 
Rent,  or  the  possibility  of  obtaining  rent,  is  the  only  basis  Cor  a  price  of  land.  When 
land  sells,  as  it  generally  does,  at  some  price,  notwithstanding  it  will  not,  at  the  time, 
rent  for  anything,  that  is  because  the  owner  speculates  upon  the  arrival  of  a  time  when 
it  will  bring  rent;  and  the  land  then  has  a  speculative  price,  based  upon  its  expected 
rent  Rent,  in  one  form  or  another,  is  the  only  basis  for  any  land  values  whatever. 
This  is  just  as  true  of  land  which  is  occupied  by  its  owner,  as  of  land  which  is  aotuallj 
rented,  and  just  as  true  of  land  which  is  occupied  by  nobody,  as  of  either. 

BENT  PAID  IN  PEBSONAI/  PBOPERTY. 

The  rent  or  price  of  land  must  be  paid  in  personal  property  of  some  form,  whether  it 
is  the  product  of  that  particular  piece  of  land  or  not  Consequently  a  tax  upon  land 
is,  in  its  turn,  paid  out  of  personal  property,  which  is  received  for  rent  As  rent  villi 
by  a  natmral  law,  absorb  a  due  proportion  of  all  personal  property,  resting  upon  land,  so 
taxation,  if  laid  proportionately  to  rent,  will  take  an  equal  and  just  proportion  of  all 
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personal  property.  Tbius  a  uniform  tax  upon  land  yalues  amounts  to  a  uniform  tax 
upon  personal  property  which  can  be  collected  with  almost  absolute  accuracy  without 
disturbing  any  dealings  in  that  property  or  doing  injustice  to  any  of  its  owners. 

WHY  OOIiLECT  THE  TAX  TWICE? 

Now  if  the  state  collects,  as  it  can  collect,  all  which  it  needs  for  public  purposes  out 
of  rent,  and  the  owner  of  the  land  collects,  as  he  does  collect,  a  sum  including  all  thai 
is  thus  paid  to  the  state,  by  tolls  on  personal  property  emanating  from  the  land,  why 
should  the  state  trouble  itself  to  collect  the  tax  a  second  time,  from  the  identical  per- 
sonal property  which  has  already  paid  the  taxes  to  the  landlord,  and  through  the  land- 
lord to  the  state  ?  What  advantage  is  there  in  using  two  methods  of  assessment  and 
taxation,  when  one  will  perfectly  suffice  ?  Especially  what  advantage  is  there  in  using 
the  second  method,  when  the  experience  of  centuries  demonstrates  that  it  is  clumsy, 
ineffective,  productive  of  fraud,  perjury,  oppression,  and  all  manner  of  demoralizing 
injustice  and  oorrup}iion  of  morals  ? 

IS  THE  TAX  Oir  BSirr  JUST  ? 

But  it  is  urged,  in  reply  to  all  these  arguments,  that  such  a' tax  is  unjust,  because  it 
puts  the  whole  burden  of  taxation  upon  the  owner  of  land.  In  order  to  consider  this 
objection,  we  must  divide  the  owners  of  land  into  two  classes:  (1)  Those  who  occupy 
their  own  land;  and  (2)  those  who  rent  their  land  to  others. 

NO  mOBEASED  BUBDEN  ON  OOOUPYINO  OWNEBS. 

L  So  far  as  the  occupy ing  owners  of  land  are  concerned,  it  oughf  to  be  manifest  thali 
this  form  of  taxation  will  not  increase  their  present  burdens  in  the  smallest  degree. 
Bear  in  mind  that  we  are  not  now  dealing  with  the  proposition  to  increase  taxation,  so 
as  to  swallow  up  all  the  rent  of  land,  but  are  simply  considering  the  expediency  of 
collecting  all  the  present  taxes  from  land  alone.  Under  the  present  system  the  occupy- 
ing owner  of  lana  is  taxed,  first,  upon  his  land,  and  again  upon  his  personal  property. 
The  unanimous  testimony  of  all  assessors  and  other  practical  men  who  have  studied 
this  subject  is,  that  the  value  of  personal  property,  that  is,  of  movable  property,  is  fully 
equal  to  the  value  of  land.  That  which  is  true  of  all  the  people  collectively  must  be 
true  of  the  vast  majority  of  them  in  detail.  When  to  ordinary  movable  property  we  add 
all  buildings,  fences,  crops  and  other  improvements  attached  to  the  land,  it  is  exceedingly 
improbable  tjiat  one -tenth  of  the  farmers  of  Ohio,  owning  their  own  farms,  are  possessed 
of  a  greater  value  in  bare  land  than  the  value  of  their  improvements,  furniture,  cloth- 
ing, farm  utensils,  crops  and  savings.  Emphatically  would  this  be  tme  with  regard  to 
people,  other  than  farmers,  living  in  their  own  houses.  Probably  not  one  in  a  hundred 
of  such  persons  occupies  a  piece  of  land  which,  excluding  that  of  which  he  makes  no 
use  as  an  adjunct  to  his  house,  is  worth  as  much  as  the  house  and  all  the  personal 
proper^  within  it. 

If  this  is  true,  then  it  is  clear  that  the  proposed  change  would  not  increase  the  burden 
of  taxation  upon  t^e  vast  majority  of  owners  of  real  ^estate,  who  live  ui>on  their  own 
land,  but  own  no  other 

NO  INJC78TICB  TO  LANDIiOBDS  OP  IMPBOVED  LANDS. 

2.  There  remains  the  class  of  landlords,  pure  and  simple,  that  is,  people  who  own 
land  which  they  do  not  occupy,  but  let  to  others  for  an  annual  rent.  These  again  must 
be  subdivided.  The  majority  of  them  have  houses  and  other  improvements  upon  their 
land.  Every  such  house  situated  in  the  rural  districts  or  the  smaller  towns  or  villages 
Is,  without  exception,  worth  more  than  the  land  underneath  it.  It  is  only  in  cities  that 
the  land  is  worth  more  than  the  house;  but  in  cities  this  is  true  in  thousands  of 
instances.  So  far,  therefore,  as  the  landlords  of  improved  property  are  concerned,  the 
conoen^Btion  of  taxes  upon  land  would  be  a  relief  to  them,  because  it  would  abolish  a 
larger  amount  of  taxation  upon  their  improvements. 

INOBBASED  BUBDENS  ONIiT  ON  8PE0ULATOBS. 

We  have,  then,  to  deal  onl^  with  the  case  of  landlords  who  own  property,  either 
wboUy  unimproved  or  which  is  not  improved  to  the  full  extent  of  its  natural  capacity. 
This  class  only  would  be  prejudiced  by  the  proposed  change;  that  is,  assuming  that 
values  are  properly  assessed  and  taxes  fully  collected.    On  any  other  assumption  the

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tax  dodgers  must  be  added  to  the  owners  of  unimproved  or  unoooupied  land.  Is  there 
any  io justice  in  a  system  of  taxation  which  would  undoubtedly  take  from  owners  of 
land,  who  will  neither  use  it  themselves  nor  allow  any  one  else  to  use  it,  the  profits  of 
their  present  speculations  ?  It  is  submitted  that  there  is  not.  Land  speculation  is  the 
most  iDJurious  of  all  forms  of  speculation.  It  is  the  direct  cause  of  panics  and  disas- 
ters. Every  great  panic  in  this  country  can  be  traced  directly  back  to  a  fever  of  specu- 
lation in  unimprov^  lands.  This  was  most  emphatically  the  case  in  1837, 1857  and  1873. 
Speculation  in  lands  leads  to  its  ^  withdrawal  from  market,'*  as  the  usual  phrase  is; 
this  means  the  refusal  of  the  owners  to  sell  it  to  others  who  desire  to  improve  it  and 
make  it  productive  for  the  common  benefit.  By  their  persistence  in  their  ^  dog  m  the 
manger  "  policv,  the  land  is  kept  utterly  unproductive,  population  crowded  within  close 
limits,  the  world's  supply  of  food  reduced,  the  demand  for  manufactures  ooDsequently 
restricted,  human  energy  diverted  from  useful  production  to  the  useless  task  of  puflSng 
lands,  scheming  to  capture  purchasers,  and  all  the  demoralizing  influences  of  gambling, 
in  its  worst  form,  let  loose  upon  the  community. 

But  apart  from  these  considerations,  the  concentration  of  all  ta;ces  upon  the  rent  of 
land,  as  distinguished  from  improvements,  is  plainly  just  and  right.  This  rent  is,  in 
reality,  the  price  which  the  owner  of  personal  property  pays  for  the  advantages  of 
human  society.  This  is  only  another  form  of  saying  that  it  is  the  price  which  he  pays 
for  the  benefit  of  government,  because  human  society  is  impossible  without  government 
The  existence  of  society  implies  the  existence  of  government.  The  destruction  of  all 
government  is  necessarily  the  destruction  of  all  social  organization.  Consequently 
good  government  everywhere  increases  the  rent  of  land,  because  people  crowd  into 
those  regions  where  they  are  thoroughly  protected  from  violence  and  injustice,  or,  in 
other  words,  where  they  are  sure  to  enjoy  all  the  advantages  of  close  contact  with  their 
fellow  men,  without  any  of  its  disadvantages.  The  rent  of  bare  land  is,  therefore,  we 
repeat,  the  price  which,  by  force  of  natural  law,  men  pay  for  good  government.  Having 
paid  for  this  once,  there  is  no  justice  in  requiring  them  to  pay  for  it  a  second  time. 

THOSE  WHO  BEOEIVE  THE  PBIOE  OUGHT  TO  FURNISH  THE  GOODS. 

Those  who  own  land  upon  which  they  live  ought  to  pay  this  price  to  the  government, 
and  in  fact  do,  under  the  present  system;  because,  if  they  refuse  to  pay  it,  the  govern- 
ment would  immediate!  V  sell  their  lands  to  some  one  else  who  would.  Those  who  do  not 
thus  occupy  the  land  which  they  own,  and  who,  by  the  natural  law  of  rent,  collect  from 
their  tenants  the  price  of  good  government,  have  no  right  to  keep  that  price  in  their 
own  pockets,  but  ought  to  pay  it  over  to  the  government,  which  furnishes  the  quid  pro 
quo. 

It  is  not  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  the  present  question,  to  decide  whether  land- 
lords ought  to  pay  over  to  the  government  the  whole  rent  which  they  collect,  or  even 
all  except  a  reasonable  commission  for  its  collection.  All  which  it  is  now  necessary  to 
consider  is  whether,  after  having  received  from  their  tenants  full  payment  for  the  cost 
of  good  government,  they  ought  not  to  furnish  that  good  government  at  their  own 
expense.    Clearly  they  ought  to  do  so. 

Mr.  George  has  already  spoken  of  the  indirect  benefits  to  result  from  the  abolition  of 
taxes  upon  personal  property  and  improvements.  These  indirect  benefits  are  in  reality 
greater  than  the  direct  ones.  The  abolition  of  perjury,  falsehood  and  fraud,  so  far  as 
they  are  encouraged  and  made  inevitable  by  the  present  system,  would  alone  be  an 
immense  blessing.  The  removal  of  all  state  discouragement  to  production  would  bring 
about  an  enormous  increase  of  prosperity.  But  the  greater  boon  of  all  would  consist  in 
the  more  equal  distribution  of  wealth. 

Under  every  system  pf  indirect  taxation,  the  mass  of  the  p^ple,  whose  income  aver- 
ages less  than  9500  per  annum  for  a  family,  pay  nine-tenths  of  the  taxes.  The  man  who 
supports  a  family  on  $500  a  year  could  not,  even  if  there  were  no  taxes,  save  more  than 
about  $100.  Out  of  this  he  must  pay  all  taxes,  estimating  his  total  share  of  indirect 
taxes,  national  and  local,  at  17  per  cent  of  his  expenses  (which  is  the  figure  named  by 
Governor  Gear,  of  Iowa,  and  about  correct).  This  takes  $68  out  of  his  $100  saved;  for 
taxes  can  only  be  paid  out  of  savings.  But  a  man  having  an  income  of  $100,000  (and 
there  are  many  such),  can  support  his  family  in  luxury  on  $20,(XX);  and  if  he  does  he 
will  pay  a  tax  of  only  $3,400  out  of  savings  of  $80,000.  The  rich  man  wUl  thus  pay 
only  4j^  per  cent  tax  on  his  savings,  while  the  vast  majority  of  farmers,  mechanics, 
miners,  clerks,  railroad  employes,  small  shopkeepers  and  laborers  pay  from  70  to  90  per 
cent  tax  on  their  savings. 

The  inevitable  effect  of  this  enormous  disproportion  between  the  burdens  of  the  rich 
and  the  poor  is  to  leave  the  savings  of  the  rich  to  accumulate  at  a  tremendous  pace, 
while  reducing  the  savings  of  the  poor  so  heavily  as  to  make  it  impoeaible  for  them 
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to  hold  their  own  in  the  race  for  wealth.  The  final  result  mnet  be,  within  thirty  or 
forty  years,  to  concentrate  two-thirds  of  all  the  wealth  of  this  country  in  the  hands  of 
less  than  a  hnndredth  part  of  the  population. 

The  result  of  the  abolition  of  all  taxes  on  personal  property  and  improvements,  both 
direct  and  indirect,  would  reverse  this  tendency  and  pot  the  mass  of  wealth  in  the 
hands  of  the  mass  of  the  people. 


SUMMARY  ON  TAXATION. 

The  unprecedented  accumulation  of  wealth  in  the  possession  of  a  few 
families  and  the  rapid  increase  of  a  dependent  poverty  in  the  United 
States,  more  noticeable  within  the  last  quarter  of  a  century,  has  furnished 
a  very  interesting  as  well  as  perplexing  subject  for  study  and  comment' 
It  has  led  to  the  question  very  oft  repeated,  ''Is  a  republic  also  a  failure?'* 
Whatever  the  cause  for  such  discouraging  inequalities,  it  must  have  been 
laid  at  the  formation  of  our  government,  for  there  has  not  been  any  con- 
siderable change  of  our  fundamental  laws  from  the  beginning.  There  is 
no  question  but  that  our  forefathers  intended  just  the  opposite  of  such 
inequalities;  they  supposed  they  had  established  a  government  of  the  peo- 
ple for  all  the  people;  they  supposed  they  had  established  equal  opportun- 
ities to  all  to  start  in  life.  They  supposed  they  had  protected  those  oppor- 
tunities to  the  end,  but  self  government  with  them  was  an  experiment 
Our  ancestors  came  from  countries  where  the  common  people  had  no  voice 
in  the  government;  a  class  of  nobles  owned  the  land  and  made  the  laws; 
the  mass  of  tenants  performed  the  labor  which  produced  the  wealth  and 
wore  the  chains  of  serfdom.  Our  forefathers  established  universal  suff- 
rage in  the  new  republic  to  the  end  that  when  any  law  became  oppressive 
to  the  majority,  if  might  be  repealed  and  a  just  one  enacted  in  its  stead. 
They  saw  the  evils  of  entail  and  primogeniture  and  carefully  guarded 
against  their  introduction  into  our  law.  They  saw  the  evils  of  the  owner- 
ship of  the  soil  by  the  few,  in  the  countries  from  which  they  came,  and 
supposed  they  had  prevented  the  evil  by  removing  most  legal  ob^ructions 
to  its  acquisition  or  conveyance.  However  it  is  probable  they  did  npt  see 
what  may  now  be  seen,  that  the  land  system  adopted  by  them  would  (not- 
withstanding the  exclusion  or  elimination  of  primogeniture  and  entail)  in 
the  course  of  a  comparatively  brief  time  admit  of  the  existence  of  a  million 
tenant  farmers  in  the  democratic  nation,  whose  foundations  they  were  lay- 
ing; tenants  too,  that  are  less  protected  by  law  than  the  same  class  in 
Great  Britian,  to  say  nothing  of  the  millions  of  tenants  from  month  to 
month  in  our  great  cities.  It  is  certainly  true  that  land  and  labor  are  the 
source  of  all  wealth  and  there  are  those  who  assert,  not  without  reason^ 
that  to  deprive  labor  of  free  access  to  land  is  to  deprive  the  laborer  of  the 
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opportunitj  to  employ  himself.  Likewise  our  forefathers  did  not  forsee, 
what  id  now  a  palpable  and  obtrusive  fact,  viz:  the  existence  in  the  republic 
of  a  class  of  landlords  (owners  of  immense  areas  and  mines)  whose  influ- 
«nceon  our  development,  it  is  asserted  by  many  able  thinkers,  is  as  injur- 
ious,  as  much  a  hindrance  to  industry  and  burden  upon  labor  gEb  that  of 
their  prototypes  of  the  old  world,  the  British  dukes  of  Bedford,  Bucking- 
ham or  Buccleugh.  They  did  not  foresee  cities  grow  upon  the  estates  of 
twenty  men,  others  upon  the  estate  of  one  man.  They  did  not  see  millioDS 
annually  swept  into  the  cofiFers  of  a  few.  families  through  the  mere  owner- 
ship of  land  as  may  now  be  seen  by  those  who  take  the  trouble  to  look. 

But  even  if  the  founders  of  the  Bepublic  had  foreseen  that  the  system 
^of  land  tenure  which  they  adopted,  having  with  noble  intent  and  states- 
manlike sagacity  eliminated  its  feudal  features,  was  not  entirely  incom- 
patible with  concentration,  we  can  easily  see  the  great  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  adopting  a  better  one,  for,  even  with  all  the  light  that  a  century  of 
marvelous  progress  in  civilization  has  afforded  their  descendants,  it  is  stiD 
an  open  question  whether  any  better  can  be  found,  and  we  know  that  a 
majority  still  sincerely  believe  the  prevailing  system  to  be  not  only  good 
but  the  best,  and  that  whatever  may  be  the  cause  of  contemporaneous  evils 
they  are  not  properly  assignable  to  the  ownershipof  land  in  fee  simple,  a  form 
of  ownership  which  they  believe  to  be  essential  to  the  encouragement  of 
industry  and  the  welfare  of  society.  They  believe  that  the  appropriation 
to  private  ownership  of  land,  a  word  which  in  the  parlance  of  the  economists, 
includes  all  accessible  things  above  and  beneath  the  earth's  surface,  to  be 
as  just  and  proper  as  the  ownership  of  any  segregated  portion  of  it  upon 
which  labor  has  been  expended,  and  if  inequalities  of  x)osse6sion  and 
wealth  have  coincidently  occurred,  they  are  to  be  ascribed  to  inequalitdes 
of  merit  and  the  designs  of  providence  rather  than  to  the  appropriations 
by  the  few  of  that  valae  to  which  the  economists  have  given  the  name  of 
^'unearned  increment"  a  term  which  to  the  conventional  mind  has  more  of 
speculative  subtlety  in  it  than  substance. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  are  a  large  number  of  persons  as  intelligent,  as 
thoughtful,  and  it  must  be  admitted,  quite  as  honest  and  sincere  as  their 
brethren  of  the  majority,  who  believe  that  the  glaringly  prodigious 
inequalities  of  fortunes  that  exist  are  caused,  not  so  much  by  differences  in 
-capacity,  nor  at  all  by  the  decrees  of  an  inscrutable  providence,  but  are  to 
be  traced  in  large  part,  to  unjust  land  laws.  Some  go  so  far  as  to  assert 
that  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  inequalities  in  the  distribution  of  labor's  pro- 
ducts is  due  to  the  enormous  power  that  the  owners  of  the  "natural  oppor- 
tunities" or  the  "gifts  of  nature"  as  they  term  the  land,  have  over  laborers 
by  reason  of  their  control  over  the  very  sources  of  employment    Defining 
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"land**  to  mean,  as  above,  all  nature's  material  gifts,  the  surface  of  the 
earth,  its  mines  of  minerals  and  metals,  forests,  fisheries,  etc.,  they  pro-> 
claim  that,  "Whosoever  owneth  the  land,  etc.,  own  those  who  live  on  the 
land."  In  proof  of  this  assertion,  they  point  to  the  wretched  conditions  of 
the  landless  peasants  of  Europe,  and  particularly  of  Ireland,  as  illustra> 
tions  of  the  inevitable  effect  of  the  establishment  of  the  principle  of  fee 
simple  ownership  of  the  source  of  all  being,  for  they  say  if  land  "the  earth 
and  the  fullness  thereof  is  permitted,  and  may  rightfully  be  made  private 
property  in  the  same  sense  as  the  products  of  labor  are  property,  then  in 
case  of  its  concentration  in  few  hands,  which  history  shows  to  be  the  inev- 
itable tendency,  the  masses  can  and  will  be  reduced  to  slavery  by  con-' 
tract  In  other  words,  in  order  to  support  life,  they  will  be  compelled  to 
submit  to  such  terms  as  the  owners  of  the  land  see  fit  to  impose  or  suffer 
eviction,  the  equivalent,  under  the  circumstances,  of  death  by  starvation, 
and  as  the  masses  of  mankind  will  submit  to^  enslavement  rather  than  die,, 
the  ultimate  of  land  monopoly  is  human  slavery.  Having  logically 
deduced  this  conclusion  from  what  they  deem  sound  premises  they  confi- 
dently declare  with  Jefferson,  that  only  the  usufruct  of  the  land  belongs  to> 
the  living  and  that  our  land  laws  should  be  made  in  some  way  to  conform 
to  the  principle  that  every  human  being  by  reason  of  their  ''right  to  life,, 
liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness,  has  an  equal  riglit  to  the  land  or  its 
use."  They  say  further,  that  this  "equal  right"  may  be  effectually  secured 
and  made  practical  by  the  substitution  of  the  principle  of  possessory 
titles  in  place  of  t]ie  "fee  simple"  and  that  under  such  a  system  every  man 
may  have  as  much  of  land  as  he  can  make  the  best  use  of  by  simply  pay- 
to  society  for  the  advantages  of  a  superior  location,  a  tenure  •  which  would 
divert  to  the  public  coffers  enormous  sums  that  under  the  present  system 
goes  to  the  enrichment  of  priviliged  individuals  at  the  expense  of  the 
rights  of  all  others. 

It  is  true  that  the  necessities  of  society  reqtiire  the  use  of  a  range  of 
lands  varying  in  productive  capacity,  for  agricultural  and  other  purposes,, 
from  the  best  toward  a  point,  or  the  lowest  point,  at  which  capital  and 
labor  can  obtain  the  ordinary  returns  without  paying  rent.  This  point  at 
which  capital  and  labor  will  operate,  for  the  remuneration  which  can  be 
had  free  from  payment  for  use,  is  called  by  economists  the  "  margin  of  cul- 
tivation." Every  point,  in  the  ascending  grade,  above  this  margin  will 
yield  rent,  for  "the  rent  of  land  is  determined  by  the  excess  of  its  produce 
over  that  which  the  same  application  (of  labor  and  capital)  can  secure 
from  the  least  productive  land  in  uee." 

It  is  clear  then  that  "rent"  is  a  term  that  does  not  describe  the 
rewards  or  remuneration  that  goes  to  the  capita\  and  labor  engaged  in 
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production.  It  is  simply  that  i>art  of  the  product  that  ownership  claims 
for  the  privilege  of  using  land.  Of  course,  bare  land  or  land  independent 
of  improvements  is  meant,  for,  whatever  is  paid  for  the  use  of  improve- 
ments; is  payment  for  the  use  of  capital  which  is  interest  pure  and  simple. 

Bent,  therefore,  being  the  price  of  a  monopolv  arising  from  the  reduc- 
tion, by  law,"  to  individal  ownership  of  natural  gifts  or  elements  which 
human;  labor  'can  neither  produce  nor  increase  the  school  of  reformers 
referred  to  would  have  society  or  the  State  appropriate  it  to  its  uses  and 
by  so  doing  relieve  labor,  capital  and  enterprise  from  the  burdens  of  taxa- 
tion. This  appropriation  they  declare  would  be  simply  the  abolition  of  a 
law-made  monopoly  which  is  and  ever  must  be  an  invasion  of  the  righte 
of  man.  As  much  an  invasion  of  natural  rights  as  those  laws  which  per- 
mitted the  ownership  of  man  himself. 

In  brief  they  assume  that  there  is  no  rightful  title  to  property — gifts 
excepted — but  that  acquired  by  the  sacrifice  of  producing  it,  property 
acquired  by  exchange  being  merely  the  eauivalent  in  other  form  oi  the 
labor  expended  upon  the  thing  given  for  that  received  When  heirs  fail, 
estates  escheat  and  treasure  trove  belongs  to  the  king  and  values  that  are 
not  earned  are  embraced  in  the  same  principla  So  say  these  advpcates 
of  what  they  deem  to  be  a  necessary  reform  in  the  treatment  of  land 
values  by  the  State. 

Without  taking  side  upon  the  question  in  contention  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics,  nevertheless,  deemed  it  proper  to  make  such  inquiry  as 
is  within  its  ability,  of  the  facts  relating  thereto.  Without  expressing  any 
opinion  upon  the  right  or  wrong,  the  expediency  or  inexpediency  of  per- 
mitting the  private  appropriation  of  those  values  which  such  economists 
as  John  Stuart  Mill  nave  given  the  name  of  "  unearned  iuQrement,"  the 
Bureau,  however,  does  deem  it  important  that  the  public  should  be  fur- 
nished such  data  as  will  aid  in  making  an  intelligent  estimate,  at  least, 
of  the  proportion  of  such  values  to  the  wealth  of  the  community. 

Map  No.  1  of  the  city  of  Detroit  gives  some  striking  illustrations  of  the 
annual  increase  of  wealth  drawn  from  the  annual  labor  product  by  the 
increase  of  land  values.  The  reason  why  all  the  maps  are  taken 
from  the  city'of  Detroit  is  because  the  Bureau  could  not  find  a  city  or  any 
part  of  the  farming  lands  of  the  State  where  the  land  value  and  the 
improvements  were  by  the  assessors  separated —it  could  not  find  in  any 
other  part  of  the  State  where  the  value  created  by  the  whole-  community 
was  separated  from  the  value^f  improvements.  It  will  be  seen  that  the 
vacant  lands  of  some  estates  have  been  doubled  in  value  by  the  assessors 
in  the  period  of  five  years,  while  the  market  value  has  not  so  increased. 
Other  tracts  have  been  doubled  in  one  year  and  the  market  value  has  only 
shown  a  normal  increase.  The  maps  show  a  total  area  including  streets  of 
633  acres,  and  give  evidence  relevant  to  the  effect  of  location  and  popula- 
tion, exclusive  of  human  labor,  upon  land  values.  Two  periods  of  time 
are  taken  to  show  the  rapidity  of  the  growth  of  land  values  with  increase 
of  population.  The  tracts  have  been  selected,  with  two  exceptions,  from 
districts  remote  from  the  center  of  the  city.  A  map  of  the  city  will  show 
many  very  thickly  settled  tracts  away  beyond  these  holdings.  These 
vacant  tracts  and  the  thickly  settled,  even  huddled  together  settlements 
of  the  toilers  beyond  them,  must  carry  the  truth  to  him  who  thinks, 
of  the  extra  cost  of  the  city  government,  in  streets,  in  sewers,  in  water, 
in  fire  service  and  in  fact  every  department  of  public  expense,  besides  the 
extra  expense  of  car  fare,  delivery  of  goods  etc,  to  the  occupants  of  the 
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remote  districts  because  of  the  non-concentric  growth  of  the  city  which  is 
largely  the  result  of  withholding  lands  from  the  market. 

Map  No.  1  is  composed  of  parts  of  two  farms  of  the  old  French  claims 
which  had  a  very  narrow  frontage  on  the  river,  but  which  run  back  in 
some  cases  nearly  three  miles.  Much  of  one  of  these  farms  is  still  the 
estate  of  the  immediate  heirs  of  the  original  purchaser;  the  valuation  of 
fifteen  acres  of  said  farm  was  increased  by  the  assessors  $58,000,  in  the 
five  years  from  1886  to  1891,  inclusive,  an  amount  equivalent  to  a  larger 
salary  per  annum  than  was  paid  ili  these  years  to  any  officer  of  our  govern- 
ment excepting  the  president.  Three  acres  on  the  east  side  of  John  B 
8t  and  the  south  side  of  Farnsworth  and  the  south  and  north  sides 
of  Theodore  St.  were  assessed  at  $8,000  per  acre,  in  1886,  but  these 
acres  were  divided  into  thirty-one  small  lots  and  owned  by  nearly  as 
many  owners,  with  buildings  and  other  improvements,  while  the  land  of 
the  farm  referred  to,  on  the  other  side  of  the  same  streets,  was  only  valued 
at  $4,700  per  acre.  This  inequality,  however,  has  been  nearly  wiped  out 
by  the  assessors  of  1891. 

By  reference  to  map  No.  1  it  will  be  seen  that  lot  38,  with  338  feet 
front  on  Woodward  avenue  and  running  960  feet  east  was  assessed  in 
1886  at  $73,380,  and  in  1891,  at  $114,905,  an  increase  in  the  five 
years  of  $40,525.  Lot  39  was  assessed  in  1886  at  $89,300,  and  in  1891,  at 
$160,570  an  increase  according  to  assessments  of  $71,270.  Lot  40  was 
assessed  in  1886  at  $69,000  and  in  1891  at  $127,980  an  increase  of  $58,980. 
Lot  41  was  assessed  in  1886  at  $67,000  and  in  1891  at  $147,440,  an  increase 
of  $80,440.  Lot  42  was  assessed  in  1886  at  $28,600  and  in  1891  at  $61,696, 
an  increase  of  $33,095.  The  vacant  tract  of  an  unplatted  22  acres  east  of 
the  property  as  above  described,  was  assessed  in  1886  at  $110,989,  and  in 
1891  at  $202,587,  an  increase  of  $91,588  in  the  five  years  mentioned.  Thus 
we  see  that  the  lands  shown  on  map  1,  which  is  about  50  acres  in 
extent,  including  streets  and  alleys,  have  increased  in  value,  according  to 
the  assessors,  in  the  five  years,  from  $397,789  to  $740,912  an  increase  of 
$343,113. 

It  may  be  remarked  however,  that  the  true  value  of  these  60  acres,  as 
given  by  a  reliable  real  estate  deal<*r  in  Detroit*  is  $1,250,000.  The  per- 
centage of  increase,  as  shown  by  the  assessed  values  of  the  respective, 
years  1886-91  is  86+%  or  over  17%  per  annum,  and  yet  the  assessea  value 
of  1891  is  $500,000  less  than  true  value  as  given  by  a  dealer. 

The  other  maps  each  tell  their  own  story. 

As  near  ad  the  facts  can  be  ascertained,  the  whole  633  acres  did  not  cost 
the  dozen  families  who  owned  them  50  years  ago  more  than  $10  per  acre, 
or  a  total  of  $6,333.  With  the  close  of  the  year  1890  there  had  been 
taken  by  the  city  about  85  acres  for  streets,  in  which  case  many  times  the 
original  cost  has  been  by  the  city  paid  back  to  the  owners  for  said  streets, 
leaving  at  present  548  acres,  which  had  a  total  assessed  value  in  1886  of 
$2,584,316.  The  assessed  value  of  1891  is  $4,453,474,  an  assessed  value  in 
1886  of  an  average  of  $4,715.90  per  acre  and  in  1891  of  $8,126.77  per  acre. 
All  this  shows  an  increase  in  50  years  of  more  than  800  times. 

The  total  acreage  of  the  city  in  1890  was  14,400  acres.  At  the  average 
per  acre  of  the  area  taken  for  1891  would  give  a  total  land  value  of 
$117,025,488  and  a  total  value  for  1886  of  $67,908,900,  an  increase  in  five 
years  of  $49,116,588  or  about  73%. 

According  to  estimates  made  from  the  assessments  of  the  548  acres 
the  assessed  bare  land  values  of  the  14,440  acres  in  Detroit  would  be 
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$117,000,000.  The  actual  assessment  of  the  same  was  1(86,774,380,  which 
is  held  to  be  not  more  than  60%  of  true  value.  This  estimate  would  pro- 
duce $143,000,000  in  round  numbers  as  the  true  bare  land  value  of  Detooii 
Taking  $648,374,632  the  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  to  d^ray 
the  expenses  of  the  National  government  and  62,622,250  to  be  the 
present  population  of  the  country,  the  per  capita  apx}ortionment  would  be 
$10.06  and  the  portion  at  the  above  rate  per  capita  to  the  City  of  Detroit, 
estimating  its  population  at  205,000  is  $2,062,300. 

The  city's  proportion  of  State  tax  for  the  same  year  amounted  to  $118,560. 
and  the  city  tax  to  $2,934,555+,  a  total  of  $5,115,410,  Detroit's  tax  for 
nation.  State  and  municipality,  a  little  less  than  6%  of  the  bare  land 
value  of  the  city,  and  about  one-third  of  the  annual  increase  as  shown  by 
the  foregoing  computations.  So  it  will  be  seen  that  the  surplus  could  be 
applied  if  necessary,  to  lessen  the  burdens  of  the  agricultural  classes  or  in 
the  less  wealthy  parts  of  the  State. 

NATIONAL  TAXATION. 

The  tax  levied  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  State  to  defray  the  State 
expenses  for  the  year  1891  was  $1,263,744  and  was  collected  from  a  total 
real  and  personal  value  aggregating  $1,130,000,000,  portioned  to  each 
owner  of  property  as  their  property  appeared  to  the  numerous  local 
assessors,  excepting  rail  roads,  street  car,  telegraph  and  such  other  corpor- 
ate property  as  is  exempt  by  law.  The  several  varieties  of  property,  as 
farm,  mine,  timber  and  city  values  have  been  sufficiently  examined  and 
many  inequalities  discovered  as  shown  by  the  preceding  tables  and  illus- 
trations. The  inequalities  in  State  taxation  are,  however,  a  mere  bagatelle 
as  compared  with  tne  inequalities  imposed  upon  the  same  people  by  the 
nation,  in  which  some  escape,  while  others  are  proportionately  burdened 
We  have  traced  some  of  the  methods  by  which  they  do  so  escape.  The 
State  tax  levy,  if  distributed  to  the  population  of  the  State  would  amount 
to  a  fraction  over  60  cents  to  each  person.  The  National  tax  is  $10.06+ 
per  person,  and  from  this  there  is  no  escape,  except  with  those  who  can 
shift  their  burden  to  the  backs  of  their  fellows.  Among  them  will  be 
found  the  same  peroons  who  escape  their  equitable  share  of  state 
taxation*

The  Nation  did  not  in  1890  collect  enough  from  all  the  sources  of  its 
income  for  its  expenditures  and  had  to  borrow  more  than  $245,000,000 
from  a  reserve  fund  as  per  table,  and  as  can  be  seen  from  the  reports  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Circle  No.  XI  of  this  section  illustrates  the  proportion  in  which  the  wealth 
owners  of  the  State  are  taxed  by  the  nation,  but  it  does  not  illustrate,  how- 
ever, how  they  are  able  to  recoup  themselves  by  the  tariff  system  which 
allows  them  to  shift  their  burdens — in  some  cases  adding  it  to  the  cost  of 
the  raw  material  and  in  others  to  the  finished  product.  The  tariff  tax  in 
every  case  goes  with  the  price  of  the  goods.  The  farm  population  of  the 
State,  more  than  a  million  strong,  and  the  mechanics  and  laborers  of  the 
cities  and  villages,  several  hundred  thousand  strong,  form  the  principal 
market  in  Michigan  for  the  market  of  protected  as  well  as  unprotected 
manufactured  products,  and  through  the  insidious  working  of  the  tariff 
law,  these  unprotected  farmers,  mechanics  and  laborers  shoulder  more 
than  their  proportion  of  Michigan's  share  of  the  national  tax  burden.  It 
is  seen  that  our  farm  population  pay  more  than  half  the  total  of  the 
national  tax  levy  upon  Michigan,  which  is,  in  round  numbers,  $21,115,000. 

The  farm  population  apportionment  is  $11,046,000.  Each  man,  woman 
and  child  in  the  whole  State  is  taxed  $10.06;  to  each  family  of  five  this  is 
$50.30.  If  levied  upon  the  real  estate  of  the  State,  instead  of  upon 
population,  the  farmers  would  only  pay — as  farm  real  estate  is  only  36.63+ 

¥3r  cent  of  the  equalized  assessed  real  estate  total  value — $7,734,424. 
he  total  saving  to  them  would  be  $3,311,576,  which  is  IJ  per  cent  of 
their  whole  real  estate  value.  Farm  investments  would  pay  directly  by 
reason  of  the  change  51  per  cent  instead  of  4.  Other  real  estate  values 
would  be  taxed  up  in  Ime  proportions. 

It  is  stated  upon  the  evidence  of  Thos.  G.  Shearman,  Eoger 
Q.  Mills  and  other  good  statisticians,  that  for  each  dollar  of 
indirect  tax  collected  by  our  national  government,  the  protected 
industries  through  a  subtle  process  of  tariffs  and  profits  upon  tariffs, 
takes  from  each  individual  or  per  capita,  the  sum  of  three  doUars  mora 
To  be  within  the  circle  of  truth,  we  will  compute  upon  two  and  one-half 
dollars  instead  of  three,  and  then  we  get  another  saving  of  $27,613,000, 
10  per  cent  upon  the  whole  farm  real  estate  investment;  this  added  to  the 
$3,311,576 =li  per  cent  gives  a  total  of  $30,926,576= Hi  per  cent  to  add 
to  the  small  profit  of  4  per  cent  realized  by  the  owners  of  farm  real 
estate  for  the  year  just  closed.  The  figures  immediately  reach  to  the 
encouraging  sum  of  ISJ  per  cent  for  all  farm  investments. 

There  has  one  more  comparison  developed  as  the  investigation  pro- 
gressed. Circle  No.  10  of  section  2,  part  4,  g^ves  the  exact  proportion  of 
the  profits  of  farm  industry  in  comparison  with  some  other  industries  or 
business  in  the  State  in  which  capital  is  invested.  Manufacturing  statis- 
tics could  not  be  obtained  in  time  for  this  report  outside  of  the  JSureau. 
The  sum  appropriated  for  the  uses  of  your  Conmiissioner  was  not  su£S- 
cient  to  make  any  investigation  whatever  in  the  manufacturing  field  along 
with  other  work.  The  illustration  clearly  points  to  a  much  more  equita- 
ble system,  than  taxing  of  real  estate,  namely:  A  tax  upon  the  profits  of 
real  estate  in  which  the  farm  industry  sinks  to  the  fourth  in  the  scale  of 
importance.    The  aggregate  profits  of  capital  in  ^ye  separate   real  estate 
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in  vestments  was  998,354,977*;  of  this  total  the  farm  real  estate  capital 
realized  $10,631,229,  or  9.23  per  cent  of  the  total  profit  To  tax  tiie  profits 
of  real  estate  would  save  to  the  farmers  directly  on  the  national  tax  levj 
$9,092,862,  3.38+  per  cent  on  their  total  real  estate  investment  This 
added  to  the  10  per  cent  saved  by  reason  of  throwing  off  the  burden 
imposed  by  protected  industries,  would  give  the  farm  industry  17.38  per 
cent  on  the  total  farm  real  estate  investment.  13ie  foregoing  figures  are 
all  contained  in  this  chapter  in  other  form.  The  total  gain  to  the  farmers 
of  the  State  would  be  $35,561,463,  or  13.38  per  cent,  ^md  to  the  small  real 
estate  owners  of  cities  and  villages  in  like  degree. 

FARM   LABOR  AND    CAPITAIi. 

There  are  several,  and  each  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  why  your  Com- 
missioner has  taken  the  farm  industry  of  the  State  with  which  to  compare 
the  other  industries.  The  farming  industry  employs  a  much  larger  num- 
ber of  laborers  than  any  other  industry.  The  amount  of  capital  invested 
is  larger  than  in  any  other  industry. 

Both  farm  labor  and  capital,  is  generally  complained  of,  as 
suffering  serious  oppression  and  depression.  The  farmer  is  as  yet 
in  Michigan  viewed  as  a  farm  owner  and  as  such  is  both  a  laborer  and  a 
capitalist  He  is  also  a  skilled  worker  and  must  be  considered  as  rec^vrog 
wages  of  superintendence.  Last  and  by  far  the  most  important  reason  is, 
that  farm  labor  and  capital  is  the  parent  and  employer  of  all  other  labor 
and  capital  and  ever  will  be,  while  mankind  continues  to  need  food,  cloth- 
ing and  shelter.  The  soil  of  the  great  nation  of  Russia  refused  to  yield 
orainary  results  to  labor  and  capital  for  the  season  just  closed;  hence  cor- 
responding enforced  idleness  in  the  business  of  manufacture  and  destitu- 
tion throughout  that  great  nation  and  widespread  starvation. 

The  west  and  northwest  of  the  United  States  and  the  adjoining  territory 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  yielded  for  the  season  just  closed  much  more 
than  an  ordinary  return  to  the  labor  employed  and  capital  invested,  hence 
an  increased  demand  for  railroad  cars,  elevators,  storehouses,  bamSi 
threshers  and  reapers,  a  brisk  activity  in  all  the  industries  affected  by  such  a 
famine  of  B.  B.  cars,  etc.,  increased  wa^s,  freight  rates,  prices  of  raw  mate- 
rial and  finished  product  of  iron  and  nimber  and  a  corresponding  removal 
from  the  field  of  business,  the  anxiety  and  depression  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1891. 

The  farmers  of  Michigan  received  in  degree  the  free  gift  of  nature  to 
farm  labor  and  capital  so  generally  receiv^.  It  is  with  me  small  propor- 
tion by  comparison  with  other  labor  and  capital  it  did  receive,  this  chapter 
has  to  deal.  In  justice  to  both  the  labor  of  the  farm  and  its  complement 
the  labor  of  the  workshop  and  factory,  the  labor  in  the  mining  industries, 
and  in  the  work  of  distribution  had  to  be  examined.  Mine  labor  is 
employed  to  store  wealth,  while  consuming  certain  products  of  the  field  in 
the  more  lasting  raw  materials  of  production.  The  labor  of  distribution, 
the  auxiliary  labor  adds  to  wealth  by  conveying  from  and  to  the  farm, 
the  mine  and  factory,  through  all  its  multifarious  interchanges.  These  two 
are  but  factors,  and  did  they  erect  any  toll-gates  on  the  way  whereby  they 
could  gather  more  than  their  share  of  production,  the  inequalities  would 
arise  just  as  they  have  arisen  and  would  as  earnestly  demand  investi-

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^tion,  because  not  only  labor,  but  some  kinds  of  capital,  the  capital  whicli 
18  least  able  to  combine  for  its  protection  must  finally  as  it  has,  show  a 
clear  lack  of  ability  to  gather  its  fair  proportion,  as  for  example  the  farm 
capital  of  Michigan. 

The  various  labor  divisions  have  been  carefully  examined.  Many  books 
have  been  filled  of  late  with  statistics  showing  the  condition  o£  labor  in 
which  the  unvarnished  truth  appears,  that  labor  is  in  a  very  dependent  condi- 
tion. In  this  fair  land  if  we  but  scratch  the  surface,  food  and  the  raw 
material  of  clothing  compete  with  each  other  in  their  efforts  to  reward  our 
labor.  The  mineral  wealth  grows  to  mountains  to  meet  us  that  we  may 
not  be  troubled  to  descend  to  the  bowels  of  the  earth  to  reach  it,  the  forest 
trees  reach  to  the  clouds  in  their  effort  to  outgrow  each  other  for  our 
many  comforts  and  necessities,  but  withal  the  evidence  is  that  labor  is 
fast  approaching  the  line  of  a  bare  subsistence. 

Id  the  year  1880  there  were  more  acres  devoted  to  farming 
than  in  lo90,  according  to  the  IJ.  S.  census  report  for  1880 
and  the  Agricultural  Bureau  report  for  1891,  and  the  per  cent 
on  the  capital  invested  had  fallen,  small  as  it  was,  one  per  cent  lower. 
The  land  value  of  the  farms  has  reached  its  zenith  unless  the  per 
cent  of  profit  soon  changes.  In  ten  years  the  farm  lands  show  an  assessed 
average  increase  of  53  cents  per  acre,  but  how  much  of  the  increase  is  due 
to  new  farms  since  1880,  going  back  to  wood  lands  and  the  older  farms 
remaining  to  raise  the  average,  your  Commissioner  has  no  means  of 
determining. 

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  tables  and  data  that  the  preponderance  of 
land  values  are  in  cities  and  towns,  mining  and  forest  regions;  and  that 
the  agricultural  population  is  comparatively  poor  in  respect  of  these 
value&  A  tax,  therefore,  levied  directly  upon  real  estate  and  especially 
that  portion  of  it  which  consists  of  the  knd  irrespective  of  improvement, 
i.  e,  bare  land  values,  would  fall  with  comparative  lightness  upon  the 
agricultural  classes,  and  the  burden  of  the  same  would  in  the  main  be 
transferred  to  the  classes  who  own  the  very  valuable  lands  of  cities,  the 
great  commercial  centers,  and  the  owners  of  the  bounties  of  nature  in  the 
form  of  valuable  forests  and  the  rich  mineral  deposits. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

The  unrest  that  has  been  a  most  marked  feature  of  the  past  30  years  of 
our  ^national  life  has  awakened  a  proportionate  amount  of  inquiry  into  its 
causes.  Discontent  with  industrial  and  social  conditions  which  began  with 
the  working  masses  of  the  cities  just  after  the  close  of  the  great  war  of  the 
rebellion,  has  at  length  reached  and  permeated  the  great  agricultural 
population.  As  remedial  instruments  there  have  grown  up  great  organi- 
zations, in  the  towns  and  cities  Knights  of  Labor  Assemblies  and  Trades 
Unions,  and  in  the  country  Granges,  Patrons  of  Husbandry,  Patrons  of 
Industry  and  Alliances  have  sprung  into  existence  and  multiplied  with 
exceeding  rapidity.    These  great  organizations  seem  instinct  with  the  idea 
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that  the  miseries  they  feel  are  the  result  of  social  disarrangements  and 
mal-adjustments,  and  therefore  they  naturally  turn  toward  government,  tiie 
organ  of  society,  for  measures  of  relief. 

It  is  a  very  healthful,  hopeful  sign  to  see  the  great  masses  of  farmers, 
and  the  workers  of  the  cities  turning  their  attention  toward  the  relation* 
ship  that  governmental  policies  bear  toward  their  material  prosperity. 

The  people  toil,  sweat,  produce,  earn,  and  yet  remain  poor.    The  inquiry 
of  the  age  is:    Why  is  this?    How  is  this?    Some  are  answering  that  the 
trouble  is  due  to  the  exploitage  that  is  successfully  carried  on  by  means  of 
an  unjust  currency  system.     Others  are  inclined  to  the  belief  that  the 
great  transportation  monopolies  play  a  most  important  part  in  wringing 
from  the  x)eople  the  wealth  they  create,  and  others  again  charge  that  onr 
land  system  is  the  real  center  of  the  disease,  the  bottom  cause  of  the  ill& 
that  are  so  widely  felt     It  is  probable  that  all  these  causes  have  played 
and  still  play  an  imx>ortant  part  in  the  production  of  the  evils  complained 
of.    But  there  still  remains  for  'consideration  the  effect  that  taxation  has 
upon  the  distribution  of  the  cmnual  production.     A  question  of  great 
importance  is  whether  the  Bystem  of  indirect  or  crooked  taxation,  adopted 
by  the  general  government  at  its  beginning,  has  not  always  operated  to 
the  very  great  disadvantage  of  the  producin^-consuming  masses;  whether 
that  system  has  not  been  one  of  the  very  powerful  agencies  that  has  tended 
to  produce  those  very  marked  inequalities  of  fortune  that  is  everywhere 
observable.    Colbert,  the  great  finance  minister  of  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV., 
naively  remarked  that  *^  indirect  taxes  were  invented  for  the  purpose  of 
plucking  the  geese  (the  people)  of  the  greatest  amount  of  feathers  with 
the  least  amount  of  squealing."    Such  was  the  intent  and  such  the  effect 

Amasa  Walker,  the  political  economist,  in  his  ^'Science  of  Values '" 
admits  that  upon  the  poor  the  burdens  of  the  support  of  the  national  gov^ 
emment  principally  falls.  The  taxes  of  the  national  government  are 
imposed  upon  the  necessities  and  small  comforts  of  life  that  enter  into  the 
daily  consumption  of  the  people.  And  besides  supporting  the  government 
these  taxes  are  also  so  adroitly  adjusted  as  to  compel  the  consumer  to  sup- 
port a  class.  Our  system  of  State  taxation  is  more  on  the  direct  order  and 
falls  upon  property,  and  yet  not  an  inconsiderable  part  of  our  local  and 
State  revenues  are  derived  from  what  is  really  indirect  taxation.  A  con- 
siderable amount  of  merchandise,  manufactured  articles,  etc.,  are  listed  by 
the  assessors  and  the  taxation  imposed  on  these  by  the  local  assessor 
reaches  the  local  consumer  at  last.  So  also  do  renters  of  houses  pay  the 
taxes  levied  on  that  portion  of  real  estate  which  is  improvement  value,  for 
the  landlord  usually  can  and  does  shift  the  house  tax  (although  he  camioi 
shift  the  land  value  tax )  upon  the  lessee.    It  thus  appears,  as  has  already 
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been  remarked,  that  all  or  nearly  all  of  the  national  tax  and  a  very  con- 
siderable portion  of  «the  local  and  State  taxes  are  made  to  fall  on  the  con- 
suming poor.  That  a  system  of  direct  taxation  will  go  far  toward  remedy- 
ing the  inequities  and  that  inequalities  do  exist  is  self-evident.  In 
summing  up  his  chapter  on  ''  State  Taxation/'  in  the  work  already  quoted, 
Mr.  Walker  remarks:  ''  Before  leaving  the  subject  of  state  taxation,  we 
will  briefly  notice  the  inquiry  often  made  why  the  United  States  govern- 
ment does  not  assign  to  each  state  its  share  of  the  public  burdens  accord- 
ing to  its  general  valuation,  and  allow  the  state  authorities  to  collect  the 
amount  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  way  as  all  the  direct  taxes  of  the 
^tate  are  levied  and  collected?  In  reply  to  this  it  may  be  said  that,  if  the 
national  government  could  rely  implicitly  upon  the  fidelity  and  prompt- 
ness  of  every  state,  it  toould  be  by  far  the  most  economical  and  efficient 
mode  of  collecting  the  revenue.  The  expense  of  collection  would  be 
almost  nominal^  probably  not  exceeding  one-tenth  of  the  sum  now  required; 
-and  an  army  of  officeholders  might  be  left  free  to  engage  in  productive 
■employment"     * 

And  of  course  everybody  admits  that  inequality  of  taxation  is  a  grave 
evil  and  one  which  it  is  the  duty  of  legislators  to  cure  as  soon  as  may  be. 
It  is  moreover  generally  admitted  that  the  taxation  of  personal  property, 
composed  as  it  usually  is  of  tools,  merchandise,  the  products  of  manufact- 
ures, etc.,  tends  to  the  discouragement  of  the  production  of  wealth,  to  the 
-cheapening  of  the  necessities  and  comforts  of  life,  and  thus  works 
adversely  to  the  general  weU  being.  In  a  time  when  it  is  so  general  to 
invite  the  location  in  a  community  of  manufacturing  establishments  by 
offers  of  bonuses  of  various  kinds  this  truth  that  the  best  of  bonuses 
would  be  exemption  of  such  enterprises  from  taxation  need  not  be  more 
than  hinted  in  order  to  be  fully  understood  and  indorsed;  and  of  course 
the  correlative  proposition  that  taxation  tends  to  discourage  production 
will  be  as  readily  seen  and  as  readily  admitted. 

In  this  connection  it  might  not  be  amiss  to  call  the  attention  of  readers 
to  the  fact  that  personal  property  easily  eludes  the  search  of  the  assessor. 
This  is  certainly  shown  in  our  recent  report  of  the  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization, for  whereas  the  total  valuation  of  the  State  is  returned  at  |I,130,- 
000,000,  only  156,000,000  of  this  sum  consists  of  personal  property,  that  is, 
the  assessors  find  from  $7.50  to  $8.00  worth  of  real  estate  for  every  dollar 
of  personal  property  discovered.  And  this  fact  of  the  apparent  decline 
of  personalty  as  shown  by  the  books  of  assessors  is  not  confined  to  Michi- 
gan, but  is  general  throughout  the  United  States. 

The  United  States  census  of  1880  showed  a  very  marked  increase  of 
wealth  in  the  decade  of  1870  to  1880,  and  yet  ^^Jtiug  ^^  period  there 
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appeared  to  be,  so, far  as  shown  by  tax  lists,  a  very  great  decline  in  per- 
sonal property.  This  very  general  fact  has  not  escaped  the  notice  of  able 
writers  on  the  snbject  of  taxation  who  draw  the  not  unreasonable  con- 
clasion  therefrom  that  the  attempt  of  governments  to  draw  any  portion  of 
their  revenue  from  the  taxation  of  personal  property  of  any  description 
ought  to  be  abandoned  as  considering  all  things  connected  therewith,  and 
especially  the  desideratum  of  equality  of  taxation,  the  attempt  can  never 
be  successful. 

It  is  certainly  true  that  real  estate  and  especially  that  portion  of  it 
which  consists  purely  of  the  value  of  land  is  always  right  before  the  eyes 
of  the  assessor;  it  cannot  be  spirited  away  or  hidden  in  anticipation  of  the 
officers'  visit  for  the  purpose  of  rating,  nor  can  any  devices,  such  as  tem- 
porary and  pretended  transfer  of  ownership  work  to  keep  it  ofiP  the  lists, 
or  in  any  other  way  evade  taxation.  It  is  the  property  which  is  taxed  and 
not  merely  the  person  who  may  happen  to  own  it,  and  the  government  is 
'  sure  to  find  it  when  its  share  of  the  expenses  of  protection  is  demanded. 
It  is  also  true  that  the  preponderance  of  evidence  is  thus  far  with  the 
opinion  that  it  is  impossible  to  tax  personal  property  with  anything  lik* 
equality. 
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STRIKES   IN   MICHIGAN, 


SECTION  I. 


The  past  year  has  been  quite  prolific  of  strikes  and  difBculties  among 
the  laboring  men,  and  also  to  some  extent  with  the  women  wage- workers, 
not  only  in  this  State,  but  throughout  the  Union.  The  purpose  of  the 
Bureau  is  to  present  the  facts  of  these  strikes  and  difficulties  to  the  pub- 
lic. None  have  required  the  investigation  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor, 
although  some  of  them,  at  times,  took  on  a  serious  aspect,  yet  eventually 
came  out  either  for  or  against,  as  appears  from  the  following  data.  Some 
of  our  compilation  was  written  by  parties  on  the  spot,  others  taken  from 
newspaper  reports.  The  entire  facts  and  data  have  been  gleaned  from  the 
most  reliable  sources  and  condensed  so  the  public  may  be  able  to  gather 
the  results  of  these  movements  during  the  past  year. 

STREET  CAR  STRIKE  IN   DETROIT. 

This  strike  being  of  such  great  import,  and  the  largest  in  the  State 
during  the  past  year,  a  complete  history  of  it  from  its  inception  to  the 
finish  is  proper  to  preserve  as  a  public  record.  Therefore  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  has  taken  due  care  to  secure  all  the  data  and  facts  connected  there- 
with, and  gives  the  same  to  the  general  reader  without  comments  or  the 
deduction  of  any  results,  leaving '  each  person  to  judge  of  the  right  or 
wrong  in  the  matter.     The  following  is  given  then,  strictly  as 

HISTORICAL. 

On  the  evening  of  Monday,  April  13, 1891,  Street  Car  Employ^  Asso- 
ciation, No.  5391,  was  organized  at  163  Michigan  avenue,  Detroit,  Michi- 
fan,  by  Bobert  T.  Ogg,  organizer  of  the  American  Federation  of  Labor, 
mmediately  after  the  formation  of  the  union  and  the  election  of  temporary 
officers,  fifteen  of  the  men  most  prominent  in  the  movement  were  dis- 
charged from  the  employ  of  the  Detroit  and  Grand  Biver  street  railway 
companies,  on  the  grounds  of  "  agitation,  and  associating  with  men  whom 
they  knew  were  opposed  to  all  corporations."  Feeling  that  their  rights  as 
American  citizens  were  assailed,  and  perceiving  that  the  consequences  of 
such  action  on  the  part  of  the  companies  would,  if  successful,  reduce  the 
employes  to  a  position  little  better  than  that  of  slaves,  and  that  the  com- 
panies seemed  resolved  upon  pursuing  such  a  course,  the  employes,  almost 
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to  a  man,  hastened  to  the  association  hall  and  pledged  themselves  to  stand 
by  the  organization  in  a  manful  struggle  for  their  rights. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Law,  Fnse,  Grant,  Miller  and  Slooum,  was 
appointed  to  wait  upon  the  company  to  request  the  reinstatement  of  the 
discharged  men.  The  request  was  denied,  and  the  grounds  for  discharge 
reasserted. 

When  this  was  reported  to  the  association  it  was  decided  to  declare  a 
strike  on  the  railway  system  to  obtain  recognition  of  the  men's  rights. 
And  orders  were  issued  to  suspend  operations  on  the  Michigan,  TrumouU, 
Grand  Eiver,  Myrtle,  Crawford,  Third,  Gratiot  and  Chene  lines. 

TUESDAT,  APRIL  21. 

This  was  done  more  or  less  successfully,  and  with  the  assistance  of 
thousands  of  sympathisers,  and  nearly  every  trades  union  in  the  city;  all 
but  a  few  cars  were  kept  from  running  on  the  above  lines. 

The  assistance  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council  was  asked  and  heartily 

S'ven.     It  was  decided  to  extend  the  strike  to  the  Woodward,  Jefferson, 
rush  and  Bussell,  and  Cass  and  Third  lines. 

WEIDNESDAY,  APRIL  22. 

The  foregoing  with  varying  success  was  attempted  on  Wednesday. 
There  were  cars  running  on  every  line,  but  the  service  was  badly  crippled. 
Offers  of  assistance  and  sympathy  poured  in  from  every  labor  organization 
in  the  city,  while  the  general  public  with  unanimous  voice  urged  the 
strikers  to  stand  firm.  On  the  whole  the  scales  inclined  to  the  side  of 
success. 

THURSDAY,  APRIL  23. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  Messrs.  W.  A.  Taylor,  Thos.  M.  Dolan,  M.  F. 
Martin,  appointed  by  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council,  at  the  request  of  the 
association,  waited  upon  the  company,  with  a  view  of  effecting  a  settlement 
of  the  strike  this  morning,  but  coula  obtain  no  formal  conference,  as  the 
officers  were  not  all  present.  The  remark  was  made  by  Mr.  Currie  and 
Mr.  Hendrie  that  the  company  claimed  the  right  to  discharge  any 
employ^  without  giving  a  reason.  The  committee  at  3  P.  M.  received  the 
following:

Gentlemen — Tour  letter  of  this  morning  ie  received.  We  have  no  objection  to  con- 
ference with  anybody  who  can  assist  us  in  discharging  our  duty  to  the  public  by  the 
regular  and  peaceful  operation  of  our  lines  of  street  railroads.  If,  however,  it  is  your 
only  purpose  to  insist  upon  the  reinstatement  of  men  discharged  by  this  company,  the 
conference  will  be  fruitless  and  is  unnecessary.  Outside  of  this  alternative,  we  will  talk 
with  you  at  4:30  this  afternoon  at  our  office,  12  Woodward  avenue.

The  Detboit  Citt  RAiiiWAT  CoMPAifY: 

Qentlemeit — Tour  oommunioation  just  received.  In  reply  we  would  say  we  were 
appointed  m  the  interest  of  organized  labor  to  lay  before  you  tfie  unanimous  sentiment 
and  the  conolusive  reasoning  of  the  organization  which  we  represent  in  support  of  the 
right  of  workingmen  to  forin  themseWes  into  unions.  If  our  impression  is  correct,  that 
the  men  discharged  from  your  employ  were  guilty  of  nothing  which  you  c-  uld  construe 
as  a  cause  for  dismissal,  except  that  they  were  connected  with  an  association  havini; 
objects  identical  with  those  of  all  trade  and  labor  unions,  then  it  would  be  ridiculous 
for  us  to  waive  the  question  and  aid  you  in  settling  your  trouble  in  some  other  way. 
You  are  insisting  upon  prerogatives  which,  if  exercised,  must  result  in  the  destruction 
of  the  union,  that  is,  the  discharge  of  men  without  reason;  and  to  ask  us  to  consent  to 
this  is  scarcely  less  than  an  insult.  The  maintenance  of  the  right  of  theee  particular 
men,  as  concrete  examples  of  the  right  of  all  other  workingmen,  to  organize,  is  the  daty 
with  which  we  are  charged;  and  through  a  fair  and  reasonable  settlement  of  this  ques- 
tion you  can  put  your  lines  in  operation  tomorrow.  You  have  had  some  experience  of 
the  value  of  this  suggestion.  Tnree  years  ago,  if  we  are  not  misinformed,  you  found  it 
to  your  interest  to  reinstate  men  who  had  previously  been  dismissed  on  grounds  similar 
to  those  which  led  to  the  present  strike.  But  if  your  decision  in  this.matter  is  beyond 
reconsideration  and  superior  to  reason,  we  will  close  this  brief  communication  with  the 
remark  that  the  highest  of  all  courts,  and  happily  also  some  of  the  tribunals  of  modem 
civilization,  hold  men  and  corporations  responsible  for  all  the  natural  results  of  their 
conduct;  and  that  if  it  can  be  shown  (as  we  have  no  doubt  it  can)  that  the  men  who 
have  stopped  the  street  car  service  were  acting  from  ordinary,  human,  and  inevitable 
motives,  then  the  original  provocation  must  be  regarded  as  the  responsible  cause.

Following  is  the  company's  reply: 

Messrs.  W.  A.  Tatlor,  Thos.  M.  Dolan  and  M.  F.  Martin,  Committee  of  Trades 
Council: 

Gentijemen— In  reply  to  your  letter  dated  3  P.  M.  today,  the  Detroit  city  railway 
desires  to  say  that  it  does  not  question  the  right  of  any  workmgman  or  other  American 
citizen  to  join  any  voluntary  association  or  union  that  exists  for  legal  and  legitimate 
purposes,  and  the  company  has  never  insisted  that  it  would  not  employ  union  men,  or 
m  any  way  interfered  with  the  organized  labor  associations  of  this  city.  The  <x)mpaiiy 
does  insist,  however,  that  it  has  an  undoubted  right,  legally  and  morally,  to  manage  and 
conduct  its  own  business,  and  to  discharge  any  emplo>l  that  it  has,  either  with  or  with- 
out cause,  and  without  regard  to  the  question  whether  it  is  satisfactory  or  not  to  any 
one  else.  The  company  also  recognizes  the  right  of  any  person  in  its  employ  to  quit 
that  employment  with  or  without  reason  or  cause. 

We  utterly  deny  the  right  of  any  body  of  men,  whether  organized  or  not,  to  interfere 
with  the  business  of  this  company  or  the  business  of  any  other  corporation,  firm  or 
individual,  by  the  exercise  of  force  and  violence,  and  the  destruction  of  property;  and 
we  as  earnestly  deny  the  right  of  the  committee  of  the  Trades  Council,  or  of  any  other 
organization  of  labor,  to  determine,  as  you  assume  to  do  in  your  communication, 
whether  the  street  railway  hues  belonging  to  this  company  shall  be  operated  or  not. 
Your  assumption  of  authority  to  determine  whether  our  lines  shall  be  **  in  operation 
tomorrow  "  is  without  any  warrant  or  authority  in  law  or  in  reason,  and  if  acceded  to 
would  simply  turn  the  business  of  the  country  over  to  self- constituted  and  irresponsible 
committees  for  management.

The  company  abandoned  the  night  service  on  Tuesday,  and  by  Thursday 
they  had  ceased  trying  to  run  cars  at  all  on  the  majority  of  the  roads.  On 
Woodward  a  last  effort  was  made.  Nearly  two  hundred  ix)licemen  were 
stationed  at  intervals  along  the  avenue,  placed  upon  the  cars  (about  six  in 
all)  or  driven  in  patrols  beside  the  cars. 
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Money  in  aid  of  the  strikers  was  raised  by  gift,  subscription,  collection 
and  in  varions  other  ways. 

Arrangements  to  snpply  the  place  of  the  cars  with  vehicles  of  various 
kinds  were  be^un  to  be  made.  Sympathizers  entered  upon  a  wholesale 
demolition  of  tne  company's  tracks  and  other  property. 

FRIDAY,  APRIL  24. 

On  Friday  the  tie-up  of  the  lines  of  street  railway  was  complete.  All 
the  lines  having  been  ordered  out,  no  attempt  was  made  to  run  a  car. 
All  day  thousands  of  sympathizers  crowded  the  streets,  to  prevent  the  run- 
ning of  the  cars. 

But  interesting  and  important  matters  were  transpiring  elsewhere.  The 
mayor  and  common  council,  in  obedience  to  public  sentiment,  took  up 
the  matter. 

THE  CITIZENS. 

A  mass  meeting  of  citizens  at  Beecher's  Hall  was  called  by  the  Trades 
and  Labor  Council  to  consider  the  situation.  Many  of  Detroit's  most 
prominent  citizens  were  present  Amongst  the  speakers  were  Don  M. 
Dickinson,  Bev.  C.  B.  Henderson,  Wm.  Slanton  Brearley,  of  the  Journal^ 
H.  A.  Bobinson,  H.  M.  Cheever,  L.  E.  Tossy,  B.  T.  Ogg,  S.  Goldwater, 
N.  F.  AbramSi  J.  P.  Murtagh  and  others.  Further  donations  of  money 
and  offers  of  assistance  were  received,  J.  L.  Hudson  reporting  a  sum  raised 
of  nearly  $500. 

THE  MAYOR. 

A  committee  of  the  common  council  waited  upon  the  mayor  to  urge  him 
to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  council.  He  refused  to  do  so,  but  used  his 
influence  to  bring  the  trouble  to  an  end,  as  follows: 

Geo.  Hbndrib,  Esq.,  President  Detroit  Oity  Railway  Company,  City: 

Dear  Sir — ^The  present  unfortunate  condition  of  affairs  in  our  oity,  which  has  become 
80  threatening  to  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  community  and  the  welfare  of  the 
citizens,  arose  through  a  difference  between  the  Detroit  Cit^  Railway  Company  and 
persons  in  its  employ.  The  railroad  company  may  be  right  in  its  position,  and  the  men 
may  be  right  in  theirs.  There  are  facts  and  arguments  which  can  be  brought  to  bear 
on  both  sides  of  the  question.  It  therefore  seems  to  me  the  part  of  wisdom,  and  as  the 
executive  head  of  the  city,  having  only  in  mind  its  best  interests  and  those  of  its 
citizens,  I  would  strongly  advise  your  company,  and  do  so  now,  to  submit  the  matter  of 
difference  between  them  and  their  employes  to  arbitration.  This  can  certainly  be 
productive  of  nothing  but  good,  as  \,he  verdict  of  an  impartial  and  mutually  appointed 
tribunal  should  be  satisfactory,  both  to  the  company  and  those  in  its  employ.  I  am 
confident  that  the  knowledge  that  your  company  has  consented  to  arbitrate  the  matter 
will  put  an  immediate  end  to  the  present  troubles  and  restore  quiet  and  good  order  in 
our  city. 

Trusting  that  this  suggestion,  made  as  it  is  with  the  best  motives,  will  be  accepted 
and  acted  on  by  your  company,  as  I  am  assured  it  will  be  by  the  men,  I  remain,  sir,

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Shortly  after  5  o'clock  the  final  answer  came,  and  read  as  follows: 

Hon.  H.  S.  Pingrbb,  Mayor  of  Detroit : 

Dear  Sir— The  board  of  directore  of  the  Detroit  Street  Railway  Company  have  con- 
sidered your  courteous  letter  advising  the  company  '^  to  submit  the  matters  of  difference 
between  them  and  their  eihploy^  to  arbitration/*  stating  that  **  our  consent  to  arbitrate 
the  matter  will  put  an  immediate  end  to  the  present  troubles  and  restore  quiet  and  good 
order  in  our  city,"  and  that  your  suggestion,  if  accepted  by  us,  "  will  be  accepted  and 
acted  on  by  the  men." 

Confident  that  the  company  is  right  in  its  position,  and  at  the  same  time  anxious  to 
discharge  its  duty  to  the  public,  the  board  instructs  me  to  say  that  the  company  accedes 
to  your  proposal  for  arbitration. 

And  also,  that  inasmuch  as  it  is  desirable  that  the  manner  and  terms  of  the  arbitra- 
tion should  be  settled  upon  by  representatives  of  the  men,  the  company  has  already 
communicated  with  the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  through  F.  A.  Baker, 
Esq.,  who  is  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  adjustment.

THE  COMMON  COUNCIL. 

Mayor  Pingree  having  refused  to  issue  a  call  for  a  special  meeting  of 
the  common  council,  to  take  action  relative  to  the  trouble  of  the  Detroit 
City  Railway  Company  with  its  employes,  the  following  aldermen  signed  a 
petition  to  President  John  C.  Jacob,  and  President  Jacob  directed  the  city 
clerk  to  issue  the  call:  Wm.  Richert,  M.  W.  McGuire,  A.  H.  Reynolds, 
Jacob  P.  Meier,  Ernest  L.  Reschke,  Frank  Schmidt,  Albert  Roth,  Wm.  B. 
Thompson,  Walter  H.  Coots,  Chas.  A.  Buhrer,  James  Lennane,  George 
Scott,  Henry  Schehr,  C.  B.  Barnes. 

The  meeting  convened  about  8  o'clock,  noarly  every  alderman  being 
in  his  seat.  Aid.  Reves,  who  refused  to  sign  the  call  for  the  meeting,  was 
conspicuous  by  his  absence. 

When  the  clerk  had  read  the  call,  Aid.  Reschke  submitted  a  resolution 
heartily  indorsing  the  action  of  the  City  Railway  Company  in  consenting 
to  an  arbitration  of  its  differences  with  its  employes. 

Aid.  McGuire  inquired  what,  the  resolution  was  based  upon,  and  Aid. 
Reschke  said  he  had  met  the  mayor,  who  informed  him  that  the  company 
had  agreed  to  arbitration. 

'^I  will  ask  the  city  clerk  if  he  has  received  any  such  communication  from 
the  mayor?"  said  Aid.  McGuire. 

"I  have  not,"  replied  Mr.  Kronberg. 

"  Then  I  withdraw  my  resolution,"  said  Aid.  Reschke. 

Aid.  Uthes  then  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  council  that  the  Detroit  City  Railway  Company 
and  its  employ^  submit  the  matters  in  difference  between  them  to  arbitration,  to  the 
end  that  the  public  may  have  the  benefit  of  street  cat  accommodations  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble, and  that  a  committee  of  fi7e,  of  which  the  president  of  the  council  shall  be  chair- 
man, be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  endeavoring  to  bring  about  such  an  adjustment 

Aid.  Reynolds  thought  the  best  way  to  settle  the  whole  matter  was  for  the 
common  council  to  take  hold  of  it,  make  up  its  mind  what  ought  to  be 
done  and  then  do  it. 

''It  is  high  timQ  that  something  was  done  by  somebody,"  said  Aid. 
Uthes.  "And  if  the  railway  company  don't  want  to  run  its  cars  the  streets 
should  be  given  to  some  company  that  is  able  to  give  the  public  proper 
service." 

Applause  followed  this  remark,  and  Aid.  Coots  said : 
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"The  Detroit  City  Railway  Ck)mpany  is  not  a  private  corporation,  but  a 
creature  of  this  council,  and  if  it  is  not  running  its  cars  inside  of  twenty- 
four  hours  I,  as  a  member  of  this  council,  will  vote  for  the  city  to  take 
hold  of  this  road  and  run  it  until  they  can  come  to  terms  with  their 
employ6s." 

Uproarous  cheering  followed  this  speech,  and  Aid.  O'Regan  said : 

"I  fully  concur  in  what  Aid.  Coots  has  said,  and  it  was  a  great  surprise 
to  me  that  the  mayor  did  not  take  this  course  himself.  The  Detroit  City 
Railway  gets  all  its  privile^s  from  the  city,  and  gives  very  little  in  return. 
Its  a  duty  we  owe  the  citizens  to  furnish  them  transportation  on  their 
streets,  and  I  am  in  favor  of  giving  them  what  belongs  to  them,  even  if  we 
have  to  do  it  ourselves." 

"Let  us  go  ahead  by  ourselves  and  put  an  end  to  this  trouble,"  said 
Aid.  Griggs. 

The  resolution  of  Aid.  Uthes  was  then  adopted  unanimously,  the  city 
counselor  and  city  attorney  being  added  to  the  committee,  and  Aid. 
Richert  moved  that  the  council  do  not  adjourn  but  take  a  recess  until  noon 
today.    A  member  moved  to  amend  by  making  the  hour  10  a.  m. 

"No,"  said  Aid.  Coots,  "there  will  be  too  much  for  the  committee  to  do. 
We  may  have  to  get  an  order  of  court  and  have  a  tnjistee  appointed  if  we 
find  we  must  operate  the  road  ourselves,  and  12  is  none  too  soon." 

So  the  councU  took  a  recess  until  noon  today,  and  the  chair  appointed  in 
addition  to  himself,  named  in  the  resolution.  Aid.  Coots,  Scott,  Reschke 
and  Griggs. 

There  were  now  met  in  the  mayor's  office  John  C.  Donnelly  and  Fred 
A.  Baker,  representing  the  railway  companies,  and  Messrs.  Dolan,  Law, 
W.  A.  Taylor,  McCormick  and  C.  A.  Taylor,  comprising  a  joint  committee 
from  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council  and  the  Street  Car  Employe's 
Association. 

A  long  informal  consultation  ensued  as  to  the  matters  which  the  pro- 
posed board  of  arbitration  should  have  jurisdiction  over. 

"  If  these  men  were  found  to  have  been  discharged  for  any  other  cause 
than  agitation,  the  board  could  indorse  their  discharge,  could  it  not?* 
asked  Mr.  Baker  of  Mr.  Law,  who  replied: 

"The  company  has  admitted  that  the  only  cause  for  their  discharge  was 
because  they  were  organizing  the  union.  We  are  satisfied  there  was  no 
other  cause." 

">  ou  would  have  to  leave  that  question  as  to  why  they  were  discharged 
to  the  committee  of  arbitration,"  said  Mr.  Baker  and  Ala.  Jacob  said: 

"Yes,  certainly.     That's  right." 

"The  company  holds  that  any  agitator  or  organizer  is  doing  what  is 
against  its  interest/'  said  Mr.  Law,  "and  therefore,  from  their  points  of 
view,  he  merits  discharge  That  is  the  point  of  difference.  We  claim  that 
after  working  hours  a  man's  time  is  his  own,  to  ^o  where  he  pleases  and  do 
as  he  likes — that  he  has  a  perfect  right  to  jom  an  organization  of  any 
kind." 

"That  is  a  constitutional  right,"  said  Mr.  Baker. 

McCormick,  the  first  man  discharged  by  the  railway  company,  said  he 
had  been  employed  for  five  years  on  the  Grand  River  Avenue  line,  and 
the  only  thing  against  him  in  all  that  time  was  the  smokihg  of  a  cigar 
while  his  car  was  in  the  suburbs,  and  no  passengers  on  board.  But  just 
'as  soon  as  he  joined  the  union  and  refused  to  protest  againut  the  passage 
of  the  ten-hour  bill  at  Lcmsing  he  was  discharge<^^ 
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The  joint  committee  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Council  and  Street  Gar 
Union  announced  that  they  had  no  power  as  yet  to  arlj^itrate,  that  that 
power  could  only  be  delegated  by  their  union.  Aid  Jacob  offered  them 
the  use  of  the  council  chamber,  in  order  to  save  them  a  trip  to  their  hall 
at  163  Michigan  avenue,  and  the  offer  was  accepted. 

The  street  car  men  were  attending  the  mass  meeting  at  Beecher's  Hall, 
whence  they  were  summoned  to  meet  in  the  council  chamber.  While  they 
were  gathering  the  discussion  continued  in  the  mayor's  office,  as  follows: 

^*The  two  questions  now  to  be  arbitrated,*'  said  Delegate  Martin,  of  the  Trades  Goim- 
cil,  *'will  be  incompetency  or  infidelity  to  the  company." 

F.  A.  Baker — '*We  are  willing  to  leave  to  the  arbitration  committee  the  question  of 
whether  these  men  have  been  guilty  of  incompetency  or  other  miscondact,  such  as  infi> 
delity  to  the 'interests  of  the  company.  If  that  is  satisfactory  these  men  will  b^ 
reinstated  tomorrow  morning." 

Aid.  Jacob— **You  don*t  consider  that  so  far  as  these  men  belong  to  the  union,  or 
have  been  agitating  for  the  union,  or  agitating  against  the  signing  of  this  bill  or  this 
petition?" 

Mr.  Baker — ''No,  unless  they  did  some  improper  thing  in  that  connection.  Every- 
body has  a  right  to  talk.  The  company  will  concede  all  the  rights  of  an  American 
citizen.  That  is  a  right  which  the  company  has  no  right  to  interfere  with,  and  with 
that  understanding,  that  these  men  will  declare  the  strike  off  and  submit  this  queetioM 
to  arbitration.    In  that  way  we  will  accept  the  proposition  and  bring  it  to  an  end." 

"You  are  satisfied  with  that  now,  aren't  you?"  said  Aid.  Jacob,  addressing  Mr.  Law. 

Aid.  Scott— ''Mr.  Law,  are  you  authorized,  as  a  representative  of  the  Street  Oar 
Men's  Association,  to  state  that  the  men  will  go  to  work  tomorrow  morning  on  thm 
terms  that  we  have  now  arrived  at  here?" 

Mr.  Law — "No,  because  this  thing  has  been  rushed  on  to  us  inside  of  a  few  minute^s 
notice.  I  am  here  merely  on  the  part  of  the  executive  committee,  but  the  general  body 
should  have  a  knowledge  of  what  is  going  on." 

The  Trades  Council  Committee  and  Mr.  Law  then  withdrew  to  the 
council  chamber,  where  the  striking  employ6s  were  holding  a  secret  meet- 
ing. The  session  was  a  long  and  stormy  one,  and  sounds  of  uproarioos 
applause  were  frequently  heard  by  the  committee  assembled  in  the  mayor's 
office. 

It  was  after  midnight  when  a  committee  of  five  from  the  street  railway 
employ^  entered  the  office.  After  Aid  Jacob  had  called  the  assembly  to 
order,  Conductor  J.  H.  McCormick  advanced  to  the  mayor's  table  and 
announced  that  he  had  been  selected  as  spokesman. 

"What  have  you  to  report?"  asked  Aid.  Jacob. 

In  behalf  of  the  Street  Car  Association,  he  answered:  /*I  will  state  that 
we  have  concluded  to  submit  this  matter  to  arbitration.  The  men  ar» 
ready  and  willing  to  go  to  work.  I  don't  know  at  what  hour  we  can  get 
them  all  to  report,  for  they  had  made  other  plans  for  the  day." 

"Can  the  cars  be  started  in  the  morning?"  asked  Mr.  Baker. 

"I  don't  think  the  men  will  be  ready  before  1  o'clock.  We  feel  sorrj 
for  the  working  girls  who  have  to  walk  to  their  work,  and  will  endeavor  to 
get  out  at  least  enough  cars  to  accommodate  them." 

Mayor  Pingree  urged  that  the  committee  exert  their  influence  to  have 
all  the  men  report  for  work  at  the  usual  hour,  that  the  public  would  no 
longer  be  inconvenienced. 

Mr.  McCormick  said  they  would  do  all  in  their  power  to  provide  a  good 
service  at  the  earliest  possible  hour. 

"I  want  it  understood,"  he  added,  "that  the  strikers  have  nothing  to  do 
with  this  business  of  tearing  up  tracks.  The  strikers  to  a  man  have  acted 
like  gentlemen  in  this  difficulty." 

Mr.  Baker  said  the  company  understood  that  the  strikers  had  suffered 
from  the  acts  of  their  friends. 
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The  committee  then  returned  to  the  meeting  to  decide  upon  members  of 
the  arbitration  committee. 

It  was  nearly  1  o'clock  before  the  meeting  reached  a  decision.  Its  choice 
of  members  of  the  committee  fell  upon  W.  A.  Taylor,  a  printer,  and  dele- 
gate to  the  Trades  Council,  and  William  J.  Law  a  street  car  conductor, 
and  chairman^of  the  strike  committee.  These  gentlemen  will  meet  with 
Mr.  Baker,  representing  the  Street  Kailway  Company,  at  9  o'clock  this 
morning,  and  select  two  additional  members,  making  a  committee  of  five 
to  arbitrate  the  disputed  question. 

No  time  was  lost  by  either  the  men  or  the  Company.  On  the  morning 
of  Saturday,  April  25,  the  cars  were  started  and  the  victory  for  the  men 
celebrated  by  a  monster  street  parade.  At  2:30  in  the  afternoon  the  Arbi- 
tration Committee  met  in  the  Mayor's  office.  The  committee  consisted  of 
"W.  J.  Law  and  W.  A.  Taylor  representing  the  street  car  employes,  and 
George  Jerome  and  Michael  J.  Dee,  editor  of  the  Evening  News, 
representing  the  Detroit  City  Bailway  Company,  who  occupied  seats 
t(iether. 

Don  M.  Dickinson  and  Fred  A.  Baker  appeared  for  the  strikers  and  the 
company,  respectively. 

Mr.  Baker  opened  the  proceedings  with  an  argument.  He  had  not  pro- 
ceeded very  far  when  a  suggestion  was  made  that  a  stenographer  be 
engaged  by  the  Committee  so  that  a  verbatim  report  of  the  proceedings 
could  be  obtained.  The  Committee  unanimously  favored  the  idea  and  the 
Mayor's  stenographer,  George  Donaldson,  was  called  upon  to  take  the 
repori 

Mr.  Baker  said  that  the  present  proceedings  have  been  the  result  of  certain 
negotiations  that  have  taken  place  between  the  representatives  of  organized 
labor  upon  the  one  hand  and  the  Street  Railway  Company  upon  the  other. 
It  commenced  with  some  corresponcence  between  the  Company  and  a 
committee  of  the  Trades  Council.  "I  merely  refer  to  that,"  he  said,  "that 
as  fat  as  the  company  has  any  connection  with  it,  the  claim  of  organized 
labor  was  presented  by  the  committee  of  the  Trades  council,  in  which  it 
was  claimed  that  certain  men— twelve  in  number,  I  believe- w:ere  improp- 
erly discharged,  discharged  because  they  had  joined  the  union,  dis- 
charged because  they  had  endeavored  to  form  a  union  among  the 
street  car  employes  of  this  city.  It  was  understood  that  eleven  or  twelve 
men  had  been  discharged;  just  exactly  what  they  were  discharged  for  was 
not  made  known.  It  was  denied  upon  the  part  of  the  company  that  they 
were  discharged  because  they  were  union  men.  Upon  the  other  hand  it 
was  claimed  that  that  was  the  only  reason  of  their  discharge.  It  resulted 
in  a  strike  upon  the  part  of  the .  employfis,  with  the  condition  of  affairs 
that  existed  in  this  city  upon  yesterday  and  the  day  before.  At  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  mayor  an  attempt  was  made  to  }iave  the  matter  submitted  to 
arbitration,  and  the  matter  was  coDsidered  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Detroit  Street  Bailway  Company,  and,  considering  the  present  condition 
of  affairs  in  this  city,  they  decided  to  arbitrate  the  question  that  was  in 
dispute — the  only  question  that  had  ever  been  made  to  them.  How  far 
that  would  involve  any  other  question,  it  would  be  impossible  for  me  to 
say  at  this  time.  All  that  I  can  state  is  that  I  met  here  by  appointment 
yesterday  afternoon.  We  had  some  conversation  about  it  that  was  steno- 
graphically  reported,  and  it  was  taken  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number 
of  people.     There  were  fifteen  or  twenty  people  here,  so  that  I  don't  think 
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there  Bhould  be  or  ought  to  be  among  intelligent  and  reasonable  men  any 
possible  controversy  as  to  what  took  place. 

'^  As  I  understood  it  at  the  time,  and  as  it  was  stated  here  repeatedly 
and  repeatedly,  the  question  in  dispute  was  whether  these  men  were 
improperly  discharged.  It  was  asserted  upon  the  one  hand  that  they  were 
properly  discharged,  and  upon  the  other  hand  it  was  claimed  that  they 
were  improperly  discharged.  That  was  the  dispute.  Then  there  was 
some  question  as  to  what  was  a  cause  of  discharge,  and  it  was  asserted  on 
the  part  of  the  representatives  of  the  men  that  they  did  not  desire  to  sub- 
mit to  arbitration  the  question  of  whether  they  had  a  right  to  organize  a 
union?" 

Mr.  Dickinson — '*  Or  join  a  union?" 

Mr.  Baker — "  Or  join  a  union.  They  didn't  desire  to  submit  what  they 
regarded  as  a  fundamental  right  to  the  decision  of  a  board  of  arbitrators. 
There  was  some  question  between  us  as  to  what  should  be  done  with  the 
men — as  to  whether  they  should  be  reinstated  immediately  or  whether 
they  should  wait  until  the  board  of  arbitrators  decided.  In  behalf  of  the 
Street  Railway  Company,  after  it  had  been  fully  stated  by  Aid.  Jacob,  in 
the  presence  of  all,  we  acceded  to  that;  that  as  far  as  joining  the  union,  the 
existence  of  a  union  is  concerned,  we  would  not  insist  on  submitting  that 
question  to  the  arbitrators,  and  that  we  would  reinstate  the  men.'' 

Mr.  Dickinson — "  And  that  it  should  be  conceded,  for  the  purposes  of 
arbitration,  that  that  should  not  be  considered  a  proper  cause  of 
discharge." 

Mr.  Baker — "Yes,  sir;  and  that  for  the  purpose  of  this  arbitration,  that 
should  not  be  considered  cause  for  discharge.  '  It  should  relate  to  the  con- 
duct of  the  men  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  That  was  thQ  sub- 
stance of  it — ^the  want  of  fidelity  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  as  it 
was  stated.  That  is  a  very  simple  matter.  No  question  has  ever  been 
raised  in  regard  to  the  wages  or  hours  or  anything  of  that  kind.  While 
the  men  may  have  some  grievance  which  they  may  desire  through  their 
union  and  through  proper  representatives  to  claim  some  relief  upon,  there 
has  been  no  strike  tnat  has  been  inaugurated  on  account  of  any  such  thing, 
and  all  I  can  say  about  it  at  the  present  time  is  that  if  the  men  are  repre- 
sented by  a  union,  and  they  desire  to  treat  with  the  city  railway  as  to  their 
wages,  their  hours,  or  anything  of  that  kind,  the  Detroit  City  Railway  Com- 
pany is  now  ready  to  negotiate  with  them,  and  to  adjust  any  possible  mat- 
ter of  difference  between  them,  and  that  there  is  no  question  for  any  board 
of  arbitrators  until  we  disagree  about  something." 

Mr.  Dickinson — "  I  want  to  see  if  I  have  got  another  thing  clear.  Then 
any  acts  of  the  men  connected  with  the  strike  since  the  discharge  of  these 
men  are  not  to  be  considered?" 

Mr.  Baker — "  No,  sir.  Wft  don't  care  anything  about  the  strike.  The 
men  went  on  the  strike  and  that  is  eliminated  entirely.  It  is  the  simple 
question:  What  caused  the  company  to  discharge  these  men;  was  it  a 
proper  act?" 

Mr.  Dickinson — "  And  the  men  are  to  be  reinstated  if  the  committee  so 
decide?" 

Mr  Baker — "  The  men  are  permanently  reinstated  unless  this  commis- 
sion decides  that  they  ought  to  go.  That  is  all  there  is  of  it;  and  I  think 
that  if  you  will  just  select  your  fifth  man,  and  hear  what  the  company  has 
to  say  in  regard  to  these  men — as  I  understand  it,  you  have  a  union,  and 
in  behalf  of  the  city  railway  company  I  can  say  that  the  Detroit  Street 
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Railway  Compaily  is  ready  to  negotiate  with  the  union,  ready  to  adjust  any 
differences  that  can  possibly  arise  between  the  men  upon  the  road  and  the 
company,  through  the  union;  and  that  until  some  difference  arises  between 
the  union  and  the  company  in  regard  to  some  collateral  or  some  other 
question,  we  see  no  occasion  for  any  arbitration  in  regard  to  it." 

Mr,  Dickinson — "  Are  you  perfectly  willing  for  this  arbitration,  after 
they  choose  their  fifth  man,  to  call  the  people  before  them  who  heard  the 
agreement,  and  consider  for  themselves  and  decide  what  is  submitted  to 
them?    Are  you  willing  to  do  that?" 

Mr.  Baker^-"  Yes,  sir.  We  are  perfectly  willing  that  this  commission 
shall,  after  they  have  organized  it,  that  they  can  hear  the  statements,  and 
if  they  think  it  is  proper  to  open  the  whole  subject  and  undertake  to 
adjust  things  generally,  why  they  can  go  on  and  do  it.  But,  of  course, 
there  is  no  controversy-r— there  has  been  no  dispute  between  the  men,  and 
it  would  seem  to  be  unnecessary  to  bring  in  any  such  thing." 

Mr.  Dickinson — "  But  you  are  perfectly  willing  to  leave  it  to  the  board 
of  arbitrators  as  to  what  shall  be  done?" 

Mr.  Baker — "  We  are  willing  to  arbitrate  this  matter,  and  submit  it  to 
the  judgment  of  this  board,  selecting,  as  I  suppose  you  will,  a  man  that 
will  be  impartial — a  man  who  will  be  distinguished  in  such  a  way  that 
everybody  will  have  respect  for  him,  and  will  stand  as  between  these 
opxx)8ing  interests,  in  an  impartial  way — if  you  can  find  such  a  man  in 
this  community,  and  I  have  no  doubt  you  can.  After  yon  talk  it  all  over, 
without  any  controversy  or  scrap,  or  any  contention,  we  desire  simply  to 
arbitrate  this  matter,  and  to  adjust  whatever  differences  exist  between  the 
Detroit  City  Biiilway  Company  and  the  men  in  its  employ  on  its  line." 

Mr.  Jerome — '  Not  what  may  exist  hereafter?" 

Mr.  Baker—"  No." 

Mr.  Dickinson — "  Whether  they  have  been  made  the  direct  occasion  of 
the  strike  or  not?" 

'  Mr.  Baker — '^  It  don't  make  any  difference  about  what  they  have  done 
during  the  strike." 

Mr.  Taylor — "  There  were  certain  men  discharged.  That  precipitated 
the  strike." 

Mr.  Baker — "There  is  not  any  doubt  about  that  Now,  the  men  were 
reinstated.  The  company  thinks  that  all  of  them — some  of  them,  at  any 
rate — ought  to  go.  But  we  leave  that  to  the  commission.  And  then,  if 
there  is  any  grievance  that  the  men  have  got,  let  them  find  out  what  it  is 
— let  them  put  it  into  the  hands  of  a  competent  committee — a  competent 
delegation  to  represent  them,  let  them  meet  the  representatives  of  the 
Detroit  City  Railway  Company,  and  see  if  it  can  be  adjusted.  If  it  can't  be 
adjusted,  then  arbitration  is  certainly  a  method  of  settling  it.  ,  But  until 
there  is  some  difference  of  that  kind  we  see  no  occasion  to  go  into  any 
general  controversy  in  regard  to  it.  But,  of  course,  so  far  as  the  discharge 
of  these  men  is  concerned,  so  far  as  that  is  involved  in  their  prior  conduct, 
of  course  it  would  be  right  to  hear  any  testimony  or  any  facts  or  state- 
ments that  may  be  necessary  in  regard  to  it" 

Mr.  Taylor — "Our  understanding  of  this  question  was  that  the  strike 
was  precipitated  by  the  labor  union;  that  the  men  proceeded  to  the  organ- 
ization of  a  union  in  connection  with  a  movement  to  shorten  the  hours  of 
labor  by  the  passage  of  a  bill  at  Lansing,  and  that  the  company  were  dis- 
tributing among  the  different  men  and  requesting  them  to  sign,  or  giving 
them  an  opportunity  to  sign,  a  petition  against  that  bill,  and  that  on

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account  of  that  the  men  commenced  to  organize  themselves  into  a  union 
for  the  sake  of  being  able  to  establish  shorter  hours,  and  that  before  they 
were  able  to  collect  themselves  into  a  union — gather  enough  of  the 
employes  into  a  union — then  these  men  were  one  after  another  discharged." 

Mr.  Dickinson — "That  question  comes  before  the  arbitration." 

Mr.  Baker — "Anything  that  led  up  to  their  discharge  is  proper  to  con- 
sider. The  point  1  make  is  tUis:  The  men  have  never  said  'we  want  a 
reduction  of  hours.' " 

Mr.  Taylor — *'  They  were  going  to  say  it" 

Mr.  Baker — "  When  they  say  that,  and  ask  the  company  what  the  com- 
pany is  willing  to  do,  perhaps  there  will  be  no  disai^reement  But  as  far 
as  you  desire  to  examine  the  things  that  led  up  to  the  discharge  of  these 
men,  we  have  no  possible  objection  to  it;  so  that  I  think  when  you  come 
to  go  right  at  it,  there  will  be  no  real  difficulty  about  it." 

Mr.  Taylor—"  If  these  grievances  that  were  about  to  be  formulated  were 
to  come  up  afterwards,  or  go  to  the  company  after  we  have  disposed  of 
this  question  of  the  discharge  of  these  men,  then  if  there  was  any  disa- 
greement, we  would  have  perhaps  another  fight,  and  another  resort  to 
arbitration,  and  as  we  have  appointed  a  board  of  arbitration  in  connection 
with  the  committee  from  the  common  council  that  were  here  last  night,  to 
settle  the  differences  that  exist  between  the  company  and  the  employes, 
we  supposfHl  that  that  meant  all  real  differences — all  things  that  the  men 
wanted  to  adjust  and  that  were  underneath  this." 

Mr.  Baker — "All  that  we  would  ask,  in  regard  to  any  other  grievance, 
is  that  before  you  lay  it  before  these  arbitrators,  that  you  would  send  a 
delegation  to  the  officers  of  the  Detroit  City  Railway  Comx)any  and  see 
whether  there  is  &ny  disagreemeut;  that  is  all.  If  there  is  a  disagreement 
come  and  leave  it  to  the  same  board  if  you  want<to." 

Mr.  Dickinson — "The  proposition  of  the  City  Railway  Company  to 
leave  it  to  this  arbitration — this  board,  to  decide  upon  the  question  which 
is  conceded  should  be  brought  before  it,  and  also  to  leave  the  question  of 
whether  the  agreement  for  arbitration  covers  the  other  question  which 
you  have  suggested,  is  a  fair  one.  I  advise  you  to  proceed  and  select  your 
fifth  man.  The  board  can  then  call  before  it  those  who  took  part  in  the 
meeting  and  agreed  upon  the  terms  of  arbitration  and  the  subjects  to  be 
submitted  to  this  board,  and  can  decide  for  itself.  You  have  had  a  very  fair 
concession  of  the  street  railway  company  now,  that  if  this  board  decides  to 
go  into  those  other  questions  and  pass  upon  them,  that  the  street  railway 
company  will  consider  itself  bound  by  yonr  decision.  I  don't  think 
you  can  do  anything  fairer  than  that.  I  think  I  would  proceed  to  the 
election  of  your  board.  These  statements  are  taken  down.  Tour  wit- 
nesses are  here.  Mr.  Jacob's  statement  can  be  made  before  the  committee. 
The  statements  of  those  persons  of  what  the  arbitration  was  agreed  upon, 
can  be  made  before  your  board.  And  over  and  above  all,  you  have  the 
agreement  that  the  street  railway  company  will  abide  by  the  decision  of 
this  board  that  is  now  chosen.     I  advise  you  to  proceed  to  the  election. 

Mr.  Jerome — "  Wouldn't  it  be  better  if  you  and  Mr.  Baker  should  call 
before  you  the  persons  who  were  here  at  this  conference,  and  formulate 
that  in  writing?" 

Mr  Dickinson — "We  don't  see  that  there  is  any  necessity  for  delay  in 
selecting  your  fifth  man." 

Mr.  Jerome — "  Then  we  wouldn't  be  criticised  for  our  finding  after." 
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Mr.  Dickinson — "  Prom  the  conversation  we  have  had,  I  don't  think  we 
will  disagree  at  all,  so  you  can  select  your  fifth  man." 

Mr.  Jerome — *'I  want  that  pnt  in  writing,  so  that  hereafter, d£  anyone 
should  criticise  what  I  have  done  in  this  matter,  I  can  say,  well,  I 
followed  the  facts  as  submitted  to  me." 

Mr.  Dickinson  — **  You  are  given  the  power  to  formulate  your  own  state- 
ment of  what  you  are  to  consider." 

Mr.  Baker — "I  dont  think  there  will  be  any  practical  diflSculty." 

The  committee  then  withdrew  into  the  mayor's  private  office,  and  went 
into  executive  session,  which  lasted  nearly  halt  an  hour.  There  the 
question  of  a  fifth  man  for  the  arbitration  committee  was  discussed,  and 
Kev.  Dr.  C.  R.  Henderson,  pastor  of  the  Woodward  Avenue  Baptist  church, 
agreed  upon.  At  9  o'clock  on  Monday  morning,  April  27,  the  arbitration 
<x>mmittee  met  in  the  mayor's  private  office,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
4ind  deciding  upon  the  line  of  inquiry  to  be  followed.  Dr.  Henderson  was 
made  chairman  and  W.  A.  Taylor,  secretary. 

Before  adjourning  the  secret  conference  the  committee  adopted  the 
following  resolution: 

Ht^oleed,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  board  of  arbitration  thnt  the  board  shall  remain 
at  the  services  of  the  parties  to  the  present  controversy  until  they  mutually  agree  that 
-our  servioes  are  no  longer  necessary. 

It  was  10:15  when  Dr.  Henderson  announced  that  all  the  prelimi- 
naries were  Bettle<l,  and  called  the  committee  to  order.  ''If  any  member 
of  the  committee  has  a  motion  to  make,"  he  said,  "  we  can  proceed  in  that 
way.'* 

Mr.  Dee — "In  "view  of  the  remarks  that  the  counsel  of  the  City  Bail  way 
Company  made  on  Saturday,  expressing  the  willingness  of  the  company  to 
'Change  their  mode  of  doing  business  with  their  employes,  and  showing  a 
disposition  to  de^d  with  them  as  a  union  instead  of  as  individuals,  and  also 
to  refer  to  arbitration  in  the  future  every  question  that  might  arise 
between  the  two  parties,  it  occurred  to  me  that  the  question  at  the  front, 
thr»  proper  or  improper  discharge  of  the  fifteen  men  which  precipitated  the 
strike,  mi^j^ht  be  disposed  of  very  summarily  if  the  company  would  come 
to  certain  terms. 

"Now,  this  morning  I  have  been  m  conversation  with  the  representatives 
of  the  company  in  this  room,  including  Mr.  Biker,  the  counsel,  and  I  find 
that  there  is  really  very  little  left  for  us  to  determine,  because  the  company 
is  willing  to  concede  everything,  and  I  snggested  that  instead  of  entering 
into  an  elaborate  investigation  of  the  propriety  or  impropriety  of  each 
individual  discharge,  the  company  simply  wipe  out  the  slate,  and  both 
parties  on  each  sile  say  *  We  mutually  forgive  and  forget  The  past  is 
obliterated.  We  propose  to  be^in  today  doing  business  with  each  other  in 
an  entirely  different  way.  Instead  of  dealing  as  strangers,  we  propose  to 
deal  as  friends,  having  a  mutual  interest  in  a  great  institution;  having  a 
mutual  interest  in  one  another's  prosperity.'  All  the  representatives  of 
the  company  here,  and  all  the  authorities  of  the  company  present,  have 
agreed  to  such  a  <lecIaration  and  to  sach  a  disposition  of  this  matter. 

"  Bigardin^  what  ma/  arise  afterwards,  this  com  nittee  has  already 
passed  a  restnution  that  it  should  be  at  the  service  of  the  parties — that  it 
should  remain  in  existence  as  long  as  its  principals  desire,  and  that  it 
should  be  at  the  service  of  the  parties  to  this  controversy  so  long  as  they 
desire  our  services,  and  until  they  mutually  agree  tliat  there  was  nothing 
for  us  to  arbitrate  upon.    That  avoids  the  objectioi^  ^^^^  might  be  raised 
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tbat  if  we  settle  this  matter  in  this  sammary  way  now  and  adjourn,  some- 
thing might  immediately  arise  and  precipitate  these  difficulties  again.  By 
such  an  arrangement  of  the  matter  the  committee  of  arbitration  does  not 
disappear  nnless  the  principals  to  this  controversy  wish  ns  ta  And,  not 
to  waste  further  words: 

''I  move  that  this  committee  recommend  to  the  parties  to  the  controversy 
that  now,  at  this  moment,  they  mutually  shake  hands,  wipe  out  all  differ- 
ences and  forgive  one  another.  That  the  men  on  their  part  pledge  them- 
selves to  accord  exact  and  equal  rights  to  all  those  who  went  into  the 
'  service  of  the  company  upon  their  (Quitting  it.  That  all  men  engaged  in 
the  service  of  the  company  stand  upon  an  equal  footing;  that  they  oi^anize 
a  union,  and  that  through  that  union  they  deal  directly  with  the  company, 
by  a  committee  or  otherwise,  and  that  when  the  company  and  the  com- 
mittees which  the  union  appoint  cannot  agree  on  any  question,  it  be 
referred  for  arbitration,  either  to  this  committee,  or  some  other  committee 
more  satisfactory  to  the  parties  concerned.  That  the  company  on  its  part 
take  back  all  the  men  they  discharged,  without  questioning  the  right  or 
wrong  of  the  matter,  and  simply  say  to  those  men:  'You  are  in  our  service 
again  and  will  be  there  until  some  other  fault — not  even  declaring  that 
they  have  committed  any  fault,  but  whether  or  not  you  have  committed 
any  fault,  we  propose  to  forgive  and  forget  it,  and  ask  you  to  forgive  and 
forget;  and  you  are  in  just  as  good  standing  as  if  no  question  of  your 
merits  had  ever  been  raised.'  I  dont  know  whether  that  is  in  the  form  of 
formal  resolution  or  not,  but  that  is  the  substance  of  the  proposition." 

Mr.  Henderson — ''It  might  be  well  for  us  to  ask  the  gentlemen  here 
representing  both  sides  of  this  controversy  whether  that  will  be  a  satis- 
factory settlement.  Inasmuch  as  Mr.  Baker  is  here,  I  might  ask  first 
whether  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  company." 

Mr.  Baker — ''  Mr.  Chairman  and  gentlemen  of  the  commission:  «A8  far 
as  the  Detroit  City  Railway  Company  is  concerned,  they  are  perfectly 
willing  to  make  some  such  adjustment  of  the  matter.  As  tar  as  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  these  men  were  properly  discharged  or  not,  the  company 
feels  that  it  is  not  a  very  important  question  at  the  present  time,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  company  proposes  to  do  business  with  the  men  in  a 
different  way.  The  company  would  avoid,  if  they  can  consistently  with 
the  situation  and  their  rights  in  the  premises,  an  irritating  trial  here  as  bey 
why  these  men  were  discharged.  They  don't  think  it  would  be  of  any 
particular  utility  or  any  use  to  go  on  here  and  question  the  motives  or 
actions  of  the  men  that  led  up  to  their  discharge,  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  company  proposes  to  go  on  and  treat  with  the  union  in  which 
these  men  will  be  represented,  we  would  prefer,  if  it  can  be  done  with  the 
consent  of  all,  not  to  go  into  any  such  investigation.  We  would  prefer  to- 
wipe  the  slate  out  These  men  have  been  temporarily  reinstated  and  we 
would  regard  them  as  permanently  reinstated,  subject  to  the  deliberations- 
of  the  union  with  the  company.  All  that  we  would  desire  to  insist  upon 
is  that  they  can  go  on  and  organize  their  union  and  send  a  committee  to 
the  company  to  prefer  any  grievance  or  any  question  in  regard  to  the 
matter  of  their  work  or  hours  or  anything  of  that  kind  that  they  have  to 

f  resent — see  if  they  can  agree  with  the  company.  The  men  certainly 
now  more  about  the  work  that  they  have  to  do  and  the  business  of  the^ 
company  than  anyone  else,  and  we  think  that  the  men  and  the  company 
can  get  along  on  the  new  order  of  things  without  any  difficulty.  If  they 
disagree  upon  any  question,  it  is  very  easy  to  submit  it  to  this  same  com- 
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mission,  or  to  another  commission,  if  at  that  time  it  is  thought  desirable. 
We  are  perfectly  willing  that  this  commission  shall  be  called  in  to  aid  us, 
and  to  arbitrate  any  question  that  may  be  a  point  of  difference  between  the 
men  npon  the  one  hand  and  the  company  npon  the  other.  With  that  under- 
standing, we  would  be  very  glad  to  consent  to  this  arrangement,  if  it  is 
satisfactory  to  the  people  upon  the  other  side." 

Mr.  Law— ''In  behalf  of  the  employ^^,  I  think  that  the  agreement  come 
to,  as  Mr.  Baker  has  expressed  it,  is  satisfactory  to  the  men,  and  I  think 
that  the  union,  and  at  least  the  employes  of  the  company,  can  arrange 
matters  in  the  future,  subject  to  arbitration  in  case  of  failure  on  either 
side  to  come  to  an  amicable  agreement,  and  I  think  that  the  company 
and  men  will  understand  each  other  much  better  in  the  future.  And  I 
4ux»pt  in  behalf  of  the  men  the  proposition  just  put^" 

Mr.  Henderson — "You  second  Mr.  Dee's  motion?" 

Mr.  Law^ — "Yes,  seconding  Mr.  Dee's  motion." 

Mr,  Stevenson — ''I  understand  that  this  committee  then  will  stand 
-adjourned,'  subject  to  the  call  of  either  of  the  parties  to  investigate,  in  the 
•event  of  the  inability  of  the  parties  directly  in  interest  to  settle  any  matter 
of  disagreement  that  may  arise." 

Mr.  Henderson — "With  this  understanding,  that  in  case  one  of  the 
<x>mmittee  should  happen  to  be  absent,  or  if  he  should  be  ill  or  otherwise 
enable  to  attend  to  the  duties,  the  original  parties  could  fill  the  vacancy." 

Mr.  Stevenson — "The  party  who  selects  the  party  who  is  unable  to 
attend  might  fill  the  place." 

Mr.  Henderson — "Yes." 

The  arbitrators  again  went  into  executive  session  to  which  Mr.  Baker 
and  Mr.  Stevenson  were  admitted.  The  latter,  as  representatives  of  the 
<x)mpany  and  employes,  drew  up  the  following  agreement  in  the  form  of  a 
xesolution,  which  was  approved  and  signed  by  the  members  of  the  board: 

Resolved^  That  the  present  matters  in  difference  between  the  Detroit  City  Railway 
and  its  employes  be  aajasted  as  follows: 

L  That  the  company  treat  the  men  recently  discharged  as  fully  reinstated,  and  with- 
draw the  complaint  on  which  they  were  discharged. 

2.  That  all  of  the  employ^  be  returned  to  duty;  that  they  organize  themflelves  into 
a  union  and  treat  with  the  company  through  a  union. 

3.  That  the  employes,  through  the  union  or  a  committee  appointed  by  them,  present 
any  grievances  they  have  to  the  officers  of  the  company  and  endeavor  to  come  to 
m  satisfactory  understanding;  and  if  any  differences  arise  that  cannot  be  adjusted  by 
ihe  voluntaiy*  agreement  of  the  parties,  that  the  matter  in  dispute  be  submitted,  at  the 
request  of  either  party,  to  this  board  of  arbitrators,  subject  to  the  right  of  the  parties 
to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  arise  in  the  members  appointed  bv  them. 

4.  In  <yse  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  fifth  member  of  the  board,  the  same  is  to  filled  by 
appointdfent  of  the  four  members  appointed  by  the  parties  respectively. 

6.  That  thA  union  shall  not  discriminate  as  to  admission  to  membership  against  any 
of  the  present  employ^  of  the  company  on  account  of  their  course  m  the  recent 
troubles. 
6L  This  board  to  be  dissolved  on  the  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties  in  interest 
(Sigi^ed)  G.  R  Hr27DEB8on,  Chatrman,

In  pursuance  of  the  plan  indicated  b^  the  board  of  arbitration,  the 
■street  car  men  proceded  to  omanize  their  association.  They  entered  at 
once  upon  the  consideration  of  the  grievances  to  which  they  were  sub- 
jected.   The  following  correspondence  will  be  B^^f. explanatory:

Qentlembm — At  a  meeting  of  your  employ^  union,  called  for  the  purpnee  of  dificoB- 
mxift  the  grievanoes  which  culminated  in  the  late  strike,  it  was  agreed  that, 

WusRKAa,  The  hours  of  work  are  very  long,  so  1*  ng  that  few  men  can  endure  them 
for  iiuy  ioQg  time  without  injury  to  be  ilth  an  1  neglect  of  homd:  and, 

Whkbeas,  Extra  men  frequently  are  reduced  to  great  straits  from  insufficient  pay; 
and, 

Whereas,  Great  inconvenience,  or  even  loss,  may  result  to  conductofs  through  the 
difficulty  or  impossibility  of  collecting  all  the  fares  run^  up;  and. 

Whereas,  Men  laid  off  for  onuses  pending  investigations  which  have  shown  them  to 
be  not  in  fault,  have  subtained  lose;  and. 

Whereas,  Some  faults  have  penalties  which  seem  wholly  disproportionate;  and. 

Whereas,  Much  dissatisfaction  results  from  the  method  of  collecting  sho  tages;  and^ 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  difficulty  experienced  in  keeping  uniforms  and  persons  clean 
while  having  to  perform  certain  work;  and. 

Whereas.  Men  have  been  put  back  and  have  sustained  great  loss  through  there 
being  a  difference  between  their  and  the  starters*  time;  and. 

Whereas,  While  the  barn  men  perform  much  the  same  work,  there  is  not  uniform 
wages; 

Therefore,  we  do  request  of  the  Detroit  City  Railway  Company  and  Grand  River 
Street  Railway  Company,  that, 

1st.  Ten  hours  constitute  a  day's  work,  to  be  completed  wilhin  twelve  consecutive 
hours. 

2d.  That  the  pay  for  both  conductors  and  drivers  be  twenty  cents  per  hour. 

3d.  That  all  men  given  employment  or  placed  on  the  extra  list  be  guaranteed  ai 
least  $10  a  week. 

4lh.  Fares  be  registered  as  collected. 

6th.  Men  laid  on  for  any  cause  pending  investigation,  if  proven  not  in  fault,  to  be 
paid  for  time  lost. 

6th.  Conductors  issuing  transfers  of  a  wrong  date  or  punched  wrong,  be  not  put 
back,  but  pay  tive  cents  only. 

7th.  Conductors  be  not  put  back  for  carrying  a  package  over,  if  put  in  before  noon 
next  day. 

8th.  When  a  man  misses  his  car,  he  be  not  put  back  extra,  but  be  dealt  with  some- 
what as  follows:  For  first  time,  be  laid  off  three  days;  for  second  offense,  if  within 
thirty  dnys,  he  be  laid  off  six  days;  and  if  a  third  time  withi^  thirty  days,  he  go  back 
first  extra  fur  thirty  days. 

9th.  Conductors  or  drivers  be  not  required  to  hitch  or  water  horses. 

10th.  Conductors  be  notified  of  shortage  within  three  days  of  its  occurrence,  and  car; 
trip  and  time  be  given. 

11th.  That  in  showing  up,  a  reasonable  variation  of  time  be  allowed  for  before  pun- 
ishing the  man. 

12th.  That  all  barn  men  be  given  $10.50  a  week,  and  be  glifen  only  twelve  horses  to 
take  care  of. 

L3th.  That  conductors  be  not  required  to  clean  cars  except  to  dust  them. 

14th.  That  Sunday  work  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  30  cents  per  hour  for  oonductois 
and  drivers. 

15th.  That  a  properly  fitted  up  waiting  room  be  provided  for  each  bam  for  empk*y^ 
when  not  engaged  in  active  duty.  ^ 

16th.  That  each  man  have  the  privilege  of  getting  off  at  least  one  day  in  eadi 
fortnight. 

All  of  which  we  trust  it  will  be  your  good  pleasure  to  grant  at  your  earliest  con-

Sib— We  mulose  you  herewith  the  formal  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  4th 
instant. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that,  in  the  consideration  of  the  subject,  as  well  as  in  the  state- 
ment of  our  cooclusum,  we  have  been  anxious  to  avoid  any  necessity  pn  either  side  for 
appeal  to  arbitration,  because  we  believe  the  parties  in  interest  ou^i^ht  to  be  able  to 
decide  intelligently  without  any  assistance.  While  the  requests  submitted,  and  replies 
made,  as  to  a  few  comparatively  unimportant  points,  involve  subjects  which  may  per- 
haps deserve  some  additiouHl  conference,  there  are  really  only  two  matters  which  we 
have  thou((ht  were  open  for  your  and  our  careful  attention,  to  wit:  the  subject  of  hours 
and  wages,  and,  as  to  these,  we  have  sought  to  reach  a  result  which  would  render 
unnecessary  any  further  discussion. 

We  do  not  believe  it  is  possible  to  operate  our  lines  satisfactorily  to  the  public 
with  your  ten  hour  day,  because  all  our  day 'men  would  gooff  duty  before  what  is 
known  as  the  '*6  u*clock  rush'*  commences,  thus  leaving  us  only  half  our  force  to  take 
care  o(  that  service.  Therefore,  instead  of  a  ten  hour  day,  we  offer  for  the  future 
more  than  our  present  seven  days'  pay  for  six  days'  work,  with  the  option  to  all  men  of 
working  the  additional  day  if  they  wish  to  earn  a  larger  sum. 

If  any  part  of  our  replies  seem  to  you  to  require  expl»nation,  we  will  meet  your  com- 
mittee for  that  purpose.  And,  to  avoid  misunderstanding,  we  should  add  that  the  time 
when  any  such  changes  as  we  agree  upon  are  to  go  into  effect  should  be  considered  and 
settled  as  soon  as  possible.

Sirs— The  resolutions  submitted  by  you  to  this  company  on  the  4th  instant  have' 
been  fuiy  considered,  and  while  many  of  your  requests  are  conceded  l)y  customs  and 
rules  now  m  force  and  are  therefore  unnecessary,  we  answer  them  in  full. 

Only  two  requests  have  been  refused,  and  for  these  the  reasons  are  concisely  stated. 
Nine  have  been  practically  acceded  to  as  asked,  and  on  four  we  offer  our  ideas  of  the' 
just  sc>lution. 

The  tirst,  second  and  fourteenth  requests  treat  of  the  same  question,  so  we  will  con- 
sider them  as  one.  In  plabe  of  the  propositions  made,  we  submit  the  following: 
Seventy-two  hours  to  be*a  week's  work — not  more  than  twelve  hours  to  be  worked  on 
any  one  day,  eighteen  cents  an  hour  to  be  the  wages  for  conductors,  and  sixteen  cents 
an  hour  for  drivers.  As  an  alternative,  eighty-one  hours  may  be  considered  a  week's 
work,  with  the  same  rate  of  wages  per  hour.  This  table  shows  the  rate  of  wages  per 
week  and  per  month  on  the  above  rates  and  hours: 

Seventy-two  hours  per  week^  6  days  of  twelve  hours,  or  7  days  of  10  2-7  hours. 

Per  hour.  Per  week.  Per  month. 

Conductors 18c.  $12  96  $56  16 

Drivers 16c.  11  62  49  92 

Eighty-one  hours p!sr  week,  6  days  of  12  hours,  and  Sundays  9  hours.

Drivers 16a                  12  96  56  16 

The  third  request  is  refused,  because  we  can  only  pay  for  work  done. 

The  fourth  request  is  granted.  It  will  be  given  a  fair  trial.  If  experience  shows  that 
registering  fares  instead  of  passengers  is  successful,  the  svstem  WjU  be  retained;  but  if 
it  leads  to  carelessness,  we  will  return  to  the  present  methoil. 

The  fifth,  sixth  and  seventh  requests  are  granted,  as  asked. 

The  eighth  request  is  granted,  with  the  following  modi&oation:  When  a  man  misses 
his  osir.  for  the  tirst  offonse  he  will  lose  that  day;  for  the  second  offense,  if  within 
thirty  driy<4  he  will  go  back  to  lirst  extra  for  one  month. 

The  ninth  reqiiest  will  lead  to  the  following  changes:    Horses  will  be  hitched  at  the 
barns  with  whimetrees,  but  the  driver,  and,  where  necessary,  the  conductor,  must  assist- 
in  changing.    Additional  water  men  wdl  be  employed  and  stationed  at  certain  points, - 
and  only  on  occasions  of  necessity  will  oar  men  be  require  to  water. 


360  LABOR  AND  INDUSTRIAL  STATISTICS. 

The  tenth  request  is  p^ranted,  though  no  occasion  for  it  should  exist. 

The  eleventh  request  cannot  be  granted,  because  the  starter's  time  must  govern,  and 
he  will  be  held  accountable  fur  its  accuracy. 

The  twelfth  request  Is  granted  in  x>art — pay  for  stablemen  will  be  raised  to  $L50  per 
day. 

.  The  thirteenth  request  is  granted,  except  that  the  conductor,  while  the  oar  la  running, 
must  keep  the  inside  (including  windows)  and  rear  platform  clean. 

The  fifteenth  request.  The  company  is  enlarging  and  improving  the  waiting  rooms 
as  buildings  are  remodeled  or  new  stables  erecttid. 

The  sixteenth  request  is  unnecessary.  Any  man  desiring  to  lay  off,  if  he  gives  notice 
to  his  superintendent  the  day  before,  has  always  been  and  will  continue  to  be  allowed 
to  do  so,  provided  there  are  men  enough  to  maintain  the  usual  service. 

The  hours  and  rates  of  ,wages  herein  proposed  will  govern  for  the  current  year. 

The  first  or  smaller  penalties  for  the  disobedience  of  rules,  and  in  some  cases  the 
rules  themselves  have  been  modified,  but  carelessness  in  the  performance  of  duty  will 
not  be  tolerated,  and  the  rules  will  be  strictly  enforced,  in  order  to  furnish  good  service 
to  the  public  and  to  preserve  order  and  discipline  among  the  employ^ 

It  is  understood  that  this  answer  applies  as  a  whole,  that  any  concessions  made 
therein  are  of  no  effect  unless  all  are  accepted  b^  the  union;  and  that  incase  any  point 
is  thrown  into  arbitration,  this  entire  document  is  without  prejudice  to  any  case  which 
may  be  presented  to  the  arbitrators  by  the  company.

My  answer  was  ofQoial  and  binding  on  this  company  only,  and  it  seemed  proper  I  should 
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10  state.  My  attention  was  not  called  to  the  joint  address  of  yours  of  the  4tb  to  the 
Grand  River  Railway  company  until  the  reply  of  this  company  had  been  prepared.  The 
two  companies  are  distinct,  both  in  law  ana  in  fact.  But  I  have  now  written  authority 
from  the  directors  of  the  Qrand  River  Railway  Company  to  say  that  they  will  deal  with 
the  union  on  behalf  of  The  Qrand  River  Railway  (Jompany  on  the  same  basis  as  we 
have  proposed.  And,  before  going  into  formal  arbitration,  I  still  think  we  should  have  a 
oonference,  and  if  you  will  appoint  a  committee,  with  such  authority  as  you  think  best, 
a  representative  of  that  company  and  I  will  meet  them,  and  see  if  we  cannot  ourselves 
adjust  the  few  questions  before  us.  If  this  does  not  meet  your  approval,  we  will  at 
once  arrange  with  your  committee  to  meet  the  arbitrators  and  submit  to  their  decision.

Sir — As  agreed  with  your  committee  this  morning,  I  hand  you  herewith  the  terms 
upon  which  I  am  willmg  to  enter  into  an  agreement  on  behalf  of  the  Grand'River  Rail- 
way Company  and  the  Detroit  Street  Railway  Company  with  the  Street  Car  Men's 
Union:

stituted  representatives,  or  by  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Arbitration  provided  for  by  the 
negotiations  and  agreements  heretofore  had  between  the  respective  parties  hereto,  to 
which  Board  anv  change  in  this  agreement  proposed  by  either  of  the  parties  hereto 
shall  be  referred  in  the  event  of  the  inability  of  the  parties  hereto  to  agree  upon  such 
proposed  changes,  in  which  event  the  action  of  such  Board  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
respective  parties  hereto.  *' 

A  resolution  was  adopted  instructing  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Association 
to  sign  an  agreement  with  the  Companies  on  its  behalf.

AGREEMENT. 

This  agreement,  made  this  12th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1891,  between  the  Detroit  Street 
Railway  Company  and  the  Grand  River  Railway  Company,. parties  of  the  first  part,  and 
and  the  Detroit  Street  Car  Men's  Association,  party  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth: 

That,  in  the  operation  of  the  lines  of  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  both  parties  here- 
unto mutually  agree. 

First,  That  ten  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  work  for  conductors  and  drivers,  to  be 
completed  within  twelve  consecutive  hours,  one-half  hour  leeway  to  be  allowed  if 
necessary  to  complete  a  run. 

Second,  The  pay  for  conductors  shall  be  eighteen  cents,  and  for  drivers  seventeen 
cents  per  hour,  so  long  as  the  present  motive  power  is  in  use  on  the  lines  of  the  parties 
of  the  first  part 
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Thirds  Conductors  and  drivers  workingr  one  hour  or  less  shall  be  paid  twenty-live 
cents;  those  working  between  one  and  live  hours  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  twenty 
cents  an  hour. 

Fourth,  H^ares  shall  be  refristered  as  collected,  and  a  reasonable  and  fair  trial  shall 
be  given  this  system;  if  it  proves  unsatisfactiiry  the  parties  of  the  first  part  shall  so 
notify  the  party  of  the  second  part,  giving  a  reasonable  time  for  discussion  before  any 
change  is  made. 

Fifth,  Conductors  snail  pay  five  cents  each  time  they  issue  a  transfer  slip  of  wrong 
date,  or  punched  wrong. 

Sixth,  A  man  laid  off  for  any  cause  pending  Investigation,  if  proven  not  in  fault,  shall 
be  paid  for  the  time  he  has  ]ot>t. 

Seventh,  Conductors  shall  not  lose  their  runs  for  carrying  packages  over,  if  put  in 
before  noon  the  next  day. 

Eighth,  When  a  man  misses  his  car,  for  the  first  offense  he  shall  lose,  that  day;  for 
the  second  offence,  if  within  thirty  days,  he  shall  go  back  to  first  extra  for  one  month« 

Ninth.  Conductors  and  drivers  shall  not  be  required  to  handle  traces  when  hitching, 
and  will  only  water  horses  on  occasions  of  neceesity. 

Truth — Conductors  shall  be  notified  of  shortage  within  three  days  of  the  occurence^ 
and  car,  trip  and  lime  shall  be  given. 

El^venih — The  parties  of  the  first  part  shall  place  good  clocks  in  all  their  barns,  and 
said  clocks  shall  not  be  regulated  between  the  hours  of  5  p.  m.  nnd  8  a.  m. 

Twelfth — Hostlers  shall  be  paid  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  a  day.  and  each  man  shall 
have  one  half  of  every  alternate  Sunday  off;  the  decision  as  to  which  half  to  be  made 
by  the  parties  of  the  first  part  according  to  the  necessities  of  their  diffcent  lines. 

'  Thirteenth— Conductors  shall  keep  only  the  inside  of  the  car  (including  windows) 
and  the  rear  platform  clean  while  the  car  is  running. 

Fourteenth— The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  make  arrangements  at  the  barns  for  the 
comfort  and  convenience  of  men  off  duty. 

Fifteenth— Some  arrangement  shall  be  made  so  that  the  men  will  have  the  right  to 
get  off  duty  about  once  a  fortnight. 

Sixteenth — ^The  rate  of  wages  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  go  into  effect  for  the 
week  commencing  Friday  the  15th  inst. 

Seventeenth — The  parties  of  the  first  part  shall  cnuse  new  time  tables  to  be  made  on 
the  ten  hour  basis,  which  will  go  into  effect  on  or  before  the  15th  of  June  next. 

EighU'enth — With  these  two  exceptions,  agreement  goes  into  effect  immediately. 

Nineteenth — This  agreement  and  the  provisions  thereof  shall  continue  in  force  and 
be  binding  upon  the  respective  parties  hereto  until  December  Slst,  1891,  Or  until  such 
time  thereafter  as  the  same  shall  be  changed  by  the  mutual  agreement  of  the  parties 
hereto  or  their  duly  constituted  representatives,  or  by  action  of  the  Board  of  Arbitra- 
tion, provided  for  by  the  negotiations  and  agreements  hf^retoforehad  between  the 
respective  parties  hereto,  to  which  Board  any  chani;e  in  this  agreement  proposed  by 
either  of  the  parties  hereto,  shall  be  referred  in  the  event  of  the  inability  of  the  parties 
hereto  to  agree  upon  such  proposed  changes,  in  which  event  the  action  of  such 
Board  shall  be  binding  upon  the  respective  parties  hereto.

CAR  WORKS  STRIKE. 

Detroit,  April  28. — In  reply  to  the  demand  for  a  nine-hour  day  with 
no  redaction  of  pay,  made  yesterday  afternoon  by  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  strikers  of  the  Michip^an  car  works,  the  company  have  formally 
answered  the  men  that  they  declined  to  change  the  present  scale  of  wa^es 
and  announced  that  the  works  would  be  closed  indefinitely  from  today. 
They  have  canceled  all  orders  for  material  and  having  no  delivery  to  make 
of  orders  before  June  1,  according  to  the  statettxetxts  of  those  in  a  position 
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to  know^could  not  have  been  better  prepared  for  a  strike  than  at  present 
Several  hundred  strikers  congregated  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Michigan 
car  shops  this  morning.  The  police  immediately  began  clearing  the  streets 
of  them.  The  strikers  were  armed  with  sticks  and  stones,  but  did  not 
ofiFer  any  very  great  resistance.  The  police  fired  some  20  shots  into  the 
fiTound  to  emphasize  their  presence.  In  some  unaccountable  manner 
Uharles  Kuntz  was  shot  in  the  thigh.  He  was  removed  to  the  Emergency 
hospital  and  found  to  be  Quite  seriously  injured.  The  company  began 
paying  off  this  morning.  The  committee  appointed  by  the  strikers  to 
visit  the  Peninsular  car  works  did  so  this  morning  but  accomplished  noth- 
ing. Further  trouble  with  the  strikers  is  evidently  anticipated  by  the 
authorities  as  the  men  were  nearly  all  Poles.  A  detail  from  each  company 
of  the  State  troops  in  the  city  being  kept  in  the  armory  until  all  danger  of 
the  riot  was  thought  to  be  passed. 

On  the  30th  the  strike  ended  and  the  men  went  back  to  work  on  the  old 
terms. 

GRAND    RAPIDS    STREET    GAR    STRIKE. 

Probably  the  most  important  strike  which  occurred  in  the  State  the  past 
year,  in  the  number  of  men  concerned,  in  the  general  interest  awakened^ 
and  in  its  duration,  was  that  of  the  street  car  employes  of  Grand  Bapida, 
which  was  inaugurated  May  10. 

Previous  to  the  strike,  for  two  or  three  months, '  efforts  had  been  made 
by  officers  and  committees,  representing  the  Street  Car  Employes'  Union 
to  adjust  the  differences  existing  between  the  organization  mentioned  and 
the  street  railway  company  of  Grand  Bapids,  and  the  Valley  City  Street 
and  Cable  B'y  Company;  and  several  conferences  looking  to  that  end  were 
held,  but  a  satisfactory  agreement  could  not  be  reached.  The  chief  causoB 
of  the  failure  to  agree  being  the  number  of  hours  of  labor  required  of 
the  men  for  a  day's  work  and  an  obnoxious  contract  which  the  men  were 
<K)mpelled  to  sign  or  leave  the  employment  of  the  company. 

The  hours  constituting  a  day's  work  were  ostensibly  twelve  per  day,  but 
the  men  claimed  they  were  compelled  to  work  over  that  to  the  extent  that 
their  average  day's  work  was  about  thirteen  hours  and  twenty  minutes; 
while  the  officers  of  the  company  asserted  that  the  average  was  only  about 
eleven  hours  and  forty  minutes.  This,  it  must  be  understood,  applied  only 
to  the  men  on  the  cable  lines,  for  the  horse  car  men  had  already,  through 
a  strike  the  previous  summer,  secured  a  reduction  in  their  worUng  hours 
to  about  ten  hours  and  thirty-five  minutes  per  day. 

It  must  also  be  understood  that,  while  the  two  lines  of  railway,  the  cable 
.and  the  horse  car,  were  yet  two  distinct  conpanies ;  they  were  about  to  consol- 
idate, and  were  at  the  time  of  the  strike,  in  fact,  under  one  management; 
while  the  employes  were  united  in  one  organization  known  as  the  Street 
Bailway  Employes  Union,  numbering  over  two  hundred  men  and  with 
several  hundred  dollars  in  its  trejasury. 

Friday,  May  8th,  a  conference  was  held  of  the  street  railway  employes* 
■committee  and  the  Central  Labor  Union,  at  which,  by  request  of  the  com- 
mittee, the  Central  Labor  Union  was  asked  to  try  and  settle  the  trouble 
with  the  manager,  Mr,  J.  B.  Chapman,  and  if  possible  avoid  a  strUca 

The  following  evening  the  committee,  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Central  Labor  Union,  waited  on  Mr.  Chapman  but  were  refused  an  inter- 
Tiew,  and  the  same  night  reported  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  tmion  their 
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failnra  The  result  was  a  long  sessioo,  lasting  till  nearly  four  o'clock 
Sunday  morning,  which  resulted  in  a  determination  to  strike,  the  vote 
standing  167  veas  to  4  nays.  Though  but  32  men  were  employed  as  grip> 
men  and  cdnductors  on  the  cable  lines,  and  were  really  the  only  ones  who 
had  a  grievance,  the  horse  car  men,  who  comprised  nearly  six-sevenths  of 
the  union,  voted  almost  to  a  man  to  stand  by  their  fellows. 

Great  excitement  followed  the  inauguration  of  the  strike;  very  little 
attempt  was  made  to  run  cars  on  any  line  and  where  one  did  appear  it  was- 
greeteid  with  cries  of '^  Scab!"  and  other  derisive  and  hateful  epithets;  at 
the  hours  when  the  workingmen  were  out  of  the  shops  the  streets  were 
lined  with  them  and  they  plainly  showed  their  sympathy  for  the  strikers  by 
scornful  epithets  hurled  at  the  non-union  car  men  and,  in  some  cases,  by 
more  violent  me^ures,  such  as  throwing  stones,  obstructing  the  tracks,. 
and  in  many  instances  throwing  the  cars  bodily  into  the  gutters. 

As  it  began  to  appear  that  the  strike  was  to  be  prolonged  the  excitement 
became  intense.  JLittle  else  was  talked  of  on  the  streets  or  in  the  hotels 
and  with  few  exceptions  public  sentiment  was  on  the  side  of  the  strikers, 
and,  knowing  this,  the  street  car  company  made  little  attempt  to  run  cars^ 
so  that  for  the  first  two  weeks  the  city  was  practically  without  street  car  , 
service,  except  such  as  was  furnished  by  a  system  of  carryalls  put  on  by 
the  strikers,  which  was  totally  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  public. 

Thursday,  May  14th,  a  monster  parade  was  made  by  the  unions  and  a 
few  others,  sympathizers,  for  the  purpose  of  demonstrating  that  it  was  not 
organized  labor  that  was  responsible  for  the  imlawful  acts  referred  to 
above.  The  parade  was  composed  of  about  forty  trade  unions  and  one  or 
two  K.  of  L.  assemblies,  and  was  one  of  the  largest  ever  made  in  the  city^ 
and  the  demonstration  was  wholly  devoid  of  any  act  of  violence  or  insult 
to  anyona  At  its  close  the  immense  concourse  of  people  gathered  in  the 
public  BC[uare  and  was  addressed  by  prominent  citizens,  among  whom  were 
two  ministers  and  one  lawyer.  They  counseled  the  strikers  to  keep  the 
X)eace  and  to  win  their  cause  through  peaceable  means.  These  sentiments 
were  loudly  applauded. 

For  a  few  days  the  good  effects  of  the  meeting  were  observable;  less 
riolence  was  done  and  strong  hopes  of  a  speedy  settlement  of  the  strike 
were  entertained,  but  they  were  groundless.  The  union,  through  bad 
advisers  had  made  demands  that  were  not  in  the  original  complaint;  such 
SB  a  ten  hour  day;  that  none  but  union  men  be  thereafter  employed,  etc.; 
while  the  company  issued  a  fiat  in  the  form  of  an  additional  section  to  the 
original  contract,  which  had  been  one  of  the  causes  of  the  strike,  to  the 
effect  that  those  entering  the  employ  of  the  company  must  agree  not  to 
join  any  labor  organization.  These  things  complicated  matters  very  much, 
and  even  a  committee  of  the  common  council,  headed  by  the  mayor,  was 
unable  to  bring  the  management  of  the  company  to  make  any  concefsions, 
though  it  was  well  understood  that  the  union  was  willing  to  submit  ta 
arbitration  everything  but  the  right  of  the  men  to  join  a  union  if  they 
chose. 

How  the  strike  might  have  terminated,  had  it  been  skillfully  managed^ 
eannot  be  told,  but  bad  advisers  led  the  men  into  serious  blunders.  Boy- 
cotts were  declared  for  the  most  frivolous  causes;  grocers  were  forbidden 
to  sell  goods  to  boarding  houses  that  kept  the  non-union  men,  and  in  one 
instance  one  was  compelled  to  go  to  a  house  and  take  away  goods  that  had 
actually  been  sold. 

Other  boycotts  were  declared,  too,  that  were  impossible  of  enforcement,. 
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and  so  many  were  put  on  that  the  most  earnest  supporter  of  the  strikers 
could  not  keep  them  all  in  mind. 

Another  attempt  to  boycott  the  company  which  reacted  on  the  strikers 
was  that  to  cut  off  its  supply  of  electricity  from  the  Edison  Electric  Light 
Company.  There  was  no  way  in  which  the  latter  company  could  be 
injured  by  a  boycott  of  the  union,  ns  none  of  them  used  its  liKhtSt  yet  a 
committee  actually  waited  on  the  officers  and  demanded  that  they  refuse 
power  to  the  street  car  company  for  whi'h  thev  were  under  contract. 

These  acts  brought  ridicule  on  the  cause  of  the  strikers  and,  coupled 
with  acts  of  violence,  which  were  much  exaggerated  by  the  papers,  lost 
them  the  almost  unanimous  public  sympathy  they  at  first  had. 

These  acts  of  violence,  however,  the  strikers  most  strenuously  denied 
and  when  a  meeting  was  called  of  the  board  of  trade  to  take  steps  for 
their  suppression,  where  sentiments  were  uttered  which,  whether  they 
were  so  meant  or  not,  were  construed  to  reflect  on  the  organized  labor  of 
the  city  and  to  attribute  the  acts  of  violence  to  them,  the  strikers  and  their 
friends  immediat-ely  set  about  devising  means  for  a  public  demonstration 
whose  object  would  be  a  denial  of  the  charges  considered  to  have  been 
made.  It  took  form  in  an  immense  gathering  at  Redmond's  Opera  House, 
June  3,  and  was  addressed  by  the  mayor  and  other  prominent  men. 
Strong  resolutions,  denouncing  violence  in  any  form  and  asking  tbe 
patience  of  the  public  still  longer,  were  adopts.  It  was  also  declared  bj 
the  chairman  of  the  meeting,  as  coming  officially  from  the  union,  that  it 
was  ready  to  submit  all  questions  in  dispute,  except  the  right  to  organize, 
to  arbitration.  After  the  meeting  for  several  days,  less  violence  was 
reported  and  fewer  people  patronized  the  cars,  but  in  a  short  time  the  old 
troubles  were  renewed.  People  again  began  to  patronize  the  cars  which 
were  running  in  considerable  numbers  and  the  sympathy  of  the  public 
gave  WAV  to  its  necessities,  an  attempt  to  have  the  charter  of  the  companj 
forfeited  because  of  its  failure  to  run  cars  proved  futile  because  the  com- 
pany had  not  accepted  its  new  charter,  under  the  consolidation,  till,  after 
the  time  in  which  the  failure  to  run  cars  occurred. 

The  city,  meantime,  had  sworn  in  500  special  policemen  and  the  streets 
were  regularly  patrolled  by  them  in  citizen's  clothes.  Many  unwarranted 
arrests  were  made  and  the  non-union  men  in  many  instances,  were  over- 
bearing atid  insulting.  Those  in  sympathy  with  the  strikers  were  arrested 
and  in  some  cases  brutally  treated  for  trivial  offences,  or  for  none  at  all, 
except  expressing  sympathy  for  the  strikers.  These  things  exasperated 
the  strikers  and  their  sympathizers  and  made  matters  worse  than  they 
would  otherwise  have  been.  The  result  was  an  outbreak  on  the  night  of 
June  9,  in  which  an  attempt  was  made,  or  alleged  to  have  been,  to  blow 
up  or  break  the  terminal  wheel  of  the  cable  line  at  Sweet  street  in  the 
north  end  of  the  city. 

The  police  had  received  information  in  advance,  that  the  attempt  would 
be  made  and  were  on  the  ground  in  force.  About  two  o'clock  on  the 
morning  of  the  lObh  quite  a  large  body  of  men  appeared  in  the  vicinitv  of 
the  wheel  and  were  ordered  by  the  police  to  disperse;  some  of  them  did  so, 
but  others  remaining,  were  charged  by  the  police  and  a  melee  followed  in 
which  one  man  was  shot  by  the  police  and  in  which  a  detective  officer  was 
severely  hurt  in  the  eye,  thou<i:h  both  fully  recovered.  Thirteen  arrests 
were  made  on  the  ground  and  fifteen  efterward  for  alleged  conspiracy  to 
destroy  the  property  of  the  company. 

After  this  the  strike  gradually  died  out.    Funds  became  scarce.    The 
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carfyalla  were  a  constant  drain  on  the  treasnry  of  the  nnion,  harhig  never 
paid  from  the  start  The  mistake  had  been  made  at  the  beginning  of  not 
allowing  the  strikers  to  obtain'  employment  except  on  the  street  railways 
and,  as  they  were  barred  from  this,  they  were  thrown  on  the  nnion  for 
snpport.  All  these  drains  on  the  treasnry  had.  abont  exhausted  it,  though 
it  had  been  liberally  contributed  to  by  all  the  unions  and  by  many  indi- 
yiduala  On  June  18  a  vote  was  taken  and  the  strike  declared  off,  and, 
though  this  action  was  rescinded  the  following  day.  for  the  reason  that 
but  a  small  portion  of  the  union  was  present  when  it  was  taken,  yet  it  was 
evident  that  the  strike  was  practically  over.  Finally,  on  June  23,  at  a 
full  meeting  it  was  voted  to  end  it,  and,  after  44  days  of  as  bitter  a  strug- 
gle as  ever  characterized  a  strike,  the  union  acknowledged  defeat. 

It  is  estimated  that  fully  $5,000  was  raised  for  the  strikers  among  the 
unions  and  elsewhere,  principally  the  former.  How  much  it  cost  the 
street  railway  company  is  not  known.  Of  the  meii  arrested  for  conspir- 
acy, fifteen  were  discharged  on  examination  and  the  others  are  awaiting 
trial. 

On  further  investigation  by  the  court  the  accused  were  discharged  ou 
the  ground  of  the  unconstitutionality  of  the  law  under  which  the  complaints 
were  drawn. 

PAINTERS'  STRIKE. 

April  1,  occurred  a  strike  in  the  painting  trade  in  Grand  Kapids  which^ 
though  it  was  of  short  duration,  involved  a  considerable  number  of  men 
and  had  a  marked  effect  on  the  trade  in  the  city. 

The  Painters  and  Decorators'  Union  was  organized  in  February,  1890, 
and  made  an  effort  in  May  of  that  year  to  reduce  the  work-day  from  ten 
hours  to  nine,  but  were  dissuaded  from  demanding  it  by  the  National 
Brotherhood  to  which  they  are  attached. 

As  early  as  that,  however,  the  union  in  Grand  Rapids  resolved  that  the 
next  year  they  would  demand  and  enforce  the  establishment  of  the  nine 
honr  rule  in  the  city;  and  pursuant  to  the  resolution,  about  January  1, 
1891,  made  their  intentions  known  to  the  employers'  association.  It  was  a 
long  time  before  any  formal  answer  was  received,  it  appearingthat  the 
employers'  association  had  little  existence  except  in  name.  When  the 
answer  did  come  it  was  evasive  and  unsatisfactory,  and  contained  no  formal 
recognition  of  the  union  as  such.  More  correspondence  passed  between 
the  union  and  the  association  in  the  interval  between  this  and  the  week 

£  receding  April  1 ;  but  nothing  definite  was  arranged  till  Tuesday  night, 
[arch  31,  when  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  union  it  was  unanimously 
resolved  to  strike  for  the  nine  hour  day  and  for  recognition  of  the  union. 
The  strike  involved  about  120  men  and  lasted  two  days.  On  the  second 
day  a  conference  of  the  principal  employers  and  the  union  was  held  at  the 
union's  place  of  meeting,  and  in  about  two  hours  all  was  amicably 
arranged.  The  employers'  association  as  such  was  not  mentiooed;  it 
practically  had  no  existence  anyway.  The  only  points  of  real  difference 
were  whether  the  nine  hour  day  shoiUld  commence  at  7:30  A.  M.  and  end 
at  6:30  P.  M.,  or  at.  7  A.  M.  and  end  at  5  P.  M.  It  was  decided  that  this 
matter  should  be  left  to  individual  employers  and  their  employes  to  settle^ 
.with  the  result  that  probably  a  majoiity  begin  the  day  at  7:30. 

The  other  point,  tliat  of  a  full  recognition  of  the  union,  was  conceded  by 
the  employers,  and  a  pledge  given  that  none  \)at  union  men  would  be 
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employed,  provided  such  competent  men  could  be  had.  In  case  tliej 
could  not,  the  employer  to  urge  upon  those  hired  that  they  join  the  union. 
The  next  day  work  was  resumed  ae  usual  and  the  relations  have  since 
continued  pleasant  between  both  parties. 

BRICK  AND  STONE  MASON  STRIKE. 

For  about  six  weeks  in  the  months  of  March  and  April,  the  bricklayeis 
and  stone  masons  of  Grand  Bapids  were  on  strike;  or  at  least  refused  to 
work  until  a  satisfactory  scale  of  wages  could  be  arranged  for  the  season 
of  1891. 

It  had  been  the  custom  for  several  years  for  the  contractors  who  employ 
this  class  of  labor  to  meet  a  committee  from  the  bricklayers'  and  masons 
union  and  together  arrange  a  schedule  to  govern  the  building  season  to 
follow.  This  it  was  customary  to  do  in  the  month  of  February,  and,  as 
usaal,  the  union  adopted  the  old  scale  of  wages,  supposing  that  to  be  sat- 
isfactory, and  appointed  a  committee  to  meet  the  employers,  expeciiug  its 
ratification  as  a  matter  of  course. 

They  were  met,  however,  by  the  employers  with  a  new  proi>09ition.  It 
had  theretofore  been  included  in  the  agreements  between  the  union  and 
the  employers  that  none  but  members  of  the  union  should  be  employed  by 
the  latter.  The  employers  ilow  demanded  that  the  union  men  work  for 
none  but  builders  belonging  to  the  builders  exchange.  They  also  proposed 
to  cut  the  wages  of  stone  masons  five  cents  per  hour. 

The  union  demurred  to  these  demands  and,  as  a  result,  building  did  not 
commence  as  usual.  The  contractors  declared  their  intention  to  hire 
whom  they  chose,  regardless  of  the  union,  and  to  pay  such  wages  as  they 
pleased. 

They  found  great  difficulty  in  getting  competent  men,  as  none  of  the 
members  of  the  union  would  go  to  work  at  any  price  under  such  condi- 
tions; and  when,  after  the  lapse  of  a  month,  many  of  the  more  com|>etent 
mechanics  in  the  union  began  taking  contracts  and  emploving  their  fellows 
at  the  old  scale  of  wages,  the  old  employers  were  compelled  to  capitulate. 

The  union  won  all  it  demanded.  The  old  scale  of  wages  was  re-estab* 
lished  with  the  exception  that  the  stone  masons  were  raised  from  40  cents 
per  hour  to  45,  nine  hours  to  constitute  a  day's  work  as  before. 

The  strike  lasted  in  all  about  six  weeks  and  was  ended  abput  May  1. 

June  24. — The  moulders  in  the  School  Furniture  Company's  employ  were 
locked  out  because  of  the  employment  of  a  stranger  in  the  shops,  whose 
dismissal  they  demanded  and  the  company  refused. 

Sept.  9. — The  stone  cutters  employed  on  the  Hackley  Central  school  strack 
this  morning  because  they  claimed  there  were  too  many  apprentices  on  the 
job.  The  Stone  Cutters'  Union  finally  agreed  to  pay  the  traveling 
expenses  of  one  of  the  apprentices  home  if  he  would  leave.  He  was  dis- 
missed by  the  sub-contractors,  Goodale  Brothers,  and  the  stone  cutters 
resumed  work.  The  men  are  jubilant,  as  this  means  a  precedent  for  the 
many  stone  cutting  jobs  in  the  city.  , 

In  December  the  carpenter's  union  issued  a  manifesto  to  the  builder^s 
and  traders  exchange  to  prepare  to  adopt  a  nine  hour  system  as  a  day's 
work  after  the  4th  day  of  April  next  That  pay  shall  be  25  cents  an  hour; 
that  they  receive  pay  for  overtime;  that  Sunday  work  be  paid  for  as 
double  time  and  night  work  time  and  a  half;  that  there  shall  be  no  strike 
until  all  differences  are  reported  to  the  prox)er  authoritie&

JAOKSON. 

November  12. — Seventy-five  miners,  the  entire  force  of  the  standard 
mine,  except  one,  struck  yesterday  morning,  demanding  an  increase  of  five 
cents  a  car.  A  committee  of  three  waitea  upon  the  proprietors  of  the 
mine,  Jones  &  Gage,  and  made  a  formal  demand  for  a  raise  from  28  to  33 
cents  a  car,  but  were  refused  absolutely  and  were  Informed  that  unless 
every  striker  returned  to  work  within  twenty-four  hours  from  Monday 
morning,  the  pumps  would  be  pulled  up  and  the  mine  shut  down.  Messrs. 
Jones  &  Gage  say  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  grfmt  the  demand,  as  the 
mine  does  not  pay  at  the  old  rate,  on  account  of  the  active  competition 
from  Ohio  coaL  Until  recently  the  men  have  been  working  only  every 
other  day,  but  the  recent  strikes  in  Ohio  mines  made  a  more  active  demand 
for  Jackson  coal  and  the  mine  has  been  worked  to  its  full  capacity.  >  On 
the  strength  of  this  apparent  prosperity  the  m#n  builded  hopes  of  mak- 
ing a  demand  stick,  but  the  mine  owners  deny  that  they  have  oeen  able  to 
get  any  higher  prices  than  of  yore,  although  the  sales  are  larger  and  the 
cash  receipts  increased. 

A  car  of  coal  from  the  mine  weighs  700  pounds  and  the  total  output  of 
the  Standard,  working  full  force,  is  about  250  tons  daily. 

The  Standard  is  the  best  mine  in  the  vicinity  and  the  product  is  of  a 
superior  quality  and  is  used  largely  by  the  railroads  and  manufacturing 
institutions  for  making  steam.  The  mine  was  opened  some  two  years  ago 
and  is  located  on  the  Pond  and  Joseph  Butler  farms,  the  vein  being  four 
and  one-half  feet  and  of  almost  unlimited  capacity.  The  miners  are 
largely  Scotch  and  English,  many  of  them  having  lived  in  Jackson  for 
many  years.  They  are  determined  in  this  strike  and  claim  that  their 
demand  is  reasonable  and  just.  The  outcome  cannot  be  guessed  and  mean- 
while 76  men,  representing,  with  their  families,  some  300  people,  are 
thrown  out  of  employment.  The  miners  have  no  organization  here, 
except  as  necessity  demands.  There  is  no  reason  to  fear  other  than  the 
mildest  conduct  on  their  part,  in  this  matter,  for  they  are  peaceable  and 
honest  citizens,  almost  to  a  man,  and  discourage  force  or  intimidation  in 
urging  their  demands. 

Jaokson,  Nov.  14. — The  entire  force  of  miners  in  the  Standard  coal 
mine  here  struck  today  for  an  advance  of  from  28  to  32  cents  per  car  for 
mining. 

Jackson,  Nov.  16. — The  Standard  Company's  striking  miners  returned 
to  work  today  at  the  old  rate. 

Jackson,  Nov.  27 — Jackson  has  another  strike.  This  morning  a  num- 
ber of  employ6s  of  the  National  Wheel  Works  walked  out  on  account  of 
portions  of  the  work  being  done  by  piece  and  the  discharge  of  President 
Cartwright  and  James  Coulsy  of  the  executive  board  of  the  Wheel  Maker's 
Union.     About  eighty  men  are  out 

The  following  gives  a  more  detailed  account  of  this  strike  also  showing 
its  entire  success: 

Nov.  29. — A  strike  at  the  National  Wheel  Works  last  Friday  was  caused 
by  the  company  tnring  to  introduce  the  so  called  contract  system.  A  man 
named  Bishop  had  taken  such  a  contract,  contrary  to  the  rules  of  the 
Wheeel  Maker's  Union.  The  company  was  informed  that  the  union 
opposed  it  and  the  president  and  vice  president  of  the  union  were  dis- 
47 
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charged,  upon  which  all  the  union  wheel  makers  quit  work.  A  conference 
was  called  and  the  demand  of  the  union  to  reinstate  their  president  and 
vice-president  was  conceded,  also  that  no  contract  or  sweating  system  shall 
be  introduced  in  the  worka 

The  firm  position  taken  by  the  union  in  standing  by  its  officers  is  com- 
mendable and  was  the  means  of  insuring  success,  and  the  Smith  brothers 
have  shown  their  good  sense  in  granting  the  reasonable  demands  of  the 
union.    All  hands  returned  to  work  last  Tuesday. 

SAGINAW. 

Saginaw,  Aug.  13. — The  bricklayers  at  work  on  all  the  buildings  being 
erected  stopped  work  this  morning.  The  trouble  is  the  result  of  a  dispute 
between  the  stonecutters  and  bricklayers  as  to  certain  work  each  claims 
the  right  to  do.  The  bricklayers  want  to  settle  the  dispute,  but  the  stone- 
cutters refuse  to  confer  with  them. 

The  trouble  was  eventually  satisfactorily  settled. 

Oct.  16. — No  work  was  done  on  the  new  west  side  police  station  yester- 
day. The  workmen  were  on  a  strike  and  remained  away  all  day.  The 
cause  of  the  trouble  was  not  a  dissatisfaction  about  hours  or  wages,  but 
arose  because  a  non-union  inspector  was  appointed  to  superintend  the 
worL  The  inspector  whom  City  Engineer  Hoberts  appointed  was  Adam 
Hemmeter,  who  was  to  divide  his  time  between  overseeing  the  construction 
of  the  Hamilton  street  sewer  and  the  work  on  the  pmice  station.  Mr. 
Henmieter,  while  a  first-class  workman,  is  not  a  union  man,  and  when  he 
was  appointed  Wednesday  the  union  men  objected  and  quit  work.  City 
Engineer  Roberts,  however,  refused  to  put  on  another  inspector  and  at  a 
meeting  of  the  men  last  night  it  was  decided  to  resume  work  this  morning. 
Engineer  Roberts  is  in  favor  of  unions  and  prefers  union  men,  but  he  saw 
no  reason  for  discharging  a  number  one  insx)ector  simply  because  he  was  a 
non-union  man. 

Sept,  15.— Yesterday  afternoon  four  workmen  employed  by  the  Bartlett 
Illuminating  company  in  constructing  lines,  asked  Manager  A.  Lemke  for 
a  raise  of  25  cents  per  day  in  their  wages,  which  was  refused  them.  This 
morning  the  men  did  not  go  to  work  and  determined  to  strike  for  the  raise. 
The  men  are  Frank  E.  Moore,  Herb  Leathers,  C.  R.  Cummings  and  J.  M. 
Cummings.  They  were  receiving  from  $1.40  to  $2  per  day.  The  men 
claim  that  they  have  been  promised  a  raise  by  their  foreman,  but  this  is 
denied.  Worlonen  to  take  their  places  will  probably  be  secured  from 
another  city,  as  Mr.  Lemke  says  he  will  not  hire  these  men  back  again 
under  any  circumstances. 

stonecutters'  strike. 

The  stonecutters  of  Saginaw  went  on  strike  early  in  the  spring  for 
increase  of  wages,  and  after  holding  out  three  weeks  declared  the  strike 
off,  which  the  papers  claimed  was  an  admission  of  a  failure  in  the  strik^ 
The  men,  however,  claimed  that  work  was  plenty  and  wages  went  at  $3.75 
to  $4  per  day,  hence  no  need  to  hold  out  longer. 
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BATTLE  CREEK. 
MOULDERS'   STBIKE. 

Batlle  Creek,  June  6. — The  moulders  in  the  Battle  Creek  School  Fur- 
niture Company's  foundry  went  out  on  a  strike,  the  men  claiming  that  bad 
scrap  iron  was  being  used  by  an  inexperienced  foreman^  so  that  the  pro- 
portion of  breakage  was  more  than  they  could  stand. 

Battle  Creek,  July  22. — The  Battle  Creek  School  Furniture  Comi)any 
here  imported  thirteen  moulders  to  work  in  their  foundry.  The  men  were 
€8Cortedito  the  foundry,  where  they  are  being  boarded  in  a  tent  erected 
for  the  purpose,  and  lodged  in  the  Duplex  Printing  Press  Company's  shops 
adjoining.  Special  police  are  guarding  the  men,  who  have  been  brought 
from  Grand  Bapids,  Detroit,  Saginaw  and  Toronto. 

The  strike  wto  still  on  and  both  sides  determined,  the  last  of  January, 

1892. 

MUSKEGON. 

MusKEOON,  Jan.  12. — A  lockout  of  all  the  railroad  switchmen  in  this  city 
on  the  Chicago  &,  West  Michigan  railroad,  took  place  Monday  because  of 
the  impending  strike.  The  company  refused  to  accede  to  a  demand  of  the 
local  union  in  some  trivial  affair,  hence  the  trouble.  General  Manager 
Heald  has  also  abolished  the  position  of  "  switchmen,"  their  work  here- 
after to  be  done  by  conductors  and  brakemen.  Serious  trouble  is 
anticipated. 

Jan.  13. — The  switchman's  lockout  at  Muskegon  has  been  settled,  all 
the  men  being  taken  back  except  five. 

Grand  Haven,  Jan.  11. — A  considerable  number  of  employes  of  the 
Detroit,  Grand  Haven  &  Milwaukee  road  were  discharged  today.  There 
has  been  a  heavy  accumulation  of  freight  here  and  the  men  in  the  freight 
house  were  requested  to  work  Sunday.  Only  part  responded,  and  those 
who  took  a  vacation  were  notified  this  morning  that  it  would  be  made 
permanent. 

Muskegon,  Jan.  11. — This  morning  when  the  twenty  local  switchmen 
employed  by  the  Chicago  Sc  West  Michigan  railroad  reported  for  work  they 
were  notified  that  their  services  were  not  desired.  Assistant  Superintendent 
ConoUy  arrived  with  a  force  of  men  and  put  them  to  work  in  the  places 
of  the  discharged  switching  crews.  The  company  has  abolished  the  posi- 
tion of  switchmen,  and  hereafter  the  men  working  in  that,  line  will  be 
known  as  brakemen  and  conductors.  The  company  state  that  the  men 
intended  to  strike  tomorrow  and  their  action  was  simply  anticipated.  The 
origin  of  the  trouble,  it  is  claimed  by  the  company,  lay  in  the  discharge  of 
T.  H.  Smead  for  insubordination  and  his  agitation  among  the  men.  Super- 
intendent ConoUy  brought  thirteen  men  with  him  and  found  two  here, 
enough  to  run  five  crews.  Foreman  Smead  claims  that  his  discharge  is 
due  to  allowing  the  switchmen  half  day's  time  for  less  than  half,  as  is  usual 
on  railroads.  Mr.  ConoUy  stated  tonight  that  the  yard  here  being 
jointly  under  the  control  of  the  Muskegon,  Grand  Rapids  &  Indi- 
ana and  the  Chicago  &  West  Michigan  schedule,  the  former  road  applies 
and  the  switchmen  receive  pay  for  actual  time  only*  B^  ^^^^^  ^^^  ^^^^  ^^ 
extension  of  the  trouble,  though  the  switchmen  say  the  matter  wUl  be 
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referred  to  the  national  headquarters,  and  that  Sweeney  of  Chicago  has 
been  telegraphed  to  come.  A  few  of  the  men  have  made  threats.  Pre- 
cautions have  been  taken  and  the  new  men  and  the  company's  property 
are  believed  to  be  safe. 

GRANDVILLE. 

Decembeb  26th. — The  employes  of  Frank  Noble's  Union  mills  atOrand* 
yille  struck  Christmas  evening  for  higher  wages.  Their  grievance  was  that 
they  had  been  promised  the  money  before  Christmas,  and  as  they  did  not 
receive  it  they  have  since  refused  to  go  to  worL  Mr.  Noble  aftd  J.  D. 
Hubbell  went  to  Chicago  Wednesday  night  and  it  was  impossible  to  learn 
whether  anything  had  been  done  to  satisfy  the  men.  Advices  from  Grand-

VARIOUS  MINOR  STRIKES. 

A  small  one  occurred  in  the  wool  boot  factonr  at  Hastings,  caused  by 
the  imposition  of  fines  for  imperfect  worL  The  places  vacated  by  the 
strikers  were  filled  by  outaider& 

Another  minor  strike  should  also  be  noted,  among  the  carpenters  of 
Jackson,  where  eight  union  men  went  out  because  their  demand  for  nine 
hours'  work  and  ten  hours'  pay  was  refused.  The  company  refused  to 
recede  from  its  position. 

Bay  City,  Nov.  13. — A  strike  was  inaugurated  at  Wheeler  &  Co.'s  ship- 
yard this  morning,  when  the  workmen  employed  in  the  steel  department 
were  informed  that  their  wages  would  henceforth  be  reduced  about  fifteen 
per  cent  After  listening  to  a  statement  from  the  superintendent  of  the 
works,  all  but  twenty-five  of  the  men  concluded  to  return  to  work.  Close 
competition  among  ship-builders  is  assigned  as  the  cause  for  the  reduction. 

LuDiNGTON,  Sept.  12. — Log  driving  on  the  Pere  Marquette  river  is 
nearly  at  a  standstill.  The  drivers  were  receiving  $35  a  month  and  board. 
They  demand  $40.  This  was  acceded  to,  but  the  men  have  followed  up 
their  first  victory  by  a  further  demand  of  an  increase  to  $2  a  day.  This 
was  refused  and  nearly  all  left  the  river.  The  few  men  who  remained 
have  been  allowed  $2  a  day  and  all  new  hands  hired  are  being  engaged  at 
that  figure,  but  the  boom  company  refused  to  re-engage  any  of  the  strikers. 
Men  are  scarce,  owing  to  the  large  numbers  that  have  been  taken  to  the 
Wisconsin  pineries  by  loggers  from  here,  but  the  other  company  says 
there  will  be  no  difficidty  in  keeping  the  mills  supplied  with  logs. 

The  reported  strike  at  the  Pioneer  furnace  in  the  Upi)er  Peninsula  for 
an  increase  of  wages  was  without  foundation,  as  none  occurred. 

There  was  a  small  strike  in  the  Iron  county  Monitor  mines,  April  28th. 
The  men  quit  work  claiming  they  had  grown  tired  working  for  nothing^ 
after  doing  this  sort  of  thing  for  five  montha

AMERICAN  STRIKES. 

The  past  year  has  been  prolific  of  strikes  and  labor  troubles  throughout 
the  United  States,  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  all  civilized  nations.  So 
many  have  occurred  that  space  will  only  permit  a  brief  notice  of  the  most 
important  ones,  and  a  simple  mention  of  the  numerous  minor  ones. 

Only  the  facts  are  given,  as  gleaned  from  newspapers  and  other  sources, 
which  of  themselves  show  the  seriousuoss  of  labor  difficulties.  The 
conclusions  are  left  for  the  public  to  determine. 

THE  FIRST  LABOR  STRIKB  IN  THE, WEST. 

From  thorough  investigation  and  the  most  trustworthy  data  the  follow- 
ing is  without  doubt  the  first  labor  strike  in  the  western  country,  and  is 
^ven  as' a  matter  of  history  worthy  o£  preservation: 

"At  Cincinnati,  in  1840,  the  men  employed  in  Wolf  &  Oo.'s  foundry 
struck  for  an  advance  of  wage&  The  strike  spread  until  all  the  iron- 
veorkers  in  the  city  were  out.  Both  sides  held  out  till  finally  the  strikers 
managed  to  secure  enough  money  to  start  a  cooperative  foundry.  They 
chose  a  business  manager  and  a  superintendent  from  among  their  own 
number  and  started  out  with  a  great  appearance  of  succes&  At  the  end  of 
three  years  they  went  to  the  wall,  and  after  everything  was  cleaned  up 
they  were  still  $300,000  behind.  As  each  of  the  incorporators  was  person- 
ally responsible  under  the  Ohio  law  for  the  liabilities,  every  one  of  the 
strikers  was  compelled  to  leave  the  state  in  order  to  prevent  their  savings 

from  being  seized  to  satisfy  the  creditors.     So  ended  the  first  strike.

ARKANSAS. 

Little  Book,  Jan.  1. — New  men  en  route  to  take  the  places  of  strikers 
on  the  San  Antonio  &  Arkansas  Pass  Bailway,  were  raided  off  the  train 
at  this  point  and  driven  into  the  swamp  bv  those  who  sympathized 
with  the  strikers.  ^ 
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C50LORADO. 

Brickmakers'  strike  at  Denver  results  in  a  riot  with  men  who  were 
hired  to  take  their  places;  some  killed  and  many  wounded. 

Denver,  Aug.  3. — The  men  in  the  Omaha  Grant  Smelting  Works  strudL 
for  increased  pay  and  a  shut  down  resulted. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San  Franoisco,  Aug.  16. — The  Steamship  Stevedores'  Union,  last  night, 
decided  to  order  |t  strike  today  in  an  effort  to  enforce  their  demands  for 
an  increase  of  wages  from  thirty  to  forty  cents  per  hour  for  regular  time, 
and  an  additional  increase  of  twenty  cents  per  hour  for  over  time. 

INDIANA. 

Over  3,000  miners  in  the  various  mines  in  the  state  struck  May  let 
because  the  wage  scale  for  the  year  had  not  been  signed. 

Tebbe  Haute,  Dec.  25. — The  strike  of  the  Indiana  miners  has  ended  in 
a  complete  failure.  It  is  not  settled  that  the  miners  will  be  able  to  get 
regular  work  but  the  probabilities  seem  to  be  that  they  will.  Some  demy 
may  be  occasioned  on  account  of  the  operators  having  to  work  their  way 
back  into  the  market,  but  it  is  believed  that  a  majority  of  the  contracts 
have  been  held  by  the  mine  owners,  and  therefore  the  immediate  demand 
will  be  large  enough  to  give  the  men  pretty  steady  employment.  Conser- 
vative estimates  place  the  loss  resulting  from  the  strike  at  $1,750,000. 
Considered  in  its  whole  breadth  and  extent,  it  was  probably  more  than 
that.  Nearly  one-half  of  the  enormous  sum  comes  out  of  the  pockets  of 
the  men,  or  rather  was  never  put  in  them.  A  goodly  portion  of  the 
remainder  shows  up  in  the  greatly  decreased  earnings  of  the  railways,  the 
principal  loser  among  the  latter  having  been  the  Chicago  &  Indiana  coal 
road.  That  line  sustained  a  daily  loss,  as  a  result  of  the  suspension  of 
work,  of  about  $5,000,  or  $150,000  per  month.  The  strike  was  on  for  fully 
two  months,  which  would  indicate  that  the  Chicago  &  Indiana  road  suffered 
to  the  extent  of  $300,000. 

The  great  coal  mines  employing  7,000  men  were  closed  down  because 
the  miners  struck  for  an  advance  of  10^  cents  per  ton  for  digging  coal. 

Painters  and  tinners  of  Fort  Wayne  struck  for  eight  houra 

Tebbe  Haute,  Nov.  16.— Superintendent  Leifert,  of  the  new  Pittsburg 
mines,  came  over  from  Indianapolis  today  accompanied  by  a  United  States 
marshal,  who  is  expected  to  suppress  the  trouble  among  the  miners  of  the 
Alum  Cave.  The  miners  have  given  the  company  two  days  to  take  away 
the  fifty  Polish  miners  brought  from  Chicago  last  week.  If  the  warning 
is  not  needed  the  miners  threaten  all  sorts  of  violence.  Trouble  is  antici- 
pated tomorrow.' 

Tebbe  Haute,  Dec.  24. — The  great  strike  is  ended  and  the  miners  will 
return  to  work  immediately,  resuming  at  the  old  figures,  70  cents  per  ton 
in  the  bituminous  and  57  cents  in  the  block. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Jan.  12,  1892. — The  street  car  strike  situation  is 
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growing  ominous.  This  morning  a  car  started  over  the  College  avenue 
nne  with  an  escort  of  police.  When  the  car  reached  Lincoln  avenue  a 
crowd  of  strikers  attempted  to  stop  it.  For  a  few  minutes  things  assumed 
a  riotous  aspect  and  the  row  was  only  quelled  by  the  arrest  of  eight 
strikers,  who  were  taken  to  the  station  house.  This  only  aggravated  the 
strikers  more  and  they  immediately  telephoned  500  employ^  of  the  Atlas 
Engine  Works  for  assistance.  It  is  not  yet  known  whether  these  men  will 
join  the  strikers  in  their  attempt  to  prevent  cars  from  running. 

January  14 — The  proposition  of  the  Indianapolis  Street  Car  Company  to . 
arbitrate  the  grievances  of  the  street  railway  employes  was  declared  oflp 
last  evening. 

ILLINOIS. 

At  Mt.  Vernon  the  wood  machine  men  in  the  car  shops  struck  because 
the  company  refused  to  discharged  a  foreman;  600  men  were  involved. 

Six  hundred  of  the  workmen  on  the  World's  Fair  site  at  Jackson  Park 
threatened  a  strike.  Trouble  was  anticipated  and  the  difficulty  adjusted 
without  serious  disturbance. 

Owing  to  the  strike  of  the  Indiana  miners,  Chicago  is  threatened 
with  a  coal  famine.  Nearly  the  entire  supply  of  soft  coal  for  the  city  was 
obtained  from  the  mines  affected  by  the  strike.  Now,  all  hotels,  factories 
and  other  places  using  fuel  in  considerable  quantities  have  been  put  to 
great  inconvenience,  because  of  a  lack  of  soft  coal,  and  the  cold  snap  has 
increased  the  inconvenience  by  creating  a  still  greater  demand.  The 
strikers  may  not  obtain  what  they  demand.  But,  they  have  succeeded  in 
two  things:  They  have  caused  great  inconvenience,  and  possible  suffer- 
ing; and  they  have  put  it  in  flie  power  of  the  coal  dealers  to  secure 
exorbitant  prices.  ^ 

Union  cigarmakers  of  Chicago  struck  for  an  advance  in  wages.  About 
1,000  men  went  out.  Some  small  establishments  acceded  to  the  demand, 
but  the  large  ones  refused. 

Over  600  stevedores  at  Chicago  struck  for  an  increase  of  wages.  The 
companies  combined  and  refused  to  grant  the  advance. 

Over  1,500  miners  went  on  strike  the  first  of  May  for  shorter  hours  with 
same  pay. 

Chicago,  Oct  20. — M.  Bensinger,  president  of  the  Brunswick,  Balke, 
CoUender  Company,  authorized  the  following  statement  tonight:  "The 
cabinetmakers'  strike  in  Chicago,  which  has  been  in  existence  since  the 
first  of  September,  involving  about  900  men,  has  ended  in  a  complete 
victory  for  the  employers.  The  men  demanded  eight  hours  a  day  and  the 
abolition  of  piece  work. 

DuQUOiN,  June  3. — The  Egyptian  coal  miners  struck  for  ten  hours 
and  weekly  pay. 

IOWA. 

The  miners  at  Ottumwa  quit  work;  they  declared  themselves  not  on 
strike,  but  only  suspended  work,  till  further  orders  from  the  officers  of 
their  union. 
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KANSAS. 

Kansas  City,  Dec.  15.— A  freight  crew  on  the  Wyandotte  &  North- 
western  railroad  struck  this  afternoon  for  extra  pay  for  extra  switching. 

LOUISIANA, 

Sash  and  mill  hands  went  on  strike  for  eight  hours. 

MISSOURL 

St.  Louis,  Nov.  10. — The  diflSculty  between  the  Belt  Line  and  the 
Brotherh^K)ds  of  Locomotive  En^neers  and  Firemen  culminated  this  morn- 
ing in  the  declaration  of  a  strike  and  boycott  which  is  likely  to  be  far 
reaching  in  its  effects.  The  cause  leading  to  the  action  taken  this  mom- 
ning  was  the  dissatisfaction  of  the  employes  of  the  Belt  Line  with  the 
scale  of  wages  which  took  effect  a  short  time  a^.  Chief  Arthur  of  the 
Brotherhood  was  sent  for  and  an  adjustment  was  made  on  the  basis  of  a 
uniform  scale  of  $3.25  per  diem  for  engineers  and  $1.90  for  firemen  for 
eleven  hours  work.  It  was  supposed  that  fair  dealing  would  be  the  order 
for  the  winter,  but  last  Sunday  seventeen  men  were  discharged  for  refusing 
to  work  during  their  noon  hour  without  pay. 

St.  Louis,  Dec.  .15. — Acting  Grand  Chief,  D.  G.  Ramsey,  of  the  Order  of 
Bailway  Telegraphers,  who  has  charge  of  the  strikes  on  the  Southern  Pacific 
and  the  Atlantic  &  Pacific,  this  afternoon  telegraphed  the  strike  conmiittee 
of  the  Atlantic  &  Pacific  operators  to  instruct  the  men  to  return  to  work, 
providing  the  officials  of  the  road  adhere  to  their  first  decision  and  concede 
the  right  of  the  men  to  belong  to  a  labor  organization.  In  an  interview  with 
an  associated  pr^s  representative,  Mr.  Bamsev  said  that  at  today's  meet- 
ing of  the  advisory  council  the  Brotherhood  of  Trainmen  and  the  Broliier- 
hood  of  Conductors,  through  their  officers,  had  concurred  in  the  action  he 
had  decided  to  take  and  it  was  the  sense  of  the  assembled  railroad  men 
that  the  strike  was  entirely  justified. 

MAINE. 

Hod  carriers  of  Portland  struck  for  eight  honrs. 

MARYLAND. 

The  quarrymen  at  Port  Deposit  struck  for  eight  hours  a  day,  as  also  the 
soft  stone  cutters  in  Baltimore.  The  latter  were  at  once  granted  their 
request. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Stone  masons  of  Boston  struck  for  eight  hours,  and  their  employers 
entered  into  an  agreement  under  which  they  went  to  worL 

Striking  molders  at  Holkoke,  compelled  the  men  working  under  police 
protection  at  the  Holyoke  Hydrant  and  Iron  Works  to  quit  work. 
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NEW  YORK. 

New  Tobk,  Nov.  1. — The  managers  of  the  Metropolitan  Job  Printing 
Company  are  wondering  after  an  experience  they  had  yesterday  if  it  pays 
to  run  a  printing  office.  About  three  hundred  compositors  went  on  strike 
although  they  were  getting  full  union  wages  and  their  action  threatened 
the  company  with  the  forfeiture  of  a  bond  of  $40,000,  for  the  completion 
last  night  of  tiie  printing  of  the  Brooklyn  registry  list.  This  work  is 
secured  by  competitive  bidding  and  must  be  rushed  along.  The  company 
engaged  300  extra  compositors  to  get  it  done  as  quickly  as  it  was  wanted. 
From  the  start  the  new  compositors  seemed  to  understand  that  they  were 
on  special  work  and  appreciate  the  importance  to  the  company  of  having 
it  done  quickly.  They  began  by  demanding  extra  pay  for  "  rush  work." 
The  company  yielded  to  save  dispute.  About  10  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing a  delegation  of  the  men  waited  upon  the  superintendent  and  demanded 
$2  per  hour  for  the  rest  of  the  job.  Their  demand  was  refused  with  the 
explanation  that  such  wages  would  leave  the  company  with  a  large  loss  on 
the  job.  The  men  then  concluded  to  strike  unless  they  were  promised 
that  pay.  When  the  management  again  refused,  every  one  of  the  300  men 
laid  down  their  sticks  and  went  out 

June  30. — P.  Lorillard  &  Co.'8  big  tobacco  factory  in  Jersey  City  shut 
down  and  4,000  hands  are  out  of  employment  Some  of  the  employes  say 
the  lockout  is  due  to  a  strike  in  one  of  the  departments.  The  members  of 
the  firm  deny  that  there  is  any  strike  and  declare  that  the  factory  is  closed 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  semi-annual  account  of  stock.  Dr.  Leonard 
J.  Gordon,  the  chemist  of  the  factory,  told  a  reporter  that  several  boys  in 
the  dipping  department  had  begun  a  small-sized  strike,  but  it  had  nothing 
whatever  to  do  with  the  closing  of  the  factory.  The  small-sized  strike 
took  place  last  week  Monday.  Twelve  boys  employed  in  the  dipping 
department  asked  for  an  advance  of  60  cents  a  week  in  their  wages.  The 
demand  was  refused,  and  the  boys  quit  work. 

The  clothing  cutters  of  Bochester  struck  for  eight  hours  per  day.  A 
riot  resulted  and  several  were  killed  with  many  wounded. 

The  house-smiths  of  New  York  City,  involving  some  1,500  men,  struck 
because  their  bosses  hired  non-union  men. 

The  lathers,  plasterers  and  lumber  handlers  also  strucL 

The  lumber  dealers  declared  ia  lock  out  which  shut  off  16,000  laborers 
from  work. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  potters'  strike  in  this  State  held  out  for  21  weeks,  and  their 
demands  were  then  all  acceeded  to. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Concord,  Dec.  29. — This  morning  all  the  granite  cutters  and  tool  sharp- 
eners of  the  New  England  granite  works  went  out  and  marched  to  their 
hall  down  town,  where  they  are  now  holding  consultations.  The  trouble 
arises  from  a  proposed  shortening  of  the  hours  of  work. 

Concord,  Oct.  22. — Serious  trouble  is  looked  *or  among  the  Italian 
48 
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laborers  on  the  ^ater-works  here.  Fifty  of  them  struck  Thursday  against 
th©  extortionate  charges  of  their  boss  for  food.  Twenty-seven  of  them 
were  won  over  by  th%  boss  and  desire  to  return  to  work  but  are  not  allowed 
to.  The  belligerent  workmen  have  been  discharged  but  remain  about  the 
camps.  They  are  armed  with  knives  and  revolvers  and  a  conflict  is 
immineiit. 

NEBRASKA. 

Omaha,  Aug.  4. — The  situation  here  remains  about  the  same.  The 
Republican  Printing  Company,  the  largest  job  office,  has  replaced  its 
employes  with  non-union  men.  The  hod  carriers  organized  a  union  this 
morning  and  will  demand  $1.80  for  eight  hours  work.  Mayor  Gushing 
issued  a  proclamation  this  morning  commanding  all  crowds  to  disperse 
and  keep  off  the  streets,  and  calling  on  all  law-abiding  citizens  to  hold 
themselves  ready  in  cai^e  of  an  emergency. 

Omaha,  Neb.,  Aug.  2. — The  trouble  at  the  Omaha  and  Grant  smelting 
works  over  the  eight-hour  day  took  on  a  more  serious  a8X)ect  today.  Men 
have  been  working  eleven  and  twelve  hour  shifts  and  have  many  times 
agitated  the  question  of  the  shifts  of  eight  hours  each.  When  the  eight- 
hour  law  went  into  effect  Saturday,  the  company  demanded  that  the  men 
sign  contracts  binding  them  to  work  the  same  hours  for  the  same  pay  as 
before.  The  men,  not  willing  to  do  this,  were  asked  to  report  to  the  main 
office  of  the  company  in  writmg.  Several  did  so  report  and  were  promptly 
discharged,  and  a  strike  resulted.  The  works  employidd  about  1,500  men, 
nearly  all  Bohemians  and  Poles. 

Omaha,  Aug.  16. — Horseshoers  struck  for  shorter  hours  and  increased 
scale  of  wage& 

OHIO. 

The  lumber  shovers  at  Cleveland  went  on  a  strike,  because  of  the 
employment  of  non-union  men.  A  fight  occurred  between  the  two  forces 
resulting  in  a  victory  of  the  union  men.  The  mill  carpenters  were  also 
drawn  into  the  strike. 

The  ore  handlers  struck  for  increase  of  pay.  They  were  out  five  weeks 
and  settled  by  arbitration  at  one-half  cent  less  than  asked  for. 

The  brass  moulders  in  the  Vapor  Stove  Works  at  Cleveland,  struck 
against  em  increase  of  work,  demanded  of  them  by  the  company,  at  the. 
same  wages.     Their  places  were  filled  by  non-union  meii. 

Lima,  Sept.  2. — The  strike  on  the  Lake  Erie  was  renewed  this  morning, 
the  company's  new  schedule,  while  making  some  concessions,  not  bein^ 
what  the  men  wanted  or  expected.  Not  a  train  has  left  the  yards  today. 
The  officials  say  they  will  not  parley  with  the  men,  but  will  fill  their 
places  with  new  men. 

Tiffin,  Sept.  4 — Five  hundred  employes  at  the  Beatty  Glass  Works  are 
idle  in  consequence  of  a  strike  today  of  150  boys  who  do  the  "gatheriufi;- 
in,''  and  who  demanded  increased  wages. 

Lima,  Sept  10. — Superintendent  Hill,  of  the  Lake  Erie  &  Western,  and 
Trainmaster  Cook  got  out  today  and  made  up  trains.     A  west  bound  train 
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got  out  four  miles  when  the  strikers,  who  had  been  hiding  near,  pounced 
on  the  train,  pulled  every  coupling  pin  and  hid  them  in  the  grass.  They 
compelled  the  engineer  and  fireman  to  abandon  the  engine  and  "blow  out" 
the  steam.  The  east  bound  passenger  train  was  delayed  four  hours  until 
the  freight  train  could  be  removed.  At  4  p.  m.  the  first  train  in  two  days 
got  out,  followed  by  an  engine  bearing  cLrmed  officers  as  far  as  Buckland, 
ten  miles,  and  since  then  several  other  trains  have  been  sent  out.  It  is 
believed  the  company  has  won.  This  morning  the  switchmen  spiked  the 
switches  and  did  everything  possible  to  handicap  the  men  who  wished  to 
worL  When  Superintendent  Hill  swore  out  warrahts  for  them  they 
departed  for  their  homes. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

PiTTSBUBG,  Nov.  6. — ^A  Tri-state  News  Bureau  special  from  West  New- 
ton, says:^  The  miners  in  the  West  Newton  mines  went  out  on  strike 
today  for  the  reinstatement  of  three  leaders  in  the  late  strike.  The  com- 
pany refuses  to  take  the  leaders  back.     Three  hundred  men  are  out 

In  Pittsburg  the  strike  at  the  American  Iron  Works  of  Jones  &  Laugh- 
lin  was  settled,  the  engineers  accepting  the  ten  per  cent  reduction. 

Twelve  thousand  miners  are  on  strike  in  this  State. 

PiTTSBUBG,  Oct.  23. — A  special  from  Monongahela  City,  says:  The 
influx  of  Huns  and  negroes  from  the  South  and  East  continues  steadily, 
and  the  miners  are  thoroughly  alarmed  over  the  prospect.  All  along  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  railroad  they  have  been  brought  to  the  mines,  except 
between  the  Finleyville  and  the  Snowden  mines;  sometimes  merely  a 
handful,  and  again  in  large  numbers. 

July  2.— At  the  Allegheny  Bessemer  Steel  Mills  in  Duquesne,  750 
men  went  on  strike,  because  of  a  refusal  by  the  company  to  sign  the 
amalgamated  scale  of  wages. 

The  coke  strike  of  Scottdale  was  one  of  the  greatest  magnitude  in  the 
state,  involving  some  15,000  men.  Riots  occurred,  resulting  in  bloodshed.  It 
lasted  for  six  weeks,  at  which  time  Secretary  C.  M.  Parker,  of  the  United 
Mine  Workers,  said  in  a  circular  that  "  aid  is  needed  for  850  families  in 
the  Connellsville  coke  regions,  that  they  are  homeless  and  without  a  penny, 
compelled  to  live  in  coal  sheds,  bams  and  stables.  Four  thousand  people 
were  squeezed  out  as  a  result  of  the  strike  and  thousands  of  new  men  were 
brought  into  the  coke  regions  to  usurp  the  places  of  the  old  hands." 

The  iron  and  steel  workers  of  Pottetown  struck  because  their  employer 
refused  to  sign  the  amalgamated  scale. 

PiTTSBUBG,  Jan.  15. — The  employ 6s  of  Pittsburg,  Allegheny  and  Man- 
chester Electric  Traction  (Company  struck  this  morning  against  an  increase 
in  the  hours  of  labor. 

At  Pittsburg  5,000  cari)enters  struck  for  the  eight  hours  per  day  and  an 
increase  of  five  cents  per  hour,  also  1,200  bricklayers  for  same  cause. 
They  were  then  joined  by  the  plasterers  and  other  trades  till  15,000  men 
were  out.  all  resulting  only  in  partial  success.

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IBON  WOBKBBS*  WA0B3  CUT  DOWN. 

Beading,  Pa.,  Jan.  12. — The  Brooke  Iron  Company  of  Birdsboro,  this 
county,  last  evening  notified  its  employ63  of  a  general  reduction  in  wages. 
Puddlers  are  reduced  from  $3.50  to  $3.25  per  ton,  sheet  mill  employ^ 
from  40  to  36  cents  a  ton  and  nailers  about  ten  per  cent  The  firm  employs 
over  400  hands. 

Philadelphia,  July  28. — The  strike  at  the  Dobson's  mills  was  broken 
for  about  six  hours  today,  but  is  now  on  again.  When  the  gates  were 
opened  the  men  wlio  had  been  on  a  strike  ten  weeks  entered  and  took  their 
old  places.  Before  the  men  had  doffed  the  street  apparel  for  their  mill 
suits,  however,  Superintendent  Bentley  was  seen  going  from  loom  to  loom 
bearing  a  paper  containing  a  list  of  names.  It  was  a  roll  of  those  to  be 
discharged.  As  each  received  the  unlooked  for  notice  his  loom  was 
knocked  off  and  h«  left  the  mill.  Thirty-eight  blacklisted  men  and  women 
were  soon  congregated  on  Bidge  avenue  discussing  the  situation.  About 
an  hour  after  tne  large  squad  of  nearly  a  hundred  sympathizers  also  quit 
work  and  joined  the  discharged  working  people.  A  meeting  was  soon 
organized,  when  the  Messrs.  Dobson  were  violently  denounced.  Those 
who  had  remained  at  their  work  were  stopped  on  their  way  home  for  their 
midday  meal  and  coaxed  to  stop  work.  At  1  o'clock  all  but  thirty-five  old 
weavers  and  twenty-two  imported  weavers  shut  down  their  looms  and  again 

joined  the  strikers. 

• 

The  union  printers  of  Pittsburg  are  on  a  strike,  which  was  brought 
about  by  the  presentation  of  a  new  scale  of  prices;  and  a  reduction  of  the 
working  day  from  ten  hours  to  nine.  The  minimum  wages,  $15  for  press- 
men and  $16  for  compositors,  remained  undisturbed  and  the  change  was 
not  radical.  The  Typothetse,  the  organization  of  employers,  is  fighting 
the  union  and  is,  as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  sending  right  and .  left  for  men 
to  take  the  strikers'  places. 

PiTTSBURe,  Jan.  17. — The  strike  of  the  motor  men  and  conductors  at 
the  Manchester  Electric  Street  Railway  will  probably  be  settled  before 
morning  by  arbitration. 

SuNBUBY,  Pa.,  Sept.  1. — The  employes  of  the  Sunbury  Lumber  Com- 
pany went  on  a  strike  this  morning  against  a  reduction  of  wages. 

Pittsburgh,  Nov.  10. — The  master  of  the  ticn  per  cent  reduction 
ordered  at  the  American  Iron  Works  of  Jones  <fe  Laughlin  has  been  refer- 
red to  the  general  executive  committee  of  the  Amalmagated  Association  of 
Iron  and  Steel  workers  and  a  strike  of  the  3,500  employes  is  expected. 

Allentown,  Pa,  Sept.  1. — Pistol  shots  were  fired  and  stones  thrown  at 
the  houses  of  Lewis  Townsend  and  George  Bowen  at  Catasaqua  today. 
Both  men  work  for  the  Catasaqua  Manufacturing  Company  whose  employ^ 
are  on  a  strike.  Strikers  are  suspected.  John  Edwards  was  arrested  in 
the  act  of  throwing  stones.  Five  men  assaulted  John  Shaffer  and  Frank 
Dennicoff  who  were  going  to  work  in  the  Catasaqua  rolling  milL  Shaffer 
was  rolled  down  the  railroad  embankment.  The  company  offers  a  reward 
of  $500  for  the  arrest  of  the  assailants. 

Philadelphia,  Dec.  15. — Compositors  working  for  the  morning  papers, 
the  Times,  Becord,  Inquirer  and  North  American,  made  a  demand  at  6 
o'clock  this  evening  that  their  wages  be  increased  from  forty  to  forty-five 
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cents  per  thousand  ems.  All  of  the  compositors  are  members  of  ;fche  Interna- 
tional Typographical  Union.  The  Times  granted  the  increase,  as  did  also  the 
North  American,  although  the  latter  paper  did  so  under  protest.  Propri- 
etor Singerly,  of  the  Kecord,  refused  the  extra  pay  or  to  confer  with  the 
strikers.  Instead,  he  went  to  work  industriously  to  secure  a  non-union 
force^  and  by  8  o'clock  thirty-four  men  were  busy  setting  type  in  his  oflSce. 
This  is  about  half  the  number  usually  at  work.  Singerly  expresses  con- 
fidence in  his  ability  to  get  along  without  union  men  and  says  that  the  paper 
will  be  issued  tomorrow  as  usual.  At  the  Inquirer  office,  after  several 
conferences  between  Proprietor  Elverson  and  a  committee  representing  the 
strikers,  the  men  at  8:30  o'clock  agreed  to  continue  work  at  the  old  rate 
I)ending  a  settlement. 

PiTTSBUBG,  Nov.  11. — Three  thousand  five  hundred  employes  of  the 
American  Iron  Works,  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  struck  because  of  reduced  wages. 

PiTTSBUBGH,  Pa.,  Oct.  11. — Unless  the  railroad  coal  miner's  strike  is 
settled  within  a  week  some  exciting  times  are  looked  for  in  this  section. 
Sixty  of  the  largest  operators  have  signed  an  ^reement  to  hold  out 
against  the  advance  for  three  years,  if  necessary.  The  operators  say  they 
will  give  the  strikers  another  week  to  return  to  work.  If  they  refuse  the 
tactics  of  the  coke  operators  will  be  adopted  and  foreigners  imported  to 
start  the  mines.  The  miners  do  not  appear  to  be  frightened  at  the  threats, 
and  say  they  will  stand  out  until  the  demands  are  granted. 

PiTTSBUBG,  Oct  31. — The  printers  went  out  on  a  strike  for  shorter 
hours,  and  a  labor  paper  has  this  to  say  about  it:  '*The  Pittsburg  print- 
ers seem  to  be  in  every  way  favorably  fixed  for  winning  the  present  fight, 
but  why  should  disagreeing  men  permit  a  liCrge  branch  of  business  in  a 
city  to  be  put  at  sixes  and  sevens  when  a  little  cool-headed  thought  would 
prevent  losses  and  conduce  to  amicable  relations." 

Habbisbubg,  July  24 — There  are  no  developments  in  connection  with 
the  strike  at  the  Pennsylvania  Steel  Works  at  Steelton  tqday.  Good 
order  prevails  among  the  strikers.  Strong  pressure  is  being  brought  to 
bear  to  prevent  men  returning  to  work  but  there  has  been  no  disorder. 
The  steel  company  has  called  upon  Chief  Burgess  Heagy  to  preserve  the 
peace  but  he  has  no  authority  to  appoint  more  policemen  and  cannot  get 
the  council  of  the  borough  to  meet. 

Heading,  Aug.  3. — S.  H.  Seyfert  &  Bro.,  proprietors  of  the  large  rolling 
mill  at  Seyfert's  Station,  this  county,  after -an  idleness  of  four  months, 
announced  today  that  they  would  resume  tomorrow  morning  with  non- 
union men.    The  mill  employs  235  men. 

Habbisbubg,  July,  30. — The  depression  caused  by  the  collapse  of  the 
strike  at  Steelton  is  veiy  evident  in  the  silent  groups  of  men  who  are  seen 
on  the  strtet  comers.  The  men  feel  that  they  were  duped  by  their  leaders 
and  say  that  even  though  their  strike  was  not  ordered  by  the  Amalga- 
mated Association  yet  once  being  out  the  Amalgamated  should  have  helj^d 
them. 

TENNESSEE. 

Jackson,  Tenn.,  Jan.  4 — In  October  a  wreck  occurred  on  the  Illinois 
Central  road  near  Medina,  Tenn.,  in  which  James  Homer,  an  express  mes- 
senger, was  killed.    On  the  ground  of  danger  the  messengers  asked  for 
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more  pay  and  got  it,  but  last  week  the  Southern  Express  Company  dis- 
charged Committeeman  Cardell,  who  presented  the  demand,  and  then 
reduced  the  pay  to  the  old  figure.  The  messen^rs  asked  for  Cardell's 
reinstatement  and  the  restoration  of  wages  to  the  higher  figure.  The  com- 
pany refused  and  today  a  strike  of  messengers  from  Cairo  to  New  Orleans 
was  ordered. 

Nashville,  Tenn.,  Jan.  18. — The  situation  among  the  miners  is  quiet. 
The  many  sensational  dispatches  sent  out  from  Coal  Creek  and  other 
points,  upon  investigation,  are  found  to  have  no  foundation.  No  trouble 
is  expected  for  the  present  at  least.  #    * 

Painters  at  Memphis  struck  for  eight  hours. 

A  bitter  strife  existed  during  a  good  portion  of  the.past  year  in  the  coal 
mines  at  Coal  Creek,  between  the  miners  and  the  mine  owners  over  the 
employment  of  convict  labor.     The  following  item  shows  the  result: 

Nashville,  Jan.  9, 1892. — Within  the  next  day  or  two  about  100  con- 
victs will  be  taken  to  Oliver  Springs  and  put  to  work  in  the  mine&  This 
seems  to  be  the  definite  understanding.  It  is  also  understood  that  an 
agreement  is  about  to  be  made  exempting  Briceville  for  all  time  from  con- 
vict law  and  that  in  consideration  of  this  the  miners  will  declare  a  cessa- 
tion of  hostile  feeling  and  allow  the  mines  at  Coal  Creek  and  Oliver 
Springs  to  be  worked  in  peace.  The  effecting  of  this  arrangement  would 
mean  the  withdrawal  of  the  state  troops  and  the  curtailing  of  the  guards. 

Nashville,  Sept  9. — There  is  no  change  in  the  strike  of  the  Louisville 
&  Nashville  conductors  on  the  Nashville  &  Decatur  division.  This  par- 
ticular division  has  given  the  road  considerable  annoyance  in  securing 
men  owing  to  the  long  hours  and  distance.  The  brakemen  have  joinea 
the  conductors  and  refuse  to  go  out  with  a  train  not  in  charge  of  a  union 
conductor. 

TEXAS, 

Galveston,  Tex.,  Sept  7. — It  is  said  that  the  colored  cotton  pickers 
have  organized  and  that  they  have  agreed  not  to  pick  cotton  after  Sept  10 
for  less  than  $1  per  100  pounds  and  board.  This  organization  has  been 
perfected  through  the  colored  Alliance  and  now  numbers  more  than 
500,000  members  with  thousands  being  added  every  day  throughout  the 
southern  states. 

El  Paso,  Texas,  Dec.  10. — The  strike  of  the  telegraph  operators 
between  this  city  and  Yuma  on  the  Southern  Pacific  railroad  promises  to 
develop  into  mammoth  proportions.  The  superintendent  of  the  Santa  Fe 
ordered  his  dispatchers  to  handle  Southern  Pacific  trains  between  this  city 
and  Deming,  N.  M.,  but  the  operators  bluntly  refused  to  do  it  If  he 
tries  to  force  the  matter  and  puts  on  scabs  to  do  the  work  it  means  a  strike 
on  the  whol^  Santa  Fe  system.  The  operators  have  received  assurances 
from  every  section  and  they  will  stand  by  one  another  in  this  case. 

St.  Louis,  Dec.  U. — A  special  from  El  Paso,  Texas,  says:  "The  strike 
of  telegraph  operators  between  this  city  and  Yuma  on  the  Pacific  system 
of  the  Southern  Pjwific  system  promises  to  spread  over  the  whole  system 
of  the  Santa  Fe  road,  if  the  superintendent  of  that  road  persists  in 
demanding  that  dispatchers  handle  Southern  Pacific  trains  between  this 
city  and  Deming,  New  Mexico. 
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WEST   VIRGINIA. 

All  the  carpenters  of  Charleston  went  on  strike  for  nine  hours  a  day 
at  old  wages. 

Wheeling,  Oct.  19. — The  boycott  against  the  wholesale  firms  of  this 
city  declared  by  the  Warehousemen's  Union  and  indorsed  by  the  Ohio 
Valley  Trades  Assembly  went  into  eflPect  today.  The  merchants  have  had 
no  trouble  in  filling  the  places  of  the  strikers.  The  wholesale  men  pay 
better  wages  than  anywhere  else  in  the  state. 

WIS(X)NSIN. 

Some  1,200  laborers  for  West  Superior  struck  for  $2  instead  of  $1.75 
per  day.  About  half  the  men  were  willing  to  work,  but  were  forced  out 
by  the  other  strikers.     A  settlement  was  reached. 

Milwaukee,  Nov.  4 — Seven  hundred  laborers  of  the  Villard  syndicate 
on  electric  railroad  lines  in  this  city  have  struck  against  a  twenty-five  cent 
reduction  in  wages  today.

WASHINGTON. 

Seattle,  May  20. — Miners  at  Franklin  struck. 

June  30. — A  bloody  conflict  occurred  between  the  strikers  and  the  negro 
scabs.    Two  killed. 

The  9th  of  March  the  cloak  factory  at  Jamaica,  Long  Island,  was  burned. 
Said  to.  have  been  fired  by  strikers. 

The  United  Mine  Workers'  Association  contemplated  a  general  strike 
all  over  the  country  for  eight  hours  a  day  on  May  Ist  last,  but  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  executive  board,  April  28th,  the  following  resolution  was 
passed: 

"Resolved,  That  the  ei^ht-hour  movement  be  deferred  for  the  time 
being  and  that  time  for  action  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  national  execu- 
tive board  and  the  presidents  of  the  various  districts." 

From  various  sources  it  is  estimated  that  fully  100,000  men  were  on 
strike  May  1st.

FOREIGN  STRIKES. 

London,  June  8. — Omnibns  drivers  and  employes  struck,  inyolving 
5,000  men. 

Pabis,  May  26. — The  stage  drivers  struck,  but  the  next  day  it  ended 
by  the  interference  of  the  government. 

Glasgow,  April  2. — Drillers  at  the  Clyde  shipyards  struck,  involving 
over  1,000  men. 

Glasgow,  April  2. — One  thousand  weavers  of  Perth  went  on  strike. 

London,  Jan.  1. — Notices  issued  by  Bhondda  Valley  coal  mine  owners, 
in  Wales,  to  terminate  contracts  expired  yesterday.  The  result  is  a  lodc- 
out  of  100,000  miners. 

London,  Jan.  1. — Miners  at  South  Wales  who  were  on  strike  settled  by 
an  acceptance  of  the  sliding  scale. 

London,  July  23. — The  Master  Tailors'  Association  has  decided  to  resort 
to  a  general  lockout  in  Great  Britain  unless  the  strike  in  Liverpool  ceasea 
within  a  week. 

July  15. — Two  thousand  men  employed  in  the  saw  mill  at  Ottawa,  Ont, 
struck  for  an  increase  in  wages  of  50  cents  a  week  and  a  reduction  to  10 
hours  as  a  day's  worL 

Pabis,  June  22. — Six  thousand  bakers,  butchers,  and  grocers  are  on 
strike. 

Bbemen,  June  11. — Firemen  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steamship  Co. 
strucL 

BoBDEAUX,  June  23. — Employes  of  the  horse  car  service  went  on  strike. 
Collisions  between  the  strikers  and  the  militia  occurred. 

Pabis,  July  20. — The  strike  of  railroad  employ6s  ended  by  most  of  the 
men  resuming  work  at  old  rates.     Over  4,000  men  were  involved. 

Pabis,  Nov.  8. — A  large  number  of  miners'  delegates  met  at  Lens  today 
and  decided  that  unless  the  demands  of  the  miners  are  conceded  in  a  fort- 
night all  of  the  miners  in  the  north  of  France  shall  strike.  They  want  the 
sick  and  pension  funds  to  be  managed  by  the  government  instead  of  by  the 
mining  companies  and  accuse  the  latter  of  mal-administration  of  the  funds. 
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They  also  demand  a  modification  of  the  system  of  compulsory  cessation  of 
pit-work  which  was  arranged  in  order  to  reduce  the  out-put.  There  was 
120  delegates  present  representing  one-third  of  the  miners  of  France. 

Nov.  2.  -The  force  of  the  striking  miners  in  the  Pas-de-Calais  Depart- 
ment, France,  now  number  about  36,000  men. 

The  French  miners*  strike,  one  of  the  greatest  demonstrations  of  dis- 
satisfied laborers  in  all  history,  is  ended.  The  details  of  adjustment  are 
not  given;  but,  that  a  strike  on  so  monstrous  a  scale,  and  that,  too,  among 
the  excitable  people  of  France,  ended  without  great  disorder  and  blood- 
shed, is  a  wonder  and  a  most  gratifying  fact. 

Berlin,  Dec.  29. — The  leaders  of  the  striking  printers  in  this  city  and  at 
Leipsic  have  intimated  to  the  masters  that  the  men  are  willing  to  resume 
work  unconditionally. 

Toulouse,  France,  July  30. — The  strike  of  employes  of  the  street  railroads 
at  this  place  has  assumed  most  serious  proportions.  The  strikers  today 
demolished  the  kiosks  on  the  principal  thoroughfares  and  tried  to  destroy 
the  tracks  of  the  horse  car  roads.  Later  the  strikers  gathered  lar^e  quan- 
tities of  wreckage  into  heaps  and  set  fire  to  them,  making  huge  bonfires, 
around  which  they  danced  and  shouted  in  triumph.  The  strike  has  ended 
in  a  compromise.     Work  will  be  resumed  tomorrow. 

Bbussels,  Nov.  23. — Delegates  of  various  labor  oi^anizations  yesterday 
decided  that  unless  the  government  shortly  fulfills  its  promise  to  grant 
universal  suffrage  in  Belgium  they  would  again  begin  a  strike  to  force  the 

f ranting  of  their  demand.  Some  months  ago  there  was  a  great  strike  of 
Belgian  workmen  for  universal  suffrage  and  it  was  only  on  the  promise  of 
the  cabinet,  as  yet  unfulfilled,  to  grant  their  demand  that  the  strike  was 
called  off.  At  present  payment  of  direct  taxes  amounting  to  forty  francs 
per  year,  is  requisite  to  voting. 

THE   TYPOH'    strike   IN   GERMANY. 

Berlin,  Dec.  30. — In  spite  of  the  announcement  made  that  the  printers 
had  accepted  the  terms  of  their  employers  and  that  the  strike  was  at  an 
end,  it  is  now  said  that  the  Leipsic  printers  have  declined  to  resume  work. 
It  is  added,  however,  that  a  speedy  breakdown  of  the  strike  is  exi)ected. 

Leeds,  Aug.  31. — At  a  conference  here  today  of  delegates  from  the  var- 
ions  labor  uiilon  organizatioiiB  of  Great  Britian,  reprealnting  50,000  work, 
men,  a  motion  to  form  a  federation  of  the  unions  of  skilled  and  unskilled 
workmen  was  approved.  Subsequently  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
organize  the  federation.  Unions  comprising  a  membership  of  116,000 
men,  have  already  announced  their  adherence  to  the  new  movement. 

Jan.  10,  1892. — The  strike  of  printers  is  still  partly  on  in  Berlin,  Leip 
sic,  Frankfort  and  Munich.  The  strike  leaders  state  that  10,000  men  are 
still  out  and  that  the  14,000  men  at  work  are  contributing  to  the  fund  for 
the  support  of  the  strikers.  The  leaders  also  claim  that  if  assisted  the 
men  will  be  able  to  hold  out  until  their  efforts  are  crowned  with  success. 
Other  master  printers  in  this  city  have  conceded  the  demands  of  the  men, 
and  1,400  of  the  strikers  have  been  enabled  to  return  to  work.  The  condi- 
iion  of  the  strikers  in  Berlin  is  hopeful,  but  the  men  in  Munich,  Leipsic  and 
Stutt^rt,  where  there  is  less  prospect  of  an  immediate  return  to  work,  are 
suffermg  greatly. 
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The  matter  of  strikes  waa  taken  up  by  the  Bureau  in  a  limited  way,  and 
was  able  to  gather  such  data  only  through  the  courtesy  of  the  press  out- 
side of  the  State,  therefore  the  number  recorded  is  far  below  the  actual 
number  which  has  occurred.  To  secure  a  full  record  of  all  strikes  would 
require  more  means,  in  connection  with  the  main  lines  of  investigation  for 
this  year's  report  than  the  Bureau's  appropriation  would  allow.  The  num- 
ber of  strikes  in  Michigan  has  been  equaled  in  other  States  and  likely 
exceeded  had  we  the  means  of  securing  the  true  records.  While  from  the 
papers  sent  to  the  Bureau  only  2  strikes  were  found  in  Missouri,  from  the 
Bureau  report  of  that  State  for  1891  just  received,  Commissioner  Willard 
C.  Hall  notes  some  twenty  strikes. 

Presenting  the  strikes  so  far  as  noted  in  a  condensed  form,  the  following 
results  are  found,  as  reported  for  the  past  year:  14  strikes  were  arbitrated, 
23  were  considered  a  success  by  the  laboring  men,  16  were  called  a  partial 
success,  27  were  considered  failures  and  12  undetermined.  This  is  for  the 
United  States.  Of  the  foreign  strikes,  from  the  data  secured  by  the 
Bureau,  it  is  found  that  over  165,000  men  were  directly  involved.  As  to 
whether  the  foreign  strikes  noted  were  successful  or  not  we  were  unable  to 
ascertain  with  certainty.

What  is  known  in  England  as  the  allotment  system,  is  a  plan  by  which 
small  plots  of  land  are  rented  to  agricnltural  laborers  or  artisans,  and 
tilled  by  them  in  spare  times.  These  plots  average  somewhat  more  than 
one-fonrth  of  an  acre,  many  of  them  being  much  larger.  In  1887  a  bill 
was  passed  by  parliament  which  was  confined  ir^  \tB  operations  to  England, 
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giving  local  authority  compulsory  powers  to  take  and  hold  land  for  allot- 
ments  and  common  pasturage.  The  divorce  of  the  laborer  from  the  soil, 
and  the  decline  in  recent  years  of  English  agriculture,  have  attracted  fbe 
attention  of  economists  and  caused  much  anxiety  to  English  statesmen. 
Without  the  aid  of  the  law,  much  has  been  done  within  the  past  few  years 
by  voluntary  co-operation  of  landlord  and  laborer  to  extend  the  system. 
In  Wales  and  Scotland  it  hardly  exists.

In  London  no  distinction  is  made  between  land  values  and  the  value  of 
buildings.  It  is  assumed  that  the  bare  site  of  the  metropolis  has  an  annual 
rental  value  of  between  fifteen  and  seventeen  million  sterling,  and  a  selling 
value  of  from  four  to  five  hundred  million.  "This  value  increases  about 
one  per  cent  annually;  the  yearly  new  'unearned  increment'  of  London 
land  being  about  four-and-a-half  million  sterling — a  gain  to  the  owners 
upon  which  no  rates  or  taxes  whatever  (not  even  income  6t  property  tax) 
are  at  present  levied."

NIJIPTH  ANNUAL  REPORT, 
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State,  county  and  city  taxes  are  included  for  Detroit;  also  $1,229,000  in 
bonds  for  the  water  commissioners.  The  controller  does  not  include  this 
issue  in  his  statement  of  the  city's  indebtedness,  remarking  that  the  receipt 
from  water  assessments  and  the  annual  appropriation  of  $75,000  for  sinking 
and  interest  funds  will  be  sufficient  to  redeem  them  at  maturity.  This  is 
simply  saying  that  if  not  paid  in  one  way,  they  must  be  paid  in  another. 
What  is  not  paid  to  the  receiver,  must  be  paid  to  the  commissioners. 

REKT  AND   WAGES. — AN   OBJECT  LESSON. 

The  following  diagram  is  tak^n  from  the  almanack  of  the  English 
Financial  Beform  Association  for  1892.  It  is  published  as  an  object  lesson 
in  the  '^  Labor  Problem."  It  has  the  merit  of  a  clear  and  succinct  presenta- 
tion of  Bicardo's  theory  of  rent  as  popularly  expounded  by  Mr.  George- 
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The  diagram  represents  land  of  varying  desirableness;  the  best  lot  A, 
yields  a  return  of  6  to  a  given  quantity  of  labor;  the  next  best  5,  the  next 
i^  the  next  3,  the  next  2,  and  the  poorest  1  or  a  bare  living.  The  first 
comers  appropriate  the  best  lot,  and  the  return  for  their  labor — that  is, 
their  wages — is  6.  Since  all  are  working  on  land  of  equal  quality,  there  is 
no  rent.  So  on  lines  a  we  put  6  to  wages  and  0  to  rent  in  A  section.  But 
others  come  and  there  are  now  enough  people  to  cultivate  both  A  and  B. 
It  is  evident  that  it  will  be  just  the  same  to  the  newcomers  to  work  B  and 
get  a  return  of  5,  or  work  A  and  get  a  return  of  6,  one  of  which  they  pay 
to  the  first  comers  as  rent,  for  the  privilege  of  using  their  land;  for  in 
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both  cases  the  ultimate  return  is  5.  On  the  best  lot  A  the  return  is  now 
5  to  wages  and  1  to  rent;  on  B,  6  to  wages  and  0  to  rent.  Still  more  come 
and  A,  d  and  C  can  all  be  cultivated.  The  return  to  labor  is  now  4,  and 
the  line  c  is — A,  wages  4,  rent  2;  B,  wages  4,  rent  1;  C,  wages  4,  rent  0. 
Population  increases  further,  and  now  A,  B,  C,  and  D  are  in  use,  and  the 
return  for  labor  is  now  3,  and  the  line  d  is  consequently — A,  wages  3,  rent 
3;  B,  wages  3,  rent  2;  C,  wages  3,  rent  1;  D,  wages  3,  rent  0.  As  popula- 
tion still  increases,  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E  are  required.  The  return  to  labor 
is  2,  and  line  e  becomes — A,  wages  2,  rent  4;  B,  wages  2,  rent  3;  C,  wages 
2,  rent  2;  D,  wages  2,  rent  1;  and  E,  wages  2,  rent  0,  Ultimately  the  whole 
land  is  required.  The  standard  of  return  to  labor  is  now  1,  i.  e.,  a  bare 
living,  and  line /is — A,  wages  1,  rent  5;  B,  wages  1,  rent  4;  C,  wages  1, 
rent  3;  D,  wages  1,  rent  2;  E,  wages  1,  rent  1;  and  F,  wages  1,  and  rent  0. 
As  population  increases  and  land  becomes  occupied,  the  return  to  wages 
tends  to  decrease,  until  a  mere  subsistance  wage  is  yielded,  while  rent  con- 
stantly increases.  By  the  taxation  of  land  values  this  "unearned  incre- 
ment"  would  be  taken  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  community.

THE  CHECK  TO  POLITICAL  CORRUPTION  IN  ENGLAND. 

The  English  political  conscience  is  now  extremely  sensitive  to  bribery 
in  elections  or  even  the  appearance  of  corruption.  Severe  sentences  upon 
agents  and  the  political  disfranchisement  of  whole  constituencies,  have 
brought  the  English  electorate  very  near  to  perfection.  Mr.  Joseph  Cham- 
berlain, on  his  recent  visit  to  America,  said  that  corruption  and  bribery 
were  at  present  almost  unknown  in  England.  This  has  been  brought 
about  mainly  by  the  Corrupt  Practice  Act  of  1883.  by  which  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  candidate  and  his  agents  is  limited  to  a  certain  sum.  which  is 
calculated  upon  the  number  of  voters  in  the  district.  A  promise  to  give 
refreshment,  to  pay  traveling  expenses,  or  to  procure  an  office,  or  to  give 
money  for  any  of  these  purposes,  or  to  give  or  oflPer  anything  possessing 
value  and  likely  to  influence  a  voter,  is  deemed  bribery.  A  loan,  a  charita- 
ble bequest,  or  even  the  giving  of  a  holiday  to  an  employ^  without  deduc- 
tion from  his  wages,  may  amount  to  corruption.  The  candidate  is  also 
responsible  for  the  conduct  of  his  agents,  and  an  offense  on  their  part, 
even  if  unknown  to  the  candidate,  will  exclude  him  from  that  constituency

A  rough  induction  from  experience  in  assessing  property  in  many  large 
cities  of.  the  United  States,  has  shown  that  the  value  of  the  things  upon 
the  land  closely  equals  the  value  of  the  land  itself.  The  difference  in  the 
city  of  Detroit  is  only  2  per  cent,  showing  a  close  approximation  to  the 
rule.  The  assessment  of  such  property  as  horses,  cattle,  carriages,  and 
household  furniture,  ought  to  be  abolished,  both  on  the  grounds  of  equity 
and  economy.  Take  the  item  household  furniture.  The  experience  of  this 
city  has  been  that  officials  habituaUy  neglect  to  make  an  inquisitorial  inspec 
tion  of  the  interiors  of  dwellings  for  the  purpose  of  appraising  household 
furniture.  Even  should  an  inspection  be  made,  it  rarely  happens  that  an 
assessor  has  the  requisite  knowledge  to  set  a  correct  value  on  household 
goods.  Watches,  diamonds,  and  jewelry  of  all  kinds  are  included  in  the 
item  of  household  furniture.  But  as  everybody  knows  thes^  articles  are 
not  ostentatiously  dangled  before  the  eyes  of  an  assessor.  A  single  article 
of  female  adornment  frequently  exceeds  in  value  the  entire  assessment  of 
furniture  or  other  household  implements.  This  item  figures  in  the  levy 
for  1891  at  the  assessed  valuation  of  1^  millions,  or  3|^  per  cent  of  the 
value  of  buildings;  yet  even  at  the  low  estimate  of  one-fifth  as  compared 
with  the  dwelling,  this  item  should  figure  as  $10,000,000  on  the  tax  rollsw 
Families  are  known  to  the  assessors  in  which  single  objects,  pictures  for 
instance,  are  worth  more  than  the  entire  assessed  personal  valuation 
of  such  family.  On  the  other  hand,  under  the  head  of  "  Merchandise, 
Machinery,  etc.,'*  comes  the  merchant  and  manufacturing  community,  and 
upon  these  falls  the  brunt  of  personal  taxation.  Thirty-seven  million 
dollars  out  of  a  total  of  $39,423,000  personal  valuation  are  assessed  upon 
the  producers  and  distributors.  To  say  that  these  men  represent  the  back- 
bone of  the  modem  industrial  community  is  to  utter  a  platitude;  never- 
theless we  insist  on  keeping  heavy  burdens  on  the  organizers  of  industry 
and  employers  of  labor,  while  we  allow  land  held  for  purposes  of  specula- 
tion to  escape  with  less  than  half,  in  some  cases  not  a  third  of  its  selling 
value.

The  whole  number  of  cases  carried  to  the  Police  Justice  in  the  citj  of 
Detroit,  was  7,288;  of  these  but  2,839,  or  39  percent,  were  sent  to  prison  or 
reform  schools.  The  recorder  disposed  of  687  cases,  of  which  number  106, 
15  J  per  cent,  were  incarcerated  in  various  places  of  detention,  only  17  being 
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aent  to  the  State  Prison.  These  facts  mark  the  progress  of  the  human!- 
terian  spirit,  and  the  adoption  by  the  magistrate,  consciously  or  uncons- 
cionsly,  of  the  penological  maxim,  that  a  man  is  to  be  kept  ont  of  prison  as 
long  as  possible,  anS  not  marked  with  the  brand  of  the  jailbird  nor 
deprived  of  his  liberty  till  all  other  methods  have  proved  futile  and 
unavailing. 

In  the  good  old  times  magistrates,  puzzled  by  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  persons  charged  with  crime,  thought  nothing  more  rational  than  that  an 
increased  severity  in  the  method  of  punishment  would  cause  a  decrease  in 
the  number  of  criminals  brought  before  them.  Justice  moved  in  the  dark, 
and  law  for  the  repression  of  crime  reached  a  pitch  of  savage  ferocity.  The 
law  was  bloody  and  no  less  ineffectual  than  bloody.  Boiling  to  death  was 
at  one  time  a  form  of  capital  punishment  in  England,  and  Kichard  Bosse 
and  Margaret  Davy,  convicted  of  poisoning,  were  actually  put  to  death  in 
this  manner.  Under  Henry  VIII,  72,000  persons  are  said  to  have  been 
executed.  Death  was  the  punishment  for  stealing  property  above  the  value 
of  a  shilling,  and  that  within  the  memory  of  living  man.  Even  so  late  as 
1810,  the  eloquence  of  Sir  Samuel  Bomilly  failed  to  repeal  the  statute 
which  inflicted  the  death  penalty  for  stealing  from  a  shop  goods  above  the 
value  of  five  shillings.  At  the  silme  time,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
safeguards  which  enlightened  criminal  law  throws  around  the  person  on 
trial,  have  rendered  the  conviction  of  the  guilty  a  much  more  difficult  matter 
than  formerly.  The  chances  of  procuring  a  verdict  against  any  man  are 
lessened  in  proportion  as  the  law  requires  in  the  character  of  the  testimony 
the  minimum  of  probability  and  the  maximum  of  certainty.  To  eliminate 
doubt  as  far  as  possible,  is  as  it  should  be,  but  the  Scotch  verdict  of  ^'  not 
proven "  in  cases  in  which  we  are  morally  certain  of  the  guilt  of  the 
accused,  is  far  more  frequent  now  than  formerly. 

While  many  cruel  results  may  be  avoided  by  an  enlightened  system 
of  suspended  sentence,  which  punishes,  as  Bacon  said,  "By  inflicting  a 
note  or  mark,  such  I  mean  as  shall  not  extend  to  actual  punishment,  but 
end  either  in  admonition,  or  in  slight  disgrace;  punishing  the  offender 
as  it  were  with  a  blush."  Let  is  not  forget  that  to  hold  punishment  over 
the  heads  of  inbtructive  or  professional  criminals  or  to  visit  them  with 
light  sentences,  is  generally  wrong  in  principle  and  contradicted  by  the 
experience  of  penologists  the  world  over.  Once  resort  to  the  prison,  senti- 
mentality must  be  left  behind,  '^he  moment  a  prison  is  made  a  comfort- 
able place  to  live  in,  it  becomes  useless  as  a  safeguard  against  the  criminal 
classes.  This  is  a  fundamental  principle."  For  some  years  past,  the  system 
of  inflicting  light  sentences  on  habitual  offenders  has  been  tried  m  the 
borough  of  Liverj)ool  with  very  unsatisfactory  results.  According  to  th« 
chief  constable's  report,  the  numbers  were,  in —

Says  the  chief  constable:  ''These  figures  show  that  habitual  criminals 
will  not  be  deterred  by  light  sentences,  but  rather  emboldened  in  their 
sinister  career." 

To  the  injured  person  it  can  make  but  little  difference  whether  the 
.offender  be  classed  as  mentally  unsound,  morally  perverse,  or  physically 
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degenerata  To  him  the  resnltB  are  the  same.  In  whichever  category  the 
prisoner  be  placed,  society  is  only  safe  when  he  is  pnt  nnder  public  restraint, 
and  deterred  from  repeating  the  offense.  In  the  recent  atrocious  murder 
of  young  Garand  by  Bigly,  tried  before  the  recorder  of  Detroit,  counsel 
for  the  defence  urged  insanity  as  a  plea  for  acquittaL  It  was  contended 
that  years  of  drunken,  vicious  habits  had  rendered  Bigly  morally  irrespcm- 
sible,  and  upon  this  ground  he  secured  a  very  light  sentence.  As  an 
explanation  this  is  reasonable,  as  a  defence  it  is  worthless.  ^'It  ought  to  be 
the  law  of  England,"  says  Mr.'  Justice  Stephen,  ''that  no  act  is  a  crime  if 
the  person  who  does  it  is,  at  the  time  when  it  is  done,  prevented  by 
defective  mental  power,  or  by  any  disease  affecting  his  mind  from  controll- 
ing his  conduct,  unless  the  absence  of  the  power  of  self  control  has  been 
prodticed  hv  his  oiim default" 

If  crime  be  not  necessarily  a  social  disease,  yet  the  forces  that  make  for 
injury  to  person  and  property  are  never  absent;  and,  while  human  nature 
is  what  it  is,  never  will  be,  if  the  experience  of  the  past  counts  for  any- 
thing in  the  future.  While  it  would  be  idle  to  deny  that  judicious  legisla- 
tion may  effect  remarkable  changes  in  the  character  and  manners  of  a 
people,  the  effect  of  hereditary  disposition,  inherited  from  parents  and 
ancestors,  can  as  little  be  affected  by  statutes  as  the  great  principle  of 
economic  science,  that  each  seeks  the  greatest  gain  with  the  least  expendi- 
ture, can  be  controlled  by  the  vagaries  of  representatives  in  the  House  of 
Congress.  Proper  regard  being  had  to  time  and  surroundings,  it  ceases  to 
be  a  matter  for  wonderment  that  criminal  statistics  show  a  high  degree  of 
uniformity  in  the  quantity  and  quality  of  crime.  What  upon  a  cursory 
view  by  an  inexperienced  person,  could  be  more  obvious  than  that  suicides, 
depending  as  is  commonly  supposed  upon  exceptional  circumstances  and 
the  caprices  of  individual  volition,  should  be  incapable  of  yielding  any 
apparent  conformity  to  law,  or  admit  of  statistical  prediction.  Buckle  sums 
up  the  question  by  saying,  ''That  the  individual  felon  only  carries  into 
effect  what  is  a  necessary  consequence  of  preceding  cirQumstancos.  In  a 
given  state  of  society  a  certain  number  of  persons  must  put  an  end  to  their 
own  life.  This  is  the  general  law.  and  the  special  question  as  to  who  shaD 
commit  the  crime  depends,  of  course,  upon  special  laws;  which,  however, 
in  their  total  action,  must  obey  the  large  social  law  to  which  they  are  all 
subordinate.  And  the  power  of  the  larger  law  is  so  irresistible,  that  neither 
the  love  of  life  nor  the  fear  of  another  world  can  avail  anything  towards 
even  checking  its  operation." 

With  respect  to  the  question  is  crime  increasing?  We  are  unable  to 
offer  any  figures  for  Michigan  as  a  whole.  The  reports  of  four  of  the 
largest  towns  in  the  State  show  the  volume  of  crime  to  be  tolerably  constant 
with  a  tendency  to  decrease.  This,  of  course,  may  be  a  mere  coincidence, 
and  is  really  of  very  little  value.  A  more  or  less  thorough  canvass  of  the 
State,  and  the  comparison  and  tabulation  of  the  reports  of  State, 
county  and  municipal  authorities,  would  be  necessary,  to  give  us  any  relia- 
ble data.  We  have  had  neither  time  nor  means  for  any  extended  work  in 
this  direction.     The  following  table  gives  numbers  arrested,  and  classifies

The  whole  number  of  arrests  for  the  six  years  was  51»876,  a  yearly  aver* 
age  of  8,646.  The  number  for  1890  is  but  47  above  the  average.  Accord- 
ing to  population  there  was  one  arrest  for  every  23  persons,  but  as  478 
persons  were  recidivists  and  figure  in  2,363  arrests,  it  appears  that  one 
person  in  every  31  was  a  prisoner  for  some  cause  or  othor  in  1890.  For 
Grand  Rapids  we  have  for  the  years  1884  to  1891  inclusive:

The  whole  number  or  arrests  for  eight  years  was  13,298,  a  yearly  average 
of  1,662.  The  number  of  arrests  for  1891,  with  an  interval  of  six  years, 
was  fifty  less  than  in  1884.  According  to  population,  and  with  no  allow- 
ance for  recidivists,  one  person  in  every  36  of  population  was  a  prisoner  at 
some  time  during  1891.  The  economic  and  moral  conditions  of  Grand 
Bapids  have  remained  about  the  same  during  the  past  few  years,  and  as 
crime  under  these  circumstances  does  not  move  forward  or  backward  by 
fits  and  starts,  an  explanation  for  the  drop  in  1885  and  the  sudden  rise  in 
1888,  must  be  sought  in  municipal  regulations  or  the  changing  attitude  of 
the  police  under  different  administrations.  The  number  of  arrests  in  the 
city  of  Saginaw  for  1891  was  2,624,  a  slight  increase  over  former  years.  No 
allowance  being  made  for  reconvictions,  one  person  in  every  17.6  of  popu- 
lation was  a  prisoner  in  the  year  ending  March  22, 1891.  Bay  City,  for 
the  year  1891,  shows  1,188  persons  arrested,  1,110  males,    78  females,  a 
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decrease  of  26  as  compared  with  the  previotis  year.  This  is  one  person  to 
every  23  of  population,  with  no  deduction  for  recidivists. 

The  belief  seems  general  that  crime  is  increasing,  and  that  men  are 
becoming  worse  instead  of  better  with  every  advance  in  economic  condi- 
tions. This  view  seems  to  be  sustained  by  statisticians  and  so  far  as 
the  number  arrested  be  taken  as  a  guide,  is  undoubtedly  correct  But  we 
should  be  liable  to  erroneous  opinions  if  we  considered  only  the  face  value 
of  statistical  tables.  The  social,  political,  economical  and  racial  character- 
istics of  a  community,  or  of  any  two  periods  in  the  same  community,  must 
be  carefi^Uy  compared  before  we  can  gather  anything  affording  a  useful 
^ide  to  actual  conditions.  A  larger  number  of  persons  per  thousand 
inhabitants  are  arrested  in  Detroit  than  in  Grand  Bapids,  yet  upon  this 
alone  it  would  be  rash  to  infer  that  the  inhabitai^jts  of  Detroit  have  lees 
regard  for  the  rights  of  person  and  property  than  the  inhabitants  of  Urand 
Rapids.  In  all  lai^e  cities  such  as  Detroit,  enjoying  extensive  powers  of 
local  self-go«remment  it  is  inevitable  that  municipal  ordinances,  touching 
the^citizen  at  a  great  number  of  points,  will  multiply.  With  the  good  or 
evil  of  such  interference  we  are  not  now  concerned.  What  we  wish  to 
point  out  is,  that  dwellers  in  small  towns  and  villages  are  under  leas 
restraint  than  the  inhabitants  of  cities.  In  a  village  community  of  a 
thousand  persons  a  great  many  acts  pass  unchallenged,  which  in  a  great 
city  call  for  regulation  or  prohibitory  interference.  The  chances  of  being 
locked  up  on  a  charge  of  arunkenness  and  disorderly  conduct,  are  far  less 
in  a  small  village  where  prisoner  and  officer  are  mutually  dependent 
socially  and  politically,  than  in  Detroit  or  Grand  Bapids  with  their  well 
disciplined  police  forces. 

Hitherto  it  has  been  customary  with  politicians  and  trade  and  labor  organ- 
izations, without  any  preliminary  examination  of  the  matter,  to  throw  the 
whole  burden  of  increased  criminality  upon  '^foreign  pauper  labor,"  what- 
ever ttiis  may  mean,  on  the  ^'Italian  dago."  It  is  urged  that  we  could  pre- 
dict a  priori  a  large  increase  in  larceny  and  offenses  against  the  person 
from  the  introduction  of  immigrants,  escaping  from  low  economic  conditions 
and  defective  moral  training.  Such,  however,  is  not  the  case,  notwith- 
standing''the  fact  that  the  only  industrial  openings  we  offer  are  those 
requiring  heavy  manual  labor  and  the  performance  of  duties  too  disagree- 
able to  attract  the  native  born.  Detroit  contains  hundreds  of  Italians,  yet 
out  of  8,693  arrests  in  1891,  Italy  contributed  but  29.  In  Grand  Bapids  out 
of  1,746  arrests,  but  three  were  Italians.  Of  2,624  arrests  in  Saginaw,  but 
35  were  Italians.  Until  quite  recently,  criminal  statisticians  compared  the 
foreign  bom  population  with  the  whole  number  of  the  native  bom.  But 
this  method  is  defective,  for  it  throws  into  the  scale  against  the  foreigners 
the  whole  juvenile  population  of  the  country.  To  possess  any  value,  the 
comparison  must  be  made  between  the  foreign  bom  population  over  eigh- 
teen and  native  born  over  eighteen.  The  results,  according  to  Mr.  Falkner, 
are  usually  adverse  to  the  Americans,  and  sometimes  heavily  sa  "The 
foreign  born  population  in  America  is,  on  the  whole,  less  inclined  to  com- 
mit crime  than  the  native  born  American.  In  some  of  the  states,  Maine^ 
New  Hampshire,  Vermont  and  California,  the  foreign  bom  make  a  worse 
showing  than  the  native.  In  Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania  and  Tennessee 
there  is  not  much  difference,  but  elsewhere  the  showing  is  decidedly  in 
favor  of  the  foreign  bom,  and  nowhere  more  strongly  than  in  Wisconsin 
and  Minnesota."  Advances  in  education,  wealth  and  material  well  being,  do 
not  always  carry  with  them  a  corresponding  increase  in  moral  perception 
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as  to  our  rights  and  duties  to  others.  The  investigations  of  Mr.  Andrews, 
mean,  among  other  things,  that  better  economic  conditions  have  blunted  the 
moral  sense  of  a  large  section  of  the  community,  and  enormously  increased 
the  number  of  those  committed  for  vagrancy  and  misdemeanors.  Larceny 
and  offenses  against  property,  are  generally  thought  to  be  wholly  dependent 
upon  economic  conditions.  Want  is  said  to  be  the  great  instigator  of  theft 
They  are  related  as  the  scales  of  a  balance,  as  the  one  goes  up  the  other 
goes  down.  Labor  unions,  socialists  and  politicians  commonly  act  on  this 
assumption.  Poverty  is  said  to  be  the  mother  of  crime.  If  this  be  true, 
then  laborers,  mechanics  and  needy  persons,  would  furnish  almost  the 
entire  volume  of  crime.  But  a  glance  at  the  tables  for  Detroit,  or  any 
other  city,  shows  how  far  this  is  from  being  the  case.  Lawyers,  preachers^ 
ministers,  physicians  and  actors  figure  quite  as  badly  in  the  statistics  of 
crime  as  the  manual  laborer.  Spealing  from  our  'own  experience  during 
the  past  25  years,  we  can  hardly  recall  a  single  case  in  which  a  respectable, 
hard-working  mechanic  or  laborer  was  committed  to  prison  for  theft.  Even 
the  common  assumption  that  crimes  against  property  multiply  in  the  winter 
season  under  the  increased  pressure  of  want,  requires  better  evidence  for 
its  support  than  any  yet  adduced.   According  to  the  reports  of  the  English 

i)rison  commissioners,  the  prison  population  is  highest  in  the  summer  and 
owest  in  the  winter.  "From  the  month  of  October  till  the  month  of  Feb- 
mai^  in  the  following  year,  the  prison  population  continues  steadily  to 
diminish.  From  the  month  of  February  till  the  month  of  October,  the 
same  population,  allowing  for  pauses  in  its  progress  and  occasional  deflec- 
tions in  its  course,  mounts  upward  with  the  rising  temperature." 

That  bad  economic  conditions  may,  to  some  extent,  initiate  and  foster 
crime,  can  not  be  denied,  but  they  are  far,  very  far,  from  being  the  sole 
cause  of  offenses  against  property.  We  may  mention,  for  instance,  that 
doring  the  past  year  the  sum  of  $19,556  was  taken  from  arrested  persons 
in  Detroit,  and  $4,646  from  prisoners  in  Saginaw.  What  has  been  com- 
monly accepted  as  too  apparent  to  need  demonstration,  turns  out  to  be, 
like  many  another  "popular  truth,"  devoid  of  sufficient  proof  to  even  par- 
tially establish  its  claim  as  affording  an  explanation  of  certain  facta 

Education,  it  is  said,  is  the  thing  we  want;  but  culture  and  morality  are 
not  related  as  cause  and  effect.  The  educated  classes  of  England,  France 
and  Germany,  probably  furnish  somewhat  more  than  a  proportionate  per- 
centage to  the  annals  of  crime.  The  multiplication  of  the  means  for  pro- 
moting primary  and  collegiate  education  is  regarded  by  some  as  a  powerful 
crime-disx)eller.  But,  so  far,  the  mere  expansion  of  the  intellectual  faculties 
has  done  little  towards  lessening  crime.  The  matter,  in  fact,  is  susceptible 
only  of  ameliorative  treatment,  not  of  eradication.  What  is  wanted,  and 
wanted  more  than  all  else,  is  the  education  that  develops  anc^^gten^heuB 
character.  Such  education  to  be  effective  and  binding  must  l^utilitarian 
and  rationaL 
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COMPENDIUM  OF  THE  MICHIGAN  LABOR  BUREAU 

REPORTS. 


[  The  early  reports  of  the  Michigan  Bureau  of  Liabor  and  Industrial  Statistios  aie 
beooming  yery  soaroe;  the  supply  of  some  of  the  annuals  are  already  exhausted.  In 
Tiew  of  these  facts  it  has  been  thought  advisable  to  compile  a  complete  resume  of  all 
the  reports  to  date,  giving  the  result  of  each  year's  finding's  by  itself.] 

The  Michigan  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics  came  into 
existence  June  6, 1883,  when  Gov.  Josiah  W.  Begole  signed  the  act  passed 
by  the  legislature  for  that  purpose,  an  act  the  outcome  of  a  bill  intro- 
duced by  Representative  Frank  W.  Cook,  of  Muskegon.  On  June  19, 
1883,  John  W.  McGrath  was  appointed  the  first  Commissioner  of  Labor, 
with  John  Devlin  as  deputy,  and  they  immediately  entered  upon  their 
duties. 

The  matters  treated  of  in  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Bureau,  which 
was  issued  Feb.  1,  1884,  were  the  State's  penal  institutions;  the  labor 
organizations  of  the  commonwealth,  which  included  the  Patrons  of  Hus- 
bandry, the  Socialistic  Labor  party  and  the  International  Workingmen's 
Association,  and  the  earnings  of  the  State's  wage-workers,  and  their 
condition. 

The  Second  Annual  Report  took  cognizance  of  child  labor;  the  wages 
paid  labor  in  the  certain  mining  districts  of  the  Upper  Peninsula;  in 
Oscoda  and  AuSable,  East  Saginaw,  Grand  Rapids,  Kalamazoo,  and  a 
number  of  other  places;  ownership  of  real  estate,  and  comparative  statis- 
tics of  agriculture  and  manufacturing. 

The  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Bureau  was  under  the  control  of  Mr. 
0.  V.  R.  Pond,  with  Mr.  Frank  B.  Egan  as  deputy.  In  it  were  tabulated 
the  strikes  in  Michigan  from  March  1  to  Dec.  1, 1885;  testimony  of  wage- 
workers  as  to  their  condition;  wages  and  wage-earners  in  52  cities  and 
villages  in  Michigan;  and  farm  labor,  railroad  employes  and  manufactur- 
ing and  other  business  interests  of  the  State. 

The  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Bureau  w^s  also  under  the  super- 
vision of  Messrs.  Pond  and  Egan.  It  related  to  two  subjects  only — con- 
vict labor  and  child  labor. 
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Mr.  A.  H.  Heath  succeeded  Mr.  Pond  as  Labor  Commissioner  in  1887, 
and  Charlee  E.  Barnes  was  appointed  his  deputy.  These  two  gentlemen 
carried  on  the  affairs  of  the  Bureau  until  March,  1891,  when  they  were 
succeeded  by  the  present  Commissioner  and  his  Deputy.  The  Fifth 
Annual  Report,  issued  in  the  spring  of  1888,  gave  a  synopsis  of  the  owner- 
ship, acreage,  valuation  and  mortgage  indebtedness  of  farms,  and  the 
nativity  and  comparative  prosperity  of  the  State's  farming  community  by 

nationalities. 

The  Sixth  Annual  Beport  was  confined  to  statistics  of  certain  industries, 
such  as  clay,  coal,  copper,  stone,  etc.,  and  the  nationality  of  the  employes; 
and  a  comparison  by  nationalities  of  wages  in  the  old  country  with  wages 
in  Michigan. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Report  gave  a  tabulated  record  dealing  with  the 
furniture  industry  in  the  State  as  affecting  the  wage-workers  in  this 
business. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Report  was  mainly  confined  to  a  canvass  of  th^ 
employes  of  agricultural  implement  and  iron-working  industries  in  25 
cities  and  villages,  employed  in  201  shops  and  manufacturing  institutions. 

FIRST   ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  penal  institutions  of  Michigan,  the  first  subject  approached  by  the 
report,  were,  in  1884,  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson,  the  State  House  of 
Correction  at  Ionia,  the  Reform  School  for  Girls  at  Adrian,  the  Reform 
School  for  Boys  at  Lansing,  and  the  Detroit  House  of  Correction.  From 
1839  to  1882  the  State  Prison  had  7,483  persons  committed  to  its  charge, 
the  State  House  of  Correction  and  Reformatory  3,782  from  1877  to  1882; 
the  Detroit  House  of  Correction  31,130  from  1862  to  1882 — a  grand  total 
of  42,400,  The  number  sent  to  the  reform  schools  at  Lansing  and  Adrian 
are  not  given,  but  the  amounts  expended  by  these  institutions  are.  The 
Reform  School  for  Girls  absorbed  $132,300  in  the  years  1880-1-2,  and  the 
boys'  school  cost  $874,781.18  up  to  1882. 

In  both  the  State  Prison  and  the  State  House  of  Correction  the  convict 
contract  system  was  and  is  still  in  operation,  and  in  1882  there  were 
125,742  days'  labor  performed  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson  by  men 
under  contract  to  employers  other  than  the  State.  In  the  State  House  of 
Correction  for  the  same  year  there  were  92,308J  days  labor  under  contract. 
The  prices  paid  the  State  averaged  53^  cents  per  day  at  Jackson,  and  35J 
cents  at  Ionia. 

In  commenting  on  the  prison  statistics,  Mr.  McGrath  gives  it  as  his 
opinion  that  the  State  House  of  Correction  and  Reformatory  and  the 
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Detroit  House  of  Correction  have  not  produced  the  result  aimed  at— the 
reforming  of  young  criminals.  And  this  is  in  part  due  to  the  fact  that  too 
much  attention  has  been  paid  to  these  institutions  as  manufacturing 
establishments,  and  too  little  to  them  as  the  correctors  of  the  fatherless 
and  motherless  who  have  been  led  astray  by  older  evil-minded  persona 
The  inmates  of  these  institutions  should  be  classified,  he  thought,  and 
kept  separate,  and  the  contract  system  in  all  the  penal  institutions  should 
be  abolished.  This  latter  proposition  was  buttressed  by  arguments  to  the 
effect  that  the  prisoners  are  the  wards  of  the  State,  and  should  not  be 
placed  under  the  control  of  contractors  who  cared  nothing^for  them  except 
as  human  machines;  that  the  sale  of  the  product  of  the  prisoners  should 
be  regulated  by  the  State;  and  that  what  profit  there  is  in  employing 
prisoners  should  go  to  the  State. 

The  second  part  of  the  report  is  a  resume  of  the  objects  of  the  labor 
organizations  of  the  State.  The  labor  movement  is  differentiated  as 
follows:

Thus  the  farmer  organizations  and  the  trade  unions  are  placed  side  by 
side.  The  preamble  and  declaration  of  principles  of  the  Knights  of  Labor 
are  given  in  full,  and  the  aims  and  objects  of  the  Socialistic  Labor  party 
are  also  dwelt  upon  at  length. 

That  portion  of  the  Report  given  to  the  wage-workers  occupies  over  100 
pages  of  tables.  In  the  main  the  information  given  refers  to  the  11,948 
persons  canvassed  in  the  State  regarding  wages;  the  10,341  canvassed  in 
Wayne  county  regarding  their  wages  and  environments;  and  the  social 
condition  of  the  workers  in  certain  localities.  Some  8,611  persons 
received  an  average  of  S1.74  a  day,  the  wages  ranging  from  20  cents  to  $7. 
There  were  also  503  female  workers  canvassed.  Their  wages  ranged  from 
20  cents  to  S2.25  a  day — only  one  each  receiving  the  extremes  of  this 
scale.    But  51  received  over  $1  a  day. 

The  Wayne  county  canvass  indicated  that  of  the  10,341  from  which 
blanks  were  received,  1,663  boarded,  4,716  rented,  and  3,617  owned  or  were 
paying  for  their  homes;  while  668  had  savings  deposits. 
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One  establishment  in  Detroit,  the  name  of  which  is  not  given,  employ- 
ing 802  persons,  contribnted  a  report  showing  an  average  wage  of  91,99  a 
day.  They  had  a  large  percentage  of  skilled  mechanics,  and  operated 
daring  the  entire  year.  ^^ 

Of  Farm  Labor,  reports  from  prominent  farmers  in  various  localities 
showed  that  of  3,765  employes,  626  were  employed  by  the  year  at  rates 
ranging  from  $100  to  $504;  640  were  employed  from  Nov.  1  to  the  April 
following;  674  from  April  to  November,  612  during  haying,  548  during 
harvest,  and  665  after  harvest  to  Nov.  1.  The  wages  of  these  varied  from 
$5  to  $65  a  month.  The  daily  wages  of  2,406  varied  from  60  cents  to  $2.75 
a  day.  Of  these  736  received  $1  a  day  or  less;  821  received  between  $1 
and  $1.50  a  day,  and  the  remainder  between  $1.50  and  $2.75  a  day. 

In  1883  Detroit  paid  $130,031  in  salaries;  the  police  department 
$159,700,  the  fire  department  $112,260,  the  board  of  education  $194,637.70, 
and  Wayne  county  $94,840.  This  amounts  to  $691,460,  an  average  of 
$807  a  year  to  each  employ 6. 

The  examination  into  the  condition  of  the  working  classes  was  confined 
to  a  few  localities.  One  of  these  localities  was  the  brickyards  of  Spring- 
wells,  employing  between  200  and  300  men  from  April  to  October.  They 
worked  mainly  under  the  ''stent*'  system,  commencing  at  4  a.  m.,  work- 
ing until  9:30,  then  from  12  to  4  p.  m.  "During  this  time  each  man 
turns  out,  with  the  aid  of  machinery,  about  four  yards  or  32,000  bricks. 

*  *     *     Women  and  children,  where  such  are  employed,  are  now  set  to 

*  hacking,*  or  piling  the  bricks  in  rows,  to  the  height  of  about  five  feet. 

*  *  *  The  women  are  employed  from  three  to  six  hours  a  day,  accord- 
ing to  the  output  of  the  men,  and  earn  from  40  to  60  cents  a  day."  In  the 
brickyards  the  foreign  element  predominates,  the  workers  being  mainly 
Poles,  Prussians  and  Germans.  Filthy  and  dilapidated  small  houses  are 
the  rule.  Here  are  a  few  cooking  utensils  and  a  bed  or  two.  Those  who 
inhabit  these  shelters  "eat  largely  of  animal  food,  chiefly  pork,  taking  the 
blood,  entrails,  heads,  lungs  and  liver,  and  boiling  them  into  unsavory 
messes.*'  Yet  they  are  strong  and  healthy,  ignorant  and  unorganized, 
devoting  all  their  time  to  satisfying  their  physical  needs. 

The  increase  of  population  in  manufacturing  centers  is  commented  on, 
and  statistics  are  given  showing  its  progress.  These  are  drawn  from  the 
n.  S.  census.  Between  1370  and  1880  over  150  townships  in  the  State 
decreased  in  population.  With  this  is  given  the  increase  of  wealth  in 
Wayne  county,  and  the  increase  of  pauperism.  The  assessed  value  of 
Wayne  county  in  1872  was  $24,709,658;  in  1883  it  was  $109,229,807.  In 
1^0  the  number  of  persons  received  at  the  Wayne  county  poorhouse  was 
832;  in  1879  it  was  2,947.  Population  had  increased  4D  per  cent;  pauper- 
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ism  had  increased  350  per  cent.  In  the  State  the  figures  also  show  a  great 
increase.  In  1871  the  poorhouses  in  the  State  supported  3,156,  and  tem- 
porarily relieved  14,600,  In  1880  the  poorhouses  supported  6,547,  and 
temporarily  relieved  33,202.  In  1874  the  total  paid  for  poor  relief  was 
$444,790.49;  in  1880  it  amounted  to  $628,129.26.  Population  increased  38 
per  cent;  the  number  relieved  increased  130  per  cent. 

A  table  of  interest  is  No.  85,  showing  the  gradual  decrease  in  the  cost  of 
mining  copper,  the  gradual  fall  in  price,  and  the  gradual  increase  in 
profits.  The  Quincy  mining  company  shipped  2,358,639  pounds  of  copper 
in  1867,  with  167  miners.  It  cost  them  20  cents  a  pound,  and  sold  for  24 
cents.  In  1881  the  same  company  shipped  6,576,735  pounds  of  copper, 
mined  by  212  miners,  costing  them  10.03  cents  a  pound,  and  selling  for 
18.17  cents.  The  total  dividends  paid  by  the  Lake  Superior  copper  min- 
ing companies  to  and  including  1881  amounted  to  $32,370,915. 

Mr.  McGrath  concludes  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  by  advis- 
ing as  a  remedy  for  bad  social  conditions  greater  freedom  of  trade,  in  order 
that  there  be  a  larger  market  for  labor,  and  also  in  opder  that  immigration 
may  follow  natural  channels  instead  of  forced  ones  that  speedily  become 
congested. 

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

In  the  Second  Annual  Report  of  the  Michigan  Labor  Bureau,  Part  I 
shows  how  the  information  was  gathered.  Part  II  gives  the  expenses  by 
counties  of  the  decennial  census  taken  in  1884.  The  total  cost  was 
$94,343.05,  Wayne  county  absorbing  the  largest  share  for  any  one  county, 
$7,827.05,  and  Alcona  $172,  the  least.  The  Commissioner  thought  that 
for  this  large  sum  the  statistics  should  have  been  very  accurate,  but 
instead,  numerous  complaints  from  various  sections  of  the  State  weaken 
the  value  of  the  statistics  given. 

"Strikes  and  combinations"  occupy  42  pages.  In  four  months  of  1884 
there  were  42  strikes  of  wage- workers,  and  35  pools  or  combinations  of 
employers.  The  Oscoda  and  AuSable  strike,  which  was  begun  June  16, 
1884,  he  charged  to  the  mill  owners,  who,  with  their  system  of  store 
orders,  retaining  a  percentage  of  the  men's  wages,  an  attempted  reduction, 
and  other  inequitable  customs,  drove  the  men  to  resistance.  In  a  canvass 
of  780  operatives  in  Oscoda  and  AuSable,  613  were  foreign  and  187  native 
bom.  Troops  were  sent  to  the  scene  of  the  strike  to  protect  the  mills,  but 
there  was  absolutely  no  use  for  this  display  of  force.  Pinkerton  detect- 
ives, armed  with  Winchester  rifles,  were  also  brought  from  Chicago.  The 
troops  fraternized  with  the  strikers,  and  the  Pinkertons  were  soon  with- 
drawn.   After  a  few  days  idleness  the  mills  resumed  at  the  old  wages,  and 
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the  abolition  of  the  store  order  system — a  great  victory  for  the  men. 
There  was  no  other  large  strike  in  Michigan  that  year. 

"Strikes,"  remarks  the  Oommissioner,  "are  sometimes  unreasonable; 
they  are  always  unreasonable  when  they  seek  to  enforce  a  demand  for 
higher  wages  than  the  employer  can  pay  and  save  a  fair  margin  of  interest 
npon  his  capital,  and  a  fair  reward  for  the  enterprise  which  has  bnilt  up 
his  business." 

Capital,  when  honestly  accumulated  is  entitled  to  respectful  considera- 
tion. But  all  capital  is  not  thus  acquired.  Much  has  been  accumulated 
illegitimately,  by  wrecking  processes,  by  indiscriminate  destructives  and 
the  advantages  of  the  capital  class  are  not  entirely  those  which  follow  the 
legitimate  action  of  economic  principles.  This  class  obtains  additional 
power  through  legislative  enactments,  and  it  is  the  exercise  of  these  legis- 
lated privileges  which  injure  the  people  and  tends  to  produce  discontent, 
increasing  want,  poverty  and  strikes.  Finally  the  Commissioner  con- 
cludes, as  in  his  fi^t  re^rt,  that  restricted  trade,  giving  certain  manuf ac 
turers  undue  advantages,  caused  the  major  part  of  the  labor  difficulties  of 
the  country.  "We  must  *  *  *  gradually  relieve  industry  of  the 
burden  now  imposed  under  the  pretext  of  protection;  strike  down  the  sys^ 
tern  of  taxation  which  bears  most  heavily  on  the  middle  and  lower  classes; 
as  soon  as  possible  limit  the  amount  of  land  which  any  one  man  or  com- 
pany may  own,  and  restrict  the  power  of  taxing  the  people  now  exercised 
by  railroad,  telegraph  and  express  companies." 

The  statistics  on  "  Child  Labor,"  the  fourth  chapter  of  the  report,  are 
elaborate  as  regards  Detroit,  but  the  canvass  was  only  partial.  In  1883 
the  school  population  of  Detroit  was  43,840.  Of  this  number  15,772  were 
in  public  schools,  7,671  were  in  private  schools,  and  20,397  attended  no 
school.  In  1884  the  school  population  was  45,641,  number  in  public 
schools  15,331,  private  schools  8,378,  and  in  no  school  21,932.  Of  these 
school  children,  31,042  were  under  15  years  of  age,  9,723  of  whom 
attended  no  school.  Traces  could  be  obtained  of  only  1,034  at  work. 
Where  the  others  were  was  an  unsolved  problem. 

In  East  Saginaw  the  number  of  school  children  in  1884  was  6,919,  of 
whom  54  per  cent  attended  school.  In  Grand  Rapids  the  number  was 
11,964,  and  58  per  cent  attended  school.  The  total  school  population  in 
Alpena,  Cadillac,  Corunna,  Detroit,  East  Saginaw,  Grand  Rapids,  Green- 
ville, Owosso  and  Saginaw  City  was  72,339,  and  64  per  cent  attended 
school. 

The  average  wage  of  male  children  under  17  in  Detroit  is  given  at  $3.30 
a  week,  and  of  girls  at  $2.62  a  week.  The  boys  followed  89  occupations, 
and  the  girls  36.    The  great  majority  of  children  working  were  the  oflF- 
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spring  of  parents  receiving  less  than  SL50  a  day.  '^  Child  labor  is  increas- 
ing at  the  expense  of  child  education,"  remarks  the  Commissioner.  Large 
manufacturing  centers  were  becoming  centers  of  ignorance,  and  both 
intellectually  and  physically  the  rising  generation  were  being  crippled. 
^'The  pressure  of  social  environments,  rather  than  cupidity  and  greed,  has 
determined  the  sending  of  children  into  workshops  and  factories,  the  mite 
contributed  by  the  cfhildren  being  in  most  cases  absolutely  necessary  to 
<eke  out  the  meager  wages  of  the  parents." 

The  .Commissioner  advises  the  appointment  and  paying  of  an  officer  to 
enforce  school  attendance.  He  should  also  have  the  collecting  of  the  school 
-statistics.  He  also  recommends  manual  training  in  the  public  schools. 
^'A  distinct  and  separate  course  of  instruction  is  not  proposed,  but  the  idea 
is  to  associate  manual  with  intellectual  culture,  ♦  ♦  *  and  to  digjiify 
and  elevate  mechanical  labor." 

The  statistics  on  was^e- workers  are  confined  to  the  copper  mining  dis- 
tricts of  Calumet,  Hancock  and  Houghton;  the  iron  mining  districts  of 
Ishpeming  and  Negaunee;  the  lumber  districts  of  Oscoda  and  AuSable; 
and  to  East  Saginaw,  Grand  Bapids  and  E^lamazoo.  But  little  of  the 
ground  covered  in  the  first  report  is  touched  in  this. 

The  statistical  tables  are  exceedingly  long,  and  cover  a  great  variety  of 
subjects.  But  one,  occupying  less  than  a  quarter  of  a  page,  makes  a 
startling  showing,  in  that  it  indicates  that  those  industries  protected  for 
the  sake  of  American  workmen  are  mainly  in  the  hands  of  foreigners.  In 
the  Marquette  iron  district  92  per  cent  of  the  workers  are  foreign  bom, 
and  76  per  cent  live  in  rented  houses.  In  the  lumber  district  of  AuSable 
and  Oscoda  78  per  cent  are  foreign  bom,  and  65  per  cent  live  in  rented 
houses.  Kalamazoo,  which  has  no  protected  industry,  runs  the  other  way. 
Only  29  per  cent  are  foreigners,  and  63  per  cent  live  in  rented  houses.  In 
Grand  Bapids  26  families  live  in  one  room  each,  132  in  two  rooms,  356  in 
three  rooQis,  407  in  four  rooms,  264  in  five  rooms,  and  so  up  to  14  rooms 
for  a  single  family. 

In  East  Saginaw  34  families  live  in  one  room  each,  109  in  two  rooms 
each,  184  in  three  rooms,  and  292  in  four  rooms. 

In  Kalamazoo  only  two  families  live  in  one  room  each,  15  in  three 
rooms,  and  45  in  four  rooms. 

In  Wayne  county  there  were  found  187  families,  consisting  of  687  per- 
sons, living  in  187  rooms;  1,507  families,  consisting  of  6,192  persons,  living 
in  3,014  rooms;  1,291  families,  consisting  of  5,619  persons,  living  in  3,873 
rooms;  and  1,811  families,  consisting  of  8,447  persons,  living  in  7,244 
rooms. 

A  compilation  of  wages  from  reports  from  6,930  persons  make  the  average 
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$1.77  a  day.  Another  compilation  of  returns  from  326  leading  employers, 
with  15,272  employes,  makes  the  average  S1.60  a  day.  The  gross  amount  of 
daily  wages  paid  the  15,272  persons  was  $24,451,  an  average  of  $1.27  ta 
11,505  persons,  and  $2.54  for  the  remaining  3,766. 

The  tables  of  lost  time  show  that  wage-workers  supposed  to  be  regularly 
employed  lose  on  an  average  65  days  a  year,  reducing  the  average  of  $554 
a  year  to  $442,  or  $1.41  a  day. 

Under  the  "Wage- workers"  division  there  is  a  table  showing  the  highest 
and  lowest  price  of  a  number  of  staple  commodities  in  1860  and  1881,  and 
what  $1  would  buy  in  each  of  the  years  named.  Another  table  gives  the 
prices  of  25  leading  articles  entering  into  general  consumption  for  each 
year  from  1825  to  1882. 

Table  147  shows  the  death-rate  by  wards  in  Detroit  in  1884,  The 
highest  percentage  of  deaths  is  in  the  third  ward — .028.  While  23  chil- 
dren under  five  years  of  age  are  dying  in  the  first  ward,  142  are  dying  in 
the  third  ward,  and  while  21  are  dying  in  the  second  ward,  186  are  dying 
in  the  ninth  Mjard.  The  thirteenth  ward,  with  a  population  of  4,555,  had 
92  deaths;  the  second  ward,  with  a  population  of  10,650,  had  73  deaths. 

The  concentration  of  wealth  occupies  Part  YI  of  the  Beport.  It  has 
been  quoted  from  more  than  any  other  work  accomplished  by  the  Bureau, 
except  possibly  the  one  dealing  with  farm  mortgages,  issued  by  Labor 
Commissioner  Heath. 

It  gives  the  ownership  of  land  belonging  to  non-resident  owners  in  470* 
townships  embracing  a  total  acreage  of  4,007,401,  with  a  total  assessed 
valuation  of  $34,304,064.  In  these  470  townships  there  were  6,286  rented 
farms,  assessed  at  $17,561,815,  and  with  576,218  acres.  The  number  of 
owners  of  real  estate  and  the  amount  owned  by  each  is  given  in  Calumet,. 
Ishpeming,  Marquette  city,  Negaunee,  Marquette  county,  Flint,  Grand 
Haven,  Grand  Rapids  (in  part),  Port  Huron,  Hamtramck,  Spring wells^ 
Detroit,  and  37  villages,  13  townships,  and  12  other  cities.  The  summary 
of  ownership  of  real  estate  show  that  in  a  population  of  349,312  there  are 
51,274  owners.  Deducting  the  cities  of  Ann  Arbor  (in  part).  Battle  Creek, 
Corunna,  Dowagiac,  Holland,  Ionia  (in  part),  Niles  (in  part),  Owosso, 
Pontiac,  Stanton,  St.  Clair  and  Tpsilanti,  and  the  townships  and  villages, 
it  is  seen  that  in  a  population  of  250,765,  31,747  own  all  the  realty.  Of 
the  total  assessed  valuation  of  $148,325,353,  the  small  number  of  1,261 
own  $90,658,374 — less  than  4  per  cent  of  the  population  owning  61  per 
cent  of  the  entire  amount. 

The  compiled  footings  of  the  owners  of  Detroit  realty  show  that 
14,399  own  all  the  city  assessed  at  $77,408,400,  while  818,  or  less  than  ft 
per  cent  of  the  whole  number,  own  over  56  per  cent,  or  $43,395,665. 
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The  grand  summary  gives  the  total  ownership  of  realty  on  which  348,312 
people  reside  at  $51,274;  and  1,342  own  $92,613,874  of  the  $173,839,258,  at 
which  it  is  assessed.  Thus  2  -^  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  own  over  53 
per  cent  of  the  whole  amount.  "With  an  aggregate  assessed  value  of 
$173,839,258,  or  sufficient  to  give  each  of  the  349,312  inhabitants  real 
estate  valued  (assessed)  at  $497,  over  ^  of  the  whole  number  of  owners, 
or  29,615,  hold  real  estate  valued  (assessed)  at  $141,865,617,  an  average 
of  $501  each,  and  21,659  persons  own  real  estate  valued  (assessed)  at 
$158,937,641,  and  298,038  of  the  population  own  no  real  estate." 

The  mortgages  on  Detroit  real  estate  from  1875  to  1883  and  not  discharged 
in  1(583,  are  given.  The  number  was  9,948,  the  amount  loaned  $14,622,902. 
Residents  hold  $9,008,529,  and  non-residents  $5,614,373.  The  Commis- 
sioner argues  that  this  reduces  the  number  of  real  estate  owners  consid- 
erably. Of  the  47,758  names  appearing  in  the  city  directory  there  are 
13,075  who  own  real  estate,  and  34,683  who  do  not. 

In  Part  VII  Mr.  McGrath  takes  advantage  of  the  U.  S.  census  to  give 
comparative  statistics  regarding  agriculture,  manufactures  and  mining. 
He  gives  dividends  declared  in  mining,  railroading,  telegraphing  and 
banking.  The  increased  volume  of  agriculture  is  also  shown,  all  of  which 
can  still  be  found  in  the  U.  S.  census.  While  farm  products  increased  in 
quantity  in  1880  over  1870,  there  was  a  decrease  in  its  value.  Meantime 
manufacturing,  with  but  slight  increase  in  establishments,  employes,  and 
capital,  show  an  increase  in  value  of  products  of  $1,137,000,000. 

From  1876  to  1882  there  was  an  increase  in  deposits  in  national  banka 
of  57  per  cent,  in  private  banks  of  60  per  cent,  and  in  savings  banks  of 
124  per  cent. 

The  figures  tend  to  prove  that  agriculture  has  been  at  a  disadvantage 
compared  to  other  industries,  that  its  capital  has  made  the  smallest  return^ 
and  that  the  prosperity  of  those  engaged  therein  has  not  kept  pace  with 
population. 

THIEID  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

"Strikes"  occupies  49  pages  of  the  Third  Annual  Report  of  the  Labor 
Bureau.  It  is  Part  II,  Part  I  being  taken  up  with  a  report  of  the  national 
meeting  of  the  chiefs  of  the  different  State  bureaus.  This  covers  81  pages. 
Michigan  had  only  seven,  strikes  in  1885  thought  worthy  to  record.  On 
May  5  the  shoe  factory  of  Pingree  &  Smith,  Detroit,  was  struck  because 
the  shop  was  not  made  a  "union"  one.  The  places  of  the  strikers  having 
been  filled  by  non-union  men,  a  "boycott"  was  placed  on  the  goods  of  the 
firm,  which  at  the  close  of  the  report  was  still  in  force,  f-^t  a  settlement^ 
later,  the  men  practically  won.] 
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On  July  6  the  great  Saginaw  strike  was  begun  for  a  10-hour  work  day. 
This  affected  4,991  men  and  563  boys.  It  dragged  on  for  a  number  of 
weeks,  during  which  troops  were  called  out.  Finally  all  the  mills  went 
to  work,  but  the  report  does  not  give  the  basis  of  the  settlement.  It  says  it 
was  no  financial  loss  to  the  mill  owners,  all  the  loss  falling  on  the 
employ^     [Since  the  strike  10  hours  has  been  a  day's  work.] 

On  Sept.  1  the  men  employed  in  the  shingle  mills  of  Muskegon  struck 
for  a  10-hour  work  day  and  got  it. 

Some  582  persons,  given  as  wage  workers,  answer  a  series  of  questions 
put  to  them.  The  information  is  not  tabulated,  and  therefore  is  in  no 
shape  to  be  used  with  any  degree  of  certainty. 

There  ^ere  225  reported  owning  homes  valued  at  $220,645,  and  103 
homes  were  mortgaged  for  $105,000.  The  average  rate  of  interest  paid 
was  7.96  per  cent.    Some  26  mortgages  paid  interest  at  10  per  cent. 

In  the  matter  of  wages  there  is  very  little,  if  any,  difference  between  this 
report  and  the  two  preceding  ones.  It  is  ascertained  that  the  wage-workers 
of  the  State  are  earning  between  $1.60  and  $1.77  a  day — ^$1.67  probably 
being  nearest  the  correct  figures;  and  if  lost  time  is  deducted,  the  average 
wages  is  between  $1.30  and  $1.40. 

The  Bureau  reports  from  133,015  wage-workers,  18,518  being  railroad 
men.  Wages  of  males  averaged  $1.70,  of  females  82  cents  when  over  16 
years  of  age,  and  63  cents  for  boys  and  47  for  girls.  The  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  99  per  cent  of  the  manufacturing  establishments  are  reported  as 
good. 

Farm  labor,  per  month  with  board,  is  given  at  an  average  of  $17.07; 
without  board,  $28.24.  The  highest  wages  paid  per  month  with  board  is 
placed  at  $30,  and  the  lowest  at  $8.  Comparisons  are  also  made  between 
farm  labor  in  Michigan  and  in  Europe.  England  x)ays  97  cents  per  month 
less,  while  Russia,  Germany,  Italy  and  other  countries  pay  considerably 
less.  In  another  table  the  comparisons  between  wages  paid  in  Europe 
and  in  Michigan  are  carried  still  further,  showing  a  great  advance  in  this 
State  over  the  Old  Worid. 

The  average  day's  labor  in  manufacturing  is  placed  at  10  hours  and  20 
minutes,  in  all  other  business  at  10  hours  and  57  minutes.  The  lowest 
wages  reported  is  16  cents  a  day. 

FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  major  part  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
is  occupied  with  the  problem  of  convict  labor.  The  report  is  also  beau- 
tified and  made  clear  by  the  addition  of  a  number  of  illustrations  of  the 
inside  and  outside  of  various  prisons  in  varioxis  parts  of  the  country.    In 
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Penngylvania,  for  example,  there  is  a  system  of  solitary  confinement,  neoes- 
sitating  large  cells  in  order  that  the  convicts  have  room  for  such  toc^ 
as  they  may  need.  A  picture  of  such  a  cell  is  shown  opposite  page  90. 
It  is  for  a  cabinet  maker.  His  bed  is  in  one  comer  and  his  bench  occu- 
pies the  foreground. 

''How  shall  the  prisoners  in  the  penal  institutions  of  Michigan  be 
employed?"  asks  the  Beport.  The  answer  of  the  Commissioner  to  his  own 
question  is  found  on  page  228:  "As  affecting  the  question  of  convict 
labor,  we  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  present  contract  system  of 
employing  convicts  in  our  State  penal  institutions.  We  recommend  as  a 
substitute  for  the  contract  system,  the  employing  of  convicts  upon  the 
State  account  plan,  without  the  use  of  motor  power  machinery,  and  the 
granting  of  sufficient  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  to  give  the 
substituted  system  effective  operation." 

To  reach  this  conclusion  the  Commissioner  investigates  not  only  the 
penal  institutions  of  Michigan,  but  also  those  of  Wisconsin,  Ohio,  New 
Jersey,  Connecticut  and  other  states.  He  receives  answers  to  his  ques- 
tions from  a  large  number  of  prison  wardens,  and  also  replies  to  questions 
from  manufacturers  brought  into  competition  with  convict  contract  labor. 
As  a  rule,  wardens  are  found  to  be  opposed  to  the  contract  system,  mainly 
on  the  ground  that  it  interferes  with  prison  discipline.  It  "divides 
authority,"  in  the  language  of  Capt.  Joseph  Nicholson,  Superintendent  of 
the  Detroit  House  of  Correction,  "provokes  insubordination,  prevents 
humane  discipline  and  every  reasonable  effort  for  reformation,  is  vicious  in 
its  tendencies  from  overwork,  decoys,  and  numerous  other  seductive  expe- 
dients well  known  to  contractors,  all  of  which  are  inconsistent  with  honest 
effort  toward  reformation." 

Said  Capt.  H.  F.  Hatch,  warden  of  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson:  "If 
the  State  desires  to  make  money,  the  contract  system  is  the  best.  ♦  ♦  ♦ 
If  the  State  desires  to  reduce  competition  with  free  labor,  a  State  account 
system,  where  the  men  are  worked  only  long  enough  each  day  to  serve 
health  is  the  best.'' 

Warden  Wright,  of  the  Western  Penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania,  says: 
"After  an  experience  of  16  years,  my  deliberate  judgment  is  that  there  is 
no  method  so  satisfactory  to  the  State,  to  the  prisoner,  and  to  the  institu- 
tion  as  contract  labor." 

An  appendix  to  Part  I  of  the  report  consists  of  a  resume  of  the  first 
meeting  of  the  national  anti-convict-contract  association  held  in  Chicago, 
Aug.  26, 1891. 

"  Child  Labor,"  the  second  part  of  the  Fourth  Annual  Report,  is  inde> 
cisive.     Blanks  to  obtain  the  number  of  children  employed  in  various  man* 
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ufactories  were  sent  out,  and  replies  were  received  from  71  establishments 
located  in  46  cities  and  towns,  representing  26  diflferent  classes  of  business. 
These  employers  reported  a  total  of  292  boys  and  62  girls  employed,  rang  - 
ing  from  8  to  14  years.  The  average  wages  earned  by  these  children  were 
50  cents  a  day  for  boys  and  31  cents  for  girls.  The  mills  and  salt  blocks 
reported  the  largest  number  employed  in  any  one  industry. 

Special  canvassers  reported  finding  869  boys  between  the  ages  of  9  and 
15  working  in  Bay  City  and  West  Bay  City,  Detroit,  the  Saginaws,  Grand 
Bapidsy  Manistee  and  Muskegon.  They  also  found  111  young  girls  work- 
ing in  these  places.  As  these  cities  have  a  very  large  proportion  of  the 
population  of  the  State,  the  showing  made  is  not  as  bad  as  many  had 
thought. 

The  Commissioner  makes  certain  recommendations.  He  believes  it 
should  be  compulsory  upon  employers  to  have  in  their  possession  certifi- 
cates signed  by  the  teacher,  or  some  school  officer,  showing  that  the  child 
employed  "has  attended  school  for  at  least  four  months  of  the  twelve 
months  preceding  the  time  of  engaging  such  child  at  work.*'  He  also 
rgpommends  that  the  parents  be  made  to  give  certificates. 

FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  Fifth  Annual  Beport  of  the  Michigan  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Indus- 
trial Statistics  has  commanded  no  little  attention.  In  it  is  shown  the 
ownership,  acreage,  valuation,  and  mortgage  indebtedness  of  90,803  farms, 
or  58.1  per  cent  of  all  the  farms  in  the  State.  These  cover  some  780  of 
the  1,135  townships  in  Michigan. 

The  figures  given  in  the  report  have  never  been  seriously  attacked. 
*'Of  the  20  State  Bureaus  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics,"  says  the 
Commissioner,  ^'Michigan  is  the  first  to  make  a  systematic  and  thorough 
investigation  of  the  mortgage  question.  *  «  *  We  adopted  our  own 
system  of  inrvestigation,  and  carried  the  work  to  a  successful  completion." 

Of  the  90,803  farms  of  which  statistics  were  collected,  6,315  were  occu- 
pied by  tenants.  The  total  assessed  value  of  the  farms  occupied  by  the 
owners  was  $174,593,179;  by  tenants,  $20,261,454.  The  assessed  value  of 
the  farms  not  mortgaged  was  $115,141,592;  and  of  the  farms  mortgaged, 
$79,713,051.  On  this  assessed  valuation  of  $79,713,051  there  was  found  a 
mortgage  indebtedness  of  $37,456,372. 

These  figures  show  that  the  mortgaged  farms  were  mortgaged  46.8  per 
cent  of  their  assessed  value — nearly  half — and  that  there  was  being 
annually  paid  in  interest  $2,701,669.22,  at  an  average  rate  of  7.2  per  cent. 

Taking  the  above  figures  as  a  basis,  the  Commissioner  estimates  the 
53 
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total  mortgage  indebtednesB  of  real  estate,  based  on  the  valuation  of  16>H. 
is  9129,229^753.01.  reqairing  the  annual  payment  of  $9,451.S5L24. 

For  the  year  ending  Joly  31.  1887,  there  were  L667  mortgages  fon-- 
closed,  131  redemptions,  216  sales  on  levy  of  executions  and  33  redemptioiis. 

There  were  found  33  farms  of  over  1,000  acres;  85  over  €00  to  1,000 
acres;  1,063  over  300  to  600  acres;  2,407  over  200  to  300  acres:  20^12  over 
100  to  200  acres,  and  the  balance  100  acres  and  under. 

The  nationality  of  the  farm  statistics  gathered  showed  31^507  foreigners 
and  63,379  Americans.  The  farms  of  the  foreigners  wer<%  mortgaged  for 
$11,191,714,  and  the  Americans  for  926,313,153.  Of  these  foreigners 
23,503  had  no  money  on  their  arrival  in  the  United  States.  There  were 
10,341  Germans  and  8,225  Canadians  among  the  foreigners;  4.182  English- 
men and  3,629  Irishmen. 

''While  the  actual  figures  given  in  our  reports  show  that  47.4  per  cent 
of  the  farms  reported  are  mortgaged,"  says  the  Commissioner,  'Mt  is  evi- 
dent that  the  real  facts,  if  frankly  given,  would  indicate  a  much  larger 
percentage."  This  is  because  many  farmers  ''stubbornly  refused  to 
answer,  or  coolly  informed  the  supervisor  that  it  was 'none  of  his  buai- 
neas/'"  Where  farmers  refused  to  give  such  information,  the  Commis- 
sioner treated  all  such  cases  as  farms  not  mortgaged,  Tet-it  was  self- 
evident  that  they  were  mortgaged,  and  that  they  did  not  wish  it  to  be 
generally  known.  "A  Bohemian  oat  man,"  says  the  report,  "can  more 
easily  ply  his  vocation  and  swindle  the  unwary  farmer,  than  the  statis- 
tician can  acquire  from  him  statistical  information  of  great  importance  to 
the  entire  i)eople." 

From  the  work  of  the  Bureau  the  Commissioner  deduces  these  facts: 

"Firsts  That  one-half  of  the  farms  of  Michigan  are  mortgaged,  and 
are  paying  a  double  tax; 

^^Second,  That  by  reason  of  this  mortgage  indebtedness  and  double 
taxation,  business  of  all  kinds  is  seriously  affected; 

*^  Third,  That  the  men  who  loan  money  do  not  bear  their  just  proportion 
of  the  public  expenses  in  return  for  the  protection  given  them,  while  the 
majority  escape  taxation." 

The  Commissioner  recommends  the  California  law,  which  treats  a  mort- 
gage as  real  property,  or  an  interest  in  the  property  affected  thereby,  to 
the  attention  of  the  State  legislators,  but  he  sees  that  to  make  a  similar 
law  in  Michigan  effective  it  must  be  generally  adopted,  or  the  eastern 
money  lenders  would  withdraw  their  money  from  the  State,  thus  raising 
the  rate  of  interest,  and  again  throwing  a  double  burden  on  the  farmer. 
The  Commissioner  fails  to  see,  however,  that  the  only  way  to  decrease  the 
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burden  of  interest  is  to  not  tax  mortgages  at  all,  when  money  would  flow 
in  and  comi)etition  between  lenders  would  decrease  the  rate  of  interest. 

Part  IV  of  the  Fifth  Annual  Beport  gives  the  statistics  of  all  strikes^ 
and  lockouts  in  Michigan  from  January,  1881,  to  January,  .1887.  It  is  the 
advance  sheets  of  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Labor  on  the  same  subjects.  There 
were  358  strikes,  and  136  were  successful,  30  were  partially  successful,  192 
failed.  The  loss  to  the  31,184  employes  striking  and  involved  was 
$1,232,002,  and  to  the  358  establishments  $627,002.  Only  122  of  these 
strikes  were  ordered  by  organizations.  They  involved  the  loss  of  10,669 
days*  labor. 

During  the  same  period  there  were  20  lockouts,  of  957  days'  duration, 
in  which  the  employes'  loss  was  $164,060,  and  the  employers'  $104,800. 
Fourteen  of  these  succeeded,  and  six  failed.  These  lockouts  affected  2,764 
employes. 

For  1887  the  Bureau  reports  19  strikes,  "but  none  that  required  aa 
investigation  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor." 

SIXTH   ANNUAL   REPORT. 

The  Sixth  Annual  Beport  of  the  Michigan  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Indus- 
trial Statistics  is  mainly  confined  to  industries  of  which  very  little  is  gen- 
erally known.  These  are  the  gypsum  beds,  the  fire  clay  banks,  and  the 
slate,  building-stone  and  grindstone  quarries.  It  also  investigates  the 
wages  and  social  condition  of  the  workers  in  coal  deposits  and  the  copper 
mines.  "It  was  deemed  of  more  value  to  make  a  canvass  of  a  few  indus-. 
tries,  and  do  it  thoroughly,"  says  Commissioner  Heath, ''than  to  spread 
the  work  over  many  occupations  and  only  obtain  partial  reports." 

The  report  is  divided  into  10  parts: 

1.  Fire  clay  industry; 

2.  Slate  industry; 

3.  Coal  industry; 

4.  Grindstone  industry; 

5.  Gypsum  industry; 

6.  Building  stone  industry; 

7.  Copper  industry; 

8.  A  summary  by  nationalities  of  the  information  embodied  in  the 
preceding  parts; 

9.  A  comparison  by  nationalities  of  the  wages  paid  in  the  old  country 
with  the  wages  paid  in  Michigan;  and 

10.  The  proceedings  of  the  sixth  National  convention  of  the  Bureau  of 
labor  statistics. 


420  LABOR  AKD  INDUSTKIAJL  STATISTIG& 

As  these  reports  of  proceedings  are  not  directly  related  to  Michigan 
labor  interests,  they  have  been  omitted  in  this  review. 

Michigan's  fire  clay  is  worked  into  fire  bricks,  drain  tiles^  sewer  iHpe, 
paving  bricks,  meat  tubs,  and  chimney  flues  and  tops.  The  State  has 
234  brick  kilns.  The  State  Commissioner  of  Mineral  Statistics  says: 
'*  The  clay  fonnd  in  Jackson  county  is  likely  to  be  of  greats*  value  than 
the  coaL"  The  statistics  of  the  fire  clay  industry  contain  individual 
replies  from  54  employes,  of  whom  38  are  of  foreign  birth.  Ten  hours  a 
day  is  the  rule.  Wages  range  from  50  cents  a  day  for  laborers  to  $2  a  day 
for  day  molders.  Tha  great  majority  of  laborers  receive  SlitS  a  day. 
The  total  earnings  of  the  54  employes  was  $23,564,  an  average  of  $436^* 
or  $1^  a  day.  Thirty  two  own  homes  worth  $19,950  with  $3,290  in 
mortgages  with  interest  at  6, 7  and  8  per  cent 

Forty-four  said  they  were  as  well  off  as  five  years  ago;  nine  said  they 
were  not,  and  one  did  not  reply.  Twenty-eight  said  wages  were  about  the 
same. 

The  statistics  failed  to  give  the  total  number  employed  in  the  fire  clay 
industry  in  the  State. 

There  was  only  one  company  in  Michigan  making  slate  in  1888,  the 
Michigan  Slate  Company,  who  own  the  former  lands  and  property  of  the 
Huron  Bay  Slate  and  Iron  Co.,  the  Clinton  Slate  and  Iron  Co.,  and  the 
Superior  Slate  and  Mining  Co.,  comprising  6,300  acres  of  land.  The 
quarries  are  at  Avon,  12  miles  from  L'Anse  and  five  miles  from  Huron 
Bay.  During  1888  only  26  men  were  employed.  The  company  run  a 
store  where  the  men  trade,  a  cash  settlement  being  made  monthly.  There 
is  no  club,  union,  or  benefit  society  among  the  men,  but  the  married  men 
are  charged  $1.50  and  the  single  men  $1  a  month  by  the  company  for  the 
company's  physician,  who  makes  no  other  charges  for  medical  attendance 
or  medicine. 

Seventeen  of  the  20  empioyes  reporting  are  foreigners,  with  wages 
running  from  $28.50  to  $18  a  month  for  10  hours  a  day.  The  average 
wages  for  the  year  was  $404.36. 

The  only  coal  mined  in  Michigan  iu  1888  was  by  the  Corunna  Coal 
Company  of  Corunna,  and  the  Bennett,  Standard,  and  Emerson  companies 
at  Jackson.  No  statistics  were  given  by  those  employed  in  the  Corunna 
mines,  as  the  two  enumerators  appointed  failed  in  the  work.  The  Jackson 
mines  employ  118  persons,  and  statistics  were  gathered  from  69,  of  whom 
only  10  were  Americans.  The  men  earn  from  $1.50  to  $1.75  a  day  for 
eight  hours  work.  The  Commissioner  of  Mineral  Statistics  says:  "  The 
men  eatinot  make  good  wages  until  they  get  used  to  working  here,  and 
learn  to  exercise  skill  in  placing  their  blasts  so  that  they  shall  be  effective^ 
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At  first  men  are  almost  certain  to  make  a  failure,  and  they  get  discouraged 
and  quit  work." 

"Up  the  shores  of  lake  Huron,  at  the  extreme  end  of  the  thumb  of  Mich- 
igan's lower  peninsula,  in  Huron  county,  is  located  Grindstone  City," 
says  the  Commissioner  of  Mineral  Statistics  in  his  report  for  1881.  Here 
are  the  most  extensive  grindstone  quarries  known  in  America,  and  they 
have  been  worked  since  1838.  When  this  stone  is  first  taken  from  the 
quarry  it  is  soft  and  easily  worked;  and  being  free  from  all  foreign 
substances  is  extremely  suitable  for  cutlery  and  sharp  edge  tools.  Here 
are  employed  195  men,  producing  7,500  tons  of  grindstone  at  $8.75  a  ton, 
and  7,500  gross  of  scythe  stones  at  $2.50  a  gross.  The  pay  day  is 
monthly,  the  men  trading  at  the  company  stores  and  receiving  the  balance, 
if  any,  in  cash.  The  men  work  only  about  seven  months  in  the  year,  as 
the  stone  freezes  and  cannot  be  worked  in  the  cold  weather.  Reports 
were  received  by  the  Commissioner  from  some  124  men.  These  averaged 
$329.85  a  year.  They  work  10  hours  a  day.  One-fifth  were  Americans. 
Forty-four  said  they  were  as  well  off  as  five  years  ago;  44  said  they  were 
better  oflP,  and  13  said  they  were  not  so  well  off,  eight  of  these  attributing 
this  to  sickness. 

In  the  slate  and  fire  clay  industry  a  few  took  a  magazine,  a  weekly  or  a 
daily  paper.  In  the  grindstone  industry  63  said  they  took  a  weekly  paper 
and  six  took  a  monthly  magazine  or  paper. 

Gypsum  is  found  in  paying  quantities  and  workable  condition  in  the 
vicinity  of  Grand  Rapids,  and  at  Alabaster,  Iosco  county.  The  mineral 
when  quarried  is  broken  in  pieces  and  pulverized  or  ground.  Then  it  is 
called  plaster.  That  portion  used  for  making  stucco  is  put  into  huge 
kettles  where  it  is  converted  into  stucco  by  calcination  or  heating,  and 
boiling.  All  the  gypsum  companies  in  the  United  States  are  in  a  pool, 
with  headquarters  at  Grand  Rapids.  The  report  gives  a  total  of  235  men 
being  employed,  and  193  gave  statistical  information.  There  is  such  a 
variation  in  the  wages  given  that  one  hesitates  to  give  them.  For 
example,  the  Grand  Rapids  Plaster  Co.  is  said  to  employ  30  men.  Total 
wages  x)aid  $5,000.  The  Alabastine  Co.  employs  50  men.  Aggregate 
wages  paid  for  the  year,  $19,248.  There  is  a  mistake  somewhere.  Of  the 
193  reporting,  43  were  Americans.  The  total  annual  earnings  of  the 
193  is  placed  at  $72,834«  say  $1.25  a  day.  Fifty-«ix  said  they  worked  12 
hours  a  day,  51  worked  10  hours,  and  11  worked  11  hours.  Some  40 
owned  their  homes  worth  $39,230,  with  19  mortgages. 

While  building  stone  is  abundant  in  Michigan,  the  best  known  and 
most  successful  quarries  are  found  at  Marquette  and  Portage  Entry.  The 
Marquette  quarry  employs  100  men,  and  at  Portage  Entry  284  names  were

eanvaseed,  though  but  122  of  the  blanks  could  be  used,  they  were  so 
imperfect.  It  is  probable,  therefore,  that  no  Tery  great  reliance  can  be 
placed  on  the  figures  given. 

At  Bay  Port,  Huron  county,  is  a  limestone  quarry  worked  by  45  men. 
The  first  strata,  four  feet  thick,  is  used  for  lime.  Underneath  this  is  a 
dark  blue  limestone  seven  feet  thick,  used  for  building  stone,  and  sold 
principally  in  Bay  City,  Flint,  Saginaw  and  Grand  Bapids. 

At  Holland  the  Waverly  Stone  Company  employ  20  men. 

At  Ionia  is  a  mottled  or  variegated  rock  easily  worked.  Here  20  men 
are  employed. 

At  Stony  Point,  Jackson  county,  is  another  quarry,  but  the  number  of 
men  working  is  not  given.  Altc^ether  the  Conmiiissioner  received  reports 
from  259  men,  of  whom  60  were  Americans.  They  worked  10  hours  a  day. 
Fifty-three  owned  their  own  homes  valued  at  $43,005,  and  18  are  mortgaged 
for  $4,415.  The  total  annual  earnings  of  the  men  were  $112,684.83,  an 
average  of  $1.39  a  day.  Thirteen  take  a  daily  paper,  93  a  weekly,  and  21 
a  monthly. 

In  the  copx^er  industry  in  Michigan  were  employed  5,516  men  in  1888, 
and  3,070  reported  to  the  Commissioner.  Of  these  631  only  were 
Americans.  A  section  where  a  mine  is  situated  is  called  a  "  location,** 
which  really  means  a  village.  This  *'  village ''  consists  of  cheaply  con- 
structed buildings,  all  owned  by  the  company,  which  nevsr  sells  any  land. 
A  few  may  own  the  houses,  but  not  the  ground.  They  pay  ground  rent. 
So  very  few  copper  miners  own  anything.  There  are  no  labor  unions  of 
any  kind  among  the  men,  as  it  is  understood  the  mining  companies  are 
opposed  to  labor  organizing." 

So  far  as  could  be  seen  the  results  obtained  do  not  vary  from  those 
published  in  the  second  annual  report.  The  men  do  more  work  for  less 
money,  the  copper  companies  sell  the  copper  mined  cheaper  than  formerly; 
sell  it  cheaper,  but  make  a  greater  profit  per  pound. 

The  comparison  by  nationalities  of  wages  in  the  old  country  with  wages 
in  Michigan,  which  forms  part  IX,  shows  great  diflFerences.  The  average, 
per  month,  for  the  industries  canvassed,  is  given  at  $16.61  in  England  and 
$48.76  in  Michigan  by  English  miners,  and  $19.07  in  England  and  $56.66 
in  Michigan  by  Englishmen  engaged  about  the  mines  and  works  as  bosses, 
etc.  The  Finlanders  earned  $10.24  in  their  own  country  and  earn  $45.99 
here;  the  German  $13.81  in  their  native  land  and  $44.79  here;  the 
Canadian  $21.85  in  Canada  and  $46.94  here;  the  Irishman  $13.86  in 
Ireland  and  $45.84  here;  the  Austrian  $7.90  in  Austria  and  $48.50  here; 
the  Polander  $12.70  in  Poland  and  $46.33  here;  the  Sweed  $15.95  in 
Sweden    and  $49.20  here;  the  Nonifegia©  $18.38  in  Norway  and  $43.83 
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here;  the  Hollander  $13.88  in  Holland  and  $33.74  here;  the  Prussian 
$9.05  in  Prussia  and  $32.94  here;  the  Scotchman  $20.92  in  Scotland  and 
$59.98  here;  the  Italian  $6.43  in  Italy  and  $50.11  here;  the  Welshman 
$27.65  in  Wales  and  $46  here;  the  Swiss  $14  in  Switzerland  and  $45 
here. 

Have  these  figures  been  sent  over  to  Europe?  If  so,  it  is  no  wonder 
the  Italians  and  Poles  and  Prussians,  are  flocking  to  The  United  States 
by  the  hundreds  of  thousands. 

SEVENTH    ANNUAL    REPORT. 

The  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Michigan  Bureau  of  Labor  and 
Industrial  Statistics  is  confined  entirely  to  the  furniture  manufacturing 
industry  in  the  State.  The  compilation  made  by  agents  of  the  Bureau  is 
from  the  employes,  and  while  the  canvass  does  not  include  all  so  employed, 
the  Commissionei»declares  that  enough  has  been  obtained  to  show  a  good 
average,  and  the  conditions  shown  are  a  fair  representation  of  the  con- 
ditions surrounding  those  employed  in  this  industry  throughout  the 
State. 

The  canvass  is  tabulated  in  three  divisions: 

1.  Grand  Rapids; 

2.  Detroit; 

3.  All  cities  and  villages  outside  Grand  Rapids  and  Detroit. 

Thus  the  Commissioner  thinks  a  fair  comparison  can  be  made  between 
the  large  cities  where  real  estate  and  rent  are  high,  and  the  villages  in  the 
interior  where  real  estate  and  rent  are  low. 

Seventy-eight  furniture  factories  were  canvassed,  28  in  Grand  Rapids, 
15  in  Detroit,  and  the  others  in  22  towns  and  villages.  Of  these  78  firms, 
64  reported  6,913  employes  on  the  first  pay  day  in  May;  they  paid  $2,557,- 
365  in  wages  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  an  average  of  $369.50. 

The  personal  agents  of  the  Bureau  made  a  canvass  of  5,226  men  and 
boys,  and  221  girls  in  the  78  factories,  of  whom  2,509  were  American,  the 
Hollanders  numbering  1,159  and  the  Germans  783.  Most  of  the  foreigners 
are  in  the  factories  in  Grand  Rapids  and  Detroit. 

The  employes  work  10  hours  a  day,  are  paid  in  cash  at  least  once  a 
month,  and  have  10.6  months'  work  in  the  year. 

The  per  capita  of  earnings  per  year  returned  by  the  employes  are 
$409.46,  which  is  $39.96  more  than  the  per  capita  reported  by  the  54 
firms. 

The  cost  of  tools  for  the  year  was  $8,790.45  to  the  1,105  reporting. 

The  total  earnings  saved  was  four  per    cent,  in  Grand   Rapids  and 
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Detroit,  and  nine  per  cent  in  the  rest  of  the  State,  while  in  the  two  cities 
30  and  31  per  cent,  respectively,  own  homes,  to  39  per  cent  elsewhere. 
However,  798  of  the  homes  are  mortgaged  for  $355,192,  while  1,268  pay  a 
monthly  rental  of  $8,181.82,  an  average  of  $6.45.  In  Grand  Bapids  the 
average  rent  is  $6.58,  in  Detroit  $7.56,  in  the  outside  towns  $5.67.  Total 
annual  rent,  $98,181.84.  This  makes  the  per  cent  of  annual  rent  to 
earnings,  15  in  Grand  Bapids,  17  in  Detroit,  and  13  in  the  outside  towns. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  1,864  families  own  sewing  machines, 
338  own  organs,  2,767  take  newspapers  and  magazines,  so  that  they  read 
1,520  daily  papers,  2,704  weeklies,  two  semi-moathlies,  and  468  monthlies. 

The  weekly  board  of  1,523  employes  average  $3.52  a  week,  and  634  have 
insured  their  lives,  while  1,239  have  provided  for  sickness  through  member- 
ship in  sick  benefit  societies.  If  they  were  all  sick  at  one  time  the  benefit 
would  average  $6.05  each,  per  week. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty  of  those  canvassed  cannot  read  and  269  cannot 
write. 

The  great  majority  of  those  canvassed  report  good  health  and  that 
wages  had  risen  in  the  past  five  years  or  were  stationary.  While  82  per 
cent  pay  cash  for  their  family  expenses,  and  12  per  cent  buy  on  credit, 
the  other  two  per  cent  do  both.  The  keeping  itemized  accounts  of  family 
expenses  was  also  enquired  into.  Some  906  made  no  reply,  3,848  answered 
in  the  negative,  and  472  in  the  affirmative.  Says  the  Commissioner  wisely: 
"  The  keeping  of  an  account  of  personal  and  family  expenditures  by  work- 
ing men  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  labor  bureaus  and  statisticians, 
and  to  laboring  men  themselves,  and  should  receive  that  attention  and 
consideration  from  the  wage  workers  which  its  consequence  demands. 
From  the  investigation  made  it  appears  that  only  10  per  cent  'keep  an 
itemized  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures.  It  is  a  self  evident  fact 
that  if  business  men  generally  were  as  slack  in  their  matters  as  working 
men,  nothing  but  bankruptcy  and  financial  ruin  would  result.  If  this  be 
true  of  business  men,  why  not  in  the  same  degree  true  of  working  men. 
If  they  would  keep  an  accurate  account  of  their  receipts  and  expenditures, 
together  with  time  worked  and  lost,  with  reason  for  lost  time,  it  would 
enable  this  Bureau  to  give  reliable  and  very  valuable  statistics  regarding 
the  cost  of  living.  It  would  also  teach  the  men  method  and  system,  and 
point  out  how  to  economize  in  many  ways,  and  indicate  where  unnecessary 
personal  or  family  expenses  can  be  dispensed  with,  which  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  amount  expended  for  needless  articles,  would  not  be 
known.  It  is  hoped  that  very  many  workers  will  see  the  necessity  of 
keeping  such  an  account." 

In  Grand  Rapids  and  Detroit  2,069  men  employed  were  asked  if  they 
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were  in  favor  of  eight  hours  as  a  work  day.  Of  these  1,783  said  "yes," 
208  said  "no,"  39  "don't  know,"  nine  "can't  say,"  eight  " don't  care," 
three  "hardly  know,"  three  "all  the  same,"  one  "won't  say,"  one  "imma- 
terial," one  "  can't  tell,"  and  three  preferred  a  Saturday  half  holiday. 

In  making  up  the  tables  by  localities,  the  report  made  the  average  wages 
paid  in  Grand  Bapids  $423  a  year,  in  Detroit  $324  a  year,  and  in  other 
manufacturies  $394  a  year.  The  difference  of  $99  a  year  between  Detroit 
and  Q-rand  Rapids  is  remarkable. 

EIGHTH    ANNUAL    REPORT. 

Twenty-five  cities  and  towns  in  which  there  are  factories  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  of  agricultural  implements  and  other  iron  working  industries 
were  visited  by  the  regular  office  employes  of  the  Michigan  Bureau  of 
Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics  during  the  year  1890,  and  the  statistics 
then  obtained  are  embodied  in  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Bureau. 

This  canvass  includes  8,838  working  men  employed  in  201  shops  and 
manufacturing  institutions  in  the  26  cities  and  towns  visited,  of  whom 
5,091  were  Americans,  a  larger  proportion  than  the  previous  reports  of 
other  industries  credited  to  those  born  in  this  country.  As  shown  in 
previous  reports,  also,  the  foreign  born  mainly  congregate  in  the  cities, 
though  why  they  do  is  not  stated. 

After  giviHg  the  number  of  those  married  who  were  canvassed  at  4,889, 
the  report  states  that  there  is  no  child  labor  in  the  industries  canvassed, 
but  235  boys  are  employed  between  15  and  11  years  of  age.  Nearly 
14  per  cent,  of  the  total  employes  in  the  State  are  under  19  years  of  age. 

The  number  of  weeks  worked  during  the  year  is  given  at  404,570,  an 
average  of  45.7,  or  eight  hours  and  47  minutes  a  day.  The  time  lost  by 
5,939  men  aggregated  50,877  weeks;  978  years  and  21  weeks,  and  3,435  of 
these  men  gave  "  no  work  "  as  the  reason  for  such  lost  time.  This  is  57 
per  cent,  of  the  entire  number  reporting  lost  time.  "If  a  farther  condensa- 
tion could  be  made,"  says  the  Commissioner,  after  giving  other  reasons 
for  lost  time,  "  where  no  work  is  combined  with  other  causes,  at  least  75 
per  cent  of  lost^time  would  be  on  account  of  no  work." 

The  total  earnings  of  the  8,838  canvassed  was  $4,127,591.20,  an  average 
per  year  of  $467.02.  The  lowest  annual  average  wages  is  credited  to 
Howell,  $312.46,  and  the  highest  to  Muskegon,  $653.  The  towns  and 
cities  of  Muskegon,  Montague,  Ferrysburg,  Bay  City,  S^naw,  Dowagiac, 
Orand  Rapids  and  Grand  Haven  show  averages  of  over  $500  per  annum, 
because  they  mainly  employ  the  most  skilled  mechanics,  such  as 
machinests,  machinery  molders,  blacksmiths  and  boiler  makers.  Last 
jear's  report  of  122  furniture  and  wood  workers  in  Muskegon,  showed  an 
64 
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average  of  $416.39,  this  year's  report  of  the  iron  workers  show  an  average 
of  $653.54.  The  figures  for  Grand  Bapids  are:  Furniture  workers,  1889, 
$426.93,  iron  workers  in  1890,  $538.27. 

The  average  wages  by  nationalities  seem  to  prove  the  assertion  that 
foreigners  are  the  best  mechanics,  for  while  the  Americans  averaged  for 
the  year  $461.84,  the  Englishmen  averaged  $565.28,  the  Scotchmen  $576.78. 
the  Canadians  $501.08,  the  Sweeds  $580.65.  and  the  Swiss  $487.23.  The 
German  laborer  averages  less  than  the  American,  the  figures  given  being 
$439.55.  Other  nationalities  also  average  less.  Those  averaging  higher 
than  the  figures  above  given  are  based  on  too  few  a  number  of  workers  to 
have  any  weight  in  making  comparisons. 

The  average  wages  per  day  is  given  at  $1.67f ;  married  men  average 
$11.50  per  week,  and  single  men  $8.12. 

Many  will  dispute  the  assertion  made  on  page  xvii  of  the  general 
summary,  that  the  Scotchmen,  Englishmen  and  Americans,  in  the  order 
named,  are  the  best  livers  and  have  the  highest  per  capita  of  family 
expenses.  The  Polander  and  the  German  spend  the  least  money. 
Family  expenses  are  too  vague  of  statement  to  put  much  reliance  on.  The 
family  expenses  of  Americans  are  given  at  $134.35,  Germans  $100.88, 
Hollanders  $112.50,  Scotchmen  $143.45,  Englishmen  $135.92,  Polandere 
$89.46,  and  other  nationalities  between  these  figures. 

Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-eight  of  the  employes  canvassed 
own  homes  valued  at  $3,055,965,  with  $614,486  in  mortgages.  The  average 
home  is  valued  at  $1,572.45  in  Detroit,  the  highest;  and  $520  in  Jonesville, 
the  lowest.  In  the  towns  and  cities  outside  of  Detroit  the  average  age  of 
those  who  own  homes  and  have  them  paid  for  is  41  years.  Average  age 
of  those  who  own  homes  but  are  mortgaged,  36  years.  It  is  evident 
that  unless  a  man  who  depends  entirely  upon  his  week's  wages  for  a  living 
has  secured  a  home  or  has  one  partly  paid  for  by  the  time  he  is  41  years 
of  age,  he  will  never  own  one. 

The  average  wages  to  those  who  own  houses  outside  of  Detroit  were 
found  at  $12.29  per  week,  wages  of  those  who  own  mortgaged  homes  $1L20 
a  week.  The  statement  is  frequently  made  that  the  workingmen  who 
receive  the  smallest  wages  are  the  ones  who  own  their  own  homes.  This 
may  be  so  in  individual  cases,  but  the  figures  show  that  it  is  not  true 
when  home  owning  is  considered  as  a  whole.  The  highest  average  weekly 
wages  paid  in  the  the  State  to  married  men  is  $11.50  per  week,  to  all 
employes  $10.06,  so  that  those  who  have  their  homes  paid  for  are  thoee 
who  receive  wages  above  the  average. 

The  total  monthly  rent  of  2,634  amounts  to  $19,574.97,  an  average  of  $7.43. 
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Total  annual  rent  $284,899.64,  average  $89.17,  which  is  17  per  cent  of 
earnings.    The  average  weekly  board  paid  was  $3.65. 

Of  those  canvassed,  eight  per  cent  had  been  injured  while  working  as 
employes,  and  64  per  cent  answering  in  regard  to  their  labor  organizations 
said  they  had  been  of  benefit  to  them,  both  financially  and  otherwise. 

Some  of  the  inquiries  made  in  previous  reporis  were  discontinued  in 
these.  Any  questions  relating  to  the  "  truck  system  "  was  useless  as  all 
manufacturing  institutions  pay  cash,  and  pay  day  is  either  weekly,  semi- 
monthly, or  monthly,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  business.  Ten  hours 
is  everywhere  and  in  all  kinds  of  establishments  a  day's  work.  The  per 
cent  of  working  men  who  cannot  read  or  write  is  small,  about  five  per 
cent.  Only  one  per  cent  are  subject  to  loss  of  wages  by  errors,  wastage  or 
breakage.  The  per  cent  is  so  small  and  the  result  so  universally  the  same 
that  further  investigation  of  the  above  and  a  few  other  minor  subjects  has 
been  discontinued. 
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THE    LABOR    QUESTION. 


LABOR  LAWS. 


NATIONAL  LAW   TO   PREVENT   FOREIGN  IMMIGRATION   UNDER  CON- 
TRACT. 


In  the  past  it  was  considered  wisdom  to  encourage  immigration  in  every 
possible  way.  Bureaus  of  immigration  were  established  and  the  commis- 
sioners given  powers  to  take  extreme  measures  to  secure  the  incoming  of 
foreigners  of  all  classes;  even  the  importatijpn  of  laborers  under  contract 
was  in  many  cases  encouraged. 

The  effect  was  to  overstock  the  labor  market  in  many  lines  of  labor,  and 
to  reduce  wages  to  the  standard  of  a  bare  subsistence  on  the  level  of  the 
countries  from-  whence  such  immigration  came. 

The  organization  of  societies  and  bureaus  for  investigation  of  labor 
problems,  however,  caused  a  decided  reaction  to  set  in,  among  the  early 
fruits  of  which,  influenced  Congress  to  enact  a  law  prohibiting  the  imi>or> 
tation  and  immigration  of  foreigners  and  aliens  under  contract  to  perform 
labor  in  the  United  States.  • 

The  law  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation  to  prepay  the 
transportation  or  in  any  manner  encourage  the  importation  or  immigration 
of  any  foreigner  into  the  United  States  under  any  agreement  or  under- 
standing that  he  shall  here  perform  labor  of  any  kind. 

Every  violation  of  the  law  is  punished  by  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars. 
Every  master  of  a  vessel  who  shall  knowingly  bring  to  the  United  States 
any  foreign  laborer,  mechanic  or  artisan,  who  has  previously  entered  into 
/  af  contract  to  come  here  and  perform  labor^  is  deemed  gtiilty  of  a  misde- 

meanor, and  upon  conviction,  is  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars.  Every  foreign  laborer,  mechanic  or  artisan,  who  comes 
here  as  aforesaid,  may  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Every  master  of  an  American  vessel  who'^employs  any  such  labor  on 
said  vessel  and  in  said  manner  lays  the  owner  of  such  vessel  liable  under 
the  law  and  every  such  employ^  (is  also  liable  to  imprisonment  upon 
conviction.  3 

The  Michigan  Bureau  is  credibly  informed,  however,  that  hundreds  of 
violations  can  be  found  each  year  upon  the  great  lakes  notwithstanding, 
and  among  the  offenders  Michigan's  steamboat  owners  are  the  chief.

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OHIO  LABOR  LAW. 
^  FREE   PUBLIC   EMPLOYMENT   OFFICES 

The  following  is  the  full  text  of  the  law  providing  for  the  creation  of 
free  public  employment  offices"   in  the  cities  of  Cincinnati,  Cleveland, 
Columbus,  Dayton  and  Toledo  : 

THE     ACT. 

Ssc.  908.  The  oommiBBioner  shall  have  an  office  in  the  state  house,  which  shall  be 
a  bureau  of  statistics  of  labor,  and  he  shall  collect,  arran^^e  and  systematize  all  statistics 
relating  to  the  various  branches  of  labor  in  the  State,  and  especially  those  relating  to  the 
commercial,  industrial,  social,  educational  and  sanitary  condition  oiP  the  laboring  classes. 
Said  commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  immediately  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  to  organize  and  establish  in  all  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  cities  of  the  first  and 
second  grade  of  the  second  class  in  the  State  of  Ohio,  a  fret  public  employment  office, 
and  shall  appoint  one  superintendent  for  each  of  said  offices  to  discharge  the  duties 
hereinafter  set  forth.  Said  superintendents  shall  cause  to  be  posted  in  front  of  their 
said  offices  on  a  sign  board,  or  in  a  suitable  place  on  the  building  where  such  offices  are 
located,  the  words  ^free  public  emj^loyment  office.'''  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
superintendents  to  receive  all  applications  for  labor  of  those  desiring  employment  and 
thoee  desiring  to  employ  labor,  and  record  their  names  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
designating  opposite  the  name  of  each  applicant  the  character  of  employment,  or  labor 
desired,  and  the  address  of  such  applicant.  Each  of  said  superintendents  shall  be  provided 
with  such  clerical  assistance  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioner  may  appear  neces- 
sary for  properly  conducting  the  duties  of  their  several  offices.  No  compensation  or  fee 
shiulf  diroctly  or  indirectly,  be  charged  to  or  received  from  any  person  or  persons  seek- 
ing employment  or  any  person  or  persons  desiring  to  employ  labor  through  any  of  said 
offices.  Said  superintendents  shall  made  a  weekly  report  on  Thursday  of  each  week  to 
said  commissioner  of  all  persons  desiring  to  employ  labor,  and  the  class  thereof,  and 
all  persons  applying  for  emplovment  through  their  respective  offices,  and  the  character 
of  employment  desired  by  each  applicant ;  also,  of  all  persons  securing  employment 
through  their  respective  offices  and  the  character  thereof,  and  a  semi-annual  report  of 
the  expense  of  maintaining  such  offices.  8aid  commissioner  shall  cause  to  be  printed 
weekly  a  list  of  all  applicants  and  the  character  of  emplo^ent  desired  by  them,  and  of 
thoee  desiring  to  emplov  labor,  and  the  class  thereof,  received  by  him  from  the  respect- 
ive offices  aforesaid,  and  cause  a  true  copy  of  such  list  on  Monday  of  each  week  to  be 
mailed  to  the  superintendent  of  each  of  siaid  offices  in  the  State,  which  said  list  by  the 
superintendent  shall  be  posted  immediately  on  receipt  thereof  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
his  office,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons  desiring  employment.  Said  superin- 
tendents shall  perform  such  other  duties  in  the  collection  of  labor  statistics  as  said  com- 
missioner shall  determine.  Any  superintendent  or  clerk  as  herein  provided,  who 
directly  or  indirectly  charges  or  receives  any  compensation  from  any  person  whomsoever 
in  securing  employment,  or  labor  for  any  other  person  or  persons  as  provided  in  this 
act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceedmg 
fifty  dollars,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  or  workhouse  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 
The  superintendent  of  each  of  said  offices  shall  receive  a  salary,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
council  of  9uch  city,  payable  monthly.  The  clerk  or  clerks  required  in  anv  of  such 
offices  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  per  month,  provided  the  com- 
pensation of  such  superintendents  and  clerks  so  appointed  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city 
treasury,  in  which  such  free  public  employment  office  may  be  located. 

MICHIGAN  LABOR  LAWS. 
COURT   OP   MEDIATION   AND   ARBITRATION. 

This  act  creates  a  board  of  three  arbitrators  appointed  by  the  Governor 
with  the  consent  of  the  State  Senate.  The  court  can  subpoena  witnessear 
and  administer  oaths  and  demand  books  and  other  evidence,  but  cannot 
compel  either  party  in  a  labor  dispute  to  submit  to  the  decision  of  the 
court,  consequently  it  is  inoperative.  The  court  has  not  been  appointed 
and  will  likely  not  be,  until  the  law  is  amended. 
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HOURS  OF  LABOR. 

THE  ACT. 

Section  1.  That  in  all  factories,  workshops,  salt  blocks,  saw  mills,  logging  or  lumber 
camps,  booms  or  drives,  mines  or  other  places  used  for  mechanical  or  manufacturings 

Surpoees  where  men  or  women  are  employed,  ten  hours  per  day  shall  constitute  a  legal 
ay's  work  unless  by  special  contract  such  labor  agrees  to  waive  the  ten  hour  day. 

Sec.  2.  Provides  that  where  there  is  no  special  agreement  the  law  shall  be  oonBtrued 
to  mean  ten  hours  per  day,  and  the  laborer  can  collect  for  all  over-time  at  the  per  diem 
rate  of  wages  agreed  upon. 

Sec.  3.  Provides  that  where  any  employer  or  agent  takes  an^  advantage  of  any 
employ^  or  person  seeking  employment  through  their  poverty  or  misfortune  to  invalid- 
ate any  of  tne  provisions  of  the  law  shall  be  deemed  guilty .  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  the 
prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  must  in  the  name  of  the  people  proeeoute  any  such 
case  uik>n  application. 

Sec.  i.  Provides  that  all  such  fines  collected  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  public 
school  fund. 

Sec.  5.  Provides  that  nothing  in  the  act  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  domestic  or 
farm  labor  or  other  laborers  who  agree  to  work  more  than  ten  hours  per  day. 

EMPLOYMENT  OP  CHILDEN,   YOUNG   PERSONS  AND   WOMEN  IN  CERTAIN   CASES. 

SEonoN  1.  That  no  child  under  the  age  of  twelve  years  shall  be  employed  in 
any  factory  or  workshop  or  where  goodb  are  prepared  for  manufacturing. 

»Eo  2.  Provides  that  any  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  must  produce  a  certifica  e 
signed  by  the  proper  auUiority  that  he  or  she  has  attended  school  at  least  four  montts 
of  the  year  preceding  such  application  for  employment,  and  any  false  certificate  renders 
the  signer  liable  to  punishment. 

Ssa  3.  Provides  that  such  certificate  must,  upon  employment,  be  deposited  with  the 
employer  for  inspection  at  any  time  by  the  proper  authorities. 

Ssa  4.  Provides  that  no  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  and  no  woman, 
shall  be  employed  in  any  manufactory  or  work  shop  more  than  ten  hours  per  day  or 
sixty  hours  per  week,  and  one  hour  per  day  must  be  allowed  for  dinner. 

HOURS  OF   LABOR  FOR   YOUNG  PERSONS. 

Ssc.  5,  provides  that  seats  must  be  furnished  for  all  females  in  any  factory,  ware- 
house, workshop,  store,  or  hotel,  when  not  necessarily  engaged  in  the  active  datieB  fbr 
which  they  are  employed. 

SEa  6,  provides  punishment  for  any  violation  of  the  act. 

Sec.  7,  provides  the  proper  officers  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  act  an»  oarried 
out. 

Sec.  8,  exempts  the  penal,  reformatory,  and  benevolent  institutions  of  the  State. 

HOURS  OF   EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN. 

Section  I.  That  no  person,  company,  or  corporation,  shall  employ  any  male  child  under 
fourteen  years  of  age,  nor  any  female  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  for  more  tiian 
nine  hours  in  any  day. 

Sec.  2,  provides  punishment  for  any  violation  of  the  act. 

Sec.  3,  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  county  prosecuting  attorney  to  investigate  any  com- 
plaint and  prosecute  any  case  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

Sec.  4,  exempts  all  persons  engaged  in  agriculture,  domestic  duties,  or  clerks  in 
stores. 

Any  factory  or  mercantile  establishment  employing  children  under  fourteen  years  of 
age  must  have  the  written  consent  of  the  parents,  with  name,  age,  and  residence,  or  the 
child's  statement  under  oath  if  parents  be  dead,  but  any  firm  employing  less  than  ten 
such  children  is  not  considered  a  manufactory  under  this  law. 
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PROTECTION   OF   EMPLOYES. 

Sfia  4,  of  this  law,  providee  that  the  owner,  agent  or  leesee,  of  anj  faotory,  manufac- 
tory or  mercantile  establishment,  must  provide  automatic  doors  for  all  hoists,  well  holes 
or  elevators,  to  open  and  close  by  the  action  of  said  elevators  in  their  passage  either 
ascending  or  descending. 

Sec.  5,  to  supply  all  dangerous  machinery  with  automatic  shifters  and  to  protect  all 
gearing  and  belting  with  proper  safeguards,  and  that  no  minor  under  fourteen  years  of 
age  shall  be  allowed  to  clean  any  machinery  while  in  motion 

Sfax  6,  provides  for  proper  lighting,  heating,  ventilating  and  sanitary  arrangements 
in  each  shop  or  factory,  and  for  proper  means  of  egress  in  case  of  fire  or  other  disaster, 
and  that  all  belting,  shafting,  gearing,  elevators,  drums,  and  machinery  must  be  properly 
guarded;  that  all  vats,  pans  or  other  structures  containing  molten  metal  or  hot  liquid 
must  be  nroperly  guarded,  and  after  due  notice  of  any  defect  said  employers  or  ageuts 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  violating  the  provisions  of  the  act. 

Seo.  7,  provides  the  prosecuting  attorney  to  prosecute  to  termination  in  any  justice 
or  circuit  court,  in  the  name  of  the  people,  any  violation  of  the  act. 

S£a  8,  provides  both  fine  and  imprisonment  for  any  violation  or  omission  of  any  of 
the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act  or  for  permitting  any  child  to  be  employed  in  viola- 
tion of  uie  act. 

BLOWERS  TO  BE  USED  WITH  EMERY  WHEELS  AND  BELTS. 

THE  ACT. 

Sexttion  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enacts  That  all  factories  and  work- 
shops where  emery  wheels  or  emery  belts  of  any  description  are  used,  either  solid 
emery,  leather,  leather  covered,  felt,  canvass,  linen,  paper  or  wheels  rolled  in  emery  or 
corrundum,  shall  be  provided  with  blowers  or  similar  apparatus,  which  shall  be  placed 
over,  beside  or  under  said  wheels,  in  such  manner  as  to  carry  away  the  dust  arising 
from  said  emery  wheels  while  in  operation,  directly  to  the  outside  of  the  building,  or 
some  receptacle  placed  so  as  to  receive  such  dust. 

Seo.  2.  Any  person,  company  or  corporation  who  shall  willfully  neglect  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall,  for  each  offense,  forfeit  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

SEa  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  apply  to  factories,  saw  mills,  shingle  mills,  and 
workshops  in  which  such  wheels  or  beits  are  occasionally  used  and  only  by  men  not 
especially  employed  for  that  purpose. 

MECHANICS'  ASSOCIATIONS. 
THE   ACT. 

Act  145,  Sec.  1.  That  any  number  of  persons  not  lees  than  five  may  associate  them- 
selves together  and  become  a  body  corporate  and  politic  for  the  improvement  of  their 
several  social  and  material  interests,  the  regulation  of  their  wages,  the  laws  and  condi- 
tions of  their  employment,  the  protection  of  their  jomt  and  individual  rights,  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  trades  or  industrial  avocations,  the  collection  and  payment  of 
funds  for  the  benefit  of  sick,  disabled,  or  unemployed  members,  the  securing  of  benefits 
to  the  families  of  deceased  members,  and  for  such  other  and  further  objects  of  material 
benefit  and  protection  as  are  germain  to  the  purposes  of  this  act.  The  persons  so  asso- 
ciating shall  execute  articles  of  association  as  hereinafter  provided,  sign  and  acknowl- 
edge the  same  before  some  ofilcer  duly  authorized  by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  take 
acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  upon  the  execution  and  acknowledgment  of  said  articles 
of  association  aforesaid  the  said  association  shall  become  a  body  politic  for  the  purposes 
set  forth  in  said  articles  of  agreement. 

Ssa  2.  Every  association  formed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  have  a  cor- 
^  porate  name,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  prosecute  and  defend 
in  all  courts  of  this  State;  shall  hold,  pay,  sell,  assign  and  lease  such  real,  personal,  or 
mixed  property  as  shall  be  required  for  its'  corporate  puri>06es. 

Sso.  3^    The  articles  of  association  shall  state: 

IHrstf  The  names  of  persons  associating  in  the  first  instance  with  their  places  of  resi- 
dence. 
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SecoTid^  The  purposes  of  the  association^  oonforming  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Thirds  The  corporate  name  and  period  of  incorporation,  not  to  exceed  a  period  oC 
thirty  years. 

Fourth^  The  terms,  conditions,  and  qualifications  of  membership  in  the  corporation. 

Fifth,  The  officers  and  committees  created,  with  names  of  officers  and  members  of 
committees  fi'-st  selected,  the  terms  of  such  officers  and  members,  and  the  time  of  hold- 
ing an  annual  meeting. 

Sbo.  4.  Every  association  incorporated  under  this  act,  shall  have  power  to  make 
all  needful  by-laws  for  its  government  and  enforce  the  same  by  the  usual  penalties 
and  forfeitures:  may  thereby  establish  a  uniform  system  of  dues,  assessments  or  bene- 
fits to  be  levied  upon  members,  prescribe  the  duties  of  officers,  require  bonds  of  the 
same  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 

Sec  5.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  consist  of  a  president,  secretary,  treas- 
urer and  board  of  trustees  of  not  less  than  three  members  of  the  association.  Hie 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be  ex  officio  members  of  said  board  of  trusteeB. 

Seo.  6.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  be  the  executive  board  of  such  association,  and 
shall  be  charged  with  the  general  management  of  its  aifairs.  Said  board  shall  adopt 
by-laws  for  the  association,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure:  Provided,  That  the 
by-law  for  the  election  of  the  members  of  said  board  of  trustees  and  their  terms  of 
office  shall  oe  of  no  effect  until  the  same  is  ratified  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
of  the  association.  A  majority  of  said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Sso.  7.  All  societies,  unions,  or  associations  of  tradesmen  or  laborers  actually  exist- 
ing and  conducting  their  affairs  under  a  constitution  or  articles  of  aasooiation,  may 
become  a  bod^  corporate  and  politic,  for  the  general  purposes  of  this  act,  upon  filing 
a  copy  of  their  constitution  or  articles  of  the  association,  society,  or  union,  verified  by 
the  oath  of  one  of  the  executive  officers  of  such  society,  association,  or  union,  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  a  like  verefied  copy  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  ef  the  county  where  such  association,  society,  or  union  is  formed.  All  societieB, 
unions  and  associations,  becoming  corporations  as  above  provided,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act 

Sbo.  8.  The  constitution  or  articles  of  association  of  the  society,  union,  or  association 
referred  to  in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act,  when  filed  as  therein  provided,  shall 
stand  in  lieu  of  the  articles  of  incorporation  required  to  be  executed  under  this  act  and 
such  constitution  or  articles  of  association  may  provide  for  the  election  of  the  trustees 
and  other  officers  required  by  this  act,  naming  the  officers  to  act  as  the  fint  inoam> 
bents:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to 
legalize  any  provisions  that  may  be  contained  in  said  constitution  or  articles  of  associa- 
tion, repugnant  to  the  general  laws  of  this  State  or  to  public  justice. 

Sfisc.  9.  All  moneys,  properties,  or  rights  in  action,  equitably  belonging  to  anv  society, 
union  or  association  at  the  time  the  same  shall  become  inoorporatMl  under  tne  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  shall  vest  in  the  corporation  so  formed,  and  may  be  recovered  by  such 
corporation  in  an  action  of  assumpsit,  or  on  the  case,  from  any  person  unlawfully 
withholding  the  same. 

Mechanics'  associations. 

Act  42  provides  that  any  number  not  less  than  fifteen  of  workingmen's  aid  aooietiea, 
otherwise  called  arbeiter  unterstuetzungs  vereine,  which  have  been  duly  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  Michigan,  may  unite  or  form  a  union  or  bund  and  become  incorpor- 
ated under  the  provisions  of  the  act  as  further  provided. 

A  copy  of  the  records  of  such  articles  of  association  under  the  seal  of  the  State,  duly 
certified  according  to  law,  shall  be  received  as  prima  fade  evidence  in  all  courts  of  this 
State,  of  the  existence  and  due  incorporation  of  such  union  or  buod. 

HOMESTEAD  EXEMPTIONS, 

THE  ACT. 

Sbotion  1.    Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repreaentativea  of  the  State  ^ 
of  Michigan,  That  a  homestead  consisting  of  any  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  forty  ^ 
acres,  and  the  dwelling  house  thereon  and  its  appurtenances,  to  be  selected  by  the 
owner  thereof,  and  itot  included  in  any  recorded  town  plat,  or  city  or  village,  or  instead 
thereof,  at  the  option  of  the  owner,  a  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  in  amount  one 
lot,  being  within  a  recorded  town  plat,  or  city  or  village,  and  the  dwelling  house  thereon 
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and  its  appartenanoee,  owned  and  occupied  by  a  resident  of  this  State,  shall  not  be 
subject  to  forced  sale  or  execution,  or  any  other  final  process  from  a  court,  for  any 
debt  or  debts  growing  out  of  or  founded  upon  contract,  either  express  or  implied,  made 
after  the  3d  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1848.  This  section  shall  be  deemed  and  construed  to 
exempt  such  homeeteaa  in  the  manner  aforesaid  during  the  time  it  shall  be  occupied 
by  the  widow  or  minor  child  or  children  of  any  deceased  person,  who  was,  when  living 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  act 

Ssa  6.  Any  person  owning  and  occupy iiig  any  house  on  land  not  bis  own,  and  claim- 
ing said  house  as  a  homestead,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  exemption  aforesaid. 

Sec.  7.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  considered  as  exempting  any  real  estate  from 
taxation  or  sale  for  taxes. 

Court  Ruling. 

The  amount  of  homestead  is  $1,500. 

The  provisions  of  the  law  exempting  homesteads  are  to  be  construed  liberally. 

The  homestead  right  may  exist  in  lands  held  in  joint  tenancy  or  tenancy  in  common 
and  in  land  held  under  a  part-paid  school  land  certificate. 

There  cannot  oe  two  homesteads  at  the  same  time. 

Unless  the  estate  is  insolvent  at  the  time  of  the  owner^s  death  no  homestead  right 
attaches  in  favor  of  the  widow  or  children,  but  the  premises  pass  at  once  to  the  heirs 
subject  to  the  widow's  right  of  dower. 

LAnd  purchased  and  under  preparation  for  a  homestead,  may  be  exempt  even  before 
a  building  is  erected  thereon. 

Alienation  Waver, — ^A  husband  cannot  mortgage  a  homestead  or  land  intended  for  a 
homestead  without  the  signature  of  his  wife;  nor  alienate  or  abandon  it  without  her 
consent,  or  make  a  valid  sale  without  it 

Nor  can  any  lien  except  for  purchase  money  be  established  thereon  without  her 
assent  and  signature;  but  a  husband*s  conveyance  of  the  homestead  to  his  wife,  accom- 
plished by  his  sole  deed  to  a  third  person  who  conveys  to  her,  is  good. 

Levies^  Forecloeures,  etc. — In  case  of  the  levy  of  an  execution,  the  homestead  exemp- 
tion and  rights  are  determined  by  the  state  of  facts  existing  at  the  time  of  levy. 

On  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  on  several  parcels  of  land,  includinpr  a  homestead,  the 
latter  must  be  sold  last  ana  only  to  make  up  any  deficiency  remainmg  after  the  sale  of 
other  parcels. 

Proepective  Homp^tead. — Actual  residence  on  land  intended  for  a  homestead  is  not 
neoessary  to  ite  exemption  as  such. 

Temporary  absence  will  not  cut  off  homestead  right;  nor  the  fact  that  the  owner's 
wife  does  not  live  with  him  on  the  land;  or  has  abandoned  him,  or  is  seeking  a  divorce. 

The  Homestead  interest  is  exempt  from  all  claims  and  remedies  of  creditors,  and  the 
owner  may  sell  or  dispose  of  without  consideration  or  in  any  way  he  chooses. 

The  placing  by  a  person  whose  debts  equal  his  assete  of  a  part  of  his  money  in  a 
homestead  is  not  fraudulent  as  to  creditors ;  but  the  placing  by  a  debtor  of  the  whole 
•f  his  means  in  homestead  wrll  be  deemed  fraudulent. 

Where  the  homestead  is  incapable  of  division  and  is  worth  more  than  $1,500  that 
amount  of  its  value  over  and  above  all  prior  mortgages  thereon  is  exempt.  And  this 
interest  may  be  mortgaged  or  convened  by  the  owner,  and  such  mortgage  or  conveyance 
to  the  amount  of  11,500  will  teke  priority  over  any  previous  levies  thereon. 

A  homestead  right  will  not  be  lost  for  want  of  designation  after  levy  of  an  execution 
of  which  the  owner  has  no  knowledge. 

But  in  case  of  a  levy  the  owner  must  notify  the  officer  of  what  he  regards  as  his 
homestead,  eto.  Until  such  notification  the  officer  is  not  required,  neither  is  the  cred- 
itor, to  resort  to  any  apprisal. 

PROTECTION  OF  PEMAIiES  AGAINST  EXECUTIONS. 

THE  ACT. 

Section  1.     The  People  of  tJie   State   of  Michigan   enact.    No  property,    except 

as  exempted  by  the  State  constitution,  shall  be  exempt  from  levy  or  sale,  under  an 

execution,  issued  upon  a  judgment  obteined  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  for  work, 

abor,  or  services  done  or  performed  by  any  woman,  when  such  amount  does  not  exceed 

the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs.    In  entering  any  such  judgment,  the 
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justice  shall  reoite  on  the  docket  that  the  same  was  rendered  for  personal  serrioee  and 
work  of  such  jplaintiff,  and  the  same  fact  shall  also  be  recited  in  any  execution  issued 
thereon;  and  m  addition  to  all  other  costs  allowed  by  law,  the  plaintiff  in  any  such  suit 
shall  recover  an  attorney  fee  of  five  dollars,  to  be  taxed  with  the  other  costs  in  the 
eause,  and  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  such  other  costs  are  collected. 

PROTECTION  OP  LABOR  DEBTS  FROM  STAY  OP  EXECUTION, 

THE  ACT. 

Secttion.  1.  T?ie  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  any  judgment  here- 
after obtained  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  for  personal  services  performed  by  the 
plaintiff,  shall  not  be  stayed,  but  execution  may  issue  thereon  immediately  on  renditioii 
of  judgment.  In  entering  such  judgment  the  justice  shall  recite  upon  the  docket  that 
the  same  was  rendered  for  the  personal  work  and  labor  of  the  plamtiff. 

LIENS  OP  MECHANICS  AND  OTHERS  OP  CERTAIN  LIENS  UPON  REAL 

PROPERTY. 

Reference  to  the  Law. — This  statute  providing  for  liens,  etc.,  is  in  derogation  of  the 
common  law.  and  must  be  strictlv  pursued.  It  cannot  be  extended  in  its  operation  beyond 
the  fair  sense  of  its  terms.  Titles  acquired  by  proceedings  under  it  are  purely  statu- 
tory, and  it  must  afErmatively  appear  that  every  eesentiu  requisite  in  those  proceedings 
were  regularly  and  duly  tak^n.    Supreme  court  ruling. 

Wa«er  vs.  Bristow,  88  Mich.,  592. 

The  State  lien  laws  are  of  very  limited  protection  to  labor.  The  United  States  lien 
laws  applying  to  all  vessels  or  documented  crafts  are  very  simple.  The  result  is^  that 
owners  knowing  they  must  pay,  do  pay  without  question,  if  tne  labor  claim  haia  any 
foundation  in  equity.  The  claim  follows  the  propertv  where  or  upon  which  the  labor  is 
performed  and  the  labor  takes  priority  of  all  other  claims. 

PROCEEDINGS  AGAINST  GARNISHEES  IN  JUSTICE  COURTS. 

THE  ACT. 

Sjbotion  1.  Be  it  eiiaeted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
of  Michigan,  That  in  any  action  commenced  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  founded 
upon  contract,  express  or  implied,  or  upon  judgment  or  decree,  or  after  the  rendition 
of  judgment  in  anv  case,  if  the  plaintiff,  his  agent  or  attorney  shall  make  and  file  with 
such  justice  an  affidavit,  stating  that  he  has  good  reason  to  believe,  and  does  believe 
that  any  person  (naming  him)  has  property,  money  or  effects  in  his 
hands  or  under  his  control,  belonging  to  the  defendent  in  such  suit,  judg- 
ment or  decree,  or  that  such  person  is  indebted  to  such  defendant,  the  justioe  ahul 
issue  a  summons  against  such  person  requiring  him  to  appear  before  such  justice  at  a 
time  and  place  mentioned  in  said  summons,  not  less  than  six,  nor  more  than  twelve 
days  from  the  date  thereof,  and  answer  under  oath,  all  questions  put  to  him  touching 
his  indebtedness  to  such  defendant,  and  the  property,  money  and  effeete  of  the  defend- 
ant in  his  possession,  within  his  knowledge,  or  under  his  control;  which  summons  shall 
be  served  and  returned  in  the  same  manner  as  a  summons  issued  against  a  defendant 
in  other  cases.  The  garnishee  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  he  would  be  if  he 
were  subpoenaed  as  a  witness  in  such  cause. 

Sbc.  2.  The  iierson  summoned  as  garnishee  from  the  time  of  the  service  of  such 
summons,  shall  be  deemed  liable  to  the  plaintiff  in  such  suit,  to  the  amount  of  the 
property,  money  and  effects  in  his  hands  or  possession,  or  under  his  control,  or  due 
from  him  to  the  defendant  in  such  suit:  Provided,  That  when  the  defendant  is  a 
householder  having  a  family,  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  applicable  to  any 
indebtedness  of  such  garnishee  to  the  defendant  for  the  personal  labor  of  such  defend- 
ant, or  his  family,  for  any  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

Court  Rulings, — ^Executors  and  administrators  are  not  liable  to  garnishment  in 
justice  courts  for  the  amount  in  their  hands  due  to  creditors  of  the  deceased;  nor  are 
public  officers  liable  as  gamisheee  for  money  in  their  hands  and  held  by  them  in  their 
official  capacity  as  such  officers,  as  in  case  of  funds  held  by  registers  in  chanoeiy.     Nor 
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can  a  judgment  rendered  by  one  justice  be  reached  by  gamiahee  prooees  from  another 
justice. 

A  debt  owing  to  two,  cannot  be  gamisheed  in  a  suit  against  only  one  of  them;  nor 
can  a  joint  debtor  be  held  alone,  as  garnishee  on  such  liability,  to  the  principal  defend- 
ant.   School  districts  and  other  municipal  corporations  not  liable. 

It  is  tiie  duty  of  the  garnishee  to  set  forth  in  his  disclosure  the  true  condition  of  the 
liability.  His  admission  of  a  liabilty  different  from  a  true  one,  or  one  that  does  not 
exist  may  authorize  a  judgment  against  him,  but  binds  no  one  else. 

Whatever  is  admitted  by  the  disclosure  may  be  considered  as  established. 

It  seems  that  where  the  garnishee  is  charged  in  the  affidavit  only  with  having  prop- 
erty, money  and  effects,  in  his  hands,  etc.,  he  cannot  be  reauired  to  disclose  with 
respect  to  the  indebteaness  due  from  him  to  the  principal  defendant,  as  these  two 
causes  are  entirely  distinct  from  each  other;  at  leacft,  this  is  the  rule  in  the  circuit 
courtb 

Upon  the  hearing  to  show  cause,  etc.,  the  garnishee's  disclosure  is  the  evidence  and 
all  tne  evidence  that  can  be  introduced  against  him.  And  unless  that  shows  him  to  be 
liable  to  the  principal  defendant,  no  judgment  can  be  rendered  against  him,  whether 
he  appears  or  not. 

No  judgment  can  be  rendered  a^^ainst  him  for  any  liability  except  such  as  is  clearly 
shown  and  admitted  by  his  own  disclosure. 

Nor  can  any  recpvery  be  had  against  him  upon  any  evidence  contradicting  his  own 
statement,  that  nothing  is  due  from  him  to  the  principal  defendant. 

Nor  are  his  admissions  as  to  his  indebtedness  or  other  liability,  other  than  as  con- 
tained in  his  disclosure,  admissable  in  evidence  against  him. 

The  declaration  must  be  predicated  upon  the  garnishee's  disclosure. 

A  debtor's  property  exempt  from  execution  ia  also  exempt  from  garnishee  process,  at 
the  election  of  the  debtor. 

MINE    INSPECTORS. 
THE  ACT. 

SBonoN  1.  The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact,  That  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  any  county  m  the  jU^pper  Peninsula  in  this  State  where  there  are  mines 
situated  and  working,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  at  their  first  meeting  aft^r 
this  act  shall  take  effect,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  who  is  a  practical  miner 
and  inspector  of  mines,  and  as  many  deputy  inspectors  as,  in  their  judgment,  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  diseharging  the  duties  hereinafter  prescribed,  to  fix  the 
compensation  of  said  inspector  and  deputies  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same, 
and  to  remove  the  same,  or  any  one  thereof  and  appoint  others  in  their  places  when- 
ever, in  their  judgment,  the  best  interests  of  owners  and  employ^  may  so  require,  and 
to  fill  vacancies  arising  from  any  other  cause  than  removal. 

Sec.  2.  The  inspector  of  mines  when  so  appointed,  shall  give  bonds  in  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of 
supervisors,  for  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  which  said  bond  shall  be  payable  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  said  inspector  shall  be  appointed,  and 
shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  countv  when  he  is  so  appointed,  and  any  and  all 
deputy  commissioners  in  any  county  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  inspector  of 
mines  for  that  county,  and  their  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  him. 

Sec..  3.  The  duties  of  the  mine  inspector  shall  be  to  visit  all  the  mines  in  his  county 
producing  iron  ore  once  in  every  sixty  days,  and  oftener  if  in  his  judgment  necessary; 
and  the  mines  producing  gold,  silver,  copper  and  slate  once  in  each  year,  and  oftener  if 
in  his  judgment  necessary,  and  closely  inspect  the  mines  so  visited,  and  condemn  all 
such  places  where  he  shall  find  that  the  employes  are  in  danger  from  any  cause, 
whether  resulting  from  careless  mining  or  defective  machinerv  or  appliances  of  any 
nature;  he  shall  compel  the  erection  of  a  partition  between  all  shafts  where  hoisting  of 
ore  is  performed  and  where  there  are  ladder  ways^  where  men  must  aseend  and  descend, 
going  to  and  from  their  work.  In  case  the  mine  inspector  shall  find  that  a  place  is  dan- 
gerous from  any  cause  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  order  the  men  engaged  in 
work  at  the  said  place  to  quit  work  immediately,  and  he  shall  notify  the  superintendent, 
agent  or  person  in  charge  to  secure  the  place  from  the  existing  danger,  which  said 
notification  or  order  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  clearly  define  the  limits  of  the  dan- 
gerous place,  and  specii^  the  work  to  be  done  or  change  to  be  made  to  render  the  same 
secure,  ordinary  mine  risks  excepted.  It  shall  also  be  the  dut^  of  the  mine  inspector 
to  command  the  person,  persons  or  corporation  working  said  mine,  or  the  agent  or  boss  of 
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■uoh  person,  persons  or  corporation  under  his  jurisdiction,  to  furnish  all  shafts  of  their 
mines  with  some  secure  safeguard  at  the  top  of  the  shaft  so  as  to  guard  against  acci- 
dents by  persons  falling  therein  or  by  material  falling  down  the  same;  also  a  ooyering 
overhead  on  all  the  carriages  on  which  persons  ascend  or  descend  up  and  down  the  shaft 
if,  in  his  judgment,  it  shall  be  practicable  and  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  safety. 

Sec  4.  If  any  man  or  men  are  allowed  to  continue  work  in  any  place  condemned  by 
the  mine  insx)ector,  except  to  do  the  work  required  to  be  done  to  insure  safety  before 
said  place  has  received  the  necessary  changes  to  secure  the  safety  (ordinary  risks  of 
mining  excepted)  of  the  laborers  engaged  therein,  the  person,  persons  or  corporation 
operating  said  mine  shall  be  liable  for  fil  accidents  causing  injuries  or  death  to  employ^ 
working  in  or  about  such  place  until  the  order  referred  to  in  the  preceding  section  shall 
have  been  complied  with  or  revoked. 

.  Ssa  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person,  persons  or  corporation,  or  the  superinten- 
dents or  agents  of  the  same,  when  the  mine  inspector  arrives  at  any  mine  on  his  c^cial 
business,  to  furnish  for  his  inspection  all  maps,  drawings  and  plans  of  the  mine, 
together  with  plans  of  all  contemplated  changes  in  the  manner  of  the  working  of  the 
mine,  or  any  part  thereof;  to  furnish  him  with  such  suitable  person  or  persons  as  he 
n&ay  desire  to  accompany  him  through  the  mine  or  any  part  thereof;  and  also  to  furnish 
him  with  suitable  ladders  and  other  necessary  appliances  to  make  a  proper  inspection; 
and  should  they  or  any  of  them  refuse  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  such  refusal  or  neglect  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec  6.  The  salaries  are  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  treasury  and  mileage  allowed 
of  four  cents  per  mile  when  on  official  business. 

Sec  7.  When  ten  persons  working  in  an^  mine,  or  place  where  mining  is  done,  shall 
notify  the  mine  inspector,  in  writing,  that  his  services  are  needed,  he  shall  immediately 
make  inspection,  or  send  one  of  his  assistants  to  do  so:  Provided,  Jiowever,  That  it 
shall  be  made  to  appear  to  said  inspector  that  they,  the  said  men  so  complaining,  have 
called  tJie  attention  of  the  superintendent,  agent,  mining  captain,  or  boss  to  the  condi- 
tion of  such  place,  pointed  out  the  danger  in  working  therein  or  thereat,  and  the  said 
person  or  persons  so  notified  have  either  neglected  or  refused  to  make  the  same  secure 
or  safe  for  work,  ordinary  mine  risks  excepted. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  bQ  the  duty  of  each  of  the  inspectors  of  mines  appointed  under  this 
act  to  make  and  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  for  which  he  was  appointed,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  time  fixed  by  law  for  the  annual  autumn  meeting  of  the  board  of 
supervisors,  an  annual  report  of  his  acts  and  proceedings  under  Uiis  act,  specifying, 
among  other  things,  the  number  of  mine  accidents  occuring  during  the  precedini^  year 
causing  either  death  or  injury  to  persons,  giving  the  name  of  the  mine, 
where,  and  the  circumstances  surrounding  said  accidents,  and  so  classifying  said  acci- 
dents as  to  show  what  occurred  through  the  fault  or  negligence  of  employers  and  those 
occurring  through  the  fault  or  negligence  of  employ^  and  giving  the  result  of  inquests, 
if  any  have  been  held,  in  case  of  accidents  causing  death. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion  we  desire  to  congratulate  all  concerned  in  the  State,  and 
particularly  the  workers  of  the  State,  upon  the  fact  that  a  friendly  feeling 
toward  the  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics  is  now  very  general 
The  working  people  and  employers  are  alike  becoming  better  acquainted 
with  the  aims  and  objects  of  this  useful  department  of  the  State  govern- 
ment. In  no  one  instance  have  we  been  compelled  to  use  the  law  in  the 
furtherance  of  the  work  of  the  investigations  which  constitute  the  functions 
of  the  Bureau.  Generally  speaking,  the  employers  have  welcomed  our 
agents  and  cordially  placed  at  their  disposal  every  facility  in  their  power. 
Of  course,  there  were  exceptions  to  this  good  feeling,  but  in  most  instances 
the  original  hostile  feeling  gave  way  to  friendly  cooperation  after  full 
explanation  by  our  agents,  of  the  object  of  the  Bureau.  It  has  been  our 
policy  to  cultivate  the  most  amicable  feeling  between  the  Bureau  and  those 
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with  whom  it  must  necessarily  come  in  contact  in  the  performance  of  its 
duties. 

The  employes  have  also  been  very  friendly  in  their  resx)on8es  to  our 
questions  and  this  fact  was  particularly  manifested  among  the  more  intel- 
ligent and  markedly  so  among  those  who  were  in  some  way  in  contact 
with  the  labor  organizations.  It  is  certainly  true  that  the  associations 
aflForded  by  labor  organizations  do  widen  the  vision  and  increase  the 
intelligence  of  those  brought  within  its  benificent  embrace.  Our  agents 
report  that  they  received  in  all  towns  and  cities  the  generous  and  cordial 
aid  of  the  members  of  trade's  unions  and  labor  organizations  generally. 
And  we,  therefore,  take  this  opportunity  to  return  our  sincere  thanks  to 
our  union  friends  whose  names  are  too  numerous  to  mention.  The  press 
of  the  State,  as  our  numerous  files  will  testify,  has  shown  marked  friendli- 
ness toward  the  Bureau,  and  this  too  regardless  of  party  lines,  and  there- 
fore is  entitled  to  the  thanks  we  hereby  extend.  We  also  desire  to 
acknowledge  our  obligations  to  Ex-Deputy  Commissioner  Charles  E. 
Barnes,  who,  when  we  were  about  to  enter  in  the  "  new  field,"  gave  us  a 
kindly  welcome  and  much  valuable  information.  In  the  preparation  of 
our  report  we  received  skilled  and  valuable  aid  from  the  following  mem- 
bers of  our  clerical  force,  viz.,  Wm.  H.  Hockaday  and  H.  C.  Willahan.  The 
maps  of  platted  and  unplatted  land  in  the  city  of  Detroit  and  the  figures 
obtained  from  the  assessors'  books  in  connection  therewith,  are  the  work 
of  J.  M.  McGregor,  and  can  therefore  be  relied  on  for  their  accuracy 
The  valuable  assistance  given  by  Judson  Grenell  in  preparing  the 
"  Compendium "  of  all  the  previous  Bureau  reports  is  deserving  of 
especial  mention.
